THE  CRISIS  IN  THE  COUNTRY—THE  NEED  OF  PRAYER. 

We  have  just  passed  through  a  spirited  political  canvass,  but  no  one 
had  a  doubt  but  the  country  would  know  the  result  in  two  or  three  days 
after  the  election,  and  quietly  acquiesce  therein.  Instead  of  that  a  crisis 
has  sprung  upon  the  nation  as  suddenly  as  when  the  first  gun  was  fired 
on  Fort  Sumpter.  Threats  of  revolution  and  bloodshed  have  been  as 
boldly  made  as  on  that  occasion.  But  our  people  have  been  sobered  by 
one  great  war,  just  past,  and  none  but  ambitious  demagogues  and  the 
blind  and  thoughtless  masses  could  be  precipitated  into  another.  There- 
fore, we  do  not  expect  war,  but  we  cannot  tell  what  new  complications 
may  arise.  A  thoughtful  and  patriotic  citizen  has  said,  "  Is  it  not  a 
check  on  our  national  pride,  in  our  year  of  Centennial  exultation,  to  see 
it  so  possible  for  our  machinery  to  stop  and  nobody  have  a  right  to  start 
it  ?  May  God  keep  the  nation  in  good  temper  till  it  does  know  who  has 
the  right  to  rule  it." 

Since  the  late  war  closed,  how  little  prayer  has  there  been  for  this 
country !  It  has  been  treated  as  out  of  all  clanger  and  on  the  high  road 
to  permanent  prosperity!  How  little  has  it  been  thought  of  at  the 
monthly  concert!  China  and  Japan  have  been  commended  to  the  throne 
of  grace  with  frequency  and  fervor.  India  and  Africa  and  the  islands 
of  the  sea  have  been  talked  about  and  prayed  for.  Our  country — the 
resting-place  of  our  fathers — our  home  and  the  home  of  our  children,  has 
been  almost  forgotten.  And  yet  is  not  our  country — imperilled  by  dema- 
gogues and  bad  men,  by  vice  and  crime — the  hope  of  the  world  ?  Why 
should  it  not  be  prayed  for  more  fervently  during  the  Week  of  Prayer, 
in  all  our  pulpits  and  at  all  our  family  altars  !  And  at  the  "  Monthly 
Concert,"  when  we  pray  for  the  whole  world,  let  us  not  forget  this  coun- 
try. 

In  the  late  war,  amidst  the  carnage  and  sufferings  of  the  great  cam 
paigns,  how  the  people  of  God  betook  themselves  to  the  throne  of  grace. 
But  our  perils  are  not  all  over,  nor  all  our  clangers  past.     It  was  the 
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doctrine  of  Washington  that  "religion  and  morality"  are  the  only  safe- 
guards of  our  free  institutions.  But  there  is  no  sound  morality  without 
religion,  and  we  have  too  little  religion  to  secure  the  requisite  morality. 
Bad  men  are  too  numerous.  Ignorance  and  vice  abound.  Many  whole 
neighborhoods  not  only,  but  wifle  wastes,  exist  where  the  people  know 
not  God,  and  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  are  ignorant  of  the  way 
of  life  through  Jesus  Christ, 

Is  it  not  time  for  the  Church  to  begin  anew  to  pray  for  the  country, 
that  ignorant,  thoughtless,  and  ambitious  men  may  not  pull  down  the 
fair  fabric  over  our  heads  to  their  destruction  and  ours?  The  people 
must  have  the  gospel  if  we  would  make  them  moral.  The  more  churches 
and  Sabbath-schools,  the  less  crime  and  immorality.  Nothing  will  cor- 
rect the  evils  of  society  but  the  gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Let 
us  pray  more  for  this  country. 


DOES    IT    PAY? 

A  Home  Missionary  Field. 

The  Missionary  writes  as  follows: 

Our  meeting  at  S continued  two  weeks,   and  there  were  over 

thirty  professions  ;  sixteen  of  these  joined  the  Presbyterian  Church,  ten 
of  whom  were  heads  of  families.  It  was  a  precious  revival,  and  I  trust 
I  have  devised  means  to  keep  the  young  converts  at  work  for  Christ. 
In  September  last,  this  little  church  numbered  seventeen  members, 
though  by  an  error  of  the  Stated  Clerk  or  myself,  it  was  reported  twenty- 
eight.  Now,  by  two  revivals,  we  number  forty-three  members,  and  the 
work  is  still  going  on  though  the  meetings  have  been  closed.  I  came 
home  through  a  terrible  storm,  aud  my  ride  of  thirty-five  miles,  after 
being  relaxed  by  the  heat  and  labor  of  two  weeks'  protracted  meeting, 
day  and  night,  left  me  with  an  ulcerated  throat  and  slight  fever.  I  am 
now  lying  up  for  a  few  days  before  commencing  another  round  of  pro- 
tracted meetings.  If  the  good  Lord  is  with  us  in  my  appointments  for 
January  and  February,  as  in  the  past  three  months,  I  trust  many  more 
precious  souls  may  be  converted.  I  am  hopeful,  for  I  have  seldom  seen 
such  tenderness  prevailing  generally,  as  now  exists  in  South-west  Mis- 
souri, in  my  field.  I  have  been  praying  that  this  might  be  a  winter  of 
glorious  revivals,  but  the  Lord  gave  more  than  I  expected,  and  now  I 
don't  mean  to  say  "  it  is  enough"  when  he  has  taught  us  the  mighty 
power  of  believing  prayer. 


A   FRONTIER    PREACHER. 

Abundant  in  labors  and  successes. 

Here  is  his  report : 

I  stand  as  one  amazed  at  the  abounding  goodness  of  the  Lord.  Since 
the  24th  of  September,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  days  here  and  there, 
I  have  been  in  protracted  or  revival  meetings.  During  this  time  more 
than  one  hundred  have  professed  their  faith  in  Christ  as  their  personal 
Saviour,  and  of  all  the  number  I  know  of  but  one  of  whom  I  stand  in 
doubt.  Four  of  my  own  children  have  been,  I  trust,  soundly  converted, 
and  promise  to  be  active  workers  for  the  Lord  in  his  vineyard,  and  I 
trust  one  will  preach  the  blessed  gospel  of  our  dear  Lord.     More  than 
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half  of  the  converts  have  joined  the  various  Presbyterian  churches,  and 
some  few  others  will  probably  unite  with  us.  The  bitter  prejudices 
against  our  church  have  been  removed,  and  we  stand  on  the  vantage 
ground.  It  has  been  a  hard  fight  against  fanaticism,  animal  excitement, 
and  noisy  meetings,  but  the  Lord  came  to  our  help,  and  we  have  had 
deep,  quiet  works  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  now  the  people  know  what  a 
true  revival  of  religion  is.  My  appointments  for  the  protracted  meetings 
are  out,  and  I  pray  and  hope  for  other  revivals  before  spring.  The  Lord 
seems  to  have  prepared  the  way,  and  the  people  at  the  other  points 
where  I  have  appointments,  are  praying  for  and  expecting  revivals. 
My  field,  already  too  large,  is  widening,  and  God  is  enabling  me  to  hold 
the  nuclii  of  churches  in  as  fair  a  frontier  land  as  the  sun  ever  shone 
upon.  He  has  given  me  an  elder,  who  has  a  moderate  competency  of 
this  world's  goods,  and  talent  and  piety  to  labor  gratuitously  with  me, 
under  my  oversight  in  my  wide  field,  and  God  is  blessing  his  labors.  He 
is  a  Christian  lawyer,  retired  from  practice,  who  felt,  when  young,  he 
ought  to  preach,  but  entered  the  legal  profession,  but  now  devotes  the 
remainder  of  his  days  to  the  church  on  the  frontier. 


REVIVAL. 

A  Sainted  Mother. 

The  time  is  at  hand  for  my  quarterly  report.  I  have  preached  fifty- 
four  sermons,  nearly  all  in  my  field.  Had  a  protracted  service  in  each 
of  my  churches  with  very  precious  results.  In  N C our  ser- 
vice commenced  on  the  7th,  and  was  continued  till  the  22d.  The  spirit 
of  prayer  and  expectation  soon  came  down  upon  the  people — this  in 
answer  to  prayers  offered  when  two  or  three  met  here  and  there,  as  they 
could,  for  two  weeks  before.  Soon  inquirers  began  to  come,  asking- 
"What  must  we  do?"  The  Lord  favored  us  with  good  roads,  and  the- 
people  flocked  to  church,  day  and  night,  gathering  the  children — they 
that  suck  the  breast — weeping  and  praying.  Soon  a  day  of  fasting  was 
observed,  with  good  results  on  all.  The  people  began  to  talk  to  the 
impenitent,  and  a  part  of  the  bottled-up  prayers  of  a  sainted  mother  was 
poured  out  upon  two  wild  sons ;  one  of  them  soon  surrendered  himself 
wholly  to  Christ.  The  other  moves  more  slowly,  but  I  trust  we  soon 
will  see  him  among  the  friends  of  Christ,  and  at  work  in  the  vineyard. 
Thirteen  in  all  professed  a  hope — nine  of  these,  children  of  the  cove- 
nant, and  four  baptized.  I  have  pastorally  visited  most  of  the  families. 
This  work  would  have  been  completed,  but  on  the   1st  of  this  month  I 

was  summoned  to  S to  watch  at  the  couch   of  my  dying  mother, 

who  closed  a  long  life  (more  than  81  years)  on  the  17th  inst.  Having 
not  only  spent  a  long  life  in  the  service  of  the  Master  but  having  given 
her  husband,  (my  father,)  making  great  sacrifices  that  he  might  be  pre- 
pared for  the  ministry,  and  then  her  only  surviving  son,  accounting  no 
sacrifice  so  great  that  I  might  enter  the  work.  At  that  coffin  where 
slept  her  sacred  dust  I  sought  a  new  baptism  for  the  work,  and  having 
laid  her  down  to  sleep  till  the  resurrection  morn,  I  am  again  at  work. 
In  the  midst  of  our  revival,  I  urged  the  reviving  of  the  Sabbath-school. 
This  has  succeeded  beyond  my  hopes.  There  is  a  lack  of  consecration 
to  the  whole  work  on  the  part  of  some  that  are  looked  upon  as  leaders. 
Hence  in  some  respects  the  wheels  drive  heavily.  But  I  trust  by  a 
prayerful  pouring  on  of  the  gospel  all  things  will  move  more  and  more 
efficiently.  I  am  encouraged  in  the  fact  that  the  Lord  is  willing  to  own 
and  bless  the  gospel.  W.  R.  V. 
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CHURCH    EDIFICES    AND    CHURCH    DEBTS. 

A  missionary  in  Iowa  graphically  depicts  the  sacrifices  in  building 
ch  edifices  at  the  West. 

My  quarter  closing  December  31st,  has  been  one  of  hard  labor  and 
glorious  success.  The  mountain  of  debt  which  rested  on  the  church, 
almost  crushing  the  life  out  of  it,  by  faith  and  prayer  and  effort  has 
been  cast  into  the  depth  of  the  sea.  God  gave  us  faith  to  pray  and  faith 
to  answer  our  prayers  by  giving.  If  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  give 
us  the  six  hundred  dollars  we  have  applied  for,  we  shall  be  free  from 
debt  so  far  as  the  church  is  concerned.  Yet  individual  members  of  the 
church  and  community  will  have  annual  payments  to  make  for  four 
years,  having  given  their  notes.  This  will  lessen  their  ability  to  give 
toward  the  support  of  a  pastor  during  that  time.  If  this  were  all  paid, 
they  would  be  able  to  give  me  a  fair  support  next  year.  This  church 
now  has  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  community  above  all  others  in 
the  place.  The  clouds  are  passing  away,  and  the  Sun  of  Righteousness 
is  beginning  to  shine  with  healing  in  his  beams.  The  number  of  com- 
municants has  increased  one-third,  and  externals  are  pleasant  as  heart 
could  wish.  If  God  now  be  pleased  to  bless  us  spiritually,  as  he  has 
blessed  us  temporally,  and  gather  these  precious  souls  into  his  garner, 
we  shall  have  a  strong  and  glorious  church  here,  and  glory  be  to  his  name. 


ON    GRANTING    CONDITIONAL    AID    AND    WHAT    CAME    OF    IT. 

The  story  as  told  by  the  Missionary  himself. 

We  have  for  the  past  year  received  $400  from  the  Board.  When  the 
commission  came,  saying  that  we  should  be  obliged  to  raise  $600  upon  a 
salary  of  S800,  instead  of  raising  $400  upon  a  salary  of  $800,  as  hereto- 
fore, I  had  doubts  if  the  extra  $200  could  be  raised.  After  sermon  in 
the  morning,  I  asked  the  people  to  remain,  and  then  stated  to  them  that 
e  Board,  because  of  its  great  debt,  could  not  allow  us  but  $200,  one 

the  members  arose  and  said  he  would  give  so  much  in  addition,  and 
another  and  another  gave  until  the  wanting  $200  was  nearly  made  up. 
One  man  who  receives  825  per  month,  I  believe,  made  his  subscription 
$30.  When  we  think  that  this  man  is  a  day-laborer,  we  can  readily  see 
that  with  so  small  an  income  and  a  large  family,  he  is  making  some 
sacrifice  for  the  gospel's  sake. 

Our  being  reduced  from  the  amount  applied  for  to  the  Board  makes 
our  financial  burdens  heavy.  We  had  just  finished  a  new  church,  and 
were  not  quite  free  from  obligations  in  that  direction;  but  we  shall  pull 
through,  1  think,  and  come  out  free  from  any  debt  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
All  are  hard  at  work.  Few  churches,  I  believe,  are  toiling  harder  to 
maintain  themselves  than  ours. 


RUM-SELLING   AND    A    REVIVAL. 

A  Home  Missionary  at  the  West,  writing  of  a  revival  of  religion, 
says: 

The  good  work  is  still  going  on.  The  basement  of  the  church,  where 
all  our  meetings  have  been  held,  was  packed  again  last  evening.  Every 
night  new  ones  are  coming  forward.  Wednesday  evening,  last  week, 
the  bar-tender  of  a  saloon,  (one  of  the  vilest  places  in  this  region,)  rose 
for  prayers.     On  Thursday  evening  following,  the  proprietor   himself 
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came  to  the  meeting,  and  asked  God's  people  to  pray  for  him.  That 
place,  where  young  men  were  in  the  habit  of  going,  is  now  dark  every 
night.  I  went  in  there  on  Saturday  morning;  bottles  were  all  out  of 
sight.  I  discovered  two  packs  of  cards,  and  suggested  that  they  be  put 
into  the  stove.  The  proprietor  was  at  the  meeting  again  last  evening, 
and  again  rose  for  prayers.  He  says  he  cannot  carry  on  his  business 
any  longer. 

A    REVIVAL    WHERE    "  SATAN'S    SEAT    IS." 

A  missionary  at  the  West  sends  us  the  following  account  of  a  work  of 
grace  in  his  field. 

I  have  been  assisted  part  of  the  time  by  brother  M of  A ,  and 

brother  G of  C is  here  this  week.     Some  twenty-five  or  thirty 

are  rejoicing  in  hope,  and  the  session  have  already  examined  and  received 
into  the  church  twenty-one,  all  but  two  on  profession  of  their  faith,  and 
six  of  them  heads  of  families.  The  work  is  altogether  a  new  thing  in 
this  proverbially  wicked  stronghold  of  infidelity,  "where  Satan's  seat  is." 


A    MISSIONARY    BOX. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  your  kind  assistance  in  securing  for  me  and  my 
family  a  very  timely  and  valuable  box  from  the  ladies  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  church  of  Baltimore,  Md.

SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 


It  is  well  known  to  all  who  have  carefully  watched  the  operations  of 
the  Sustentation  Department  since  it  was  committed  to  the  care  of  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions,  that  the  number  of  its  missionaries  has  been 
steadily  decreasing.  There  are  those  who  are  uncharitable  enough  to 
charge  those  who  have  the  management  of  its  affairs  with  neglect  of 
duty  and  want  of  zeal.  But  the  careful  readers  of  the  Record  will  bear 
in  mind  that  we  have  repeatedly  informed  them  that  we  took  the  enter- 
prise about  $30,000  in  debt,  and  it  was  nearly  two  years  before  we  could 
extinguish  that  debt.  Meanwhile,  payments  could  not  be  promptly 
made,  and  pastors  and  churches  despaired  of  better  times  and  turned 
back  to  Home  Missions. 

The  last  month  of  the  last  fiscal  year  some  large  contributions  were 
made  to  this  Department,  which  enabled  us  to  report  to  the  Assembly  a 
handsome  balance  on  hand.  Since  that  time  we  have  endeavored,  both 
publicly  and  privately,  to  induce  churches  to  avail  themselves  of  the  full 
treasury  of  Sustentation,  and  give  the  depleted  treasury  of  Home  Mis- 
sions an  opportunity  to  fill  up.  But  our  efforts  have  been  almost  in 
vain,  because  the  churches  cannot  give  any  "  satisfactory  evidence  of 
advance  towards  self-sustentation."  Indeed,  an  unusual  number  of 
churches  that  had  been  under  Sustentation  have  fallen  back  on  Home 
Missions  the  last  six  months,  for  the  reason  that  they  could  not  make 
any  "  advance  towards  self-sustentation"  this  year.  More  than  that, 
churches  that  last  year  were  on  Sustentation,  and  raising  $700  or  $800, 
have  fallen  back,  respectively,  to  $600  or  $700.  Of  course  they  could 
not  continue  on  Sustentation,  but  came  back  to  Home  Missions,  asking 
more  aid  than  they  received  last  year.  The  hard  times  have  made  an 
advance  this  year  with  many  churches  an  utter  impossibility.  But  Sus- 
tentation was  devised  only  for  such  churches  as  promised  and  were 
expected  to  rise  rapidly  to  self-support.  That  was  the  best  argument 
in  its  favor. 

The  Board  suggested  to  the  Committee  of  Reconstruction  of  Home 
Missions  and  Sustentation,  of  which  Rev.  Dr.  Brownson  was  Chairman 
to   recommend   that  the  maximum  salary  under  Sustentation  be  $90 
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instead  of  $1,000,  as  heretofore;  contending  that  the  purchasing  power 
of  $900  is  now  as  great  as  $1,000  was  when  the  scheme  was  framed; 
asking  also  that  some  of  the  rigid  rules  of  the  plan  might  be  relaxed,  and 
that  we  might  have  discretionary  power  to  change  from  one  scheme  to 
the  other,  to  meet  the  exigencies  and  necessities  of  the  applicants.  But 
that  Committee  and  the  General  Assembly  did  not  see  fit  to  grant  our 
request.  Some  have  been  ungenerous  enough  to  insinuate  that  we  are 
asking  for  discretionary  power  that  we  may  wield  it  for  evil — to  damage 
the  cause,  the  feeble  church,  or  the  poorly  paid  pastor ;  whereas,  if  we 
had  had  such  power,  in  numerous  instances,  we  could  have  suggested 
changes  and  adopted  methods  that  would  have  afforded  real  relief,  which 
is  now  impossible  under  the  rules  that  govern  our  conduct. 

We  have  then  this  state  of  things  : — A  balance  on  hand  in  the  Susten- 
tation  Department,  of  $19,990.96  the  first  day  of  December,  and  a  falling 
off  in  receipts  for  Home  Missions,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
of  $3,178.24,  and  an  advance  in  appropriations  of  $10,000  over  the  pre- 
vious year  to  the  same  date.  We  state  these  facts  that,  if  there  are  any 
churches  that  can  meet  the  conditions  of  Sustentation,  the  Board  would 
be  glad  to  aid  them  from  that  Fund. 
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The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  pew  ;  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
op  the  harvest,  that  he  "would  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest. — luke  x.  2. 


"TOO  MANY  MINISTERS  ALREADY." 

As  long  as  our  Presbyterian  churches  indulge  the  luxury  of  choosing 
their  own  ministers,  and  our  ministers  who  have  places  claim  the  right 
of  bettering  their  condition  if  they  can,  we  must  consent  to  pay  for  both 
luxury  and  right  by  accepting  the  consequences.  Wherever  there  is 
free  choice,  though  good  sense  may  largely  rule  in  regulating  it,  there 
will  work  in  also  more  or  less  of  whim,  and  caprice,  and  fastidious 
taste  and  bad  judgment.  Such  is  human  nature,  even  when  partially 
sanctified.  The  Lord  is  less  consulted  oftentimes  in  ecclesiastical  match- 
making than  fancy.  The  result  is  that  many  excellent  ministers  are  not 
chosen,  and  many  needy  churches  are  left  out  in  the  cold.  The  pushing 
and  the  shrewd  often  get  the  better  of  the  more  modest  and  self-respect- 
ing. Showy  qualities  take,  while  essential  worth  is  overlooked.  One 
dead  fly  will  be  enough  to  prevent  the  most  fragrant  perfume  from  being 
purchased,  and  many  will  prefer  the  loose,  roving  life  of  a  transient 
supply  to  a  more  settled  state.  As  a  consequence,  there  are  many  minis- 
ters without  charge,  and  many  vacant  churches,  just  as  there  are  in 
society,  where  a  like  choice  rules  in  matrimonial  match-making,  a  great 
many  of  both  sexes  enjoying  (?)  a  single  state.  But  what  then  ?  Because 
there  are  a  good  many  excellent  widows  and  single  sisters,  shall  we  say, 
"  No  more  girls  wanted.     Wait  till  these  are  married  off?"     It  may  be 
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these  refuse  to  be  compelled,  and  prefer  to  abide  their  time.  Shall  mar- 
riage then  be  suspended  until  these  are  accommodated?  Just  as  absurd 
is  it  to  cry,  "  No  more  ministers  wanted  until  our  W.  C's  are  employed." 
So  long  as  free  choice  rules  in  forming  the  pastoral  connection  and  our 
Presbyteries  refrain  from  appointing  ministers  to  vacant  places,  so  long 
shall  we  have  W.  C's;  and  it  will  be  incumbent  on  the  churches  to  pro- 
vide all  the  larger  number  of  ministers  out  of  which  people  can  take  their 
pick  and  gratify  their  tastes.  On  the  other  hand,  upon  ministers  will 
press  the  duty  ever  more  heavily  to  prove  themselves  acceptable  as  pas- 
tors and  preachers,  if  they  desire  settlement.  So  let  us  go  to  work,  fulfil 
our  task,  and  say  nothing  more  about  it. 


EDUCATIONAL  AID  NO  CHARITY. 

When  a  man  walking  out  in  our  wonderful  mineral  regions,  with  open 
and  skilled  eye  to  discern  the  qualities  of  things,  discovers  fine  specimens 
of  jasper,  or  sapphire,  or  diamond,  and  picks  them  up,  takes  them  home 
and  sends  them  to  the  lapidary  and  the  jeweller  to  have  them  cut,  and 
polished,  and  set,  he  does  not  do  this  for  the  sake  of  the  stones,  how- 
ever precious,  but  for  his  own  sake.  He  wants  them  for  sale  or  for 
wear.  They  are  to  enter  into  the  adornment  of  society,  and  form  part 
of  its  wealth.  Just  so  it  is  when  our  churches  and  ministers  find  in  their 
nobler  fields  of  mind  talents  and  qualifications  which  may  serve  to  adorn 
and  enrich  the  Church.  When  they  take  these  up  and  send  them  to 
colleges  and  seminaries  for  cultivation  and  refinement,  it  is  not  done  for 
the  sake  of  the  persons  chosen  and  educated,  but  for  the  Church's  sake, 
that  it  may  be  edified.  A  great  mistake  is  it,  therefore,  to  call  this  act 
charity.  It  is  no  such  thing.  It  is  only  a  wise  use  of  God-given  gifts. 
And  the  church  that  fails  to  search  out  these  gifts  when  in  the 
rou^h,  and  to  set  them  to  service,  even  though  at  a  cost,  will  be  likely 
to  remain  poor  indeed — poorer  than  our  country  would  be  if  it  failed  to 
prospect  and  mine  for  the  treasures  cellared  up  in  its  mountains  and 
plains.  The  only  point  to  be  guarded  is,  that  we  get  the  real  precious 
stone,  and  be  able  to  detect  it  when  we  see  it.  And  oh  that  our  minis- 
ters and  people  prayed  more  for  the  gift  of  discerning  spirits,  that  they 
might  not  waste  effort  in  that  which  profiteth  not,  and  so  bring  their 
labors  into  discredit!  And  would  that  those  in  process  of  preparation 
might  feel  the  obligation  more  pressing  to  satisfy  the  hopes  of  the  Church, 
and  prove  real  jewels  in  the  crown  of  its  rejoicing.  Such  need  never  fear 
that  the  Church  will  regard  it  as  a  charity  to  have  educated  them.  Not 
a  bit  of  it.  On  the  contrary,  it  will  look  back  with  abundant  joy  on  the 
work  done,  and  praise  God  for  it.

SKETCH  OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

[Continued  from  page  361,  December,  1876.] 

At  a  meeting  of  ministers  which  was  held  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  Synod  of  Philadelphia,  which  met  in  Baltimore,  in  October  1818,  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  mature  a  plan  for  an  organization  for  the 
education  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  under  the  immediate  care  and 
direction  of  the  General  Assembly.  This  Committee  called  a  general 
meeting  of  the  Presbyterian  ministry  and  others  interested,  to  be  held 
at  the  Third  church,  Pine  street,  Philadelphia,  on  the  9th  of  December 
following;  the  result  of  which  was  that  a  provisional  organization  was 
formed,  a  constitution  was  adopted,  and  the  necessary  officers  and  mana- 
gers were  elected  by  ballot.  This  provisional  organization  elected  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Ezra  Stiles  Ely  its  Corresponding  Secretary.  It  was  formally 
adopted  as  its  own  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1819,  when  the  Rev. 
Dr.  William  Neill  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  new  Board.  The  object 
of  the  organization  is  stated  in  the  Report  prepared  for  the  Assembly 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Ely.  It  was,  "  that  one  General  Education  Society  ought 
to  be  established,  which  should  be  under  the  immediate  inspection  of  the 
General  Assembly,  and  which  should  be  a  faithful  representation  of  our 
whole  denomination;  that  this  society  ought  to  embody,  systematize, 
and  direct  all  the  energies  of  our  presbyteries  and  congregations  which 
may  be  devoted  to  the  education  of  young  men,  willing  to  consecrate 
themselves  to  the  ministry,  but  unable  to  defray  their  own  expenses 
while  preparing  for  the  work;  that  this  society  ought  to  carry  the  sons 
of  their  adoption  through  the  whole  course  of  their  academical  and  theo- 
logical studies  until  they  obtain  licensure;  that  the  managers  of  this 
society  should  serve  as  a  standing  committee  or  Board  of  Education, 
for  the  supreme  judicatory  of  our  Church,  through  which  all  the  Pres- 
byteries and  such  auxiliary  societies  as  might  be  formed,  should  annually 
report  to  the  Assembly  what  they  have  done  on  this  subject,  and  that 
this  society  should,  from  the  surplus  funds  of  the  different  Presbyteries 
and  such  other  resources  as  may  be  obtained,  create  a  general  fund,  from 
which  all  cooperating  Presbyteries  and  auxiliary  societies  may  desire 
such  assistance  as  the  number  of  their  candidates  and  other  circum- 
stances may  demand." 

In  this  statement,  while  we  discern  little  confusion  derived  from  other 
methods   of  aiding   candidates   for   the   ministry,   yet   we   see   clearly 
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expressed  the  fundamental  ideas  of  the  fathers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  this  country,  and  of  those  of  the  same  order  in  Great  Britain 
and  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  which  have  gradually  been  expanded 
.and  matured  into  the  present  form  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

III.  A  review  of  the  history  of  the  Board  from  its  organization  would 
require  us  first  to  notice  the  successive  steps  by  which  it  was  disen- 
tangled from  the  control  of  voluntary  education  societies.  Then  the 
influence  of  the  separation  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Church,  and  the 
temporary  adhesion  of  one  to  their  methods  of  operation,  while  the  other, 
the  Old-school  branch,  wrought  out  its  two-fold  lesson  for  the  benefit  of 
the  future  in  the  prosperous  development  of  its  proper  work  in  depen- 
dence upon  the  Presbyterian  Church  polity,  with  at  the  same  time  the 
failure  of  its  efforts  to  rear  an  ecclesiastical  system  of  general  education 
for  all  the  youth  of  the  Church,  reaching  from  the  primary  parochial 
school  upwards.  Lofty  and  beautiful  as  is  the  theory  just  mentioned, 
it  is  well  that  it  is  impracticable  in  this  land  and  in  this  age.  Here  and 
now  is  needed,  not  the  graded  and  walled  terraces,  beautiful  but  narrow, 
the  irrigating  reservoirs  and  canals,  the  hand  labor  of  the  hoe  and  the 
sickle,  the  fragrant  and  well-knit  hedges,  of  the  Old  World ;  but  the 
illimitable  power  and  possibilities  of  the  steam  plough,  the  steam  sower, 
and  the  steam  reaper,  methods  which  subjugate  and  till  square  leagues 
together,  which  gather  harvests  to  suffice  distant  nations,  harvests  that 
cover  a  continent  with  their  traffic,  and  oceans  with  their  fleets.  Pres- 
byterian "  general  education"  cannot  be  separated  from  the  common 
-schools  of  the  nation;  nor  from  the  community  of  evangelical  creeds, 
and  efforts,  and  conflicts ;  nor  from  direct  contact  with  all  the  wants 
and  trials  of  every  class  of  society  ;  nor  from  the  exercise  upon  the  suc- 
cessive rising  generations  of  our  population  of  that  special  office  by  which 
its  orthodoxy,  its  fervor,  its  culture,  and  its  discipline  shall  help  to  form 
the  whole  character  of  the  republic,  and  the  influence  of  the  republic 
upon  the  nations  of  the  world.  And  lastly,  we  would  glance  at  the  final 
summing  up  in  the  reconstruction  of  this  Board,  since  the  Reunion,  of  the 
best  experiences  of  the  past  and  present,  and  the  provisions  made  for  the 
necessities  and  aims  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which  is  one  of  the 
chief  and  most  honorable  members  in  the  living  body  of  which  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  living  head,  in  an  era  which  prophecy  characterizes 
in  one  sentence  of  infinite  meaning  as  that  of  "  the  restitution  of  all 
things." 

IV.  There  is  required  no  large  statement  of  the  results  accomplished 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  It  simply  points  to  the  strength  and  majes- 
ty and  influence  for  good  in  all  the  earth  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  the  largest  part  of  whose  ministry  have 
been  nurtured  and  fashioned  by  the  care  of  this  organ  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  that  of  the  institutions  of  various  kinds  which  have  been 
begotten  of  the  same  spirit  and  are  associated  with  it  for  the  same  ends. 
Strong  as  are  some  of  these  institutions  now,  scarcely  one  of  them  could 
have  lived  but  for  the  pecuniary  aid  of  this  Board;  nor  could  they  have 
controlled  and  given  harmony  and  completeness  to  the  theological  dis- 
cipline of  numerous  classes  of  young  men,  whose  origin,  circumstances, 
character,  and  previous  training  were  so  diverse,  but  for  its  constant 
care  and  support.  Thus  its  influence,  or,  to  speak  more  precisely,  the 
influence  which  the  Presbyterian  Church  government  has  exerted  through 
this  organization  and  its  correlated  agencies,  has  largely  formed  the  dis- 
tinctive and  honorable  character  of  a  religious  body  whose  ministry  has 
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none  superior  to  it  in  any  land,  in  orthodoxy,  in  learning,  in  zeal,  and  in 
usefulness,  and  that  of  a  people  who  are  unexcelled  in  religious  know- 
ledge, in  general  intelligence,  in  social  wealth  and  influence,  and  in 
evangelistic  enterprise  at  home  and  abroad. 


BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 


RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Prayer. — We  do  not  refer  to  prayer  for  the  missions  as  a  part  of  ordi- 
nary "  intelligence,"  but  yet  we  may  here  remind  our  readers  of  the  call 
for  prayer  at  this  time.  We  are  entering  on  a  new  year ;  perhaps  we 
may  not  here  see  its  end.  Our  work  is  too  great  for  us,  but  not  for  our 
Lord.  Our  financial  prospects  are  not  as  encouraging  as  we  could  all 
wish.  Our  missionary  friends,  in  many  distant  parts  of  the  world,  in 
the  midst  of  many  difficulties,  aided  by  the  personal  intercourse  of  very 
few  of  like  mind,  resisted  by  the  special  power  of  the  great  adversary, 
do  all  greatly  desire  to  be  remembered  in  the  prayers  of  the  churches. 
These  heathen  and  unevangelized  nations  are  not  at  rest — how  could 
they  be,  in  their  deep,  unforgiven  sinfulness  ?  Some  of  them  are  in  times 
of  great  distress.  Above  all,  and  as  the  remedy  of  every  evil,  and  the 
stay  of  every  pious  heart,  is  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  for  which  we 
daily  pray,  and  which  is  "  righteousness  and  peace  and  joy  in  the  Holy 
Ghost."  In  the  services  usual  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  through 
all  its  days,  we  trust  that  many  and  fervent  prayers  will  be  offered  for 
this  cause  of  missions.  It  is  identified  with  our  Saviour's  sympathy 
and  glory. 

"Added  to  the  church." — Mr.  Robertson  mentions  the  baptism  of 
a  young  Creek,  on  his  death-bed.  He  had  been  a  scholar  at  Tullahassee, 
long  under  serious  impressions,  and  soon  after  his  confession  of  Christ 
he  departed  this  life,  sustained  by  a  blessed  hope.  Mr.  Whiting  speaks 
of  two  converts  baptized  in  Peking.  Mr.  Butler  reports  three  new  com- 
municants in  Yu  Yiao,  and  six  in  Ningpo.  Three  of  the  latter  are  chil- 
dren of  the  first  native  member  of  the  Ningpo  church,  "  who  for  thirty- 
one  years  has  maintained  a  good  profession.  He  is  now  in  a  vigorous 
old  age,  surrounded  with  an  interesting  Christian  family,  and  he  lives 
to  testify  of  the  goodness  of  God  to  him  and  his."  Mr.  Henry  mentions 
the  receiving  of  three  new  converts  by  baptism  at  San  Ui,  a  town  within 
reach  of  Canton,  repeatedly  visited  by  him.  One  of  these  belongs  to 
the  gentry  of  the  district,  and  possesses  talents  and  influence  which 
may  be  of  much  use,  and  which  he  is  anxious  to  employ  in  bringing 
his  people  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the  Redeemer.  Dr.  Eddy  refers  to 
a  convert  lately  received  at  Sidon.  Mr.  Hazlett  reports  eight  new 
church  members,  five  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  three  in  a  town  not  far 
distant.     Mr.  Schneider  speaks  of  two  new  admissions  to  the  church 
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of  Bahia,  and  one  to  the  church  of  Cachoeira.  Mr.  Mervin  reports  three 
new  communicants  in  the  church  of  Santiago. 

Notices  op  Missionaries. — Mr.  Phillips  and.  his  family  arrived 
safely  at  Yera  Cruz,  on  his  return  to  Mexico,  but  finding  the  railroad  to 
the  capital  obstructed  by  the  war,  they  expected  to  remain  for  the  pre- 
sent at  Orizaba,  not  far  from  Yera  Cruz.  The  news  of  the  robbery  of 
Dr.  Nassau's  station  on  the  Ogowe,  in  his  absence,  is  unhappily  con- 
firmed. It  was  expected  that  he  would  remove  his  station  to  the  other 
side  of  the  river,  near  one  of  the  foreign  trading  posts.  Mr.  Reading 
had  returned  to  Gaboon.  Miss  Jennie  Lush,  of  Gaboon,  was  married 
a  few  months  ago  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  an  English  missionary  on  the 
coast  north  of  Gaboon ;  she  has  lately  been  called  to  mourn  over  the 
death  of  her  husband.  She  is  on  her  way  to  this  country,  with  the 
sympathy  of  her  missionary  associates  as  well  as  of  her  friends. 

War  in  three  Countries. — Mexico,  the  United  States  of  Colombia, 
and  Turkey,  are  suffering  the  great  calamity  of  war.  Though  Syria  is 
somewhat  remote  from  the  scene  of  warfare  in  European  Turkey,  yet  its 
men  have  been  forced  in  large  numbers  to  enter  the  army,  and  the  homes 
of  the  people  are  greatly  distressed,  and  their  occupations  seriously  dis- 
turbed. The  taxes,  always  oppressive,  have  become  almost  intolerable. 
The  two  countries  nearer  to  us  are  afflicted  with  internal  conflicts,  the 
worst  form  of  war  in  many  respects.  Thus  far  our  missionary  work  has 
not  been  suspended,  nor  even  largely  embarrassed.  Prayer  should  be 
offered  that  in  these  times  of  judgment  men  may  learn  righteousness. 

Faithful  and  hopeful  in  view  of  death. — A  remarkable  letter 
appears  in  the  Foreign  Missionary  of  this  month — describing  the  con- 
duct of  some  native  Christians  at  an  interior  village  in  China.  As  a 
consequence  of  wide-spread  excitement  among  the  people  through  super- 
stitious alarms,  they  had  reason  to  fear  persecution,  even  unto  death. 
They  met  with  their  native  minister  in  their  small  chapel,  and  at  his 
suggestion  each  one  stated  his  impressions  of  the  hour — not  knowing  but 
that  before  morning,  or  on  the  next  day,  their  lives  would  be  ended.  It 
is  something  wonderful  to  see  how  they  were,  one  and  all,  women  as  well 
as  men,  enabled  to  possess  their  souls  in  peace,  and  to  look  for  deliver- 
ance in  a  better  world.  Touching  indeed  were  the  remarks  in  few  words, 
expressing  their  faith  and  hope. 

Self-support  of  Chinese  churches. — Mr.  Butler  speaks  of  four  of 
the  churches  in  the  neighborhood  of  Ningpo  as  soon  to  be  fully  self-sup- 
porting— a  statement  of  encouraging  interest  seeing  the  people  are  so 
very  poor.     Their  pastors  know  how  to  live  in  sympathy  with  them. 

New  church  at  Jedaida,  Syria. — Dr.  Eddy  speaks  of  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  new  church  at  this  place  as  an  occasion  of  great  interest.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  Jessup.  The  native  Christians  are  deeply 
grateful  for  this  house  of  worship.  They  have  had  to  suffer  many  things 
for  their  adherence  to  the  gospel.     The  building  is  of  stone,  and  it  will 
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hold  two  hundred  persons,  though  on  this  occasion  three  hundred  were 
in  attendance. 

Receipts,  May  1st  to  December  1st. — From  churches,  $93,271  ; 
from  individual  donors,  $27,721;  from  legacies,  $5,608;  in  all,  $126,001. 
Last  year  the  receipts  in  these  months  were  $124,527.  From  churches 
and  individual  donors— last  year,  $110,761;  this  year,  $120,993.  Of 
the  November  receipts  this  year  $18,973  were  sent  in  from  the  same 
sources  which  gave  their  liberal  gifts  last  year  in  December.

DEATH  OF  THE  REY.  S.  H.  CALHOUN. 

Just  as  the  Record  is  going  to  press,  we  learn  the  death  of  Mr.  Cal- 
houn, of  the  Syria  Mission.  He  died  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  December  14th, 
after  a  long  illness, — a  peaceful,  happy  death,  after  a  noble  missionary 
life.     Biographical  accounts  will  no  doubt  be  given  hereafter. 


FUNDAMENTAL  PRINCIPLES  NOT  TO  BE  OVERLOOKED. 

In  a  favorable  notice  of  a  book  on  missions,  one  of  our  "  exchanges" 
makes  this  remark:  "  Comparatively  little  is  said  in  the  work  upon  the 
generally  accepted  fundamental  principles  upon  which  the  great  work  of 
missions  rests."  We  need  not  consider  how  far  this  remark  is  applicable 
to  the  book,  but  we  fear  it  is  far  too  applicable  to  many  of  the  addresses 
and  articles  on  missions  by  which  an  interest  in  the  cause  is  sought  to  be 
promoted.  Bright,  sensational  remarks,  something  interesting,  and  if  it 
be  romantic  all  the  better,  something  to  make  people  laugh  or  cry, — well, 
we  do  not  object  to  these  things  in  their  time  and  place,  though  for  sensa- 
tionalism we  have  little  respect,  especially  in  grave  spiritual  interests. 
But  while  we  prize  "popular"  appeals  for  missions,  we  should  not  over- 
look first  principles.  The  nature  and  ground  of  Christian  duty  towards 
the  heathen ;  the  condition  of  men  without  the  gospel,  especially  in  view 
of  the  eternal  world;  the  proper  means  to  be  employed  for  their  evan- 
gelization, and  the  best  methods  of  securing  the  use  of  these  means,  and 
as  connected  therewith,  the  province  of  the  Church  at  home  and  in  the 
field  in  the  support  and  direction  of  the  work  of  missions ;  the  reasons 
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of  encouragement  and  the  measure  of  success ;  these  and  other  subjects 
need  to  be  well  understood  by  our  Christian  people.  Once  understood 
and  "  accepted,"  these  fundamental  principles  will  lead  to  steady,  earnest 
action,  continued  as  long  as  life  lasts,  and  according  to  what  God  gives. 
It  is  on  such  action  the  cause  of  missions  must  depend,  not  on  special 
efforts,  not  on  impulsive  movements,  not  on  temporary  expedients.  We 
are  not  aiming  here  at  any  complete  statement  of  the  subject,  and  it  may 
fitly  end  these  remarks,  if  we  quote  in  illustration  of  one  of  the  funda- 
mental ideas,  the  words  of  one  of  our  best  known  and  useful  ministers: 
"  I  would  no  more  ask  outside  help  to  obtain  a  liberal  collection  in  my 
church  for  foreign  missions,  than  I  would  ask  such  assistance  in  admin- 
istering the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper."  Even  such  a  minister 
might  use  providential  auxiliaries  that  come  in  his  way,  but  he  need  not 
depend  on  the  visits  of  a  missionary,  nor  wait  for  any  assistance  from 
abroad ;  he  will  be  himself  the  earnest  advocate  of  the  cause  in  manifold 
labors,  and  his  people  will  learn  to  share  his  spirit  and  become  amongst 
the  most  liberal  and  systematic  supporters  of  missions. 


QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS. 

{Continued  from  Vol.  xxvii.,  page  303.) 

No.  47.  As  to  the  Board  and  the  Presbyteries. — We  are  asked 
whether  the  statement,  cited  in  a  newspaper,  is  correct,  that  the  Foreign 
Board  "undertakes  to  order  the  members  of  Presbyteries  from  one  place 
to  another,  without  reference  to  the  wishes  of  those  Presbyteries."  We 
reply  that  so  far  as  our  recollection  and  knowledge  extend,  this  state- 
ment is  erroneous.  We  believe  that  no  instance  of  this  kind  has  ever 
occurred.  Nor  has  any  missionary  been  sent  to  any  field  of  labor  by 
the  Board,  so  far  as  we  know,  against  his  own  consent. 

It  is  also  stated  that  the  Board  "  refuses  to  receive  contributions  for 
objects  that  have  not  its  endorsement,  though  a  foreign  Presbytery  may 
be  unanimously  appealing  for  them."  Inquiry  is  made  as  to  this  state- 
ment. We  think  that  it  is  seldom  the  case  that  foreign  Presbyteries 
appeal  for  such  objects.  We  do  not  recall  a  single  instance.  Most  of 
the  brethren  are  organized  as  Missions,  embracing  only  the  foreign 
ministers  and  laymen,  and  the  appeals  for  funds  come  from  them,  not 
from  Presbyteries.  We  do  not  here  express  an  opinion  as  to  the  subject 
of  Missions  or  Presbyteries,  either  or  both,  nor  indeed  as  to  any  of  the 
church  questions  involved  ;  but  as  to  the  Board's  endorsement  of  objects, 
we  cannot  but  think  that  its  rule  is  a  reasonable  one — one  that  is  appli- 
cable to  any  kind  of  organization  in  the  field,  and  one  which  should  be 
welcomed  by  the  supporters  of  our  missions.  We  quote  two  paragraphs 
from  the  Manual: 

"  5.  The  mission  should  prepare  at  the  end  of  each  year  a  careful 
estimate  of  the  probable  necessary  expenses  of  its  work  for  the  year 
ensuing,  specifying  the  different  objects  in  detail,  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Board  the  first  week  in  January.     When  there  is  more  than  one  station

in  a  mission,  each  station  should  prepare  its  estimates,  to  be  submitted 
for  examination  and  approval  by  the  mission  at  its  annual  meeting ;  and 
the  general  estimates  of  the  mission  should  be  based  on  and  include 
these  station  estimates.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  that  the  estimates 
should  be  so  complete  as  to  preclude  special  applications  to  churches, 
Sabbath-schools,  or  other  associations,  for  objects  not  specified  in  them. 
No  missionary  should  apply  to  the  Board  for  funds  for  mission  work, 
without  first  conferring  with  the  mission.  When  these  mission  esti- 
mates have  been  approved  by  the  Board,  they  govern  the  expenditure 
of  the  year,  and  must  not  be  exceeded.  If  special  cases  arise,  calling 
for  new  expenditure,  they  should  be  made  matters  of  correspondence 
with  the  Board,  excepting  when  funds  to  meet  them  are  provided  from 
other  sources  than  the  treasury  of  the  Board,  such  as  donations  of  Chris- 
tian friends  at  the  station,  or  from  other  sources  referred  to  in  the  next 
paragraph. 

"6.  The  object  of  missionary  life  must  ever  be  held  sacred,  that  of 
preaching  Christ  and  him  crucified,  but  if,  without  turning  aside  from 
this  object,  missionaries  should  be  led  by  providential  circumstances, 
with  the  consent  of  their  brethren  in  the  mission,  and  the  approval  of 
the  Board,  to  engage  in  work  that  brings  to  them  pecuniary  remunera- 
tion— the  moneys  so  received  should  be  turned  over  to  the  treasury  of 
the  mission,  to  be  used  as  local  funds  under  its  direction,  and  to  be 
reported  to  the  Board ;  in  such  cases  the  missionaries  will  continue  to 
draw  their  usual  salaries  from  the  Board." 

Here  it  may  be  noted — 1.  That  these  estimates  begin  with  the  brethren 
in  the  field.  2.  That  their  common  or  united  judgment  is  sought  as  to 
all  parts  of  their  work.  3.  That  ample  margin  is  given  for  new  objects. 
4.  That  the  approval  of  the  Board  is  needful.  5.  That  local  gifts  or 
income  in  the  mission  is  left  to  the  disposal  of  its  members.  These 
things  seem  to  combine  free  action  abroad  with  general  supervision  at 
home,  in  a  way  not  objectionable  or  injurious,  and  such  as  may  well  receive 
the  confidence  of  our  churches.  Exception  is  indeed  sometimes  taken  to 
the  second  of  these  provisos;  personal  attachment  sometimes  leads 
•donors  to  wish  their  gifts  to  be  expended  by  a  particular  missionary, 
and  on  the  other  hand,  missionaries  sometimes,  rarely,  wish  to  have 
funds  placed  at  their  personal  disposal.  In  actual  practice,  this  result 
is  sometimes  secured  ;  but  we  think  our  readers  generally,  as  we  believe 
the  missionaries  also  in  most  cases,  approve  the  rule  as  it  stands.  It 
certainly  appears  to  afford  a  good  and  sufficient  reason  of  the  judicious 
use  of  sacred  funds. 

Exception  has  also  been  taken  to  the  fourth  point — the  approval  of 
the  Board,  as  if  it  were  adverse  to  liberty  of  action.  We  must  not  enter 
on  theoretical  discussions  here,  but  we  may  suggest — I.  That  in  practice 
this  rule  has  seldom  been  complained  of.  With  missions  in  so  many 
different  countries  everybody  sees  that  some  directing  organization  is 
needful.  If  mistakes  or  evils  of  any  kind  occur,  they  may  usually  be 
ascribed  to  the  imperfection  of  the  agents,  rather  than  of  the  rule  itself. 
But  2.  if  serious  evils  should  occur,  and  such  as  are  not  remediable  by 
kind  Christian  conference,  then  our  Church  system  provides  an  authori- 
tative, easily  understood,  readily  applicable  way  of  correcting  them. 
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A  CHURCH  BUILDING  WANTED  IN  YEDO. 

The  Rev.  0.  M.  Green  writes  from  Tokio,  or  Yedo,  Japan,  October 
24th,  of  the  need  of  a  church  building  for  our  mission  in  that  city.  The 
Board,  some  months  ago,  authorized  the  brethren  to  purchase  land,  in 
order  not  to  lose  a  suitable  place  for  the  church,  but  for  want  of  funds  it 
could  not  go  further  at  the  time.  Perhaps  the  modest  appeal  here 
inserted,  which  has  lately  reached  us,  may  meet  with  favorable  con- 
sideration from  some  of  our  friends,  without  lessening  their  good  gifts 
to  the  cause  in  general.  Our  position  in  Yedo,  the  great  capital  of  the 
country,  is  in  many  respects  one  full  of  interest  and  encouragement. 
This  church  would  add  much  to  its  influence. 

Your  letters  to  the  mission  have  given  us  the  fullest  assurance  of  the 
deep  sympathy  of  the  Board  and  the  Church  in  our  work  in  Japan,  and 
we  are  greatly  encouraged.  As  the  cause  of  evangelization,  in  this 
empire,  is  yet  in  its  initiatory  stage,  the  aid  we  ask  from  the  church  is 
greatly  disproportionate  to  the  present  results.  But  no  one  who  reads 
aright  the  covenant  recorded  in  the  second  Psalm,  plans  or  works  for 
the  present  only.  We  hope  that,  under  divine  guidance,  we  can  now 
expend  funds  so  judiciously  as  to  establish  the  work  upon  a  basis  that 
shall  yield,  by  God's  blessing,  constant  and  abundant  results.  We 
know  well  that  the  Board  greatly  desires  to  further  every  wisely  con- 
ceived project,  and  we  hope  that  the  Church  will  exceed  its  former  lib- 
erality, and  fully  support  the  Board.  You  have  already  recognized  our 
need  of  a  new  church  building,  and  kindly  expressed  the  hope  of  being 
able  soon  to  send  us  the  amount  necessary  to  erect  it.  We  would  be 
exceedingly  glad  ere  long  to  worship  in  a  better  structure  than  the  one 
we  now  occupy,  [a  temporary  building,  small,  and  ready  to  fall  down.] 
Mr.  Imbrie  and  I  have  had  many  talks  about  the  kind  of  church  we 
ought  to  build,  and  we  have  almost  concluded  to  construct  a  building 
like  the  national  temples.  .  .  .  The  Japanese  temples  are  tolerably  pic- 
turesque, having  ordinarily  an  imposing  roof  and  front,  but  being  other- 
wise plain.  We  think  that  it  would  please  the  people  to  see  us  adopt- 
ing a  Japanese  style  of  building,  rather  than  importing  a  foreign  style. 
Their  temples  are  not  only  handsome,  but  constructed  so  as  to  withstand 
the  earthquakes.  And  besides,  I  believe  that  they  can  be  built  cheaper 
than  an  equally  handsome  and  durable  foreign  building.  If  this  be  true, 
then  the  native  Christians,  in  other  cities  and  towns,  can  afford  to  erect 
churches  like  this  one  in  the  imperial  capital.  If  we  should  construct  a 
fine  church  in  foreign  style,  costing  five  or  six  thousand  dollars,  no  native 
carpenters,  out  of  the  large  cities,  could  build  one  like  it;  nor  could  the 
Christians  afford  to  imitate  it.  We  would  be  glad  to  inaugurate  a  style 
of  church  architecture  that  might  become  national.  Is  there  not  some 
kind  friend  who  will  send  us  fifteen  hundred  dollars  to  build  this  Chris- 
tian temple?  If  possible,  we  greatly  desire  to  build  it  now,  while  the 
girls'  school  is  being  erected  on  the  same  lot,  so  that  the  lot  may  be 
cleared  up  and  put  in  order  at  once. 


THE  WORK  IN  YOKOHAMA,  JAPAN. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Hepburn,  writing  under  date  of  October  2itn,  sends  some 
interesting  particulars  of  his  labors  in  Yokohama.  The  first  paragraph 
refers  to  a  small  chapel,  which  was  much  needed. 
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I  have  received  two  hundred  dollars  from  two  friends  towards  building 
the  chapel  in  the  native  town,  and  expect  I  may  get  one  hundred  or  so 
more;  so  this  also  will  relieve  the  Board.  A  friend  has  also  given  me 
one  hundred  dollars  towards  my  dispensary  work.  This  I  needed  much, 
as  the  number  of  my  patients,  being  so  very  much  larger  than  for  some 
years  past,  has  increased  also  the  expenses.  My  wife  is  trying  to  hold 
on  with  the  school  until  help  arrives,  but  it  is  with  much  difficulty.  [On 
account  of  her  impaired  health.  Miss  Marsh  would  arrive  soon  after 
this  letter  was  written.] 

I  never  was  so  happy  in  my  work  as  I  am  now  and  have  been  for 
some  two  or  three  years  past.  The  work  of  translating  the  sacred  Scrip- 
tures is  extremely  pleasant,  only  it  grieves  me  to  see  it  progress  so 
slowly.  Our  little  church  has  not  grown  much  for  some  few  months  past. 
We  have  lost  more  by  removals  than  we  have  gained.  Some  of  our 
members  give  us,  too,  no  little  anxiety  by  their  unchristian  conduct. 
They  are  greatly  to  be  pitied.  What  we  need  most  of  all  is  the  quick- 
ening, enlightening  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  the  hearts  of  these  dead, 
dark-minded  souls.     Oh  that  Christ  would  come  in  his  power ! 

My  Dispensary  congregation  is  exceedingly  interesting.  I  wish  you 
could  just  happen  in  amongst  us  there.  I  commence  at  nine  o'clock ; 
about  one  hundred  are  usually  collected  waiting.  I  hang  one  of  the  pre- 
cious texts  from  the  Bible,  written  in  large  letters,  on  the  wall,  and  ex- 
plain it  to  them.  Most  of  them  hear  the  truth  for  the  first  time,  so  I 
have  generally  to  commence  with  the  fundamental  truths,  "  God  is  one, 
our  God,  Creator,  Father,  Friend,  full  of  mercy  and  love.  WTe  are  sin- 
ners, guilty,  ungrateful,  and  lost.  God  has  wrought  out  a  way  for  par- 
don and  salvation  through  the  blood  of  his  dear  Son.  Come  to  Christ 
and  be  saved."  They  listen  with  great  attention,  the  poor,  the  lame, 
the  blind,  the  diseased  in  every  form,  the  weak  and  dying.  My  heart 
yearns  over  them ;  but  I  have  no  power,  only  to  look  up  to  Him  who 
has  all  power  in  heaven  and  in  earth,  and  ask  him  to  have  mercy,  and 
come  and  make  these  dry  bones  live.  They  are  very  dry,  and  have  been 
long  under  the  power  of  the  prince  of  darkness. 

Dr.  Hepburn  speaks  of  two  mission  stations  of  the  Greek  Church,  one 
in  Yedo,  the  other  in  Hakodadi,  and  three  missionaries,  understood  to 
be  supported  by  the  Russian  Government.  They  are  more  liberal  than 
the  Romanists,  using  and  distributing  our  translation  of  the  sacred  Scrip- 
tures, but  in  other  respects  inculcating  forms  and  ceremonies.  They 
have  made  some  500  or  600  converts.  The  Romanists,  too,  have  mis- 
sions in  the  open  ports,  well  manned,  a  convent  in  Yokohama,  and  an- 
other in  Yedo,  well  provided  with  "sisters."  The  zeal  of  those  who 
rest  for  salvation  in  the  bondage  of  external  observances,  should  incite 
to  greater  effort  those  who  know  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ  makes 
his  people  free.  The  mission  field  in  Japan  has  now  quite  a  variety  of 
laborers.  Our  own  branch  of  the  Church  may  well  feel  grateful  that  it 
was  among  the  foremost  to  enter  it,  and  that  its  work  is  so  full  of  pro- 
mise. 

THE  GOSPEL  IX  TEHERAN,  PERSIA. 

The  work  at  the  capital  was  carried  on  as  in  the  previous  year.  Due 
attention  was  given  to  education  and  to  preaching  of  the  word,  both  at

the  central  station  and  at  the  outposts.  Mr.  Potter,  amidst  other  calls, 
was  able  to  give  part  of  his  time  to  the  study  of  the  Persian,  and  is  now- 
preaching  in  it.  Mr.  Bassett  kept  up  religious  services  whilst  in  the  city. 
The  girls'  school  was  also  maintained.  It  will  be  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Bassett,  who  will  also  have  the  oversight  of  the  boarding  department. 
There  is  an  interesting  class  of  young  men  in  the  training  school,  who, 
it  is  expected,  will  prove  efficient  helpers.  Some  of  these  have  been  at 
work  in  Hamadan  and  elsewhere.  Two  were  sent  to  Resht,  but  being 
unable  to  obtain  a  central  position  for  a  school  and  preaching  place,  they 
were  obliged  to  take  a  house  in  the  suburbs,  and  there  they  remained 
until  they  returned  to  Teheran  to  resume  their  studies.  This  is  an  im- 
portant point  for  labor,  since  the  Caspian  gives  cheap  and  quick  access 
to  the  towns  lying  between  it  and  Elbourg  Mountains.  The  young  man 
who  was  at  Hamadan,  and  doing  well  there,  has  returned  to  resume  his 
studies  with  the  training  class.  An  Armenian  priest  of  Vanach,  a  vil- 
lage near  Teheran,  broke  away  from  the  Old  Armenian  Church  and 
united  with  the  Mission. — Annual  Report,  1876. 
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THE  MISSIONARY  FUND. 

HELP    GREATLY    NEEDED. 

The  state  of  the  Board's  Missionary  Fund  is  such  as  to  give  much 
anxiety  to  those  who  have  its  management,  and  ought  to  give  concern 
to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  great  and  good  work  being  accomplished 
by  it  for  our  whole  Church.  The  contributions  to  the  Fund  during  the 
past  two  months  have  beei  unexpectedly,  and,  for  those  months,  unpre- 
cedently  small.  The  Fund  has  thus  been  not  only  exhausted,  but  so 
largely  overdrawn  that  the  Board  has  felt  compelled,  for  the  present,  to 
nearly  cease  making  donations  of  books  and  tracts,  although  many  earn- 
est applications  are  constantly  coming  from  the  needy  and  deserving. 
To  such  it  is  exceeding  hard  to  say  "No."     But  it  must  be  done. 

The  Board  has  also  felt  compelled  to  begin  the  work  of  reducing  the 
number  of  missionaries  in  its  service.  Painful  as  it  is  to  withdraw  faith- 
ful and  useful  laborers  from  very  needy  fields,  it  has  become  a  matter  of 
necessity,  and  a  number  have  been  discontinued  from  service  during  the 
past  month.  And  this  process  of  curtailment  must  go  on — there  is  no 
help  for  it — until  contributions  come  in  for  the  work.  May  the  Lord 
open  the  hearts  of  the  churches,  and  of  generous  Christian  men  and 
women,  to  come  up  right  speedily  to  the  help  of  this  good  cause. 


OUR  TRACTS  IN  JAPAN. 

The  following  extract  is  taken  from  a  letter  some  time  since  received 
by   the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the    Board  of  Publication,  from  a 
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lady  missionary  in  Japan.     It  shows  how,  over  the  whole  earth,  it  is  a 
good  and  useful  work  to  distribute  religious  tracts.     This  lady  writes: 

11  While  we  know  of  souls  saved  and  others  quickened,  eternity  alone 
can  reveal  all  that  has  been  accomplished  through  the  instrumentality 
of  these  tracts.  I  could  at  least  count  up  a  score  who  have  been  helped 
to  Christ  by  our  giving  them  'Gome  to  Jesus.1  As  they  were  scarce, 
and  it  was  difficult  to  send  for  them,  I  have  said,  '  Please  return  them 
after  you  read  them.'  Repeatedly  they  have  said  after  reading,  '  I  will 
return  all  to  you  except  "Come  to  Jesus."  Please  allow  me  to  keep 
that.  I  can  never  part  with  that.'  A  captain  of  an  English  vessel  said, 
1  I  am  reading  my  Bible  and  "  Come  to  Jesus"  all  my  leisure  time. 
Please  do  not  ask  me  to  give  it  up.'  My  husband  had  a  good  letter 
from  him  a  short  time  since,  confirming  our  trust  in  the  genuineness  of 
his  conversion.  A  few  weeks  since  a  teacher  in  the  Go-Gakkee  of 
Yedo  asked  if  we  had  anything  to  give  him  for  his  brother,  who  is  a 
teacher  in  the  same  school.  He  had  been  under  conviction  of  sin  for 
some  time.  The  brother  soon  came  to  tell  us  the  tract  we  gave  him  had 
been  blessed  to  his  brother,  and  he  is  now  a  happy  Christian  and  a  work- 
ing one — laboring  on  the  Sabbath  for  the  same  Japanese  pupils  he 
teaches  during  the  week.  If  time  permitted,  I  could  relate  several  such 
incidents  of  recent  date." 

The  Board  of  Publication  has  been  accustomed  to  give  freely,  and 
everywhere,  of  its  cheap  publications  for  gratuitous  distribution,  in 
heathen  lands  as  well  as  in  our  own.  But  now  its  Missionary  Fund  is 
exhausted,  and  it  is  obliged  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  even  to  our  foreign  mis- 
sionaries, when  they  come  asking  for  supplies  of  tracts  to  distribute  in 
their  distant  fields.     Reader,  we  ask  your  help. 


OUGHT  IT  TO  BE  DONE? 

We  copy  the  following  from  the  St.  Louis  Evangelist.  It  shows  how 
the  missionary  work  of  this  Board  is  regarded  in  the  West.  Will  not 
the  churches  in  the  East,  which  have  not  given  anything  this  year  to  the 
Board's  Missionary  Fund,  hear  and  heed  what  the  writer  says  below  to 
delinquent  churches  in  the  West? 

11  Orders  have  come  from  headquarters  that  we  must,  on  account  of 
the  state  of  the  funds,  refrain  from  making  donations,  and  withdraw 
several  of  our  missionaries  from  the  field.  It  is  painful  to  comply  with 
such  instructions,  for  never  were  calls  for  help  more  urgent,  and  oppor- 
tunities of  usefulness  more  numerous  and  inviting.  Ought  it  to  be  done? 
Certainly  not,  if  the  churches  will  respond,  as  they  are  able,  and  replenish 
the  treasury.  The  missionaries  now  in  the  field  are  accomplishing  a 
good  work — visiting  hundreds  of  families  not  otherwise  reached,  leaving 
in  many  homes  books  and  tracts  to  instruct  and  comfort.  These  mis- 
sionaries report  that  the  people  are  eager  to  receive  the  printed  truth, 
and  that  Sabbath-schools  are  increasingly  solicitous  for  papers,  books, 
&c,  to  render  their  efforts  in  winning  souls  to  Christ  more  efficient. 
What  shall  we  do?  True,  the  'hard  times'  are  telling  upon  all  benevo- 
lent funds,  but  can  not  the  churches  even  out  of  their  poverty,  give  some- 
thing, however  small,  to  place  the  printed  gospel  in  homes  that  need  a 
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Saviour  and  a  friend,  and  in  Sabbath-schools  where  the  children  may 
thus  be  led  to  Christ?  A  goodly  number  of  our  churches  have  given 
nothing  to  this  cause  during  the  year.  If  these  delinquents  would  now 
come  to  the  rescue  promptly  and  liberally,  the  embarrassment  would  be 
removed,  and  the  work  go  forward.     Who  will  respond?" 


BOARD  OF  CHURCH  ERECTION. 


Such  words  of  grateful  recognition  as  the  following,  (taken  from  the 
Presbyterian  of  November  18th,)  are  greatly  encouraging  to  those  who 
are  laboring  in  this  cause.  The  writer — unknown  to  us — is  laboring  in 
Iowa,  a  portion  of  the  field  upon  which  this  Board  has  bestowed  a  good 
deal  of  effort,  and  from  which  the  Church  at  large  is  already  reaping  a 
rich  increase. 

"  Our  church  has  recently,  with  the  aid  of  our  excellent  Board  of 
Church  Erection,  built  and  fitted  up,  in  a  very  neat  and  attractive  man- 
ner, a  model  house  of  worship.  When  this  work  was  undertaken  there 
were  but  nine  members  ;  now  there  are  thirty.    This  church  is  admirably 

situate,  and  we  think  equipped  for  great  usefulness Could  the 

friends  of  our  Boards  of  Church  Erection  and  Home  Missions  in  the 
East  and  elsewhere  visit  this  little  congregation  and  many  others  like  it 
in  Iowa  and  other  new  States,  and  see  their  struggles  to  plant  and  main- 
tain Presbyterian  worship,  and  from  their  observation  learn  how  much 
good  results  from  such  efforts,  not  only  to  our  own  but  to  other  evan- 
gelical churches  and  to  our  beloved  country  at  large,  they  would  feel 
that  these  mission  churches  and  the  missionaries  are  their  benefactors 
rather  than  their  beneficiaries,  or  rather  that  we  are  all  co-workers  in  a 
most  necessary  and  glorious  labor. 

"  Following  the  railroad  from  L towards  the  main  line  for  twenty 

miles  east,  we  come  to  Allerton,  a  prosperous  town  which  has  grown  up 
within  four  years.  A  Presbyterian  church  organized,  and  a  house  of 
worship  quite  respectable  as  to  size,  &c,  has  been  secured  by  the  aid  of 
the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  and  a  minister  obtained,  who  has  charge 
of  another  church  some  twelve  miles  further  east,  where  the  town  of 
Seymour  has  grown  up  during  the  same  brief  period,  and  where  a  simi- 
lar work  has  been  done  for  our  Church  by  the  people  and  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection.  Twelve  miles  further  east  is  Centreville,  the  county 
seat,  where  a  new  house  of  worship  has  been  built,  (with  the  help  of  the 
Board.)  which  is  now  self-supporting  and  ought  to  be  very  efficient. 
Twelve  miles  east  of  Centreville  is  Unionville,  where  we  have  a  church 
with  a  good  house  of  worship.  All  the  points  mentioned  are  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Des  Moines  Presbytery." 

How  strikingly  does  this  acknowledgment  contrast  wTith  the  practice 
of  many  other  churches  in  publishing  to  the  world  the  completion  of 
their  buildings  at  an  expense  of  two  or  three  thousand  dollars,  leaving 
the  impression  on  the  minds  of  the  readers  that  all  this  had  been  con- 
tributed by  the  church  itself,  which  is  far  from  being  the  fact.  Better 
to  "render  to  all  their  dues,"  or  else  refrain  from  saying  anything. 
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We  quote  the  following  addressed  to  the  editor  of  one  of  our  religious 

papers : 

"  I  have  been  very  much  impressed  with  the  article  4  Shall  the  worn 
and  Disabled  starve?'  No,  not  while  there  are  women  workers  in  the 
Church.  My  object  in  writing  is  to  inquire  if  we  could  not  work  and 
form  societies  for  disabled  ministers  and  their  families  as  well  as  the 
Woman's  Works  for  Women  in  heathen  lands.  Is  it  right  that  so  much 
should  go  there  while  our  own  ministers  are  starving?" 

The  object  aimed  at  in  the  above  letter  is  already  attained  by  existing 
organizations,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  following  letter  from  a  lady  inter- 
ested in  our  cause : 

"  Last  spring  our  Home  Missionary  Society,  after  finishing  its  year's 
work  for  Home  Missions,  asked  the  privilege  of  sending  a  box  of  cloth- 
ing to  the  family  of  a  disabled  minister,  and  in  reply,  you  sent  us  the 

name  of  Rev. .     We  at  once  sent  him  two  good  boxes  and  $ —  in 

money,  which  were  promptly  and  very  gratefully  acknowledged  by  him. 
We  neglected  to  report  this  work  to  you,  as  you  desired,  and  I  write  of 
it  now,  that  you  may  more  readily  grant  our  request  for  another  family 
to  assist.  This  year  we  will  begin  our  work  by  relieving  the  family  of 
a  disabled  minister,  if  you  will  let  us  know  of  one.  Please  send  us  the 
name  at  once,  and  the  particulars  of  the  family,  &c,  if  you  can,  and  we 
will  write  to  them.  I  have  read  with  great  interest  the  Twenty-first 
Annual  Report  of  the  Relief  Fund  Committee.  Especially  have  those 
statements  of  cases  of  suffering  stirred  up  my  heart,  until  I  cannot  rest 
without  trying  to  do  something.  Those  six  hundred  families  who 
deserve  help,  would,  even  if  the  money  appropriations  were  promptly 
paid,  still  have  many  needs  unsupplied,  for  in  these  times  $300  or  $400 
will  not  go  very  far.  What  I  would  like  to  propose  is  that  the  women 
of  our  churches  be  asked  to  send  to  these  families  (each)  a  good  large 
box  now,  before  the  winter  begins.  I  believe  if  the  women  just  had  the 
matter  brought  before  them,  they  would  act  upon  it  promptly.  Are 
there  not  six  hundred  churches  of  our  five  thousand,  which  are  able  and 
willing  to  provide  in  this  way,  for  the  comfort  of  those  ministers  and 
their  families  who  have  such  special  claim  upon  Christian  people  ?  And 
these  '  boxes'  will  not  lessen  the  money  contributions  of  the  churches. 
The  letters  that  will  come  back  from  the  families  thus  relieved,  will  do 
much  toward  awakening  new  zeal  in  this  cause.  Cannot  this  be  done 
soon?  Pardon  me  if  I  have  transgressed.  My  sympathies  for  those 
needy  ones  have  called  up  many  thoughts  and  plans  for  their  relief." 

We  have  also  the  following  letter  from  the  secretary  of  one  of  our 
ladies'  benevolent  societies,  at  the  close  of  which  there  are  some 
valuable  suggestions: 

11  A  few  days  since  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev. ,  acknowledging 

the  receipt  of  a  barrel  of  clothing  sent  him  by  the  ladies  of  our  society, 
and  also  a  draft  for  $ — .     The  contents  of  the  barrel  were  estimated  at 

$ .     This  letter  expresses  much  gratitude  for  the  gift,  especially  for 

the  money.  He  says  his  wife  and  five  of  the  children  have  been  sick, 
and  they  were  brought  into  great  straits.  They  are  indeed  very  needy. 
I  would  like  very  much  to  take  this  family  and  one  or  two  others,  either 
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disabled  ministers  or  the  families  of  deceased  missionaries,  correspond- 
ing with  them,  and  keeping  ourselves  informed  of  their  wants,  and  send 
help  to  one  or  other  of  them  every  year.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  should 
work  more  understanding^,  and  that  this  plan  might  in  a  measure 
relieve  the  Board  of  care." 

Our  Board  greatly  needs  larger  contributions.  The  amount  received 
to  this  date  is  only  about  $36,000,  falling  short  of  last  year's  receipts 
$10,000.  Shall  the  Lord's  worn-out  ministry  starve,  and  their  widows 
and  orphans  beg  or  go  to  the  poor-house  ?  Can  the  stringency  of  even 
these  times  justify  such  a  result  ?  Friends  of  humanity,  shall  we  plead 
in  vain  while  the  cry  of  distress  is  daily  sounding  in  our  ears  ?  Make 
haste  to  help,  for  winter  is  actually  upon  us. 


GENERAL  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  FREEDMEN. 


Financial. — Receipts  in  November,  $1,631.72  against  $2,420.78  in 
the  same  month  last  year,  a  loss  of  $789.06.  But  of  the  receipts  of 
November,  last  year,  $547.16  were  for  specials.  Hence  the  loss  to  our 
general  work  in  the  receipts  of  November,  this  year,  as  compared  with 
those  of  November,  last  year,  is  only  $241.90.  But  add  this  to  $2,796.86, 
the  deficit  reported  in  the  December  Record,  and  we  have  $3,038.76  as 
the  deficit  in  our  receipts  for  our  general  work  during  September,  Octo- 
ber, and  November  of  the  present  year,  as  compared  with  the  receipts 
of  the  same  months  in  last  year. 

Now,  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  receipts  of  any  given  year  is  the 
basis  upon  which  we  estimate  the  amount  of  work  we  may  undertake  to 
carry  in  the  year  succeeding,  the  above  figures  must  show  our  readers 
whither,  financially,  the  work  of  our  Church  among  the  Freedmen  is 
tending.  Is  not  our  Church  able  to  overcome  this  retrograde  move- 
ment ?  Will  she  not  avert  the  threatened  calamity  during  the  remain- 
ing quarter  of  our  present  ecclesiastical  year,  which  closes  March  31st? 


WHAT    OTHERS    THINK. 

It  is  certainly  remarkable  that  while  the  Presbyterian  Church  pro- 
poses to  give  $450,000  to  Home  Missions  and  $550,000  to  the  Foreign 
work,  they  gave  but  little  over  $50,000  to  the  Freedmen  last  year,  and 
seem  likely  to  diminish  their  offering  to  this  cause  the  coming  year!  All 
the  more  need  that  the  American  Missionary  Association,  which  stands 
at  the  head  of  all  societies  engaged  in  this  work,  should  be  immediately 
and  strongly  reinforced  with  money  and  men. —  Chicago  Advance.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 
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The  months  of  February  and  March  are  all  that  remain  now  of  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  Board — fifty-nine  days  only  of  the  three  hundred  and 
sixty-five.  What  is  to  be  done  must  be  done  quickly.  The  treasury  of 
,  Home  Missions  has  received  $43,438  less  than  in  the  same  months  of 
last  year,  whilst  the  grants  of  aid  made  during  this  period  are  $30,150 
larger,  making  the  increased  liability  of  the  Board  $73,588.  The  re- 
ceipts from  all  sources  to  this  day  (January  10th)  are  $46,726  less  than 
during  the  same  period  of  1873-74,  the  first  year  of  the  great  panic,  and 
$43,433  less  than  for  the  same  time  in  1874-75.  These  are  sad  state- 
ments for  these  "  hard  times,"  but  they  are  as  true  as  sad,  and  the 
Church  should  know  them,  and  ponder  and  pray  over  them.  Owing  to 
the  universal  depression  in  business  and  consequent  lack  of  employment, 
the  income  of  the  Board  and  of  all  similar  institutions  is  diminished  on 
the  one  hand,  whilst  the  calls  upon  it  for  needed  aid  are  greatly  increased 
on  the  other.  Many  churches  and  individuals  feel  unable  to  give  as 
heretofore,  whilst  multitudes  once  contributing  aid  to  others  are  now 
compelled  to  ask  it  for  themselves.  Thus,  as  the  burdens  of  the  Board 
are  getting  heavier,  its  ability  to  carry  them  is  getting  less.  We  urgently 
beg  the  prayerful  attention  of  God's  people  to  this  condition  of  things, 
lest  the  growth  on  the  destitute  and  feeble  fields  be  arrested.  There 
never  has  been  a  time  in  the  history  of  this  country  when  the  value  of 
the  gospel  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  need  of  it  on  the  other,  were  so 
manifest  as  during  the  anxiety  and  suspense  of  the  last  few  months. 
How  precious  and  how  needful  to  this  country  are  the  restraining  and 
sanctifying  influences  of  that  gospel  which  brings  "  glory  to  God  in  the 
highest,  on  earth  peace,  and  good  will  among  men ;"  which  consists  in 
"  righteousness,  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost ;"  which  requires  of 
every  man  to  do  to  every  other  man  as  he  wishes  every  other  man  to  do 
to  him !     In  the  planting  and  spreading  of  these  blessed  principles  the 
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missionary  is  a  thousand  times  more  useful  than  the  politician.  If  we 
love  our  country,  and  desire  its  purity  and  perpetuity,  this  is  the  great 
way  to  secure  these  blessings. 

The  young  men  soon  to  graduate  from  our  theological  seminaries  are 
asking  anxiously  what  the  Board  proposes  to  do  for  the  supply  of  the 
frontier  with  the  gospel  this  spring.  Having  exhausted  their  means  in 
preparation  for  the  ministry,  those  who  go  need  aid  to  reach  the  far  away 
.fields,  and  must  be  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  Church  when 
Tthey  reach  there.  They  are  willing  to  do  their  part  of  this  work  of  toil 
-and  self-denial,  if  the  Church  furnishes  the  means.  Will  she  do  it? 
Her  liberality  will  enable  the  Board  to  render  a  happy  answer  to  these 
■waiting  and  willing  young  men.  This  liberality  must  come  quickly,  for 
a  speedy  answer  is  required  by  the  necessities  of  the  case.  "  The  King's 
business  requires  haste."  Many  needy,  destitute  fields,  and  many 
anxious  ministers  are  waiting  the  movement  of  the  Church  with  prayer- 
ful solicitude.  Remembering  that  the  Church,  during  January,  has  been 
specially  interceding  for  the  conversion  of  the  land  and  the  world,  the 
answer  is  awaited  in  hope.

They  have 
interested  us,  and  we  think  will  interest  any  one  who  will  give  them  a 
careful  perusal. 

Pacific  Side — Oregon. 

R ,  Oregon. 

Another  quarter's  work  is  ended,  with  its  toils  and  triumphs,  and  I  am 
again  seated  to  make  my  report.  It  has  been  marked  by  no  material 
change  in  my  work,  but  has  been  filled  up  with  my  usual  appointments. 
I  was  prevented  from  filling  my  appointments  at  a  distance  from  home 
on  two  or  three  occasions  on  account  of  sickness  in  my  family.  At  the 
meeting  of  Presbytery  at  Eugene  City,  it  was  resolved  that  each  Home 
Missionary  within  its  bounds  be  requested  to  send  a  full  and  complete 
report  of  the  present  needs  and  future  prospects  of  his  field  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Com- 
mittee to  the  Board.  The  object  of  this  plan  was  to  give  the  Board 
more  general  and  minute  information  concerning  the  mission  work  to  be 
done  on  this  field.  I  will  prepare  a  map  showing  the  places  which  1  now 
supply,  and  also  noting  other  points  that  might  be  profitably  occupied. 
I  am  convinced  that  there  is  an  abundance  of  work  in  this  county  for 
two  missionaries.  The  only  drawback  is  their  support.  The  people 
here  know  nothing  of  the  grace  of  giving,  and  hence  it  takes  time  to 
educate  them.  They  have  been  in  the  habit  of  starving  their  ministers, 
and  it  takes  time  to  convince  them  of  their  responsibility  in  supporting 
the  gospel.  We  are  very  grateful  for  the  manifest  interest  and  sympathy 
of  the  Board,  and  its  hearty  cooperation  in  sustaining  and  carrying  on 
our  work.  We  trust  that  the  future  growth  and  development  of  this 
field  will  be  such  that  the  Board  will  feel  that  it  has  not  been  money  and 
labor  spent  in  vain.     Yours  in  Christ,  W.  A.  S.

During  the  quarter  I  have  kept  all  my  appointments.  This  has  been 
done,  in  some  instances  lately,  with  considerable  difficulty,  on  account  of 
the  damage  done  to  the  roads  and  bridges  by  a  rain  storm  we  had  some 
weeks  ago.  This  is  one  of  the  great  drawbacks  in  Oregon  during  win- 
ter. Most  of  the  bridges  are  insecure  structures,  and  whenever  any 
strain  is  brought  to  bear  on  them,  they  either  give  way,  or  are  so  broken 
up  that  it  is  dangerous  to  cross  them.  I  have  been  enabled,  however, 
to  fill  all  my  appointments  so  regularly  that  the  people  now  expect  me 
whatever  kind  of  weather  it  is.  This  gives  none  an  excuse  for  staying 
away.  At  one  of  my  meetings,  which  is  held  adjacent  to  a  Roman 
Catholic  colony,  the  attendance  of  late  has  been  considerably  smaller  than 
usual,  and  I  have  little  doubt  the  priest  is  doing  all  he  can  to  influence  a 
few  families  to  stay  away  from  my  meetings.  When  I  was  there  the 
time  before  last,  I  preached  on  the  paramount  importance  of  God's  word, 
and  the  right  and  duty  of  every  individual  to  study  it.  I  am  careful  to 
avoid  the  terms  Catholic  and  Papist,  but  at  the  same  time  I  try  to  pre- 
sent God's  truth  in  opposition  to  Romish  dogmas  and  practices.  We 
need  to  be  alive  to  the  sapping  and  mining  operations  of  the  Popish 
priesthood.  No  intelligent  man  can,  for  a  moment,  doubt  the  almost 
superhuman  efforts  that  are  at  present  being  put  forth  by  Rome  to  get 
control  of  the  United  States  at  any  cost.  The  Popish  leaders  do  not  con- 
ceal the  fact  that  they  are  biding  their  time.  The  battle,  therefore,  must 
be  fought,  and  the  sooner  we  begin  in  earnest  the  better.  Here  Popery 
finds  just  the  kind  of  soil  in  which  it  thrives.  Men  are  mostly  ignorant 
of  the  word  of  God,  and  if  they  wish  to  have  a  religion  of  any  kind, 
Rome  can  furnish  them  with  what  is  congenial  to  the  unrenewed  man. 
When  we  look  at  Rome's  resources  in  men  and  women  and  money,  and 
the  unquestioning  obedience  exacted  from  all  her  emissaries  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  her  purposes,  we  may  well  ask,  What  are  we,  a  few  Pro- 
testant ministers,  in  such  a  vast  field  and  with  such  enemies  opposed  to 
us  ?  This  thought  was  deeply  impressed  on  my  mind  when  we  met  in 
Synod  in  the  month  of  October.  How  few  we  seemed  to  be.  How 
easily  we  could  be  crushed.  But  faith  sees  a  brighter  day  and  that  day 
will  come.  May  the  Lord  hasten  it  and  then  his  enemies  shall  be  scat- 
tered. 

The  attendance  at  my  other  meetings  is  about  the  same  as  usual. 
Two  families  that  belonged  to  a  church  whose  pastor  was  carried  away 
with  spiritism,  have  been  attending  one  of  my  meetings,  and  from  what 
I  can  learn  have  now  no  sympathy  with  that  delusion.  Another  Pres- 
byterian family  has  come  to  this  locality  and  rented  a  farm,  and  may 
possibly  buy  one  if  they  like  the  country.  A  nice  young  man  from  Scot- 
land has  also  settled  in  the  neighborhood,  and  may  perhaps  remain. 
Our  Sabbath-school  is  now  better  attended.  .Our  great  drawback  is  the 
want  of  the  right  kind  of  teachers.  Some  teachers  get  discouraged  in  a 
short  time,  and  injure  themselves  and  their  classes.  Here,  too,  the 
young  people  know  too  much,  and  will  not  be  taught.  I  often  think 
that  most  of  the  parents  in  this  country  have  mistaken  notions  about 
liberty.  They  allow  their  children  to  govern  them,  whereas  they  ought 
to  see  that  it  is  their  duty  to  govern  their  children  in  the  fear  of  the 
Lord.  I  have  heard  children  interrupt  their  parents  and  say,  "  That's 
not  so,"  and  the  parents  remain  silent  till  a  boy  of  eight  or  ten  gives  his 
version  of  the  matter.  It  is  sad,  it  is  painful ;  and  besides  it  is  ruinous 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  child.  In  view  of  all  this,  there  is  much, 
very  much  to  be  done.     May  the  Lord  give  us  grace  to  do  his  work.

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INDIAN    WORK. 

We  publish  below  a  letter  from  one  of  our  Missionaries  among  the 
Indians.  Let  it  be  read  and  prayerfully  pondered.  We  beg  the  Church 
to  remember  that  whilst  this  Board  is  carrying  on  various  missions  among 
the  Indians,  it  derives  no  aid,  as  the  Foreign  Board  does,  from  the 
Government  for  this  work.  Hence  the  more  urgent  need  of  help  from 
the  churches  and  friends  of  the  poor  and  perishing  tribes.  The  Board 
has  promising  missions  among  the  Cherokees  and  Creeks  in  the  South — 
the  Pyallups  and  Spokanes  in  far-away  Washington  Territory,  and 
among  the  ancient  Ojibways  or  Chippeways  of  Michigan  and  Wisconsin. 
This  letter  is  from  the  Missionary  at  Omena  and  Old-Wing.  This  is 
all  there  is  room  for  in  this  number  of  the  Record.  Will  the  Church 
enable  the  Board  to  help  the  much  injured  and  perishing  Indians? 

Yours  of  the  4th  ult.,  enclosing  commission,  was  duly  received.  I 
fear  my  report  will  not  be  very  intelligible.  It  has  taken  some  time  to 
get  my  things  into  working  order. 

With  the  exception  of  one  Sabbath  in  1875  and  two  in  1876,  these 
Indians  had  been  nearly  two  years  without  preaching.  They  had  kept 
up  their  Sabbath  meetings  during  that  time,  but  were  as  sheep  without 
a  shepherd.  The  fact  that  they  are  a  church-going  people  under  dis- 
couragements and  repeated  disappointments,  should  induce  us  to  hope 
for  good  results  arising  from  discreet  pastoral  labor.  From  an  experience 
of  many  years  among  the  wild  bands  of  this  tribe,  I  came  here  prepared 
to  meet  discouragements  and  obstacles  in  the  way  of  their  elevation  to 
civilization  and  Christianity.  I  find  here  the  footprints  of  my  predeces- 
sors, who  had  labored  long  and  faithfully  for  this  people.  May  the  Lord 
reward  them  I  I  feel  that  I  am  entering  into  the  labors  of  others.  Yet 
I  see  much  to  be  done. 

My  short  stay  here  has  confirmed  the  views  I  have  held  for  the  past 
twenty-five  years,  viz.,  that  the  Indian  must  be  reached  through  the 
medium  of  his  own  language.  I  have  not  yet  found  half  a  dozen  among 
all  this  people  who  can  converse  intelligently  in  English.  Those  who 
can  talk  on  ordinary  subjects  are  unable  to  express  themselves  intelli- 
gently on  spiritual  things.  Hence  the  importance  of  gospel  truth  in  their 
own  language.  Truth,  through  the  medium  of  an  interpreter,  loses  much 
of  its  force.  Hence  the  necessity  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  their  lan- 
guage and  habits  of  thought  by  those  who  break  to  them  the  bread  of  life. 

Briefly,  my  work  is  and  has  been  for  some  time  thus  :  Sabbath  services 
alternately.  At  Omena,  half-past  ten  A.M.,  all  in  Indian ;  at  noon,  Sab- 
bath-school in  Indian,  with,  English  hymns  occasionally  ;  at  half-past  two, 
English  services  to  a  few  whites ;  at  seven  P.M.,  Indian  conference  and 
prayer-meeting.  Wednesday  evening,  prayer-meeting  alternately  at  their 
houses.  At  Old-Wing,  at  eleven  A.M.,  Indian  services;  afterwards 
Sabbath-school,  as  at  Omena.  Thursday  evening,  prayer-meeting,  con- 
ducted by  elders  when  I  am  unable  to  attend.  The  elders  and  others 
take  part  in  all  the  prayer  and  conference  meetings. 

The  elders  of  Omena  have  thus  far  furnished  me  a  horse  to  ride  to 
Old-Wing  and  return  the  same  evening,  distance  eight  miles,  partly 
through  dense  woods,  over  high  hills,  and  through  deep  valleys,  exposed 
to  high  winds,  filling  the  paths  with  drifts  of  snow.  The  Lord's  Supper 
is  administered  every  three  months,  and  I  make  weekly  visitations  to 
the  houses. 
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To  facilitate  the  work  we  need  many  things,  among  which  are  large 
cards  illustrating  Scripture  truths  and  scenes,  for  hanging  up  in  the 
Sabbath-school  room,  and  primary  illustrated  Sabbath-school  books. 
A  few  of  the  adults  can  read  in  their  own  language.  We  have  a  few 
copies  of  the  American  Bible  Society's  revised  edition  of  the  Ojibwa 
New  Testament,  but  need  more.  We  also  have  a  partial  supply  of  Peter 
Jones'  Hymn-books,  printed  in  New  York  by  Nelson  &  Phillips.  I  find 
a  few  old  books  here  for  schools,  in  very  imperfect  Indian. 

The  children  are  all  taught  English  in  day-schools,  and  although  some 
of  them  can  read  easy  lessons,  only  now  and  then  one  can  understand 
what  is  read.  Hearing  only  their  own  language  spoken  at  home,  the 
children  and  youth  will,  as  a  matter  of  course,  make  it  the  medium  of 
their  own  thoughts.  Can  we  therefore  expect  them  to  make  much  pro-* 
gress  in  a  foreign  tongue  ?  Will  not  the  Ojibwa  be  the  language  of  this 
people  for  generations  to  come  ?  This  being  the  case,  how  are  they  to 
be  reached  ?  I  submit  this  problem  to  your  Board.  If  you  decide  that 
their  language  must  be  the  medium,  something  should  be  done  to  give 
them  some  literature  in  it.  Portions  of  the  Old  Testament,  hymns 
adapted  to  their  capacities,  tracts,  the  Shorter  Catechism,  and  school  books 
should  be  published.  Having  had  experience  in  translating  and  printing, 
I  could  suppty  thsee  things,  provided  suitable  materials  could  be  pro- 
cured, and  a  support  sufficient  to  enable  me  to  spend  my  whole  time  and 
thoughts  for  these  people.  As  matters  now  are,  all  depends  upon  oral 
effort,  whereas  in  a  short  time  easily  understood  truths  in  the  shape  of 
tracts  and  hymns  could  be  scattered  all  over  this  region.  The  voice  is 
liable  at  any  time  to  cease.  The  Master  may  call,  and  then  the  tongue 
,  ceases  to  speak ;  but  printed  truths  live  and  work  on. 

These  Indians  are  poor  in  the  strictest  sense  of  the  word.  They  should 
not  be  compared  to  the  whites.  Still  retaining  the  improvident  habits 
of  their  wild  ancestors,  they  find  it  difficult  to  struggle  against  them. 
In  their  application  for  a  pastor,  they  pledged  themselves  to  the  extent 
of  their  ability.  I  very  much  doubt  their  ability  to  fulfil  their  promise. 
Especially  now  will  they  find  it  difficult,  having  lost  their  principal 
leader  and  advisor,  Elder  John  Kesis  Ahgosa.  They  feel  much  afflicted, 
and  know  not  what  to  do.  He  died  on  the  15th  ult.,  after  a  short  illness, 
leaving  a  cheering  evidence  of  his  readiness  to  depart  and  be  with  Jesus. 
His  last  advice  to  his  weeping  friends  was,  "  Go  on,  my  friends,  as  we 
have  done,  and  listen  attentively  to  him  whom  God  has  sent  anions  v^u."

SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 


The  month  of  March  has  hitherto  been  devoted  to  contributions  for 
the  work  of  Sustentation.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  for- 
gotten this  year.     The  last  Assembly  adopted  the  following,  viz : 

Resolved,  4.  That  pastors  be  eDjoined  to  press  the  importance  of  this 
Department  upon  the  people,  and  to  take  separate  and  distinct  collec- 
tions for  its  support. 

The  Board  shall  invite  contributions  from  all  our  churches  for  Sus- 
tentation, keeping  a  distinct  account  thereof,  and  only  the  amount  given 
for  this  purpose  shall  be  expended  in  Sustentation  work. 

The  Board  begs  the  earnest  attention  of  pastors  and  congregations 
to  this  injunction  of  the  Assembly,  and  invites  liberal  contributions  to 
the  treasury  of  Sustentation.  The  Assembly  modified  the  system  by 
adding  to  it  the  "Missionary  Pastorate."  The  conditions  of  it  can  be 
found  in  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  for  1876.  Churches  unable  to  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions of  the  "  Sustentation  Pastorate"  may  find  relief  in  this. 

Churches  proposing  to  apply  for  aid  to  the  Department  of  Sustenta- 
tion are  urged  to  consider,  with  especial  care,  the  rule  which  requires 
"satisfactory  progress  towards  self-sustentation."  The  failures  hitherto 
have  largely  sprung  from  too  sanguine  representations  of  immediate 
growth,  which  have  often  misled  Presbyteries  and  the  Board,  and 
brought  disappointment  to  all  parties.  There  are  churches,  however,, 
where  the  true  spirit  of  Sustentation  has  been  carried  out  with  success 
and  comfort.      The  letter  published  herewith  is  a  very  happy  example. 
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B ,  Pennsylvania. 

This  is  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  check  for  fifty  dollars  for 
the  three  months'  ministerial  service  under  Sustentation,  ending  Novem- 
ber 1st,  1876.  Thanks  for  the  same.  It  came  just  in  time  to  help  meet 
the  rigors  of  winter,  which  have  set  in  in  good  earnest. 

Our  work  is  progressing  very  favorably,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to 
stand  and  walk  alone,  with  God's  blessing,  at  the  expiration  of  the  pre- 
sent ecclesiastical  year,  at  the  minimum  of  ministerial  support  ($1000.) 

Three  years  and  a  half  ago  I  entered  on  my  pastorate  here,  with  a 
membership  of  twelve.  We  have  had  in  all,  up  to  this  time,  one  hundred 
and  thirteen  members.  About  fifteen  of  this  number  have  been  certified 
to  other  churches.  A  number  more  have  gone  away,  and  have  not  re- 
ceived certificates.  Still  we  have  about  eighty-five  members  on  the 
ground,  and  hope  to  receive  others  before  long.  In  the  meantime,  while 
we  were  worshiping  in  a  rented  hall,  we  have  built  a  very  neat  and 
comfortable  little  church,  in  which  we  are  now  worshiping,  and  which 
we  hope  to  have  free  of  debt  before  the  4th  of  July,  1877. 

We  owe  very  much  to  the  Sustentation  Department,  without  whose 
aid  I  could  not  have  accepted  the  pastoral  charge  at  all  without  a  pri- 
vate fortune  to  sustain  me  in  my  work.  W.  F.  R.

THE  QUALITY  OF  OUR  CANDIDATES. 

A  review  of  the  Reports  sent  in  from  the  several  Institutions  where 
our  candidates  are  studying,  yields  results  that  are  interesting  and  wor- 
thy of  being  known.  These  Institutions  number  fifty-one,  and  are  scat- 
tered over  the  country  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  Among  the 
Seminaries,  Princeton,  Western,  Union,  North-western,  and  Lane  have 
the  largest  numbers,  ranging  from  forty-eight  to  twenty-two  each.  The 
Colleges  that  take  the  lead  are  Wabash,  Wooster,  Princeton,  and  Ham- 
ilton, ranging  from  sixteen  to  eleven  each.  This  shows  a  large  predomi- 
nance of  theological  students  over  the  rest. 

Two  of  the  Seminaries  are  distinctively  German,  one  at  Bloomfield, 
N.  J.,  and  the  other  at  Dubuque,  Iowa,  and  they  combine  both  academic 
and  theological  studies.  At  these  there  are  seventeen  students  in  all. 
Those  in  training  for  work  among  our  Freedmen  are  receiving  instruc- 
tion at  Lincoln  University,  Biddle  Memorial,  and  Howard  University, 
and  they  number  forty-three  in  all.  Several  of  these  are  pursuing  a  par- 
tial course;  and  while  it  is  the  aim  of  the  instructors  to  raise  the  stan- 
dard of  education  in  these  institutions  to  the  ordinary  level,  still  some 
accommodation  is  found  necessary  to  the  condition  of  the  persons  whom 
it  has  been  deemed  wise  to  assist  into  the  ministry. 

The  number  of  candidates  in  charge  is  426,  and  will  probably  reach 
450  before  the  year  closes.  Of  these  234  are  studying  theology.  In 
point  of  scholarship,  103  of  these  are  graded  "high,"  with  special  com- 
mendations attached  to  several,  distinguishing  them  as  among  the  very 
foremost  in  their  classes;  30  are  marked  "above  medium;"  74  are  classed 
as  "medium;"  6  are  put  "  below  medium;"  and  21  are  set  down  as 
"low."  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  great  majority  occupy  a  very 
creditable  position  for  industry  and  ability  in  .studies.  Out  of  234  stu- 
dents, 133  are  above  par  and  74  at  par,  while  27  are  below. 

Of  collegiate  and  academic  students  there  are  192  in  all.  In  point  of 
scholarship,  91  are  graded  "high,"  several  reaching  the  maximum  stan- 
dard; 9  are  marked  "above  medium;"  76  are  classed  as  "medium;" 
and  14  are  put  down  as  "  low." 

In  other  qualifications  all  stand  approved,  and  several  receive  honor- 
able mention  as  specially  worthy. 

Of  course  it  will  be  understood  that  among  such  a  large  number  of 
institutions  the  standard  will  vary;  so  that  those  classed  "high"  in  one 
might  attain  to  nothing  more  than  respectable  mediocrity  in  another. 
We,  however,  must  make  our  estimate  according  to  our  reports. 

As  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Board  to  assist  none  but  those  who  by  their 
promise  of  usefulness  will  honor  the  aid  bestowed,  special  pains  have 
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been  taken  to  inquire  into  the  status  of  those  marked  low  in  scholarship. 
As  the  result  we  present  the  following  observations : 

1.  Two  or  three  of  those  of  the  lowest  grade  are  held  under  considera- 
tion, and  in  our  judgment  ought  to  be  dropped,  and  probably  will  be. 

2.  In  the  case  of  the  others  it  is  found  that  the  low  grade  is  owing, 
partly,  to  insufficient  preparations  in  the  preliminary  stages  of  their 
course,  owing  to  a  lack  of  means  for  a  more  thorough  prosecution  of  their 
studies.  The  policy  of  the  Board,  it  must  be  remembered,  is  to  aid  only 
those  who  have  entered  upon  their  collegiate  or  theological  course, 
except  in  special  cases.  Partly,  also,  the  low  grade  is  owing  to  too 
much  occupation  in  side  labors  entered  into  for  support.  The  accounts 
received  from  professors  and  committees  of  the  means  resorted  to  to  sup- 
plement the  scant  donations  of  the  Board,  show  a  degree  of  energy,  self- 
denial,  and  devotion  that  deserves  all  praise.  The  necessity  which  de- 
velops these  qualities  has  its  unfavorable  side  also.  One  does  the  chores 
at  a  hotel,  milks,  and  chops  wood ;  and  for  this  gets  his  board  and  "  a 
lodging  on  the  floor  with  but  little  bedding ;"  and  it  is  added  of  him  that 
"  he  is  very  ambitious  for  an  education,  thoroughly  devoted  to  the  work 
of  the  Master,  and  will  stick  it  out  as  long  as  any  man  ever  did."  An- 
other is  the  college  bell-ringer,  an  office  the  constant  calls  of  which  inter- 
rupt all  continuous  application  to  books.  A  third  spends  a  good  deal  of 
precious  time  and  strength  late  into  the  night  copying  lectures  or  other 
matters  for  the  other  students,  and  also  sells  books.  Such  facts  start  the 
question  whether  it  is  wise  to  allow  good  material  to  be  thus  spoiled  in 
the  manufacture  by  these  diverting  engagements,  and  whether  there 
should  not  be  discretion  used  in  giving  a  larger  appropriation  to  the 
more  needy.  This  is  the  policy  adopted  by  some  of  cpr  sister  denomina- 
tions ;  yet  it  is  confessedly  beset  with  difficulties.  It  would  be  a  great 
gratification,  however,  to  the  Secretary  to  have  a  special  little  fund  to 
help  these  hard  strugglers  with  an  occasional  lift. 

3.  Deficiency  in  scholarship  is  compensated  by  gifts  in  another  direc- 
tion, which  promise  no  less  for  future  usefulness.  As  an  illustration  we 
give  the  statements  received.  Of  one  it  is  said,  "  He  is  a  young  man 
of  ability  and  faithful  in  his  studies.  He  has  always  been  respected  and 
highly  recommended  by  his  Professors,  and  so  we  continue  to  recom- 
mend him."  Of  another,  "He  is  a  young  man  of  excellent  character 
and  spirit,  and  exerts  a  good  influence  among  his  fellow  students.  He 
is  the  leader  of  the  literary  society  to  which  he  belongs.  He  was  a 
debater  at  the  last  annual  contest  and  was  awarded  the  honor.  I  think 
he  will  likely  surpass  in  usefulness,  as  a  minister,  many  who  are  his  supe- 
riors in  the  class  room."  Of  another,  "Low,  but  an  excellent  man." 
In  regard  to  this  low  grade,  a  Professor  in  one  of  our  most  advanced 
institutions  writes,  "In  every  instance  of  this  grade  in  our  late  Report, 
there  are  other  characteristics  and  merits  which  counterbalance  this  esti- 
mate of  scholarship,  such  as  diligence,  or  zeal,  or  prudence,  or  good  ora- 
tory, and  we  would  sincerely  regret  the  withdrawal  from   any  of  them, 
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at  this  time,  of  the  aid  they  expect  and  so  much  need.  We  now  make 
out  our  Report  in  full  Faculty  meeting  and  canvass  with  greater  severity 
than  ever  before  each  candidate."  In  view  of  such  statements,  which 
might  be  added  to,  the  Board  has  felt  itself  justified  in  continuing  appro- 
priations to  those  of  low  grade  in  scholarship.  There  are  other  qualifi- 
cations besides  this  of  scholarship  promising  eminence  in  the  ministry 
which  are  not  to  be  overlooked,  and  the  Board  defers  to  the  judgment 
of  Presbyteries  and  Professors  who  think  they  detect  the  tokens  of  a 
divine  calling  in  men  who  may  be  deficient  in  a  knowledge  of  the 
classics  or  of  natural  sciences. 

But  it  must  be  further  remarked  that  Professors  find  it  hard  to  recom- 
mend the  dropping  of  a  candidate  for  inefficiency  during  the  advanced 
stages  of  his  course  ;  and  it  is  also  very  hard  for  the  candidate  to  be 
dropped  then.  The  duty  of  careful  discrimination  and  faithful  advice 
should  be  practised  early,  and  all  illusions  in  reference  to  a  divine  call 
Should  be  dispelled  at  the  start  from  the  minds  of  such  as  do  not  show 
the  certificate  of  their  calling  in  corresponding  gifts. 

On  the  whole,  the  survey  of  our  Reports  is  an  exceedingly  encour- 
aging one.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  great  majority  of  our 
candidates  will  prove  an  honor  to  the  ministry  and  will  more  than  com- 
pensate the  Church  for  the  small  aid  bestowed  on  them.  More  than  ever 
are  we  convinced  that  it  is  possible  for  the  Board  to  maintain  such  a 
standard  of  required  qualifications  as  shall  confer  special  distinction  on 
those  taken  under  its  care.  With  proper  effort  our  candidates  may  be 
made  to  appear,  not  as  beneficiaries  receiving  a  charity  for  their  own 
sake,  but  as  elect  precious  stones,  taken  for  their  intrinsic  worth  to  be 
polished  for  the  Master's  use,  and  shown  to  be  precious  by  the  taking. 


A  HUMBLE  REMINDER. 
February  is  the  month  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  for  collec- 
tions in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education.  In  anticipation  of  these  col- 
lections we  wish  to  say  a  word  or  two  to  the  ministers  and  churches  that 
have  not  yet  attended  to  this  matter.  Our  Board  has  no  agents  to  pre- 
sent the  cause  it  has  in  charge  to  the  churches  "red  hot,"  as  Dr.  Bethune 
used  to  say.  It  can  get  up  no  great  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  kindling 
enthusiasm  for  the  increase  of  the  ministry,  and  raising  special  contribu- 
tions to  meet  any  deficiencies  in  its  Treasury.  Its  sole  reliance  is  upon 
the  conscientious,  systematic  action  of  our  pastors  and  sessions.  Any 
lack  of  interest  or  fidelity  on  their  part  at  once  causes  trouble — trouble  to 
the  students,  who  are  relying  on  them  for  their  appropriations,  and  trou- 
ble to  the  Board,  which  is  counting  on  them  for  means  to  meet  obligations. 
It  is  to  the  discredit  of  our  Church  that  2,882  churches  failed  last  year 
to  send  us  a  donation.  As  long  as  the  cause  is  adopted  and  recom- 
mended by  the  Assembly  as  a  vital  agency  in  advancing  the  interests 
of  the  Church,  and  measures  have  been  taken  and  obligations  incurred 
on  the  good  faith  of  pledges  given  for  sustaining  them,  every  church 
should  feel  it  a  binding  duty  to  contribute  at  least  something  towards  it. 
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Were  each  of  these  churches  that  failed  last  year,  to  send  us  at  least 
five  dollars  each  this  year,  the  sum  thus  raised,  added  to  what  may  be 
expected  from  regular  contributors,  would  carry  us  through  the  year 
without  debt.  In  this  year  of  financial  embarrassments  it  is  the  more 
important  that  all  should  feel  the  necessity  of  doing  a  little. 

We  have  now  in  charge  426  students,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  well 
reported  of  for  their  qualifications  for  the  ministry.  Full  one-half  are 
among  the  very  foremost  men  in  their  classes  for  scholarship  and  gen- 
eral ability,  while  all  but  two  or  three  stand  entirely  approved  in  their 
promise  of  usefulness.

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

otices  of  Missionaries. — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Corbett,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Murray,  and  Miss  Ketchum,  in  China,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ward  and  Mrs. 
Vanhook,  in  Persia,  are  the  arrivals  out.  Mr.  Phillips  and  family  have 
reached  the  city  of  Mexico. 

"Added  to  the  church." — Two  converts  were  baptized  at  Tsinanfu, 
making  five  since  June.  Two  converts  were  received  at  Nanking. 
Eleven  members  were  admitted  to  the  First  church  of  Canton.  Ten 
members  were  received  by  the  church  of  Petchaburi,  four  by  the  church 
of  Bangkok,  making  eleven  in  the  year,  and  three  by  the  church  of 
Chiengmai.  One  convert,  formerly  a  Mohammedan,  was  admitted  to 
the  church  of  Lahor.  Ten  converts  were  received  at  Benita,  and  four  at 
Corisco.  Three  communicants  were  admitted  to  the  church  of  San  Car- 
los, and  one  to  the  church  of  Cachoeira. 

The  Shantung  Presbytery  reports  the  addition  of  81  converts  to 
its  churches  during  the  year,  and  23' children  baptized;  two  churches 
built,  and  mostly  paid  for  by  native  members ;  and  two  candidates 
licensed  to  preach  the  gospel. 

Ordination  of  a  Creek  Minister. — Mr.  Thomas  W.  Perryman,  a 
Creek  Indian,  was  lately  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Neosho.  His 
education  and  training  were  obtained  chiefly  in  the  school  at  Tullahassee. 
His  labors,  we  trust,  will  be  very  useful  among  his  people.  His  support, 
we  understand,  is  to  be  provided  mainly  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

The  Ghurch  in  Zahleh,  Syria,  erected  through  funds  obtained  by 
Mr.  Dale,  was  dedicated  on  the  19th  of  November.  It  is  an  attractive 
building,  and  cost  $2700.  The  services  were  of  great-  interest,  and 
were  attended  by  a  crowded  congregation.  The  brethren  in  Zahleh  feel 
that  this  church,  completed  in  the  face  of  serious  difficulties,  greatly 
strengthens  their  influence  among  all  classes  of  people. 

A  little  Church  at  Ghorawala,  India. — Mr.  Forman  writes: 
"  Mr.  Charles  Newton  went  over  to  Ghorawala  to  assist  in  the  opening 
of  the  little  church  which  Mr.  Chattergee  has  had  built  there.  Two 
missionaries  of  the  C.  M.  S.  went  over  and  took  part  in  the  services  of 
the  day.  Mr.  Newton  was  much  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the 
work  there,ffand  thinks  it  demands  more  of  our  time.  There  are  fifteen 
adult  Christians  there  besides  children,  and  one  Christian  man  living 
quite  alone  among  the  heathen  in  a  neighboring  village."  The  opening 
services  were  attended  by  a  large  number  of  the  heathen. 

Great  Fire  in  Yedo. — Our  letters  from  Japan  speak  of  no  less  than 
3,000  houses  having  been  burnt  in  the  late  fire  in  that  city,  rendering 
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40,000  people  homeless.  The  houses  of  our  missionaries  were  saved 
from  destruction  with  much  difficulty,  but  the  old  building  occupied  as  a 
church  was  destroyed.  Its  destruction  adds  to  the  force  of  the  appeal 
made  by  the  brethren  for  a  grant  of  $1,500  to  build  a  new  church,  which 
was  published  in  our  last  number. 

The  distractions  of  War  and  its  Rumors. — Mr.  Phillips  had  ar- 
rived in  the  city  of  Mexico,  but  it  was  not  advisable  for  him  to  proceed 
further  at  present.  We  have  no  later  advices  from  Messrs.  Thomson 
and  Stewart,  in  the  regions  now  disturbed  by  the  Mexican  conflicts. 
One  of  the  brethren  in  Syria  writes :  "  The  Turks  are  collecting  their 
reserves,  and  the  whole  land  is  a  training  camp."  "The  minds  of  the 
people  are  quite  distracted  with  the  threatening  aspect  of  affairs."  It  is 
pleasing  to  learn  from  Beirut,  that  "  the  congregations  are  large  and  the 
attention  good  to  the  preaching  of  the  word.  On  Monday  last  fourteen 
persons  came  to  ask  admission  to  the  church."

PROGRESS  IN  INDIAN  AFFAIRS. 

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  from  year 
to  year,  are  always  papers  of  much  interest.  Besides  a  great  amount 
and  variety  of  information,  they  usually  contain  suggestions  of  a  benevo- 
lent kind,  and  such  as  often  are  very  valuable.  We  think  the  Report 
of  the  Commissioner  this  year  is  one  of  the  best.  It  takes  strongly 
three  positions — 1.  That  all  the  Indians  ought  to  be  placed  on  a  small 
number  of  Reservations,  say  three,  the  Indian  Territory,  a  Reservation 
near  the  upper  waters  of  the  Missouri,  and  another  in  one  of  the  Pacific 
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States  or  Territories.  2.  That  a  certain  number  of  acres  of  land  should 
be  allotted  in  severalty  to  each  family,  and  made  inalienable  for  a  term 
of  years.  3.  That  all  Indians  should  have  the  benefit  of  law,  as  well  as 
other  people.     The  last  is  deemed  most  important  by  the  Commissioner. 

The  second  and  third  of  these  recommendations  have  been  urged  on 
public  attention  for  several  years  by  earnest  friends  of  the  Indians.  Let 
us  hope  that  they  will  be  soon  acted  on  favorably  by  Congress.  The 
first  measure  recommended — that  of  placing  all  the  Indians  on  a  small 
number  of  Reservations,  instead  of  some  four-score  as  at  present,  will 
encounter  some  objections ;  but  if  it  were  so  modified  as  to  permit  any 
Indian  families  to  become  disbanded,  and  to  avail  themselves  of  the  laws 
which  give  titles  to  land  on  the  basis  of  preoccupancy,  but  without  pur- 
chase; or  else  if  payment  be  insisted  on,  that  they  should  be  aided  to 
pre-empt  land;  in  both  cases,  to  hold  it  by  a  title  inalienable  for  twenty 
or  thirty  years — we  should  think  the  general  plan  of  reducing  the 
Reservations  to  a  small  number  a  good  one.  The  subject  is  quite  too 
large  and  complicated  for  adequate  remarks  here. 

A  fourth  measure  might  have  been  recommended,  as  hardly  less 
necessary  than  any  of  the  others — provision  for  the  support  of  common- 
school  education  among  the  Indians.  This  indeed  is  essential  to  their 
becoming  valuable  citizens,  and  its  cost  should  clearly  be  defrayed  by  the 
general  government,  now  in  possession  of  nearly  all  the  land  once  held 
by  Indian  titles.  The  general  government  may  well  provide  common- 
school  education  for  Indian  children,  as  the  States  do  for  the  children  of 
their  citizens.  Perhaps  the  Commissioner  omitted  to  make  this  subject 
prominent  in  his  Report,  because  it  had  been  already  advocated  in  the 
last  report  of  the  Board  of  Indian  Commissioners — see  Report,  1875, 
pages  8  and  9.  It  is  progress  when  such  good  measures  are  recom- 
mended, but  it  is  all  incomplete  until  they  are  adopted  and  carried  into 
practical  success. 

We  look  on  all  these  measures  as  connected  with  the  peaceful  policy 
erf  our  rulers  in  recent  years,  a  policy  not  to  be  abandoned,  as  we  trusty 
so  long  as  any  Indians  are  uncivilized  and  untaught.  The  feature  of 
this  policy  that  placed  the  nomination  of  Indian  Agents  in  the  charge  of 
the  different  Missionary  Boards  has  sometimes  been  criticized.  In 
some  cases  unsuitable  and  unworthy  men  were  nominated  and  appointed; 
such  mistakes  were  to  be  expected,  and  in  most  cases  were  promptly 
corrected.  On  the  whole,  this  arrangement  has  certainly  secured  the 
services  of  men  of  a  higher  character  than  most  of  those  formerly  ap- 
pointed. In  the  great  majority  of  cases,  the  Indian  Agents  are  now 
seeking  the  welfare  of  the  Indians  ;  we  have  no  knowledge  of  any  excep- 
tion to  this  favorable  statement. 

We  wish  it  could  be  added'  that  the  various  churches,  and  especially 
our  own,  were  doing  far  more  to  give  the  gospel  to  the  Indians.  Herein 
we  come  short.  Has  not  the  time  come  for  making  more  vigorous 
efforts  ? 
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A  DAKOTA  MINISTER  AND  HIS  PEOPLE. 

The  Rev.  T.  S.  Williamson,  M.D.,  gives  the  following  accounts  to  the 
Word  Carrier  of  January  1877.  They  will  be  found  to  possess  much 
interest  and  encouragement. 

The  Presbytery  of  Dakota  met  in  the  River  Bend  church,  Sept.  1 
1876,  and  after  the  regular  trials,  proceeded  to  ordain  and  install  John 
Eastman  pastor  of  that  church.  The  sermon  and  ordaining  prayer  was 
by  J.  P.  Williamson ;  the  constitutional  questions  were  asked,  and  the 
charge  to  the  people  given  by  Artemas  Ehnamane;  the  charge  to  the 
pastor  was  by  T.  S.  Williamson,  and  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  was 
by  W.  O.  Rogers. 

Two  of  these  ministers  and  the  elders  of  this  church,  and  nearly  all 
of  its  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  members  are  full-blood  Dakotas. 
Twenty  years  ago,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  they  were  all  heathen, 
living  and  dressing  like  other  heathens.  Now  they  and  their  families 
constitute  the  major  part  of  a  population  of  about  three  hundred  and 
sixty  souls,  who  have  settled  on  the  Big  Sioux  within  the  last  eight 
years. 

Not  less  than  forty,  or  about  half  the  men  in  this  settlement,  were  im- 
prisoned for  participating  in  the  battles  and  massacres  in  Minnesota  m 
1862.  After  their  release,  they  and  their  families  were  placed  on  a 
reservation  in  north-eastern  Nebraska,  where  they  were  fed  and  clothed 
by  government  at  an  annual  expense  of  about  fifty  dollars  each.  Having 
become  Christians,  they  were  unwilling  to  live  upon  charity.  They  saw 
no  prospect  of  being  able  to  support  themselves  where  the  government 
had  placed  them,  but  believed  they  could  do  it  elsewhere.  And  so,  seven 
years  ago,  about  twenty  men,  with  their  families,  went  to  where  they 
now  are,  on  the  Big  Sioux. 

The  country  was  then  without  inhabitant,  an  immense  prairie  with 
small  groves  of  wood  along  the  river  only.  As  the  first  settlers  suc- 
ceeded, they  were  joined  by  others  from  year  to  year.  After  the  land 
was  surve}*ed,  they  obtained  leave  to  take  homesteads,  and  eighty-five 
claims  have  now  been  filed  on,  and  some  of  them  have  perfected  their 
title. 

Thus,  though  all  redskins,  they  are  all  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  citizens.  To 
obtain  this  freedom,  they  renounced  claims  against  the  government 
amounting  to  many  thousands  of  dollars.  They  went  there  very  poor ; 
some  families  had  a  pony,  while  others  had  nothing  but  what  they  car- 
ried— no  teams,  no  ploughs — and  for  four  years  the  government  gave 
them  no  assistance.  Within  the  last  three  years  a  little  upwards  of 
thirty  thousand  dollars  has  been  expended  in  furnishing  them  with  teams 
and  agricultural  implements,  and  also  a  school-house  and  teacher. 

The  church  is  a  neat  frame  building,  twenty  by  fifty  feet,  and  over- 
looks the  country  for  a  distance  of  several  miles.  Although  but  few  of 
them  live  within  a  mile  of  the  church,  it  is  generally  well  filled. 

At  the  ordination,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  adults  were  present,  all 
dressed  as  white  people.  The  majority  came  on  foot ;  and  of  those  who 
rode,  the  greater  part  were  in  lumber  wagons  drawn  by  oxen ;  two  or 
three  wagons  were  drawn  by  ponies,  and  a  few  came  on  horseback. 

They  all  live  on  good  terms  with  their  white  neighbors,  who  are  be- 
coming  numerous,  and  not  one  of  the  Dakotas  has  been  charged  with 
any  crime  since  they  have  been  in  that  country.  Having  very  little  to 
begin  with,  and  the  grasshoppers  having  destroyed  or  greatly  injured 
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their  crops  for  several  years,  they  have  lived  poor  and  worked  hard. 
But  they  are  not  discouraged,  and  most  of  them  are  adding  to  their  com- 
forts every  year. 


THE  OUTLOOK  AND  THE  NATIVE  CHURCH  IN  CHINA. 
The  Rev.  John  Butler  writes  as  follows,  under  date  at  Ningpo  of  Oc- 
tober 10th,  1876.  His  letter  relates  to  matters  of  great  moment,  and  the 
statements  made  are  no  doubt  more  or  less  applicable  to  other  parts  of 
the  country,  as  well  as  to  the  province  of  Chekiang,  in  which  Ningpo, 
Hangchow,  and  many  of  our  missionary  sub-stations  are  situate. 

During  the  last  six  months  we  have  been  in  a  state  of  upheaval,  politi- 
cally and  religiously.  Nothing  like  it  since  the  Tien-tsin  massacre.  The 
"tail  cutting,"  the  "paper  images,"  and  the  "black  cat"  scares  have 
swept  over  the  country  like  a  pestilence;  and  while  tossed  on  these 
waves  of  social  excitement,  the  sky  was  overcast  with  portentous  clouds 
threatening  a  war  with  England  ;  so  that  the  state  of  things  to  foreign- 
ers has  been  very  unpleasant,  and  to  the  native  Christians  very  trying. 
These  periodic  commotions  reveal  the  temper  of  the  Chinese  mind  in 
regard  to  foreigners  and  their  institutions  better  than  anything  else. 
Whether  it  is  a  war  with  Japan  or  a  war  with  England  ;  whether  it  is 
the  "cutting  off  of  cues"  or  the  building  of  railroads;  the  upshot  of 
every  commotion,  social  and  political,  is  the  expulsion  of  the  foreigners. 
The  truth  is,  they  don't  want  us  here.  They  neither  want  our  commerce, 
our  civilization,  nor  our  religion. 

In  travelling  about  the  country,  and  forming  a  wide  circle  of  acquaint- 
ance, I  am  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  distrust,  and  even  dislike, 
that  prevails  in  regard  to  everything  foreign.  The  masses  of  the  people 
are  exceedingly  harmless  and  kind  in  their  dispositions,  but  their  minds 
have  been  poisoned  by  the  falsehoods  of  the  literati  and  rulers,  whose 
occupation  will  be  gone  w^hen  the  religion  of  Christ  prevails,  and  its 
outgrowth  civilization  is  extended  over  this  vast  land.  These  periods  of 
excitement  are  valuable  as  tests  of  the  depth  and  genuineness  of  the 
faith  of  those  who  are  gathered  into  Christian  churches.  I  used  to  think 
that  it  was  an  easy  thing  for  a  Chinese  to  profess  faith  in  Christ ;  but 
this,  with  some  other  early  errors,  I  have  set  aside,  and  am  more  and 
more  impressed  with  the  difficulties  and  hardships  attending  such  a  pro- 
fession, especially  in  places  remote  from  the  ports,  or  where  foreign  influ- 
ence prevails. 

I  have  been  travelling  about  some  during  the  heat  of  these  rumors, 
and  have  seen  and  heard  many  things  that  are  very  encouraging  to  the 
faith  of  the  missionary.  I  have  been  impressed  with  the  stability  of  the 
native  Christians.  When  the  rumors  were  at  their  highest,  ten  persons 
were  before  the  session  of  the  Yu  Yiao  church  for  examination.  Three 
were  received  then;  some  of  the  others  will  be  very  soon.  Among 
the  questions  asked  one  of  those  received  was,  "  Are  you  not  afraid  to 
join  the  church  now  when  there  is  danger  of  war  and  there  is  danger  of 
the  Christians  suffering  persecution,  perhaps  losing  their  lives?"  The 
answer  was,  "  God  is  omnipotent.  He  will  take  care  of  me.  I  do  not 
fear." 

I  heard  one  of  our  native  preachers  preach  to  his  congregation  about 
the  same  time,  and  he  told  them  some  very  plain  things.  "  We  have 
been,"  said  he,  "trusting  too  much  to  the  foreigner  in  the  past;  but  the 
time  is  coming,  and  perhaps  very  soon,  when  the  foreigner  cannot  help 
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us.  Let  us  learn  to  put  our  trust  in  God.  He  will  always  be  with  us 
and  keep  us  in  all  our  way."  It  is  impossible  for  one  not  living  in  the 
midst  of  the  scenes,  and  not  understanding  the  language  and  customs 
of  the  people,  to  realize  how  a  native  Christian  in  China  is  tried,  and 
more  particularly  during  times  of  excitement.  For  example,  it  is  no  un- 
common thing  for  idle  and  vicious  fellows,  the  tools  of  the  literati,  to  go 
to  some  of  the  chapels  and  tell  the  assistant  that  "  the  news  has  just 
arrived  that  a  battle  has  been  fought  between  the  Chinese  and  the  Eng- 
lish, and  that  the  latter  were  routed.  The  foreigners  at  Shanghai  and 
at  the  other  ports  were  all  getting  aboard  of  the  gunboats  and  leaving 
the  country,  and  what  would  they,  the  native  Christians,  do  now? 
They  must  either  renounce  the  'foreign  doctrine,' or  suffer  the  conse- 
quences." In  some  cases  the  native  assistants  have  written  to  Ningpo 
to  know  if  there  was  any  truth  in  the  reports  that  were  so  freely  circu- 
lated in  the  country. 

Another  important  fact  developed  by  these  periods  of  trial  is  that  they 
do  not  prevent  persons  from  embracing  Christianity.  Although  this 
year  has  been  so  much  disturbed  by  rumors  of  war  and  supernatural 
agencies  with  which  foreigners  are  said,  to  be  connected,  yet  it  has  on 
the  whole  been  a  good  year  in  mission  work,  and  more  than  usually 
encouraging.  So  far,  more  have  received  baptism  than  last  year,  and  the 
remaining  months  we  hope  to  receive  several  more. 

Self-support  among  those  churches  that  have  native  pastors  is  grow- 
ing. It  will  not  be  long  before  we  have  four  churches  in  the  Ningpo 
Presbytery  fully  self-supporting.  The  additions  to  the  church  at  Ningpo 
are  more  than  to  any  of  the  others  this  year.  Six  were  received  at  the 
last  communion,  making  fifteen  in  all  this  year.  Of  these  six,  three  were 
the  children  of  the  first  Chinese  convert  into  the  Ningpo  church,  'Ong- 
ah-bu.  Thirty-one  years  ago  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Ningpo  was 
organized.  It  consisted  of  seven  members,  as  follows :  Mrs.  Way,  Mrs. 
Culbertson,  Miss  Aldersey,  Dr.  D.  B.  McCartee,  'Ong-ah-bu,  Ruth  Ah-ti, 
and  Christiana  Rit.  The  two  latter  were  women  who  Miss  Aldersey 
brought  with  her  from  Singapore.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that  the 
first  convert  to  Christianity  has  through  all  these  years  maintained  a 
good  profession,  and  still,  in  a  vigorous  old  age,  and  surrounded  with  an 
interesting  Christian  family,  lives  to  testify  of  the  goodness  of  God  to 
him  and  his.  He  has  been  in  business  in  Swatow  for  many  years,  and 
has  but  lately  returned  to  Ningpo,  his  early  home.  Two  of  his  sons  are 
in  business  in  Swatow,  and  are  members  of  the  English  Presbyterian 
church  there.  He,  with  another  son,  has  just  set  up  in  business  here. 
Both  parents  and  five  grown  up  children  are  communicants  in  the  Pres- 
byterian church.  This  is  an  interesting  record  of  the  first  convert  from 
heathenism,  and  is  calculated  to  bring  joy  to  those  who  laid  the  founda- 
tions of  the  work,  and  to  encourage  those  still  laboring  in  the  field. 


NARRATIVE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  RELIGION 

IN    THE    PRESBYTERY    OF    SHANTUNG,    CHINA. 

During  the  past  year  the  mission  has  been  deeply  afflicted  by  the 
death  of  Rev.  James  Shaw,  after  a  residence  of  less  than  two  years  in 
China.  His  sufferings  were  intense,  but  borne  with  cheerful  resignation. 
His  end  was  peace.  He  was  a  man  full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
His  consistent  walk  and  conversation  bore  a  noble  testimony  for  the 
truth.  In  a  field  already  white  to  the  harvest,  the  loss  of  a  laborer  is 
greatly  felt.     The  death  of  a  native  elder  and  five  members  has  left  a 
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void  in  several  of  our  little  churches.  A  man  named  Chang,  for  seven 
years  a  member  of  the  church,  followed  the  example  of  our  Saviour  in 
going  about  doing  good.  He  supported  himself  by  going  from  village 
to  village  selling  oil.  He  never  neglected  an  opportunity  to  speak  of 
the  Saviour  he  loved.  He  constantly  plead  with  men  to  believe  in 
Christ  The  triumphant  and  peaceful  death  of  all  who  have  died  is  a 
cause  for  thanksgiving,  and  has  been  blessed  in  strengthening  the  faith 
of  those  who  remain.  Several  cases  of  apostacy  and  sinful  conduct, 
requiring  suspension  or  exclusion  from  the  church,  have  caused  much 
sorrow.  The  great  majority,  however,  of  the  Christians  have  been  faith- 
ful to  their  profession.  Many  have  grown  in  wisdom  and  grace,  and 
manifested  zeal  for  the  glory  of  God.  All  the  missionaries  and  members 
of  the  churches  at  Tungchow  have  for  several  months  devoted  not  less 
than  one  hour  each  Sabbath  in  personal  effort  to  lead  men  to  Christ 
Bi-monthly  meetings  are  held  for  prayer  and  reports  concerning  this 
labor.  God's  blessing  has  attended,  and  the  promise  been  fulfilled  that 
"  he  that  watereth  shall  be  also  watered  himself." 

Journeys  have  been  made  by  the  missionaries  and  native  preachers 
for  the  wider  preaching  of  the  gospel.  Dr.  Nevius  has  spent  nearly 
half  of  the  year  at  this  laborious  work.  He  has  been  permitted  to  bap- 
tize ten  converts  as  a  portion  of  the  visible  fruit.  Mr.  Mills  baptized 
several  during  a  recent  journey.  At  Chenanfoo  ten  have  been  baptized, 
but  as  yet  a  church  has  not  been  organized  there.  Mrs.  Mateer  made 
two  long  journeys  ;  many  women  and  families  were  visited.  Her  labors 
and  influence  were  of  the  happiest  kind.  An  open  door  is  everywhere 
found  for  this  kind  of  direct  missionary  work.  Prejudices  have  in  a 
great  measure  been  overcome,  and  the  common  people  manifest  a  respect 
and  good  will  towards  the  missionaries  unknown  in  former  years.  The 
mission  schools  have  received  much  labor  from  those  who  have  them  in 
charge.  It  is  evident  that  the  blessing  of  God  rests  upon  this  work. 
In  one  division  of  Mr.  Mateer's  school,  sixteen  young  persons  are  all 
professing  Christians  and  have  made  most  commendable  progress  in 
study.  The  native  pastors  have  had  many  trials,  but  have  been  blessed, 
and  permitted  to  reap  some  fruit.  One  of  them,  Mr.  Tsoong  has  served 
acceptably  as  moderator  of  the  present  meeting  of  Presbytery.  Two  of 
the  candidates  under  the  care  of  Presbytery,  Le  Ching  Poo  and  Le 
Ching  E,  preached  trial  sermons  which  were  sustained.  They  were 
licensed  to  preach. 

During  the  past  summer  the  Shantung  province  has  suffered  greatly 
for  want  of  rain,  and  also  from  the  caterpillars  which  destroyed  the 
crops  in  many  places.  Great  suffering  has  been  experienced  in  conse- 
quence. The  native  Christians  have  also  had  their  trials.  The  church 
at  Tungchow  made  a  liberal  contribution  to  help  the  more  destitute  of 
their  brethren  in  distant  regions.  The  scarcity  of  provisions  and  pros- 
tration of  business  have  necessarily  affected  the  contributions  of  the 
church.  There  has,  however,  been  a  sum  equal  to  four  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars  contributed.  Two  churches  have  been  erected,  and  the 
greater  part  of  the  expense  met  by  the  native  Christians  without  help 
from  the  mission. 

During  the  year  eighty-one  have  been  received  into  the  church  on  pro- 
fession of  faith  and  twenty-three  children  baptized.  The  year  has,  on 
the  whole,  been  marked  by  hopeful  progress.  For  this  we  thank  God 
and  ascribe  to  him  all  glory.  Many  millions  of  perishing  souls  still 
wait  to  hear  the  first  news  of  salvation.  Many  more  laborers  are  needed. 
It  is  our  earnest  hope  and  prayer   that  God's  people  in   America  will 
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manifest  their  gratitude  to  God  for  his  unspeakable  gift  by  increased 
liberality  and  prayer  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  China.

While  expressing  our  grateful  acknowledgments  to  those  who  have 
sent  us  aid  within  the  past  months,  we  must  continue  to  urge  those 
pastors  and  churches  which  have  made  no  contribution  to  this  cause 
since  last  April,  to  do  for  us  whatever  may  be  in  their  power,  and  as 
soon  as  practicable.  There  are  hundreds  of  churches,  larger  and  smaller, 
which  have  not  as  yet  sent  in  anything.  If  each  of  these  will  help  us  ac- 
cording to  its  ability,  and  as  recommended  by  the  General  Assembly  and 
their  several  Synods,  we  can  safely  reach  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  with- 
out making  any  further  reduction  of  our  Missionary  Work,  w^hich  has 
already  been  largely  curtailed.  But  unless  help  comes  soon  from  these 
churches,  or  from  some  other  quarter,  another  large  reduction  in  Febru- 
ary and  March  will  become  imperatively  necessary. 


PERNICIOUS  READING. 

A  brother  living  beyond  the  Mississippi  thus  writes : 
"  There  is  an  organized  and  persistent  effort  upon  the  part  of  infidelity 
to  scatter  all  over  the  newly  settled  portions  of  the  West  the  most  God- 
defying  and  soul-destroying  documents.  They  appear  in  cheap  and  con- 
venient form ;  they  are  gratuitously  distributed  by  generous  believers  in 
these  views;  they  deride  the  religion  of  Christ,  scoff  at  the  idea  of  divine 
inspiration,  and  hold  up  to  ridicule  the  histories  as  well  as  the  doctrines 
of  the  Bible.  '  Hard  times'  do  not  seem  to  affect  the  volume  of  this 
poisonous  current.  Multitudes  are  found,  especially  among  the  young, 
ready  to  read  that  which  costs  them  nothing,  and  which  affords  them 
employment  for  the  passing  hour.  Thus  I  have  seen  the  zealous  advo- 
cates of  infidelity  on  the  train  and  at  depots  distribute  their  tracts  to 
persons  upon  whose  hands  time  was  hanging  heavily.  Thus  that  is 
read  and  pondered  which  at  another  time  would  be  thrown  aside.  The 
devil  studies  opportunities.  I  wish  we  Christians  were  as  wise,  as 
zealous,  and  as  fearless  as  these  advocates  of  error.  A  long  and  extend- 
ed acquaintance  in  the  West  warrants  me  in  saying  that  our  people  are 
a  reading  people,  and  that  no  means  is  more  potent  for  evil  or  for  good 
among  them  than  the  press.     As  a  pastor,  I  have  found  Christian  books 
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and  tracts  most  efficient  means  in  reaching  the  impenitent  and  careless. 
No  pastor  can  afford  to  be  without  a  magazine  full  of  this  effective  am- 
munition. The  Board  has  done  a  good  work  in  supplying  our  mission- 
aries so  generously.  I  have  never  known  riper  opportunities  nor  more 
urgent  calls  for  the  distribution  of  our  literature  than  at  present.  Shall 
Christians  be  less  active,  less  generous,  less  systematic,  less  watchful  of 
opportunities  than  the  disciples  of  a  false  and  pernicious  faith?"

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Before  this  appears  in  type,  we  shall  have  entered  upon  the  labors 
of  1877.  The  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  one  of  peculiar 
stringency,  causing  great  embarrassment  and  retrenchment  in  benevo- 
lent as  well  as  in  business  institutions,  and  many  will  begin  the  new 
year  with  a  heavy  heart.  In  the  midst  of  all  this,  the  Board  of  Church 
Erection  has,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  been  enabled  to  hold  on  the  even 
tenor  of  its  way.  It  has  met  promptly  and  in  full  all  its  liabilities,  and 
has  even  made  advance  in  its  work.  The  impression  that  prevails  in 
some  quarters  that  but  little  church  building  is  being  done,  is  not  correct. 
Never  were  the  applications  for  aid  so  numerous,  and  in  no  former  year 
has  the  Board  made  so  many  appropriations  or  paid  out  so  much  money 
as  within  the  last  six  or  eight  months.  Had  we  been  forced  to  commence 
the  year  with  an  empty  treasury,  one-half  the  work  accomplished  must 
have  been  left  undone,  and  not  less  than  fifty  of  these  feeble  churches, 
now  comfortably  housed,  must  have  remained  unsheltered,  and  to  a  large 
extent  unfed  with  the  bread  of  life.  We  have  already  published  extracts 
from  the  letters  of  several  missionaries,  assuring  us  that  but  for  the 
assistance  of  this  Board  they  must  have  abandoned  their  fields  of  labor 
and  left  their  little  flocks  to  famish.  Most  heartily  and  sincerely  do  we 
wish  that  all  our  Boards  had  the  means  to  keep  abreast  of  their  work, 
without  having  to  bear  the  burden  of  anxiety  and  discouragement  which 
now  hangs  so  heavily  upon  them.  We  earnestly  hope  and  pray  that 
relief  may  speedily  be  sent  to  them,  and  that  none  of  them  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  come  up  to  the  next  General  Assembly  in  debt.  Oh!  for  the 
spirit  of  1776,  which  made  men  willing  not  only  to  give  their  money  but 
even  their  lives  for  their  country,  and  the  women  and  children  at  home 
to  labor  and  sacrifice  for  their  support!  With  something  of  that  spirit 
sanctified  to  the  Master's  use,  we  should  have  no  lack  either  of  men  or 
means  for  their  support,  to  supply  with  the  bread  of  life  the  millions  of 
famishing,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  Were  there  such  a  spirit  of  con- 
secration to  the  service  of  Christ  abroad  in  the  Church,  He,  to  whom 
belongeth  the  silver  and  the  gold,  would  doubtless  impart  more  liberally 
to  those  who  are  willing  to  be  his  almoners,  to  feed  the  poor  and  gather 
the  outcast  into  his  house — into  the  fold  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  Thus 
may  the  year  1877  be  made  memorable,  not  only  for  the  ingathering  of 
multitudes  into  the  ark  of  safety,  but  more  especially  by  the  outpouring 
of  that  precious  ointment  by  which  the  Saviour  is  honored.  "  Then 
shall  his  righteousness  go  forth  as  brightness,  and  his  salvation  as  a 
lamp  that  burneth." 

EXTRACT    FROM    A    LETTER    FROM    INDIANA. 

"  Your  gift  of  $500  was  worth  $1,000  to  us.  It  went  so  far  towards 
spanning  the  impassable  gulf,  that  we  took  courage,  and  found  we  had

The  attention  of  the  readers  of  the  Record  and  of  the  Christian  public 
generally  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Charter  of  the  Board  of  Relief, 
granted  recently  by  the  authorities  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, empowers  it  to  hold  both  Real  and  Personal  Estate,  to  invest 
funds,  and  receive  legacies. 

The  benevolent  who  desire  to  remember  in  their  wills  the  destitute, 
worn-out  ministers,  or  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  dead,  may  use  the 
following 

FORM    OF    BEQUEST. 

"  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Relief  for  Disa- 
bled Ministers,  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Ministers 
Dollars,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  said  Board." 

The  General  Assembly  has  always,  according  to  its  original  plan,  con- 
templated not  only  the  annual  collections  from  all  the  churches  for  cur- 
rent use,  but  an  Endowment  or  Permanent  Fund,  of  which  the  income 
only  is  to  be  expended. 

The  Annual  Report  to  the  Assembly  in  May  18*16,  shows  that  the  fund 
was  then  $135,000,  nearly  the  whole  of  this  sum  having  been  gathered  in 
twelve  years,  that  is,  since  1864.  To  this  amount  may  be  added  $8,000, 
received  since  the  1st  of  April  1876,  making  a  total  of  $143,000. 

"  All  investments  of  funds  are  made  in  such  securities  only  as  are 
sanctioned  by  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  in  relation  to  investments  made 
by  executors  and  trustees,"  and  are  negotiated  by  a  committee  well 
qualified  by  their  business  experience.  All  the  safeguards  which  pru- 
dence would  suggest  are  thrown  around  this  sacred  fund.  While  the 
great  work  of  the  Board  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  and  the  receipts  fall  short 
of  the  applications  for  aid,  the  stated  contributions  of  the  churches  can- 
not be  dispensed  with  ;  and  as  there  is  a  growing  want,  due  in  part  to  the 
steady  increase  of  our  Church  and  ministry,  and  partly  to  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  missionary  work  at  home  and  in  foreign  lands,  these  annual 
supplies  will  probably  be  our  main  dependence  for  some  time  to  come. 

But  the  more  this  endowment-fund  can  be  augmented,  the  more  tho- 
roughly will  this  Cause  be  fortified  against  any  contingency,  especially 
such  a  financial  crisis  as  this  which  is  now  upon  us,  and  which  for  more 
than  two  years  has  embarrassed  the  operations  of  all  our  benevolent 
institutions. 

The  Board  is  not  insensible  to  the  generous  sympathy  of  those  who 
have  rendered  efficient  aid  in  carrying  forward  this  blessed  work ;  and 
in  its  experience  of  the  past  derives  growing  encouragement  from  the 
warm  Christian  spirit  manifested  by  the  donors.  May  this  Christ-like 
spirit  increase  more  and  more  until  the  cry  of  distress  on  every  hand 
shall  give  place  to  the  voice  of  joy  and  thanksgiving.

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Financial— Receipts  in  December,  $4,836.52,  of  which  $1,220.93 
were  for  specials,  against  $3,953.13,  of  which  $215  were  for  specials,  in

HARD    TRIALS. 


The  following  extract  from  a  late  letter  just  received  from  one  of  our 

teachers,  the  wife  of  one  of  our  colored  ministers,  laboring  in  G , 

North  Carolina,  tells  its  own  story  of  liberality  in  "  deep  poverty." 

"  At  one  time  our  people  were  very  prosperous,  and  gave  willingly 
and  liberally  to  the  support  of  the  gospel;  but  since  the  panic  swept  over 
our  land,  great  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  community.  Our  men  for 
the  last  twTo  or  three  years  have  had  literally  nothing  to  do.  I  have 
seen  strong  men  weep  and  wring  their  hands  in  anguish  because  they 
could  not  secure  sufficient  labor  to  support  their  families;  they  would 
not  steal,  and  were  ashamed  to  beg.  My  dear  friends,  don't  you  think 
it  painful  to  see  people  pay  in  the  very  last  of  their  little  mites  to  the 
church,  then  return  to  their  homes  with  no  meal,  no  meat,  and  no  fire- 
wood. And  yet  for  the  last  two  years  this  has  been  almost  a  daily 
occurrence  with  our  people." 

ENCOURAGING. 

The  husband  of  the  writer  of  the  above  sends  us  the  following: 

11  Some  new  spirit  seems  to  have  seized  our  church  with  the  close  of 
the  old  year,  and  the  beginning  of  the  new.  Each  member  tries  to  out- 
vie the  other  in  trying  to  see  who  of  them  can  accomplish  the  most 
good  during  the  new  year.  In  their  prayers  and  supplications  to  the 
Divine  Throne  they  seem  to  be  very  sorry  that  so  little  good  has  been 
accomplished  in  the  past.  I  think  this  a  very  hopeful  sign,  especially 
if  it  continues  through  the  year.  I  have  never  seen  this  entire  church 
so  deeply  interested  and  desirous  of  improvement."

In  1850,  in  order  to  bring  the  operations  of  the  Boards  within  the  reach  of  all  the 
ministers  and  members  of  the  Church,  the  General  Assembly  established  a  monthly 
periodical,  in  which  it  directed  the  Boards  to  report,  and  gave  it  the  name  of  "  The 
Home  and  Foreign  Record."     In  the  following  year  it  was 

''Resolved,  As  the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly  has  resulted  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  The  Home  and  Foreign  Record,  that  paper  is  hereby  recommended,  and 
the  ministers  and  churches  are  urged  to  exert  themselves  to  place  it  in  every  family,  as 
the  organ,  indirectly,  of  the  Church,  on  many  important  subjects. 

The  Assembly  held  in  Philadelphia,  1853, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  pastors  to  endeavor  to  increase  the  cir- 
culation of  The  Home  and  Foreign  Record,  the  organ  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church,  in 
order  that  our  churches  may  be  better  acquainted  with  their  respective  plans  and 
operations,  and  be  induced  to  contribute  more  liberally  towards  their  support. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  in  1855, 

Resolved,  That  our  ministers  and  elders  be  earnestly  exhorted  to  secure  a  wider 
circulation  to  the  Home  and  Foreign  Record,  now  published  at  so  reduced  a  price  as 
to  make  it  accessible  to  the  poorest  member  of  our  Church. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  in  1857, 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Assembly  is  highly  gratified  at  the  increasing  patronage 
extended  from  every  part  of  the  Church  to  The  Home  and  Foreign  Record  and  The 
Sabbath- School  Visitor,  yet  it  regrets  to  learn  that  there  is  still  a  large  proportion  of 
its  families  and  members  who  do  not  receive  these  periodicals.  The  Assembly  would 
therefore  earnestly  recommend  its  ministers  and  sessions  to  use  all  practicable  means 
to  extend  the  circulation  of  these  important  papers  in  their  respective  vicinities. — Min- 
utes, p.  25. 

Moreover,  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  every  month,  or  on  other  occasions,  and 
from  time  to  time,  let  the  people  hear  from  their  minister  a  detailed  account  of  our 
various  Foreign  Missions  in  succession,  with  a  description  of  the  religious  condition 
of  the  people,  and  the  beginning  and  progress  of  the  Church's  work  among  them. 
That  to  this  end  our  ministers  take  pains  tfhemselves  carefully  to  read  The  Home  and 
Foreign  Record  and  Foreign  Missionary ,  so  far  as  to  know  what  is  being  done  by  our 
missionaries  ;  and  that  they  also  further  the  circulation  and  encourage  the  reading  of 
these  publications  in  their  congregations. — P.  21. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  is  1859, 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  would  especially  commend  The  Home  and  Foreign 
Record  to  a  more  general  patronage  throughout  the  Church;  trusting  that  in  its  dili- 
gent perusal,  members  of  the  communion  might  eatch  more  of  the  spirit  of  missions 
and  of  Christian  benevolence  so  richly  pervading  its  columns.  They  also  recommend 
Tlie  Sabbath- School  Visitor  as  a  most  excellent,  publication  to  be  circulated  through 
omr  Sabbath-schools  and  among  the  children  of  our  charge. — Minutes,  p.  545. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Cincinnati,  in  1867, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  the  Presbyteries  under  the  care  of  this  General 
Assembly,  to  recommend  in  the  most  earnest  manner  the  introduction  of  The  Home 
and  Foreign  Record  into  every  congregation  within  their  bounds,  and  that  the  ses- 
sions of  churches  subtract  from  the  aggregate  of  their  annual  subscriptions  a  sufficient 
amount  to  place  The  Record  in  the  hands  of  all  our  families  and  pewhelders. — Min- 
utes%  p.  319. 

And  the  Assembly  held  in  New  York,  i-n  1860, 

Rtsolved,  That  it  exhorts  our  Church  Sessions  and  Sabbath -school  Superintendents 
to  promote  the  increasing  circulation  of  The  ijJe-ord  and  of  The  Sabbath- School  Visi- 
tor, particularly  in  those  churches  which  do  not  now  take  those  periodicals. — Minutes 
p.  899.

WOMAN'S  WORK. 

The  readers  of  the  Record  have  been  made  aware,  from  time  to  time, 
of  the  growing  interest  in  Home  Missions  among  the  Christian  women 
in  our  congregations.  That  new  interest  first  exhibited  itself  in  increased 
zeal  in  providing  missionary  boxes,  but  more  recently  it  has  shown  itself 
in  enlarged  contributions  to  our  Board.  We  have  received  during  the 
present  year  more  money  from  the  various  female  missionary  societies 
than  in  any  previous  year. 

It  will  also  be  remembered  that  the  last  General  Assembly  suggested 
to  the  Synods  to  appoint  each  "  a  committee  of  ladies  to  be  a  medium 
of  communication  between  the  Board  and  the  various  women's  mission- 
ary organizations  within  its  bounds."  Just  previous  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing the  Board  reminded  every  Synod,  through  its  Stated  Clerk,  of  this 
recommendation,  and  expected  a  universal  response  to  so  reasonable  a 
suggestion.  But  less  than  half  of  the  whole  number  seem  to  have  given 
it  attention.  Yet  the  utterances  of  all  those  which  made  any  deliverance 
on  the  subject  are  very  full  of  encouragement. 

The  Synod  of  New  Jersey 

"Resolved,  That  the  Synod  observes  with  great  satisfaction  the  grow- 
ing interest  of  the  women  of  our  Church  in  the  work  of  Home  Missions, 
and  commends  the  efforts  now  being  made  to  secure  a  more  thorough 
organization." 

The  Synod  of  Cincinnati  adopted  the  following  resolution  on  Home 
Missions,  viz : 

"That  woman's  work  be  stimulated  by  organizing  Home  Missionary 
Societies,  so  far  as  practicable,  in  every  church." 

Other  Synods  gave  words  of  cordial  endorsement.    Whether  the  socie- 
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ties  should  embrace  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  in  the  same  organiza- 
tion, or  have  separate  societies  for  each,  was  wisely  left  by  the  Synods 
where  the  Board  is  disposed  to  leave  it,  namely,  to  the  discretion  of  the 
ladies  themselves. 

The  Synod  of  Western  New  York,  in  making  appointment  of  the 
Synodical  Committee  of  Ladies,  said: 

"Resolved,  That  Synod  heartily  endorses  both  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Mission  Work  of  Ladies'  Missionary  Societies,  and  commends  both  to 
their  earnest  and  prayerful  consideration." 

In  a  convention  of  Christian  women  held  at  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  during 
the  sessions  of  SynOd,  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  in  the  plans  endorsed  by  the  last  General  Assembly, 
and  more  recently  brought  forward  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  for 
the  more  thorough  and  systematic  organization  of  woman's  work,  and 
in  having  'its  operations  made  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Board,' 
we  see  great  promise  that,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  it  may  be  carried  on 
with  greater  efficiency,  permanence,  and  enthusiasm." 

The  diminished  resources  of  the  Board  through  the  stringency  of  the 
times — the  suffering  at  the  West  from  the  grasshopper  plague,  never 
worse,  though  attracting  less  general  attention  than  last  year,  have  come 
to  the  knowledge  of  so  many  churches  that  the  ladies  are  more  and  more 
inclined  to  organize  missionary  societies  and  secure  funds  for  the  Board 
to  apply  to  meet  the  wants  of  their  self-denying  sisters  on  the  Home 
Missionary  field.  Such  letters  as  the  following  find  their  way  to  the 
homes  and  hearts  of  Christian  ladies  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  and 
inspire  them  to  fill  "  boxes"  and  give  money  besides. 

a  woman's  letter. 

Kalamazoo,  Mich..  November  14,  1870. 

Dear  Sir — I  received  a  letter  from  a  friend  in  West  Missouri,  asking 
a  mission  box  for  a  missionary  in  charge  of  two  feeble  churches.  She 
■states  that  the  missionary  is  very  poor.  He  came,  with  a  wife  and  five 
children,  from  the  region  of  Nebraska  which  was  destroyed  by  grass- 
hoppers. They  are  too  poor  to  go  to  housekeeping,  and  are  staying 
among  their  people  until  they  get  money  enough  to  get  a  home.  He 
seems  to  be  well  liked.  The  people  are  a  kind,  good  people,  but  are 
themselves  too  poor  to  do  much  to  help  their  minister  who  is  in  such 
circumstances. 

My  heart  is  fully  in  sympathy  with  Home  Missions.  I  have  been  a 
Home  Missionary's  wife,  and  knowing  something  of  their  life  and  labors, 
my  soul  yearns  to  comfort  those  hearts  who  suffer  often  and  "be  still." 
God,  who  knoweth  their  needs,  uses  this  means  to  bring  them  before 
your  notice.  I  hope  the  matter  may  meet  your  approbation,  and  some- 
thing may  be  done  at  once. 

Our  church  has  been  greatly  blessed  by  the  labors  of  Whittle  and 
Bliss,  and  we  hope  large  numbers  will  be  brought  into  the  fold  of  God. 
His  Spirit  has  been  drawing  all  men  to  him.  I  sincerely  hope  your 
Board  may  feel  the  benefit  of  this  upbuilding  of  the  churches.

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SABBATH-SCHOOLS    AND    OTHER    SCHOOLS. 

We  give  below  a  letter  from  Rev.  Mr.  McMillan  of  Mt.  Pleasant, 
Utah,  who  has  been  compelled  to  be  absent  from  his  field  a  considerable 
part  of  the  time,  for  a  few  months  past  supplying  the  place  of  the  sick 
and  absent  pastor  of  the  church  at  Salt  Lake  City. 

My  quarterly  report  is  eleven  days  behind-hand.  I  have  delayed  in 
order  that  I  might  embody  in  it  whatever  information  I  might  gather 

in  a  short  visit  to  S P V ,  from  which  visit  I  have  just 

returned.     The  first  month  of  the  quarter  was  spent  in  M P 

the  central  point  in  the  field  for  which  I  am  commissioned.  A  fact  of 
special  interest  during  that  month  was  the  reassembling  of  the  congre- 
gation, from  whom  I  had  been  absent  three  months ;  the  cordial  recep- 
tion given  me  by  them,  and  sustained  and  increasing  interest  they  mani- 
fested in  our  mission  work  there.  One  adult  and  a  number  of  Sabbath- 
school  children  gave  good  evidence  of  change  of  heart.  On  my  return 
last  week,  after  another  absence  of  two  months,  it  was  gratifying,  though 
somewhat  annoying,  to  receive  such  cordial  and  frequent  manifestations 
of  friendship  as  to  seriously  interfere  with  my  necessary  business.  One 
day's  notice  brought  out  a  good  congregation  to  the  first  Thanksgiving 
service  ever  held  in  the  valley;  and  an  announcement  at  that  service 
of  an  evening  meeting,  brought  out  a  house  full.  The  Sabbath  service 
was  attended  by  more  than  the  usual  number.  The  Sabbath  school, 
with  Miss  Snow  teaching  alone,  holds  up  to  an  average  attendance  of 
seventy-five.  What  these  facts  indicate  you  can  see  as  well  as  I.  The 
novelty  has  long  since  worn  away  down  there,  and  no  longer  serves  of 
itself  to  draw  a  crowd.  Respecting  the  Sabbath-school,  it  is  not  going 
too  far  to  say  that  the  Lord  is  signally  blessing  it. 

The  following  letter  from  the  assistant  at  Mt.  Pleasant  shows  how 
the  work  grows,  and  how  necessary  to  its  prosecution  is  Mr.  McMillan's 
presence.  In  response  to  this  letter  he  left  Salt  Lake  immediately, 
leaving  the  church  there  unsupplied. 

There  are  many  reasons  why  you  should  immediately  return.  Of 
course  the  Sabbath-school  and  day-school  are  prospering,  but  you  ought 
to  be  gaining  an  influence  with  the  young  people  here.  As  for  me,  it  is 
utterly  impossible  for  me  to  bear  the  burden  any  longer.  I  am  com- 
pletely overburdened  in  trying  to  fulfil  your  responsibilities  as  well  as 
my  own.  There  are  many  duties  and  cares  each  day,  which  can  hardly 
be  left  undone,  and  when  you  are  not  here  they  devolve  on  me.  Miss 
S is  good  help,  but  I  work  just  as  hard  as  before.  I  have  the  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  my  work  is  better  done,  and  that  the  reputation 
of  the  school  will  not  sutler.  In  my  de.-ire  to  have  everything  work 
well  and  smoothly,  I  have  overrated  xuy  strength.  I  feel,  too,  the 
effects  of  last  year's  hard  work.  The  relief  was  so  long  in  coming  that 
1  am  now  hardly  fit  for  school  duty  aside  from  anything  else.  If  affairs 
go  on  in  this  way,  I  shall  have  to  give  up  everything,  and  I  don't  wish 
to  do  that,  for  I  know  it  would  be  an  injury  to  the  work;  nor  do  I  wish 
to  give  up  the  Sabbath-school,  and  yet  I  can't  go  on  in  this  way.  Last 
Sunday  there  were  ninety-three  at  Sabbath-school.  If  you  don't  come, 
I  shall  have  to  drop  all  your  responsibilities.  If  I  do  not,  I  shall  soon 
be  unfit  to  bear  my  own.

I  am  willing  to  labor  anywhere  in  the  great  field  where  there  is  a  rea- 
sonable prospect  of  usefulness  and  success.     J county  is  on  the 

border  of  Nebraska  and  on  the  frontier  westward.  I  am  the  only  Pres- 
byterian minister  in  the  county  or  within  thirty  miles.  The  people  are 
mostly  homesteaders,  and  very  poor.  But  little  of  the  land  is  yet  under 
cultivation,  and  the  grasshoppers  destroyed  most  of  their  produce  two 
years  ago,  so  most  of  them  are  very  poor,  living  in  dug-outs  and  sod 
houses  without  floors  ;  so  that  nothing  can  be  expected  from  them  in  the 
way  of  support,  at  least  for  the  first  half  of  the  year.  If  they  should 
escape  grasshoppers  next  season,  and  make  good  crops,  they  can  begin 
to  pay  something  by  the  last  half  of  the  year.  But  this  people  should 
by  no  means  be  neglected. 

I  have  established  my  headquarters  at  Jewell  Centre,  the  county  sea+. 
This  place  is  central  for  my  work.  There  is  no  church  building  of  any 
kind  in  the  town.  We  greatly  need  one,  and  contemplate  trying  to 
build  one  in  the  spring ;  and  I  expect  to  organize  a  church  here  with 
good  prospects.  Ten  miles  south,  at  Jewell  City,  there  was  a  small 
organization  two  years  ago,  but  no  house  and  no  preaching;  one  elder, 
six  members — nearly  dead.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  resuscitate  it,  and  look 
for  growth  and  development  there.  Ten  miles  west  is  a  small  organiza- 
tion called  Providence,  in  the  country.  Last  Sabbath  I  ordained  two  elders 
there.  It  is  a  promising  point.  Eighteen  miles  north-east,  at  White 
Rock,  I  expect  to  organize  a  church  soon;  and  at  several  other  points 
in  the  county  churches  can  be  gathered. 

Much  of  my  time  thus  far  has  been  occupied  in  exploring  my  field  and 
selecting  points.  I  hope  that  in  my  next  report  I  may  be  able  to  have 
something  more  definite  to  present  to  you.  Satan  has  plenty  of  agents, 
who  work  very  cheap  in  propagating  all  sorts  of  error  in  this  new  coun- 
try, and  if  it  is  to  be  rescued  for  Christ,  the  Board  must  liberally  and 
promptly  sustain  its  pioneer  missionaries,  who,  amid  great  privations, 
are  laboring  to  lay  the  foundations  of  our  Zion  in  these  new  and  destitute 
regions.  We  cannot  remain  here  without  it.  Our  labor  is  arduous,  our 
expenses  heavy.     I  am  now  in  need  of  my  quarterage.  A.  R.  N. 


Larned,  Kansas. 

It  is  near  the  close  of  the  quarter  of  my  commission.  It  has  been,  in 
many  respects,  a  very  pleasant  term,  but  in  others  a  hard  and  laborious 
one.  I  have  filled  all  my  appointments.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
receiving  thirteen  members  on  profession  of  faith  and  one  by  letter,  to 
the  Larned  church.  Congregations  are  large  at  all  the  preaching  points, 
and  very  crowded  houses  in  Larned.  Sabbath-schools  are  large  and 
increasing  in  numbers  and  interest.  Prayer  meetings  are  moderately 
well  attended.  Immigration  is  still  heavy;  and  an  unusually  large 
Presbyterian  element  is  coming  in.  I  recently  went  over  into  the  Wal- 
nut Yalley  with  Brother  Sturdevant,  and  found  a  very  interesting  field. 
I  wish  some  of  the  wealthy  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  could 
travel  once  over  the  field  of  one  of  our  frontier  missionaries,  and  witness 
the  eagerness  of  these  poor  people  of  the  "  dug-outs11  for  Presbyterian 
preaching.  I  think  the  Board  would  not  long  lack  funds  with  which 
to  send  the  gospel  into  these  waste  places.  The  people  of  this  beautiful 
valley  are  very  poor  now,  but  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  valley 
will  be  able  to  take  care  of  itself.  But  it  will  not  pay  to  wait  for  that. 
When  that  time  comes  the  door  that  now  stands  open  may  be  closed.

He  may,  and  will  no  doubt, 
pick  up  a  little  in  the  way  of  provision  and  horse-feed,  but  the  people 
will  not  engage  to  pay  him  any  definite  salary  at  first.  But  whatever 
you  spend  on  this  field  will  be  well  spent.

SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 


The  condition  of  this  Department  has  been  fully  set  forth  in  the  last 
two  numbers  of  the  Record.  Since  the  last  General  Assembly,  and  before 
the  meetings  of  Synods  and  by  private  correspondence,  the  Board, 
through  its  Secretaries,  has  been  calling  attention  to  this  Department, 
and  urging  such  churches  as  could  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages 
of  the  Scheme.  Rut  very  few  churches  seem  to  heed  the  appeal ;  or 
more  properly,  perhaps,  very  few  find  themselves  able  to  comply  with 
its  provisions  in  order  to  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages.  The  month 
of  March,  the  last  of  the  fiscal  year,  has  been  designated  by  some  Gene- 
ral Assembly  as  the  time  for  annual  collections  to  this  cause.  We  hope 
the  response  will  be  liberal,  for  when  the  times  improve  we  may  hope 
many  churches  will  be  able  to  meet  the  conditions  of  Sustentation  and 
exhaust  its  treasury. 

We  give  below  a  very  encouraging  letter,  which  speaks  for  itself.. 

SELF-SUSTAINING — ANOTHER    REVIVAL. 

Shortsville,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  29th,  187T. 

Enclosed  please  find  our  report  for  the  last  quarter  of  our  Sustentation 
year,  and  for  final  Sustentation  aid.  This  church  will  henceforward,  I 
trust,  be  self -supporting ,  and  not  only  so,  but  able  soon  to  contribute 
generously  to  the  various  Boards  of  our  Presbyterian  denomination.  They 
will  always  hold  in  grateful  remembrance  the  strong,  ready  arm  that 
helped  to  lift  them  from  the  pit. 

I  acknowledge,  in  behalf  of  the  membership,  their  obligations  to  the 
Secretaries,  and  return,  for  myself,  sincere  thanks  for  the  kindness  and 
courtesy  that  have  been  extended  me.  Within  the  three  and  a  half  years 
that  this  youthful  church  has  been  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  old 
standing  debts  have  been  cancelled,  the  church  edifice  has  been  renewed 
and  improved  within  and  without,  a  new  organ  has  been  procured,  a 
beautiful  manse  erected,  and  seventy-nine  have  been  added  to  the  mem- 
bership. Under  a  kind,  superintending  Providence,  we  have  been  greatlv 
prospered  and  blessed,  temporally  and  spiritually,  and  our  cup  of  bless- 
ing now  is  full  and  running  over.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  another  pre- 
cious revival  of  religion.  It  is  not  so  extensive  as  the  one  we  enjoyed  a 
year  ago,  but  the  work  is  deep  and  powerful.  It  is  extending  to  all  ages 
and  classes  of  our  community.  I  have  preached  every  night  (except  two 
Saturday  nights)  since  the  beginning  of  the  Week  of  Prayer.     New 
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inquirers  are  coming  forward  every  evening.  Last  evening  ten  arose  for 
prayers,  some  of  them  having  never  before  shown  any  interest  in  the 
matter  of  personal  religion. 

Looking  back,  I  see  my  communication  has  become  lengthy,  and  I 
will  therefore  conclude  by  saying  that  the  church  has  been  in  a  revived 
condition  the  whole  of  the  past  year ;  so  the  work  in  which  we  are  at 
present  engaged  does  not  change  our  status  very  much.  We  are  only  a 
little  more  active.     In  haste,  yours  fraternally,  C.  C.  T.

THE   UNDERLYING  PRINCIPLE   OF    OUR  EDUCATIONAL 

POLICY. 

What  is  it?  In  the  opinion  and  conduct  and  criticism  of  many  per- 
sons it  is  taken  to  be  charity.  The  candidates  under  the  care  of  the 
Board  of  Education  are  frequently  called  "beneficiaries,"  "charity- 
students."  Contributions  are  often  solicited  and  given  towards  their 
support  from  purely  personal  considerations,  as  a  benevolence.  Not 
seldom  are  the  recommendations  of  individuals  for  aid  accompanied  by 
appeals  to  the  sympathies  of  the  Board,  on  the  score  of  the  great  need 
and  earnest  wishes  of  the  applicants  ;  and  still  further,  many  objections 
which  are  urged  against  our  Educational  policy  proceed  on  the  assump- 
tion that  the  grants  made  to  the  candidates  under  care  of  the  Board  are 
a  kind  of  alms.  This  view  of  the  matter  we  repudiate  utterly,  with  all 
its  accompaniments  and  conclusions,  and  we  deprecate  its  entertainment 
and  expression  as  both  wrong  and  injurious  to  a  high  degree.  We  do 
so  in  behalf  of  the  cause  of  Ministerial  Education.  We  do  so  in  behalf 
of  the  students  who  are  aided  in  their  studies.  The  idea  of  our  Educa- 
tional work  being  a  charity  degrades  it  and  all  concerned  in  it,  and 
perverts  its  proper  management.  Charity  has  no  place  in  it.  It  does 
not  fall  under  any  just  definition  of  the  term ;  nor  can  it  be  rightly 
administered  under  its  impulses. 

What  is  charity  ?  It  is  aid  bestowed  on  the  needy,  out  of  compassion 
towards  their  wants,  for  their  own  sake,  and  without  any  expectation 
of  returns  except  those  of  gratitude.  But  this  certainly  is  not  the  char- 
acter or  intent  of  the  appropriations  made  to  our  candidates.  They  are 
not  regarded  by  us  in  the  light  of  poor,  helpless  persons,  craving  our 
assistance  on  the  score  of  their  pitiable  exigencies  or  of  their  private 
interests.  Their  wants  and  wishes  are  altogether  a  secondary  considera- 
tion. The  first  point  of  inquiry  is  :  Are  they  such  persons  as  the  Church 
ought  to  ordain  to  its  ministry?  Have  they  marked  abilities?  Are 
they  distinguished  for  piety?  Do  they  promise  usefulness?  Is  there 
any  fair  indication  that  they  are  called  of  the  Master  to  proclaim  his 
gospel?  If  such  qualifications  are  found,  then  those  evincing  them  are 
just  the  ones  whom  the  Board  wants  to  aid,  if  aid  be  required,  in  their 
course  of  preparation.  The  Church  needs  such  persons  full  as  much  as 
they  need  her.  They  will  prove  of  more  service  to  her  than  she  can  be 
to  them,  and  will  amply  repay  all  she  will  expend  in  fitting  them  to 
speak  the  Word  with  "all  utterance  and  all  knowledge."  It  is  with 
this  expectation  that  they  are  taken  in  charge.  In  no  sense  is  it  for 
their  sake,  but  for  the  Church's  sake.  The  Board  of  Education,  in  look- 
ing for  them  and  then  accepting,  may  be  likened  to  a  body  of  merchant- 
men, "  seeking  goodly  pearls"  to  set  in  the  array  of  the  Church;  and 
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the  only  question  considered  by  them  is  that  of  quality.  And  where 
the  right  quality  does  not  appear,  all  argument  and  persuasion  for  accept- 
ance will  and  ought  to  prove  as  nugatory  as  it  would  among  the  traf- 
fickers of  this  world  in  their  purchase  of  commodities.  The  only  point 
to  be  looked  at  is  worth.  The  only  question  to  be  asked  is,  Will  it 
pay?     Pity  has  no  play  here. 

Provided,  then,  that  the  candidates  are  what  they  are  recommended 
to  be,  they  are  not  charity-students  in  any  fair  meaning  of  that  word. 
They  expect  to  requite  the  Church  for  all  the  funds  expended  on  their 
education  by  work  for  which  they  can  look  for  no  adequate  remunera- 
tion in  dollars  and  cents.     If  the  Church  does  not  want  them,  they  cer- 
tainly do  not  desire  its  aid.     They  can  make  their  living  in  some  other 
calling.     It  is  not  as  mendicants  that  they  apply  to  us  ;  and  they  resent 
the  imputation  of  being   such.     Several  of  them  we  know  personally, 
having  taken  the  pains  to  make  their  acquaintance.     They  are  men  of 
rare  powers  and  promise,  who  can  rise  to  eminence  anywhere.     Some 
of  them  have  left  lucrative  positions  to  heed  the  call  of  the  Church  and 
of  the  Master  for  nobler  work,  and  they  will  be  heard  from  yet,  as  many 
before  them  on  our  lists  have  been  heard  from.     Not  all,  indeed,  under 
care  of  the  Board,  are  of  this  high  stamp.     Yet  these  set  the  standard 
of  the  class  the  Board  is   aiming  after,   and  it  is  only  by  keeping  this 
standard  steadily  in  view  that  those  administering  our  education  system 
can  avoid  mistakes  in  the  management  of  it.     It  should  be  universally- 
understood  that  the  candidates  under  care  of  the  Board  are  and  must  be 
picked  men — men  who  have   undergone  scrutiny  and  are   approved  for 
their   high  qualifications.     The  Church  wants   no  other.     Our  theory 
admits  of  no  other.     This  is   a  fact  which  Presbyteries,  and  Sessions, 
and  Professors  should  bear  in  mind  when  they  make  out  their  "  Recom- 
mendations"   and    "  Reports."      These   recommendations    and    reports 
ought  to  be  so  well  considered  and  guarded  as  to  be  veritable  passports 
of  honor,  and  not  charity  certificates.     When  the  matter  is  so  understood 
and  regulated  by  all  engaged  in  its  administration,  our  work  will  soon 
shake  itself  clear  of  all  objections,  and  stand  forth  among  the  noblest 
the  Church  can  enter  on.     To  regard  it  otherwise  is  to  degrade  it.     It 
is  to  subject  it  to  all  those  bad  liabilities  with  which  it  is  charged.     It 
is  to  wound  the  sensibilities  of  our  candidates  and  injure  their  manly 
tone.     It  is  to  keep  from  our  Board  the  best  class  of  young  men  who 
would  otherwise  present  themselves  for  the   ministry,  and  bring  to  us 
only   those   who   will   consent  to  be  dependent  on  the  charity  of  the 
Church.     And,  worst  of  all,  it  is  to  lower  the  ministry  thus  recruited  in 
the  estimation  of  the  people  at  large,  and  teach  them  to  treat  it  as  a 
pauper  institution  all  through.     We  protest  earnestly,  therefore,  against 
this  whole  view  of  the  subject,  and  insist  on  its  being  put  on  the  high 
ground  of  a  wise  policy  and  a  Christian  duty,  just  where  our  fathers 
who  initiated  our   Educational   system   were  wont  to  put  it.     As  an 
illustration  of  the  views  they  advocated,  we  subjoin  an 
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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  DISCOURSE  OF  DR.  S.  MILLER  AT  THE  INAUGURA- 
TION OF  DR.  ARCHIBALD  ALEXANDER  AS  PROFESSOR  OF  THEOLOGY  AT 
PRINCETON,    N.    J. 

"  1.  The  Church  is  bound,  with  a  vigilant  eye,  to  search  for,  and 
carefully  to  select,  from  among  the  young  men  within  her  bosom,  those 
ivho  are  endowed  ivilh  piety  and  talents,  whenever  she  can  find  these 
qualification*  united.  Piety  is  humble  and  retiring;  and  talents,  espe- 
cially of  the  kind  best  adapted  to  the  great  work  of  the  ministry,  are 
modest  and  unobtrusive.  They  require,  at  least  in  many  instances,  to 
be  sought  out,  encouraged,  and  brought  forward.  And  how,  and  by 
whom  is  this  to  be  done  ?  The  children  of  the  Church  are,  if  I  may  so 
express  it,  the  Church's  property.  She  has  a  right  to  the  services  of  the 
best  of  them.  And  as  it  is  the  part,  both  of  wisdom  and  affection,  in 
parents  according  to  the  flesh,  to  attend  with  vigilance  to  the  different 
capacities  and  acquirements  of  their  children,  and  to  select  for  them,  as 
far  as  possible,  corresponding  employments;  so  it  is  obviously  incumbent 
on  the  Church,  the  moral  parent  of  all  the  youth  within  her  jurisdiction, 
to  direct  especial  attention  to  such  of  them  as  may  be  fitted  to  serve  her 
in  the  holy  ministry.  And  it  may  be  asserted,  without  fear  of  contra- 
diction, that  whenever  young  men  are  found  who  unite  fervent  piety 
with  talents  adapted  to  the  office,  it  is  the  duty  of  such  to  seek  the  gospel 
ministry;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  single  them  out,  to  bring 
them  forward,  and  to  endeavor  to  give  them  all  that  preparation  which 
depends  on  human  means  for  the  service  of  the  sanctuary. 

"  2.  The  Church  is  bound  to  provide  funds  for  the  partial  or  entire 
support  of  those  who  need  this  kind  of  aid,  while  they  are  preparing  for 
the  work  of  the  ministry.  Some  of  the  most  promising  candidates  for 
this  holy  work  have  not  the  means  of  supporting  themselves,  while  they 
withdraw  from  the  world,  and  give  up  its  emoluments,  for  the  purpose 
of  becoming  qualified  to  serve  God  in  the  gospel  of  his  Son.  These 
persons  must  either  abandon  their  sacred  enterprise  altogether,  or  receive 
from  some  other  source  adequate  aid.  And  from  what  source  can  they 
so  properly  receive  it,  as  from  their  moral  parent,  the  Church?  Nature, 
reason,  equity,  parental  affection,  all  conspire  in  pointing  to  this  parent 
as  the  most  suitable  provider.  The  aid  which  flows  only  from  the  hand 
of  individual  and  occasional  bounty,  may  be  withdrawn,  or  grudgingly 
continued;  but  the  Church  can  never  be  weary,  as  long  as  ability  is 
given  her,  of  providing  for  her  beloved  children.  The  aid  which  indi- 
viduals, as  such,  furnish,  may  excite,  in  delicate  minds,  a  painful  sense 
of  dependence  ;  but  children  ought  to  feel,  can  feel,  no  pain  in  receiving 
from  the  hand  of  parental  affection. 

"  Nor  is  it  any  valid  objection  to  the  furnishing  of  this  aid,  that  the 
objects  of  it  may  not  always  be  found,  when  their  character  shall  be 
completely  developed,  either  ornaments  to  the  Church,  or  worthy  of  so. 
much  exertion  and  expenditure.  As  well  might  parents,  according  to 
the  flesh,  decline  to  provide  for  the  support  and  education  of  their  chil- 
dren, in  early  life,  lest  peradventure  they  might  afterwards  prove  neither 
a  comfort  nor  an  honor  to  them.  In  this  respect,  every  faithful  parent 
considers  himself  as  bound,  in  duty  and  affection,  to  take  all  possible 
pains  for  promoting  the  welfare  of  his  offspring,  and  having  done  so,  to 
leave  the  event  with  God. 

"Neither  ought  the  Church  to  consider  this  provision  as  a  burden,  or 
imagine  that,  in  making  it,  she  confers  a  favor.  It  is  clearly  her  duty — 
a  duty  which  she  as  really  owes  both  to  her  Master  and  herself,  as  the 
ordinary  provision  which  she  makes  for  the  support  of  the  word  and 
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ordinances.  Or  rather,  it  is  to  be  lamented  that  she  has  not  been  accus- 
tomed always  to  consider  it  as  an  essential  part  of  her  ordinary  pro- 
vision fur  the  maintenance  of  the  means  of  grace."

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  arrival  of  Miss  McGinnis  at  Kola- 
pore  is  reported.  On  the  25th  of  January,  Mrs.  Scott,  wife  of  the  Rev. 
J.  L.  Scott,  and  Miss  Mary  Fullerton,  a  daughter  of  the  late  Rev. 
Robert  S.  Fullerton,  embarked  for  India,  to  be  specially  connected  with 
the  school  at  Woodstock.  Mr.  Scott  expects  to  go  out  to  the  same 
station  in  a  few  months.  He  and  his  wife  are  thus  returning  to  the 
work  in  which  they  were  engaged  formerly,  and  Miss  Fullerton  goes 
back  to  the  country  and  the  work  to  which  her  lamented  father  gave 
his  life,  leaving  her  mother  and  other  members  of  her  family  here. 
These  ladies  are  under  the  particular  care  of  the  Philadelphia  Ladies' 
Missionary  Society.  They  will  be  followed  by  the  prayers  and  sym- 
pathies of  many  friends. 

"Added  to  the  church." — At  Hoden,  a  village  near  Yedo,  or 
Tokio,  as  the  city  is  now  called,  nine  converts  were  baptized  and  two 
children.  There  are  now  twenty-four  church  members  in  Hoden. 
Three  converts  were  added  to  the  church  in  Tokio.  Six  new  communi- 
cants were  received  at  Beirut,  of  whom  one  was  a  student  in  the  college, 
and  one  a  pupil  in  the  girls'  seminary.  Nineteen  new  communicants 
are  reported  by  the  venerable  Mr.  Priest,  as  admitted  to  the  church  of 
Sinou,  Liberia.  Eleven  new  communicants  were  received  at  Brotas 
and  vicinity,  Brazil,  and  fifteen  children  were  baptized. 

New  chapel  in  Yokohama. — The  brethren  were  delighted  to  enter 
their  new  chapel,  which  is  well  situated  in  the  native  part  of  the  town. 
It  was  built  chiefly  with  moneys  received  at  the  station.

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IN  AFRICA. 

The  Gaboon  and  Corisco  Mission  stands  greatly  in  need  of  more  men. 
The  health  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bushnell  has  become  so  weakened  that  a 
change  of  climate  is  imperatively  required.  The  station  of  Benita  has 
no  minister  from  this  country.  Corisco  has  only  one,  and  the  new  sta* 
tion  on  the  Ogowe  only  one.  Only  those  whose  constitution  is  adapted 
to  an  equatorial  climate  should  be  sent  out,  but  that  such  persons  may 
hope  to  live  long  there  is  shown  by  the  examples  of  the  three  ordained 
missionaries  now  in  the  field.  They  have  been  there  thirty-three, 
twenty-two,  and  sixteen  years  respectively.  The  work  of  the  mission 
is  not  free  from  drawbacks,  but  there  is  an  open  door,  abundant  oppor- 
tunities of  doing  good,  and  far  too  few  are  the  laborers. 


IN  PERSIA. 


The  progress  of  our  mission  in  this  country  is  still  encouraging.  It 
is  a  proof  of  this  that  the  brethren,  at  the  recent  annual  meeting,  agreed 
to  ask  for  two  more  ministers,  men  well  qualified,  and  also  for  funds  to 
provide  houses  in  Teheran  and  a  building  for  the  training  school  in 
Oroomiah.  They  speak  of  the  urgent  need  of  this  increase  of  laborers 
and  of  larger  means  for  their  work.  The  population  within  reach  of  our 
mission  is  estimated  at  about  five  millions,  and  there  is  but  one  mission- 
ary among  them  besides  our  brethren. 


CORRECTIONS. 

Two  or  three  things  seem  to  call  for  brief  notice. 

1.  The  intimation  in  one  of  our  religious  newspapers  that  the  Boards 
make  pecuniary  compensation  to  two  other  papers  for  the  insertion  of 
appeals  for  funds,  &c.  As  to  this  we  reply,  that  no  such  payments  have 
ever  been  made  by  the  Foreign  Board. 

2.  A  letter  in  the  same  paper,  stating  that  the  Board  had  not  made 
its  usual  remittances  for  the  support  of  the  missionaries  in  Mexico.  AYe 
learn  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  that  funds  were  sent  out  in  good 
time,  according  to  the  estimates,  and  without  diminution.  The  receipt 
of  these  funds  was  duly  acknowledged  by  the  missionary  in  charge  of 
the  matter  in  that  city. 

3.  The  statement  in  the  Becord  of  February,  page  36,  that  the  Foreign 
Board  receives  aid  from  the  Government  for  its  work  among  the  Indians. 
In  former  years  the  Government  did  pay  to  the  Board  certain  funds  for 
the  support  of  schools  according  to  special  agreement;  but  all  this  has 
been  changed.  Such  payments  are  now  made,  not  through  the  Board, 
but  through  the  Indian  Agents  of  the  Government.  Hence  the  last  six 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Board  contain  no  acknowledgement  of  funds 
received  in  this  way;  and  all  the  payments  on  account  of  Indian  Mis- 
sions, as  mentioned"  in  the  Treasurer's  report  from  year  to  year,  are  now 
made  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Board.  While  all  this  is  so,  we 
may  add,  that  in  the  case  of  two  Indian  schools  under  the  care  of  our 
missionaries,  certain  funds  are  appropriated  towards  tbeir  support,  in 
the  one  instance  by  the  Creek  Council,  in  the  other  by  the  Government, 
in  both  through  their  own  Agents.  These  funds  are  welcomed  for  their 
specified  use,  but  do  not  lessen  the  Beard's  need  of  larger  means  for 
carrying  on  its  work  for  the  Indians. 
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THE  HAPPY  DEATH  OF  A  CHINESE  CONVERT. 

We  are  at  liberty  to  insert  a  part  of  the  touching  letter,  which  the  Rev. 
D.  C.  McCoy  wrote  from  Peking,  lately,  to  the  Rev.  J.  Wherry,  now 
in  this  country.  The  first  part  of  the  letter  refers  to  the  peaceful  death 
of  Mr.  Wherry's  dear  young  daughter,  and  is  full  of  tender  sympathy. 
Then  Mr.  McCoy  goes  on  to  say : 

When  your  good  letter  came  I  wept  for  joy.  Oh,  my  brother,  how 
precious  is  this  "glorious  gospel"  which  did  so  much  for  your  dear 
Nellie,  and  which  you  long  to  preach  to  these  ignorant  people.  I  can 
say  it  is  more  precious  to  me  than  ever  before.  To-day,  (Monday,)  we 
are  to  carry  Lien  Feng's  remains  to  the  grave.  He  died  yesterday  at 
daybreak.  You  have  no  idea  of  how  great  a  sufferer  he  has  been  for 
the  last  two  months  especially.  But,  to  the  last,  he  was  as  patient  as 
a  lamb.  Not  once  did  he  murmur.  Four  weeks  ago  he  was  removed 
from  here  to  his  father's — the  same  humble  dwelling  in  which  you  and 
I  visited  him  when  he  was  so  sick,  winter  before  last.  During  these 
four  weeks  I  went  to  see  him  almost  daily.  It  was  no  burden,  for  that 
room  soon  became  a  sacred  place,  made  so  by  that  patient  sufferer's  pre- 
sence in  it.  Teng  Ying  and  Lan  Fang  often  went  with  me.  He  loved 
to  have  us  sing  to  him  the  precious  songs  of  Zion,  and  read  to  him  from 
the  Book  of  books — our  precious  Bible.  He  had  been  gradually  sinking 
for  the  last  month.  On  Saturday,  word  came  that  he  wTas  dying.  This 
was  about  noon.  I  could  not  leave  the  chapel,  as  the  workmen  need 
constant  looking  after,  until  evening.  I  did  not  expect  to  see  him  again, 
and  it  was  a  great  disappointment  to  me  that  I  could  not  go  when  the 
word  came.  I  went,  however,  in  the  evening,  and  was  surprised  to  find 
him  yet  alive.  He  knew  me  very  well,  and  said  he  had  been  waiting 
for  me,  and  could  not  go  without  seeing  me  again.  He  then  said,  "  If 
it  is  the  Lord's  will  I  want  to  go  quickly.  My  suffering  is  very  great, 
but  I  wait  patiently  his  coming.  My  heart  is  filled  with  peace  and  joy. 
I  have  nothing  to  fear.  I  do  not  fear  death.  Jesus  is  mine  and  I  am 
His.  What  have  I  to  fear?  He  has  conquered  death  for  me."  Then, 
after  a  pause,  he  said,  "I  must  go,  I  am  going."  I  said,  "Lien  Feng, 
where  are  you  going?  Do  you  know?"  He  replied  firmly,  with 
a  very  happy  expression  on  his  face,  "To  Heacen."  I  had  just  received 
your  letter.  I  told  him  so.  I  asked  him  if  he  remembered  Nellie.  He 
said,  "Oh  yes,  very  well."  I  then  told  him  how  you  had  written  of  her 
happy  death,  and  how  precious  was  Jesus  to  her  in  her  dying  hour.  It 
no  doubt  did  him  good.  I  told  of  your  earnest  wish  to  come  back  and 
preach  to  his  dying  countrymen  this  same  precious  gospel.  He  said, 
"  Tell  Mr.  Wherry  I  did  hope  to  live  to  see  him  back.  But  the  Lord 
has  willed  it  otherwise.  He  knows  best.  Tell  him  to  meet  me  in 
heaven."  He  sent  the  same  message  to  Mr.  Mcllvaine.  To  the  church 
which  has  been  helping  him  since  he  began  the  study  of  theology,  he 
also  sent  a  tender  message.  He  said,  "  I  can  never  see  them  face  to 
face  on  the  earth.  But  I  hope  to  see  them  all  and  know  them  in 
heaven.  I  have  no  words  to  thank  them  for  their  kindness  and  gen- 
erosity towards  me.  But  God  will  reward  them.  Tell  them  not  to 
cease  giving  because  I  am  gone.  I  hope  they  will  willingly  transfer 
their  donation  to  some  one  else  who  may  be  with  you  studying,  for  the 
ministry.  It  is  a  blessed  work.  In  the  meantime,  would  it  not  be  well 
to  ask  them  to  help  in  the  matter  of  building  the  new  church  ?  Send  them 
my  affectionate  farewell,  and  say  I  hope  we  shall  all  meet  in  heaven." 
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In  the  afternoon  a  number  of  the  native  brethren  had  gone  to  see  him. 
He  called  them  to  him,  one  by  one,  and  gave  them  very  tender  parting 
words.  He  told  them  of  the  need  of  more  devotion  to  the  Saviour  on 
their  part.  He  urged  them  to  walk  close  with  Jesus.  He  said  they 
must  not  mind  earthly  things ;  that  the  soul  was  of  infinite  importance, 
and  that  they  ought  to  strive  to  save  not  only  their  own,  but  the  souls 
of  multitudes  about  them.  His  words  made  a  very  deep  impression  on 
all  who  heard  them.  I  hope  it  may  be  lasting,  and  that  a  new  era  for 
our  Peking  church  will  date  from  Lien  Feng's  death.  Yesterday  we 
had  services  at  the  house.  I  was  assisted  by  Dr.  Edkins.  It  was  a 
very  solemn  time.  God  seemed  very  near  us.  To-day,  at  eight  o'clock, 
we  carry  Lien  Feng's  remains  to  the  grave.  I  am  up  early  this  morn- 
ing to  write  you  this  account,  so  as  to  send  it  by  to-day's  mail 


REPORT  OF  THE  SEMINOLE  MISSION,  1876. 

The  Rev.  J.  R.  Ramsay,  writing  at  TVewoka,  Indian  Territory,  Janu- 
ary 9,  1877,  makes  the  following  report  of  his  work  for  the  last  year. 

Preaching  has  occupied  the  principal  part  of  my  time,  (a.)  In  con- 
ducting religious  services  at  the  church,  where  every  Sabbath,  either  by 
me  or  some  of  the  native  brethren  in  my  necessary  absence,  they  have 
been  observed  and  conducted  every  Sabbath  during  the  year.  I  have 
tried  to  be  there  in  all  seasons,  cold  and  wet,  as  well  as  in  fair  weather. 
Endeavored  to  expound  the  Scriptures,  teach  the  doctrines,  dispense 
the  Sacraments,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  session  tried  faithfully  to 
discipline  the  flock,  (b.)  In  connection  with  the  Sabbath  services  at 
the  church,  I  have  also  labored  in  conjunction  with  several  devoted 
helpers  in  the  Sabbath-school,  into  which  we  have  endeavored  to  gather 
all  the  children  of  the  neighborhood,  and  have  procured  books,  papers, 
pictures,  and  rewards,  and  used  every  means  to  make  it  attractive  and 
interesting,  as  well  as  instructive,  (c.)  I  have  visited  and  administered 
advice,  instruction,  and  consolation  to  many  sick.  Some  of  those  were 
poor,  and  needed  material  as  well  as  spiritual  food  and  comfort,  which  I 
tried  to  supply  as  my  means  would  afford,  by  filling  one  end  of  my  sad- 
dle-bags with  books  and  clothing,  and  the  other  with  bread  and  meat.  With 
these,  I  visited  them  in  their  humble  abodes,  and  felt  that  I  was  welcome, 
and  would  spend  an  hour  in  sympathy  and  instruction,  and  prayer  and 
praise.  At  other  times,  I  have  visited  the  more  wealthy  at  their  homes 
in  time  of  affliction.  I  have  gone  in  the  dark  night  to  see  our  good 
chief  when  he  was  very  sick,  and  have  administered  prescriptions  both 
for  body  and  soul.  I  am  glad  to  know,  however,  that  he  knows  well 
where  to  apply  for  the  latter — to  the  throne  of  grace.  But  I  was  called 
to  visit  another  Indian  friend  in  good  worldly  circumstances,  at  his 
home,  in  the  early  part  of  the  last  year,  to  whom,  in  the  providence  of 
God  it  was  my  privilege  to  prescribe  and  administer  principally  spiritual 
food.  It  was  Fus-Heacho,.of  whom  I  wrote  you  some  months  ago.  I 
found  him  near  his  end,  but  apparently  careless  about  his  soul's  salva- 
tion. But  by  the  blessing  of  God  upon  our  poor  efforts  to  awaken  him,  and 
in  answer  to  our  prayers,  he  was  brought  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the 
truth,  set  about  seeking  the  salvation  of  his  soul  at  once  with  all  his 
heart,  experienced  a  blessed  hope,  embraced  Christ,  was  baptized,  he 
and  all  his,  and  after  spending  a  few  more  weeks  with  his  family  and 
Christian  friends  here,  calmly  fell  asleep  in  Jesus.  I  look  back  to  this 
part  of  the  year's  work  with  pleasure  and  thankfulness.  The  native 
Christian  brethren  and  sisters  accompanied  and  assisted  me  in  my  pas- 
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toral  visits  to  this  dear  departed  brother,  and  although  we  mourn  his 
loss,  yet  the  remembrance  of  his  conversion  and  peaceful  death  greatly 
encourages  and  strengthens  the  faith  of  the  survivors,  (d.)  Preaching 
at  distant  and  destitute  places  has  been  part  of  my  work,  and  in  fulfil- 
ing  these  appointments,  I  have  undergone  much  exposure  and  fatigue, 
travelled  long  lonely  journeys  over  rough  mountainous  roads,  and  found 
uncomfortable  fare  where  I  lodged,  because  the  inmates  had  no  better  to 
furnish  me.  Such  as  they  had  they  cheerfully  shared  with  me,  and  I 
shared  the  provisions  which  I  carried  with  them ;  and  I  have  known  my 
host  and  his  wife  showing  their  hospitality  by  taking  some  blankets  to  a 
corn  crib  and  sleeping  there,  leaving  their  room  and  best  blankets  to  me, 
where  I  made  myself  as  comfortable  as  circumstances  would  admit  with 
the  addition  of  the  blanket  I  had  brought.  Generally  I  would  arrange 
to  arrive  at  the  house  where  the  meeting  was  to  be  held  a  little  before 
night.  The  master  of  the  house  had  some  rude  benches  prepared  for 
seats.  He  would  then  blow  a  horn,  and  soon  the  neighbors,  notified  of 
the  meeting  by  the  sound,  would  begin  to  arrive  and  occupy  the  seats, 
sometimes  filling  the  house,  and  sometimes  not  so  many  assembling. 
The  religious  services  would  commence  by  singing  a  hymn  ;  as  fast  as 
we  would  finish  one  hymn  another  would  follow,  until  several  were 
sung.  Then  we  would  unite  in  prayer,  then  sing  again,  after  which  I 
would  read  and  expound  the  Scriptures,  and  preach  to  suit  the  audience, 
after  which  it  would  close  with  singing  and  prayer.  In  some  of  these 
meetings  I  have  used  an  interpreter,  and  in  others  I  have  preached  with- 
out an  interpreter,  from  the  fact  that  I  could  procure  no  one  to  interpret 
for  me.  And  although  my  use  of  the  language  is  poor  compared  with 
that  of  the  native  Christians,  yet  at  such  times  I  have  felt  that  it  was 
a  luxury  to  be  able  to  proclaim  to  the  Seminoles  salvation  through  a 
crucified  Redeemer  in  their  own  language.  And  some  of  what  I  con- 
sider my  greatest  successes  have  been  without  an  interpreter,  although 
our  people — church  members — prefer  that  I  should  have  an  interpreter. 
In  visiting  and  first  awakening  Fus-Heacho  I  had  no  interpreter,  but 
talked  directly  to  him  in  his  own  language.  But  I  was  accompanied 
and  assisted  in  that  interview  by  Chettofekseko,  a  native  Christian 
and  member  of  our  church.  And  often  in  my  distant  meetings  1  am 
accompanied  and  assisted  by  the  brethren,  some  of  whom  are  good 
speakers  in  their  own  language,  and  sometimes  I  send  them  two  and 
two  to  fill  appointments.

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STATE  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  FUND. 

The  receipts  into  the  Missionary  Fund  from  April  1,  1876,  to  February 
1,  1877,  from  all  sources,  amount  to  $25,871.54,  being  less  by  $9,126.70 
than  the  receipts  for  the  corresponding  part  of  the  year  preceding.  The 
principal  part  of  this  deficiency  comes  from  the  fact  that  a  much  smaller 
amount  of  legacies  was  received  this  year  than  last.  The  effect  of  this 
deficiency  has  been  to  necessitate  a  large  reduction  in  the  number  of  our 
Book,  Tract,  and  Sabbath-school  Missionaries,  and  to  prevent  the  Board 
from  making  as  many  grants  as  it  would  gladly  have  otherwise  made,  of 
,books  and  tracts  to  the  needy.  We  trust  the  churches  and  benevolent 
individuals  will  yet  come  up  to  the  Board's  help  before  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year,  and  enable  it  again  to  go  forward  with  its  missionary  work 
on  a  scale  nearer  to  being  commensurate  with  the  needs  of  the  Church 
and  of  the  country. 

THE  BOARD'S  FISCAL  YEAR. 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  Board  extends  from  April  1st  to  April  1st. 
Consequently  it  will  close  with  the  last  day  of  the  present  month 
(March).  The  Missionary  Fund  is  still  sadly  in  need  of  a  large  amount 
in  order  to  end  the  year  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  We  do  therefore 
earnestly  request  those  pastors  and  churches  whose  collections  have  not 
yet  come  in,  to  send  them  to  our  Treasurer  without  delay.  There  are 
also  many  individuals  from  whom  we  are  hoping  to  hear,  and  who,  we 
trust,  will  not  fail  to  send  before  April  1st  what  they  intend  to  give  to 
this  good  cause. 

THE  WORK  MUST  NOT  CEASE. 

A  Book,  Tract,  and  Sabbath-school  Missionary  of  the  Board  of  Publi- 
cation in  Wisconsin  recently  commenced  his  labors  on  a  poor  and  desti- 
tute portion  of  his  field.  He  visited  faithfully  from  house  to  house,  con- 
versing and  praying  with  the  families  he  called  upon,  and  leaving  with 
each  some  pungent  and  appropriate  tract.  The  result  is  a  powerful 
revival,  in  which  forty-four  persons  have  already  been  hopefully  con- 
verted. The  g-ood  work  is  still  in  progress.  Meetings  have  been  held 
every  night  for  the  last  ten  days.  Many  of  the  converts  ascribe  their 
conversion  to  religious  impressions  received  during  the  household  visita- 
tions of  this  missionary. 

And  this  is  the  great  work  which,  with  hands  crippled  for  want  of 
funds,  the  Board  of  Publication  is  trying  to  do  on  all  the  destitute  fields 
of  the  Church.  Will  not  all  our  churches  and  Sabbath-schools  aid  in 
sustaining  it  by  contributing,  as  God  has  given  them  the  ability,  to  its 
depleted  Missionary  Fund?  Immediate  aid  is  necessary  to  the  efficient 
prosecution  of  the  work.

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MISSIONARY  EXPERIENCE. 

A  missionary  of  our  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication,  laboring  in 
Michigan,  writes  : 

"  Saturday  evening  I  stopped  at  a  house  to  remain  over  night.  The 
husband,  a  man  of  seventy,  had  long  folded  his  infidel  cloak  about  him. 
His  wife  had  recently  made  a  profession  of  her  faith.  Before  retiring 
for  the  night,  I  asked  permission  to  read  a  portion  of  Scripture  and  offer 
prayer.  The  old  lady  said  'Yes.'  He  made  no  reply.  Sabbath  morn- 
ing at  the  table,  I  requested  permission  to  ask  for  God's  blessing.  He 
hesitated,  but  said  nothing  ;  so  I  asked  a  blessing  before  we  ate,  and 
also  held  family  worship.  Invited  them  to  go  to  the  meeting  at  the 
school-house  at  eleven  o'clock.  They  did  so.  I  organized  a  Sabbath- 
school  at  noon.  Gave  notice  of  a  prayer  meeting  in  the  evening.  The 
husband  and  his  wife  attended.  The  house  was  quite  full.  I  made 
some  remarks,  urging  each  one  to  accept  fully  and  unhesitatingly  the 
fact  that  God  loves  us  individually — that  Christ  is  a  personal  Saviour — 
that  he  loves  me  and  died  for  me — sent  the  Comforter  to  me — gave  me 
the  blessed  promises,  and  went  to  prepare  a  place  for  me. 

11 1  noticed  my  aged  friend  wipe  his  eyes  several  times ;  and  as  soon 
as  I  sat  down,  he  rose  to  his  feet  and  said:  'My  friends,  this  stranger 
speaks  the  same  language  I  heard  spoken  when  I  was  a  boy.  There 
must  be  a  reality  in  this  religion,  and  I  want  it  too.  Pray  for  me  that 
1  may  have  this  personal  Saviour  as  mine.' 

"One  school  organized,  another  visited,  a  missionary  call  made  upon 
a  family,  is  not  much  of  a  report  for  a  Sabbath's  work;  but  if  there  is 
joy  in  heaven  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth,  we  too  will  be  glad." 

Such  is  a  specimen  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Presbyterian  Board 
of  Publication. 

HAVE  FAITH. 

Christian,  make  an  effort  to  bring  your  faith  in  God  to  such  strength 
and  vividness  that  neither  monetary  panics  nor  political  controversies 
can  shake  your  confidence  in  the  promises  of  God,  nor  interfere  with 
your  most  generous  impulses  to  maintain  the  benevolent  schemes  of  the 
Church.  It  is  the  way  to  prosperity  and  happiness  in  life,  and  will  give 
peace  in  the  dying  hour. 

INDISPENSABLE  WORK. 

A  brother  in  Missouri,  says : 

"  In  my  travels  I  met  an  intelligent  but  unconverted  man,  who  con- 
versed freely  on  religious  subjects.  I  pressed  home,  as  best  I  could,  the 
subject  of  personal  religion,  and  on  leaving  gave  him  'Baxter's  Call'  and 
some  tracts.  A  few  weeks  afterward,  he  made  a  public  profession  of 
religion,  established  a  family  altar,  and  became  an  earnest  Christian. 
His  conversion  he  attributed  to  the  printed  truth  I  gave  him.  His 
public  profession  was  the  commencement  of  a  remarkable  revival  in  his 
church,  which  had  long  been  dead  and  drawing  aid  from  the  Boards. 
Large  numbers  were  added  to  the  church.  It  became  at  once  self- 
sustaining,  and  this  converted  man  is  now  an  active  elder." 

A  brother  in  Utah  thus  pleads,  and  he  is  but  one  of  a  hundred  others 
who  plead  as  tenderly. 

"I  can't  do  without  the  Sabbath-school  periodicals  and  books  of  the 
Board.     They  are  powerful  evangelizing  agencies.     They  enter  almost 
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every  home  in  town,  and  pass  from  house  to  house.  I  saw  an  old 
Danish  woman  in  the  post-office,  the  other  day,  sending  a  small  package 
of  papers  which  she  had  gathered,  to  her  daughter,  thirty  miles  away. 
There  are  not  more  than  five  Bibles  in  town,  and  the  Lesson  Leaves  carry 
the  truth  to  families  where  I  cannot  go.  I  can't  do  without  them. 
They  carry  the  bread  of  life  to  many  who  may  die  before  I  have  access 
to  them.  Give  us  the  printed  truths  of  the  gospel,  and  under  God, 
we'll  overthrow  Mormonism." 

Whatever  may  be  said  against  the  necessity  of  the  missionary  work 
of  the  Board  of  Publication,  in  the  old  and  densely  populated  States  of 
the  East,  no  one  has  called  in  question  its  adaptation  to  the  West. 
Society  is  in  a  formative  condition;  families  are  widely  scattered  ;  facili- 
ties for  securing  good  books  few;  and  the  means  of  grace  enjoyed  but 
seldom.  A  godly  missionary,  by  his  talks,  prayers,  tracts,  and  books, 
moulds  future  Sabbath-schools  and  churches.  Not  until  these  prairies 
and  valleys  are  as  densely  populated  and  as  bountifully  supplied  with 
book-stores  and  churches  as  the  East,  can  we  afford  to  dispense  with 
this  house-to-house  missionary  work. 


A  LEAF  FROM  A  MISSIONARY'S  DIARY. 

The  following  is  a  leaf  from  the  diary  of  a  Book,  Tract,  and  Sabbath- 
school  Missionary  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  with  about  twenty  thou- 
sand families  in  his  widely  extended  field,  in  which  there  is  but  little 
religious  instruction  except  from  him,  and  the  books  and  tracts  he  cir- 
culates, mostly  by  donation.     It  reads  as  follows : 

"  In  this  trip,  preached  20  sermons  in  20  days,  visited  70  families, 
with  sales  of  $9.00,  donations  of  books  $13.00,  and  no  expenses  for 
travel.  The  Lord  was  with  me,  the  people  were  revived,  and  several 
professed  Christ.  They  generally  took  a  tract  with  them  to  their 
homes,  which,  after  being  read,  was  to  be  exchanged  for  one  on  a  dif- 
ferent subject  in  the  hands  of  a  neighbor.  These  people  do  not  wante 
their  tracts." 

Of  another  trip  he  says:  ''Spent  twelve  days,  preached  11  times, 
addressed  one  Sabbath-school,  sold  one  book  at  70  cents,  and  gave  tracts 
to  the  people.  My  expenses  were  $1.50,  because  I  was  in  a  community 
where  those  willing  to  keep  me  over  night  had  no  place  for  me  to  sleep  ; 
but  were  eager  to  read,  with  no  money  to  buy  books." 

Shall  such  a  work  cease  for  lack  of  means,  when  so  much  is  spent  in 
luxury  and  display  by  those  who  have  made  a  covenant  of  love  and

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"MAKE  HASTE  SLOWLY." 

It  is  not  strange  that  our  missionaries  in  new  and  uncultivated  fields, 
and  especially  in  new  towns,  should  aim  at  the  erection  of  church  build- 
ings at  the  very  commencement  of  their  labors,  when  they  can  accom- 
plish so  little  without  them.  But  caution  is  necessary  here  to  prevent  a 
squandering  of  the  Lord's  money.  In  not  a  few  instances  undue  haste 
in  this  matter — a  desire  to  get  the  first  house  of  worship  in  what  was 
certain  to  be  a  railroad  centre,  a,  county  seat,  or  a  city  of  large  dimen- 
sions and  great  importance,  has  led  to  an  outlay  of  several  thousands  of 
dollars,  that  might  as  well  have  been  thrown  into  the  fire.  About  the 
time  the  church  building  was  completed,  it  was  discovered  that  the  rail- 
road would  not  pass  that  way,  or  that  the  seat  of  justice  was  fixed  at 
another  point,  and  the  business  and  population  followed  it,  and  now  the 
church  building  is  deserted  and  the  money  expended  upon  it  is  lost.  We 
have  had  sufficient  lessons  of  this  kind  to  teach  us  wisdom.  Hence  the 
caution  with  which  this  Board  now  guards  against  the  abuse  of  the 
funds  entrusted  to  its  care.  To  aid  us  in  this,  we  would  earnestly  beg 
the  Presbyteries  to  be  careful  in  their  endorsement  of  applications  sent 
to  us  for  aid.  When  practicable,  the  Board  would  prefer  the  recommen- 
dation of  Presbyteries  in  open  session  to  that  of  a  Committee,  because 
11  in  the  multitude  of  counsellors  there  is  safety."  Sometimes,  in  writing 
to  the  Committee  of  Presbytery  for  fuller  information,  we  have  been 
told,  they  "  knew  nothing  about  the  case,  further  than  that  the  applicants 
wanted  so  much  money."  The  endorsement  of  such  a  Committee  is 
worthless,  as  the  object  of  the  Board  is  to  get  reliable  information,  to 
enable  them  to  form  an  accurate  judgment.  We  wish  to-be  generous, 
but  not  prodigal  of  the  Lord's  money.  Those  who  make  application 
should  not  forget  that  there  are  hundreds  of  other  churches  destitute  of 
sanctuaries,  and  quite  as  needy — perhaps  much  more  needy  than  they. 
Again  :  We  aim  only  at  providing  comfortable  shelter  for  the  shelterless. 
This  we  know  to  be  the  wish  and  expectation  of  those  who  contribute 
most  liberally  to  the  funds  of  the  Board.  Steeples  and  bells,  organs  and 
carpets,  are  all  right  and  proper  in  their  place  and  for  those  who  are  able 
to  pay  for  them,  but  are  not  to  be  included  in  the  answer  to  our  question, 
"  What  is  the  smallest  sum  from  this  Board  that  will  enable  you  to  com- 
plete your  house  of  worship  free  from  debt?"  An  application  just 
received  has,  among  others,  the  following  items  of  cost:  "Bible  and 
Hymn-book,  $18;  Bell  and  hanging,  $210  ;  Rugs  and  carpeting,  $450  ; 
Lamps  and  chandelier,  $200;  Pulpit  chairs,  $160;  Organ,  $H0;  Com- 
munion service,  $60;  Interest  on  debt,  $350."  We  make  no  comment, 
but  merely  say,  if  the  money  of  the  Board  was  expended  in  this  way, 
we  should  be  able  to  assist  in  building  but  few  sanctuaries  to  shelter  the 
poor  of  Christ's  flock.  Some  of  these  (instead  of  being  too  hasty)  have 
anxiously  waited  for  many  long  years  to  be  able  to  secure  a  shelter  from 
the  storm — a  humble  Christian  home,  where  they  and  their  children  may 
worship  the  God  of  their  fathers.  Will  not  all  our  more  highly  favored 
churches,  who  are  comfortably  provided  for,  assist  us  in  our  efforts  to 
shelter  those  who  have  no  church  home?

The  pastor  of  a  distant  church  writes 
to  this  office: 

11  Your  letter  of  the  12th  was  duly  received.  Our  church  had  decided 
to  take  up  no  collections  this  year  for  any  of  the  Boards  for  this  reason: 
Notwithstanding  the  unprecedented  stringency  of  the  times,  we  have 
been  making  an  onslaught  on  our  church  debt  of  six  thousand  dollars, 
and,  thank  God,  have  every  dollar  of  it  pledged,  and  most  of  it  paid.  It 
was  a  great  and  hard  thing  to  do,  but  God  has  made  it  a  success.  We 
felt  that  our  church  had  done  its  full  duty  without  taking  any  collections 
this  year  for  outside  objects.  But  when  your  letter  came,  I  took  it  into 
the  pulpit,  read  a  few  words,  and  saying  that  I  would  not  ask  for  a  dol- 
lar, but  had  decided  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  contribute  if  they 
felt  that  God  was  asking  them  for  money  for  this  cause.  I  enclose  the 
result  in  the  shape  of  a  draft  for  fifty  dollars,  nearly  three  times  as  much 
as  we  have  ever  given  to  your  Board  before.  The  debt  was  all  sub- 
scribed on  paper  six  weeks  ago,  and  we  have  already  received  fifteen 
new  members  since  then,  and  more  to  come.  With  many  prayers  for 
the  needy  flock  under  your  care,"  &c. 

The  receipts  this  year  have  been  $10,00$  less  than  last  year.  Hasten 
to  help.  Let  not  the  needy  suffer.  "  There  is  that  scattereth,  but  yet 
increaseth."  The  Lord  can  easily  convert  those  who  possess  the  silver 
and  the  gold,  and  so  increase  the  pecuniary  resources  of  his  Church  ; 
but  what  is  far  better,  he  will  surely  enrich  them  with  imperishable 
wealth.

TO  MINISTERS  AND  CHURCHES. 


In  1850,  in  order  to  bring  the  operations  of  the  Boards  within  the  reach  of  all  the 
ministers  and  members  of  the  Church,  the  General  Assembly  established  a  monthly- 
periodical,  in  which  it  directed  the  Boards  to  report,  and  gave  it  the  name  of  "  The 
Home  and  Foreign  Record."    In  the  following  year  it  was 

"Resolved,  As  the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly  has  resulted  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  The  Home  and  Foreign  Record,  that  paper  is  hereby  recommended,  and 
the  ministers  and  churches  are  urged  to  exert  themselves  to  place  it  in  every  family ,  as 
the  organ,  indirectly,  of  the  Church,  on  many  important  subjects. 

The  Assembly  held  in  Philadelphia,  1853, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  pastors  to  endeavor  to  increase  the  cir- 
culation of  The  Home  and  Foreign  Record,  the  organ  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church,  in 
order  that  our  churches  may  be  better  acquainted  with  their  respective  plans  and 
operations,  and  be  induced  to  contribute  more  liberally  towards  their  support. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  in  1855, 

Resolved,  That  our  ministers  and  elders  be  earnestly  exhorted  to  secure  a  wider 
circulation  to  the  Home  and  Foreign  Record,  now  published  at  bo  reduced  a  price  as 
to  make  it  accessible  to  the  poorest  member  of  our  Church. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  in  1857, 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Assembly  is  highly  gratified  at  the  increasing  patronage 
extended  from  every  part  of  the  Church  to  The  Home  and  Foreign  Record,  and  The 
Sabbath- School  Visitor,  yet  it  regrets  to  learn  that  there  is  still  a  large  proportion  of 
its  families  and  members  who  do  not  receive  these  periodicals.  The  Assembly  would 
therefore  earnestly  recommend  its  ministers  and  sessions  to  use  all  practicable  means 
to  extend  the  circulation  of  these  important  papers  in  their  respective  vicinities. — Min- 
utes, p.  25. 

Moreover,  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  every  month,  or  on  other  occasions,  and 
from  time  to  time,  let  the  people  hear  from  their  minister  a  detailed  account  of  our 
various  Foreign  Missions  in  succession,  with  a  description  of  the  religious  condition 
of  the  people,  and  the  beginning  and  progress  of  the  Church's  work  among  them. 
That  to  this  end  our  ministers  take  pains  themselves  carefully  to  read  The  Home  and 
Foreign  Record  and  Foreign  Missionary ,  so  far  as  to  know  what  is  being  done  by  our 
missionaries ;  and  that  they  also  further  the  circulation  and  encourage  the  reading  of 
these  publications  in  their  congregations. — P.  21. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  1859, 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  would  especially  commend  The  Home  and  Foreign 
Record  to  a  more  general  patronage  throughout  the  Church;  trusting  that  in  its  dili- 
gent perusal,  members  of  the  communion  might  catch  more  of  the  spirit  of  missions 
and  of  Christian  benevolence  so  richly  pervading  its  columns.  They  also  recommend 
The  Sabbath-School  Visitor  as  a  most  excellent  publication  to  be  circulated  through 
our  Sabbath-schools  and  among  the  children  of  our  charge. — Minutes,  p.  545. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Cincinnati,  in  1867, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  the  Presbyteries  under  the  care  of  this  General 
Assembly,  to  recommend  in  the  most  earnest  manner  the  introduction  of  The  Home 
and  Foreign  Record  into  every  congregation  within  their  bounds,  and  that  the  ses- 
sions of  churches  subtract  from  the  aggregate  of  their  annual  subscriptions  a  sufficient 
amount  to  place  The  Record  in  the  hands  of  all  our  families  and  pewholders. — Min- 
utest  p.  319. 

And  the  Assembly  held  in  New  York,  in  1869, 

Resolved,  That  it  exhorts  our  Church  Sessions  and  Sabbath-school  Superintendents 
to  promote  the  increasing  circulation  of  The  Rcord^nd  of-  The  Sabbath- School  Visi- 
tor, particularly  in  those  churches  which  do  not  now  take  those  periodicals. — Minutes, 
p.  899.

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BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 


Before  the  April  Record  reaches  the  churches,  the  fiscal  year  of  the 
Board  will  have  ended.  It  has  been  a  year  remarkable,  in  many  ways, 
for  its  difficulties  and  encouragements.  There  has  not  been  one  since 
the  Reunion  in  which  the  financial  embarrassments  of  the  Board,  the 
Church,  and  the  country  have  been  greater.  Every  industry  has  been 
paralyzed,  so  that  multitudes,  willing  to  work,  have  been  unable  to  pro- 
cure employment.  Other  multitudes  have  found  their  incomes  so  greatly 
reduced  as  to  prevent  contributions,  as  formerly.  Against  this  great 
contraction,  and  consequent  stringency,  the  Board  has  had  to  contend  all 
the  year.  The  struggle  has  been  carried  on,  confident  of  ultimate  suc- 
cess, because  the  work  was  the  Lord's,  and  he  would  not  forsake  it.  No 
field  has  been  abandoned,  and  no  missionary  complying  with  his  com- 
mission has  suffered  for  want  of  promised  aid.  No  institution  has  more 
promptly  fulfilled  its  obligations  in  these  times  of  shrinking  and  uncer- 
tainty. 

In  addition  to  financial  stringency,  the  "  Centennial"  expenses  of  mul- 
titudes have  no  doubt  diminished  the  income  of  the  Board.  Many  min- 
isters and  multitudes  of  the  Christian  people  have  spent  so  much  more 
than  was  expected,  as  to  have  but  little  to  contribute  to  Home  Missions. 
We  trust  that,  in  the  end,  the  enlarged  views  and  affections  excited  by 
the  evidences  of  God's  goodness  to  the  nation  will  produce  enlarged 
liberality  to  every  good  cause.  Home  Missions,  which  have  done  so 
much  to  make  the  nation's  one  hundredth  birthday  worth  celebrating, 
may  expect  a  fair  share  of  this  increased  liberality. 

Then  the  long  continued  excitement  and  anxiety  of  the  national  elec- 
tion disturbed  the  public  mind,  and  diminished  the  contributions  of  the 
churches.  The  final  settlement  came  too  late  to  increase  the  income  of 
the  Board.  But  twenty-five  days  of  the  fiscal  year  remained  after  the 
settlement  took  place. 

Thus  the  three  great  events  of  the  year — the  general  prostration  of 
business,  the  Centennial  expenditure,  and  the  excitement  of  the  Presi- 
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dential  contest — have  all  increased   the  anxieties   and   diminished  the 
means  of  the  Board  during  the  fiscal  year  just  closed. 

REVIVALS. 

On  the  other  hand,  God  has  distinguished  the  latter  half  of  the  year 
with  enlarged  outpourings  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  No  year  since  the  Re- 
union has  been  more  marked  by  wide-spread  revivals  of  religion  and 
additions  to  the  Church.  The  reports  of  the  Presbyteries  to  the  next 
General  Assembly  will  confirm  this  hopeful  statement.  May  these  revi- 
vals become  universal,  as  foretold  in  the  promises  and  predictions  of  the 
word  of  God. 


PRESBYTERIES. 

Nearly  all  our  Presbyteries  will  hold  their  stated  meetings  during  this 
month  of  April.  What  mighty  influences  for  good  should  go  forth  from 
the  various  meetings  of  our  five  thousand  ministers  and  ruliDg  elders ! 
What  may  not  their  prayers  and  counsels  accomplish  in  the  strengthen- 
ing and  extension  of  our  Zion !  In  order  to  this,  the  most  thorough  and 
prayerful  attention  must  be  given  by  each  Presbytery  to  its  mission 
field,  especially  to  its  vacant  churches  and  unemployed  ministers.  The 
Assembly  requires  each  Presbytery  to  bring  the  vacant  churches  and 
unemployed  ministers  together,  seeing  to  it  that  the  vacant  is  supplied 
and  the  unemployed  provided  with  labor,  and  report  the  excess  of  either 
to  the  Synod.  In  this  way,  faithfully  carried  out,  one  of  the  most  diffi- 
cult problems  in  our  Church  will  be  solved. 

GROUPING. 

Tne  General  Assembly  has  annually  and  earnestly  urged  the  union  of 
feeble  congregations  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  and  better  economy  of 
men  and  means.  The  prejudices  of  neighborhoods  should  not  be  allowed 
to  prevent  this  great  work.  If  small  and  feeble  churches  insist  on  the 
whole  of  a  minister's  time  and  service,  to  the  exclusion  of  other  feeble 
points,  they  should  be  required  to  do  so  at  their  own  expense,  and  not 
at  the  expense  of  the  whole  Church.  The  same  principle  should  be 
applied  to  ministers  who  refuse  to  spread  their  labors  over  neighboring 
and  needy  destitutions.  Let  the  Presbyteries  so  arrange  and  work  their 
fields  as  "  to  commend  them  to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of 
God."  Let  the  people  be  trained  to  struggle,  as  far  as  possible,  for  self- 
support,  and  to  contribute  to  extend  the  gospel  "to  the  regions  beyond/' 

Too  much  care  cannot  be  taken  by  Presbyteries  in  regard  to  applica- 
tions for  aid,  and  especially  for  its  renewal  by  the  Board.  Diligent 
inquiry  should  be  made  as  to  the  permanency  and  progress  of  mission 
work  in  their  fields,  insisting  on  the  pastoral  relation  when  practicable. 
The  Board,  to  encourage  the  increase  of  pastors,  has  a  Rule  printed  in 
every  missionary  commission,  requiring  every  applicant  for  renewal  of 
aid  to  certify  that  the  pastoral  relation  has  been  formed,  or  to  satisfy  the 
Presbytery  why  it  has  not.     Thus  the  Board,  whilst  urging  the  relation, 
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leaves  the  responsibility  for  its  omission  with  the  Presbytery,  where  it 
properly  belongs, 

FINANCES. 

By  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  below,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
churches  are  behind  last  year  in  their  contributions  $22,189.73;  and  in 
legacies  $4,126.20;  and  the  receipts  from  all  sources  are  less  than  for 
the  same  time  last  year  $25,205.96.

MISSIONARY  CORRESPONDENCE. 


TRIALS. 

The  application  of  the  O Presbyterian  church  of  this  city  is  about 

ready  to  be  sent  to  the  Board,  and  I  suppose  will  reach  you  in  a  day  or 
two.  I  am  sorry  for  the  delay,  but  it  was  unavoidable.  I  hope  you 
will  give  it  a  favorable  consideration.  I  did  anticipate  one  year  ago  that 
we  might  be  able  to  reduce  the  amount  of  the  application  this  year  some- 
what, but  we  are  far  more  crippled  in  our  resources  now  than  we  were 
then.  But  few  comparatively  of  my  people  have  steady  work,  and  very 
low  wages  at  that.  Some  have  not  the  clothing  to  come  to  the  sanc- 
tuary, and  many  besides  have  but  little  or  nothing  to  spare  to  support 
the  gospel.  Suitable  methods  are  devised  to  keep  each  other  from 
extreme  suffering.  Those  who  have  work  or  a  penny  are  sharing  with 
those  who  have  none.  In  this  way  Christian  sympathy  is  elicited  and 
exercised,  I  think  with  good  results. 

Dear  brethren,  please  do  not  reduce  the  appropriation,  for  our  burdens 
are  already  heavier  than  we  can  bear.  We  are  so  embarrassed  pecuni- 
arily that  we  know  not  what  to  do.  We  are  waiting  upon  the  Lord  in 
prayer,  hoping,  trusting  that  the  dark  cloud  of  adversity  which  now 
hangs  over  us  will  soon  pass  away  and  the  sunshine  of  prosperity  once 
more  smile  upon  us.     If  we  have  or  get  the  needed  sympathy  to  bridge 
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over  the  present  difficulties  I  think  we  shall  be  able  to  get  upon  our  feet 
again  by  and  by.  This  people  need  the  consolations  of  the  gospel,  and 
especially  just  now  in  their  afflictions;  and  I  hope  nothing  will  occur 
that  may  deprive  them  of  the  means  of  grace.  Many  are  the  sacrifices 
necessary  for  me  to  make  to  preach  the  gospel  unto  this  congregation ; 
and  I  do  not  see  how  I  could,  in  justice  to  myself  and  family,  do  more. 
But  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord,  who  has  sustained  me  in  the  midst 
of  all  my  peculiar  trials.  A.  J.  S. 


With  the  close  of  the  old  year  closes  my  first  quarter  under  my  pre- 
sent commission.  The  note  which  you  sent  with  the  commission  was 
read  to  the  church,  and  I  am  truly  glad  that  you  sent  it.  The  churches 
had  done  all  they  thought  they  could.  They  are  a  good  people,  and  not 
very  able.  I  had  insisted  on  their  raising  five  hundred  dollars  before 
making  the  application.  It  seemed  impossible  ;  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers are  young  people,  boys  and  girls,  from  fifteen  to  twenty  years  old, 
so  they  have  not  the  means  as  some  churches,  according  to  their  number; 
but  they  determined  to  raise  the  amount,  and  it  was  done,  and  we  all 
feel  better  than  if  we  had  received  more  from  the  Board  and  less  from 
the  church.  Churches  at  both  E and  G ,  so  far  as  congrega- 
tions go,  are  good — Sabbath-school  keeps  about  as  usual.  I  have  confi- 
dence that,  by  a  faithful  presentation  of  the  truth,  God  will  build  up  his 
church,  strengthening  and  adding  to  her  numbers.     God   is  our  only 

hope  in  this  work.     The  farming  community  in  K is  in  better  con-. 

dition  than  for  years;  may  it  be  so  spiritually.  J.  N.  R. 


SELF-SUPPORT. 

This  report  should  have  been  sent  earlier,  but  I  have  deferred  writing 
in  order  to  see  what  our  people  would  be  able  to  do  for  another  year. 
I  intimated  to  them  that  if  they  would  raise  $800,  which  would  be  $100 
more  than  last  year,  that  I  would  not  ask  any  aid  from  your  Board. 
They  have  just  agreed  to  do  so.  This  will  be  $200  less  than  the  amount 
of  salary  on  which  I  was  called  to  this  pastorate,  and  $100  less  than  I 
received  last  year.  But  though  I  have  a  wife  and  seven  children,  and 
devote  my  time  exclusively  to  ecclesiastical  work,  yet  I  am  determined 
to  make  the  church  feel  that,  under  God,  our  support  depends  on  them. 
I  don't  know  how  it  will  do,  but  I  will  try  for  one  year.  Should  we 
have  drought  and  be  raided  by  insects,  this  amount  could  not  be  raised, 
as  we  are  working  under  every  pound  of  steam  now. 

During  the  past  quarter  there  have  been  three  additions.  Our  ser- 
vices are  well  attended,  and  a  good  interest  manifest.  We  are  hoping, 
working,  and  praying  for  greater  blessings.  Our  Sunday-school  is  doing 
well,  and  does  not,  like  some  around  here,  freeze  out  in  winter.  Prayer- 
meeting  regularly  kept  up.  The  church  tenders  its  thanks  for  past  help. 
Five  years  ago  we  had  no  building,  and  only  a  nominal  membership  of 
ten.  Now,  through  help  from  Sustentation  Committee  and  Home  Mis- 
sion Board,  we  have  a  good  building  and  seventy-five  members,  and  are 
the  only  people  having  regular  services  every  Sunday  within  a  radius 
of  twenty-seven  miles.  A.  W. 


And  now,  dear  brethren,  a  longing  desire  of  my  heart  is  at  last  accom- 
plished. I  am  directed  by  the  officers  of  the  church  to  express  to  you 
our  thanks  for  your  liberality  to  us,  and  to  say  that  if  the  Lord  continues 
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to  bless  us,  we  will  be  able  to  get  along  hereafter  alone.  It  is  true,  from 
the  oft  removals,  it  may  be  that  in  a  few  months  our  forces  may  be 
weakened,  but  we  hope  for  the  better.  Having  grown  from  two  mem- 
bers to  sufficient  to  be  self-sustaining,  is  enough  for  thanksgiving.  Ever 
since  I  preached  my  first  sermon  in  this  place  (at  which  time  I  knew  of 
but  two  Presbyterians  in  the  place)  it  has  been  my  longing  desire  to 
see  a  self-sustaining  church  here.  Since  that  time  we  have  received 
over  two  hundred  members,  but  from  so  many  removals  have  never  had 
at  one  time  over  one  hundred  and  twenty-five.  The  present  appropria- 
tion due  me  is  the  last,  I  hope,  that  we  will  have  to  ask  for.  My  con- 
nection with  the  band  of  missionaries  has  been  happy  and  pleasant. 
And  your  constant  kindness  to  me  has  been  a  great  source  of  encourage*- 
ment  to  me  in  my  work.  May  the  Lord  bless  you  and  the  Board  of 
which  you  have  control.     Your  brother,  J.  H.  F. 


MEN    WANTED    IN    OREGON. 

I  arrived  here  yesterday  in  time  for  an  evening  service  in  Brother 
Smick's  very  neat  and  pleasant  church,  recently  built.  An  intelligent 
and  attentive  congregation  was  present,  and  the  indications  encourage 
the  hope  that  blade,  ear,  and  ripe  corn  will  ere  long  attest  that  good 
seed  has  been  faithfully  sown  and  blessed  from  above.  Brother  Smick 
is  an  untiring,  earnest  man,  of  meekness  and  faith,  of  endurance  that 
will  patiently  wait  for  results.  So  I  estimate  him,  and  thank  God  that 
he  has  sent  us  one  man  here  that  means  to  stay. 

•  Roseburg  is  at  the  southern  terminus  of  the  completed  part  of  the 
0.  and  C.  R.  R.,  the  country  seat  of  Douglass  county  and  chief  town 
of  Umpqua  Valley ;  a  cluster  of  coves  among  the  irregular  hills  between 
the  Coast  and  Cascade  Ranges  of  mountains,  blending  extensive  agri- 
cultural and  grazing  capabilities,  but  as  yet  too  distant  from  market  and 
thinly  populated  to  be  rapidly  developed.  Oceanward  it  has  the  Ump- 
qua and  Coos  Bay  as  important  commercial  outlets.  Gold,  (and  more 
valuable)  coal  and  lime  are  found  in  several  places,  also  lead  and  quick- 
silver. The  little  valleys,  each  a  school  district,  usually  have  good 
school-houses,  but  the  religious  destitutions  are  deplorable,  and  laborers 
of  zeal  and  patience,  with  the  blessing  from  above,  seem  the  only  hope 
of  the  individual  and  society. 

Mr.  Smick's  church,  though  small,  is  energetic.  There  is  no  debt 
unpaid  from  the  building  of  their  house.  His  salary  for  the  last  year  is 
fully  paid.  He  has  labored  over  eighty  days  with  his  own  hands,  on 
the  church  building,  with  shovel,  pick,  plane,  and  paint-brush.  There 
is  much  to  encourage  faithful  ministerial  labor  here,  and  the  day  should 
not  be  remote  when,  in  this  valley,  on  the  south-western  coast,  and  in 
Jackson  county,  including  Scott's  Valley  in  California,  there  should  be 
at  least  five  good,  courageous,  consecrated  men,  who  will  not  come  here 
to  discover  in  a  year  that  they  have  mistaken  their  field  and  fly,  but  to 
stay  and  work  and  pray  till  the  wilderness  shall  bud  and  blossom,  and 
wave  with  a  spiritual  harvest.     Truly  yours,  E.  R.  G. 


CALIFORNIA. 


During  the  quarter  just  closing,  I  have  travelled  less  extensively  than 
formerly,  but  constantly  in  the  counties  north  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
Sacramento  Valley.  This  is  my  experience.  Concentration  of  labor 
opens  the  field  everywhere,  starts  new  churches,  and  calls  for  more  mis- 
sionaries.    I  ought  now  to  give  three  months  to  the  mountain  districts 
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and  the  San  Joaquin  Y  alley,  the  same  to  Nevada,  and  the  same  to 
Southern  California.  To  complete  the  work  and  secure  results,  I  ought 
to  go  right  over  the  ground  which  has  occupied  the  past  three  months. 

And  now  a  petition  comes  from  A ,  Oregon,  to  organize  nineteen 

persons  into  a  Presbyterian  church.  This  would  take  a  month.  Of 
course  I  leave  Oregon  Synod  to  its  own  synodical  missionary.  Since 
the  meeting  of  our  Synod,  we  have  organized  in  California  four  churches, 

F and  T under  my  direction,  P ,  eight  miles  from  L , 

due  to  Brother  A 's  work,  and  under  his  care,  and  T ,  twenty- 
five  miles  from  G ,  by  Brother  H ,  and  supplied  by  him.     These 

last  two  are  the  natural  extension  of  our  work  in  a  growing  country. 

F is  in  S county,  on  the  railroad  between  S R and 

H ,  in  a  very  fine  country,  improving  fast,  with  three  or  four  grow- 
ing towns  for  its  support.  It  is  now  supplied  by  our  theological  stu- 
dents. T — ; —  is  in  the  Sacramento  Yalley  on  the  railroad  and  river,  in 
a  rich  country,  with  several  towns  to  be  united  in  one  Home  Missionary 
field.     I  have   watched  and  worked  five  years    for   this   organization, 

which  brings  all  the  country  between  C and   R B under 

our  influence.  The  church  is  building  a  house  of  worship,  and  needs  an 
earnest  worker.  While  prosecuting  this  work,  I  prepared  for  an  organi- 
zation, soon  to  be  effected  at  W ,  a  new  railroad  town  eight  miles 

west  of  C .     The  railroad  of  which  this  town  is  the  terminus,  will 

go  through  to  T ,  and  be  a  straight  easy  road  from  Y to  North- 
ern  California.     It  will  develop  a  vast  and  rich    section  of  the  State. 

From  W to  T is  sixty  miles,  all  fertile  land  with  several  new 

towns.     We  need  a  missionary  to  supply  these  and  start  three  or  four 

churches.     Brother  McB at  C gives  part  of  his  time  to  W . 

He  writes,  "  Come  soon  and  help  to  plant  our  Church  all  over  this  grow- 
ing country."  All  this  country  is  on  the  west  side  of  the  Sacramento 
river,  an  immense  region  heretofore  occupied  mostly  by  stock  men,  now 
settling  fast  by  small  farmers.     Now  is  our  time  to  take  a  firm  hold  of 

it.     We  have  made  a  good  start  at  C ,  T ,  and  W .     The 

care  of  our  vacant  churches,    C ,    M ,   E ,    D ,    T , 

U ,  H ,  B ,  C ,  G ,  B ,  A ,  and  W ,  all  look- 
ing to  me  for  help,  and  needing  help,  has  been  a  most  heavy  burden.

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We  publish  below  letters  to  illustrate  the  successful  results  of  faithful 
pastors  in  this  department.  The  means  in  the  treasury,  at  the  present 
time,  will  warrant  the  Board  to  grant  commissions  to  proper  cases  under 
either  the  Missionary  or  Sustentation  Pastorates,  as  defined  by  the  last 
Assembly.  The  greatest  care  should  be  given  by  the  Presbyteries  to 
see  that  all  applicants  fully  meet  the  spirit  and  comply  with  the  rules 
of  Sustentation.  The  satisfactory  evidence  of  permanent  progress 
towards  self-support  should  be  especially  required,  so  that  the  plan  of 
Sustentation  may  not  be  overwhelmed  by  congregations  which,  in  their 
past  history  or  future  prospects,  give  but  little  or  no  hope  of  speedy  and 
permanent  self-support.  Out  of  the  great  number  hitherto  aided  by  this 
plan,  the  great  mass  have  failed  to  permanently  maintain  the  expecta- 
tions held  out  in  their  applications.  Thoroughness  and  faithfulness  in 
this  matter  are  fundamental  to  its  success. 


This  quarter  has  been  one  of  special  toil  and  mental  anxiety.  As  our 
membership  had  increased,  during  the  two  previous  years  I  had  been 
under  your  commission,  from  nine  to  fifty-four,  sentuple,  and  the  Academy 
hall  in  which  we  met  had  become  too  strait  for  us,  we  were  compelled 
to  rise  and  build,  hard  as  the  times  were,  and  limited  as  were  our  means. 
Our  house  is  now  finished  and  dedicated,  and  we  are  struggling  hard  to 
pay  for  it.  This  we  hope  to  accomplish,  with  some  assistance  from  the 
Board  of  Church  Erection,  by  the  April  meeting  of  Presbytery,  which 
then  holds  its  sessions  with  us  for  the  first  time. 

Just  now  there  is  a  great  excitement  amongst  us  on  the  subject  of 
Temperance,  originating  from  what  is  called  the  "  Murphy  movement,"  in 
Pittsburgh  and  its  surroundings,  but  which  I  hope  is  taking  a  deeper 
hold  upon  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  sinners,  and  will  result  in  a 
genuine  revival  of  religion. 

I  am  sorry  to  see  the  growing  pecuniary  embarrassments  of  our  Home 
Board,  especially  as  our  limited  means  and  heavy  strain  to  meet  our 
church  debt  forbid  our  doing  anything  worth  much  for  the  benevolent 
Boards,  but  hope  the  country  will  soon  right  up  and  means  thus  be 
forthcoming.  J.  K. 

The  time  has  come  for  me  to  send  you  my  report  for  the  quarter  end- 
ing February  1st,  187 7.  There  has  been  nothing  very  particularly  to 
distinguish  the  last  three  months  of  my  labors  from  those  which  pre- 
ceded them.  At  the  time  of  my  last  report  we  had  just  completed  our 
new  house  of  worship,  and  dedicated  it  to  the  service  of  God,  with 
joyous,  and  I  trust  with  thankful  hearts.  On  the  first  Sabbath  of  Janu- 
ary we  commemorated  the  dying  love  of  our  Lord,  when  there  were  six 
added  to  our  number,  making  in  all  about  thirty-nine  since  the  last 
report  to  the  General  Assembly.  The  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed 
throughout  in  "union  services"  with  other  evangelical  churches.  The 
meetings  were  well  attended,  and  on  Sabbath  the  14th,  at  2  P.  M.,  we 
had  a  "  union  communion  service,"  in  which  the  members  of  four  dif- 
ferent churches  joined  in  obeying  the  dying  command  of  our  Lord.     At 
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7  P.  M.,  all  again  united  in  the  closing  exercises  of  praise   and  prayer, 
and  short  addresses  that  breathed  the  spirit  of  unity  and  brotherly  love.

HAVE  WE  A  SURPLUS  OF  MINISTERS. 

Many  are  disposed  to  think  we  have,  and  point  by  way  of  proof  to 
the  large  number  of  W.  C.'s  on  our  roll.  This  seems  conclusive,  and  it 
may  be.  But  before  it  is  fully  accepted  as  such,  plainly,  the  reasons  for 
so  many  ministers  being  "without  charge"  should  be  taken  into  the 
account.  A  canvass  of  these  may  change  the  appearance  of  things,  and 
show  them  to  be  delusive.  Hence  the  importance  of  some  considerations 
before  jumping  at  the  conclusion.  Nothing  is  more  common  or  more 
fallacious  than  to  generalize  from  local  or  superficial  phenomena ;  and 
this  is  a  trick  we  should  be  careful  to  avoid  at  all  times,  especially  in 
consulting  for  the  momentous  interests  of  the  Church. 

In  a  recent  stirring  and  thoughtful  article  in  the  last  number  of  the 
Princeton  Review,  President  Taylor,  of  Wooster,  Ohio,  has  presented 
results  of  extended  investigations  on  this  subject,  which  it  is  well  for  us 
all  to  look  at.  They  are  ominous  of  a  want  of  ministers  rather  than  a 
surplusage.  If  what  he  states  be  true,  it  will  not  be  long  before  the 
number  of  our  churches  now  marked  vacant,  amounting  to  1074,  will  be 
greatly  increased,  and  the  strong,  no  less  than  the  weak,  will  be  calling 
in  vain  for  supplies  to  fill  their  pulpits.  Some  of  the  facts  presented  are 
as  follows: 

1.  For  the  last  five  years  there  has  been  a  steady  decrease  in  the  ac- 
cessions to  the  ministry  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  or  twenty-five  per 
cent,  for  the  whole  period,  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of  member- 
ship. 

2.  Within  six  years  past  461  churches  were  added  to  our  roll,  and 
during  the  same  period  only  398  ministers — 63  less. 

3.  Last  year  we  lost  by  death  and  dismissal  to  other  bodies  190  ministers. 
This  loss  was  exactly  balanced,  and  no  more,  by  the  ordination  of  new 
ministers  or  the  receptions  we  had  from  other  bodies.  Of  course  all 
vacancies  created  by  retirements  from  active  labor  of  the  disabled  and 
infirm,  and  by  entering  other  spheres  of  cognate  labor,  remain  unprovided 
for.  Moreover,  none  remain  for  supplying  new  churches  and  entering 
upon  fresh  fields  just  opening  for  possession. 

4.  Looking  to  our  Theological  Seminaries  for  our  prospects  for  the 
next  three  years,  we  can  count  only  an  average  of  160  annually  for  our 
whole  country  and  for  foreign  missions,  all  told  ;  that  is,  supposing  that 
all  the  graduates  enter  the  Presbyterian  ministry.  But  this  we  cannot 
expect.     Many  candidates  in  our  Seminaries  are  from  other  denomina-

tions,  who,  upon  being  graduated,  will  return  where  they  belong.  These, 
therefore,  must  be  deducted.  Accordingly,  on  a  fair  estimate,  President 
Taylor  thinks  that  there  will  be,  at  the  present  rate,  a  deficit  of  one  hun- 
dred ministers  per  annum. 

5.  Looking  at  our  Colleges,  the  prospect  is  still  worse.  The  propor- 
tion of  students  proposing  to  enter  the  ministry  is  steadily  diminishing 
in  them  all.  The  fact  is  eliciting  comment  in  our  newspapers,  and  the 
evidences  of  it  are  on  every  side.  Not  for  some  time  has  the  Board  had 
so  few  undergraduates  in  charge  as  it  has  now.  For  some  reason — we 
will  not  stop  to  inquire  why — our  young  men  are  turning  aside  from  the 
ministry  with  ominous  aversion,  and  it  becomes  our  ministers  to  face 
the  fact  with  thoughtful  earnestness,  and  contemplate  the  results. 

These  few  facts  we  throw  out  for  the  Christian  public  to  look  at.  In 
view  of  them  we  simply  put  the  question  whether  it  would  not  be  well 
to  arrest  the  cry  of  surplus,  and  go  to  praying  that  the  Lord  would  pour 
out  his  Spirit  on  our  young  men  and  consecrate  them  to  his  service  more 
abundantly. 


CONDITION  OF  THE  TREASURY. 

February  is  the  month  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  for  collec- 
tions for  Education.  The  total  amount  received  during  the  eleven 
months  of  the  current  year  ending  March  1st,  is  $12,000  short  of  what 
was  received  during  the  corresponding  time  last  year.  The  end  of  our 
fiscal  year  is  almost  at  hand,  and  $30,000  more  are  needed  before  the 
1st  of  April,  to  enable  the  Board  to  meet  the  two  remaining  quarters' 
appropriations  to  its  students.  The  March  appropriation  is  already  due, 
and  there  are  only  about  $3,000  in  the  treasury  with  which  to  meet  the 
same,  amounting  to  over  $15,000. 

How  are  the  students  to  be  paid  if  the  Church  does  not  furnish  the 
money?  The  Board  has  resolved  not  to  incur  a  debt.  Unless  help 
comes  soon,  failure  to  meet  the  March  appropriation  will  be  the  conse- 
quence, and  serious  embarrassment  to  all,  and  suspension  of  study  in 
many  instances  will  be  the  result.] 

Every  student  accepted  by  the  Board  during  the  current  year  upon 
the  recommendation  of  his  Presbytery  has  been  granted  the  amount 
asked  for  only  with  the  proviso — "If  the  churches  furnish  the  money.'' 
Will  the  Church  fail  in  her  duty  now?  Will  she  allow  her  young  men 
who  have  heeded  the  Master's  call,  and  gone  forth  to  prepare  for  her 
ministry,  to  suffer  because  of  her  neglect  and  indifference  to  their  tem- 
poral wants  ?  How  long  could  a  government  exist  which  failed  to  pro- 
vide food,  clothing,  and  ammunition  for  those  enlisted  in  its  defence  and 
service,  or  preparing  for  its  campaigns  t  Let  every  church,  then,  however 
small  or  humble  its  condition  or  circumstances,  that  has  not  yet  taken 
up  a  collection  for  this  cause,  do  so  at  once.  There  is  pressing  need  of 
immediate  help.

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  arrival  of  the  Rev.  John  Newton, 
Jr.,  M.  D.,  and  his  wife,  is  reported,  at  their  former  statioD,  Sabathu, 
India.  The  arrival  of  the  Rev.  J.  Beatty  Howell  on  a  visit  from  Brazil  is 
reported.  We  regret  to  learn  that  he  arrived  suffering  from  severe  and 
dangerous  illness,  but  at  the  latest  dates  he  was  convalescent. 

"Added  to  the  church." — Ten  new  communicants  were  received 
in  the  Dakota  Mission  in  the  last  year ;  four,  in  the  Omaha  Mission  ; 
fourteen/in  the  Seminole  Mission,  but  seven  others  had  to  be  excluded; 
seventy-five,  in  the  churches  of  the  Syria  Mission.  Two  persons  were 
baptized  at  Rio  Claro,  Brazil.  These  returns  are  given  in  the  letters 
received  during  the  last  month. 

Licensed. — Two  young  men  of  good  promise  were  licensed  to  preach 
the  gospel  by  the  Presbytery  of  Shantung. 

Deposed. — The  Presbytery  of  Ningpo  was  called  to  the  exercise  of 
a  most  painful  duty  in  the  case  of  one  of  its  native  pastors — Tsiang 
Vong  Kweng,  who  was  deposed  from  the  ministry  and  excommunicated 
for  gross  sin. 

11  A  general  revival  spirit"  is  reported  in  the  letters  from  Persia. 
Upwards  of  seventy  persons  had  applied  for  admission  to  the  church  in 
Oroomiah.  Twenty  had  been  accepted  at  one  of  the  sub-stations ; 
nearly  all  the  pupils  in  the  girls'  seminary,  Oroomiah,  were  under  deep 
religious  impressions;  and  numerous  inquirers  are  spoken  of  in  other 
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places,  amongst  them  many  Armenians.  The  missionaries  are  greatly 
encouraged. 

Opposition  of  some  ecclesiastics  in  Persia. — Our  letters  refer  to 
the  efforts  of  Bishop  Gabriel  and  others  to  hinder  the  work  of  the  mis- 
sion. Some  of  them  professed  to  be  acting  in  accord  with  English  Epis- 
copal authorities,  which  led  our  missionaries  to  send  a  statement  of  the 
case  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  Mr.  Labaree's  letter  in  the 
Record  of  November  last  will  enable  our  readers  to  understand  the  sub- 
ject. The  gracious  work  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph  may  be 
regarded  as  the  best  solution  of  such  difficulties. 

Chapel  in  Mexico. — We  are  glad  to  mention  that  an  eligible  place 
of  worship  has  been  obtained  in  the  city  of  Mexico  for  our  mission.  It 
was  an  old  Roman  Catholic  chapel,  strongly  built  of  stone,  and  was 
connected  with  some  public  institution ;  but  in  the  changes  of  time  it 
was  offered  for  sale,  and  purchased  for  our  use,  chiefly  with  funds 
received  from  other  sources  than  the  treasury  of  the  Board.  It  has 
been  suitably  fitted  up  for  its  better  service.

ONE  MONTH  MORE. 

The  financial  year  of  the  Board  is  drawing  near  its  end.  We  are  glad 
to  mention  that  the  whole  amount  included  in  the  estimates,  as  these 
were  approved  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  will  not  be  required.  Owing 
to  the  lower  rate  of  gold,  about  twenty  thousand  dollars  less  will  have 
been  spent  for  extra  exchange  then  was  then  estimated.  Some  reduc- 
tion  also  from   the   estimates,  in   the  actual  expenditure,  results   from 
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changes  in  the  list  of  missionaries  and  from  new  laborers  not  having 
been  in  all  cases  sent  out,  as  was  expected.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
receipts  thus  far  are  considerably  less  than  in  the  same  months  of  last 
year,  so  that  we  have  still  to  fear  a  heavy  deficiency  on  the  30th  of 
April.  This  result  all  would  gladly  avert.  And  it  can  be  prevented, — 
by  faith,  prayer,  and  liberal  devising.  Signal  examples  of  these  have 
marked  the  past  months.  Much  can  be  done  in  the  remaining  thirty 
days.  We  trust  the  churches,  as  yet  non-giving,  will  be  enabled  to  lend 
their  much  needed  help. 

SHOULD  THE  ADVANCE  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS  BE 
SUSPENDED? 

This  question  will  surprise  most  of  our  readers.  It  is  put  in  the  form 
of  a  contingent  duty,  and  is  presented  under  these  circumstances :  one 
of  the  leading  missionary  societies  not  long  ago  deplored  the  fact  that 
so  few  young  men  in  the  Theological  Seminaries  of  its  denomination 
were  known  to  be  expecting  to  go  abroad  as  missionaries.  Referring 
to  this  statement,  a  Professor  in  one  of  these  Seminaries  has  written 
several  interesting  papers,  not  to  deny  the  alleged  fact,  but  partially  to 
account  for  it.  He  refers  to  the  great  work  to  be  done  in  this  country, 
dwells  on  the  usual  topics  of  the  growth  of  our  population,  the  influx 
of  emigrants,  the  want  of  ministers,  and  amongst  other  things,  suggests 
the  inquiry  whether  an  advance  in  the  foreign  work  of  the  Church 
should  not  be  suspended,  if  this  is  necessary  to  the  speedy  conversion 
of  our  countrymen.  The  qualification  should  be  noted — if,  &c,  but  it 
may  be  feared  that  most  readers  will  understand  the  general  drift  of  the 
papers  as  unqualified.  At  any  rate,  it  is  not  apparent  why  this  inquiry 
should  be  made,  wThen  out  of  48,000  evangelical  ministers  in  the  churches 
of  our  country  only  about  six  hundred  are  in  the  foreign  field,  and  when 
the  6,000,000  of  communicants  in  our  churches  do  not  reach  in  their 
gifts  to  foreign  missions  the  average  of  one  cent  for  each  per  week. 
Moreover,  before  "  slowing"  the  great  work  abroad,  it  would  be  well  to 
consider  questions  of  re-arrangement  at  home.  Hundreds,  if  not  thou- 
sands of  evangelical  ministers,  and  a  large  amount  of  domestic  mission- 
ary funds,  might  be  set  free  for  the  service  of  destitute  places,  if  our 
various  denominations  would  agree  that  only  one  or  two  ministers  should 
be  supported  in  each  small  and  not  growing  village  and  town.  How 
this  result  is  to  be  secured,  the  writer  of  these  papers  might  well  con- 
sider. But  apart  from  any  statistical  questions,  we  may  well  say  that 
the  suggested  measure,  that  of  arresting  the  foreign  work,  would  not 
meet  the  case  ;  we  all  believe  in  the  divine  law  of  gracious  recompense — 
"  he  that  watereth  shall  be  watered  also  himself."  We  suppose  that 
nobody  doubts  the  beneficial  influence  of  foreign  missions  on  the  churches 
that  support  them.  To  stay  their  growth  would  be  destructive  abroad 
and  suicidal  at  home  ;  certainly  destructive  abroad.  As  well  arrest  the 
growth  of  a  family  of  children,  or  the  growth  of  the  grain  of  mustard 
seed,  when  it  is  becoming  a  tree. 
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With  this  brief  reference  to  the  merits  of  the  measure,  we  might 
leave  these  papers.  Perhaps  they  have  primarily  a  local  or  denomina- 
tional bearing,  with  which  we  have  little  to  do ;  but  as  they  will  doubt- 
less influence  the  public  opinion  of  other  churches  we  may  add  a  few 
remarks.  Agreeing  cordially  with  many  things  in  them,  we  must 
express  non-concurrence  with  other  points.  The  suggestion  that  our 
foreign  missionaries  must  be  sought  in  the  ranks  of  the  poor  rather  than 
of  the  rich,  is  to  be  deprecated.  We  have  no  "Seventh  Regiment"  in 
our  ministerial  force  at  home  or  abroad ;  all  our  soldiers  are  men 
redeemed  at  an  unspeakable  price,  who  must  equally  say,  "  Here  am  I, 
send  me."  In  actual  life  we  have  known  missionaries,  in  all  respects 
among  the  best,  who  were  men  of  considerable  pecuniary  means,  and 
some  who  were  men  of  large  property ;  but  their  comfortable  or  ample 
income  did  not  lessen  their  devotedness  to  their  Saviour  in  the  every 
day  labors  of  missionary  life — indeed,  why  should  it?  We  may  also 
dissent  from  the  idea  that  a  whole  band  of  3roung  ministers,  going 
together  to  one  of  our  Western  States,  would  be  more  useful  in  the  minis- 
try than  if  they  had  gone  to  a  foreign  country ;  if  they  had  been  called 
to  go  to  Brazil,  or  to  China,  might  not  their  usefulness  have  been 
simply  immeasurable? 

Passing  to  the  general  views  which  govern  the  subject,  we  remark — 

1.  The  question  of  duty  as  to  missionary  life  is  a  personal  one.  In  these 
papers  stress  is  laid  on  revivals  of  missionary  feeling,  on  "  waves"  of 
missionary  influence,  coming  over  the  Seminary  at  times,  and  leading 
men  to  offer  themselves  as  laborers  in  the  foreign  field.  How  much 
weight  should  be  given  to  such  general  impressions  we  do  not  know, 
but  we  must  still  remember  that  the  question  of  duty  as  to  engaging  in 
missionary  life  is  mainly  one  between  the  soul  and  its  Saviour.  Lord, 
what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do  ?  Each  should  decide  this  question  for 
himself,  in  the  view  of  well  defined  reasons.  Various  causes  prevent 
many  persons  from  becoming  missionaries.  For  a  long  time  to  come, 
probably,  most  of  our  ministers  will  be  led  to  remain  in  this  country, 
and  we  shall  ever  bless  God  for  their  faithful  labors  and  their  holy  lives; 
but  their  usefulness  and  comfort  will  not  be  lessened  by  their  having 
fully  considered  the  question  of  personal  duty  as  to  the  place  of  their 
ministry,  whether  at  Gaboon  or  Canton,  or  in  some  favored  home  parish. 
Under  "the  marching  orders"  of  the  Church,  how  can  they  know  with- 
out such  examination  of  the  subject  where  they  should  spend  their  min- 
istry ? 

2.  Much  depends  on  the  leadings  of  Providence.  These  papers  very 
properly  refer  to  the  growth  of  our  population  and  the  calls  for  laborers 
in  many  places.  Not  a  syllable  should  be  said  to  weaken  the  force  of 
such  statements ;  but  for  our  encouragement  we  should  remember,  that 
the  ratio  of  increase  during  the  last  forty  years  in  the  number  of  evan- 
gelical ministers  in  this  country  has  far  outrun  that  of  the  increase  of 
our  population.  From  1830  to  1870,  the  increase  of  the  former  is  live- 
fold  ;  of  the  latter,  but  threefold.  There  is  now  an  evangelical  minister 
to  every  800  souls,  on  the  average;  in  1830,  one  to  every  1350  souls. 
2d.  While  this  favorable  result  has  been  gained  in  the  past,  the  problem 
of  ministerial  supply  is  likely  to  be  less  difficult  in  the  future.  The 
Irish  and  the  German  emigration  to  this  country  is  greatly  reduced 
since  1870,  and  is  not  likely  again  to  increase.  The  frontier  of  tillable 
land  for  hundreds  of  miles  in  the  great  central  West  has  been  nearly 
reached,  and  large  numbers  of  our  people  will  hardly  go  to  more 
distant  regions;  so  that  the  churches  in  the  older  parts  of  the  countiy 
will  not  be  so  seriously  depleted  as  in  former  years,  and  will  therefore 
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stand  less  in  need  of  domestic  missionary  support.  There  are  other 
views  still,  but  we  need  not  refer  to  them.  We  take  hopeful  views  of 
the  ministerial  supply  of  our  country,  provided  only  the  ministers  are 
of  the  right  kind. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  should  remember  that  in  these  forty  years,  won- 
derful to  a  degree  have  been  the  open  doors  set  before  the  Church  in 
many  unevangelized  countries.  Recall  the  state  of  the  case  in  1830 — 
Mexico  and  South  America,  unopened ;  Western  Africa,  ravaged  by  the 
slave  trade ;  Western  Asia,  Persia,  the  larger  part  of  India,  Siam,  China, 
Japan,  all  closed  against  missionary  labors;  France  and  Italy,  inac- 
cessible ;  but  now  and  for  years  past  all  this  is  changed.  Coupled  with 
this  is  the  change  in  the  connection  of  the  nations  with  each  other,  so  that 
now  China  and  Japan  are  our  near  neighbors.  No  thoughtful  observer 
of  Providence  will  overlook  these  changes,  nor  their  immediate  bearing 
on  the  duty  of  the  Church. — As  to  what  may  be  called  personal  lead- 
ings of  Providence,  we  do  not  here  enter  on  the  consideration  of  them. 

3.  Scripture  Views  must  be  held  as  mainly  decisive  in  questions  of  mis- 
sionary duty.  1st.  The  heathen  are  sinful,  lost,  and  perishing,  and  must 
now  or  very  soon  hear  the  gospel,  if  they  are  ever  to  hear  it ;  each  one 
of  them  is  now  passing  on  to  his  last  day  of  hope.  We  fear  that  their 
deplorable  condition  is  not  sufficiently  laid  to  heart,  nor  the  rule  of  doing  to 
them  as  we  would  be  done  by,  if  they  were  in  our  case  and  we  in  theirs, 
sufficiently  considered.  2d.  The  last  commandment  of  our  Lord,  as  it 
was  understood  by  his  first  disciples,  is  still  the  law  of  the  Church,  and 
our  personal  relation  to  our  Saviour  is  a  strong  incentive  to  obedience. 
3d.  Duty  is  ours,  not  results,  but  we  do  not  labor  in  vain ;  the  blessed 
prospect  of  the  redemption  of  all  nations  sustains  our  hope.  4th.  In  the 
meantime,  loyal  to  our  beloved  country,  and  in  full  sympathy  with  all 
our  Domestic  Missionary  brethren,  we  and  they  believe  that  "there  is 
that  scattereth  and  yet  increaseth."  These  and  other  Scripture  views 
of  the  subject  are  mainly  important.  Let  them  be  held  by  our  Christian 
people,  let  them  be  earnestly  considered,  and  there  will  be  no  want  of 
missionaries  and  of  means  for  their  support. 

As  to  preaching  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  it  is  a  work  only  begun 
in  most  countries.  With  large  resources  of  men  and  means,  our  churches 
may  well  go  forward  in  its  support.  Any  retrograde  movement,  even 
any  halt  in  the  march,  must  not  be  thought  of.  We  cannot  doubt  that 
while  we  go  on  in  this  work  our  Saviour  is  going  before  us,  by  his  Pro- 
vidence and  by  his  Spirit,  and  fulfilling  to  us  his  blessed  promise,  "  Lo, 
1  am  with  you  always,  even  to  the  end  of  the  world." 

We  may  add  here,  as  connected  with  this  subject,  one  or  two  passages 
from  one  of  the  Addresses  before  the  Alumni  Association  of  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary  in  April  1876. 

"  The  inspection  of  these  notices  in  the  Catalogue  brings  to  view  the 
remarkable  fact  that  many  classes  of  students  have  no  representatives  in 
foreign  missionary  service.  Column  after  column  may  be  turned  over 
without  finding  the  name  of  a  foreign  missionary;  on  the  other  hand, 
some  classes  have  sent  forth  many  of  their  best  men.  It  may  not  be 
easy  to  account  for  this  difference.  The  missionary  Boards  may  not  have 
had  funds  to  send  out  some  of  the  non-represented  classes.  The  piety  of 
the  Church  may  have  fallen  below  the  proper  standard,  and  the  powers 
of  the  world  to  come  may  not  have  been  deeply  felt,  so  that  an  influence 
not  favorable  to  self-denying,  earnest  service  may  have  weighted  the 
rising  consecration  of  too  many  of  the  candidates  for  the  ministry.  The 
brethren  themselves  may  not  have  rightly  considered  the  claims  of  this 
cause.     The  leadings  of  Providence  may  have  conducted  them  to  the 
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work  in  this  country.  All  that  can  be  asked  of  brethren  who  are  pre- 
paring for  a  ministry,  whose  great  commission  includes  the  world,  is 
that  they  should  earnestly  seek  divine  direction,  holding  themselves 
willing  to  go  anywhere  if  the  Lord  calls  them,  and  not  taking  it  for 
granted  that  they  are  to  remain  at  home.  This  has  been  the  doctrine 
taught  from  the  beginning  in  this  Seminary,  and  under  its  influence  we 
have  had  so  many  missionaries,  as  well  at  home  as  abroad ;  and  in  many 
instances,  undoubtedly,  men  as  devoted  to  foreign  missions  as  can  be 
found  in  Africa  or  China,  have  been  led  by  the  hand  of  divine  sovereignty 
to  stations  in  the  vineyard  that  are  not  on  the  list  of  any  Missionary 
Board — Home  or  Foreign." 

...  "As  we  recall  the  names  of  these  missionaries,  it  is  but  fitting  to 
the  hour  that  we  should  remind  ourselves  of  the  ground  on  which  they 
acted,  and  on  which  this  school  of  the  prophets  has  ever  stood,  in  regard 
to  the  cause  of  foreign  missions.  It  is  simply  that  of  loyalty  to  Christ 
as  king  of  nations,  no  less  than  as  head  of  the  Church.  It  was  in 
obedience  to  his  commandment  that  they  went  forth,  and  in  no  theologi- 
cal seminary  was  that  commandment  ever  held  in  greater  reverence. 
This  indeed  is  but  what  might  have  been  expected,  for  here,  as  we  be- 
lieve, sound  doctrine,  godly  living,  benevolent  labor  for  the  country  and 
the  race  have  all  been  in  honor.  Sound  doctrine,  as  taught  by  the  Word 
and  Spirit  of  God,  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  true  missionary  work. 
We  do  not  expect  to  see  missionaries  sent  out  by  Unitarian  and  Univer- 
salist  denominations.  Even  among  churches  of  evangelical  faith,  for 
permanent,  sustained,  efficient  service  we  must  look  to  those  whose  views 
of  God's  will  and  grace,  and  of  man's  sin  and  woe,  are  clearest  and  deep- 
est. Hence  it  is  with  no  surprise  we  learn  that  from  the  beginning  the 
duty  of  going  forth  as  foreign  missionaries  was  earnestly  upheld  in  this 
seminary.  How  often  did  the  first  two  Professors  here  move  our  hearts 
by  their  impassioned  appeals  for  the  heathen  !  Even  when  they  declared 
their  conviction,  sometimes,  that  if  all  the  students  then  in  the  seminary 
should  with  intelligent  devotedness  resolve  to  go  as  missionaries,  it 
would  be  a  blessing  both  to  our  Church  and  to  our  country,  as  well  as 
to  the  world,  we  were  sure  that  they  were  right.  They  feared  no  con- 
flict between  Home  and  Foreign  Missions;  nor  need  we."

(e.)  I  have  translated  fifteen  chapters  of  the  Gospel  of  Luke ;  had 
proceeded  that  far  with  translating  when  I  found  that  Jackson  was 
determined  to  disregard  his  agreement,  and  discharged  him.  I  hope  to 
finish  Luke  soon,  and  have  the  gospel  published ;  hope  to  get  some 
help  in  it  from  Mr.  Cloud,  my  present  interpreter,  (f.)  Have  attended 
two  meetings  of  Presbytery  during  the  year.  One  at  Chanute  in  Kansas, 
in  which,  in  conjunction  with  Brothers  Elliott  and  Stoddard  of  the 
Home  Board,  I  hope  a  favorable  impression  of  Indian  missions  was 
made.  The  other  was  held  at  Fairview,  in  the  Creek  Nation,  at 
which  Thomas  Ferryman,  a  native  Creek,  was  ordained  as  an  evange- 
list (g.)  During  our  visit  East,  I  had  many  opportunities  to  speak  in 
behalf  of  the  mission  work  among  the  Indians,  which  I  tried  to  improve. 

I  will,  mention  some  encouragements. 

(1.)  Some  of  the  native  Christians  seem  to  be  confirmed  in  the  faith 
and  give  evidence  of  growth  in  grace,  (a.)  By  their  consistent  behav- 
ior,    (b.)  By  their  zeal  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  some  of  them  being  very 
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active  in  every  good  work,  (c.)  Many  of  our  male  members  take  an 
active  part  in  all  our  religious  meetings — leading  in  singing  and  prayer. 
(d.)  Some  are  good  speakers  and  have  assisted  me  much  in  my  work, 
and  are  really  as  good  preachers  as  the  majority  of  regularly  appointed 
preachers  in  this  country,  and  possessed  of  more  knowledge,  being  able 
to  read  and  write  with  facility  in  their  own  language. 

[Other  things  are  specified — unity  among  the  brethren;  the  consistent 
example  of  influential  persons;  the  return  of  some  to  church  fellowship; 
the  desire  of  Christian  knowledge;  the  cases  of  conversion;  the  peace- 
ful deaths.  On  the  other  side,  discouragements  are  specified — some  led 
by  Satan  into  sin;  want  of  economy  and  thrift  among  the  people  ;  inade- 
quate support  of  benevolent  objects,  while  more  is  spent  on  large  and 
needless  public  meetings  of  a  religious  kind;  superficial  knowledge  of 
some ;  scattered  condition  of  the  people ;  sectarian  opposition ;  the  pre- 
sent school  system  of  little  use ;  unpromising  state  of  the  youth ;  the 
building  of  a  Roman  Catholic  mission  and  school  in  a  neighboring  tribe, 
with  the  offer  of  free  board  and  tuition.  The  Report  closes  by  specify- 
ing certain  wants — among  these,  a  larger  part  of  the  Scriptures  trans- 
lated and  a  boarding-school  for  Indian  children.]

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THE  MISSIONARY  FUND. 

The  receipts  from  contributions  of  churches  and  individuals  and  from 
legacies,  from  April  1,  1875,  to  March  1,  1876,  were  $39,256.35.  From 
April  1,  1876,  to  March  1,  1877,  they  were  $29,156.08— being  less  this 
year  by  $10,100.27.  A  large  proportion  of  this  loss  is  in  legacies,  of 
which  very  few  have  been  paid  in  this  year. 

Although  the  Board's  fiscal  year  will  have  closed  (April  1)  before 
these  lines  are  read  by  those  who  receive  the  Record,  the  great  need 
will  continue.  Our  Missionary  Work  is  seriously  contracted  from  want 
of  means  to  prosecute  as  it  ought  to  be  prosecuted.  We  hope  this  need 
will  be  remembered  by  those  who  are  able  to  send  help. 


OUR  WORK  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

A  Book,   Tract,  and  Sabbath-school  missionary  in    California  thus 
writes : 

A  few  days  since  I  returned  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco  from  a 
campaign  as  missionary  of  our  Board  of  Publication.  My  territory 
lies  immediately  north  and  north-east  of  the  Golden  Gate,  embracing 
some  six  or  seven  counties.  I  go  through  the  valleys  and  among 
the  hills,  and  over  the  mountains,  seeking  the  lonely  habitations  of  men, 
carrying  with  me  the  Scriptures  as  the  bread  of  life,  and  such  instruction 
and  spiritual  nourishment  as  the  publications  of  our  Board  afford ;  at 
the  same  time  speaking  to  the  people  words  of  warning,  encourage- 
ment and  comfort.  In  one  county  I  found  a  family  which  had  never 
owned  a  Bible,  though  they  had  been  keeping  house  some  sixteen  years. 
I  try  to  go  over  my  ground  once  a  year,  though  I  do  not  always  accom- 
plish it.  The  work  is  a  laborious  one,  and  attended  with  many  hardships 
and  privations.  I  sleep  where  night  overtakes  me,  and  eat  such  food 
as  is  set  before  me.  I  am  generally  treated  kindly  by  the  people, 
and  some  look  forward  to  my  annual  visit  with  pleasure  and  a  good 
degree  of  interest.  In  fact,  the  visits  of  the  missionary  are  about  all 
the  Christian  intercourse  and  fellowship  some  of  God's  people  have.  I 
found  one  Christian  woman  who  had  not  heard  a  sermon  for  fourteen 
long  years.  Is  it  a  wonder  that  the  missionary  sometimes  glories  in 
his  hardships,  when  he  is  made  the  instrument  of  instruction  and  good 
cheer  to  these  brave  and  hardy  pioneers,  some  of  them  being  Christian 
men  and  Christian  women,  but  who,  like  sheep  on  the  distant  mountain, 
are  beyond  the  call  or  the  protection  of  any  earthly  shepherd?  Their 
only  safety  is  that  the  Good  Shepherd  who  gave  his  life  for  the  sheep, 
and  who  knows  his  own,  will  not  suffer  any  to  perish. 

The  organization  of  two  churches,  in  a  good  measure  the  result  of 
my  missionary  labors,  is,  as  I  trust,  only  the  beginning  of  what  will  yet 
be  as  time  rolls  on.  One  of  these  has  been  organized  only  two  or  three 
months,  and  now  it  numbers  twenty  members. 

I  also  give  much  attention  to  Sabbath-schools,  and  supply  them  with 
books  and  papers  so  far  as  their  means  and  the  liberality  of  the  Church, 
through  the  Board,  will  allow.     These  books  and  periodicals  are  more 
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and  more  prized  as  the  people  become  better  and  better  acquainted  with 
them.  Within  the  last  two  or  three  months  I  have  received  orders  for 
Sunday-school  papers  amounting  to  more  than  three  hundred  dollars. 
Besides  these,  several  superintendents  have  sent — not  through  me,  but 
direct  to  Philadelphia — for  papers  amounting  to  two  or  three  hundred 
dollars  more.  These,  also,  are  in  a  good  measure  the  results  of  mission- 
ary work.  Let  those  churches  and  individuals  whom  the  Lord  has 
made  stewards  of  His  treasury,  inquire  of  the  Master  whether  or  not 
they  ought  to  help  on  this  good  work  by  sending  on  their  contributions 
to  the  Missionary  Fund  of  our  Board  of  Publication.

INCIDENTS  IN  MISSIONARY  WORK. 

A  year  or  two  ago  a  missionary  of  the  Board  in  one  of  our  Illinois 
Presbyteries  undertook  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  a  church  of  thirty- 
five  members.  He  found  it  rent  by  divisions,  in  a  state  of  great  spiritual 
declension,  and  on  the  "  down  grade"  generally.  Very  naturally,  the 
prejudice  against  the  missionary  work  of  the  Board  was  strong.  Under 
the  advice  of  a  neighboring  minister,  our  missionary  took  to  household 
visitation  and  tract  distribution — an  elder  accompanying  him.  The 
Lord  was  with  them.  The  Spirit  gave  them  access  to  the  hearts  of  the 
people.  A  minister  went  to  their  assistance  and  preached  in  the  even- 
ing. The  result  was  the  addition,  then,  of  fifteen  members  to  that  once 
demoralized  Church,  and  the  distribution  of  a  fair  number  of  the  Board's 
publications.  Subsequently  the  same  missionary  spent  two  or  three 
weeks  in  this  same  congregation,  visiting  and  distributing  books  and 
tracts  from  house  to  house,  an  elder  going  with  him.  The  result  of  this 
second  visit  was  an  addition  of  thirty-eight  persons  to  the  same  church 
on  profession  of  their  faith.     One  of  these  was  a  man  who  was  sent  for 
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while  at  work  in  his  field.  On  his  way  to  the  house  he  was  mad,  and 
resolved  to  insult  the  missionary  in  all  possible  ways.  But  the  Spirit 
gave  him  a  better  mind.  When  the  missionary  left,  this  man  and  his 
wife  were  both  rejoicing  in  Christ. 

From  such  work  as  this  the  Board  is  now  compelled,  for  want  of 
funds,  to  retire  useful  men.  Churches  and  persons  who  wish  to  see  this 
work  go  on  can  send  contributions  to  Mr.  S.  D.  Powel,  Treasurer,  &c  , 
1334  Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia. 


NEW  PUBLICATIONS.

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"OWE  NO  MAN  ANYTHING." 

In  these  hard  times,  this  is  a  hard  command  to  keep.  The  necessities 
of  life  press  so  heavily  upon  many  as  to  make  them  think  they  surely 
are  not  of  the  number  of  those  addressed  by  the  inspired  apostle.  Debt 
is  a  sore  evil,  as  many  at  present  can  testify.  But  of  all  others,  church 
debts  are  to  be  avoided.  They  bring  discredit  upon  the  Church  at  large, 
dishonor  upon  the  name  of  the  Master,  and  discouragement,  if  not 
actual  failure,  upon  the  ministers  in  such  churches,  often  resulting  in 
separation  after  years  of  painful  and  fruitless  labor.  Many  of  these  dis- 
tressing debts,  with  their  evil  consequences,  are  the  result  of  undue  ambi- 
tion to  excel  all  others  in  the  rise  and  elegance  of  their  house  of  worship. 
Many  cases  of  distress  have  come  before  us  during  the  past  year,  where 
weak  churches  have  undertaken  to  build  so  far  beyond  their  means,  or 
the  actual  necessities  of  the  case,  that  after  exhausting  themselves  and 
ransacking  the  country  for  assistance,  they  have  come  to  this  Board,  as 
their  last  resource,  for  an  amount  of  aid  which  they  could  not  give  in 
justice  to  others.  In  most,  if  not  all  their  cases,  this  distress  might 
have  been  avoided  had  the  builders  been  satisfied  with  a  building  of  less 
dimensions  and  cost — one  that  would  have  fallen  within  their  means. 
How  much  better  to  be  able  to  present  such  a  building  free  of  all  encum- 
brance to  the  Lord,  than  to  have  some  money-lender  say  "  this  is  my 
property  and  not  the  Lord's ;"  or  to  go  a  begging  all  over  the  country 
for  help,  to  free  the  Lord's  house  from  the  grasp  of  the  sheriff.  If 
churches  that  have  passed  through  such  an  ordeal  of  painful  humiliation 
had  the  work  to  do  over,  they  would  take  a  different  course  and  profit 
by  their  past  experience.  But  alas,  others  will  not  profit  by  their  experi- 
ence. Our  only  motive  in  alluding  to  these  cases  is,  if  possible,  to  save 
others  from  a  similar  course,  which  must  eventuate,  sooner  or  later,  in 
embarrassment  and  failure.  The  following  extract  is  from  the  letter  of  a 
devoted  and  judicious  minister,  who,  with  aid  from  this  Board,  has  built 
a  small  and  uncostly  house  of  worship. 

u  My  church  is  now  full  and  in  a  flourishing  condition,  with  an  aver- 
age of  three  hundred  in  the  Sabbath-school,  and  our  prayer-meetings 
attended  by  large  numbers  of  all  classes.  The  people  are  poor,  but  will- 
ing to  do  what  they  can.  We  are  at  work,  raising  money  to  pay  back 
what  we  got  from  the  Board.  We  will,  I  think,  pay  back  two  hundred 
dollars  this  year.  You  nobly  helped  us  last  year  in  our  time  of  sorrow 
and  trouble,  and  now  the  earnest  prayers  for  your  Board  ascend  to  God's 
throne  from  many  a  full  and  thankful  heart." 

What  a  noble  spirit  is  manifested  by  this  little  church !  Instead  of 
going  beyond  their  means,  involving  themselves  in  debt  by  building  a 
large  and  expensive  house,  and  then  coming  back  to  the  Board  for  a 
second  appropriation  to  keep  them  out  of  the  sheriff's  hands,  they  come 
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(free  of  debt)  with  thankful  hearts  and  open  hands  to  repay  a  portion 
of  what  they  received  from  the  Board,  that  it  may  go  to  help  other  poor 
churches  who  are  struggling  to  build  a  house  for  God's  worship.  With 
such  a  spirit  God  is  evidently  well  pleased,  for  he  is  greatly  prospering 
them  and  rejoicing  the  heart  of  their  faithful  pastor.  Truly,  "  the  liberal 
soul  shall  be  made  fat."     "They  that  water  others  shall  be  watered."

COLLECTION  DOUBLED,  AND  A  BOX  MADE  UP. 

A  pastor  west  of  the  Alleghenies  writes  : 

"  Please  find  enclosed  —  dollars  for  your  Board.  Our  church  is  small, 
and  quite  a  number  of  men  are  out  of  employment  because  of  the  dulness 
of  the  iron  business.  Yet  this  is  a  larger  collection  than  last  year, 
[exactly  double — Sec]  owing  partly  to  the  sermon  I  preached  just  on 
this  subject.  Some  time  ago  I  asked  for  a  family  that  was  in  need,  as 
the  ladies  of  the  church  would  send  a  box.  The  name  of  an  aged  minis- 
ter was  sent.  The  ladies  immediately  went  to  work,  and  in  a  few  days 
they  had  accomplished  a  work  which  brought  joy  to  the  hearts  of  a  poor 
family.  One  feature  of  the  box  I  liked,  that  everything  that  went  in 
was  new,  just  coming  out  of  the  store,  with  the  exception  of  two  pieces 
as  good  as  new.     I  send  you  the  letter  which  came  in  reply  to  the  box." 

Here  is  the  letter: 

"  The  box  came  safely  in  due  time.  Its  contents  were  examined  and 
found  satisfactory,  being  a  well  selected  family  supply — every  article 
such  as  a  family  needs,  and  meeting  our  present  and  prospective  needs. 
My  wife  and  daughter  were  peculiarly  pleased  with  ihe  material  sent 
for  their  dresses.  The  ladies  were  very  kind  in  working  up  into  gar- 
ments so  large  a  proportion  of  the  contents  of  the  box.  If,  as  our  Lord 
has  said,  '  It  is  more  blessed  to  give,'  how  rich  the  blessing  they  enjoy 
whose  sympathizing  hearts  and  active  hands  have  ministered  so  largely 
to  the  comfort  of  a  superannuated  minister,  wife  and  daughter. 

"  For  more  than  forty-four  years  I  sought  to  lead  souls  to  the  blessed 
Saviour,  and  to  urge  his  saved  people  to  a  more  whole-souled  consecra- 
tion. I  trust  I  labored  not  in  vain.  Now,  at  the  age  of  seventy-four, 
I  am  laid  aside.  It  is  a  great  trial,  for  I  love  to  preach  the  gospel. 
But  I  submit  to  the  orderings  of  Providence.  After  these  years  of  con- 
tinued active  labor,  I  have  nothing  in  the  way  of  finances  to  fall  back 
upon.  My  prospect  of  a  living  is  verj  poor,  yet  my  Master's  storehouse 
is  full,  and  his  wardrobe  has  rich  supplies.  As  those  that  feed  the 
hungry  and  clothe  the  naked  will  be  eternally  rewarded,  the  Christian 
ladies  of  your  charge  will  be  recognized  by  their  blessed  Master  in  their 
remembrance  of  me  and  mine."  # 

Does  not  this  interesting  case  of  the  cooperation  of  a  pastor  and  his 
flock  illustrate,  in  the  best  sense,  that  declaration,  "It  shall  be  like 
people,  like  priest?"

He  believed  that  the  only 
true  mode  of  reclaiming  the  drunkard  from 
his  downward  course  was  by  the  means  of 
gospel  teachings  and  kindness,  and  not  by 
coercion.  Rev.  Dr.  Mutchmore  endorsed 
the  views  of  the  speaker,  and  believed  that, 
through  his  efforts,  good  would  be  accom- 
plished. Rev.  Mr.  Mcllvain  followed  in  a 
brief  address  on  the  same  subject.  He 
thought  that  the  plan  adopted  by  Mr.  Mur- 
phy for  carrying  on  the  temperance  work 
was  the  best  and  only  true  plan. 

The  fol  owing  resolutions  were  offered  by 
the  committee,  consisting  oi  Rev.  Drs.  Malin, 
Crowell,  and  Agnew. 

Eesolved,  That  the  welfare  o-f  this  city 
imperiously  demands  the  united  efforts  of  all 
good  men  to  promote  the  cause  of  temper- 
ance, on'principles  consistent  with  the  teach- 
ings of  God's  revealed  word  and  his  interpre- 
tations by  the  Spirit  and  his  Providence. 

Resolved,  That  the  principles  and  measures 
which  govern  Mr.  Murphy,  as  he  has  dtilared, 
meet  main  y  our  cordial  approbation,  and  we 
hereby  promise  him  our  earnest  and  prayer- 
ful countenance  and  support.

In  1850,  in  order  to  bring  the  operations  of  the  Boards  within  the  reach  of  all  the 
ministers  and  members  of  the  Church,  the  General  Assembly  established  a  monthly- 
periodical,  in  which  it  directed  the  Boards  to  report,  and  gave  it  the  name  of  "  The 
Home  and  Foreign  Record."     In  the  following  year  it  was 

" Resolved,  As  the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly  has  resulted  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  The  Home  and  Foreign  Record,  that  paper  is  hereby  recommended,  and 
the  ministers  and  churches  are  urged  to  exert  themselves  to  place  it  in  every  family,  as 
the  organ,  indirectly,  of  the  Church,  on  many  important  subjects. 

The  Assembly  held  in  Philadelphia,  1853, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  pastors  to  endeavor  to  increase  the  cir- 
culation, of  The  Home  and  Foreign  Record,  the  organ  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church,  in 
order  that  our  churches  may  be  better  acquainted  with  their  respective  plans  and 
operations,  and  be  induced  to  contribute  more  liberally  towards  their  support. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  in  1855, 

Resolved,  That  our  ministers  and  elders  be  earnestly  exhorted  to  secure  a  wider 
circulation  to  the  Home  and  Foreign  Record,  now  published  at  so  reduced  a  price  as 
to  make  it  accessible  to  the  poorest  member  of  our  Church. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  in  1857, 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Assembly  is  highly  gratified  at  the  increasing  patronage 
extended  from  every  part  of  the  Church  to  The  Home  and  Foreign  Record  and  The 
Sabbath- School  Visitor,  yet  it  regrets  to  learn  that  there  is  still  a  large  proportion  of 
its  families  and  members  who  do  not  receive  these  periodicals.  The  Ass'embly  would 
therefore  earnestly  recommend  its  ministers  and  sessions  to  use  all  practicable  means 
to  extend  the  circulation  of  these  important  papers  in  their  respective  vicinities. — Min- 
utes, p.  25. 

Moreover,  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  of  every  month,  or  on  other  occasions,  and 
from  time  to  time,  let  the  people  hear  from  their  minister  a  detailed  account  of  our 
various  Foreign  Missions  in  succession,  with  a  description  of  the  religious  condition 
of  the  people,  and  the  beginning  and  progress  of  the  Church's  work  among  them. 
That  to  this  end  our  ministers  take  pains  themselves  carefully  to  read  The  Home  and 
Foreign  Record  and  Foreign  Missionary,  so  far  as  to  know  what  is  being  done  by  our 
missionaries  ;  and  that  they  also  further  the  circulation  and  encourage  the  reading  of 
these  publications  in  their  congregations. — P.  21. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  1859, 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  would  especially  commend  The  Home  and  Foreign 
Record  to  a  more  general  patronage  throughout  the  Church;  trusting  that  in  its  dili- 
gent perusal,  members  of  the  communion  might  catch  more  of  the  spirit  of  missions 
and  of  Christian  benevolence  so  richly  pervading  its  columns.  They  also  recommend 
The  Sabbath- School  Visitor  as  a  most  excellent  publication  to  be  circulated  through 
our  Sabbath-schools  and  among  the  children  of  our  charge. — Minutes,  p.  545. 

The  Assembly  held  at  Cincinnati,  in  1867, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  the  Presbyteries  under  the  care  of  this  General 
Assembly,  to  recommend  in  the  most  earnest  manner  the  introduction  of  The  Home 
and  Foreign  Record  into  every  congregation  within  their  bounds,  and  that  the  ses- 
sions of  churches  subtract  from  the  aggregate  of  their  annual  subscriptions  a  sufficient 
amount  to  place  The  Record  in  the  hands  of  all  our  families  and  pewholders. — Min- 
utes, p.  319. 

And  the  Assembly  held  in  New  York,  in  1869, 

Resolved,  That  it  exhorts  our  Church  Sessions  and  Sabbath-schoOl  Superintendents 
to  promote  the  increasing  circulation  of  The  Record  and  of  The  Sabbath- School  Visi- 
tor, particularly  in  those  churches  which  do  not  now  take  those  periodicals. — Minutes, 
p.  899.

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The  General  Assembly  meets  this  month  in  the  city  of  Chicago.  The 
Annual  Report  of  this  Board  will  be  laid  before  the  body  at  that  time; 
and  an  abstract  will  probably  be  laid  before  the  readers  of  the  Record  in 
the  June  number. 

Without  being  able  to  give  accurate  statistics  at  this  time,  as  we  hope 
to  do  then,  we  may  be  allowed  to  say  that  the  past  year  has  been  more 
prosperous  and  successful  than  we  anticipated.  Our  receipts,  though 
not  equal  to  those  of  last  year,  approximate  the  amount  so  nearly  as  to 
be  encouraging,  and  leave  a  working  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning 
of  the  present  year  larger  than  we  dared  to  hope,  while  the  growth  and 
enlargement  of  the  Home  Missionary  churches  has  been  most  encourag- 
ing, of  which  something  will  appear  in  some  of  the  following  letters. 


MUSINGS    OF    A    VETERAN    MISSIONARY. 

BY    REV.    HENRY    LITTLE,    D.D. 

Madison,  Ind  ,  March  23, 1877. 

Dear  Brethren — Some  days  ago  I  sent  my  report  to  the  treasurer,  and 
promised  you  another  letter  before  the  first  of  April,  and  now,  on  the 
evening  of  my  17th  birthday,  (the  first  evening  I  have  been  at  home 
with  my  family  since  the  first  Sabbath  of  January,)  I  sit  down  to  fulfil 
my  promise,  and  begin  with  some  musings  on  the  past  and  present. 

It  was  only  eleven  years  before  I  was  born  that  Cincinnati  began  to 
be  a  town.  The  first  Presbyterian  church  was  organized  in  Louisville 
the  year  I  was  sixteen,  in  St.  Louis  the  year  I  was  seventeen,  in  Detroit 
the  year  I  was  twenty-five,  and  in  Chicago  the  year  I  was  thirty-three, 
by'my  school  friend  Porter,  when  all  the  Congregationalists  and  Presby- 
terians could  raise  for  his  support  was  $40,  though  a  portion  of  the 
standing  army  that  came  along  with  him  gave  $125  more;  when  a  note 
in  his  day-book  says,  "  a  letter  all  the  way  from  New  York,  in  only  thir- 
teen days."  The  first  Presbyterian  church  in  Indianapolis  was  organ- 
ized when  I  was  twenty-three,  and  all  that  could  be  raised  to  support 
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the  minister  in  1827  was  $200.  Till  I  was  six  years  old  there  was 
no  evangelical  church  of  any  denomination  in  the  whole  state  of 
Indiana,  and  the  year  I  was  ten  the  first  Presbyterian  meeting-house 
was  built,  and  that  year  the  members  of  the  Presbyterian  church  of  the 
United  States  was  about  38,000;  and  now  Indiana  has  that  number,  and 
I  suppose  there  are  to-day  as  many  members  of  evangelical  churches  in 
the  United  States  as  there  were  in  the  ivhole  world  in  1777. 

When  I  think  of  the  then  and  the  noiv,  I  can't  but  exclaim,  "What 
hath  God  wrought!"  Then  in  1830  I,  for  the  first  time,  looked  from  the 
top  of  the  Allegheny  mountains,  the  whole  great  West  did  not  extend 
but  half-way  across  the  Mississippi  valley  ;  now  for  years  it  has  reached 
clear  to  the  Pacific  ocean.  Then  I  had  the  whole  valley  for  my  field. 
O  dear !  those  rides  through  the  mud  and  almost  endless  woods,  the 
frightful  creeks  and  rivers  we  crossed,  how  we  lay  at  night  in  the 
cabins,  and  preached  in  the  barns  and  in  the  groves,  often  the  first  time 
the  new  settlers  ever  witnessed  such  a  sight  near  their  new  homes. 
Now  how  changed.  The  man  who  slept  twenty  years  in  "  Sleepy  Hol- 
low" could  not  show  half  the  astonishing  contrasts  that  one  of  us  who 
have  lived  in  the  "great  west"  near  half  a  century  can  show. 

S.  J.  Mills,  assisted  by  the  H.  M.  Societies,  in  1819  made  a  missionary 
tour  through  the  West,  organized  a  Bible  society  in  Indiana,  St.  Louis, 
and  New  Orleans,  and  with  his  associate  young  men  put  in  motion  or  fired 
up  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  enterprises,  and  did  work  for 
Christ  that  will  be  talked  about  in  the  millennium ;  and  if  the  churches 
of  America  could  now  be  fired  with  the  spirit  of  those  young  men,  the 
child  born  this  year,  at  his  seventy-seventh  birthday  would  see  the 
Prince  of  peace  "ruling  from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  river  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth." 


KANSAS. — SKETCH    OF    THE   WORK    OF    THE    PAST    YEAR. 

BY   REV.    T.    HILL,    D  D.,   SYSODICAL    MISSIONARY. 

Kansas  City,  Mo.,  March  30, 1877. 

Viewed  as  a  whole,  the  year  has  been  unusually  prosperous,  with  but 
few  things  of  a  depressing  character  to  be  noticed.  The  churches  in  all 
parts  of  the  State  have  been  strengthened,  with  a  slight  exception  of  a 
portion  of  Highland  Presbytery.  Revivals  of  marked  force  have  been 
seen  in  several  of  the  churches,  and  steady  additions,  which  would  not 
usually  be  noticed  as  revivals,  have  been  seen  in  many  others.  The 
churches  of  Effingham,  Solomon,  Poheta,  Morris,  Carlyle,  and  several 
others  have  been  greatly  increased  in  number  and  strengthened.  In  these 
churches  there  is  one  very  noticable  fact,  quite  unusual— the  increase 
in  membership  has  greatly  been  from  adults  and  heads  of  families,  often 
men.  One  church  reports  but  a  single  unbroken  family  in  the  church  j 
the  husbands  with  praying  wives  have  entered  the  church  to  pray  for 
themselves. 

This  progress  has  been  seen  also  in  the  Indian  country,  where  a  native 
Creek  has  been  ordained  and  enters  upon  the  work  of  preaching  the  gos- 
pel in  the  Creek  language,  with  very  good  prospects  for  success.  In 
another  region  the  seed  sown  long  ago  by  the  missionaries  of  the  Ameri- 
can Board,  and  left  uncared  for  these  many  years,  is  still  found  to  possess 
vitality,  and  to  spring  up  so  soon  as  care  is  bestowed  upon  that  region 
of  country;  and  in  the  railroad  towns  of  the  nation,  where  are  more  white 
men  than  in  any  other  place,  a  work  of  grace  of  marked  power  has  been 
seen. 
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Within  the  last  twelve  months  there  have  been  organized  twelve  new 
churches  in  Kansas.  The  preaching  force  of  the  Synod  has  been  increased 
by  the  addition  of  twenty-one  new  men,  while  there  has  been  but  one 
death,  and  I  do  not  recall  a  single  removal.  There  are  now  some  twenty- 
eight  to  thirty  churches  and  mission  fields,  more  or  less  explored,  that 
are  unsupplied,  although  arrangements  are  in  progress  for  supply  of 
several.  Such  is  the  general  aspect  of  the  work,  and  (if  the  locust 
plague  is  stayed)  there  is  every  prospect  that  several  churches  will  need 
but  little  aid  from  the  Board  after  the  present  commissions  expire ;  they 
may  need  help  one,  or  possibly  two  years  more.  If  you  examine  the  map 
and  locate  the  churches,  you  will  see  that  nearly  all  the  railroad  towns 
are  occupied,  and  considerable  progress  is  made  toward  holding  the  coun- 
try communities.  If  we  can  follow  out  the  opportunities  that  are  open 
to  us  in  the  country,  and  give  to  each  well  settled  neighborhood,  where 
a  good  congregation  can  be  gathered,  regular  preaching,  even  if  it  be 
but  once  in  two  or  even  four  weeks,  I  see  no  reason  why,  in  ten  years' 
time,  we  may  not  evangelize  the  State.  There  are  in  Kansas,  to-day, 
one  hundred  and  ninety-three  regularly  organized  churches;  some  of 
them  are  nearly  dead  and  will  disappear  from  the  roll  with  the  spring 
meetings  of  Presbyteries,  but  there  are  places  enough  ready  for  organiza- 
tion to-day  to  supply  all  such  missing  members  and  raise  the  list  to  two 
hundred. 


AMONG  THE   INDIANS. 

BTf   REV.    M     G.    MANN. 

New  Tacoma,  W.  T.,  March  8th,  1877. 

I  had  the  great  pleasure,  a  few  days  ago,  to  receive  my  first  quarter's 
salary.  I  sincerely  thank  you  for  your  effort  in  sending  the  amount  as 
early  as  you  did,  inasmuch  as  we  are  entirely  dependent  on  the  Board 
for  our  subsistence.  Laboring  as  I  do  principally  among  and  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Indians  on  the  Puyallup  Reservation,  I  have  but  very  little 
time  to  give  to  the  adjacent  towns  in  which  I  am  assigned  to  preach,  and 
of  course  but  very  little  support  can  be  derived  from  these  places.  My 
Indian  church,  now  numbering  135  communicants,  can  do  nothing  for 
my  support,  and  thus  we  have  to  rely  entirely  on  the  liberality  of  the 
Church  through  her  Home  Missionary  Board, 

My  labors  among  the  Puyallup  tribe  of  Indians  are  appreciated  by 
them.  They  hold  out  very  well.  I  have  no  backsliders  to  report;  on 
the  contrary,  a  steady  growth  in  grace.  During  the  last  quarter  four 
more  have  been  added  to  the  church  on  profession  of  their  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ.  The  more  intelligent  and  better  class  of  Indians  are  all  in  the 
church ;  a  small  number,  over  whom  the  Romish  priest  exercises  his 
authority,  and  some  others,  in  whom  the  "  old  Indian"  abounds,  are  yet 
outside.  The  great  work  now  before  us  is  to  educate,  train,  and  build 
up  the  Christian  manhood  to  the  stature  of  Christ.  I  have  often  been 
asked  whether  the  older  or  adult  Indian  is  susceptible  of  religious  truths. 
I  answer,  Yes,  in  the  highest  degree.  Their  mental  constitution  corres- 
ponds very  much  to  the  Jewish  type  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament, 
They  are  fascinated  by  the  parables  of  our  Saviour. 

Our  attendance  is  and  has  been,  all  through  the  winter,  remarkably 
good,  notwithstanding  the  distance  in  many  cases,  and  bad  roads  and 
muddy  trails.  The  Sunday-school  is  also  well  attended,  many  of  the 
parents  being  always  present  and  taking  part. 
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There  is  a  railroad,  a  branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific,  in  course  of  con- 
struction through  the  Puyallup  Reservation,  and  about  four  hundred  men 
(white)  are  employed  in  the  building  of  it.  Their  camps  are  situated 
but  a  mile  or  two  from  the  government  building,  where  we  hold  divine 
services.  I  have  invited  them  to  come  out  to  church  on  Sunday  even- 
ings, and  to  my  surprise  and  pleasure  our  large  room  was  crowded;  thus 
encouraged,  we  held  meetings  during  the  week  also,  and  have  kept  them 
up  nearly  two  months,  not  without  hope  of  having  benefited  some  of 
these  rough  looking  men.  Among  these  railroad  men  that  attended  my 
preaching  there  were  some  old  miners,  who  had  lost  all  they  had  made, 
tradesmen  who  had  failed,  sailors  and  saloon-keepers,  men  of  all  nation- 
alities and  occupations,  and  yet  they  listened  as  attentively  and  sung  as 
well  as  any  Christian  congregation  I  know  of.  They  asked  me  for  some 
reading  matter,  and  I  have  procured  a  good  lot  of  secular  and  religious 
papers  and  pamphlets  from  some  of  our  excellent  Portland  friends,  to  dis- 
tribute among  them. 

I  fill  my  appointments  once  a  month  in  the  other  towns  assigned  me 
to  ''hold  the  fort"  until  reinforcements  come.  My  audience  in  New 
Tacoma  is  increasing,  and  the  town  is  growing.  My  field  is  large,  and 
when  I  consider  that  the  people  in  general  are  ignorant  of  God's  word, 
and  the  great  majority  of  the  people  of  this  coast  have  a  kind  of  antipa- 
thy against  religious  truth,  and  that  they  need  instruction  and  their 
consciences  enlivened,  I  regret  that  I  cannot  give  more  time  to  each  of 
these  places,  and  thus  be  able  to  produce  deeper  impressions,  that  shall 
last.  May  God's  Holy  Spirit  bless  the  feeble  and  infrequent  efforts 
which  his  ministers  are  able  to  put  forth.  We  expect  a  heavy  immigra- 
tion from  the  East  this  year,  and  we  try  to  keep  the  door  to  the  church 
and  Sunday-school  open  to  receive  them  as  they  arrive. 


FROM    INDIAN    TERRITORY. 

BY    KEV.    S1D5EY   ALLEN. 

Tah-le-quah,  Indian  Territory. 

I  found  on  coming  here,  June  1st,  1876,  at  Tah-le-quah  a  list  of  names 
(9)  made  out  with  a  view  to  organization.  Two  elders  have  been  elect- 
ed, one  ordained  and  installed,  and  eleven  persons  have  been  received  on 
profession,  and  two  on  certificate.  The  attendance  at  our  Sabbath-schools 
is  about  the  same  as  at  our  preaching  services ;  our  people  come  by  fami- 
lies, and  nearly  all,  old  and  young,  take  part. 

It  may  be  a  matter  of  surprise  that  while  thirteen  have  been  added  by 
profession,  we  report  only  four  adult  baptisms,  and  it  may  be  of  interest 
to  explain  that  all  the  others  are  the  children  of  members  of  the  old  mis- 
sion churches,  dedicated  in  infancy,  and  committed  by  dying  believers  to 
a  covenant-keeping  God. 

Our  people  are  very  destitute,  naturally  improvident,  and  last  year 
drouth  and  other  casualties  caused  a  general  failure  of  crops.  They  have 
nothing  to  give  at  present  for  any  purpose  of  Christian  benevolence.  Our 
people  have  a  correct  idea  of  the  duty  and  privilege  of  Christian  giving, 
and  will,  it  is  believed,  do  what  they  can.  We  contemplate  building 
three  houses  of  worship  this  year,  one  on  the  Yerdegris  river,  fifty  miles 
west  or  north-west,  one  at  Eureka,  midway  between  Tah-le-quah  and 
Fort  Gibson.  These  will  be  rude  edifices  of  logs,  but  commodious  and 
comfortable.  The  people  will  erect  these  themselves ;  many  will  come 
with  their  teams  and  tools  the  first  day,  and  continue  till  the  work  is 
done.    We  must  build  a  better  house  at  Tah-le-quah,  and  shall  need  help. 
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We  received  a  box  last  year  from  the  New  York  Avenue  Church  Ladies7 
Missionary  Society,  D.  C,  containing  articles  to  us  very  valuable. 

There  are  descendants  of  old  mission  converts  at  Lee's  Creek,  thirty 
miles  east;  Beatty's  Prairie,  forty  miles  north-east;  Clarmore,  sixty  miles 
north-east;  Barren  Fork,  twenty  miles  east;  Caney,  twenty  miles  south- 
east, and  many  other  points,  with  none  to  care  for  their  souls — and  a 
small  church,  at  present  in  connection  with  the  Southern  Assembly, 
whose  shepherd  has  gone  to  his  rest,  asking  to  be  taken  under  our  care. 
I  would  be  glad  to  travel  through  the  Nation,  collect  the  scattered  sheep, 
organize,  or  receive  and  enroll  them  with  the  most  convenient  church. 
We  need  Sabbath-school  and  church  literature  for  our  schools  and  gene- 
ral distribution. 

On  visiting  any  new  point,  I  find  a  number  of  unusually  earnest  lis- 
teners, ready  to  hear  and  to  cooperate  in  Sabbath-schools ;  and  upon 
inquiry  hear  the  uniform  reply — their  parents  were  educated  at  the  mis- 
sion schools,  and  were  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Most  of 
our  recent  accessions  were  children  of  the  covenant.  This  best  element 
of  Cherokee  society  is  widely  dispersed,  with  none  to  care  for  their  souls.

STATEMENT  TO  THE    CHURCHES  ON  APPROPRIATIONS. 

In  making  arrangements  for  the  year  just  ending,  the  Board,  at  its 
opening  meeting  last  September,  passed  the  following : 

"  Resolved  that  the  rates  of  appropriation  to  students  for  the  ensuing 
year  be — for  the  Theological  course  $150:  for  the  Collegiate  $120  ;  and 
for  the  Academic  $100 — provided  that  the  contributions  received  from 
the  churches  be  adequate  to  meet  the  requirements." 

It  was  on  the  condition  here  annexed  that  all  the  candidates  recom- 
mended through  the  year  were  accepted  and  so  notified,  in  the  strong 
hope  that  the  condition  would  be  fulfilled.  The  last  week  has  now 
come,  and  the  Board  still  lacks  $6,589  of  enough  to  send  out  the  March 
appropriation.  Of  course  those  for  May  will  be  entirely  suspended. 
Such  a  lack  of  funds  is  exceedingly  trying  to  the  Board  in  its  sympathy 
for  the  students,  wTho  will  be  more  sorely  tried.  At  the  best,  appropriations 
allowed  are  inadequate  ;  and  to  have  a  whole  quarter  of  these,  small  as 
they  are,  entirely  fail,  will  be  likely  to  leave  them  sadly  in  debt,  and 
many  of  them  even  without  means  to  return  to  their  homes.  The  case  is 
a  pitiable  one,  and  without  remedy.  The  deficiency  in  the  contributions 
was  discovered  only  when  it  was  too  late  to  make  efforts  for  covering  it. 
The  time  fixed  by  the  Assembly  for  contributions  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation is  the  month  of  February.  But  most  of  the  churches  adhere  to 
the  old  arrangement  for  March,  the  last  month  of  our  financial  year,  and 
for  their  accommodation  the  books  are  kept  open  until  the  15th  of  April; 
and  now,  when  we  had  looked  and  hoped  and  prayed  for  abundance, 
behold  a  scarcity  unprecedented.  All  the  Boards  have  been  competitors 
with  us  in  improving  the  last  chances  for  making  up  for  their  own  lack, 
and  the  churches  have  been  distracted  and  drained  by  the  numerous 
applications.  We  do  not  complain  of  this.  Each  Board  considers  its 
own  cause  most  urgent ;  and  certainly  our  Home  and  Foreign  Mission- 
aries, many  of  them  far  away  on  distant  fields,  beyond  the  reach  of  help- 
ing friends,  with  families  dependent,  present  a  claim  more  pressing  than 
do  our  candidates  at  home.  This  is  a  fact  we  cannot  avoid  recognizing 
in  this  period  of  general  financial  distress.  Yet  the  condition  of  the 
Board  of  Education  is  none  the  less  embarrassing.  Our  students  need 
their  appropriations  sadly,  and  we  cannot  run  in  debt  for  them.  Some 
will  be  sorely  straitened  from  inability  to  meet  obligations  incurred  on 
the  basis  of  expected  appropriations,  and  may  be  obliged  to  suspend 
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study  in  order  to  obtain  the  means  for  squaring  their  accounts.  We 
commend  them,  therefore,  to  the  kind  consideration  of  friends  who  may 
be  able  and  willing  to  come  to  their  relief,  in  the  good  hope  that  many 
such  may  be  fonnd  among  our  churches.  May  God  grant  us  a  larger 
abundance  next  year,  and  save  us  from  further  mortifications.

RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  op  Missionaries. — Owing  to  the  public  disturbances  in 
Mexico,  the  two  mission  families  at  Zacatecas  have  found  it  best  to  leave 
that  city,  at  least  for  the  present.  Mr.  Phillips  is  in  the  city  of  Mexico, 
and  Mr.  Thomson  will  probably  stay  at  Saltillo  until  the  country 
becomes  quiet.  He  came  to  Austin,  Texas,  to  meet  his  wife  on  her 
return,  but  before  this  they  have  probably  reached  Saltillo.  Mrs. 
Calhoun,  widow  of  the  Rev.  S.  H.  Calhoun,  D.D.,  embarked  on  her 
return  to  the  Syria  Mission  on  the  24th  of  March.  She  and  her 
widowed  daughter,  Mrs.  Dr.  Danforth,  will  there  be  associated  in  mis- 
sionary work  for  women  and  children.  Mrs.  Calhoun  leaves  four  chil- 
dren in  this  country,  in  different  stages  of  their  education,  one  of  them 
a  student  in  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  of  New  York.  The  many 
friends  of  the  late  Dr.  Calhoun,  and  also  of  Mrs.  Calhoun  herself,  will 
follow  her  with  tender  sympathy,  and  prayers  for  her  usefulness. 

New  Communicants. — Eleven  new  communicants  were  received  by 
the  Creek  church  of  Tullahassee,  Indian  Territory ;  seven  by  the  Yoko- 
hama church,  and  seven  by  the  Yedo  church,  Japan ;  ten  by  the  church 
of  Petchaburi,  and  four  by  the  church  of  Bangkok,  Siam;  five,  by  the 
church  of  Chiengmai,  Laos,  making  ten  within  the  year ;  eleven  adults 
and  seven  children  were  baptized  at  San  Louis  Potosi,  Mexico ;  and 
over  five  hundred  new  converts  during  the  year  are  enumerated  in 
connection  with  our  work  in  the  city  of  Mexico  and  its  out-stations, 
most  of  these  places  being  occupied  by  native  laborers. 

Discouraging  news  from  Gaboon. — We  regret  to  learn  that  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Reading  and  Miss  Jones  were  expecting  soon  to  embark  for 
this  country,  for  reasons  of  health.  Mr.  Reading  was  seriously  ill  again 
with  African  fever  at  the  date  of  our  letters.  This  mission  is  greatly 
in  need  of  reinforcement.  In  its  varied  work  at  the  different  stations, 
there  is  still  much  to  encourage  the  few  laborers,  but  they  urgently  call 
for  assistance. 

Death  of  Dr.  Warren. — Just  as  we  are  closing  these  notes,  we  have 
received  the  sad  news  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Warren,  D.D.,  at 
Gwalior,  India,  on  the  7th  of  March.  Dr.  Warren  had  been  seriously 
ill  for  some  time,  and  arrangements  made  for  his  going  to  the  hills  had 
to  be  deferred.  He  has  finished  his  eourse.  He  was  an  able,  devoted, 
and  useful  missionary.  An  extended  sketch  of  our  departed  friend  will 
no  doubt  be  given.  We  can  only  quote  now  a  single  paragraph  from  a 
letter  of  Mr.  Woodside,  who  had  gone  to  Gwalior  to  be  with  him.  This 
was  written  a  few  days  before  his  death.  Mr.  Woodside,  after  giving 
particulars  of  his  illness,  and  of  there  being  no  hope  of  his  recovery, 
then  adds :  "  His  constant  prayer  is  for  '  more  patience,'  not  that  life 
may  be  unduly  prolonged,  but  rather,  'Lord  Jesus,  come  quickly.'  He 
is  very  cheerful."

MISSIONARY  REYIEW  OF  GABOON  FOR  1876. 
The  Rev.  Albert  Bushnell,  writing  from  Baraka,  Gaboon,  West  Africa, 
gives  us  a  faithful  picture  of  the  unfavorable  state  of  the  case,  and  also 
some  rays  of  light.  Urgent  indeed  is  the  call  for  more  laborers  at  this 
and  other  stations  of  our  Gaboon  and  Corisco  Mission.  Mr.  BusbnelPs 
report  is  dated  in  January,  and  he  thus  reviews  the  work  of  the  year 
then  closed. 

Important  changes  are  taking  place  in  our  field  of  labor.  The  original 
Mpongwe  people  are  passing  away  ;  and  their  places  are  being  filled  by 
other  Mpongwe  speaking  natives,  from  adjacent  tribes,  who  are  attracted 
hither  by  commerce.  The  fluctuating  foreign  population  is  increasing  in 
numbers  and  influence;  and  the  French  authorities  are  bringing  the 
inhabitants  of  our  villages  directly  under  their  laws  and  regulations. 
For  this  purpose  they  have  erected  a  government  house  on  the  beach, 
in  front  of  our  mission-house.  Our  relations  still  continue  pleasant  with 
the  French  officials,  who  are  tolerant  and  courteous;  but  the  Jesuits — 
a  large  and  increasing  force  of  more  than  twenty  laborers,  male  and 
female,  with  governmental  patronage  and  ample  funds — are  becoming 
more  and  more  aggressive.  Their  policy  is  to  concentrate  all  of  their 
force  for  the  conquest  of  this  strategic  position,  preparatory  to  future 
extension  on  the  coast  and  into  the  interior.  During  many  years  their 
labors  and  influence  were  mainly  limited  to  the  villages  near  their  station, 
three  miles  distant ;  but  now  priests  and  nuns  traverse  our  towns  and 
villages,  entering  the  houses  of  our  church-members,  and  by  various 
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subtle  devices  seek  to  turn  believers  from  the  simplicity  of  the  gospel  to 
their  superstitions,  by  the  use  of  pictures,  beads,  amulets,  crosses,  &c, 
which  they  distribute  freely,  and  almost  force  upon  children,  and  the 
ignorant  and  unsuspecting  ;  they  deceive  and  entrap  many  in  their  wiles. 
Administering  baptism  to  children,  the  sick,  dying,  and  even  the  dead, 
they  promise  an  entrance  into  heaven,  and  to  the  living  they  offer  an 
easy  religion,  that  requires  little  change  in  the  benighted  heathen,  who 
may  still  trust  in  his  fetishes,  and  grovel  in  sensuality  and  sin.  They 
are  now  establishing  several  stations  in  our  immediate  field,  two  of 
which  will  be  within  half  a  mile  of  our  mission-house.  These  aggres- 
sions, we  learn,  are  ordered  by  their  superiors  at  Rome,  and  are  probably 
regarded  favorably  by  the  French  authorities  here,  who  desire  the  sub- 
stitution of  the  French  language,  where  English  and  Mpongwe  are  now 
spoken  at  Gaboon.  But  while,  with  deep  concern,  we  have  seen  this 
papal  cloud  gathering  over  our  field  of  past  toil  and  sacrifice,  and  future 
hopefulness,  we  have  endeavored  to  look  above  the  storm,  trusting  in 
God  and  the  power  of  his  truth  which  we  are  commissioned  to  teach  and 
preach.  The  ability  of  our  small  force  at  this  station  to  labor  during 
the  year,  has  been  somewhat  impaired  by  more  serious  illness  among  us 
than  during  several  previous  years.  The  seasons  have  been  very  irregu- 
lar and  consequently  the  climate  has  been  more  than  usually  insalubrious. 
All  have  suffered  more  or  less,  and  there  have  been  two  cases  of  a  dan- 
gerous type  of  malignant  fever ;  but  we  are  thankful  that  no  one  has 
been  removed  by  death. 

Favorable  review  of  our  work — Touching  appeal. 
Our  work  has  been  prosecuted  much  the  same  as  in  former  years.  The 
congregations  on  the  Sabbath,  composed  of  foreigners  and  natives,  have 
been  usually  large  and  attentive,  and  our  religious  services  during  the 
week  have  been  well  sustained.  The  contributions  have  amounted  to 
$318  in  gold.  Six  persons  have  been  received  to  the  communion  of  the 
church  on  profession,  but  several  have  been  removed  by  death,  leaving 
the  present  membership  ninetij-three ;  a  large  majority  of  whom  are 
females.  They  have  sustained  three  prayer- meetings  a  week,  besides  a 
"Woman's  Missionary  Society  which  meets  monthly.  The  two  native 
Bible  women  have  been  encouraged  in  their  work,  and  their  ministra- 
tions to  the  sick,  and  visits  to  the  towns  and  plantations,  teaching 
the  women  the  catechism  and  to  read,  have  been  useful.  The  Sabbath- 
school  and  Bible  class  has  been  larger  than  any  previous  year,  the  whole 
number  on  the  roll  being  390,  and  average  attendance  about  160.  Our 
educational  work  has  been  carried  on  much  as  in  the  previous  year,  and 
the  number  of  pupils  who  have  received  instruction  has  been  something 
more  than  100.  The  boys'  boarding  and  day-school,  under  the  care  of 
Mr.  Reading,  taught  by  a  native  preacher,  has  averaged  about  thirty 
boarders,  beside  several  day-scholars.  The  girls'  school,  under  the 
charge  of  Mrs.  Bushnell,  assisted  by  Miss  Dewsnap  and  native  teachers, 
and  Miss  Lush  the  first  part  of  the  year,  has  averaged  about  40  boarders, 
beside  a  number  of  day-scholars,  making  the  whole  number  73.  They 
have  been  instructed  in  lessons  in  the  morning  session,  and  in  the  after- 
noon in  sewing  and  domestic  duties  calculated  to  fit  them  for  usefulness. 
Their  general  deportment  has  been  satisfactory.  Several  of  the  larger 
pupils,  who  are  becoming  efficient  helpers  with  the  teacher  of  the  boys' 
school,  and  one  or  two  other  young  men,  have  received  theological  and 
Biblical  instruction  two  evenings  in  a  week.  During  the  latter  part  of 
the  year,  the  scarcity  of  food  and  reduction  of  the  appropriation  has  com- 
pelled a  diminution  of  the  number  of  boarding  pupils,  which  will  neces- 
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sarily  be  continued  during  the  present  year.  The  book  of  Daniel  and 
nearly  all  the  minor  prophets,  have  been  translated  into  Mpongwe,  and 
also  a  few  hymns ;  but  for  the  want  of  a  printer  but  little  printing  has 
been  done;  but  whea  our  young  man,  who  is  now  learning  the  printer's 
trade  at  the  office  of  the  Calabar  mission,  returns,  we  hope  to  accomplish 
more  in  this  department. 

In  making  this  brief  report  of  Baraka,  the  oldest  station  in  the  mis- 
sion, your  missionary,  worn  with  long  service  in  this  climate  and  liable 
at  any  time  to  be  compelled  to  leave,  and  soon  to  be  left  alone  with  his 
wife  and  one  lady  assistant,  calls  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  neces- 
sity of  its  prompt  and  efficient  reinforcement,  lest  the  station  become 
vacant  and  the  work  cease. 


OGOWE  REPORT   FOR   1876,  BY  REY.  R.  H.  NASSAU,  M.D. 

Ogowb  River,  West  Africa,  January  1st,  1877. 

I  may  mark  my  Ogowe  work  for  1876  by  three  periods,  comprising 
six  months,  four  months,  and  two  months.  They  may  be  characterized, 
respectively,  as  periods  of  bright  Promise — of  disheartening  Disaster — 
and  of  reviving  Hope. 

At  the  station  in  the  Akele  country. 

The  first  period  (six  months)  was  spent  mostly  at  Belambila  station, 
in  the  Akele  country,  where  I  carried  on  my  varied  works  with  good 
promise  of  success,  and  in  good  health.  I  was  erecting  a  strong,  com- 
fortable bamboo  house,  on  posts,  with  a  board  floor.  I  said  that  at  its 
completion  I  should  not  be  such  a  wanderer,  nor  feel  so  homeless  as  I 
had  felt  for  eighteen  months.  The  house  was  to  be  small,  only  22  feet 
by  18  feet,  and  of  one  story,  but  I  was  putting  time  on  it,  and  building 
neatly,  not  in  the  haste  used  in  the  erection  of  the  first  Belambila  house, 
where  the  pressing  necessity  was  not  ornament,  nor  even  neatness,  but 
a  roof  to  shelter  my  head. 

My  preaching  was  generally  listened  to  respectfully,  and  I  was  treated 
kindly,  on  my  frequent  canoe  visits  to  the  numerous  villages  within  ten 
miles  on  either  side  of  me.  I  was  not  blind,  however,  to  the  fact  that 
very  few  people  came  to  Sabbath  services,  and  none  came  to  daily  even- 
ing prayers;  or  that  very  few  children  showed  a  desire  to  learn  to  read. 
But  I  was  willing  to  hope  for  signs  of  interest  at  an  early  future,  when 
my  mission  and  character  should  be  better  understood.  1  was  not, 
indeed,  satisfied  to  be  treated  kindly  simply  because  I  had  boxes  full  of 
goods,  but  I  hoped  that  other  motives  would  soon  find  their  way  into 
their  hearts. 

The  only  three  things  that  really  made  me  anxious  for  Belambila's 
future  were,  (1)  the  discovery  that  the  Ogowe  water  was  not  healthful 
unless  filtered;  (2)  the  continued  rudeness  of  some  of  the  adjacent  vil- 
lagers, whose  boisterous  manner  I  at  first  readily  forgave,  believing  it 
due  to  ignorance ;  but  in  their  visiting  my  house,  or  crossing  the  public 
path  on  my  premises,  I  was  daily  annoyed  with  their  loud  vociferations 
to  each  other,  regardless  of  my  presence  or  protest;  and  (3)  the  chronic 
captures  of  boats  and  assaults  on  boats'  crews  by  the  portion  of  the 
Bakele  living  between  the  station  and  the  trading-houses  thirty-five 
miles  down  the  river,  that  made  me  feel  insecure  of  my  own  cause. 
Nevertheless,  my  patron-chief,  Kasa,  still  behaved  well.  And  when  my 
pretty  house  was  finished  in  the  middle  of  June,  I  locked  all  my  goods 
and  the  station's,  to  the  value  of  $500,  in  it,  and  left  the  premises  in  the 
care  of  that  patron's  head-wife  and  a  lad  and  a  boy.     Rather  an  unwise 
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act.  The  refusal  of  the  three  heathen  young  men,  of  my  own  company, 
whom  I  had  appointed  for  this  work,  compelled  me,  on  the  very  eve  of 
my  journey,  to  trust  to  this  so  slight  a  guard.  And  on  June  11th,  I 
started  down  river  to  attend  the  semi- annual  meeting  of  mission. 

"  Disheartenments" — Bobbery. 
And  then  began  the  period  of  four  months  of  disheartenments.  When 
I  returned  to  my  river  work  in  August,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Reading, 
who  most  kindly  consented  to  visit  my  field  and  assist  me  with  his  good 
practical  judgment  in  a  hasty  inspection,  I  was  met,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river,  by  the  Orunges  tribe  of  Cape  Lopez,  who  would  allow  no  passage 
until  they  had  exacted  by  force  $40  tribute,  having  at  first  demanded 
$180.  On  reaching  Belambila,  August  30th,  I  found  my  house  empty, 
doors  broken  in,  and  almost  everything  of  value  to  a  native  gone.  My 
first  thought  was  of  utter  depression.  What  I  had  builded  of  earthly 
work  was,  to  me,  a  ruin  ;  for,  instantly,  I  assumed  that  a  pioiest  against 
robbery  ought  to  be  made  by  removing  from  the  place,  thus  making  the 
people  feel  that  they  lost  coveted  goods  in  losing  me.  And  what  I 
had  builded  spiritual  of  work  seemed  water  spilled  on  the  sand ;  for  how 
could  the  people  care  for  the  Word,  or  what  heart  could  I  get  to  proclaim 
it  again,  when  they  seemed  to  have  become  a  band  of  treacherous  rob- 
bers ?

THE  FIRST  SABBATH  IN  MAY. 

OUR    ANNUAL    COLLECTION. 

The  first  Sabbath  in  May  is  near  at  hand,  and  as  this  time  has  been 
often  designated  by  former  General  Assemblies  as  the  most  suitable  one 
for  taking  an  annual  collection  for  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Board  of 
Publication,  we  would  remind  pastors  and  sessions  of  the  fact,  and  request 
that  if  they  have  no  other  preferred  arrangement  in  regard  to  this  cause, 
they  will  on  that  day,  or  as  soon  after  as  practicable,  present  it  to  their 
people  and  urge  them  to  give  a  generous  contribution.  The  following 
facts  are  sent  to  aid  in  making  this  appeal: 

USES    OF    THIS   FUND. 

The  publishing  and  book-selling  department  of  the  Board  sustains  itself 
wholly  by  its  sales.  All  contributions  to  the  Missionary  Fund  are  used 
exclusively  to  carry  forward  the  Board's  missionary  and  Sabbath-school 
work  in  supporting  the  Book,  Tract  and  Sabbath-school  Missionaries,  in 
paying  for  the  books  and  tracts  given  away,  and  such  other  expenses  as 
belong  legitimately  to  this  benevolent  branch  of  the  Board's  work. 

THE    WORK    OF    LAST    YEAR. 

This  work  has,  during  the  past  year,  been  carried  on  in  the  face  of 
great  difficulties.  The  prevalent  "  hard  times"  affected  the  receipts 
into  the  Fund  so  that  it  became  necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of  mis- 
sionaries in  the  field  and  to  cut  down  largely  the  grants  of  books  and 
tracts.  Nevertheless,  the  work  went  forward  with  great  usefulness,  as 
may  be  seen  by  the  following  statements  : 

I.  Ninety-eight  missionaries  have  during  the  past  year  been  sustained 
for  the  whole  or  portions  of  the  year.  These  have  labored  in  35  Synods 
and  94  Presbyteries,  and  one  in  Canada. 

The  missionaries  distributed  on  their  fields  106,474  volumes;  67,441 
of  these  volumes  by  sale,  while  39,033  were  given  away.  There  were 
also  distributed  gratuitously  4,274,813  pages  of  tracts.  These  pages  of 
religious  truth  will  remain  to  teach  the  way  of  salvation  in  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  families  for  years  to  come. 

They  have  visited  121,269  families,  in  much  the  larger  part  of  which 
they  have  held  religious  conversation,  and  with  a  large  portion  of 
which,  and  so  far  as  the  way  seemed  to  be  open  for  it,  they  have  had 
prayer.  A  large  proportion  of  these  souls  live  remote  from  the  sanctuary 
and  never  hear  the  gospel  preached.  But  for  these  visits  of  the  Book 
and  Tract  Missionary,  they  would  have  received  no  message  about  God 
and  Heaven  and  salvation  from  sin  and  death. 

They  have  also  visited  2,032  Sabbath-schools,  chiefly  weak  and  needy 
schools  in  remote  places  and  among  sparse  populations,  and  have  encour- 
aged them,  and  in  many  cases  extended  much-needed  aid  in  the  way  of 
books,  papers,  catechisms  and  other  requisites. 
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They  have  organized  101  new  Sabbath-schools  in  destitute  and  needy 
places,  and  have  started  each  on  a  course,  as  it  is  hoped,  of  permanent 
usefulness. 

By  a  fair  computation  we  are  led  to  believe  that  in  this  way  over  3,000 
children,  before  untaught  in  the  Bible  and  the  way  of  salvation,  have  in 
the  last  year  been  brought  under  regular  Sabbath  instruction.  How 
important  and  how  blessed  is  this  work ! 

They  have  also  held  thousands  of  prayer-meetings,  chiefly  in  places 
where  religious  services  are  never  or  rarely  held,  and  in  many  of  these 
prayer-meetings  unmistakable  and  blessed  evidences  have  been  seen  of  the 
presence  and  converting  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

II.  This  Missionary  Fund  has  sustained  a  system  of  Sabbath-school 
work,  by  the  instrumentality  of  which  great  numbers  of  Sabbath-school 
Institutes  and  other  meetings  have  been  held,  better  plans  of  conducting 
schools  devised  and  introduced,  stimulus  and  help  furnished  to  teachers, 
and  enlarged  and  more  careful  study  of  the  Bible,  the  Shorter  Cate- 
chism and  the  Young  Child's  Catechism  secured. 

III.  In  addition  to  the  grants  made  by  the  Book,  Tract,  and  Sabbath- 
school  Missionaries  in  their  respective  fields,  the  Missionary  Committee 
of  the  Board  made  295  grants  to  parties  and  in  localities  where  there  is 
abundant  evidence  that  they  were  greatly  needed  and  have  done  great 
good.  These  grants  were  distributed  in  thirty-five  States  and  Territo- 
ries of  our  Union,  but  some  of  them  went  to  Japan,  Brazil,  Italy,  Ger- 
many, Mexico,  Canada,  and  the  Indian  tribes  of  our  own  land.  Thus  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  good  seed  sown  this  year,  although  from  lack  of 
means  not  so  abundant  as  could  be  wished,  has  been  very  widely  scat- 
tered. 

Of  these  295  grants,  155  have  been  given  to  aid  mission  and  needy 
Sabbath-schools  in  various  parts  of  the  land ;  107  have  gone  to  pastors 
and  other  uncommissioned  helpers  of  our  work  for  gratuitous  distribution 
in  their  respective  vicinities,  and  the  remaining  33  to  needy  ministers 
and  churches,  mainly  in  our  frontier  States  and  Territories,  and  to  sail- 
ors, soldiers  and  freedmen.  Would  the  churches  furnish  the  requisite 
funds,  this  good  work  might  most  usefully  be  enlarged  an  hundred-fold. 

IT.  Through  the  above  channels  great  numbers  of  The  Confession  of 
Faith  and  The  Shorter  Catechism  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Presbyterian  people  and  their  children  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  thus 
helping  to  make  them  intelligent  in  regard  to  the  doctrines  of  our 
own  Church  ;  hundreds  and  thousands  of  volumes  and  tracts,  containing 
pure  and  sound  religious  reading,  scattered  over  the  land;  many  churches 
have  been  strengthened  in  their  most  holy  faith  :  ministers'  libraries 
have  received  valuable  additions,  to  the  great  good  of  their  people  as 
well  as  of  themselves ;  the  scattered  sheep  and  lambs  of  Christ's  fold,  in 
wilderness  places,  without  a  shepherd,  have  been  hunted  out  and  spir- 
itually helped;  hundreds  of  thousands  of  careless  and  ungodly  persons 
have  been  pointed  to  the  Lamb  of  God,  and  through  His  atonement  to 
eternal  life  ;  and  as  a  successful  result  of  this  work,  very  many  precious 
souls,  ready  to  perish,  have  been  hopefully  converted  and  saved  forever 
through  the  accompanying  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  upon  the  labors  of 
these  men  and  the  truth  diffused  by  them.  Never  in  any  year  of  the 
Board's  work,  have  there  been  given  more  numerous  or  more  striking 
evidences  of  the  blessing  of  the  Divine  Spirit  on  the  truth  diffused 
through  these  channels. 
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In  view  of  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  work  which  ought  to 
be  done  in  this  branch  of  church  effort,  we  earnestly  ask  you,  dear  breth- 
ren,— 1.  To  give  this  cause  a  fair  presentation,  and  to  secure  for  it  a 
generous  collection  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  May,  if  you  have  no  other 
appointed  and  preferred  time,  and — 2.  Inform  your  Sabbath-school  how 
much  is  doing  for  needy  Sabbath-schools  and  the  destitute  children  of  the 
land  by  this  Board,  and  ask  it  also  to  give  us  a  contribution.  While  the 
Master  calls  "  .Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,"  let  all  who 
are  able,  but  especially  all  Sabbath-schools,  do  what  they  can  to  enable 
this  Board  to  help  the  children  to  come  to  Christ.

Eissel's  Revolving  Book  Case,  No.  1,  with  its  drawers,  pigeon  holes,  &c,  secured  by 
beautiful  locked  doors,  is  the  greatest  convenience  in  its  line  ever  offered  to  the  public.  This 
fact,  and  its  low  price,  have  made  it  a  great  success,  and  its  sales,  since  its  recent  general  intro- 
duction, have  been  unprecedented. 

So  great  has  been  the  demand  for  this  and  for  the  other  numbers,  that  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  open  a  new  factory  in  this  city,  where,  with  increased  facilities,  we  hope  we  may  be 
able  to  fill  all  orders  satisfactorily.

Each  shelf  above  the  book  has  an  ornamented  strap  of  leather  projecting  over  the  edge  of  the 
books,  which  protects  the  same  :rom  dust ;  and  the  bearings  being  chilled  iron,  no  lubrication  is 
require  1.  The  cases  are  supplied  with  castors.  When  filled  with  books,  a  slight  pressure 
causes  them  to  revolve.    Will  last  a  lifetime.

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The  Annual  Report  to  the  General  Assembly  in  Chicago  presented  a 
more  hopeful  outlook  for  the  future  than  had  bee'n  anticipated  during  the 
winter  months.  The  contributions  continued  small  until  the  last  of  Feb- 
ruary. The  hard  times  and  unsettled  state  of  national  affairs  contributed 
greatly  to  this,  no  doubt.  During  the  month  of  March,  the  last  of  the 
fiscal  year,  the  contributions  increased  to  nearly  $58,000,  and  enabled 
the  Board  to  report  a  balance  of  $27,794.93  in  the  treasury  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. This  enabled  and  encouraged  the  Board  to  extend  the  work  on 
the  frontier.  Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Board  has  commis- 
sioned 154  missionaries,  of  whom  56  are  new  men,  appropriating  $50,254 
to  their  support,  thus  pledging  over  $23,000  more  than  the  entire  balance 
reported  by  the  treasury.  The  new  men  have  been  sent  to  the  "regions 
beyond,"  chiefly  to  Texas,  Colorado,  Oregon,  Washington,  Montana,  and 
other  States  and  Territories  west  of  the  Mississippi. 

This,  we  trust,  will  be  remembered  by  the  Church  in  her  contributions 
and  prayers.  These  young  men  have  gone  forth  in  the  firm  confidence 
that  they  will  not  be  forgotten  or  forsaken.  Many  of  them  will  be  en- 
tirely dependent  on  the  Board  for  their  support.  •  We  commend  them 
and  their  far-away  fields  and  labors  to  the  supplications  and  sympathies 
of  the  people  of  God. 


The  following  extracts  from  reports  of  Missionaries  will  convey  to 
the  readers  of  the  Record  the  general  state  of  the  work  on  the  fields 
mentioned.  The  reports  were  not  written  with  a  view  to  publication, 
but  will  describe  the  varieties  in  the  vinevard. 


COLORADO. 


In  the  good  providence  of  God  I  have  been  permitted  to  close  another 
quarter  of  uninterrupted  labor  in  this  field.  My  preaching  and  labors  in 
pastoral  and  Sabbath-school  work  have  been  confined  to  three  commu- 
nities, West  L —  A ,  L —  A and  L —  J .     In  the  two  latter 
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places,  the  people  have  enjoyed  but  little  service  besides ;  and  my 
labors  seem  to  be  their  only  dependence  for  the  immediate  future.  Es- 
pecially is  this  the  case  with  L —  A ,  where  I  meet  the  children  on 

Sabbath  afternoon  once  in  two  weeks,  and  preach  to  the  people,  with  in- 
creasing encouragement  of  late,  in  the  evening. 

I  have  just  entered  on  an  arrangement  by  which  I  shall  extend  my 
preaching,  in  week-day  appointments,  to  all  parts  of  the  county  where- 
ever  I  can  gather  a  few  persons  in  a  congregation,  as  this  plan  seems  to 
be  the  only  one  that  will  enable  many  persons  in  the  outlying  districts  to 
hear  preaching  at  all. 

Our  cause  is  strengthening  gradually  in  this  widely  scattered  field,  so 
that  our  people  are  encouraged  to  ask  $100  less  of  aid  for  the  coming 
year.  We  have  had  one  accession  to  the  church  during  the  quarter,  on 
profession  of  faith,  and  have  dismissed   two   members  by  letter   to  the 

church  of  D —  X .     These  latter  persons   were  members  gathered 

by  letter  from  a  sister  denomination  not  represented  in  this  field,  and 
who  would  have  been  still  wandering  about  without  church  connection, 
and  consequently  for  the  most  part  neglecting  the  public  means  of  grace, 
as  we  found  them,  but  for  the  kind  of  missionary  work  sustained  by  the 
Board  all  over  this  new  State  and  the  Territories  in  like  condition. 
What  we  lose  here  is  gain  elsewhere,  and  we  feel  that  our  cause  is  being 
strengthened  in  the  State  by  our  individual  labors. 

I  begin  a  new  year's  work  praying  and  hoping  for  the  manifestation  of 
more  abundant  results  than  in  the  past.  J.  L.  M. 


One  of  the  most  disheartening  things  about  F is,  that  I  am  receiv- 
ing no  pay  from  the  people  here  for  my  services.  I  have  now  been  here 
nearly  seven  months,  and  have  received  only  $27  of  the  $400  promised. 
The  Sabbath-school,  the  congregation,  and  the  prayer-meeting  are  all 
growing.  But  I  am  just  sick  at  heart  about  their  being  behind  in  pay- 
ment. I  am  utterly  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  do.  Assuredly  I  am  not 
able  to  stand  loss.  Well,  I  can  live  a  life  of  faith.  "  According  to  your 
faith,  so  be  it  unto  you." 

I  am  going  down  on  S A next  week  to  organize  a  church  of 

twenty  members.     We  can  organize  another  church  at   B C : 

about  ten  miles  from  S A ;  and  I  think  another  at  H ,  about 

-seven  miles  from  B C .  These  will  be  the  first  and  only  evan- 
gelical church  organizations  in  all  L county,  a  county  as  large  as 

■the  State  of  New  Jersey.  And  these  organizations  will  be  right  in  the 
midst  of  a  country  where  there  were  seven  most  horrible  murders  com- 
mitted three  years  ago.  One  Presbyterian  family  came  near  being 
'burned  out  of  house  and  home,  and  two  brothers  in  a  Presbyterian 
family  were  among  the  ones  murdered. 

I  was  down  making  a  visit  in  this  country  about  three  weeks  ago, 
prospecting,  and  never  in  all  my  life  found  a  field  so  ready  for  the  harvest. 
I  was  received  with  open  arms,  scattered  appointments  all  along  the 
way,  and  just  gave  myself  up  to  preaching  ;  and  never  in  all  my  life  did 
I  come  so  near  to  getting  whole  communities  out  to  preaching.  Perhaps 
the  Lord  may  be  opening  this  field  to  help  in  my  support. 

Said  one  man,  "I'm  a  hard  case,  but  I'll  give  one  hundred  dollars 
towards  a  church  for  the  sake  of  my  family."  Said  another,  "  I'll  give 
-one  hundred  dollars  myself  and  will  pledge  myself  to  raise  two  hundred 
more  outside  of  the  valley."  Said  another  man,  "If  a  minister  will  come 
down  among  us  and  attend  to  his  own  business,  he  will  find  abundant 
support."     "What  you  want  is,"   said  I,  "that  he  should  just  preach

Christ  and  him  crucified."  "  By  sure,"  said  a  German  standing  near, 
"dat  ish  choist  what  dis  country  needs."  Said  a  little  boy,  "I  wish 
you'd  organize  a  Sunday-school,  for  I  like  Sunday-school  better  than 
church." 

Said  a  most  estimable  Christian  lady  on  B C ,  "My  husband 

is  just  as  much  of  a  Christian  as  he  ever  was,  but  he  was  turned  out  of 
church  because  he  married  me.  They  wanted  him  to  confess  he  did 
wrong,  but  he  wouldn't  do  it  because  he  thought  he  got  a  good  wife." 
Don't  blame  him,  because  I  believe  he  did  too.     She  belongs  to  a  beloved 

Christian  family  in  G ,  Illinois.     Most  blessed  work  is  this  hunting 

the  lost  sheep  in  these  mountains  !  W.  P.  T. 

MONTANA. 

I L, ,  August  21st,  1876. 

After  notification,  I  left  last  week  en  route  for  home  by  way  of  Walla 
Walla,  Portland,  California,  and  overland.  Sabbath,  the  13th  inst.,  was 
a  glorious  day.     In  the  morning  both  sacraments  were  administered,  and 

Elder  H and   Deacon  K ordained.     In  the  evening  the  church 

was  dedicated,  free  of  debt,  in  the  presence  of  an  overflowing  congrega- 
tion ;  sermon  by  Rev.  R ,  formula  and  prayer  of  dedication  by  myself. 

My  heart  was  full  of  praise,  the  services  were  appropriate  and  satisfac- 
tory, and  all  present  seemed  to  share  in  the  enthusiasm  and  inspiration  of 
the  time.  Our  Methodist  brethren,  who  kindly  united  with  us,  were  just 
ready  to  shout.     The  memory  of  the  day  is  blessed.     Tuesday  evening 

Mrs.  Colonel  S gave  a  church   social,  largely  attended,  though  the 

day  had  been  stormy.  A  purse  of  $47  was  quietly  handed  me  to  help 
me  on  my  way,  and  citizens  generally,  saints  and  sinners,  of  all  creeds  and 
no  creeds,  wished  me  well  and  a  speedy  return.  My  chief  wonder  is 
how  they  can  feel  so  toward  myself,   for  I  have  not  spared  them.     My 

memories  of  H and  my  work  are  all  pleasant,  save  in  the  neglect  and 

failure  to  do  my  whole  duty,  and  I  feel  now  that  if  God  were  not  infinite 
in  mercy  I  would  be  without  hope.  Surely  he  has  not  rewarded  us 
according  to  our  iniquities.  Has  not  the  financial  work  been  a  glorious 
one  ?  In  thirteen  and  a  half  months  since  we  first  occupied  the  new  un- 
finished church  with  over  $3000  debt,  bearing  interest  at  one  and  a  half 
per  cent,  per  month,  the  debt  has  been  paid,  the  church  finished  and 
carpeted,  mainly  through  the  efforts  of  the  ladies,  ably  seconded  by  the 
gentlemen  and  citizens  generally,  and  contrary  to  the  established  cus- 
tom, without  dancing,  raffling,  or  the  like  in  any  of  their  entertainments. 
The  people  are  looking  anxiously  for  the  new  minister.  Several  persons 
are  ready  to  unite  by  letter,  and,  I  think,  some  on  profession,  if  the  new 
minister  be  acceptable,  and  may  God  grant  this. 

I  left  for  D L last  Friday  evening  and  preached  here  last 

night.     Our  church  here  is  growing  in  the  esteem  of  the  community,  and 

Brother  R is  encouraged.     A  paragraph  in  my  last  letter  about  one 

being  fool  enough  to  come  to  the  frontier  should  have  been  in  quotation 
marks,  as  I  do  not  regret  my  coming  here.  R. 


WEST    VIRGINIA. 

C ,  West  Virginia,  April  23d,  1877. 

I  herewith  present  my  third  quarterly  report  for  the  current  year.  It 
is  with  much  joy,  and  with  gratitude  to  God,  that  I  am  able  to  say  that 
the  quarter  just  closed  has  been  different  with  the  church  at  this  place 
from  all  the  previous  quarters  since  I  have  been  occupying  this  field. 
The  week  of  prayer  was  observed,  but  without  any  special  manifesta-

tions  of  the  Spirit's  presence.  Some  meetings  holding  in  other  churches, 
with  considerable  success,  induced  me  to  make  a  further  effort,  by  in- 
viting  Brother   H ,    of    Calvary    church,    P .       He   came   and 

preached  almost  three  weeks,  and  to  crowded  and  anxious  audiences. 
The  results  were  in  part  gathered  at  the  communion  following,  when 
nineteen  were  added  to  the  church  on  profession  of  faith,  with  three  by 
certificate.  These  were  mainly  from  those  already  members  of  the  con- 
gregation and  supporters,  so  that  thereby  little  addition  has  been  made 
to  the  financial  strength  of  the  church.  There  has,  however,  been  an 
evident  increase  of  interest  in  all  the  work  of  the  church.  I  had  con- 
cluded over  six  months  ago  to  give  up  this  part  of  my  field,  feeling  that 
the  prospect  was  so  hopeless,  and  had  so  far  completed  my  arrangements 
to  do  so,  that  I  could  not  do  otherwise  than  pursue  my  plan.  I  feel, 
however,  rmuch  better  satisfied  to  leave  this  church  in  its  present 
refreshed  condition,  than  had  I  gone  away  from  it  still  cold  and  lifeless. 
The  seed  sown  here  with  much  anxiety  has  not  been  in  vain. 

There  is  nothing  special  to  report  from  H ,  R ,  and  P , 

except  that  my  audiences  there  are  good.  At  P a  Union  Sabbath- 
school  has  been  organized  in  our  church,  which  promises  well.  Both 
these  churches  are  making  extra  efforts  to  secure  increased  services,  and 
I  think  will  succeed.  G.  K.  S. 


CALIFORNIA. 

On  a  general   survey  of  the  work,  considering  the  kind  of  work  that 
had  to  be  done,  I  think  we  should  be  encouraged.     You  will  notice  in 

the  Occident  of  the  14th  inst.  an  account  of  our  dedication  at  E —  G . 

Mr.   McD ,  a  man  of  considerable  experience  in  working  on  such 

fields,  gives  his  opinion  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  field  there, 
perhaps  rather  more  encouraging  than  I  should  have  dared.  We  feel 
that  the  Lord  has  prospered  us.  We  feel  encouraged  in  the  fact  that 
there  has  been  perfect  harmony  among  the  members  during  the  erection 
of  the  church,  and  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  society  has  improved 
under  the  ordeal,  for  it  has  been  an  ordeal  indeed.  To  you,  no  doubt,  it 
is  "an  oft  told  tale,"  that  need  not  be  repeated.  We  now  hope  soon  to 
see  our  church  free  from  debt,  situate  in  a  growing  town,  with  a  popu- 
lation that  is  comparatively  permanent,  on  a  line  of  railroad  that  will 
always  bring  many  to  the  town,  it  being  the  main  line  across  the  conti- 
nent. We  have  begun  our  Sabbath-school.  It  does  not  number  many 
as  yet,  since  the  Methodist  Episcopal  society  holds  one  in  their  new 
church  every  Sabbath — ours  only  on  alternate  Sabbaths.    Our  missionary 

has  long  been  anxious  to  have  me  establish  an  appointment  at  L ,  a 

town  on  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad.  I  was  utterly  unable  until  this 
quarter.  I  now  have  a  monthly  appointment  at  three  P.  M.,  and  occa- 
sionally twice  a  month.     I  want  to  hold  it  tenaciously,  as  it  is  bound  to 

outreach  W ,  it  being  on  the  railroad,  and  W two  and  a  half 

miles  away.     It  (L )  is  now  taking  a  start,  having  lain  dormant  for 

some  time.  Our  elder  is  the  superintendent  of  a  flourishing  Sabbath- 
school.  The  Congregationalists  have  an  organization  there,  but  they 
came  in  after  we  had  a  foothold,  so  they  are  the  interlopers,  if  any  one 

is.     I  have  wanted  to  preach  at  G ,  but  have  been  unable.    My  field 

is  so  broad  now  that  it  taxes  my  time  and  strength  to  the  utmost — twen- 
ty-five miles  in  length.     I  do  not  want  to  undertake  a  field  without 

doing  the  work  somewhat  thoroughly,  and  I  cannot  do  that  at  G at 

present.     As  to  W ,  I  have  nothing  new  to  report,  further  than  that 

our  congregations  are  larger  now,  I  think,  than  they  have  ever  been 
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before.  The  Sabbath-school  (union)  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition — 
never  better.  They  have  agitated  the  subject  of  building  or  buying  a 
parsonage,  but  nothing  has  been  done  as  yet.  One  person  has  made 
application  to  unite  next  communion  by  profession ;  one  united  last  com- 
munion by  letter. 

FROM    KANSAS. 

Ottawa,  Kansas,  March  21st,  1877. 

Dear  Brother — As  I  was  about  to  send  the  contribution  of  our  church 
to  your  Board,  I  thought  I  would  write  a  note  to  you.  A  blank  has 
been  sent  to  me  for  a  report,  but  I  have  thought  that  as  my  service  under 
the  Board  last  year  was  such  a  short  one,  it  would  not  be  worth  while 
to  report  it.  I  must  have  had  the  blues  when  I  wrote  to  you  some 
months  ago,  and  I  have  realized  since  that  time  what  you  wrote  to  me, 
that  it  is  still  true  "  the  Lord  reigns."  The  trustees  of  my  church, 
almost  to  their  own  disappointment,  found  that  they  were  going  to  be 
abl«  to  pay  my  salary  without  calling  on  the  Board,  and  have  determined 
to  do  the  same  thing  the  present  year.  On  our  Christmas  tree  I  found 
an  envelope  with  $101  for  my  gift,  and  so  I  find  the  debts  that  were 
harassing  me  about  all  paid,  and  a  good  many  encouraging  things  in  my 
work.  My  salary  will  still  have  to  be  supplemented  by  our  own  funds, 
and  I  will  be  much  the  largest  contributor  to  my  own  support;  but  I 
hope  the  better  times  coming  will  regulate  that.  One  thing  that  troubles 
me  is  the  fact  that  the  severe  effort  required  to  make  up  the  salary  seems 
to  stop  almost  everything  else. 

We  greatly  need  an  addition  to  our  church  building  that  would  help 
us  every  way,  but  fear  to  begin  it,  as  we  do  not  want  debt.  It  requires 
a  skillful  financier  to  manage  our  pecuniary  affairs,  and  I  am  fortunate  in 
having  a  wife  who  does  that  and  other  things  also  very  well.  The  box  you 
recommended  to  be  sent  us  is  to  be  here  soon,  and  I  have  no  doubt  will 
be  quite  a  help.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  effort  of  this  church  to  be  self-sup- 
porting shows  that  others  might  do  likewise  if  they  had  the  mind.  I 
would  be  sorry  to  have  any  church,  that  deserves  help,  and  really  needs 
it,  cut  off  by  the  Board;  but  I  believe  it  would  be  a  blessing  to  some  of 
the  churches  now  resting  on  the  Board  if  they  were  compelled  to  fall 
back  on  their  undeveloped  resources.  You  remember  Dr.  J.  W.  Alex- 
ander said  that  the  way  young  preachers  should  learn  to  preach  without 
notes  was  the  way  puppies  were  taught  to  swim,  viz.,  by  "chucking 
them  in."  I  am  inclined  to  think  some  "chucking  in"  process  would  be 
good  for  some  o(  the  churches  as  to  the  art  of  self-support.  C.  D.  M. 


L ,  Kansas,  Mareh  12th,  1877. 

It  is  past  the  time  for  making  the  final  report  for  the  year.  I  delayed, 
to  give  the  people  time  to  settle  up  their  subscription,  which  they  have 
not  quite  done.  They  promise  to  complete  the  work  and  make  full  pay- 
ment in  a  very  short  time. 

I  have  been  very  mueh  erippled  in  my  work  for  ten  months  past  by 
sickness  in  my  family.  Most  of  that  time  my  wife  has  been  confined  to 
her  room,  and  mueh  of  the  time  to  her  bed.  My  mother  is  with  me,  and 
for  seven  months  she  has  been  helpless  and  blind.  I  had  hired  help  in 
the  house  altogether  about  half  of  the  time,  but  have  not  been  able  to 
bear  the  expense  all  the  time.  I  do  all  the  house-work,  including  wash- 
ing. On  Sabbath  I  get  the  breakfast,  clear  up  the  house,  milk  the  cow, 
and  drive  to  my  appointments,  and  get  there  ahead  of  time.     My  own 
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health  has  been  good,  so  that  I  have  missed  but  one  appointment  in  the 
quarter,  and  that  on  account  of  a  severe  storm. 

There  have  been  five  additions  to  the  church  during-  the  quarter.  The 
field  is  steadily  increasing-  in  interest.  Immigration  is  pouring  in  rapidly. 
I  have  raised  five  dollars  and  a  half  on  the  field  for  the  Board,  which 
you  will  please  deduct  from  my  quarter's  dues.  J.  C.  McE.

The  Lord  has  been  very  good  to  poor  me.  He  has  promoted  me.  For 
over  forty  years  I  was  the  Lord's  working  servant,  but  now  I  am  his 
waiting  servant.

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Extracts  from  reports  of  pastors  under  Sustentation,  which  illustrate 
the  progress  made. 

PROGRESS. 

Our  church  now  numbers  fifty-four,  sextuple  what  it  was  two  and  a 
half  years  ago,  with  a  prospect  of  considerable  increase  at  our  coming 
communion.  Yet  we  mourn  the  want  of  any  special  manifestations  of 
the  presence  and  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  such  as  are  enjoyed  in  so 
many  portions  of  the  Church.  For  this,  however,  we  are  hoping  and 
praying.  Our  attendance  on  the  ordinances  is  regularly  increasing, 
especially  since  we  entered  our  new  church  in  December  last.  With  the 
opening  of  the  summer  we  anticipate  the  revival  of  business  in  the  new 
borough  and  the  A.  Y.  Railroad  shops.  For  want  of  this  many  have 
felt  themselves  too  poor  to  assist  in  building  the  church  or  supporting 
the  ordinances;  hence  the  natural  pride  of  the  human  heart  has  kept 
them  away  thus  far:  but  with  the  above  revivals,  especially  of  God's 
Spirit,  we  long  and  look  for  blessed  results. 

Our  other  church  edifice  is  built  in  the  village  of  M ,  at  a  dia- 
gonal point  some  four  miles  from  the  three  churches  of  P ,  P 

C ,  and  Y ,  with  no  church  of  any  denomination  in  the  immediate 

vicinity,  and  where  the  people  have  manifested  special  desire  for  the  gos- 
pel. 1  have  preached  there  regularly  in  the  afternoon  of  the  Sabbath  for 
about  twenty  months,  holding  Sabbath-school  besides  when  the  days 
were  long  enough  in  the  summer,  as  we  had  no  place  for  evening  service 

at  Y until  we  entered  our  new  house.     Although  the  house  is  built 

and  to  be  deeded  to  the  Presbyterian  Church,  yet  it  is  not  contemplated 
to  have  a  separate  organization,  at  least  for  the  present ;  and  the  proba- 
bility is  that  soon  the  pastors  of  the  three  above-named  churches,  with  a 
U.  P.  pastor  in  the  bounds,  will  arrange  to  preach  monthly  each  in  the 
church.     The  attendance  and  attention  are  always  excellent.         J.  K. 


Our  people  are  very  much  in  earnest,  and  have  labored  with  heart  and 
hand  to  do  what  they  could  for  the  cause  of  Christ;  and  in  laboring  for 
others,  their  own  souls  have  been  blessed  and  strengthened  in  the  faith. 
Fourteen  have  been  added  to  our  number  during  the  year,  and  our  Sab- 
bath-school has  increased  from  40  to  198,  so  that  we  feel  in  every  respect 
much  stronger  than  we  did  twelve  months  ago.  There  are  quite  a  num- 
ber throughout  the  neighborhood  who  do  not  attend  church  anywhere. 
These  we  hope  to  gather  in,  if  possible. 

Owing  to  hard  times,  our  financial  condition  is  about  as  it  was  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Your  assistance  has  been  always  gratefully 
received,  and  while  we  are  still  in  need  of  aid,  we  hope  you  will  assist 
us  not  only  bv  your  appropriation  but  by  your  prayers.     Pray  for  us.

VISITS  TO  COLLEGES  AND  SEMINARIES. 
The  month  of  March  was  devoted  by  the  Secretary  to  visiting  institu- 
tions where  candidates  under  care  of  the  Board  were  pursuing  their 
studies.  As  some  account  of  these  visits  may  serve  to  bring  these 
institutions  more  distinctly  before  the  churches  for  their  kind  considera- 
tion and  support,  we  propose  to  give  a  report  of  what  we  saw  and  heard 
somewhat  in  detail  through  successive  numbers  of  our  Monthly.  Our 
course  was  first  southward,  and  we  began  with 

Howard   University,    Washington,  D.  G. 

This,  as  is  generally  known,  was  founded  by  the  Freednian's  Bureau, 
for  the  education  of  colored  youth  of  both  sexes.     But  with  all  the  in- 
formation in  circulation  respecting  it,  we  must  confess  to  our  surprise  at 
the  large  and  liberal  scale  on  which  we  found  it  to  be  designed  and  carried 
out.     It  occupies  a  commanding  site  just  outside   the  city,  and  forms  a 
conspicuous  feature  in  the  landscape.     The  main  building  is  an  elegant 
structure,  perfectly  white,  168  feet  long  by  50  deep,  and  four  stories  high, 
containing  the   recitation  and   lecture-rooms,  chapel,  library,    museum, 
philosophical  rooms,  all  arranged  and  fitted  up  in  the  best  style.     At  right 
angles  with  this,  and  a  short  distance  in  the  rear,  is  the  dormitory  for  the 
ladies,  fitted  up  with  every  convenience  for  the  accommodation  of  140 
students.     Then  some  rods  away,  but  parallel  to  the  main  building,  is  the 
dormitory  for  the  young  men.     Around  and  in  front  of  these  is  the  Uni- 
versity Park,  covering  an  area  of  nearly  300  acres.     Adjoining  this,  at 
the  foot  of  the  hill,  are  the  buildings  for  the  medical  department  and 
hospital.     The   intention  was  to  furnish    an   institution  which   should 
carry  students  through  all  departments  of  study,  Academical,  Prepara- 
tory, Collegiate  and  Professional.     For  reasons  which  we  have  not  time 
to  detail,  the  Theological  department  has  been  by  the  vote  of  the  Trus- 
tees passed  over  into  the  hands  of  the  Washington  City  Presbytery,  and 
has  been  mainly  managed  by  Professor  Lorenzo  Westcott,  to  whose  zeal 
and  patience  and  energy  we  largely  owe  the  hold  which  Presbyterians 
have  on  this  institution. 

After  observing  recitations  in  the  lower  departments,  we  were  ushered 
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into  the  Theological  class  room.  Here  were  over  thirty  young  men 
assembled,  listening  to  a  lecture  from  one  of  whom  we  had  not  heard. 
He  was  rivetting  the  attention  of  his  students,  and  he  soon  rivetted  ours 
also,  by  the  strong  and  forcible  manner  in  which  he  grasped  his  points  and 
drove  them  home.  Our  curiosity  was  much  piqued  as  to  who  he 
could  be.  No  Presbyterian  that  we  knew.  Could  he  then  be  a  Metho- 
dist? This  was  soon  settled  in  the  negative.  A  Baptist?  We  gave 
that  up.  Plainly  it  was  a  thorough-going  Calvinist  who  had  studied 
the  Bible  in  the  original  tongues,  and  was  a  firm  believer  in  all  the 
truths  of  our  Catechism.  And  here  he  was  earnestly  fastening  into  the 
minds  of  the  future  teachers  of  our  Freedmen  the  doctrines  respecting 
Christ  and  the  fulfilment  of  Prophecy,  which  were  to  make  them  fit  minis- 
ters of  the  new  covenant.  It  was  not  until  after  the  lecture  was  over 
and  Dr.  Westcott  had  come  in,  that  we  learned  the  name  of  the  eminent 
divine  who  had  so  much  pleased  us.  It  was  none  other  than  the  Rev. 
Dr.  A.  W.  Pitzer,  Pastor  of  the  Central  Presbyterian  church,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Southern  Assembly,  and  author  of  the  two  excellent  works, 
"  Ecce  Deus-Homo"  and  "Christ,  the  Teacher."  Thus  the  mystery 
was  solved,  and  it  was  to  us  a  matter  for  special  gratification  to  discover 
that  this  able  man  had,  at  the  invitation  of  Professor  Westcott,  consented 
to  give  lectures  twice  a  week  to  the  Theological  classes  gratuitously. 
Thus  these  two  brethren — we  say  it  to  their  special  honor,  while  North- 
ern and  Southern  Assemblies  are  debating  how  to  bring  about  "  fraternal 
relations"  between  the  two  bodies — are  already  maintaining  effective 
cooperation  in  training  ministers  for  that  very  class  of  our  population 
who  have  been  the  grand  cause  of  contention  between  the  two  portions 
of  our  country.  0  si  sic  orpnesf  and  Dr.  Pitzer,  let  it  be  remembered, 
is  a  representative  man.  His  labors  in  Howard  University  are  to  us  a 
sign  and  presage  of  a  more  extensive  cooperation  all  over  the  South  in 
the  great  work  of  evangelizing  the  colored  people  just  as  soon  as  minis- 
ters will  allow  themselves  to  come  together  and  understand  each  other. 

Another  associate  with  Professor  Westcott,  and  on  the  same  free  terms, 
is  Dr.  John  G.  Butler  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  We  were  present  at  the 
lectures  of  all  three,  and  had  the  opportunity  of  examining  the  students 
on  their  proficiency,  as  well  as  of  addressing  them  on  behalf  of  the  Board. 
As  the  result,  we  must  testify  to  our  entire  satisfaction  with  the  course 
pursued,  and  excellent  quality  of  the  instruction  given.  Of  course  the 
whole  curriculum  of  studies  pursued  in  our  more  advanced  seminaries 
is  not  adopted  here  ;  nor  is  it  necessary  now.  The  aim  is  to  fit  the  can- 
didates for  their  special  work,  and  for  this  it  must  be  said  they  mostly 
promise  well.  Several  of  them  evinced  superior  intelligence,  and  will 
yet  be  heard  from. 

The  only  thing  to  be  lamented  is  that  this  Department  of  Theology  is 
not  thoroughly  endowed  and  secured  in  the  control  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  It  has  been  formally  passed  over  by  the  Trustees  into  the  hands 
of  the  Washington   City  Presbytery,  with  the  privilege  of  using  the 
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class  rooms,  dormitories,  library,  &c,  free  of  charge,  and  on  the  sole  con- 
dition of  managing  it  in  a  liberal  spirit,  and  holding  it  free  for  all  denomi- 
nations. But  it  must  be  manned,  and  the  three  clergymen  above  men- 
tioned are  holding  the  fort  as  a  forlorn  hope,  biding  the  time  when  the 
Church  will  give  it  the  needed  support.  It  is  an  opportunity  not  to  be 
lost.  It  gives  our  denomination  a  strong  position  at  the  Capital,  in  the 
midst  of  a  large  negro  population.  It  puts  us  also  in  a  position  of  com- 
manding religious  influence  at  the  University  itself,  enabling  us  to 
utilize  all  the  advantages  presented  by  the  lower  courses  of  study,  and 
to  gather  in,  as  far  as  possible,  the  best  minds  there  trained  into  the  minis- 
try. Besides  this,  the  Capital  affords  abundant  opportunities  to  the  stu- 
dents for  obtaining  incidental  employment  towards  their  own  support,  and 
for  exercising  their  own  gifts  in  practical  labors  c.mong  those  of  their  race. 
A  better  chance  for  forwarding  our  work  among  the  Freedmen  could 
hardly  be  asked  for.  The  question  is,  shall  we  lose  it  by  simple  neglect, 
or  shall  we  secure  it  by  endowing  or  pledging  the  support  of  two  chairs 
at  least,  so  that  the  Professors  laboring  here  shall  give  their  full  time  to 
their  work?  All  honor  to  the  men  who  are  at  their  own  cost  keeping 
ing  the  chance  open  for  us.  Where  are  the  large-hearted  philanthropists 
who  will  come  up  to  their  help  ?

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  F.  J.  C.  Schneider  and  his 
family,  of  Brazil,  Rev.  A.  M.  Merwin  and  his  family,  of  Chili,  and  Rev. 
F.  J.  Newton  and  his  family,  of  India,  have  arrived  in  this  country. 
Messrs.  Merwin  and  Newton  are  on  a  visit  for  reasons  of  health.  Mr. 
Schneider,  much  to  his  regret  and  also  that  of  the  Board,  does  not  expect 
to  return  to  Brazil — at  least  for  the  present. 

New  Communicants. — Five  new  communicants  were  received  at 
Chefoo,  China ;  three  at  Chihmeh,  an  interior  place  connected  with 
Chefoo;  one  at  Nanking,  and  five  at  Canton.  Two  converts  were 
received  at  Teheran,  Persia.  Five  new  communicants  were  received  at 
Abeih,  Syria ;  four  at  Ibl,  near  Sidon,  and  eight  at  Sidon. 

New  church  organized  in  Japan. — At  Shinagawa,  between  Yoko- 
hama and  Tokio  or  Yedo,  a  church  of  fourteen  members  has  been  organ- 
ized, with  its  elders  and  deacons.

THE  YEAR  ENDED. 

On  the  30th  of  April  another  financial  year  of  our  work  ended.  We 
have  space  here  but  for  a  few  tines.  Owing  to  reduced  appropriations 
and  to  lower  exchange  on  payments  in  gold,  the  balance  on  the  wrong 
side  was  less  than  we  feared  it  would  be, — $6,845.06.  This  debt,  added 
to  that  of  the  preceding  year,  makes  the  present  indebtedness  $43,032.99. 
We  regret  still  more  to  state  that  owing  to  the  death  of  three  mission- 
aries and  the  return  of  others,  the  number  of  ministers  from  this  country 
is  now  ten  less  than  it  was  a  year  ago;  only  two  ordained  new  mission- 
aries were  sent  out  last  year.  We  need  not  try  to  say  how  much  we 
regret  these  facts. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  see  with  thankfulness  and  even  with  admira- 
tion, that  in  no  former  year  was  there  greater  self-denial  and  liberality 
in  the  support  of  this  cause,  all  things  considered.  This  has  been  sig- 
nally manifest  among  the  women  of  the  Church.  We  are  grateful  also 
to  report  an  increased  number  of  native  missionaries.  And  we  are  glad  to 
mention  that  six  brethren,  from  four  of  the  seminaries,  are  under  appoint- 
ment and  expect  to  be  sent  to  different  fields  in  a  few  months.  "  Onward,'1 
as  we  enter  upon  another  year — in  the  sense  of  Psalm  lxxi.  16. 

May  12M. — The  foregoing  paragraphs  were  written  two  days  ago. 
We  are  very  grateful  now  to  add  that  the  Buard  is  free  from  debt. 
This  is  indeed  a  cause  of  thanksgiving.  The  noble  gift  of  $50,000  by 
Mrs.  John  C.  Green,  of  this  city,  will  call  forth  great  gratitude  to  God. 
We  trust  it  will  greatly  advance  the  cause,  which  so  commends  itself 
to  the  judgment  and  sympathy  of  our  Christian  friends. 


OGOWE   REPORT   FOR   1876,  BY  REV.  R.  H.  NASSAU,  M.D.

Anxious  Waiting — Change  of  Base. 

I  waited  two  months  deliberating,  compelled  thereto  by  the  advice 
of   my  Akele  patron,   who   said   that   if  I  was   precipitate,  he  could 
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get  none  of  niy  goods  back,  but  that  if  I  kept  quiet,  and  left  the  matter 
in  his  hands,  he  would  try  and  recover  them.  I  yielded  to  him.  While 
waiting,  I  was  very  sick  for  t  vo  weeks,  but  not  with  fever.  Recovering, 
I  visited  around  in  other  parts  of  the  river,  looking  for  a  suitable  place 
to  which  to  remove,  if  removal  should  be  decided  on.  In  this  I  had  to 
be  alone,  advising  with  no  one  (Mr.  Reading  had  returned  to  his  Gaboon 
station)  lest  I  excite  suspicion  and  thus  make  removal  difficult,  as  always 
is  the  case  with  white  men,  according  to  the  customs  of  this  country. 
Waiting  for  my  native  patron  to  act,  accomplished  nothing  toward  the 
recovery  of  a  single  stolen  article.  I  do  not  think  he  was  a  partaker  in 
the  robbery,  but  he  played  a  double  part  between  me  and  the  family  of 
thieves  who  were  numerous  and  powerful.     So  I  left. 

That  short  sentence  covers  a  month  of  anxious  thought  and  prayer,  and 
prudent  planning,  and  acting  on  various  motives,  so  as  to  get  away  in 
peace.  I  left  the  house,  not  abandoning  it,  but  keeping  it  up  as  a  station 
under  the  charge  of  Kongolo,  a  member  of  Miss  Nassau's  Benita  Theo- 
logical Class,  one  of  the  only  two  professing  Christians  in  my  household, 
and  the  only  one  on  whose  truth  and  honesty  I  could  fully  rely.  On 
October  31st,  I  came  down  the  river  thirty-five  miles,  to  the  confines  of 
the  Galwa  tribe,  and,  with  a  desperate  effort  at  resolution,  set  to  work 
to  begin  over  the  clearing,  planning,  hut-living,  and  close- quartered, 
narrow-comforted  life  of  the  pioneering  of  the  eighteen  previous  months. 

Hopeful  new  Beginning. 

And  here  begins  the  third  period,  viz.,  of  hope.  I  settled  on  a  beau- 
tiful hill,  "  Kangwe,"  which  has  a  mountain  spring  of  pure,  clear,  cold 
water,  unsurpassed  in  our  mission — with  an  extensive  view — and  access 
convenient  to  the  trading  houses,  for  sending  and  receiving  mails,  <&c. 
I  do  not  feel  hardly  toward  the  Bakele.  I  liked  and  still  like  them  for 
some  reasons.  I  bore  with  their  uncouth  wildness  for  the  sake  of  Christ 
and  duty,  and,  while  so  acting,  privations  did  not  seem  so  sharp  as  they 
aow  in  memory  do,  when  1  compare  the  Bakele  with  the  Galwa  people 
about  Kangwe.  I  have  exchanged  dirty  bodies  for  comparative  cleanli- 
ness ;  rudeness,  for  a  degree  of  politeness ;  boisterousness  for  respectful 
attention;  slight  attendance  at  religious  services,  for  a  crowded  house 
daily  ;  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  children  to  be  taught,  for  a  rush 
of  eager  little  ones  who  awaited  my  daily  return  from  my  building  work, 
and  who  kept  the  evening  hours  busy  with  the  alphabet  until  I  was  posi- 
tively weary ;  indifference  to  religious  conversation,  for  a  curiosity  that 
forced  on  at  least  every  other  evening  an  animated  discussion  of  native 
superstitions,  customs,  &c,  as  touching  God  and  his  law. 

And  in  twenty  working  days  I  finished  my  first  temporary  bamboo 
house -at  Kangwe.  One  objection  (by  the  natives)  to  the  place  is  that 
there  are  no  Galwa  on  that  side  of  the  river — nor  indeed  any  people — 
except  Bakele  and  Fangwe  back  in  the  forest,  and  the  GaJwa  fear  them. 
I  like  the  position,  sufficiently  distant  from  the  dance  and  drum  of  the 
villages  to  secure  quiet  nights,  (which  I  have  never  had  at  any  of  the 
stations  I  have  heretofore  occupied,)  and  yet  near  enough  for  ready 
access  for  all  who  shall  want  to  see  me,  or  whom  I  shall  wish  to  visit 
I  think  I  did  rightly  in  removing  to  Kangwe.  And  my  Belambila  work 
is  not  lost.  It  succeeds  under  Kongolo.  He  reports  that  the  people 
attend  services,  that  children  begin  to  learn,  and  that  two  inquirers  have 
asked  him  about  "changing  their  hearts."  I  am  blest,  even  though  it 
was  not  to  my  ears  that  this  wish  was  first  expressed. 
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INLAND  EYANGELIZATION,  CHINA. 

The  Rev.  Jasper  S.  Mcllvaine  writes  as  follows  from  Tsi  Ning  Chow,, 
Shantung,  February  8th,  1877 

In  pursuance  of  the  design  already  mentioned  to  you  of  making  a  mis- 
sionary journey  westward,  I  left  Chinan  Nan  Foo  three  weeks  since  with 
Mr.  Kiang,  the  native  helper  from  Ping  Foo.  Taking  the  road  south- 
ward, we  reached  in  three  days  a  city  called  Ning  Yang  Hien — an  aver- 
age third-rank  city — and  spent  Sunday  there.  We  spent  a  good  part  of 
the  day  on  the  streets,  and  of  course  had  plenty  of  listeners, — many  who 
looked  at  the  foreigner  as  at  a  show,  but  some  who  seemed  to  desire  to 
know  what  this  new  doctrine  might  be.  The  American  Methodist  mis- 
sionaries in  Peking  have  a  little  work  started  fifteen  miles  north  by 
west  from  this  place. 

Next  day  we  reached  Yen  Chow  Foo.  It  is  a  large  place,  and  as  we 
happened  to  strike  the  time  of  the  Annual  Literary  Examination,  the 
opening  for  preaching  was  all  the  greater.  We  found,  however,  that  the 
literary  men  were  here  on  their  own  ground  and  even  more  supercilious 
than  usual.  Only  ten  miles  to  the  East  is  Kii  Foo  the  home  of  Confu- 
cius, and  every  man  you  meet  from  that  vicinity  betrays  a  degree  of 
vanity  in  regard  to  his  historic  ground.  So  of  course  the  literary  men  of 
the  place  feel  resentment  toward  any  one  who  shall  venture  to  take  away 
the  preeminence  of  their  sage.  We  spent  three  days  there  preaching 
and  selling  books,  doing  less  of  the  latter,  however,  on  account  of  the 
hard  times,  the  whole  year's  crops  having  been  almost  a  failure.  The 
country  about  there  is  naturally  a  very  fertile  plain,  and  was  one  of  the 
earliest  centres  of  population  and  government  in  China.  The  traditions 
of  Kii  Foo  date  back  to  more  than  2,000  B.C.  The  population  of  the 
plain  is  now  very  dense,  and  apparently  very  straitened,  the  villages  all 
wearing  a  dilapidated  appearance.  Little  do  these  poor  country  people  of 
China  know  of  what  we  call  the  luxuries  of  life.  To  get  enough  to  eat 
and  to  keep  warm  through  the  winter  are  their  principal  cares,  and  they 
say  and  think  as  little  as  possible  about  death.  Yet  every  village  has 
its  temples,  and  they  always,  except  in  the  case  of  children  and  the  very 
poor,  try  to  do  something  for  the  repose  of  the  dead. 

Twenty  miles  south-west  from  Yen  Chow  Foo  is  the  city  from  which 
1  write.  It  lies  on  the  Grand  Canal,  and  is  the  largest  commercial  cen- 
tre in  the  south-west  of  ihe  Province.  In  fact,  I  have  not  seen  so  great 
a  concourse  of  people  at  d  so  much  trade  any  where  in  the  province, 
except  at  the  capital.  1  Uere  are  many  southern  people  here  doing  busi- 
ness, and  I  was  quite  taken  by  surprise  to  see  a  steam  dredging  boat 
lying  along  the  shore  of  the  canal.  There  is  an  impression  among  the 
people  that  a  foreign  commercial  house  is  to  be  opened  here  this  year.  I 
am  constantly  asked  about  it.  I  do  not  know  the  origin  of  the  impres- 
sion. Finding  so  large  and  important  an  opening  for  work,  I  determined 
to  hold  on  here  for  the  present.  But  as  I  had  at  the  outset  only  planned 
for  a  twenty  days'  trip,  the  native  helper  claimed  the  right  to  return  and 
spend  (Chinese)  New  Year's  with  his  family  at  Chi  Nan  Foo.  He  ac- 
cordingly has  gone  back,  leaving  me  a  few  days  alone,  but  I  expect  a 
man  in  his  place  day  after  to-morrow.  I  stop  at  an  inn  where  I  have 
things  quite  comfortable.  I  do  as  much  preaching  and  book-selling  as  I 
can,  being  limited,  however,  by  my  weak  throat.  I  have  been  invited  to 
call  at  two  places,  the  house  of  a  wealthy  Mohammedan  and  the  store  of 
a  wholesale  hatter,  and  was  well  received  at  both  places.  AttheMohamme- 
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dan  mosque,  however,  the  old  priest  met  me  with  the  remark  that  they 
did  not  want  my  books,  and  when  he  found  I  had  come  to  talk,  took  the 
conversation  into  his  own  bands,  detailing  a  variety  of  absurd  traditions, 
evidently  determined  to  maintain  a  good  appearance  before  his  own  peo- 
ple, who  were  crowding  round.  I  tried  to  get  a  testimony  to  the  saving 
truth,  but  as  he  got  to  making  unfavorable  comparisons  between  Jesus  and 
Mohammed,  I  broke  short  the  interview  and  left  him. 

When  not  occupied  with  preaching,  I  work  at  a  tract  designed  to  con- 
vey information  to  and  convince  the  Mohammedans.  The  argument  goes 
over  a  large  ground,  including  the  integrity  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments, the  divinity  of  Christ,  the  perfection  of  his  work,  and  the  inferi- 
ority of  Mohammed,  his  book,  and  his  religion.  I  find  the  preparatory 
study  very  interesting  and  profitable,  and  hope  the  work  done  may  be  of 
advantage  both  to  the  Mohammedans  and  to  the  native  Christians  who 
will  have  to  meet  them  in  controversy. 

How  long  I  shall  stop  here  I  do  not  know.  If  I  had  a  good  compan- 
ion, I  should  be  glad  to  make  a  move  to  the  West,  and  locate  in  Si 
Ngan  Foo,  the  great  city  of  North-western  China,  the  capital  of  Shen  Si 
province,  about  which  Dr.  Nevius  and  I  wrote  in  last  year's  appeal  for 
help.  It  is  the  great  point  in  China — indeed  in  Eastern  Asia — which 
remains  to  be  occupied.  When  there  is  a  preaching  place  established 
there,  the  subsequent  work  for  the  evangelization  of  China  will  be  a  mat- 
ter of  detail.  The  great  field  lies  invitingly  before  our  own,  at  the  other 
end  of  the  great  central  section  of  China.  Can  we  not  occupy  it?  I 
should  be  sorry  to  wait  until  there  is  a  steamboat  plying  up  the  Yellow 
river.  I  do  not  ask  anything  for  travelling  expenses  or  rent,  as  my  salary 
will  cover  that,  but  as  yet  am  held  back  by  want  of  a  co-laborer. 

Of  my  present  work  I  can  only  assure  you  that  in  some  poor  way  the 
name  and  doctrine  of  Christ  are  preached ;  and  there  is  a  promise  that 
the  word  shall  not  return  in  vain. 

I  should  mention  that  I  am  much  pleased  with  the  new  arrivals.  They 
both  set  about  the  work  with  interest  and  promise  of  usefulness.  Com- 
mending myself  and  the  work  here  to  the  interest  and  prayers  of  all  at 
home,  I  am,  &c. 


HALTING  BETWEEN  TWO  OPINIONS. 

The  Rev.  R.  Thackwell,  writing  at  Rawal  Pindi,  India,  March  18th, 
1877,  mentions  several  cases  of  natives  convinced  that  the  Chiistian 
religion  is  true,  but  not  making  a  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ. 
We  have  room  but  for  one  of  these  examples.     We  omit  the  names. 

...  A  Sikh  chief,  who  had  distinguished  himself  in  the  interests  of 
the  Indian  Government  and  was  rewarded  with  the  honor  of  knighthood 
and  a  considerable  estate  with  which  to  support  his  dignity,  was  very 
illiterate  ;  he  could  read  a  little  Punjabi,  but  could  not  write  in  any 
character.  He  had,  however,  a  good  mind,  was  very  shrewd,  and 
showed  remarkable  powers  of  observation.  He  was  a  good  judge  of 
character,  and  had  a  fund  of  information  on  various  topics  truly  surpris- 
ing. To  him  the  saying  is  attributed  that  if  all  the  Europeans  in  India 
were  like  Sir  Donald  McLeod,  the  country  would  have  been  Christian- 
ized long  ago.  All  his  sons  were  educated  in  our  mission  school,  except 
perhaps  the  eldest.  He  told  me  that  he  believed  Jesus  was  the  Saviour 
of  men  and  prayed  to  him  as  such.  I  was  much  interested  and  surprised 
at  the  statement.     On  further  conversing  with  him,  I  learned  that  it  was 
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his  habit  to  get  his  sons  to  read  the  Scriptures  to  him,  and  in  this  way 
he  had  become  quite  familiar  with  the  plan  of  salvation.  I  had  many- 
conversations  with  him  on  the  subject  of  religion,  and  one  day  I  told  the 
old  gentleman  that  one  of  his  sons  wished  to  be  baptized.  This  was  too 
much  for  him  ;  he  could  not  bear  the  idea  of  his  son's  making  a  public- 
profession  of  his  faith,  though  he  would  gladly  have  had  him  receive 
the  principles  of  the  gospel  into  his  heart  and  be  made  a  better  man. 
The  old  gentleman  died  as  he  had  lived,  nominally  a  Sikh,  in  reality  a 
believer  in  Christianity. 

One  of  his  sons,  ,  became  so  persuaded  of  the  truth  of  the  Chris- 
tian religion  that  he  determined  to  become  a  Christian,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose came  to  my  house  in  company  with  the  native  pastor  of  the  mission 
church  to  ask  for  baptism.  I  prayed  with  him  and  spoke  of  the  opposi- 
tion which  he  might  expect.  "  Sir,"  said  he,  "  God  will  give  grace  to 
those  who  wish  to  do  his  will  so  as  to  overcome  all  opposition  and  to 
give  up  all  for  Christ."  Words  nobly,  and,  no  doubt,  at  the  time,  sin- 
cerely spoken.  This  was  several  years  ago,  but  he  is  not  yet,  and  per- 
haps never  will  be  baptized.  He  told  me  afterward  that  when  he  spoke 
to  his  young  wife  of  his  intention  to  become  a  Christian,  she  threw  her- 
self at  his  feet  and  in  an  agony  of  grief  besought  him  not  to  bring  dis- 
grace on  himself  and  family,  and  death  to  her.  He  was  unmanned,  and 
remains  to  this  day  nominally  a  Sikh,  in  reality  an  unhappy  young 
man  who  can  find  no  rest  because  he  disobeyed  a  heavenly  call.  He 
has  been  successful  in  the  Government  service,  and  expects  soon  to  be 
made  a  Tehseeldar,  (native  revenue  collector,)  but  he  has  confessed  to 
me  that  he  is  not  happy.     The  wife  for  whom  he  renounced  Christ  was 

shortly  afterwards  removed  by  death,  and  the  way  seemed  clear  for 

now ;  but  he  seemed  to  have  grieved  the  Spirit  away,  and  though 

his  knowledge  of  the  truth  continues  the  same,  he  seems  to  have  lost  his 
love  for  Christ  and  with  it  his  desire  to  be  baptized.  I  still  take  an  inte- 
rest in  this  young  man  and  have  frequent  conversations  with  him.  He 
still  professes  to  believe  in  Jesus ;  but  on  the  question  of  a  public  pro- 
fession of  faith  is  silent. 

We  should  not  judge  these  people  too  harshly,  when  there  are  thou- 
sands in  Christian  lands  who  do  violence  to  their  consciences  by  shut- 
ting their  eyes  to  duty.

But  when  they  are  found  to  be  worthy  of  support  because  of  their  intrin., 
sic  excellency,  and  are  also  Presbyterian,  enforcing  in  the  printed  page 
the  teachings  of  the  standards  and  of  the  pulpits  of  the  denomination, 
they  win  their  way  into  the  churches.  The  Board  is  now  sending  out 
each  month  six  hundred  thousand  periodicals.

Leaving  a  balance  against  the  Missionary  Fund  of  .  .  $7,099.23 
It  should  be  stated  here  that  the  amount  received  from  legacies  during 
the  year  April  1,  1875-6  was  $13,221.05,  while  within  the  year  just 
expired,  April  1,  1876-7,  it  has  been  only  $1,974.57,  being  this  year 
$11,246.48  less  than  last  year,  the  contributions  from  churches  and  indi- 
viduals being  only  $5,138,05  less  than  last  year. 

All  money  given  to  the  Missionary  Fund,  whether  by  churches  or 
individuals,  or  received  from  legacies,  is  used  in  advancing  the  mission- 
ary or  benevolent  work  of  the  Board. 

RECEIPTS    AND    EXPENDITURES. 

The  receipts  into  the  Treasury  during  the  year,  from  all  sources,  busi- 
ness and  missionary,  including  the  balance  of  $25,771.31  from  last  year, 
amounted  to  $236,833.59. 

The  total  of  the  year's  expenditures  have  been  $215,951,91. 

The  balance  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year,  March  31st,  1877, 
is  $20,881.68.

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Our  Report  for  the  last  year  has  gone  to  press.  We  turn  over  a  leaf 
and  open  a  new  account  for  another  year,  making  as  our  first  entry 
"  Jehovah-jireh."  The  silver  and  the  gold  is  his,  and  the  cattle  upon  a 
thousand  hills.  The  hearts  of  all  men  are  in  his  hands,  and  he  can  dis- 
pose them  to  this  work  at  his  pleasure.  He  has  helped  us  wonderfully  in 
the  past,  and  he  will  not  desert  us  in  the  future,  for  he  has  not  only  com- 
manded us  to  do  the  work,  but  has  promised  to  take  pleasure  in  it  and 
glorify  himself.  During  the  year  we  have  secured  the  erection  of  172 
church  buildings,  that  is  36  more  than  during  the  previous  year.  This 
proves  in  these  stringent  times  the  urgent  need  for  church  buildings, 
when  these  poor  churches,  at  the  sacrifice  of  almost  every  other  comfort, 
have  given  and  labored  thus  to  build  the  Lord's  house.  A  people  with 
such  a  spirit  shall  not  remain  long  without  the  tokens  of  God's  presence 
and  blessing.  Already  a  large  number  of  them  are  rejoicing  not  only  in 
the  completion  of  their  sanctuaries,  but  also  in  the  presence  and  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  large  ingathering  of  precious  souls  into  the  fold  of 
Christ.     One  good  brother  writes  thus  : 

"  We  have  had  a  long  and  hard  struggle  to  get  this  building  completed. 
Our  people  literally  exhausted  themselves.  But  as  they  have  emptied 
their  pockets,  God  has  filled  their  souls  with  his  grace.  There  is  more 
of  spirituality  than  I  have  ever  seen  among  this  people  before.  They 
love  the  ways  of  Zion,  and  no  longer  need  to  be  urged  to  attend  the  ser- 
vices of  the  sanctuary  and  take  part  in  the  worship.  The  mouths  of 
some  who  were  silent  before  are  now  open  in  prayer  and  exhortation, 
which  greatly  strengthens  my  hands,  and  has  been  the  means  of  bringing 
others  to  Christ.  With  deeper  feeling  than  ever  before,  we  can  join  in 
singing  'I  love  thy  kingdom,  Lord,  the  house  of  thine  abode.''  Had  it 
not  been  for  the  help  of  your  Board,  we  had  still  been  going  with  heavy 
hearts  and  our  heads  drooping  as  bulrushes.  May  you  be  permitted  to 
gladden  the  hearts  of  many  others  as  you  have  ours,  and  may  the  same 
blessed  fruits  from  your  labors  be  gathered  elsewhere  that  have  been 
realized  here." 

Another  missionary  writes  :  "  This  little  flock  were  compelled  to  build, 
by  the  unwillingness  of  those  who  own  the  house  (in  which  they  had 
previously  been  permitted  to  worship  once  a  month)  to  allow  us  this 
privilege  any  longer,  so  that  our  people  must  either  build  or  disband. 
Their  building  cost  $5,000,  of  which  they  were  only  able  to  pay  $800. 
Several  members  became  security  for  the  debt,  and  mortgaged  their 
farms  or  homesteads.  This  burden  they  are  no  longer  able  to  bear,  hav- 
ing lost  their  crops  for  two  years  in  succession.  And  now  one  of  th# 
elders  must  sell  his  farm  to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  interest  which 
neither  he  nor  the  rest  of  the  church  are  able  to  pay.  In  justice  to 
myself,  I  must  say,  all  this  happened  before  I  came.  Had  my  prede- 
cessor been  a  man  of  practical  sense  or  experience,  the  church  would 
have  been  saved  this  debt,  by  building  within  their  means.  It  now 
devolves  upon  me  to  relieve  them  if  possible.  But  how  am  I  to  effect 
this  ?  I  may  go  to  the  General  Assembly  (as  I  am  a  Commissioner) 
and  by  personal  solicitation  or  application  to  a  few  churches  try  to  raise 
the  amount'to  relieve  this  suffering  brother  and  save  the  honor  of  the 
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church.     But  this  I  dislike  ;  and  if  I  had  the  money  I  woufd  rather  pay 
it  myself  than  try  to  raise  it  by  begging." 

Such  are  the  straits  to  which  not  a  few  of  our  poor  churches  have 
been  reduced  during  the  year,  and  from  which  we  have  been  able  to 
relieve  them,  to  their  inexpressible  joy.

The  needy  are 
among  us,  that  we  may  sympathize  with  them,  give  them  our  mite,  and 
cheer  their  hearts. 

The  applications  for  aid  during  the  fiscal  year  beginning  April  1st, 
1877,  have  begun  to  come  in.  This  creates  the  necessity  for  a  new  sup- 
ply of  contributions.  The  balance  on  hand  at  the  closing  of  the  accounts 
of  last  year  has  already  been  distributed  to  pay  the  new  appropriations. 
Will  not  the  churches  whose  collections  were  smaller  than  usual  last 
year  make  a  special  effort  to  raise  the  standard  higher,  and  so  help  to 
give  to  this  Board  the  means  of  doing  justice  to  those  whose  claim  on 
the  Church  is  undoubted?  And  may  it  not  be  confidently  expected  that 
a  large  number  of  the  non-contributing  churches  will  stir  up  one  another 
to  come  up  to  the  relief  of  the  destitute  ?  The  attention  of  the  elders  of 
the  churches  and  of  the  wise-hearted  ladies,  as  well  as  the  acting  minis- 
try, is  called  to  this  matter,  and  their  assistance  is  earnestly  invoked. 
The  children  of  our  Sabbath-schools  have  shown,  some  of  them,  great 
liberality.  Let  others  follow  their  example.  Remember  Christ's  promise 
of  reward  to  them  who,  for  his  sake,  minister  to  the  wants  of  his  minis- 
tering servants. 

A  HARD  CASE,  BUT  NOT  THE  ONLY  ONE, 

Let  a  disabled  minister  state  his  own  case,  and  as  it  is  not  the  only 
one  on  the  roll  of  applicants  for  aid,  it  is  plain  that  there  is  great  need  of 
a  larger  supply  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Relief  Fund.     He  writes  : 

"  Yours,  enclosing  check  of  $250,  was  received  in  due  time.  I  wish  to 
record  my  gratitude  to  God  and  thanks  to  the  Church  for  this  much 
needed  help.  I  must  say,  however,  that  it  was  a  great  and  bitter  disap- 
pointment to  me  not  to  get  the  amount  the  Presbytery  recommended,  for 
even  that  would  have  been  altogether  inadequate  to  meet  my  necessities. 
I  have  waited  thus  long  before  acknowledging  your  letter,  hoping  that 
God  might  be  pleased  to  raise  up  help  from  some  other  quarter,  though 
I  had  no  idea  where  it  could  come  from,  unless  He  should  make  me 
enough  better  to  do  something  for  myself.  But  no  help  has  come.  And 
nothing  is  left  me  but  to  state  my  case. 

"  The  consequences  of  the  reduction  of  my  allowance  are,  that  I  am 
more  than  a  year  behind,  after  the  most  pinching  economy  that  I  could 
exercise.  I  have  kept  back  in  my  hands  a  forced  loan  from  my  mother, 
but  if  I  should  pay  over  all  that  you  sent  me,  I  should  still  owe  $25,  or 
$30.  Ever  since  December  1875,  I  have  been  going  in  debt,  and  this, 
though  I  have  scarcely  spent  $30  for  clothing  in  three  years  all  told.  I 
have  now  not  a  single  thing  to  live  on  for  the  next  year — am  destitute. 
Will  you  believe  it?  My  mother  is  making  arrangements  to  break  up 
housekeeping ;  she  is  too  old  and  infirm  to  bear  the  care  longer.  She 
has  kept  it  up  already  several  years  longer  on  my  account  than  she 
ought  to  have  done.  She  is  now  waiting  for  me  to  get  a  home  (and  I  can- 
not tell  you  the  torture  this  gives  me).  I  have  no  home,  no  place  to  go  to, 
and  nothing  to  offer  anybody  for  one — nothing  to  buy  a  meal's  victuals 
or  a  night's  lodging  with.  I  have  been  in  bed  most  of  the  time  for  four 
weeks. 

"  Since  beginning  this  letter  I  have  received  a  letter  from church

saying  that,  at  your  suggestion,  they  propose  to  send  me  some  clothing. 
This  will  be  very  acceptable.  But  I  wish  to  impress  it  upon  your  mind 
that  this  will  not  meet  the  emergency  at  all.  The  real  pinch  is  bread 
to  eat,  and  shelter  from  the  weather."- 

We  have  also  just  now  had  our  attention  called  to  the  case  of  an 
aged  widow  who  has  received  for  some  years  a  stated  appropriation,  but 
who  is  in  great  straits  because  her  income  from  the  Fund,  though  com- 
paratively liberal,  is  altogether  insufficient  to  provide  for  the  necessaries, 
not  to  say  comforts  of  life.  Will  not  the  means  required  to  give  relief  in 
these  and  all  other  such  cases  be  speedily  put  into  the  hands  of  the 
Board  of  Relief?

Financial. — Receipts  in  March,   $9,496.15,  enabling  us  to  close  the 
year  nearly  free  of  debt.     Receipts  in  April,  $1,710.89. 


SUMMARY. 

Missionaries. — For  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1877,  we  report,  in 
connection  with  our  Church's  work  among  the  Freedmen,  40  ordained 
ministers,  8  licentiates,  23  catechists,  and  47  teachers — including  a  few 
.  ssistants — (or,  counting  the  number  of  ministers  and  catechists  who 
teach  as  well  as  preach,  70  teachers;)  in  all,  118  missionaries,  of  whom 
89  are  colored. 

Churches. — Whole  number,  128;  added  on  examination,  886 — an 
average  of  18  to  each  church;  whole  number  of  communicants,  9,889: 
Sabbath-schools,  108  ;  and  Sabbath-school  scholars,  7,092. 

Schools. — The  number  reported  is  41 ;  pupils  enrolled,  3,878.  These 
are  opened  only  in  connection  with  our  churches,  and  the  culture  given 
in  them  is  moral  and  religious  as  well  as  intellectual. 

Higher  Schools. — Five  are  included  under  this  term,  viz  : — Biddle 
University,  at  Charlotte,  N.  C;  Scotia  Seminary,  (for  colored  girls,)  at 
Concord,  N.  C;  Wallingford  Academy,  at  Charleston,  S.  C;  Brainerd 
Institute,  at  Chester,  S.  C;  and  Fairfield  Normal  School,  at  Winnsboro, 
S.  C.  These  enroll  937  pupils — of  whom  263  are  professors  of  religion  : 
39  are  studying  for  the  gospel  ministry ;  124  taught,  mostly  in  vacation. 
347  months,  their  schools  enrolling  6,542  pupils;  and  52  while  teaching 
superintended  Sabbath-schools,  enrolling  3,145  scholars. 

Funds. — The  statistical  reports  from  the  field  go  to  show  that  these 
colored  churches  and  schools  have  contributed  in  cash  during  the  year, 
for  the  work  in  which  we  aid  them,  the  sum  of  $11,627.16. 

The  receipts  during  the  year  from  churches  and  individuals  (not  Freed- 
men)— including  $1,821.84,  balance  on  hand  from  last  year,  amount  to 
$44,996.35,  and  the  contributions  from  all  sources  to  $62,872.02. 

We  feel  that  our  Church  has  great  cause  for  gratitude  to  Him  who 
"  giveth  the  increase,"  for  the  large  measure  of  success  which  He  con- 
tinues to  give  to  her  work,  so  far  as  prosecuted,  among  the  Freedmen, 
and  also  the  greatest  encouragement  to  devise  and  execute  far  more 
"  liberal  things"  in  this  regard  than  she  has  hitherto  done.  The  work 
as  it  stands,  is  healthy,  vigorous,  and  strong,  and  for  this  we  would  be 
truly  thankful;  but  we  long  for  the  means  that  would  enable  us  to  meet 
the  demand  that  comes  from  every  quarter  for  its  expansion.  May  not 
this  be  the  year  in  which  our  Church,  by  her  increased  liberality,  will 
bid  us  go  forward  f 

Where  the  Catholics  get  an  unopposed  access  among  ignorant  people, 
they  make  converts  easily;  and  hence  we  find  Romanists  most  active 
when  Protestants  are  doing  nothing.     In  the  southern  parishes  of  Lou- 
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isiana  there  are  one  hundred  Catholic  priests,  missionaries  among  the 
colored  people.  Since  the  close  of  the  war  they  have  won  over  20,000 
colored  converts  to  the  Catholic  faith,  a  number  greater  than  have  been 
received  during  the  same  time  into  all  the  Protestant  churches  of  the 
State  !  Outside  of  New  Orleans  there  is  no  Protestant  missionary  at 
work,  so  that  practically  the  280,000  colored  people  of  Louisiana  are 
turned  over  to  the  Catholics.  So  says  an  eye-witness,  writing  to  th« 
Congregationalist. —  The  Southern  Evangelist.

DISSOLUTION    OF   THE    PASTORAL    RELATION.

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DEATH  OF  REV.  CALVIN  CLARK. 

It  is  with  unusual  surprise  and  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of 
Rev.  Calvin  Clark,  of  Marshall,  Mich.,  the  Synodical  Missionary  of  the 
Michigan  Synod. 

Mr.  Clark  was  born  at  Westhampton,  Mass.,  in  1805,  was  graduated 
at  Williams  College  in  1832,  spent  three  years  in  Auburn  Theological 
Seminary,  and  entered  the  Home  Missionary  work  in  Michigan,  in  Sep- 
tember 1835;  and,  with  the  exception  of  four  years,  when  he  was  in  Chi- 
cago  as  District  Secretary  for  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Foreign  Missions,  he  has  spent  all  the  intervening  time,  nearly  forty-two 
years,  in  the  State  of  Michigan.  He  labored  as  pastor  or  stated  supply 
at  Homer,  and  Richland,  and  Hillsdale,  but  even  then  he  had  much  Home 
Missionary  work  to  do,  as  have  all  pastors  on  the  frontier  ;  but  the  greater 
part  of  the  time  he  has  been  engaged  as  District  or  Synodical  Missionary, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  probably  knew  more  of  the  fathers  and 
mothers  of  the  churches  in  Michigan,  and  had  a  more  intimate  knowledge 
of  its  churches,  than  any  other  man. 

He  knew  by  experience  all  the  hardships  of  frontier  laborers ;  he  had 
probably  encountered  more  storms,  forded  more  streams,  travelled  through 
more  forests,  and  planted  more  churches  than  any  other  man  in  the  State, 
and  yet  no  man  in  Michigan  was  happier  than  he.  He  was  perhaps  the 
last  of  the  fathers  of  Michigan  Synod  to  close  his  earthly  labors.  Duffield, 
and  Wead,  and  Clark  (C.  G.)  entered  into  rest  before  him,  and  while 
Wells,  and  Bryant  remain  among  the  living,  they  have  been  laid  aside 
from  active  service  for  some  time  past. 

Mr.  Clark  took  a  short  vacation  last  fall — went  to  the  "  Centennial," 
came  to  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  and  visited  old  friends 
in  his  native  State,  and  went  home  to  undertake  unusually  hard  labors 
.during  the  winter  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  He  shrank  from 
nothing,  and  labored  to  the  last. 

He  was  at  the  General  Assembly  at  Chicago,  and  his  last  appearance 
among  his  brethren,  and  his  last  service  there,  was  at  a  meeting  called 
of  all  the  Synodical  Missionaries  present,  of  whom  several  were  members 
of  the  General  Assembly.  Mr.  Clark  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  after 
prayer  and  singing  a  hymn,  they  conferred  together  as  to  the  wants  and 
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prospects  of  their  respective  fields.  From  that  hour  he  disappeared,  for 
reasons  which  appear  in  the  following  letter,  received  by  one  of  the  Sec- 
retaries of  the  Board,  when  he  reached  his  office  in  New  York.  This  was 
one  of  the  last  letters  he  ever  wrote,  and  yet  we  see  how  full  of  plans  for 
the  Master's  service  : 

Marshall  May  30,  1877. 
Dear  Brother:  I  drop  you  a  line  to-day  to  say  that,  in  the  providence 
of  God,  I  am  compelled  to  cease  work  for  a  season,  and  perhaps  forever. 
I  intended  to  see  you  again  at  Chicago.  I  went  to  the  south  part  of  the 
city  to  call  on  some  friends,  and  had  a  bad  turn,  and  called  on  a  physi- 
cian; he  told  me  I  must  rest  awhile.  I  followed  up  work  too  closely  the 
last  quarter  for  an  old  man,  I  suppose.  I  was  making  arrangements  to 
explore  the  counties  of  Tuscola,  Sanilac,  etc.  Now  if  I  do  not  get  well 
in  a  few  weeks,  I  will  tender  my  resignation. 

Yours  truly,  Calvin  Clark. 

But  the  Lord  has  taken  the  matter  into  his  own  hands,  and  the  servant 
"has  heard  the  voice  of  the  Master,  saying  "  Come  up  higher.''  The  re- 
ward follows  quick  on  the  termination  of  the  labor,  for  verily  he  that 
hath  spent  nearly  forty-two  years  in  winning  souls  to  Christ,  and  laying 
foundations  for  churches  with  self-denial,  and  prayers,  and  tears,  shall  not 
lose  his  reward. 

Mr.  Clark  died  suddenly,  June  4th,  five  days  after  he  wrote  the  above 
letter.  He  never  had  any  children  ;  but  the  wife  that  has  shared  all 
these  labors,  as  brave  and  cheerful  as  himself,  still  remains.

An  unusually  large  number  of  churches  have  been  revived  and  blest  by 
the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Souls  have  been  converted  in  great 
numbers.  Not  a  few  churches  have  doubled  their  membership  during 
the  year.  The  Missionaries  report  the  addition  to  their  churches  of  11,- 
029  persons;  7,545  on  profession  of  their  faith;  3,484  by  letter;  they 
have  organized  209  Sabbath-schools,  and  the  whole  number  of  children 
under  Sabbath-school  instruction  has  been  not  less  than  98,813. 

woman's  work. 

The  record  of  the  year  shows  a  substantial  and  growing  interest  in 
woman's  work  for  Home  Missions. 

The  Board  appealed  to  all  the  Synods  to  appoint  ladies  in  all  their 
bounds  to  be  a  medium  of  correspondence  with  the  Board,  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  these  ladies  where  it  was  done,  has  "  provoked  the  zeal  of  very 
many,  "  and  many  new  Societies  have  been  organized,  and  much  new 
missionary  interest  has  been  awakened. 

Presbyterial  organizations,  "Mission  Bands,  "  Sabbath-schools,  Bible- 
classes,  Young  Ladies  in  Seminaries  and  Colleges,  have  sent  forward 
their  contributions,  only  stipulating  that  they  should  have  a  report  from 
the  missionary  or  his  wife  to  whom  the  money  was  sent. 

A  delightful  correspondence  has  thus  frequently  sprung  up,  which  on 
the  one  band  has  comforted  and  cheered  the  recipient  of  the  donations 
on  the  frontier,  and  made  their  loneliness  less  dreary  ;  and  on  the  other, 
has  imparted  valuable  information  to  the  donors. 

But  it  was  none  too  soon.  From  what  has  already  been  said  with  re- 
gard to  the  whole  Rocky  Mountain  regions,  it  is  apparent  that  there  is  a 
field  just  opening  to  us  in  the  very  heart  of  our  country,  that  is  entirely 
new  and  unique  in  its  character — a  work  that  is  at  hand,  and  that  is  now 
impending,  and  as  imperative  as  any  work  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  and 
that  must  be  done  by  us  or  it  will  never  be  done  at  all.  We  refer  to  the 
work  to  be  done  for  the  degraded  and  deluded  women  and  children  of 
Utah. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  work  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.  There  is 
a  population  perhaps  of  150,000  people,  and  those  of  the  Spanish  or  old 
Mexican  stock  are  ignorant  and  intensely  bigoted  papists.  The  original 
Indian  stock  are  not  wild  savages  that  roam  at  large  and  live  by  the 
uncertain  rewards  of  the  chase,  but  tribes  that  have  many  of  the  arts  of 
civilized  life,  and  who  live  in  villages,  and  cultivate  the  soil  and  possess 
nocks  and  herds ;  but  they  are  scarcely  lifted  out  of  the  depths  of  long 
prevailing  heathenism.  Both  are  as  yet  almost  wholly  untouched  by  the 
influence  of  vital  godliness. 

Here  are  three  of  our  largest  Territories  lying  side  by  side — their  area 
nearly  seven  times  the  size  of  Pennsylvania,  where  work  is  opening  to 
us  on  every  hand.  One  railroad  passes  through  Utah  from  East  to  West ; 
from  Salt  Lake  City  another  is  in  process  of  construction  northward  to- 
wards Idaho,  and  still  another  southward  towards  Arizona.  The  South- 
ern California  Railroad,  stretching  down  from  San  Francisco,  has  already 
reached  the  western  line  of  Arizona.     Powerful  corporations  and  strong 
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political  influences  are  at  work  to  meet  it  from  the  East,  passing  through 
New  Mexico ;  and  still  other  roads  are  rapidly  approaching  and  intend- 
ing to  penetrate  these  wide  and  wild  sections,  in  order  to  the  develop- 
ment of  their  vast  stores  of  mineral  wealth  ;  these  combined  forces 
furnish  facilities  and  inducements  to  our  people  to  traverse,  explore,  ex- 
amine and  locate,  at  eligible  points  in  all  these  Territories.  And  they 
rouse  the  native  population  to  shake  off  their  lethargy;  incline  them  to 
learn  the  English  language,  and  predispose  them  to  open  their  doors  to  a 
new  and  more  enterprising  people,  and  their  hearts  to  new  and  elevating 
ideas.  These  are  the  Providential  intimations  that  ought  to  be  suf- 
ficient for  those  that  are  accustomed  to  follow  where  God  leads  the 
way. 

But  in  neither  Territory  do  we  find  any  element  ready  to  be  organized 
into  Presbyterian  churches,  as  we  do  in  all  other  parts  of  the  country. 
The  native  population  does  not  welcome  us,  and  many  are  hostile  to  us. 
We  shall  encounter,  as  we  have  done,  a  vigilant  and  powerful  priest- 
hood, of  Mormons  in  Utah,  of  Papists  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.  We 
shall  encounter  ignorance  and  superstition  and  worldliness,  and  all  the 
forces  that  false  religion  is  accustomed  to  array  against  the  true.  The  work 
will  not  be  easy ;  its  progress  may  be  slow.  But  it  must  be  undertaken 
and  prosecuted  steadily  and  persistently,  and  with  small  visible  results 
if  need  be,  as  in  heathen  lands; 

A  new  agency,  precisely  such  as  is  necessary  to  employ  in  foreign 
lands,  must  be  employed  here. 

THE    DEPARTMENT    OF    SCHOOLS 

Is  altogether  new  in  the  work  of  Home  Missions.  Hitherto  we  have 
not  established  or  supported  them,  or  done  anything  toward  the  employ- 
ment or  payment  of  teachers.  But  now  we  have  reached  a  point  where 
something  of  the  kind  must  be  done.  We  must  begin  the  work  among 
the  Indians,  the  Mexicans  and  the  Mormons,  very  much  as  we  would  in 
Persia  or  India ;  very  much  as  foreign  missionaries  begin  their  work  in 
foreign  lands.  Finding  no  material  ready  to  our  hand  from  which  to  or- 
ganize churches,  we  must  begin  among  the  children — open  schools  and 
Sunday-schools,  and  through  these  expect  to  reach  parents  and  the  adult 
population,  and  with  this  new  material  at  length  build  up  Christian  con- 
gregations, and  prosecute  the  work  of  evangelization  among  the  people. 

The  experiment  has  but  just  begun,  but  the  encouragement  is  already  so 
great  that  no  one  in  possession  of  all  the  facts  can  fail  to  say  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Board  to  enlarge  its  work,  and  prosecute  it  with  vigor,  and 
it  is  believed  that  from  the  beginning  of  it  the  women  in  our  churches 
will  gladly  supply  the  teachers,  and  furnish  the  means  for  their  support. 
The  General  Assembly  adopted  the  following  paper  on  the  subject : 
The  work  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  is,  and  has  always  been, 
two-fold :  first,  the  extension  of  the  Church  into  new  fields  ;  and  secondly, 
the  fostering  of  existing  new  or  feeble  churches,  by  contributing  to  pas- 
toral supports  ;  in  other  words,  mission  work  and  sustentation  work.  In 
the  first  of  these  departments,  the  Board,  in  its  report,  calls  special  atten- 
tion to  the  people  of  Utah  and  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  to  the  multitude 
within  our  territory,  many  of  them  speaking  other  languages  than  our 
own,  made  accessible  in  recent  years  by  the  railroad  system  of  our  coun- 
try, and  among  whom  our  people  are  more  and  more  mingling,  and  to 
the  imperative  necessity  of  immediate  effort  for  the  evangelization  of  these 
people.  In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  the  importance  of  this  work 
cannot  be  unduly  emphasized.  In  connection  with  it,  the  report  of  the 
Board,  and  also  the  overtures  from  the  Presbyteries  of  Utah  and  Colo- 
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rado,  present  for  the  consideration  of  the  Assembly,  a  subject  which,  so 
far  as  the  work  of  this  Board  is  concerned,  is  entirely  new,  viz  :  the 
establishment  of  schools  as  distinct  from,  and  in  advance  of  the  establish- 
ment of  churches:  and  consequently,  the  employment  and  commissioning 
of  teachers  as  distinct  from  ministers  of  the  gospel.  The  report  and  the 
overtures  inform  us  that  such  schools  are  already  in  operation,  through 
the  use  of  funds  specially  contributed  for  the  purpose,  and  the  Assembly 
is  asked  to  "authorize  or  advise,  or  at  least  approve  this  new  department 
of  labor." 

In  the  progress  of  Home  Mission  work,  an  emergency  has  arisen,  call- 
ing for  a  change  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  in  the  peculiar  states 
of  society  in  the  Territories  of  Utah  and  New  Mexico,  and  in  a  limited 
degree,  in  the  work  already  carried  on  among  the  Indians.  The  Home 
Board  is  the  only  one  that  does,  or  is  likely  to  do,  anything  in  either  of  the 
Territories  mentioned.  The  work  is  peculiar,  arising  from  the  utter  absence 
of  anything  like  a  true  Christian  population,  to  which  the  work  of  Home 
Missions  can  come  at  first. 

In  these  Territories  we  must  begin  at  the  very  bottom,  and  it  is  found 
practically  necessary,  in  order  to  secure  success,  to  have  schools  under 
direct  control  of  the  missionaries.  Such  schools  are  not  for  secular  in- 
struction alone,  but  for  religious  instruction  in  connection  with  direct 
Gospel  instruction.  These  schools  should  not  be  left  uncontrolled,  and 
it  seems  eminently  desirable  that  the  Board  should  control  them.  We 
would  recommend  that  the  Board  be  allowed  to  sustain  such  schools  by 
the  payment  of  the  teachers  needed.  Such  teachers  to  be  recommended 
by  the  Presbyteries  in  which  they  are  commissioned  by  the  Board. 


FROM  THE  FIELD. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  quarter  of  the  year  beginning  December  1st,  1816,  expired  March 
1st,  1877.  It  has  been  a  quarter  of  hard,  but  pleasant  labor,  and  some 
fruit,  we  know  not  yet  how  much.  At  our  communion  in  January  we 
received  one  member  by  examination.  There  are  several  whom  we  are 
expecting  to  unite  with  us  at  our  spring  communion.  Since  my  last 
report,  two  families  which  have  moved  into  the  place  have  cast  in  their 
lot  with  us;  but  on  the  other  hand,  one  family  is  leaving  us.  Having 
lost  all  their  earthly  possessions  in  the  crash  in  which  many  others  went 
Under,  they  now  turn  their  faces  toward  the  far  West.  Our  gains,  how- 
ever, foot  up  more  than  our  losses. 

One  feature  of  our  field,  which  renders  it  more  difficult  to  cultivate,  is 
the  habit  of  the  community  in  regard  to  protracted  meetings.  No  fruit 
is  expected  from  the  ordinary  preaching  of  the  gospel.  Protracted  meet- 
ings are  made  everything,  and  nothing  appears  to  be  expected  at  any 
other  time.  There  has  been  some  kind  of  a  hurrah  meeting  here  all  the 
time  since  the  1st  of  December,  and  there  have  not  been  half  a  dozen 
adults  brought  into  the  church  (all  the  churches)  in  all  that  time.  They 
get  up  a  furore  among  the  children,  and  often  work  them  over  (the  same 
ones)  year  after  year.  They  thus  keep  the  ground  continually  burnt 
over.  In  looking  back  over  the  church  books  you  would  find  scores,  if 
not  hundreds  of  boys  were  converted  (?)  and  brought  into  the  church, 
and  yet  I  never  knew  of  churches  which  had  so  few  young  men  in  them. 
What,  then,  has  become  of  the  boys?  Many  of  them,  after  having  been 
done  over  and  over,  have  turned  their  backs  upon  the  house  of  God  alto- 
gether, and  are  living  in  utter  ungodliness. 
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We  are  trying  to  do  a  steady  work.  Our  Week  of  Prayer  was  very 
much  marred  by  the  influences  I  have  spoken  of.  But  it  was  not  with- 
out fruit,  G.  F. 


MARYLAND. COLORED    CHURCH. 

The  commission  from  the  Board,  dated  December  1st,  18T6,  was  duly 
received,  for  which  you  will  please  accept  my  thanks.  The  first  quarter, 
ending  March  1st,  has  been  one  of  great  interest.  Spiritually  speaking, 
the  Lord  has  done  great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad.  This,  with 
us,  has  been  a  time  of  rejoicing,  marked  by  an  abundant  outpouring  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  midst,  resulting  in  the  hopeful  conversion  of  souls 
to  Christ. 

I  purposely  neglected  writing  until  after  our  communion  season,  which 
was  the  second  Sabbath  in  April,  that  I  might  write  more  definitely  con- 
cerning the  work.  Seventy  souls  were  added  to  the  church  on  profession 
of  faith  in  Christ — the  average  age  twenty-two  years.  Not  a  few  have 
come  from  the  Roman  Catholic  church  on  C street,  and  who,  hither- 
to, have  been  looked  upon  as  the  leading  characters  in  that  society. 

It  is  encouraging  to  say  that,  at  the  present  time,  this  feeling  of  reli- 
gious interest  remains  unabated.  There  are  still  attending  the  meetings 
many  troubled  souls,  anxiously  inquiring  what  they  must  do  to  be  saved. 
For  so  great  blessings  we  do  humbly  bow,  and  say,  "Not  unto  us,  not 
unto  us,  O  Lord,  but  unto  thy  name  give  glory,  for  thy  mercy  and  for 
tbv  truth's  sake."  C.  H.

Quarterly  Report  of  Rev.  J.  A.  Hood — Sad  and  Peculiar  Affliction. 

CoLCMurs,  Platte  Co.,  Neb. 

The  last  three  months  have  been  blessed  by  a  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit 

in  one  part  of  my  field,  S .     As  one  result,  we  had  eight  join  that 

church  on  profession,  and  others  by  letter.     In  C there  has  existed 

no  particular  interest,  but  the  church  members  generally  are  in  a  good 
state.  We  are  now  looking  forward  to  building  a  church.  L^nfortu- 
nately  the  Methodists  moved  their  church  to  a  lot  so  near  ours  that  we 
all  have  thought  best  to  sell  and  buy  somewhere  else.     To  do  that  seems 

to  be  slow  work.     To-morrow  I  start  to  see  my  two  churches  in   B 

Co.  I  expect  that  in  the  one,  fifty-five  miles  from  here,  there  will  be 
infant  baptisms  and  accessions  perhaps  to  the  number  of  ten.     After  a 

person  leaves  0 ,  he  finds  a  Presbyterian  minister  at  P ;  fifteen 

miles  from  there,  then  no  more  till  he  reaches  C :  then  no  more  if 

he  goes  north   of  the  Loup ;  if  he  goes  south  he  will  find,  forty  miles 

beyond    C ,    Brother   Newell;    then    no    more   to   K .      Other 

denominations  are  better  represented.  In  this  county  two  Congrega- 
tional ministers,  and  in   B one,  A ;  Methodists,  too,  in   each  of 

these  counties  I  am  very  glad  Brother  Kerr  has  become  Synodical 
Missionary.  I  think  he  is  the  man  for  the  place.  Personally,  I  have 
met  with  a  bereavement.     A  week  ago   Saturday  I   left  my  little  one, 

of  a  week  and  a  half  old,  to  go  to  S to  preach  on  the   Sabbath.     I 

preached  in  the  morning  as  usual,  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  to  the 

country  church.     In  the  evening,  as  I  was  going  into  the  S church, 

I  received  a  telegram  that  my  little  one  was  dead.  Brother  McCandlish 
providentially  was  there,  so  I  left  at  once  for  my  home,  encountering 
on  my  way  a  severe  rain,  hail,  and  thunder  storm.  Eighteen  miles  on 
a  fenceless  prairie,  in  the  dark  and  fierce  storm,  is   a  rash  venture.     I 
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made  ei^ht  miles  safely  and  did   not   dare  to  go  further.     Wet  through 
and  anxious  about  my  wife,  I  passed  a  night  I  shall  never  forget. 

The  United  States  is  so  big  a  country  that  I  do  not  know  that  you 
have  any  expectation  of  ever  visiting  Nebraska.  But  I  often  wish  I 
could  take  some  of  the  prominent  men  of  our  church  in  the  large  Eastern 
cities  on  a  trip  with  me  and  let  them  see  my  field.  I  believe  they  would 
go  back  far  more  interested  in  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  than  ever 
before.  Sickness  and  death  and  other  things  have  made  heavy  expenses 
in  my  family.     I  hope  my  quarterly  salary  may  reach  me  soon.

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SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

It  was  said  on  the  floor  of  the  General  Assembly  that  our  late  Report 
misrepresented  the  original  and  main  idea  of  Sustentation,  inasmuch  as  it 
holds  that  its  churches  are  to  make  steady  advances  towards  self-sup- 
port; whereas  it  is  claimed  that  the  original  intention  was  to  sustain 
11  old,  worn-out  churches  "  at  the  East,  without  any  reference  to  advance 
towards  self-support. 

There  certainly  is  a  wide  difference  between  these  two  views.  In  the 
very  first  year  of  the  existence  of  the  Scheme,  a  circular  was  put  forth  by 
the  now  lamented  Dr.  Jacobus,  showing  that  early  self-support  was  a 
leading  idea,  and  churches  which  did  not  make  such  advances  were  to  be 
exceptional  cases.  These  are  his  words :  "It  is  not  within  the  Plan  to  aid 
churches  which  are  declining,  though  such  are  not  excluded,  and  when  a 
reduction  is  reported  in  salary  or  in  numbers,  there  is,  so  far,  the  pre- 
sumption against  any  early  ability  of  self-sustentation,  and  to  such  extent 
the  aid  of  tliis  Committee  is  discouraged." 

In  the  first  Report  made  to  the  General  Assembly,  in  explaining  the 
Plan,  he  says:  "  And  the  pastor  (is  to)  be  put  in  a  condition  to  devote 
himself  w7 holly  to  the  upbuilding  and  increase  of  the  church,  until  by 
advancing  the  rate,  or  at  utmost,  by  reaching  138  members,  averaging 
$7.30  each,  it  will  fall  out  of  this  Scheme,  by  being  self-supporting  to  the 
extent  of  $1,000." 

In  the  Second  Annual  Report  it  is  said:  "Any  falling  back  is  so  con- 
trary to  our  Scheme  and  policy  as  to  be  inadmissible,  though  cases  may 
arise  whereby  deaths,  removals,  and  losses,  such  a  result  may  be  without 
any  fault  of  the  people." 

Dr.  Jacobus,  in  a  letter  to  the  New  York  Evangelist,  speaks  of  "that 
feature  of  the  Sustentation  Scheme  which  conditions  its  aid  upon  a  pro- 
mise of  speedy  self-support;"  and  says,  "  and  now  the  aid-giving  churches 
have  some  satisfaction  in  a  Scheme  which  provides  definite  conditions  of 
aid  without  a  distinct  view  to  the  speedy  self-support  of  the  churches 
aided. 

"  The  Presbyterial  Committee  must  examine  the  facts  in  each  case,  and 
answer  the  question,  'Is  there  a  fair  prospect  of  speedy  self-sustenta- 
tion V  The  Presbytery  must  act  upon  this  report  of  their  Committee. 
If  the  report  be  unfavorable,  the  case  is  dropped. 

"  Now,  the  policy  is  this :  to  take  up  the  more  promising  churches 
which  can  and  do  fulfil  all  the  conditions  of  the  Scheme,  and  give  them, 
by  this  supplemental  salary,  the  full  service  of  the  pastor,  instead  of  half 
or  a  third  of  his  time,  in  order,  that,  by  concentration  of  effort  upon  that 
church,  it  may  shortly  become  self-sustaining,  and  thus  be  a  contributing 
church- — aid-giving  instead  of  aid-receiving."  "  They  must  advance  ac- 
cording to  the  rules,  year  by  year,  or  be  dropped." 

Now,  as  to  the  "  rules  " — the  second  rule  for  the  second  or  any  suc- 
ceeding year  is — "Satisfactory  evidence  of  advance  towards  self-susten- 
tation!"" 

We  think  the  above  is  sufficient  to  show  what  w^as  the  original  and 
main  idea  of  Sustentation. 

Once  more,  as  we  have  said  at  other  times.  The  Board  took  the  Sus- 
tentation Scheme  and  its  rules  as  handed  over  to  us  by  order  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  ;  and  has  never  made  any  new  rule,  or  altered  or  abrogated 
any  old  rule. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1874,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Sustentation,  passed  the  following  order:  "As  a  rule  of  the 
Board,  no  church  shall  be  continued  under  the  Home  Department  for  a 
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period  of  more  than  five  years,  unless  for  special  reasons  satisfactory  to 
its  Presbytery."  Our  Board,  seeing  that  the  Assembly  would  give  a 
church  but  five  years  to  advance  to  at  least  $500  salary,  thought  it  fair 
to  interpret  the  Sustentation  rule  namely:  "Satisfactory  evidence  of  ad- 
vance towards  self-sustentation,"  to  mean  a  like  advance  of  $100  per 
annum.     That  was  our  interpretation  of  the  rule. 


The  above  article  will  help  explain  the  extraordinary  condition  of  the 
work  under  Sustentation,  namely,  a  full  Treasury  and  a  diminishing  list 
of  missionaries.  The  leading  fact  in  explanation  is,  the  churches  will  not 
comply  with  the  rules! 


The  memorials  on  the  subject  of  Sustentation,  forwarded  to  the  General 
Assembly,  from  the  Synod  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  Presbytery  of  Eliza- 
beth were  referred  to  the  appropriate  Standing  Committee,  who  recom- 
mended the  reference  of  the  whole  subject  to  a  committee  of  five  to  report 
to  the  next  Assembly.     The  report  was  adopted.

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  AT  THE  ASSEMBLY. 

It  was  one  of  the  many  infelicities  of  the  late  General  Assembly  that 
the  Board  of  Education  was  crowded  out  of  its  appointed  order,  by  the 
interjection  of  various  incidental  matters,  until  a  late  hour,  when  the 
majority  of  the  members  were  obliged  to  leave,  and  the  patience  of 
the  remainder  exhausted.  Thus  it  failed  of  due  attention,  and  the 
unhappy  Secretary  got  sadly  misreported  by  the  appointed  organ. 
Among  other  things,  he  was  made  to  call  the  candidates  under  care 
of  the  Board  "a  thick  set."  The  thickness  they  will  please  pass  over 
to  the  reporter,  and  take  it  that  he  said  they  ought  to  be  regarded  as 
a  "picked  set,  selected  for  the  qualities  that  will  make  them  able  min- 
isters." 

The  Boards  and  the  established  organs  of  the  Church  are  carrying  on 
their  regular  work  in  the  interests  of  the  whole  body,  and  ought  to  be 
ensured  their  fixed  time  for  presenting  their  causes.  Often  it  happens, 
as  was  the  case  here,  that  persons  are  invited  to  be  present  at  some 
cost  of  time,  and  means,  and  preparation,  to  make  important  statements 
to  the  Assembly,  who  are  defeated  of  their  object  in  coming  by  this 
derangement  of  the  order  agreed  upon,  and  there  arises  both  disap- 
pointment and  injury.  The  Boards  can  live  and  work  successfully 
only  through  the  sympathy  of  the  churches  and  ministers ;  and  every 
Assembly  owes  it  both  to  them  and  the  Church  to  allow  them  fair 
opportunity  to  secure  this  sympathy  as  best  they  can,  by  appointing  them 
their  time,  and  then  keeping  to  it.  This  they  have  the  right  to  ask  and 
expect.  There  are  only  seven  Boards,  and  surely  it  would  be  no  great 
difficulty  to  secure  to  at  least  four  of  them  a  whole  half  day  each,  when 
two  of  them  are  favored  with  a  whole  day  each. 


THE  PROPER  INSTITUTIONS  FOR  CANDIDATES  UNDER 
CARE  OF  THE  BOARD. 

At  the  Assembly  in  Chicago  a  resolution  was  passed  to  the  eifect 
"That  our  Presbyteries  should  in  all  cases  inquire  into  and  advise  as 
to  the  choice  by  the  candidate  of  the  institution  where  he  shall  pursue 
his  studies,  and  that  no  candidate  thus  securing  his  institution  should 
leave  it  for  another  without  consent  of  Presbytery."  This  but  enforces 
in  a  slightly  modified  form  a  section  of  standing  rule  III.  8,  which 
requires  that  the  "  sums  appropriated  to  the  candidate  shall  be  refunded 
with  interest,"  in  case  "  he  change  his  place  of  study  contrary  to  the

directions  of  the  Presbytery,  or  continue  to  prosecute  his  studies  at 
an  institution  not  approved  by  it  or  the  Board."  Hence  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  resolution  enforces  no  new  regulation.  Already  is  it  required 
of  all  in  their  theological  course  that  they  attend  only  at  Seminaries 
belonging  to  our  body;  and  the  object  of  the  resolution  was  simply  to 
urge  upon  the  Presbyteries  the  importance  of  extending  their  careful 
supervision  over  candidates  in  the  collegiate  course  as  well.  As  is 
stated  in  the  Report,  "at  present  our  candidates  in  the  academic 
or  collegiate  courses  are  scattered  throughout  forty-three  institutions, 
a  number  of  which  are  of  inferior  grades,  or,  as  it  were,  out  of  reach. 
One  consequence  of  this  is  that  their  acquirements  are  likely  to  be  mea- 
gre ;  another  is  that  they  become  severed  from  us  by  alien  influences,  or 
fail  of  the  particular  benefits  which  our  institutions  afford."  Instances 
illustrative  of  these  facts  it  were  invidious  to  introduce.  But 
they  might  be  presented  if  asked  for.  Hence  it  was  deemed  advisa- 
ble to  call  the  attention  of  Presbyteries  to  this  matter,  and  to  press  on 
them  the  importance  of  inquiring  of  the  students,  why,  when  we  have 
colleges  and  academies  of  our  own  among  the  very  best  in  the  land, 
whose  instructors  are  in  regular  communication  with  the  Board — who 
understand  and  can  readily  fall  in  with  our  system  of  operations,  who 
teach  according  to  our  standards,  and  are  appointed  with  particular  refer- 
ence to  the  great  object  of  raising  up  effective  ministers — they,  while 
receiving  our  funds,  should  go  to  alien  institutions  and  put  themselves 
out  from  under  our  influences.  There  may  be  good  reasons  for  this, 
occasionally  ;  but  to  allow  it  to  occur  at  the  caprice  of  the  students,  to  any 
great  extent,  seems  at  best  loose  management,  unworthy  of  Presbyterians, 
and  liable  to  injurious  results.  And  this  is  what  it  was  the  intention 
of  the  resolution  to  restrict.  No  thought  was  entertained,  at  least  by 
the  Board,  which  recommended  the  measure,  of  infringing  upon  the 
liberty  of  the  student  in  deciding  upon  what  institution  he  should  attend 
"among  those  either  organically  or  sympathetically  connected  with  us." 
This  would  have  been  unwise,  and  might  easily  be  defeated  by  the 
student's  leaving  his  own  Presbytery  to  connect  with  one  which  would 
countenance  the  institution  he  desired  to  enter.  Institutions  cannot  be 
built  up  by  enforced  attendance,  and  every  Presbytery  that  would  try 
to  foster  a  pet  college  or  academy  by  this  process  would  only  prove 
itself  ignorant  of  the  laws  of  literary  growth.  The  Board  certainly 
would  not  acquiesce  in  any  such  methods.  Candidates  must  be  free  to 
go  where  they  think  they  can  be  best  benefitted,  and  fortunate  is  that 
institution  which  can  draw  them  to  itself.  But  if  they  think  they  can 
be  best  benefitted  in  a  Methodist,  or  Baptist,  or  State  institution  where 
no  regular  religious  instruction  is  allowed,  or  in  some  petty  concern 
that  has  no  character  at  all,  this  may  be  taken,  other  things  being  equal, 
as  a  sign  that  they  are  not  fit  for  Presbyterian  ministers,  and  ought  not  to 
be  aided  by  the  Board.  A  fair  interpretation,  therefore,  of  the  resolution 
will  obviate  any  fears  of  injury  arising  from  its  adoption  and  enforcement. 
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The  Presbytery  or  institution  that  uses  it  for  the  purpose  of  advancing 
local  interests  to  the  injury  of  the  student,  perverts  it  from  its  original 
design.

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  op  Missionaries. — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  H.  Reading  and 
Miss  Jones  have  returned  to  this  country  from  the  Gaboon  and  Corisco 
Mission.  Mr.  Reading  was  twice  dangerously  ill  with  malignant  fever, 
so  that  it  does  not  seem  expedient  for  him  to  continue  in  the  African 
climate.  He  will  probably  engage  again  in  business,  when  his  health 
becomes  stronger,  and  he  will  be  followed  by  the  kind  regards  and  best 
wishes  of  the  Board  in  whatever  place  his  lot  may  be  cast.  The  safe 
arrival  of  Mrs.  S.  H.  Calhoun  at  Beirut  is  reported.  We  regret  to  learn 
that  she  found  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Danforth,  of  that  station,  in  very 
feeble  health. 

Added  to  the  Church. — In  the  letters  acknowledged  this  month,  we 
find  notices  of  new  members,  as  follows — one  received  by  the  Seminole 
church;  one,  in  Los  Angeles,  California;  seven,  in  Yedo,  Japan;  four, 
in  Lahor,  India ;  six,  in  Beirut,  one  in  Kisba,  and  four  in  Mahardu, 
Syria;  one,  in  Gaboon,  Africa;  and  one  in  San  Louis  Potosi,  Mexico. 

Famine  in  North  China. — Our  letters  still  contain  afflicting  accounts 
of  the  great  suffering  and  loss  of  life  from  famine  at  Chefoo,  Chihmi, 
Tungchow,  and  many  other  places.  The  missionaries  and  other  for- 
eigners are  doing  all  that  is  in  their  power  to  relieve  this  wide-spread 
distress,  but  the  calamity  extends  far  beyond  their  reach. 

In  Syria,  thus  far,  our  letters  do  not  report  much  of  violent  conduct 
as  the  result  of  the  Russian  and  Turkish  war.  The  missionaries  are 
going  on  with  their  varied  work,  though  often  with  restriction  in  view 
of  threatening  outbreaks.  An  American  and  several  European  ships  of 
war  ensure  a  degree  of  safety  to  foreigners  in  Beirut  and  other  seaports. 
But  there  is  much  to  awaken  serious  apprehension  from  Mohammedan 
bigotry  and  the  unsettling  of  intercourse  among  the  mixed  population 
of  Syria.  For  this  people  and  for  the  famine-stricken  multitudes  in 
China,  prayer  should  be  offered  that  they  may  learn  righteousness  in  the 
time  of  judgment,  and  may  soon  be  delivered  from  their  distresses. 

In  its  work  for  this  year,  the  Board  has  completed  its  financial 
review  since  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly.  Though  not  feeling 
prepared  to  sanction  all  the  sums  applied  for  by  the  missions,  the  Board 
could  not  but  authorize  the  general  work  to  be  sustained,  with  a  degree 
of  enlargement  in  certain  parts  of  it.  A  fuller  statement  may  be  given 
at  an  early  day.  It  is  evidently  a  growing  work  in  which  the  Church 
is  engaged,  one  calling  for  an  increase  of  men  and  means.  Several  new 
laborers,  it  is  expected,  will  be  sent  out  before  long.  The  Board's  action 
in  approving  of  larger  efforts  rests  partly  on  the  support  heretofore 
given  by  the  churches,  which  it  is  believed  will  not  be  less,  but  more 
hereafter,  partly  on  the  directions  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  chiefly 
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on  what  seem  to  be  clearly  the  call  of  Christ  to  his  people,  by  his  Provi- 
dence hardly  less  than  by  his  Word,  to  enter  in  and  seek  the  salvation 
of  them  that  sit  in  the  shadow  of  death.  And  now,  if  only  each  one  and 
all  of  our  people  will  give  and  pray,  or  rather  pray  and  give,  in  support 
of  this  cause,  Ave  may  hope  for  great  and  blessed  results  in  the  year  now 
begun.

THREE  NEW  MEN  WANTED  FOR  INDIAN  MISSIONS. 

The  Board  desires  to  send  at  least  three  more  ministers  to  the  Indian 
work  of  our  Church — one  to  the  Navajoes  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  ; 
one  to  the  Sioux  on  the  L^pper  Missouri,  and  one  to  the  Nez  Perces  in 
Idaho.  They  should  be  men  not  only  of  earnest  missionary  purpose, 
but  of  energy  and  of  great  good  sense ;  if  married,  with  wives  like- 
minded,  and  their  families  should  not  be  large.  They  should  be  rather 
young  men,  so  as  readily  to  learn  the  native  language.     They  should  en- 
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gage  in  the  work  for  life,  if  the  Lord  will.  And  they  should  be  recom- 
mended by  their  Presbyteries  respectively,  as  well  qualified  for  this 
work.  With  such  brethren  early  correspondence  is  solicited.  A  moder- 
ate but  sufficient  support  will  be  offered  to  them  ;  but,  of  course,  the 
main  motives  are  spiritual.  Three  finer  fields  of  useful  labor  for  Christ, 
it  is  believed,  are  seldom  set  before  any  of  his  ministers. 


THE  RIGHT  WAY  OF  REDRESSING  WRONG. 

In  our  work  of  missions  errors  and  mistakes  may  be  made — how  shall 
they  be  corrected  ?  It  may  be  answered — 1st.  By  conference  with  the 
offending  party,  be  he  a  brother  missionary,  an  executive  agent,  or  a 
Board.  Needless  publicity  should  not  be  given  at  first  to  what  one  may 
suppose  to  be  wrong.  2d.  Failing  to  secure  correction,  appeal  should  next 
be  made  to  the  Presbytery  by  one  of  its  members,  aggrieved  by  a 
brother  missionary  ;  to  the  Board,  by  one  of  its  missionaries,  or  by  any 
friend  of  the  cause,  not  satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  an  executive  officer; 
to  the  General  Assembly,  through  his  Presbytery,  by  one  not  satisfied 
with  the  action  of  the  Board. 

If  it  is  thought  that  a  better  line  of  policy  should  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  in  any  given  case,  it  would  be  well  first  to  confer  with  the  Board 
in  regard  to  it.  If  its  views  were  not  considered  satisfactory,  the  next 
step  should  be  taken.  This  might  be  a  friendly  discussion  of  the  ques- 
tion in  our  religious  newspapers,  with  a  view  to  forming  a  right  public 
sentiment  on  the  subject.  Eventually,  the  General  Assembly  might  be 
asked  to  instruct  the  Board  to  pursue  a  different  policy. 

These  hints  are  such  as  our  ministers  and  elders  will  judge  of, 
without  need  of  being  enlarged  upon. 


QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS. 

[Continued  from  page  15.] 

An  unusual  paper  was  presented  to  the  last  General  Assembly  by  one 
of  its  members,  which,  as  reported  in  the  daily  newspapers,  is  understood 
to  reflect  severely  on  the  administration  of  the  Board.  This  paper  led  to 
some  remarks  in  the  Assembly,  and  was  referred  to  the  Board  for  its 
early  consideration.  It  will,  no  doubt,  receive  proper  attention  and  alto- 
gether fair  treatment.  We  do  not  propose  to  anticipate  the  action  of  the 
Board  in  the  case  ;  but  the  paper  has  led  to  our  receiving  inquiries  on  the 
subject,  which  we  think  it  well  to  answer  here — impersonally  as  far  as 
practicable,  and  dispassionately.  We  retain  the  numerical  order  of  the 
series  under  the  above  head.  We  follow  here  the  practice  of  answering 
all  questions,  and  sometimes  printing  our  replies. 

No.  48.  As  to  the  Recall  of  Missionaries.  So  far  as  we  remember, 
in  a  period  of  over  forty  years  but  three  ministers  hav^e  been  recalled, 
instead  of  "twenty  being  cut  off."     In  each  of  these  three  cases  all  the 
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other  missionaries  fully  concurred  in  the  action  of  the  Board.  In  two  of 
them  Presbyterial  action  could  not  have  been  taken  without  long  delay,  and 
when  it  was  taken  it  sustained  the  Board.  The  power  o '  recalling  a 
minister  or  any  missionary,  is  one  that  should  be  lodged  in  the  same  body 
that  appoints  him;  but  it  may  be  safely  said  that  no  Missionary  Board 
will  exercise  this  power,  except  in  manifestly  plain  cases,  and  in  our 
church  system  it  cannot  be  exercised  without  proper  responsibility.  We 
are  not  aiming  here  at  any  exhaustive  statement  of  the  case,  and  we  pass 
on  to 

No.  49.  The  Salaries  op  Executive  Officers.  These  were  fixed 
after  Reunion  at  $4,000  each  to  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurer.  (One  in- 
stance of  larger  amount  is  regarded  as  resting  on  its  own  merits.)  This  was 
not  regarded  as  a  large  sum  in  New  York  and  its  immediate  vicinity.  It 
is  $1,000  a  year  in  each  case  less  than  the  salaries  given  to  the  executive 
officers  of  at  least  five,  perhaps  more,  of  the  New  York  Societies  or 
Boards  of  benevolent  work.  All  things  considered,  it  is  a  less  support 
than  is  given  to  the  pastors  of  the  churches  where  these  officers  and  their 
families  worship,  in  the  suburbs  of  the  city.  The  principle  on  which  such 
salaries  should  be  regulated  is  the  same  as  that  which  should  govern  the 
salaries  of  missionaries  or  of  ministers  in  this  country,  that  of  freeing 
these  agents  from  "  worldly  cares  and  avocations."  Amongst  our  foreign 
missionaries  this  rule  is  followed,  and  their  salaries  vary  according  to  the 
country  where  they  live  and  the  size  of  their  family,  from  $b00  each  to 
about  $3,000  at  one  station,  so  that  it  is  not  perceived  why  missionaries 
should  be  dissatisfied  on  this  account — of  which  dissatisfaction,  indeed, 
no  proof  was  given.  As  to  reducing  the  salaries  and  itemizing  their 
amount,  it  is  probably  needless  to  enter  into  details.  A  practical  re- 
duction of  salaries  has  all  along  been  made,  two  of  the  executive 
officers  not  having  drawn  more  than  was  formerly  received,  a  third 
having  either  not  drawn  or  mostly  repaid  the  increased  allowance,  and 
all  having  repaid  a  part,  so  that,  since  the  present  rate  was  fixed,  the 
aggregate  sum  of  over  $18,000  was  either  not  drawn  or  else  repaid  out 
of  the  amount  allowed.  This  was  practicable  through  private  means 
freely  used,  and,  as  we  believe,  through  the  influence  of  the  right  motives. 
It  seems  needless  to  add  that  the  question  of  reducing  these  salaries  will 
no  doubt  be  considered  by  the  Board,  as  we  are  persuaded,  whenever 
the  cost  of  living  in  this  city  and  its  suburbs  is  lessened. 

No  50.  As  to  some  Minor  Matters.  The  Board  has  never  sent  any 
11  deputation"  to  the  missions.  The  visit  of  the  Secretary  referred  to 
was  stated  correctly  in  the  Record  of  September  1874,  page  271.  The 
quotation  cited  and  criticised  as  a  "  mistake,"  in  the  paper  above  men- 
tioned, was  not  from  any  report  or  publication  of  the  Board,  but  from 
the  report  of  the  Assembly's  Standing  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 
Neither  has  the  Board  "  ever  changed  its  minutes  after  submitting  them 
to  the  General  Assembly."     It  is  difficult  to  refer  to  such  a  charge  as 
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this  without  comment.  Nor  has  the  Board  ever  refused  to  give  respect- 
ful consideration  to  the  letters  of  the  missionaries.  All  letters  received 
at  the  Mission  House  are  not,  indeed,  laid  before  the  Board,  many  of 
these  letters  not  being  written  for  its  formal  action ;  but  all  letters  ad- 
dressed to  the  Board,  or  to  a  secretary  by  his  official  title,  are  invariably 
submitted  to  its  consideration.  As  to  the  Board's  being  "instructed"  as 
to  the  way  of  making  a  report  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  prohibited 
from  sending  copies  first  to  the  foreign  missionaries — well,  we  think  this 
might  be  left  to  take  care  of  itself.  Of  late  years  the  Assembly  has  re- 
peatedly required  special  reports  to  be  published  prior  to  its  meeting. 

As  to  forbidding  the  Board  to  refer  matters  to  a  committee  with  power, 
or  of  less  number  than  a  quorum,  it  can  hardly  be  expedient  to  distrust 
the  judgment  either  of  the  Board  or  its  Committee  in  such  cases.  It  is  usual, 
we  suppose,  in  all  such  bodies,  after  a  subject  has  been  well  considered,  to 
refer  it  to  a  small  committee  to  mature  its  details.  As  to  the  number  of 
Secretaries,  increase  of  their  salaries,  number  of  members  of  the  Board, 
etc.,  all  of  these  things  are  already  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Assembly, 
which  virtually  takes  action  upon  them  every  year  when  it  considers 
the  report  of  the  Board,  and  which  may  formally  express  its  action  at 
any  time.  It  is  the  Assembly,  not  the  Board,  that  is  under  criticism  in 
these  cases.  But  we  may  add,  writing  from  abundant  personal  knowl- 
edge, that  the  late  Old-school  part  of  the  Church  was  glad  to  see  the  large 
membership  of  the  Board  greatly  reduced  in  number.  Such  member- 
ship, in  too  many  cases,  had  come  to  be  looked  on  as  honorific,  and  not  to 
require  personal  attendance.  The  late  New-school  part  of  the  Church 
never  adopted  the  feature  of  large  Boards  ;  and  when  the  Reconstruction 
Joint  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  met,  not  one  of  its  members  was 
in  favor  of  keeping  up  a  large  membership.  But  we  are  somewhat  an- 
ticipating our  reply  to  one  more  question. 

No.  51.  As  to  Some  Matters  Theoretical.  The  Board  to  be 
"instructed  "  how  to  apportion  the  funds  placed  at  its  disposal  into  three 
parts  ;  and  °  each  Presbytery  to  be  instructed"  so  as  to  create  a  Board 
composed  of  one  minister  and  elder,  with  certain  returned  missionaries ; 
as  to  these  and  other  matters,  we  need  hardly  say  anything.  The  plan 
of  bringing  three  hundred  and  fifty  or  more  men  together  as  a  Board, 
outside  of  the  General  Assembly,  especially  when  a  similar  plan  should 
be  applied  to  the  other  Boards,  is  one  of  which  our  readers  are  well  able 
to  judge. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  have  felt  constrained  to  take  up  this  general 
subject.  We  trust  the  result  of  the  whole  case  will  be  not  to  weaken, 
but  to  strengthen  the  confidence  of  our  Christian  people  in  the  work  of 
the  Board,  or  rather  of  the  Church  which  it  serves.  It  is  not  to  be  sup- 
posed that  the  men  to  whose  administration  this  sacred  cause  has  been 
entrusted  would  knowingly  give  their  sanction  to  what  is  wrong.  And 
the  work  itself  must  go  forward,  and  will  go  forward. 
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SENECA  INDIAN  SCHOOL. 

Mrs  Asher  Wright,  under  date  of  May  2d,  1817,  gives  an  interesting 
narrative  of  her  progress  in  forming  a  school  in  a  heathen  neighborhood 
of  the  Cattaraugus  Reservation.  This  Reservation,  it  will  be  remember- 
ed, is  in  the  western  part  of  New  York,  extending  to  Lake  Erie  at  one 
point — between  Buffalo  and  Dunkirk.  Long  and  faithful  as  the  gospel 
has  been  preached  to  these  Indians,  a  part  of  the  tribe  has  always  clung 
paganism.  They  were  deeply  alienated  from  the  Christian  religion  by 
the  injuries  they  suffered  from  white  people,  and  followed  the  counsel  of 
their  celebrated  chief,  Red  Jacket,  in  separating  themselves  from  all  mis- 
sionary influences.  Mrs.  Wright,  since  the  death  of  her  lamented  hus- 
band especially,  has  patiently  sought  to  effect  an  entrance  amongst  these 
heathen,  and,  as  will  be  seen,  with  not  a  little  encouragement. 

When  I  wrote  some  time  ago,  you  may  remember  I  was  waiting  to  ob- 
tain a  site  for  an  Industrial  school-house  at  New  Town,  the  money  for 
which  had  been  kindly  appropriated  by  the  late  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs.  The  material  for  the  building  was  purchased  and  delivered  by 
the  Agent  for  the  New  York  Indians,  early  in  the  spring  of  '75.  Such 
was  the  strenuous  opposition  of  some  of  the  people  of  the  settlement, 
that  no  desirable  location  could  be  procured,  till  late  in  the  following  au- 
tumn, when  a  man, by  name,  came  forward  voluntarily 

and  offered  a  place  on  his  farm.  I  had  never  thought  he  would  be  friend- 
ly to  the  object,  and  had  not  asked  him,  but  had  often  wished  we  could 
have  the  very  spot  he  offered.  I  could  not  but  regard  this  as  a  special 
indication  of  Divine  Providence,  that  the  house  should  be  built,  and  I 
went  thankfully  and  joyfully  forward  in  the  work,  which,  I  confess,  I  had 
come  near  abandoning. 

Opposers  had  been  quiet  for  a  time,  thinking,  doubtless,  they  had  suc- 
ceeded in  thwarting  the  work  effectually;  but  when  they  found  what  one 
of  their  own  number  had  done,  they  were  very  indignant,  and  severe  in 
their  denunciation  of  his  course,  threatening  to  cast  him  out  forever  from 
their  company,  and  withdraw  from  him  all  the  aid  and  comfort  they  had 
formerly  given  him.  Considering  that  he  had  been  brought  up  in  utter 
ignorance  of  gospel  truth,  and  was  a  sickly  old  man,  in  some  degree  de- 
pendent on  his  former  friends,  I  was  surprised  that  he  remained  unshaken 
in  his  purpose ;  but  he  continued  firm  in  his  determination  to  give  his  in- 
fluence to  the  house  and  its  objects.  He  wcs  very  sick  during  the  win- 
ter, when  he  requested  that  a  religious  meeting  might  be  held  at  his 
house.  He  has  seemed  almost  persuaded  to  confess  Christ  at  times,  and 
I  hope  a  work  of  grace  has  begun  in  his  heart.  A  young  man  who  has 
acted  as  a  Bible  reader  in  the  neighborhood  during  the  winter,  has  often 
visited  him,  and  read  the  Bible  to  him,  and  thinks  that  light  is  dawning 
upon  his  mind.  May  he  be  taught  of  the  blessed  Spirit,  and  made  willing 
to  renounce  all  for  Christ ! 

The  Industrial  School  house  was  opened  for  use  on  the  12th  of  July 
last,  since  which  time  it  has  been  a  place  of  meeting  on  week  days  for 
industrial  work  and  religious  instructions  combined,  and  on  the  Sabbath, 
for  Sunday-school  and  religious  meetings.  The  attendance  has  been 
very  encouraging  on  all  occasions.  There  are  many  who  dread  the  en- 
croachments of  gospel  teaching,  as  the  religion  of  the  white  men,  by  whom 
they  consider  themselves  to  have  been  deeply  injured,  but  it  is  plain  that 
prejudices  are  softening,  and  opposition  abates  under  the  influence  of  gos- 
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pel  teaching.  A  goodly  number  of  the  young  people  are  learning  to  read 
the  gospel  in  their  own  language ;  indeed,  some  have  already  become  very 
good  readers,  so  much  so,  that  we  (I  and  my  Bible  reader)  proposed  to  them 
last  Sabbath,  to  have  one  of  their  number  take  a  class  of  beginners.  The 
young  people  and  children  are  very  fond  of  singing  Seneca  hymns,  which 
I  stencil  on  large  sheets  of  paper,  and  suspend  on  the  walls.  Last  Sab- 
bath we  had  thirty  young  men  and  women  present,  all  reading  the  word 
of  God,  while  a  company  of  the  ruder  sort  were  gathered  on  the  green  a 
few  rods  from  the  house,  playing  ball.  God  has  put  it  into  the  hearts  of 
kind  friends  to  aid  me  greatly  in  this  work,  unsolicited,  except  in  one  or 
two  instances,  so  that  I  have  been  supplied  with  many  things  much 
needed  to  carry  forward  the  work,  such,  for  instance,  as  a  bell  to  call  the 
people  together ;  lamps,  that  we  may  occasionally  have  evening  meetings ; 
paint  for  the  house,  and  other  things  to  make  it  an  attractive  place.  All 
these  have  been  provided,  and  hitherto  I  have  had  a  comfortable  degree 
of  health,  and  have  heartily  enjoyed  it  all.  And  now  1  often  think.  What 
will  it  avail  if  the  Holy  Spirit  is  withheld?  Thus  far  God's  hand  has 
been  manifest  in  removing  difficulties  and  providing  means ;  will  he  not 
come  and  bless  with  his  own  presence  ?  Surely  he  does  not  forget  or 
despise  this  poor,  scattered,  and  feeble  remnant  of  a  people.  My  daily 
and  hourly  prayer  is  for  the  enlightening  and  convicting  influences  of 
his  Spirit.  Oh  that  dear  Christian  friends  would  remember  them,  and  all 
these  people  !  The  laborers  are  few  and  feeble,  and  Satan  is  busy  and 
tireless  in  his  efforts  to  destroy  the  good  already  accomplished.  Various 
matters  of  interest  to  the  people  are  keeping  them  in  a  constant  state  of 
excitement,  so  that  the  one  thing  of  greatest  importance  is  crowded 
out.  Our  only  consolation  is  that  the  cause  is  God's,  and  with  him  all 
things  are  possible. 


SCHOOLS  IN  YOKOHAMA. 

We  feel  at  liberty  to  insert  in  the  Record  another  letter,  which,  like 
Mrs.  Wright's,  was  not  written  for  publication.  This  is  one  from  Miss 
Belle  Marsh,  Yokohama,  Japan,  March  27th,  1877.  It  will  be  read  with 
much  pleasure. 

Dear  Friend — I  have  been  wanting  for  a  long  time  to  tell  you  some- 
thing about  the  work  in  our  little  corner  of  the  great  mission  field. 
I  know  the  members  of  the  mission  keep  you  informed  on  all  the  import- 
ant points,  but  I  think  you  would  feel  interested  in  hearing  about  our 
school.  My  little  family  of  thirty-five  bright-eyed  girls  is  almost  over- 
shadowed by  Mr.  Ballagh's  great  boy's  school,  and  I  sometimes  feel  that 
my  work  is  very  small  indeed,  but  in  the  little  church  their  sweet  voices 
make  far  more  music  than  the  seventy  boys,  and  perhaps,  in  life,  their 
gentle  influence  may  extend  farther  than  we  now  realize.  I  cannot  tell 
you  how  much  my  girls  are  to  me.  They  are  so  gentle  and  winning,  so 
eager  to  learn  and  to  teach  me,  and  while  perfectly  respectful  and  obedient, 
they  take  care  of  me  in  a  motherly,  old-fashioned  way  that  is  very 
amusing. 

I  wish  you  could  come  in  some  evening  to  Mr.  Ballagh's  Bible  class,  and 
see  the  bright  interested  faces,  and  hear  the  eager  questions.  I  do  not 
think  even  the  mission  know  what  a  grand  work  he  is  doing  here.  This 
school  has  more  than  doubled  during  the  last  two  months,  and  to  day  we 
hear  ten  more  are  coming.  The  closing  of  the  government  schools  has 
done  much  towards  filling  his.     These  young  men  are  from  all  parts  of 
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the  country  ;  they  come  here  to  learn  English,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ballagh 
lose  no  opportunity  of  teaching  them  the  gospel  truths.  My  great  fear 
is,  that  he  is  overworking,  and  will  break  down,  for,  from  early  morning 
till  late  at  night,  there  is  scarcely  one  moment  of  rest. 

The  great  temptation  is  to  overwork.  We  see  so  much  to  do,  and  it  is 
hard  to  neglect  any  seeming  duty.  But  it  is  a  blessed  work,  and  we  are 
very  glad  to  give  our  lives  to  it.  The  language  is  a  great  drawback,  and 
I  am  sometimes  almost  discouraged,  though  I  learn,  perhaps,  as  readily 
as  can  be  expected.  There  is  so  little  hope  of  ever  speaking  fluently,  and 
giving  my  best  time  and  strength  to  the  school,  progress  must  neces- 
sarily be  slow.  I  do  not  wish  to  teach  English  all  my  life,  and  am  anx- 
ious to  be  able  to  do  outside  work,  or  at  least  go  farther  into  the  interior 
whenever  the  country  is  opened  to  foreigners. 

The  country  and  climate  is  wonderfully  beautiful,  and  we  feel  that  the 
lines  have  fallen  to  us  in  pleasant  places. 

I  know  I  need  not  ask  your  prayers,  for  I  am  sure  you  often  carry  us 
and  our  work  to  the  "  Throne  of  Grace."

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IN  THE  ASSEMBLY. 

The  introduction  of  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Publica- 
tion into  the  General  Assembly  at  Chicago  was  the  signal  for  the  usual 
scattering  fire  on  the  work  of  the  Board.  But  the  discussion  elicited  a 
great  number  of  speeches  in  eulogy  of  that  work,  and  placed  it  in  a 
high  position  of  importance  and  usefulness.  The  men  of  the  frontier, 
and  of  the  newer  States  especially,  testified  to  the  value  of  this  spe- 
cific mode  of  reaching  men  with  the  truth — by  the  printed  page  carried 
by  earnest  men.  After  a  full  presentation  of  all  sides  of  the  subject, 
the  Assembly  adopted  the  following  resolutions : 

1st.  That  the  work  committed  to  the  Board  of  providing  and  dis- 
tributing a  Christian  literature,  at  once  sound  in  doctrine,  distinctively 
Presbyterian,  and  suited  to  the  public  taste,  is  one  of  indispensable 
importance  to  the  highest  growth  and  development  of  the  Church  in 
the  training  of  her  own  children,  and  the  salvation  of  the  multitudes  in 
all  parts  of  the  land  who  need  such  instruction. 

2d.  That  the  Assembly  would  earnestly  urge  upon  our  pastors,  elders, 
and  members  in  all  the  churches,  that  they  should  seek  to  develop 
and  cultivate  among  our  whole  people  a  higher  degree  of  loyalty  to 
and  affection  for  this  now  large  and  valuable  collection  of  Christian 
literature,  so  well  adapted  to  all  classes,  young  and  old. 

3d.  That  in  the  Missionary  Work  of  the  Board  the  Assembly  recog- 
nizes an  agency  for  good  which  calls  for  a  far  more  extended  develop- 
ment than  it  has  yet  received,  and  for  this  end  the  Assembly  would 
hereby  emphasize  the  necessity  of  increased  contributions  from  our 
churches  in  all  the  Presbyteries,  so  that  the  Board  may  be  enabled  to 
enlarge  their  work  in  this  department,  instead  of  curtailing  it  for  want 
of  funds. 

4th.  The  Assembly  would  call  the  special  attention  of  the  pastors 
and  superintendents  of  our  Sabbath-schools  to  the  importance  of  elicit- 
ing, by  some  systematic  method,  the  contributions  of  Sabbath-school 
children  themselves,  in  favor  of  the  Sabbath-school  department  of  this 
work.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  good  result,  and  give  greater  efficacy 
to  this  department  of  the  work,  it  is  deemed  of  great  importance  that  the 
Board  should,  as  soon  as  practicable,  carry  out  their  purpose  of  appoint- 
ing a  competent  General  Superintendent,  who  may  be  able  to  organize 
and  develop  it  fully.  Nothing  would  seem  to  be  more  delightful  in 
itself,  more  useful  in  the  training  of  the  children,  and  more  effectual  in 
increasing  the  funds  of  the  Board,  than  to  have  our  whole  band  of 
Presbyterian  children  take  part,  by  their  own  contributions,  in  this 
good  work.  They  would  thus  help  to  sustain  other  schools,  or  form 
new  ones  in  destitute  regions,  through  our  missionaries,  and  would  thus 
be  the  instruments  in  supplying  many  a  destitute  school  with  the  much- 
needed  Sabbath-school  librarv  of  the  Board. 


SEEKING  WANDERERS. 

A  striking  feature  of  the  work  of  the  missionary  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication is  to  seek  out  the  impenitent  and  backslidden.  The  value  of 
Nathan-like  presentation  of  truth,  may  be  seen  in  the  following  extract 
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from  a  letter  recently  received  from  a  pastor,  whose  heart  is  all  aglow 
with  gratitude  for  a  rich  blessing  upon  his  church.  Alluding  to  one  of 
the  missionaries  now  employed  by  the  Board,  and  whose  valuable  ser- 
vices were  continued  with  great  hesitancy  for  fear  there  would  be  no 
means  of  paying  his  small  salary,  he  says : 

"His  work,  like  that  of  the  preacher,  cannot  be  estimated.  He  has 
been  the  means  of  several  hopeful  conversions  by  direct  effort,  in  prayer 
and  conversation,  as  also  of  reclaiming  over  one  hundred  backsliders 
during  the  year.  He  is  a  bold,  fearless,  kind,  and  aggressive  worker  in 
these  two  particulars.  Though  a  crippled  man,  he  has  battled  with  cold, 
mud,  and  storm,  pushing  his  work  with  a  zeal  worthy  of  imitation. 
Note  this  fact  also,  that  in  every  place  he  has  been  this  winter,  shortly 
after  his  visits  revivals  have  followed,  and  some  of  them  of  great  power. 
His  work — the  prayer  and  conversation,  done  not  because  you  require 
it,  but  because  he  loves  it,  the  distribution  of  the  publications  of  the 
Board — I  say  his  work  has  been  no  small  factor  in  these  glorious  triumphs 
of  grace.  I  am  bold  to  confess  that,  in  my  ministry,  I  attribute  a  large 
share  of  my  success  to  the  faithful  services  of  'a  Presbyterian  Colpor- 
teur,' as  your  missionary  was  once  called." 


A  YISIT  BLESSED  TO  A  CHURCH. 
A  year  or  two  ago  a  missionary  of  the  Board  in  one  of  our 
Illinois  Presbyteries  undertook  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  a  church 
of  thirty-five  members.  He  found  it  rent  by  divisions,  in  a  state 
of  great  spiritual  declension,  and  on  the  "  down  grade"  generally. 
Yery  naturally  the  prejudice  against  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Board  was  strong.  Under  the  advice  of  a  neighboring  minister, 
our  missionary  took  to  household  visitation  and  tract  distribu- 
tion— an  elder  accompanying  him.  The  Lord  was  with  them. 
The  Spirit  gave  them  access  to  the  hearts  of  the  people.  A 
minister  went  to  their  assistance  and  preached  in  the  evening. 
The  result  was  the  addition,  then,  of  fifteen  members  to  that  once  de- 
moralized church,  and  the  distribution  of  a  fair  number  of  the  Board's 
publications.  Subsequently  the  same  missionary  spent  two  or  three 
weeks  in  this  same  congregation,  visiting  and  distributing  books  and 
tracts  from  house  to  house,  an  elder  going  with  him.  The  result  of  this 
second  visit  was  an  addition  of  thirty-eight  persons  to  the  same  church 
on  profession  of  their  faith.  One  of  these  was  a  man  who  was  sent  for 
while  at  work  in  his  field.  On  his  way  to  the  house  he  was  very  angry, 
and  resolved  to  insult  the  missionary  in  all  possible  ways.  But  the 
Spirit  gave  him  a  better  mind.  When  the  missionary  left,  this  man  and 
his  wife  were  both  rejoicing  in  Christ. 


WORK  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

A  missionary  of  the  Board  of  Publication  in  California  writes : 

A  few  days  since    I  returned   to  the  city  of  San   Francisco  from  a 

campaign  as  missionary  of  our  Board  of  Publication.     My  territory  lies 

immediately  north  and  north-east  of  the  Golden  Gate,  embracing  some 

six  or  seven  counties.      I  go  through  the  valleys,  and  among  the  hills, 
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and  over  the  mountains,  seeking  the  lonely  habitations  of  men,  carrying; 
with  me  the  Scriptures  as  the  bread  of  life,  and  such  instruction  and 
spiritual  nourishment  as  the  publications  of  our  Board  afford  ;  at  the 
same  time  speaking  to  the  people  words  of  warning,  encouragement, 
and  comfort.  In  one  county  I  found  a  family  which  had  never  owned  a 
Bible,  though  they  had  been  keeping  house  some  sixteen  years.  I  try 
to  go  over  my  ground  once  a  year,  though  I  do  not  always  accomplish 
it.  The  work  is  a  laborious  one,  and  attended  with  many  hardships 
and  privations.  I  sleep  where  night  overtakes  me,  and  eat  such  food 
as  is  set  before  me.  I  am  generally  treated  kindly  by  the  people, 
and  some  look  forward  to  my  annual  visit  with  pleasure  and  a  good 
degree  of  interest.  In  fact,  the  visits  of  the  missionary  are  about  all 
the  Christian  intercourse  and  fellowship  some  of  God's  people  have. 
I  found  one  Christian  woman  icho  had  not  heard  a  sermon  for 
fourteen  long  years.  Is  it  a  wonder  that  the  missionary  sometimes 
glories  in  his  hardships,  when  he  is  made  the  instrument  of  instruction 
and  good  cheer  to  these  brave  and  hardy  pioneers,  some  of  them  being 
Christian  men  and  Christian  women,  but  who,  like  sheep  on  the  distant 
mountain,  are  beyond  the  call  or  the  protection  of  any  earthly  shepherd? 
Their  only  safety  is  that  the  Good  Shepherd  who  gave  his  life  for  the 
sheep,  and  who  knows  his  own,  will  not  suffer  any  to  perish. 

The  organization  of  two  churches,  in  a  good  measure  the  result  of  my 
missionary  labors,  is,  as  I  trust,  only  the  beginning  of  what  will  yet  be, 
as  time  rolls  on.  One  of  these  has  been  organized  only  two  or  three 
months,  and  now  it  numbers  twenty  members. 

I  also  give  much  attention  to  Sabbath -schools,  and  supply  them  with 
books  and  papers  so  far  as  their  means  and  the  liberality  of  the  Church, 
through  the  Board,  will  allow.  These  books  and  periodicals  are  more 
and  more  prized  as  the  people  become  better  and  better  acquainted  with 
them.  Within  the  last  two  or  three  months  I  have  received  orders  for 
large  quantities  of  Sabbath-school  papers.  Besides  these,  several  superin- 
tendents have  sent  large  subscriptions  direct  to  Philadelphia.  These, 
also,  are  in  a  good  measure  the  results  of  missionary  work.  Let  those 
churches  and  individuals  whom  the  Lord  has  made  stewards  of  his  trea- 
sury, inquire  of  the  Master  whether  or  not  they  ought  to  help  on  this 
good  work  by  sending  contributions  to  the  Missionary  Fund  of  our 
Board  of  Publication.

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The  following  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  oh  Church  Erection, 
presented  to  the  General  Assembly  by  Dr.  J.  Gr.  Reaser,  Chairman, 
speaks  for  itself.     We  give  it  without  note  or  comment. 

Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  the  Report  of  the  Board,  and 
beg  leave  to  express  their  high  appreciation  of  the  wisdom  and  fidelity 
evinced  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs.  They  have  also  examined  the 
Records  of  the  Board,  and  recommend  their  approval  by  this  Assembly. 
Attention  is  called  to  the  following  points,  as  worthy  of  special  com- 
mendation : 

1.  The  Board  has  during  the  year  aided  in  the  completion  of  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-two  churches,  located  in  twenty-seven  States  and  Ter- 
ritories, and  under  the  care  of  ninety-one  Presbyteries.  During  the  same 
period  there  were  organized  one  hundred  and  thirteen  churches ;  so  that 
there  has  been  an  advance  of  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  on  church  organ- 
ization. 

2.  The  Board  has  not  been  under  the  necessity  of  expending  one  cent 
for  interest,  while  no  church  has  been  kept  in  suspense  for  a  single  day. 
This  success  is  largely  due  to  the  cash  balance  of  $25,000  with  which  it 
commenced  the  year,  and  which  carried  it  over  the  period  of  small 
receipts  and  large  disbursements. 

3.  The  money  is  ready  with  which  to  pay  all  the  grants,  so  soon  as 
the  churches  shall  fulfill  the  prescribed  conditions. 

4.  The  Board  reports  a  balance  of  $20,218  97,  with  which  to  begin  the 
new  year.  It  is,  however,  but  just  to  add  that  a  large  part  of  this  balance 
was  received  but  a  few  days  before  the  close  of  the  financial  year. 

5.  The  Permanent  Fund  of  the  Board  has  been  increased  (chiefly  by 
legacy)  to  $150,000.  and  is  all  invested  in  first-class  securities. 

6.  The  Board,  with  wise  forecast,  makes  one  of  its  conditions  of  grant- 
ing aid  that  the  churches  aided  shall  be  so  insured  that  in  case  of  fire  the 
full  amount  donated  comes  back  to  the  Board. 

7.  The  Board  has  also  procured  sets  of  workmen's  plans  and  estimates, 
(corresponding  with  some  of  the  designs  in  the  Annual  Report,)  to  assist 
those  who  are  not  able  to  employ  an  architect.  These  are  very  complete, 
and  are  furnished  for  the  small  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  set,  and  can 
be  sent  by  mail.  This  your  committee  deem  a  most  important  provision, 
enabling  churches  that  avail  tlemselves  of  it  to  save  large  sums  usually 
paid  to  architects  (and  sometimes  to  incompetent  ones)  to  avoid  mis- 
takes in  plans,  and  especially  to  escape  the  too  frequent  blunder  and  sin 
of  out-building  themselves.  And  your  Committee  would  also  note  the 
following  facts,  which  ought  to  be  well  understood  by  the  churches  at 
large. 

First.  That  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  year,  including  the  bal- 
ance from  last  year,  amounting  in  all  to  $132,082,  only  $63,833  49,  or  less 
than  one-half,  was  received  from  churches  and  individual  contributors. 
The  remainder  has  come,  in  large  part,  from  the  sale  of  western  lands  and 
old  church  buildings,  and  from  legacies.  But  it  is  well  known  that  they 
are  not  reliable  sources  of  income.  In  this  connection  we  quote  from  the 
Board's  report.  "  In  closing  this  report  we  must  again  remind  the  Church 
that  the  support  derived  from  other  sources  during  the  last  two  years 
having  become  exhausted,  our  dependence  in  the  future  must  be  upon 
their  voluntary  contributions." 

Secondly,    that   notwithstanding  the  great  results    achieved  by  the 
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Board,  its  gross  receipts  are  less  by  $23,390  than  those  of  the  preceding 
year.  It  is  manifest  that  bat  for  the  extraordinary  sources  of  help,  that 
cannot  be  relied  upon,  and  may  fail  in  time  of  emergency,  this  agency 
of  the  Church  would  have  been  greatly  crippled. 

Third.  That  of  5077  churches  beloi  ging  to  this  Assembly  only  2040 
have  contributed  to  this  Board  This  certainly  ought  not  so  to  be,  when 
we  consider  the  importance  of  Church  Erection  as  related  to  church  exten- 
sion, and  the  fact  that  our  Church  professes  to  act  upon  the  principle 
that  all  should  give  to  every  cause,  and  that  year  by  year  this  Gen- 
eral Assembly  heartily  commends  this  Board  to  the  prayerful  considera- 
tion of  the  ministry  and  the  members,  and  asks  in  its  behalf,  from  each 
and  all,  annual  and  liberal  contributions.  There  is  danger  that  the  very 
success  of  the  Board  may  be  the  occasion  of  failure,  whereas  it  ought  to 
stimulate  the  Church  and  furnish  the  means  for  still  greater  efficiency. 
Why  shall  not  the  houseless  churches  be  aided  in  securing  sanctuaries? 
They  are  all  dependent  upon  theHome  Board.  If  they  were  in  houses 
free  from  debt  they  could  soon  become  self-supporting. 

Fourth.  Your  Committee  would  also  call  attention  to  the  painful  fact 
that  notwithstanding  the  stringent  rules  and  requirements  under  which 
the  Board  acts,  there  are  a  number  of  churches  having  received  aid,  that 
are  in  debt  to  such  an  amount  as  to  threaten  their  entire  loss,  a  state  of 
things  calling  for  more  careful  scrutiny  on  the  part  of  Presbyteries,  and 
a  more  faithful  compliance  with  prescribed  conditions  of  receiving  aid  on 
the  part  of  churches.  Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  following 
resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  we  gratefully  recognize  the  hand  of  God  in  what  this 
Board  has  been  able  to  accomplish  during  the  past  year,  in  the  great 
work  of  securing  comfortable  church   homes  for  so  many  congregations. 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  renew  our  repeated  recommendation  of 
this  worthy  cause  to  the  favorable  regard  of  the  churches,  and  request  the 
Presbyteries  to  exercise  increased  diligence  to  the  end  that  a  liberal  con- 
tribution may  be  secured  from  every  church  in  connection  with  this  As- 
sembly.

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BOARD  OF  RELIEF  FOR  DISABLED  MINISTERS, 

AND  THE  WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS  OF  DECEASED  MINISTERS. 


He  that  hath  a  bountiful  eye  shall  he  blessed. 


At  the  sessions  of  the  last  Assembly  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  the 
Committee  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Assembly  who  were  charged 
with  the  administration  of  this  Fund,  was  erected  into  a  Board,  with  an 
increase  of  the  number  of  members  from  six  to  twelve,  in  addition  to  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  members  ex-officio.  The  new  Board  met  at 
Philadelphia,  June  21,  1876,  and  took  steps  to  procure  a  Charter  from 
the  legal  authorities  of  Pennsylvania.  This  was  granied  October  21, 
1876.  The  Presbyterian  Board  of  Relief  is  invested  with  power  which 
did  not  belong  to  the  old  Committee,  being  now  authorized  to  receive  be- 
quests and  to  hold  invested  funds  and  real  estate.  Testators  in  writing 
their  wills,  and  donors  in  executing  deeds  of  trust,  should  designate  the 
Board  by  its  legal  title,  as  named  in  the  Charter,  viz.,  "  The  Presbyte- 
rian Board  of  Relief  for  Disabled  Ministers  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Ministers." 

Next  to  a  due  care  for  their  own  families,  what  better  disposition  of 
their  property  can  be  made  by  those  to  whom  God  has  entrusted  wealth, 
than  to  provide  a  perpetual  annuity  for  destitute  and  needy  servants  of 
Christ,  and  the  penniless  widows  and  orphans  ? 

Daring  this  year  the  sum  total  of  additions  to  the  Permanent  Fund  has 
been  greater  than  in  any  previous  year,  namely,  $29,451   90.

This  amount  is  in  advance  of  the  grand  total  for  the  year  1875-6. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  twenty  deaths — fourteen  ministers, 
four  widows  and  two  orphans,  most  of  the  ministers  and  widows  being 
far  advanced  in  years. 

Thirty-six  families  have  been  taken  from  the  roll, — sixteen  ministers, 
sixteen  widows  and  four  orphans.  The  orphan  families  have  grown  be- 
yond the  age  of  dependence,  or  their  friends  have  made  provision  for 
them.  Some  of  the  ministers  and  widows  have  withdrawn  their  applica- 
tions, in  order  that  a  larger  sum  may  be  left  in  the  Treasury  to  be  distri- 
buted among  those  who  are  more  straitened  than  themselves.  An  aged 
minister  who  has  been  for  many  years  on  the  Fund,  has  come  into  the  pos- 
session of  means  sufficient  to  make  his  few  remaining  days  comfortable, 
promising  to  remember  the  Fund  in  his  will,  and  sending  ten  dollars  as 
the  earnest  of  what  is  to  come. 

In  all,  there  have  been  forty-one  cases  of  new  applications — fifteen 
ministers,  twenty  widows  and  six  orphans.  The  whole  number  of  fami- 
lies who  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  Relief  Fund  within  the  fiscal 
year  is  three  hundred  and  sixty-six,  of  which  one  hundred  and  thirty-one 
were  ministers;  two  hundred  and  eleven  are  widows,  generally  with 
families  ;  and  twenty-four  orphans.  These  are  scattered  through  thirty- 
four  Synods  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  Presbyteries,  reaching 
every  section  of  the  Church  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  coast. 

The  total  expenditure  for  the  year  is  $65,141  33. 
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Every  applicant  on  the  roll  who  has  been  duly  recommended  by  a 
Presbytery  or  Presbyterial  Relief  Committee  has  received  an  appropria- 
tion, and  the  balance  on  hand  is  sufficient  to  pay  the  usual  grants  to  those 
whose  recommendations  were  not  forwarded  to  the  Board  in  season  for 
its  action  before  the  accounts  for  the  year  were  closed.  There  is  no  debt 
whatever  due  either  to  beneficiaries  or  to  any  other  party.  The  heavy 
losses  sustained  by  many  of  our  generous  donors,  and  the  financial  diffi- 
culties in  every  part  of  the  country,  admonished  the  Board  to  make  in 
advance  such  arrangements  as  would  prevent  embarrassment  in  case  of  a 
falling-off  in  the  collections.  The  grants  from  the  beginning  of  the  year 
were  accordingly  made,  on  an  average,  less  than  the  old  rates,  and 
the  appropriations  were  uniformly  measured  by  the  cash  in  hand, 
so  that  no  liabilities  were  assumed  but  those  which  the  Board 
knew  it  could  meet.  The  result  has  shown  the  wisdom  of  this  course, 
for,  notwithstanding  the  strenuous  efforts  to  bring  up  the  amount  of  re- 
ceipts for  current  use,  it  has  fallen  below  that  of  the  year  previous.  As 
an  offset,  there  have  been  thirteen  fewer  families  to  provide  for,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  prospective  good  to  the  cause  from  the  large  addition  to 
the  Permanent  Fund  of  over  $29,000.

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 
For  various  reasons  it  may  be  proper  to  give  in  the  Record  a  place  to 
some  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee,  adopted   by 
our  General  Assembly,  at  its  late  meeting  in  Chicago. 

The  work. — "The  Freedman's  Commission  is  a  Home  Missionary  Soci- 
ety, a  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  a  Church  Erection,  and  an  Educa- 
tional Society  combined,  and  yet  there  are  fewer  churches  contributing  to 
this  cause  than  to  any  other  of  our  Church  Boards." 

Schools. — "  The  schools  are  the  training  places  for  the  teachers,  cate- 
efaists,  and  preachers,  to  whom  the  Freedmen  must  look  for  their  intellec- 
tual, moral,  and  religious  elevation.  These  institutions  are  right  among 
the  people  from  whom  their  pupils  must  come,  and  from  such  schools  as 
these  must  go  outmost,  if  not  all,  of  the  future  missionaries  to  these  vant 
populations  of  freedmen.  We  cannot  foster  them  too  carefully.  Their 
efficiency,  the  cheapness  with  which  they  can  do  the  work,  the  sympathy 
between  them  and  the  people  from  whom  they  have  sprung,  and  to  whom 
they  will  minister,  are  the  providential  channels  through  which  our 
money  and  aid  must  mainly  flow.  *  *  * 

Moreover,  the  teaching  of  all  those  who  come  out  of  these  higher  edu- 
cational institutions  is  always  religious." 

Churches. — "Religion,  too,  is  as  characteristic  as  their  thirst  for 
knowledge.  If  figures  are  any  test  for  the  growth  of  churches,  then  the 
colored  churches  far  surpass  the  white  churches  in  the  ratio  of  their  in- 
crease. These  churches  average  over  eighteen  converts  to  the  minister, 
and  we  only  about  six.  And  their  liberality  keeps  pace  with  their 
professed  piety.  Self-support  is  a  growing  virtue  among  them  despite 
their  former  condition  and  consequent  habits  of  dependence." 

Contributors. — "Of  the  5,000  white  churches  not  one-third  of  them 
gave  anything  to  the  Freedmen,  and  while  the  500,000  members  of  these 
churches  gave  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  member,  the  Freedmen:s 
churches  gave  at  the  rate  of  more  than  $1  per  member,  or  more  than 
twelve  times  as  much  in  proportion  as  their  white  brethren  ;  their 
poverty,  like  that  of  the  Macedonians,  abounded  to  the  riches  of  their 
liberality." 

Resolutions. — Resolved,  First,  that  the  freedmen,  because  of  their 
previous  condition  and  present  relations  to  the  American  people,  because 
of  their  numbers  and  political  influence,  because  of  their  ignorance  and 
poverty,  because  of  the  similarity  of  language,  habits  and  religion,  be- 
cause of  their  interest  and  progress  in  education,  and  because  of  their 
prospective  relations  to  the  evangelization  of  Africa,  offer  one  of  the. 
largest,  most  accessible,  and  most  important  fields  for  home  missionary 
work. 

Resolved,  Second,  That  this  field  calls  loudly  for  immediate  and  thor- 
ough occupancy  and  cultivation,  on  grounds  of  both  patriotism  and 
religion. 

Resolved,  Third,  That  our  churches  should  be  aroused,  to  the  special 
claims  of  this  people,  so  that  the  work  may  be  enlarged  five-fold.

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BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 


The  Minutes  of  the  .Assembly  for  1877,  at  this  writing,  are  not  yet 
given  to  the  public.  It  has  been  supposed  that  the  whole  number  of 
additions  to  our  churches  will  appear  to  have  been  considerably  less  than 
the  previous  year.  However  this  may  be,  it  is  an  encouraging  fact  that 
the  total  additions  to  our  missionary  churches  are  more  by  about  one 
thousand  than  the  preceding  year,  though  we  had  about  forty  less  mis- 
sionaries, and  this  increase  was  entirely  in  the  columns  of  those  joining 
on  profession  of  faith  and  not  by  letter. 

The  effect  of  these  large  accessions  to  the  churches  is  very  perceptible 
on  the  missionaries.  Though  the  last  year  was  a  very  hard  one,  the 
salaries  were  small,  and  the  fear  of  the  grasshoppers  was  very  great,  very 
few  missionaries  have  fallen  back  from  the  front  to  the  older  and  stronger 
churches,  thus  showing  that  the  greatest  possible  encouragement  they 
could  have  was  in  the  conversion  of  souls.  As  long  as  the  work  of  the 
Lord  prospers  in  their  hands  they  are  contented  to  remain  at  their  posts, 
whatever  the  hardships  they  may  encounter. 

The  greater  importance  of  these  revivals  in  the  Home  Missionary 
churches  may  appear  fifty  years  hence.  One  of  the  many  valuable,  and 
perhaps  the  very  latest  of  the  local  histories  of  Presbyterianism,  is  Rev. 
Dr.  Fowler's  "  Historical  Sketch  of  Presbyterianism  in  the  Synod  of 
Central  New  York."  In  this  book  is  shown  to  this  day  the  effect  of 
early  revivals  of  religion  on  the  entire  territory  covered  by  the  Synod. 

As  early  as  1799  a  great  work  of  grace  took  place  among  all  the  feeble 
and  scattered  churches  within  its  bounds,  and  from  1825  to  1835,  just  at 
the  completion  of  the  Erie  Canal,  when  immigration  into  Central  and 
Western  New  York  wTas  at  its  height  and  society  was  in  its  forming 
state,  revivals  of  remarkable  power  were  almost  universal,  and  the  result 
is  seen  in  the  great  number  of  churches,  most  of  them  still  prosperous, 
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and  very  many  of  them  large  and  strong,  that  are  found  between  the 
Synod  of  Albany  and  the  city  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  The  history  of  these 
revivals  has  never  been  so  fully  written  os  in  this  book  of  Dr.  Fowler's  ; 
and  it  proves  that  the  ministers  who  laid  the  foundations  in  Central  New 
York,  nearly  all  of  whom  were  Home  Missionaries,  were  building 
"  better  than  they  knew."  Most  of  them  are  now  numbered  with  the 
dead,  but  their  work  remains,  and  it  may  appear  more  conspicuous  and 
glorious  half  a  century  hence  than  it  does  now.  So  will  it  be,  no  doubt, 
with  the  labors  of  the  young  missionaries  that  are  now  in  the  Western 
States  and  Territories,  and  the  late  revivals  of  religion  with  which  they 
have  been  blessed.  It  may  seem  to  them  or  to  us,  at  times,  the  day  of 
small  things;  but  let  us  look  at  Central  New  York  now  and  compare  it 
with  what  Central  New  York  was  fifty  years  ago,  and  learn  what  to 
expect. 

Similar  illustrations  may  be  found  in  many  of  the  older  portions  of  the 
country,  and  they  are  full  of  encouragement  to  our  Home  Misssionaries 
and  to  the  people  of  God  to  pray  for  their  success.  So  let  us  labor  and 
pray  till  all  parts  of  the  country  are  full  of  large  churches  and  a  God- 
fearing and  intelligent  people. 


FROM  THE  FIELD. 


OUR    WORK    AMONG    THE    INDIANS. 

The  following  letter  is  from  one  of  our  missionaries,  a  native  Creek, 
converted,  educated,  ordained,  and  at  work  among  his  own  nation  under 
the  commission  of  this  Board.  Many  seem  to  think  that  the  Home 
Board  is  carrying  on  no  work  among  the  Indians.  This  is  a  great 
mistake.  No  aid  whatever  is  received  by  the  Board  from  the  Govern- 
ment, or  Indian  Department,  and  it  is  in  no  way  connected  with  Indian 
Agents.  It  is  a  work  of  the  Church,  done  by  herself  alone,  through  the 
Board.  We  mention  this  to  secure  the  sympathy,  and  prayers,  and 
gifts  of  God's  people  for  this  great  work  of  spreading  the  gospel  among 
these  perishing  and  too  long  neglected  tribes.  We  trust  the  letter  from 
this  native  Creek  missionary  among  his  own  people  will  be  read  with 
interest  and  profit  by  thousands. 

Choska,  Indian  Territory. 

I  will  make  a  short  sketch  in  regard  to  my  missionary  work  here  in 
this  field.  I  hare  been  busy  at  work  most  of  my  time,  preaching  and 
visiting  families,  distributing  religious  tracts  wherever  I  find  the  need, 
but  only  very  few  that  can  read.  I  have  conversed  with  individuals 
on  the  subject  of  religion,  trying  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the 
people  the  importance  of  establishing  Sabbath-schools  and  churches  in 
their  localities.  The  people  want  to  have  Sabbath-schools,  but  it  is  a 
hard  matter  to  find  Christian  men  to  conduct  them,  for  there  are  very 
few,  and  the  people  live  so  scattering  that  it  is  hard  to  reach  all.  A 
great  deal  of  my  time  is  taken  up  in  riding  from  house  to  house. 

I  have  selected  a  place  to  locate  and  establish  at  a  point  called 
F .      It  is   the  centre  of  my  field,  and   is  a  very  promising  loca- 
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tion,  but  in  locating  there  I  will  have  more  work  than  one  man  can  do. 
The  people  in  that  section  promised  to  do  all  they  can  in  building  a 
church.  I  can  organize  a  church  there  soon,  and  hope  we  will  soon  have 
a  good  church  there. 

God  has  seen  fit  to  take  away  my  own  brother,  S.  W.  P ,  since  I 

have  taken  this  great  work.      He  was  a  ruling  elder  of  the  first  M 

church  and  one  of  its  active  workers.  He  is  a  great  loss  to  the  church 
and  the  country,  but  it  is  a  comfort  to  me  to  think  that  God  doeth  all 
things  well,  and  feel  that  afflictions  are  a  blessing  and  encouragement 
that  we  may  take  heed  and  not  be  the  cumberers  of  the  ground,  but  to 
11  work  with  our  might  whatever  our  hands  findeth  to  do,  for  the  night 
cometh  when  no  man  can  work." 

My  brother  appointed  me  as  his  administrator  on  his  estate  before  his 
death,  in  which  he  requested  me  to  dispose  of  all  his  effects,  and  put  the 
money  on  interest  for  the  benefit  of  his  family  and  the  education  of  his 
children,  which  takes  up  my  spare  time  at  present  outside  of  my  mission- 
ary work.  This  is  just  a  hasty  sketch  of  my  work  here  on  this  field ; 
please  excuse.  My  prayer  is,  May  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  bless  the 
labors  of  his  servants.     Yours  respectfully,  L.  W.  P. 


THE    CHINESE. 

San  Leandro,  Cal.,  March  26, 1877. 

You  will  perhaps  pardon  my  late  reply  on  the  annual  Report,  but  I 
delayed  till  after  our  Communion  Sabbath,  to  give  you  the  record  of  the 
harvest.  Yesterday  ten  united  with  the  church,  seven  by  profession  and 
three  by  letter — six  heads  of  families  and  four  Chinese,  members  for  two 
years  of  our  class  of  twenty.  Ten  of  these  are  now  members,  and  are 
indeed  most  exemplary  Christians.  Of  our  class,  three  are  sufficiently 
advanced  to  be  qualified  as  lay  evangelists.  They  can  read  and  talk  our 
language  well,  and  are  well  and  fully  informed  of  our  doctrines.  We 
have  taught  them  steadily  for  two  years,  four  nights  in  every  week,  and 
the  last  year  mostly  biblical  study.  My  class  have  raised  among  them- 
selves $150  for  a  mission  house,  and  a  lot  has  been  devoted  by  me  for  a 
mission  home.  This  summer  they  will  build.  They  have  proved  them- 
selves the  most  active,  generous  and  devoted  Christians  I  have  in  my 
church.  Next  year  I  hope  to  give  them  my  entire  and  exclusive  time, 
teaching  them  daily  as  a  school  of  the  Prophets,  and  fitting  them  all  as 
missionaries  to  their  race  both  on  this  coast  and  in  China.

KANSAS. — A    SOD    HOUSE. 

I  had  recently  my  first  experience  in  a  sod  house.  Called  to  preach 
at  a  meeting  some  twelve  miles  north  of  this,  where  there  was  considera- 
ble religious  interest.  At  ten  o'clock,  P.  M.,  I  was  invited  by  one  of  the 
principal  families  to  go  home  with  them.  Wandering  on  in  the  dark  we 
at  length  drew  up  to  an  immense  pile  of  mother  earth,  sod  for  walls  two 
feet  thick,  and  sod  for  covering  overhead.  I  felt  that  the  prospect  for 
a  pleasant  repose  was  rather  gloomy,  but  my  disappointment  was  a  plea- 
sant one.  When  I  entered  I  found  all  was  neat  and  cosy.  A  clean 
floor,  comfortable  furniture,  and  a  cheerful  Christian  wife,  singing  half 
her  life  away ;  and  I  laid  me  down  and  slept  as  pleasantly  as  if  in  a 
marble  palace.  The  expedients  adopted  in  this  country  by  thousands 
of  those  who  have  spent  their  all  in  getting  here  and  securing  lands  for 
a  future  home,  are  worthy  of  a  historic  record  more  full  and  graphic  than 
I  can  now  srive.  C.  S.

NEBRASKA. 

I  have  endeavored  to  occupy  my  big  field  as  well  as  I  could.  I  have, 
in  addition  to  the  two  churches  which,  according  to  your  appointment,  I 
was  to  minister  to,  ministered  to  the  new  country  church  in  Colfax  Co., 
and  the  two  churches  in  Boone  Co. — five  churches  in  all.  Besides  the 
five  churches,  I  have  two  other  regular  appointments.  By  the  way  I 
travel,  it  is  eighty-two  miles  from  my  most  western  to  my  most  eastern 
church.  My  field  is  quite  too  large  for  one  man,  and  yet  too  poor  to 
have  the  services  of  two  men,  unless  your  Board  will  give  liberally. 

The  two  churches  in  B county  have  paid  me  nothing,  and  the  three 

in  P and  C will  raise  only  $450,  which,  with  the  $500  received 

from  you,  make  $950.  In  my  two  years  here  the  expenses  of  occupying 
so  large  a  field  have  outrun  my  receipts,  but  my  work  has  been  in  the 
main  a  very  pleasant  one,  though  a  very  hard  one.  Fortunately  I  have 
a  fine  constitution,  and  so  have  been  able  to  stand  it. 

The  two  years  foot  up,  I  see,  three  churches  organized,  fifty-one 
received  by  letter,  eleven  received  on  profession,  and  twenty-five  infant 
baptisms.  Tire  Schuyler  church  at  present  has  the  best  prospects,  and 
Colfax  county  will  be  a  county  with  considerable  Presbyterian  strength. 
Boone  county  will  develop  considerable  Presbyterian  strength,  but  at 
present  the  families  are  very  poor.  They  have  had  grasshoppers  there 
every  year  for  four  or  five  years.  Platte  county  is,  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent, a  German  and  Irish  county,  and  not  so  promising.  Most  of  my 
field  is  decidedly  encouraging,  except  in  a  pecuniary  view. 

Many  now  are  leaving  for  the  Black  Hills.  The  hard  times  of  the 
Eastern  States  are  with  us,  and  there  are  more  or  less  fears  of  the  grass- 
hopper hatching  out  and  doing  us  mischief,  though  they  never  have  in 
the  past  done  mischief  in  that  way.  It  is  the  swarms  which  hitherto 
in  this  section  have  done  the  mischief.  J.  A.  H. 


NEW    YORK. 

Another  quarter  has  passed  away  and  I  am  still  in  the  vineyard.  And 
although  I  have  tried  not  to  be  idle,  yet  it  seems  to  me  I  have  accom- 
plished so  little,  it  is  a  wonder  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  does  not  call 
me  away.  I  have  endeavored  to  sow  the  seed,  but  it  has  not  ripened 
for  the  harvest.  Our  regular  services  have  been  sustained,  and  with  few 
exceptions,  owing  to  the  weather,  our  weekly  prayer-meeting  and  also 
the  female  weekly  prayer-meetings  have  been  kept  up.  The  Sabbath- 
school  has  also  been  quite  well  attended,  considering  the  great  difficulty 
of  getting  about.  The  weather  and  travelling  have  been  terrible.  Often 
it  has  been  next  to  impossible  for  a  woman  living  in  the  village  to  get 
to  the  church.  My  own  house  has  been  surrounded  with  drifts  over  the 
tops  of  the  fences.  It  seemed  useless  to  dig  paths,  for  they  would  all  be 
filled  again  in  two  or  three  hours. 

The  week  before  Christmas  the  Methodist  minister  commenced  a  series 
of  meetings  and  requested  the  Baptist  minister  and  myself,  with  our 
people,  to  unite  with  him,  which  we  did.  They  were  continued  every 
evening  for  three  weeks,  until  the  close  of  the  week  of  prayer.  But  just 
at  the  commencement  our  terrible  weather  began,  and  it  was  only  a  few 
from  each  congregation  that  could  get  out;  and  it  was  thought  best  to 
discontinue. 

Oh  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  might  come  down  upon  these  hills  and 
valleys.  There  are  people  enough  to  more  than  fill  all  our  churches,  yes, 
twice  told,  if  they  could  only  be  made  to  "  feel  the  powers  of  the  world

to  come."  I  have  never  realized  until  a  few  months  past  the  fearful 
perils  to  which  we  are  exposed  from  the  power  of  the  Papacy.  It  appears 
to  me  that  "  a  day  of  darkness  and  gloominess,  a  day  of  clouds  and  thick 
darkness,"  is  gathering-  rapidly  over  us,  and  unless  the  whole  Protestant 
population  can  speedily  be  aroused,  our  civil  and  religious  privileges,  of 
which  we  have  boasted  so  much,  will  be  lost,  and  papacy  and  infidelity 
will  rule  the  land.  I  sometimes  almost  feel  as  though  we  should  have 
to  give  up  foreign  efforts,  and  all  Protestants  combine  to  save  our  own 
beloved  land.  I  wish  you  had  a  thousand  men  of  the  spirit  and  power 
of  Luther,  and  money  to  sustain  them,  and  send  them  through  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  land,  and  arouse  the  people  to  the  dangers 
impending  over  them.  But  after  all,  our  great  strength  is  above,  and  it 
becomes  every  lover  of  the  Bible,  the  Sabbath,  and  a  pure  gospel,  to  cry 
day  and  night  unto  Him  to  spare  his  church  and  our  national  institutions 
from  destruction.  "  Spare,  0  Lord,  and  give  not  thine  heritage  to 
reproach."  The  Lord  bless  Home  Missions  as  a  great  agency  to  save 
our  beloved  land.

I  received  a  draft  to-day  for  the  last  quarter  ending  November  6th,  for 
which  I  am  very  grateful  indeed,  and  also  I  received  a  commission  from 
you  for  another  year.  My  people  were  disappointed  at  first,  but  they  went 
at  it  with  a  good  will  and  raised  the  additional  $100.  They  may  not  be 
able  to  do  as  much  towards  finishing  the  new  church  on  that  account. 

In  about  a  month  we 
expect  to  worship  in  our  own  church,  although  it  will  not  be  finished.

"  HANG    ON    TO    THE  WILLOWS." 

L ,  Iowa. 

I  find  a  great  sameness  in  my  work — nothing  special  to  report.  I 
have  been  at  my  appointments,  I  believe,  everyday  since  I  last  reported, 
except  last  Sabbath,  I  was  away  at  the  meeting  of  Presbytery.  Since 
last  report  we  have  received  one  to  the  fellowship  of  the  church  on  pro- 
fession— a  head  of  a  family — a  man  about  fifty  years  of  age.  We  have 
been  endeavoring  to  get  money  collected  to  build  a  church  this  fall,  but 
many  of  the  subscribers  tell  us  that  they  are  so  "  hard  up"  that  they 
cannot  see  how  they  can  pay  their  subscription  this  fall.  I  suppose  that 
we  shall  not  be  able  to  do  more  than  get  it  enclosed  before  winter,  if  that 
much.  We  are  very  much  discouraged,  but  are,  I  think,  disposed  to 
"  hang  to  the  willows."  We  are  proposing  to  build  a  plain,  cheap  house, 
26x40  feet,  16  feet  in  height,  estimated  to  cost  $1,600,  with  provision  for 
a  front  afterwards.  Presbytery  has  recommended  us  to  the  Board  of 
Erection  for  $600.  We  might  have  built  sooner,  perhaps,  but  I  have 
steadfastly  set  my  face  against  debt.  Debt  is  one  of  the  curses  of  the 
West ;  give  them  time,  and  they  will  go  into  debt  over  head  and  ears ; 
they  make  big  calculations,  never  to  be  met.  I  suppose  if  payment  were 
pressed,  the  one-fourth  of  these  south-west  counties  would  be  sold  to  pay 
for  farm  machinery.  It  has  a  depressing  effect  on  almost  every  enter- 
prise.    Cattle  are  down,  hogs  are  scarce,  and   grain  brings  the  people 
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but  little  money.  I  have  never,  since  I  have  been  in  the  West,  seen  such 
close  times.  Not  only  is  material  prosperity  under  a  cloud,  but  piety  is 
at  a  low  ebb.  This  is  not  only  so  among  our  own  people,  but  among 
others  as  well.  We  still  have  preaching  over  our  heads  every  Sabbath 
we  meet — the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  occupies  the  room  above  us 
in  the  school-house.  N.  V.  M.

The  high  prices  of  former  years  introduced 
extravagance  in  every  form,  and  now,  when  reverses  are  felt,  the  people 
are  reluctant  to  return  to  economy  as  the  only  remedy  for  hard  times. 
And  Christians  rob  the  Lord  to  increase  their  means  of  gratification, 
forgetting  or  ignoring  the  rule,  "The  prophet's  cake  first."  May  the 
good  Master  bless  you  and  the  cause  of  Home  Missions.  A.  McX. 


SABBATH-SCHOOL    TEMPERANCE    SOCIETY. 

Our  Sabbath-school  will  stand  next  year  on  a  much  better  established 
basis  than  ever  before.  Our  superintendent,  although  a  Baptist,  has 
been  indefatigable  in  the  promotion  of  its  interests.  In  order  to  insure  a 
history  of  the  school,  and  an  orderly  and  systematic  working  in  every 
part,  it  has  been  formed  into  a  regular  organization,  with  constitution 
and  by-laws.  Any  scholar  who  signs  the  constitution  will  be  a 
regular  member,  and  receive  a  certificate  which  gives  his  or  her  history 
in  the  school  during  the  past  year,  including  even  (if  so)  the  advance- 
ment made  toward  conversion  Attached  is  a  Centennial  pledge  to 
abstain  from  all  intoxicating  drinks,  tobacco,  &c. ;  from  vulgar  habits, 
as  swearing,  vulgarity,  &c.  ;  and  a  promise  of  mutually  helpiug  one 
another  to  overcome  these  evils,  with  the  grace  and  help  of  the  Lord 
Of  course  the  signing  of  this  is  optional.  But  only  those  are  regarded 
as  full  members  who  do  sign,  and  only  such  will  have  a  vote  in  any- 
thing the  organization  undertakes.  The  duties  of  officers  and  scholars 
are  thus  fully  laid  down  and  described,  and  a  standard  is  fixed  which  it 
is  hoped  will  elevate  the  school.  It  is  carefully  and  prayerfully  gotten 
up,  with  the  ardent  desire  that  it  may  result  to  the  glory  of  the  Master. 

I  forgot  whether  I  mentioned  in  my  last  report  our  "Prayer  and 
Bible  Union."  Having  been  most  strongly  impressed,  since  I  came 
here,  with  the  fact  that  the  low  state  of  spirituality  in  this  community 
is  owing  to  the  neglect  of  the  study  of  God's  Word,  (it  is  most  shame- 
fully neglected,)  I  have  organized  a  Prayer  and  Bible  Union,  in  imita- 
tion of  a  similar  organization  in  England.  The  subscribers  to  this 
Union  agree  to  read,  reverentially,  the  same  chapters  in  the  Bible  day 
by  day,  to  wit :  one  chapter  in  the  Old  Testament  in  the  morning,  and 
one  chapter  in  the  New  Testament  in  the  evening.  Those  so  inclined, 
(not  to  exclude  the  worldling,)  further  agree,  before  or  after  each  read- 
ing, to  ask  God's  blessing  on  his  Word,  and  to  engage  in  prayer  every 
Sabbath  morning  for  all  the  members  of  the  Union.  We  started  on  the 
4th  of  September,  with  the  first  chapter  of  Genesis  in  the  morning,  and 
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the  first  chapter  of  Matthew  in  the  evening,  having  organized  with 
about  twelve  members.  The  thing  is  in  its  infancy,  and  not  yet  as 
fully  organized  as  we  wish  to  have  it.  Several  more  have  joined  us, 
however,  and  it  is  doing  much  good  thus  far.  We  are  hoping  and 
praying  for  a  large  result.  As  yet  it  has  mostly  reached  those  who  are 
Christians,  and  is  by  them  highly  prized.  Even  Christians  would  let 
days  slip  by  without  reading  the  word ;  now  these  same  persons  look 
forward  with  joy  to  the  time  set  apart  for  that  exercise.  God  grant 
that  many  outside  the  pale  of  Christianity  will  join  us,  and  the  Bible 
become  truly  an  open  book.  J.  C.  B.

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While  it  was  fully  demonstrated  in  the  last  number  of  the  Record 
that  "  satisfactory  evidence  of  advance  towards  self-support"  had  been 
from  the  first  a  condition  of  Sustentation  aid,  it  is  thought  that  the 
donors  to  the  Sustentation  Fund  would  much  prefer  that  their  contribu- 
tions should  be  put  to  use  at  once,  instead  of  lying  idle  ;  and,  therefore, 
we  propose  to  employ  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  pastors  for  whom 
aid  is  asked,  provided  they  and  their  people  are  willing,  till  the 
greater  part  of  the  large  balance  is  put  out,  appropriating  it  to  "  Mission 
Pastorates"  where  the  churches  cannot  comply  with  the  conditions  of 
"Sustentation  Pastorates."  The  requisites  of  the  former,  as  shown  by 
the  July  number  of  the  Record,  are  simply  the  pastorate,  and  the  "  $7.30 
per  member,"  contributed  towards  the  pastor's  support, 

It  is  our  purpose  for  the  present,  then,  to  ask  all  the  pastors  and 
churches  asking  for  Home  Missionary  aid,  and  yet  complying  with  the 
above  conditions,  to  consent,  for  the  next  year,  to  be  transferred  to  the 
Sustentation  Department.  In  this  way,  while  it  will  make  no  difference 
in  the  amount  of  the  appropriations  made,  it  will  secure  prompt  payment 
from  the  balance  on  hand,  and  will  put  to  good  and  immediate  use  what 
otherwise  would  of  necessity  lie  unemployed  till  more  prosperous  times 
come,  and  a  larger  number  of  churches  can  comply  with  the  conditions  of 
the  Sustentation  Department.  The  pastors  who  receive  such  a  request 
from  us,  will  understand  our  aim  and  purpose. 


LONG    PASTORATES. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  long  pastorates  are  more  rare  in  new  sec- 
tions of  the  country  than  in  the  old.  The  heterogeneous  character  of  the 
people  makes  it  more  difficult  for  any  man  to  please  them  all,  than  when 
their  tastes  and  tempers  have  become  assimilated  by  common  and  long- 
continued  influences. 

But,  though  somewhat  difficult  to  maintain  in  a  new  country,  a  goodly 
number  of  long  pastorates  have  occurred  in  the  early  settlements  in  all 
parts  of  the  country. 

Young  men  are  apt  to  be  discouraged  by  the  difficulties  they  encoun- 
ter, and  often  suppose  them  insurmountable.  But  time  is  a  powerful 
factor  in  all  human  transactions. 

"  The  darkest  day, 


Live  till  to-morrow,  will  have  passed  away." 
The  troubler  in  Israel  may  die  or  move  away,  or  be  rendered  harmless ; 
enemies  may  be  won  over  and  become  friends,  and  that  which  seems  to 
a  young  man  a  bar  to  all  his  influence  soon  may  disappear. 

Our  advice  to  all  young  men  in  the  ministry  is,  to  settle  down  to  a 
life-long  service  in  your  present  fields.  Stay  if  you  can,  and  the  provi- 
dence of  God  does  not  point  out  a  different  course.  Be  not  easily  dis- 
couraged.    Expect  a  change  for  the  better,  when  days  are  dark.     Live 
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down  all  opposition.  Consult  with  ministers  of  age  and  experience,  and 
jou  will  be  surprised  to  find  how  often  they  will  think  your  reasons  for 
a  change  of  place  insufficient  and  unsatisfactory.  Stay,  not  for  your 
own  satisfaction  or  present  comfort,  but  for  the  good  of  the  Church,  and 
because  it  has  been  so  fully  demonstrated  that  long  pastorates  are  best 
for  the  people  and  for  the  preacher. 


SELF-SUPPORT. 


In  rendering  this,  our  last  quarterly  report  for  the  ecclesiastical  year, 
we  desire  to  "thank  God  and  take  courage."  We  held  our  fourth  com- 
munion during  the  year  on  last  Sabbath,  when  three  persons  were  received 
on  certificate,  and  one  on  profession  of  faith.  During  the  year,  sixteen 
were  received  on  profession  of  faith  and  twenty-six  on  certificate.  Four 
years  ago,  when  I  became  pastor  under  Sustentation,  the  number  of 
members  was  twelve.  The  number  of  resident  members  at  present  is  94. 
Last  year  we  built  a  neat  little  church,  which  cost  us,  lot  and  all,  about 
$10,000;  and  we  hope  to  have  it  free  of  debt  this  summer.  Within  the 
year  we  have  paid  nearly  $1,000,  besides  contributing  to  all  the  Boards. 
During  our  late  communion  services  the  congregation  resolved  to  be 
self-sustaining,  at  a  salary  of  $1,000.  Thanks  to  God  for  these  results, 
which  could  not  have  been  reached  but  for  the  aid  of  Sustentation.  With 
this  report  we  bid  you  adieu,  and  pray  God's  blessing  upon  Sustentation 
elsewhere.  W.  F.  K.

VISIT  TO  BIDDLE  MEMORIAL  AT  CHARLOTTE,  N.  C. 

This  Institution  deserves  to  be  better  known  among  our  churches 
than  it  is.  It  would  then,  we  cannot  but  think,  be  sure  to  command  a 
livelier  interest,  and  draw  to  itself  more  readily  the  much-needed  capital. 
Its  object  is  the  education  of  select  young  men  among  our  Southern 
freedmen,  to  qualify  them  for  leadership  intellectually,  morally,  and 
religiously,  among  their  race.  For  this  purpose  it  was  located  in  the 
midst  of  a  dense  colored  population,  close  on  the  borders  of  South 
Carolina,  and  in  one  of  the  most  prosperous  cities  of  the  South,  Char- 
lotte, N.  C.  The  buildings  are  situated  on  an  eminence,  about  three 
quarters  of  a  mile  beyond  the  city  limits,  in  a  plot  of  eight  acres, 
donated  for  the  purpose  by  Colonel  W.  R.  Myers,  one  of  the  citizens 
of  Charlotte,  and  command  a  very  pleasant  prospect.  The  most  constant 
donor  to  its  founding  and  support  is  a  lady  of  Philadelphia,  Mrs.  Mary  L, 
Riddle,  the  widow  of  Major  H.  J.  Biddle,  in  whose  memory  the  Institu- 
tion was  named.  The  Faculty  at  present  consists  of  Rev.  S.  Mattoon, 
D.D.,  President,  and  Professors  Rev.  J.  H.  Shedd  and  Rev.  R.  M.  Hall, 
with  two  assistants.  Messrs.  Mattoon  and  Shedd  are  returned  foreign 
missionaries,  who  are  carrying  out  on  the  home  field  the  spirit  and 
purpose  which  had  taken  them  abroad.  By  these  brethren  we  were 
cordially  entertained  on  a  recent  visit,  and  passed  three  days  with  them, 
examining  the  Institution,  and  witnessing  its  influence  and  operations. 

As  might  be  expected,  the  range  of  instruction  at  the  Biddle  Memorial 
Institute  is  large.  There  are  three  general  departments,  English,  Clas- 
sical, and  Theological.  We  heard  recitations  in  them  all,  and  had 
abundant  opportunity  of  testing  the  quality  of  the  work  done.  It  was 
eminently  satisfactory.  In  several  of  the  classes  there  was  manifest  a 
life,  a  readiness,  a  zeal  which  showed  that  their  intellectual  activity 
had  been  well  stimulated.  We  were  particularly  pleased  with  the 
class  in  Christian  evidences,  also  that  in  grammar,  which  stood  any 
amount  of  puzzling ;  and  also  that  in  spelling  and  definitions,  when 
about  forty  or  fifty  stood  up  in  the  old-fashioned  style,  and  took  their 
places  according  to  their  merit  in  answering.  The  singing  at  morning 
and  evening  prayers  also  was  specially  excellent.  For  this  art  the 
negro  has  well  recognized  genius.  It  did  us  good  to  hear  the  many 
voices  as  they  poured  forth,  rich  and  full,  from  well  opened  mouths  and 
throats  all  through  the  room,  and  told  of  the  hearty  enjoyment  taken  in 
the  exercise. 

In  consequence  of  the  wide  range  of  instruction  required,  the  few 
teachers  in  service  find  their  time  and  strength  taxed  to  the  utmost. 
There  is  no  pause  in  the  routine,  and  then  when  the  Sabbath  comes, 
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instead  of  bringing  the  much-needed  rest,  it  exacts  more  work.  Xo  less 
than  fourteen  organized  churches  in  the  neighborhood  are  under  the 
care  of  the  Faculty,  who,  with  the  aid  of  the  students,  supply  the  pulpits 
and  oversee  their  management ;  and  the  number  of  these  churches  is 
increasing.  No  leisure  or  strength  is  therefore  left  for  the  Faculty  to 
present  their  cause  to  the  churches  and  obtain  the  supplies  they  need. 
They  are  working  on  in  silence,  doing  an  amount  of  business  on  a  small 
capital  that  is  perfectly  astonishing.  The  question  is,  and  it  is  a  serious 
one  too,  How  long  can  these  men  continue  to  labor  at  this  rate  without 
breaking  down?  For  besides  the  regular  school  labor,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  there  is  added  the  still  more  wearing  toil  of  endeavor- 
ing to  stretch  inadequate  means  to  the  encompassing  of  ever-enlarging 
objects,  and  we  know  of  no  problem  more  trying.  From  all  we  could 
see,  there  is  a  sacrifice  performing  on  the  high  places  of  Charlotte 
which  calls  for  the  warmest  admiration  of  the  Christian  community, 
and  the  severity  of  which  ought  to  be  somewhat  relieved  by  a  more 
extensive  sympathy  and  participation.  Would  that  the  citizens  of 
Charlotte  evinced  a  more  cordial  appreciation  of  what  is  going  on  so 
near  them  for  their  benefit. 

In  consequence  of  the  necessary  absence  of  the  Faculty  at  the  neigh- 
boring churches,  the  students  on  Sabbath  morning  attend  church  in 
the  city.  In  the  evening  they  are  assembled  in  their  own  chapel  for 
religious  service.  Here  we  had  the  privilege  of  addressing  them. 
Whether  it  be  fancy  or  not,  we  cannot  say;  but  certainly  it  appeared 
as  if  there  was  a  more  than  ordinary  susceptibility  to  impression  in  the 
audience  which  made  preaching  to  it  a  pleasure,  and  we  could  not  but 
think  that  if  with  this  quickness  of  susceptibility  there  could  be  com- 
bined clearness  of  thought  and  steadiness  of  purpose,  the  colored  people 
would  furnish  most  desirable  elements  for  Christian  congregations. 
And  these  are  the  qualities  for  the  development  of  which  such  institu- 
tions as  the  "Biddle  Memorial"  are  much  needed,  and  it  is  at  once  the 
duty  and  the  policy  of  the  Church  to  equip  it  adequately  for  this  work. 

What  the  institution  at  present  most  lacks  is  the  means  for  properly 
endowing  the  Presidency  and  Professorships,  and  putting  up  more  com- 
modious buildings.  For  want  of  these  it  is  sadly  cramped.  There  is  a 
call  for  large  investment  here  which  cannot  be  long  neglected  with  credit 
to  the  Church.  There  is  also  a  need  of  scholarships.  The  negro  has 
but  little  property,  and  can  pay  but  poorly  for  his  instruction.  What  he 
can  give  he  gives  willingly ;  but  for  anything  like  a  continuous  course 
of  thorough  education,  he  must  have  assistance.  Yet  it  must  be  said 
that  at  "Biddle  Memorial"  a  little  goes  a  great  ways.  The  whole 
institution  is  very  economically  managed.  Board  and  accommodations 
are  put  at  a  grade  which  will  correspond  with  what  the  students  will  be 
likely  to  have  in  after  life.  The  chief  expense  is  laid  out  on  their  moral 
and  mental  training,  and  this  should  not  be  stinted. 

In  behalf  of  the  cause,  therefore,  and  in  behalf  of  the  brethren  labor- 
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ing  at  Charlotte,  we  put  forth  an  urgent  plea  that  they  be  helped  in  their 
important  and  arduous  work.  It  is  through  such  agencies  that  the  col- 
ored people  are  to  be  raised  to  their  true  position  as  free  and  intelligent 
citizens  in  our  commonwealth,  and  as  members  of  God's  kingdom.  It  is 
through  such  agencies  alone  that  the  great  problem  can  be  satisfactorily 
solved  which  is  now  agitating,  and  for  a  long  time  will  continue  to  agi- 
tate the  country,  What  shall  be  done  with  the  negro  ? 

Will  not  some  of  the  rich  and  liberal  givers  of  our  Church  turn  their 
eye  to  Charlotte,  visit  the  institution  there,  examine  its  needs  and  capa- 
bilities, and  put  it  into  a  position  of  strong  and  permanent  influence  that 
shall  call  forth  blessings  on  their  head  ?

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Death  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Caldwell. — A  letter  just  received  men- 
tions the  death  of  Mr.  Caldwell,  at  Landour,  India,  on  the  30th  of  May 
last.  He  had  been  in  feeble  health  for  some  time.  He  was  a  minister 
of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  and  a  missionary  of  the  Board. 
He  went  to  India  in  1838,  and  remained  in  his  work  there  ever  since, 
not  making  any  visit  to  this  country.  The  Rev.  R.  Thackwell,  in  report- 
ing his  death,  says  :  "  Mr.  Caldwell  was  a  good  man,  with  much  of  the 
spirit  of  Christ,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  he  is  now  with  the 
Saviour."  Memoirs  of  his  life  and  labors  will  no  doubt  be  sent  by  one 
of  his  colleagues. 

Notices  op  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  N.  A.  McDonald,  of  the  mission 
in  Siam,  has  returned  to  this  country,  to  rejoin  his  family  already  here. 
We  hope  they  may  be  able  to  return  to  Siam  after  a  time.  The  Rev. 
C.  B.  Newton  and  his  family,  of  Lahor,  have  returned  to  this  country, 
on  account  of  Mr.  Newton's  health,  which  has  for  some  time  been  seri- 
ously impaired,  but  he  hopes  to  go  back  to  India.  Miss  C.  B.  Down- 
ing, of  Chefoo,  China,  has  also  come  home  for  reasons  of  health.  The 
Rev.  J.  B.  Howell,  returning  to  his  station,  and  his  wife,  and  also  Miss 
Phebe  R.  Thomas,  embarked  for  Brazil  on  the  14th  of  July.  Mrs. 
Howell  and  Miss  Thomas  are  members  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church, 
Wilkesbarre,  Pa.  The  latter  goes  out  at  her  own  charges,  but  under 
the  usual  appointment  as  a  missionary  of  the  Board. 

New  Communicants. — We  find  accounts  of  new  converts  admitted 
to  the  churches  of  different  places,  viz:  five  received  and  five  restored 
to  the  communion  of  the  Seminole  church  ;  one  received  at  Flandreau, 
and  two  at  Yankton  Agency,  Dakota ;  two  received  and  six  children 
baptized  at  Shinagawa,  Japan  ;  three  at  Kao  Ye,  two  hundred  and  forty 
miles  south-west  of  Chefoo,  China ;  three,  at  Chiengmai,  Laos ;  four, 
Lahor,  India ;  four,  Corisco,  Africa  ;  four  received,  and  four  suspended, 
Benita,  Africa;  four  received,  Valparaiso,  Chili. 

Missionary  Conference  in  China. — A  meeting  of  missionaries  of 
different  denominations  was  lately  held  at  Shanghai.  Papers  on  impor- 
tant practical  subjects  were  read,  followed  by  discussions  or  remarks. 
Great  interest  was  taken  by  the  members  of  the  Conference  in  the  varied 
topics  under  consideration,  and  much  delightful  Christian  intercourse 
was  enjoyed.  The  meeting  was  largely  attended,  and  it  was  hoped 
that  the  missionaries  would  return  to  their  several  stations  animated 
by  new  zeal  in  their  work. 

Indian  Troubles  in  the  North-West. — The  Indian  outbreak  in 
Idaho  Territory  seems  to  have  been  begun  by  the  "  Non-treaty"  Nez 
Perces,  a  part  of  the  tribe  w^ho  refused  to  occupy  the  Reservation,  claim- 
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ing  that  they  were  treated  unjustly  by  the  government.  So  far  as  we 
are  informed,  the  Nez  Perces  with  whom  our  missionary  work  has  been 
connected,  and  also  the  Spokans,  for  whom  the  Rev.  H.  T.  Cowley  is 
engaged  as  a  teacher  by  the  government,  have  not  taken  any  part  in 
these  troubles.

QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS. 

[Continued  from  page  210.] 

No.  52.  Mr.  John  D.  Bemo.  A  Seminole  Indian  has  been  introduced 
to  some  of  our  churches  as  a  lecturer  on  missions  to  his  people,  and  his 
addresses  are  at  times  followed  by  collections  in  aid  of  his  family,  or 
some  Indian  object.  We  have  received  several  inquiries,  and  have 
been  urged  to  make  a  suitable  statement  concerning  him.  Mr.  Bemo 
was  in  the  service  of  the  Board,  as  a  layman,  among  the  Seminoles 
from  1848  to  1855.  Some  time  after  he  resigned  his  connection  with 
the  Board,  he  became  a  zealous  Baptist,  received  license  to  preach,  and 
labored  hard  to  make  converts  from  our  body  to  his  new  friends,  meeting 
with  some  success.  We  are  informed  that  he  has  left  the  Baptists,  and 
that  he  speaks  of  his  purpose  to  apply  to  the  Presbytery  of  Neosho  to  be 
received  as  a  minister  of  our  denomination.  Without  referring  more  at 
length  to  his  history  or  his  character,  we  must  counsel  our  readers  to 
wait  until  he  has  been  received  by  one  of  our  Presbyteries,  before  they 
either  admit  him  to  their  pulpits  or  "  take  up"  any  collection  in  his 
behalf.  This  cautionary  notice  rests  on  unquestionable  testimony,  but 
we  do  not  deem  it  needful  to  give  particular  statements  here. 
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BOARDING  SCHOOLS  AND  ORPHANAGES. 

The  Christian  education  of  children  among  the  heathen  is  a  recog- 
nized method  of  missionary  action.  It  is  not  always  practicable  at  first, 
but  sometimes  it  precedes  labors  for  adults.  Schools  of  various  kinds 
are  supported,  and  boarding  and  orphan  schools  are  regarded  by  many 
with  special  favor.  As  a  means  of  personal  benefit  to  the  scholars  they 
possess  obvious  advantages — of  careful  instruction,  systematic  training, 
good  home  influences  and  examples.  They  seem  to  be  chiefly  useful 
among  people  little  civilized,  like  our  Indian  tribes,  especially  when  out- 
door or  in-door  work  forms  a  part  of  the  daily  requirements.  These 
Indian  boarding-schools,  properly  conducted,  do  not  seem  to  hinder  their 
scholars,  when  they  leave  school,  from  readily  living  with  their  own 
people  again. 

In  countries  where  society  is  long  established,  where  conventional 
usages  are  in  full  force  and  binding  to  a  degree  almost  unknown  to  us. 
where  also  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  occupation  outside  of  the  usual  cir- 
cumstances, the  case  of  boarding  and  orphan  schools  is  different  in  some 
respects.  The  pupils  are  in  danger  of  becoming  hot-house  plants,  ill 
adapted  to  out-door  life,  trained  away  from  their  own  people,  in  a  degree 
unfitted  to  make  a  living  for  themselves.  This  result  it  is  endeavored 
to  counteract  by  their  retaining  their  native  dress  and  the  native  way  of 
living  ;  but  constant  effort  is  needed  to  prevent  their  becoming  virtually 
foreigners  in  their  habits  and  tastes,  and  to  keep  them  from  being 
regarded  with  distrust  by  their  own  people.  These  difficulties  are  usu- 
ally less  in  the  case  of  boarding-scholars  than  of  orphans.  The  connec- 
tion of  the  former  with  their  own  families  is  not  cut  off,  sympathetic 
intercourse  with  them  is  maintained,  the  instruction  of  the  school-room 
becomes  gospel  leaven  in  many  a  household,  business  occupations  and 
marriage  relations  outside  of  the  school  do  not  become  impracticable ;  as 
to  the  latter,  however,  some  of  the  missionaries  in  China  wisely  secure 
the  control  of  the  betroth ment  of  both  boys  and  girls,  so  as  to  keep  the 
Christian  nurture  of  their  scholars  from  injury  in  their  after-domestic  life. 
In  this  densely-inhabited  country  boarding-schools,  such  as  have  long  been 
conducted  at  Ningpo,  have  yielded  gratifying  results  ;  many  of  the  native 
ministers  and  their  wives  were  trained  in  these  schools,  without  being 
much  separated  from  native  society. 

Orphanages  have  their  own  features  of  interest  and  their  peculiar  draw- 
backs. Their  advantages  are  obvious,  the  disadvantages  may  not  at 
first  be  apparent.  Their  inmates  are  in  danger  of  being  completely 
separated  from  their  own  people.  When  they  reach  the  age  of  self-sup- 
port and  of  settlement  in  life,  their  situation  is  likely  to  be  one  of  great 
difficulty,  especially  in  the  case  of  girls.  All  orphan  children  are  too 
likely  to  become  permanently  dependent  on  their  missionary  friends  for 
a  home  and  for  support.  Some  of  them,  it  is  always  hoped,  will  become 
qualified  by  grace  and  gifts  for  usefulness  in  missionary  service ;  others 
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may  not  be  fitted  for  this  sacred  work,  and  what  is  to  become  of  them  ? 
There  is,  moreover,  to  the  missionaries  in  charge  of  orphanages  a  burden 
of  incessant,  unrelieved,  almost  unrelievable  care,  which  is  very  wearing  ; 
indeed,  few  persons  can  long  endure  it,  while  yet  its  strain  must  be  kept 
up  for  an  indefinite  period.  It  is  not  commonly  the  older  missionaries 
in  India  or  China,  as  we  apprehend,  who  most  favor  orphan  schools; 
but  to  the  less  experienced,  we  do  not  wonder  that  they  seem  to  be  quite 
attractive.  Of  course,  we  all  can  understand  the  humanitarian  aspect 
of  these  schools,  and  it  is  easy  to  see  why  Romanist  missionaries  and 
nuns  are  eager  to  take  the  charge  of  orphan  children ;  but  in  our  plans, 
we  must  keep  in  mind  chiefly  spiritual  results,  and  these  as  adapted  to 
the  self-perpetuation  of  religion  in  different  countries  by  their  own  people. 
Whatever  tends  to  the  purpose  of  evangelization  is  to  be  welcomed ; 
whatever  delays  or  hinders  this  purpose  is  to  be  used  sparingly  if  at  all. 
Often  much  light  is  thrown  upon  these  questions  by  the  orderings  of 
Providence,  which  widely  differ  in  different  missions ;  but  in  all  cases, 
boarding  and  orphan  schools  need  careful  and  patient  study  before  they 
are  established. 

This  reference  to  the  subject  has  been  suggested  by  letters  received 
at  the  Mission  House.  Though  it  is  too  brief  a  statement  of  the  case,  it 
may  yet  be  of  some  use. 

GOOD  NEWS  FROM  THE  CHIPPEWA  MISSION. 
The  Rev.  I.  Baird  gives  us  some  notices  of  this  mission,  formerly 
known  as  the  Ojibwa  Mission.  In  general  the  work  of  the  mission  is 
going  on  well.  The  notices  of  the  four  candidates  for  the  ministry, 
though  so  brief,  and  of  the  very  aged  convert,  will  be  read  with  special, 
interest.  We  quote  from  his  letter,  written  at  Odanah,  July  5th,  1877, 
as  follows : 

We  had  a  very  pleasant  visit  from  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs 
about  five  weeks  ago.  He  seems  to  be  a  straightforward  business  man. 
His  talk  did  good  to  the  people  here.  He  stayed  with  us  while  here, 
and  proved  himself  our  friend  in  his  talk  to  the  Indians.  The  Indian 
Agent  told  me  at  that  time  that  if  we  would  put  a  missionary  worker 
into  the  field  at  Lac  Courtes  Oreille,  that  he  would  gladly  [aid  us  in 
every  practicable  way.] 

All  four  of  the  men  taken  under  the  care  of  Presbytery  are  now  study- 
ing with  me.  This  is  proving  the  severest  strain  on  my  health  that 
I  have  yet  had.    Still  I  trust  I  may  be  good  for  two  or  three  years  of  it. 

The  last  faction  created,  or  occasioned  rather,  by  the  organization  of 

the  church  last  summer,  has  died  out.     Its  head  and  centre, , 

an  old  man,  and  one  of  the  men  chosen  for  an  elder  just  before  the  organ- 
ization, but  never  ordained,  came  back  last  week  to  our  preparatory  meet- 
ing for  the  communion,  and  made  an  open  confession  very  humbly,  and 
asked  to  be  taken  back.  From  a  man  so  naturally  proud  and  high-spir- 
ited, this  was  more  than  we  dared  hope  for,  but  the  Lord  generally 
shames  our  weak  faith  in  some  such  way.  The  church  is  now  reunited, 
and,  humanly  speaking,  looks  more  favorably  for  prosperity  than  ever 
before.     There  were  some  hard,  knotty,  burly  sticks  in  the  way,  but  in 
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the  good  providence  of  our  God  all  have  been  removed,  and  in  each  case 
the  result  has  been  better  than  our  expectation. 

At  our  last  communion  (July  1st)  we  had  a  very  large  attendance. 
Five  children  were  baptized  and  one  person  was  received  as  a  communi- 
cant,— an  old  woman,  blind,  lame,  deaf,  hardly  able  to  speak,  and  prob- 
ably upwards  of  one  hundred  years  old.  She~had  been  all  her  long  life 
a  heathen,  but  now,  in  the  twilight  of  life,  came  forward  to  give  herself 
up  to  Christ.  It  was  a  sight  that  brought  the  tears  to  my  eyes,  to  see 
them  carry  the  poor  old  lady  up  to  the  house  of  prayer  in  her  canoe,  for 
she  could  not  walk.  And  when  they  brought  her  in,  she  could  only  sit 
curled  up  upon  the  floor,  not  being  able  to  sit  upon  an  ordinary  seat.  It 
was  her  own  desire  to  be  brought  to  the  church,  that  she  might  thus 
openly  testify  her  love  for  Jesus,  and  set  an  example  to  the  old  people 
about  us  to  come  and  do  likewise.     The  season  was  one  of  refreshing. 

Last  night  the  church  held  a  meeting  and  elected  two  more  elders. 
Yesterday  I  circulated  a  total  abstinence  pledge,  and  got  thirty-two 
signers. 


SYRIA  IN  THE  RUSSIAN-TURKISH  WAR. 

We  quote  some  particulars  from  the  letter  of  a  well-informed  corres- 
pondent, dated ,  June  13th,  1877.     No  military  conflicts  have  taken 

place  near  Syria,  but  these  notices  throw  a  painful  light  on  the  hardships 
in  the  progress  of  war  which  must  be  endured  by  a  people  so  poor  as 
are  nearly  all  in  that  part  of  the  Turkish  empire.  They  also  show  in 
some  degree  the  uncertainties  of  the  times ;  but  the  Lord  reigns.  Thus 
far  our  missionary  work  has  not  been  seriously  interrupted. 

The  Bedawin  Arabs  are  getting  the  whole  border  region  of  Syria  and 
Palestine  into  trouble,  levying  blackmail  on  the  villagers,  fighting  one 

another,  and  robbing  on  every  hand.     Lieutenant  K ,  of  the  British 

Palestine  Exploration  Society,  was  riding  near  Nablous,  with  his  mule- 
teer, when  he  was  attacked  full  tilt  by  eleven  Bedawin.  He  defended 
himself  with  his  weapons  and  drove  them  off,  but  received  a  spear  wound 
in  his  back,  but  it  is  not  serious. 

The  Moslems  of  Lydda  have  been  insulting  the  Christian's,  and  in 
Acre  a  procession  of  recruits  for  the  army  has  thrown  the  Christians 
into  terror  by  violent  language  and  threats. 

In  Damascus  there  is  partial  quiet,  and  it  is  felt  that  all  depends  on 
the  state  of  things  in  Constantinople.  Should  the  government  there  be 
suddenly  overthrown  by  conspiracy,  or  anything  befall  the  Sultan,  so  that 
the  provincial  Walys  would  be  left  to  their  own  impulses,  no  one  could 
guarantee  Damascus  for  a  day. 

The  rumor,  whether  true  or  false,  that  the  Russians  massacred  an  en- 
tire village  of  Circassians — men,  women  and  children — in  the  Caucasus, 
is  one  of  those  things  that  would  tend  to  bring  about  a  Moslem  uprising, 
were  the  local  governors  less  vigilant  than  they  are.  A  telegram  to-day 
orders  the  immediate  uniforming  of  the  Home  Guard,  or  Mustahfiz,  at  the 
expense  of  the  people.  This  is  the  last  resort  of  the  government  for 
men,  and  is  resorted  to  after  four  weeks  of  war. 

The  demands  for  money  are  becoming  very  severe.  1.  Arrears  of  taxes 
for  three  years.  2.  The  military  tax.  3.  Especial  fund ;  a  tax  of  one 
dollar  on  every  male  above  fifteen  years  of  age.  4.  Extraordinary  land 
tax  three  years  in  advance,  giving  receipts  for  two  years.  5.  Cutting 
off  two  months'  wages  of  all  government  employees.     6.  Horse  levy, 
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the  portion  on  Beirut  being  £2,500.  T.  Espec  I  levy  on  the  heads  of 
all  the  sects — Bishops,  Sheikhs,  Patriarchs,  &c  The  Maronite  Bishop 
has  one  hundred  dollars  to  pay,  and  others  in  v  oportion.  To-day  the 
police  have  been  hunting  for  the  Protestant  Bibiiop.  The  Protestants 
told  them  they  have  no  Bishop  but  Christ.  This  was  a  poser  for  the 
Turkish  police.  The  amount  demanded  from  the  Protestant  Bishop  is 
fifty  dollars.  ...  9.  The  uniforming  of  the  Home  Guard  at  the 
expense  of  the  people. 

MISSIONARY  NOTICES  FROM  LAHOR. 
The  Rev.   C.  W.  Forman,  writing  at  Lahor,  India,  May  26th,  187T, 
sends   the  following  items  of  news  and  remark,  which  may   well   be 
inserted  here : 

A  few  weeks  ago  three  Mohammedans,  all  pupils  in  our  S2hool,  were 
baptized  in  our  native  church,  and  the  next  Sunday  a  servant  of  one  of 
the  teachers  in  the  school — also  a  Mohammedan — was  admitted  to  the 
church  by  baptism.  After  the  pupils  were  baptized  they  were  told  to 
return  to  their  homes,  which  they  did ;  but  soon  they  returned  to  tell 
us  they  had  been  cast  out.  Over  one  of  them  there  was  a  consultation 
of  the  relatives.  They  all  agreed,  of  course,  that  he  should  be  turned 
out ;  but  when  the  father  said  to  him,  "  You  are  worth  nothing  to  us 
now,"  another  considerately  suggested  that  it  was  a  pity  he  should  take 
the  clothes  which  he  had  on  with  him.  The  father  replied,  "  He  is 
dead;  let  him  have  his  grave-clothes."  They  are  now  all  living  on  the 
mission  compound  and  attending  the  mission  school.  The  other  young 
man  had  come  to  Lahor  some  time  ago,  to  study  medicine,  but  had  to 
abandon  the  idea  on  account  of  the  want  of  the  means  of  support.  He 
has  now  been  admitted  into  the  medical  college,  and  a  stipend  has  been 
allowed  him  by  the  Medical  Missionary  Society  of  the  Punjab,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  he  will  in  time  become  a  medical  missionary  in  connection 
with  that  society,  or  with  our  Dispensary  at  Lahor. 

The  new  Governor  of  the  Punjab  was  installed  last  month.  He  has 
for  many  years  been  a  contributor  to  our  mission,  and  has  in  other  ways 
manifested  an  interest  in  our  work.  Since  his  installation  he  has  visited 
the  principal  educational  institutions  of  Lahor,  including  our  school.  I 
have  no  doubt  his  influence  will  be  felt  on  the  side  of  religion,  virtue, 
and  improvement. 

I  was  sorry  to  hear  that  one  of  the  younger  missionaries  had  suggested 
that  missionaries,  after  twenty-five  years'  service,  should  have  the  privi- 
lege (?)  of  retiring  on  full  pay !  I  should  be  sorry  to  think  that  many 
who  have  been  so  long  in  the  field  would  vote  for  such  a  proposal.  I 
was  surprised  that  any  missionary  should  make  such  a  suggestion. 
When  I  hear  of  my  old  pupils,  who  learned  their  A  B  C  in  my  school, 
getting  pensions,  it  makes  me  feel  that  I  .have  been  a  long  time  in  Lahor. 
But  I  am  sure  I  am  not  tired  of  the  work  yet,  though  it  sometimes  seems 
very  discouraging. 

We  have  lately  added  another  Christian  teacher  to  our  staff- Puran 
Chund  Uppal — who  was  educated  in  our  school  and  baptized  here  in 
1866.  He  returned  to  us  from  Deyrah  Ismael  Khan,  beyond  the  Indus, 
where  he  was  the  head  master  of  a  C.  M.  S.  school.  He  sometimes  ren- 
ders valuable  assistance  in  preaching. 

Lahor  is  enjoying  a  visit  from  a  great  Hindoo  Reformer  from  Western 
India,  who  decries  caste  and  idolatry,  and  says  the  Shastars  are  of  no 
authority,  but  holds  to  the  Badas.    The  first  evening  he  lectured  a  great 
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crowd  assembled  to  hear  him,  but  they  went  away  disgusted,  saying  he 
was  only  a  Christian  in  disguise.  His  audiences,  of  course,  were  never 
so  large  afterwards. 

COMMON  ORIGIN  OF  PANTHEISM  AND  POLYTHEISM. 

Our  religious  newspapers  have  lately  reported  the  death  of  Dr.  A. 
Tholuck,  of  Berlin,  after  a  long,  honored,  and  most  useful  Christian  life. 
This  event  may  recall  one  of  his  earlier  works,  "  The  Nature  and  Moral 
Influence  of  Heathenism,  especially  among  the  Greeks  and  Romans, 
viewed  in  the  light  of  Christianity."  This  volume  is  well  worthy  of 
being  studied,  embodying  a  large  amount  of  information  on  the  subject, 
and  much  careful  thought.  Its  picture  of  Heathenism,  even  amongst 
enlightened  idol-worshipping  nations,  will  remind  the  readers  of  the 
"Exhortation  to  the  Heathen"  of  Clement  of  Alexandria,  which  was 
written  probably  at  the  end  of  the  second  century,  and  which  is  a  truly 
awful  account  of  what  Heathenism  is,  by  the  pen  of  one  who  had  been 
himself  a  pagan  philosopher,  though  he  afterwards  became  one  of  the 
most  eminent  of  Christian  ministers. 

We  quote  a  paragraph  from  Dr.  Tholuck's  little  volume: 
"  When  now,  through  the  inclinations  of  his  corrupt  heart,  man  had 
become  thus  estranged  more  and  more  from  intercourse  with  God,  and 
gradually  also  from  the  thoughts  of  the  holy  God  and  the  holy  spiritual 
world  ;  when  he  had  thus  suffered  himself  more  and  more  to  be  drawn 
away  from  the  Creator  down  to  the  creation  ;  then  the  error  lay  almost 
directly  in  his  path,  viz :  that  the  more  sagacious,  who  renounced  the 
knowledge  of  one  holy,  self-existent  God  above  the  world,  should  regard 
as  God  that  collective  vitality  which  appears  in  the  visible  world,  and 
thus  give  origin  to  Pantheism  ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  more  dull 
of  apprehension,  who  could  not  look  away  from  what  lay  before  their 
eyes,  nor  elevate  their  view  to  one  great  whole,  should  suppose  they 
beheld  a  distinct  God  in  each  individual  phenomenon,  and  in  this  manner 
give  occasion  to  Polytheism." 


MATTERS  IN  JAPAN. 

We  are  at  liberty  to  insert  the  following  extract  from  a  private  letter 
of  one  of  our  brethren  in  Japan,  dated  June  5th,  1877.  He  exposes 
with  an  amusing  pen  the  exaggerated  way  in  which  some  good  men 
indulge  in  their  correspondence — doing  more  harm  than  good  by  their 
extravagant  representations.  True  statements  are  always  best  set 
forth  in  moderate  language. 

The  letter  of encloses  a  slip  from  the  Messenger,  and  he  wants 

to  know  whether  its  statements  are  true.  Maybe  you  have  seen  it ;  so 
I  speak  of  it.  It  is  a  good  specimen  of  the  extravagant  statements 
which  some  men  keep  sending  home.  It  represents  everybody  in 
Japan  as  perfectly  agog  about  Christianity.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the 
Japanese  are  far  more  interested  in  Christianity  than  any  other  heathen 
nation ;  and  it  will  not  be  at  all  surprising  if  fifty  or  one  hundred  years 
hence  sees  Japan  a  Christian  country  ;  but  to  speak  as  if  Christianity 
was  the  question  of  the  day  and  hour  all  over  the  land  is  absurd,  and 
will  only  bring  disappointment  to  the  people  at  home. 
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The  same  piece  tells  of  an  infidel,  blasphemous  Life  of  Christ,  in  six 
volumes,  being  extensively  circulated  in  the  large  cities.  Now  six 
volumes  sounds  pretty  big  in  America;  when,  however,  you  bear  in 
mind  that  the  Japanese  Peep  of  Day  fills  three  octavos  of  one  hundred 
and  fifteen  pages  each,  1he  six  volumes  do  not  sound  quite  so  big.  The 
paper  then  goes  on  to  say  that  the  missionaries  are  almost  powerless  to 
meet  this  terrible  engine  of  destruction,  and  send  begging  for  the  illus- 
trations from  Hanna's  Life  of  Christ,  published  by  the  Tract  Society,  to 
print  in  a  book  which  they  have  been  preparing. 

If  this  were  all  true,  I  doubt  whether  much  comfort  could  be  derived 
even  from  the  prospect  of  an  illustrated  Life  of  Christ.  I  have  asked  a 
number  about  the  book  which  the  Messenger  speaks  of,  but  nobody 
knows  anything  about  it,  unless  it  is  an  insignificant  affair  published 
some  time  ago,  and  which  was  written  to  make  sport  of  all  religions. 
If  the  state  of  things  were  as  is  represented  in  the  Messenger,  it  is 
simply  impossible  that  the  men  to  whom  I  have  spoken  should  not  have 
known  of  it.  From  the  fact  that  somebody  wants  his  Life  of  Christ 
published,  I  suppose  the  story  has  gone  home  from  certain  men  down 
,  and  who  are  always  writing  and  talking  as  if  they  were  victori- 
ous generals  just  going  into  a  tremendous  battle.  I  know  that  one  of 
them  has  been  writing  a  book,  and  I  suppose  the  piece  in  the  Messenger 
was  to  raise  the  wind.

SPANISH  TRACTS  WANTED. 

An  excellent  ministerial  brother  in  Colorado  recently  sent  to  the  Board 
for  a  donation  of  Spanish  tracts.  A  supply  was  sent  him,  and  distrib- 
uted on  his  wide  and  needy  field.  He  has  just  written  to  the  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  thanking  him  for  the  supply  already  sent,  but 
urgently  soliciting  another  and  a  larger  box.     He  writes : 

"  Brother  O'Conner  has  to-day  put  some  of  the  Spanish  Shorter  Cate- 
chisms in  the  hands  of  his  scholars,  to  their  great  delight.  *  *  *  We 
are  opening  up  four  counties.  Our  tracts  prepare  the  way,  and  in  fami- 
lies hostile  to  Protestantism  raise  up  confessors  where  we  ourselves  are 
not  well  received.  We  need  a  good  large  box  of  all  the  Board's  Spanish 
publications.  These  tracts  pass  on  and  around.  The  possessors  will 
almost  fight  for  them.  One  woman,  whose  husband  had  burnt  several, 
held  on  to  one —  The  History  of  Joseph — held  it  between  her  knees — and 
he  only  got  the  cover  and  a  few  of  the  last  leaves.  We  gave  her  a  New 
Testament,  and  she  now  preaches  to  all  her  neighbors.  She  wants 
more  tracts. 

"  These  people  are  hungry  for  the  truth.  Seventy  have  left  the  Papacy 
within  three  weeks.  This  place  is  a  fine  centre  from  which  to  distribute 
tracts  clear  to  New  Mexico,  through  freighters  who  are  Mexicans.  'An- 
dres Dunn?  one  of  the  Board's  Spanish  volumes,  has  set  the  town  of  Pe- 
taca,  Rio  Riba  county,  New  Mexico,  on  fire.  One  party  says,  '  Andres 
is  a  devil'  Others  say,  'El  sabe  mucho,1 — (He  knows  much.)  Let  us 
have  the  box." 

The  Board  would  gladly  send  liberal  supplies  of -Spanish  tracts  to  all 
that  region ;  but  alas !  our  Missionary  Fund  is  still  empty,  and  the  box 
must  be  a  small  one.  Will  anybody  send  us  some  special  contributions 
wherewith  we  may  send  forward  Spanish  tracts  to  these  "hungry"  peo- 
ple in  Colorado  and  New  Mexico? 
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A  lady  who  manifested  some  annoyance  when  her  daughter  made  a 
profession  of  faith  in  Christ  and  united  with  the  church,  was  asked  to 
read  the  tract  entitled,  "  Follow  MeP  She  did  so,  and  in  it  found  the 
light  she  so  much  needed.  She  was  led  to  the  Saviour,  and  is  now 
endeavoring  to  follow  the  Master.  That  is  the  tract  she  loves  to  distri- 
bute, with  the  prayer  for  God's  blessing  upon  it  and  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Publication.

(as  Calvin,  Knox,  and  the  authors  of  the  Dutch  and  the  German  Re- 
formed Liturgies),  the  genius  of  Scottish  and  American  Presbyterianism 
has  discarded  them  as  uncongenial,  and  the  matured  judgment  of  our 
Church  has  pronounced  them  of  more  than   questionable  expediency. 
The  action  of  our  recent  General  Assemblies  proves  that  the  mind  of 
the  Church  is  averse  to  the  recommendation  by  authority  of  even  the 
simplest  forms  for  special  services.     With  this  jealous  care  for  the  free- 
dom and  spirituality  of  the  Church,  Dr.  Hodge  is  in  perfect  sympathy. 
Nevertheless,  accurate  preparation  is  felt  by  all  to  be  necessary  for  the 
edifying  performance  of  certain  special  services,  as  the  administration  of 
baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper,  the  admission  of  the  baptized  to  full 
communion,  and  the  celebration  of  marriage.     Any  approximation  to  a 
uniformity  of  method  in  these  particulars  which  can  be  secured  without 
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the  sacrifice  of  freedom  and  adaptability  to  varying  circumstances,  will 
be  generally  welcomed. 

The  very  spirit  of  liberty  which  opposes  the  authoritative  recommen- 
dation of  such  formulas  by  the  General  Assembly,  will  approve  such 
offerings  to  the  brethren  as  the  present,  made  by  private  persons,  and 
thoroughly  conformed  to  the  doctrinal  principles  of  the  "  Confession  of 
Faith  "  and  to  the  regulative  injunctions  of  the  "Directory  for  Worship." 

Dr.  Hodge  offers  this  little  manual  to  his  brethren  as  a  statement  of 
the  true  principles  that  should  determine  the  form  as  well  as  the  matter 
of  these  services,  and  as  a  suggestive  example  of  appropriate  forms  as 
well  as  a  handbook  convenient  for  actual  use.  In  it  he  has  embraced  an 
alternative  "order  for  the  admission  of  members  to  full  communion," 
prepared  by  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Pierson,  D.D.  We  do  not  hesitate  to  predict 
that  many  will  thank  Dr.  Hodge  for  this  effort  to  aid  them  in  promoting 
the  dignity,  accuracy  and  profitableness  of  these  special  church  services.

In  this  last  book  of  Miss  Hamilton  the  fortunes  of  three  brothers 
are  graphically  sketched.  Without  sensationalism,  the  narrative  is 
deeply  interesting;  and  without  preaching,  it  is  eminently  instruc- 
tive. Perseverance,  patience,  industry,  and  courage  are  made  conspicu- 
ous as  elements  of  success,  and  God's  love  in  the  heart  as  the  source  of 
these  good  traits.  The  danger  from  gay  companions  and  the  intoxi- 
cating cup  forms  a  sad  background  to  the  picture,  yet  relieved  by  light 
at  eventide.     We  commend  this  volume  to  young  men  and  boys.

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The  design  of  this  Board  was  and  should  still  be  to  assist  poor  and 
feeble  churches  to  secure  comfortable,  but  not  costly,  sanctuaries.  The 
average  of  aid  asked  for  and  generally  received  from  the  Board  has  not 
for  years  exceeded  $500.  Of  late,  however,  there  has  been  a  marvellous 
change.  While  in  business  transactions  the  tendency  is  largely  to 
retrench,  in  church  building  it  is  to  enlarge.  Instead  of  $400  or  $500, 
we  are  frequently  asked  for  $1,000,  or  $1,500,  and  that  for  buildings  to 
cost  from  $8,000  to  $16,000  each.  Our  convictions  are  that  the  money 
entrusted  to  us  for  disbursement  was  not  intended  for  such  costly  struc- 
tures, while  many  who  send  this  money  are  worshiping  in  buildings 
that  did  not  cost  half  the  amount  asked  for.  It  may  be  well  enough  for 
those  who  can  afford  it  to  erect  more  costly  buildings ;  but  when  a  con- 
gregation that  cannot  raise  among  themselves  more  than  $1,000,  propose 
to  build  at  an  expense  of  $5,000  or  $6,000,  and  after  canvassing  the  whole 
country,  come  to  the  Board  (endorsed  by  Presbytery)  for  $L,000  or 
$1,500,  it  is  asking  too  much — more  than  we  can  conscientiously  give 
and  more  than  our  Treasury  will  bear.  Nearly  every  case  of  serious 
embarrassment  under  which  so  many  of  our  churches  are  groaning  at 
present,  has  resulted  from  an  attempt  to  build  far  beyond  their  means. 
We  have  not  less  than  a  dozen  such  cases  before  us  now,  where  churches 
that  should  have  been  satisfied  with  a  much  less  expensive  building, 
have  so  deeply  involved  themselves  in  debt  as  to  render  it  impossible  to 
save  their  property  and  retain  their  integrity  in  the  community,  as  their 
case  is  beyond  the  reach  of  this  Board.  Many  of  these  see  their  folly 
now,  and  deplore  it  when  too  late  ;  but  alas !  their  bitter  experience  will 
not  benefit  others,  who  are  rushing  into  the  same  vortex.  The  plea  is 
"  If  we  do  not  build  a  fine  large  house,  with  spire,  bell,  etc.,  we  shall 
not  get  Messrs.  A.  B.  or  C's  large  subscription,"  and  if  we  may  judge 
of  the  future  by  the  past,  before  the  building  is  completed,  or  at  least 
before  it  is  paid  for,  these  liberal  subscriptions  will  not  be  forthcoming. 
To  make  up  this  deficit,  money  must  be  borrowed  at  a  ruinous  rate  of 
interest,  and  after  this  has  run  on  for  a  year  or  two,  either  a  mechanic's 
lien  is  enforced,  or  the  chur-'h  comes  back  to  the  Board  with  the  requests 
of  Presbytery  that  we  pay  this  unnecessary  debt,  which  request  we  must 
respectfully  decline,  and  no  doubt  the  Church  will  feel  greatly  aggrieved, 
for,  as  tbey  say,  "The  Presbytery  had  voted  them  the  amount."  It  may 
prevent  disappointment  to  cite  the  rule  by  which  the  Board  is  governed 
in  such  cases. 

"  Nor  shall  any  appropriation  be  made  for  the  payment  of  any  church 
debt,  except  that  which  may  have  been  contracted  within  one  year,  in 
the  erection  of  a  house  of  worship." 

The  demand  for  aid  from  the  Board  is  steadily  increasing  while  our 
receipts  are  falling  off.  As  we  have  already  intimated  to  the  churches, 
our  dependence  for  the  means  that  may  be  needed  for  our  work  this  year 
must  be  upon  them,  as  we  "have  no  other  source  from  which  to  draw.

He  that  hath  a  bountiful  eye  shall  be  blessed." 


The  necessity  of  a  prompt  and  liberal  supply  of  funds  is  shown  by 
the  correspondence  of  this  Board.     Take  these  as  specimens : 

A  minister's  wife,  in  writing  to  inquire  whether  the  grant  for  the  cur- 
rent year  could  not  be  increased,  says :  "  A  part  of  our  last  allowance 
was  invested  in  plants,  and  we  sold  them,  taking  advantage  of  the  spring 
trade,  and  so  increased  our  income.  But  it  is  now  all  gone ;  my  husband 
is  failing,  we  are  in  debt,  and  have  no  means  to  buy  medicine  for  him  or 
bread  for  the  family.  Were  it  not  for  the  assurance  that  'the  Lord  will 
provide,1  I  should  have  given  up  in  despair  before  now,  for  with  a  sick 
husband  and  four  small  children,  the  future  looks  dark;  but  trusting  in 
His  promises,  I  Struggle  on,  doing  wrhat  I  can  for  our  support.  Please 
let  us  hear  as  soon  as  possible  what  we  may  expect,  that  I  may  know 
what  to  do.  Pardon  my  troubling  you  again,  but  I  know  not  what  else 
to  do." 

A  communication  lies  before  us,  signed  by  twelve  members  of  a  Pres- 
bytery, asking  an  appropriation  for  the  widow  of  a  minister  who  died  in 
May  last,  with  a  strong  appeal,  "the  case  being  urgent,  demanding  imme- 
diate relief."  "She  has  been  left  in  very  destitute  circumstances.  She 
has  two  small  children — one  a  boy  aged  about  nine  years,  and  the  other 
a  girl  about  five  years  old."     Absolute  destitution  forbids  a  long  delay. 

From  an  aged  and  infirm  widow  of  a  faithful  servant  of  God  comes, 
in  a  letter  written  with  a  tremulous  hand,  as  follows :  "Dear  Sir — Per- 
mit me  to  ask  if  you  could  send  me  from  the  Relief  Fund  one  hundred 
dollars.  Sickness  is  my  excuse  for  asking  for  it  so  early  in  the  year.  I 
have  been  obliged  to  take  my  meals  in  my  room  for  the  past  six  months. 
Doctor's  bills  and  other  necessary  expenses  have  increased  so  that  I 
apply  to  the  Relief  Fund  for  aid.  I  hope  it  may  be  convenient  to  oblige 
your  friend." 

A  successful  pastor  of  a  church  in  one  of  our  cities  has  been  called 
away  "in  his  full  strength,"  leaving  a  widow  and  three  children,  with 
no  income  to  supply  their  necessities,  having  only  the  dwelling-house 
given  by  a  friend  just  before  his  death.  Here  speedy  relief  is  called  for. 
And  from  the  same  Presbytery  comes  another  new  application  in  behalf 
of  "  an  earnest  minister,"  who  has  become  entirely  blind,  with  a  consid- 
erable family  dependent  on  him  for  support.  The  family  is  sustained  in 
part  by  the  produce  of  some  land,  but  the  supply  is  insufficient. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  asked  to  the  case  of  a  minister  broken 
down  at  the  age  of  sixty-three.  It  is  urged  that  for  the  support  of  him 
and  his  wife,  the  sum  granted  this  year  be  made  double  that  of  last  year. 
"  He  has  tried  various  schemes,  as  colportage,  keeping  an  assortment  of 
Sabbath-school  books,  &c,  to  sell  on  commission,  but  he  is  too  infirm  and 
feeble-minded  to  accomplish  anything.  Friends  have  helped  him,  but 
they  cannot  keep  him  up.  A  rent  of  ten  dollars  a  month  is  to  be  paid, 
and  other  expenses  incurred." 

From  an  honored  minister  comes  a  plea  in  behalf  of  a  widow  left  in 
charge  of  four  young  fatherless  children :     "Dear  Sir — Could  you  not 

send  a  little  money  for  Mrs. ?     She  is  very  much  in  need  of  it. 

She  tries  to  make  a  living  by  boarding  students ;  but  they  pay  so  little 
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that  she  can  hardly  get  along.     Excuse  me  for  troubling  you,  but  she 
again  and  again  asked  me  to  write  to  you." 

An  aged,  infirm,  and  crippled  minister  says:  "The  appropriation  of 
last  year  has  left  wants  unrelieved.  I  do  not  now  write  for  any  addi- 
tional sum,  but  if  you  could  advance  me  fifty  dollars  of  what  will  come 
to  me  next  October,  it  would  relieve  me  very  much.  It  is  among  the 
possibilities ;  help  me  if  you  can.  Money  I  cannot  borrow,  neither  will 
a  merchant  or  groceryman  trust  his  goods.  The  Lord  only  knows  what 
we  shall  do.  I  know  you  are  solicited  most  painfully.  I  need  write 
no  more." 

The  payments  made  since  April  1st  have  entirely  exhausted  the 
treasury.  Early  collections  in  the  churches  and  quick  responses  from 
warm  hearts  will  enable  the  Board  to  answer  these  and  other  loud  calls 
for  help.

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Financial. — Receipts  for  June,  $6,289.70 ;  receipts  for  the  quarter 
ending  June  30,  $9,260.99,  of  which  $601.95  were  for  specials,  and 
$8,659.04  for  the  general  work. 


Non-Contributing  Churches. — Our  General  Assembly  of  1876 
"solemnly  and  earnestly  urged  upon  all  concerned  the  importance  of 
securing,  from  every  church,  regular  and  liberal  offerings  to  all  our 
schemes  of  benevolence  and  church  work,"  and  that  our  churches  would 
"  increase  their  contributions  largely  "  to  their  work  among  the  Freed- 
men.  And  in  December  last  we  endeavored  to  call  the  special  attention  of 
about  1,700  delinquent  churches  to  this  action  of  the  Assembly,  kindly 
asking  of  each  a  contribution  to  this  cause ;  and  we  have  the  pleasure  of 
reporting  186  of  these  as  now  on  the  roll  of  contributors,  to  the 
amount  of  $2,070. 

Summer  Months. — These  are  the  months  in  which  contributions  to 
the  benevolent  work  of  the  church  are  wont  to  be  light,  obliging  those 
appointed  to  conduct  it  either  to  borrow  or  to  allow  their  missionaries  to 
suffer  the  results  of  delayed  payment.  We  would  gladly  avoid  both, 
and  to  this  end  we  earnestly  ask  that  churches  still  delinquent  will  come 
to  our  help  now. 

Enlargement. — One  of  the  resolutions  passed  by  our  late  General 
Assembly,  in  regard  to  her  work  among  the  Freedmen,  was,  "  That  our 
churches  should  be  aroused  to  the  special  claims  of  this  people,  so  that 
the  work  may  be  enlarged  five-fold."  And  nothing  save  the  abundant 
outpouring  of  God's  Spirit  upon  the  work  entrusted  to  the  care  of  the 
Committee  on  Freedmen,  would  so  rejoice  the  hearts  of  its  members  as 
to  be  enabled  thus  to  enlarge  the  work.  But  this  may  not  be  done  with- 
out funds  to  support  enlargement;  and  believing  that  many  of  the 
churches  which  contribute  to  this  cause  during  the  summer  months  could 
largely  increase  the  amounts  they  usually  give,  and  that  very  many  of 
those  who  failed  to  contribute  last  year  can  probably  secure  as  good  col- 
lections now  as  at  any  other  season,  we  earnestly  ask  increase  by  the 
former  and  liberal  present  collections  by  the  latter,  that  we  may  at  once 
be  encouraged  to  go  forward  and  enlarge  the  good  work  entrusted  to 
our  care. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

Among  the  pines  of  South  Carolina  two  ladies  (white)  conduct  a  large 
parochial  school,  and  one  of  them  writes  thus : 

"We  occasionally  get  a  word  of  encouragement  which  does   us  good. 

A  young  man  from  S visited  our  school  one  day,  and  he  said  to  me, 

"  Miss  K ,   you  have    a  better  arithmetic  class  than  they  have  in 

S ;  they  change  teachers  there  so  often  that  they  never  get  on  very 

far."     Then  the  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  D ,  of  B ,  encouraged  us 

a  great  deal.  She  said,  that  as  she  had  not  been  here  for  three  years, 
she  could  see  how  much  the  people  had  improved,  and  that  the  Southern 
people  were  so  glad  that  we  were  doing  the  work  that  they  could 
not  do.  " 

NORTH    CAROLINA. 

One  of  our  missionaries  (white)  writes  as  follows : 

"We  have  just  closed  our  May  communion  at  S .     The  weather 

was  cool,  but  the  meetings  were  warm  and  crowded.     The  attendance 
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was  unusually  large;  interest  deep  and  solemn.  The  aisles,  doors  and 
windows  full,  with  many  outside.  Very  orderly  and  attentive.  *  *  * 
One  little  girl  taken  under  care  of  Session.     *     *     *     Collection,  $9.00. 

Sabbath  week  we  had  communion  at   C church.     Here,  too, 

the  attendance  was  unusually  large — more  than  house  twice  full.  Great 
many  came  ten  or  fifteen  miles.  The  woods  round  about  seemed  crowded 
with  horses,  wagons  and  buggies.  *  *  *  Took  up  subscription  for 
the  year;  about  $75.00  subscribed." 

INTERESTED    IN    HIS    WORK. 

The  following  is  from  a  colored  catechist  and  teacher  in  Xorth  Carolina : 

"Dear  Sir — Enclosed  find  report  for  the  present  month.  Thus  closed 
a  very  pleasant  term  at  Lexington  for  me.  In  the  day  and  Sabbath- 
school,  and  also  in  my  work  as  a  catechist,  I  feel  that  the  Lord  has  given 
me  strength  to  do  some  good,  though  as  to  whether  there  has  been  any 
good  accomplished  by  me  as  an  instrument  here,  is  not  for  me  to  say. 
There  is  much  interest  manifested  in  our  Sabbath-school,  which  numbers 
over  one  hundred  members.  We  also  have  what  Ave  call  a  '  Sabbath- 
school  prayer-meeting,5  every  fourth  Sabbath  afternoon,  commenced  the 
first  of  the  present  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  there  seems  to  be  a 
continued  interest  shown  on  the  part  of  both  parents  and  children."

OUR  FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

It  is  well  known  to  the  readers  of  the  Record,  whom  we  are  accus- 
tomed to  keep  informed  as  to  our  financial  situation,  that  we  closed  the 
last  fiscal  year  with  a  balance  on  hand  of  $27,794.  Such  a  balance  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  so  much  of  our  income  is  paid  in  the  last 
part  of  the  year,  especially  since  much  more  than  one-quarter  of  the 
whole  was  paid  in  during  the  last  five  weeks  of  the  year ;  so  that  we 
could  make  no  safe  antecedent  calculation  as  to  what  we  might  hope  to 
receive  or  be  able  to  disburse. 

But  all  that  balance,  with  all  we  have  been  able  to  gather  during  the 
first  four  months  of  the  current  year,  about  $47,600,  was  exhausted  in 
the  payments  due  the  first  three  months  of  the  year.  So  that,  for  the 
present  and  henceforth,  till  our  income  shall  surpass  our  disbursements, 
the  missionaries  will  receive  only  a  part  of  what  is  their  due,  unless  the 
Board  shall  see  fit  to  borrow  money  to  meet  current  expenses.  This  sug- 
gests, to  all  pastors  and  churches,  the  danger  of  allowing  the  collection 
for  Home  Missions  to  be  crowded  out  or  pushed  over  till  near  the  close 
of  the  year. 

The  publishers  of  the  Record  and  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General 
Assembly  say,  on  the  cover  of  the  Record  and  of  the  Minutes  of  the 
Assembly,  that  the  General  Assembly  has  recommended  that  a  collection 
or  contribution  for  Home  Missions  be  taken  "the  first  Lord's  Day  of 
November"  of  each  year.  So  far  as  such  a  recommendation  should  pre- 
vail, we  should  be  left  without  any  income  for  more  than  half  the  year. 
Hence  the  General  Assembly,  six  years  ago,  seeing  the  infelicity  of  any 
such  arrangement,  adopted  the  following  recommendation,  which  em- 
bodies within  itself  the  reason  for  its  passage,  namely:  "That,  as  the 
rate  of  expenditure  is  measurably  uniform  throughout  the  year,  no  one 
month  be  designated  for  the  taking  up  of  collections  for  this  cause ;  but 
that  each  church  designate  for  itself  the  month  that  will  bring  most  to 
the  treasury  of  the  Board,  and  in  no  case  fail  of  an  annual  contribution." 
This  recommendation  supersedes  all  that  went  before  it,  and  it  was  passed 
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because  it  was  seen  that  if  a  general  impression  prevailed  that  no  home 
missionary  collections  were  made  before  November,  that  then  stormy 
Sabbaths  or  other  causes  might  defer  the  collections,  in  too  many  cases, 
to  the  very  close  of  the  year,  or  push  them  over  into  the  year  to  come. 

For  those  who  have  an  established  schedule  for  collections  and  Home 
Missions  for  November,  it  may  not  be  advisable  to  change.  But  it  is 
highly  important  that  the  collections  for  this  cause  be  forwarded  at  an 
earlier  date  than  is  usual,  and  for  all  those  who  have  no  schedule  already, 
or  who  desire  to  change,  it  would  be  well  to  heed  the  last  utterance  of 
an  Assembly  and  "  designate  for  themselves"  the  month  for  Home  Mis- 
sions that  will  bring  most  to  the  Board. 

From  the  above  statement  it  appears  that  our  expenses  for  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year  have  exceeded  $75,000,  which  is  not  only  far  in  ad- 
vance of  our  receipts,  but  far  in  advance  of  the  same  period  last  year  ; 
for,  on  account  of  the  stringency  of  the  times,  the  last  two  years  we  have 
not  kept  pace  with  the  demands  of  our  frontier  work.  But  this  year  so 
large  a  number  of  first-class  men,  from  all  our  seminaries,  offered  them- 
selves to  us  for  service  in  all  the  States  and  Territories  beyond  the  Mis- 
sissippi, that  we  dared  not  decline ;  and  that  fact,  and  the  balance  on 
hand,  seemed  to  us  the  voice  of  God  speaking  unto  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions,  and  commanding  them  to  "  Go  forward  !" 

These  young  men  are  finding  their  places  and  settling  down  to  work. 
They  send  us  back  words  of  cheer;  and  missionaries  long  on  the  field 
send  us  words  of  gratitude  for  reinforcements.  Still  they  call  for  more 
men  to  reap  the  whitening  harvest. 

But  if  we  were  to  have  no  more  collections  till  November,  what 
should  we  do  for  these  missionaries  ?  What  a  deplorable  condition  they 
would  be  in!  Strangers  in  a  new  country,  they  must  not  be  forgotten 
or  neglected  by  the  Church. 

We  beg  of  all  pastors  and  churches  to  sieze  the  earliest  opportunity 
that  will  yield  us  large  returns,  and  take  and  forward  promptly  their 
Home  Missionary  collections ;  ■  and  let  the  prayers  of  the  whole  Church 
be  put  up  in  behalf  of  these  young  men — and  not  for  them  only,  but  for 
those  who  have  long  borne  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day,  that  God 
will  crown  their  labors  with  success,  and  add  unto  the  church  of  such  as 
shall  be  saved,  more  than  were  added  last  year,  which  was  a  year  greatly 
favored  of  the  Most  High! 

WOMAN'S  WORK. 

From  the  above  it  is  manifest  that  all  the  women  in  our  churches  have 
occasion  to  enlist  heartily  in  the  service  of  Home  Missions.  If  we  had 
time  to  enter  into  details,  we  should  show  how  this  enlargement  of  our 
work  involves  more  laborers  in  Utah  and  New  Mexico. 

The  Woman's  Evangel,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  publishes  a  letter  from  a 
female  teacher  in  Utah.     We  have  room  here  for  only  two  brief  extracts: 

"This  week  our  school  vear  of  nine  months  will  close.     Our  school 
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has  been  prosperous  during  the  year.  The  pupils  have  average  capacity. 
They  are  industrious  and  enthusiastic,  and  anxious  to  improve  their 
opportunity.  At  school  their  morals  are  good,  and  the  majority  of  them 
have  a  good  name  away  from  school.  The  parents  seem  to  realize  the 
advantage  their  children  are  having,  and  try  to  keep  them  in  school  as 
long  as  possible.  Our  enrolment  for  the  fall  term  was  eighty- six;  for 
the  winter  term,  one  hundred  and  thirty-four ;  and  for  this  spring, 
seventy-five,  being  twenty-five  per  cent,  better  than  it  was  last  year  at 
this  time.  Of  this  number  there  have  been  one  hundred  and  fifty-two 
different  persons,  representing  seventy-three  different  families.  I  know 
that  the  school  has  a  wide  influence,  intellectually  and  morally,  and 
I  believe  it  to  be  firmly  founded."  ******* 
"  I  feel  very  hopeful  of  our  work  for  next  year;  I  believe  the  influence 
of  it  will  radiate  in  every  direction.  I  am  glad  that  there  are  some  more 
lady  teachers  coming  ;  they  can  best  help  the  women  of  Utah,  and  what- 
ever helps  the  women  will  help  the  race.  It  needs  workers  here  who 
will  have  compassion  unmingled  with  contempt.  It  does  not  do  even  to 
feel  contempt  either  for  the  moral  or  the  intellectual  capacity  of  those* 
we  are  working  for.  The  laborer  must  be  Christ-like  ;  despise  the  sin 
and  love  the  sinner." 

Last  year  the  Women's  Societies  contributed  to  Home  Missions  but  a 
trifle  over  $11,000.  Why  should  they  not  contribute  this  year  in  proportion 
to  what  they  did  for  Foreign  Missions  last  year?  For  that  cause  they  con- 
tributed nobly — more  than  $124,000.  A  fair  pro  rata  of  that  amount, 
as  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly,  would  be  $75,000  or  more  for  us.  Let 
us  have  from  the  ladies  this  year  seven  times  as  much  as  we  did  last 
year.     We  shall  need  it  all. 


SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

By  the  time  this  number  of  the  Record  reaches  its  readers,  the  fami- 
lies that  have  been  in  the  country  for  the  summer,  will  be  returning  to 
their  city  homes,  and  the  Sabbath-schools  that  have  been  disbanded  for  the 
time,  will  be  reorganized.  The  Sabbath-schools  gave  us  last  year  more  than 
$10,000,  and  yet  probably  not  one  school  in  ten  contributed  anything 
for  Home  Missions.  Why  cannot  we  have  $100,000  from  the  Sabbath- 
schools  for  this  cause  during  the  year  ?  Sabbath-schools  raise  a  great 
deal  of  money.  Xo  injustice  will  be  done  if  we  say  a  great  deal  of  it  is 
voted  away  to  causes  which  the  teachers  and  the  churches  would  say 
were  far  inferior  to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions.  But  to  give  it  to 
Home  Missions  is  to  give  it  to  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  which  is 
God's  means  of  saving  the  souls  of  men;  it  is  to  give  it  to  the  cause  of 
Sabbath-schools  again,  and  to  the  education,  elevation,  and  salvation  of 
children;  for,  wherever  the  home  missionary  goes,  there  the  Sabbath- 
school  is  sure  to  spring  up,  and  the  children  are  sure  to  be  cared  for. 
Therefore,  to  help  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  is  to  help  home  mis- 
sionaries and  to  establish  Sabbath-schools  and  good  morals  on  the 
frontier;  it  is  to  help  all  the  young  in  the  most  neglected  portions  of 
the  country.  Will  not  the  pastors,  and  superintendents,  and  teachers 
think  of  these  things  ? 
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MISSIONARY  BOXES. 

The  time  of  the  year  has  come  when  applications  begin  to  be  made 
at  this  office  for  the  names  of  missionaries  for  whose  families  boxes  of 
clothing  may  be  prepared. 

We  beg  leave  to  thank  the  ladies  and  societies  for  what  they  have 
done  in  the  past.  A  good  "box"  sent  into  a  missionary  family  often 
makes  the  whole  household  sing  for  joy.  We  receive  many  letters, 
saying,  but  for  a  missionary  box  sent  from  some  church,  I  do  not  see 
how  my  family  would  have  got  through  the  year  without  suffering! 

But  allow  us  to  make  two  or  three  suggestions.  The  first  is  from  a 
lady,  who  says : 

"  From  experience,  I  know  the  cutting  arjd  making  up"  of  clothing 
for  such  boxes  is  attended  with  much  care  and  perplexity  to  those  having 
the  matter  in  charge. 

"  Persons  of  the  same  '  height,'  or  '  bust-measure'  vary  much  in  figure. 
Hence  it  is  impossible,  especially  in  outside  garments,  to  fit  by  mere 
measurement. 

"  Often,  perhaps,  as  in  some  known  instances,  garments  made  up  from 
such  measures  cannot  be  worn  by  those  for  whom  they  were  intended, 
thus  proving  of  less  than  their  real  value  to  the  missionary." 

Hence,  it  would  seem  desirable  to  send  the  material  rather  than  gar- 
ments already  made. 

Send  good  clothing,  and  such  as  you  would  not  blush  to  see  worn  by 
your  own  minister  and  his  family. 

And  if  you  are  not  able  to  meet  all  the  fair  demands  of  the  family 
you  choose  to  labor  for,  engage  some  neighboring  society  to  join  you ; 
for,  ordinarily,  such  a  family  has  but  one  such  box  in  a  year  ;  yet  there 
is  great  difference  in  the  value  of  boxes.     Says  a  missionary : 

"  Last  year  I  got  a  half  barrel ;  there  was  in  it  two  old  quilts,  one 
pair  of  stockings,  a  book,  and  fifteen  apples,  saying  it  was  worth  twenty 
dollars.  The  year  before  we  got  a  small  barrel — about  twenty -five  dol- 
lars' worth,  the  ladies  said." 

Says  another : 

11 1  mentioned,  in  my  last  report,  the  deficiencies  of  our  Sabbath- 
school  library.  Our  case  was,  it  seems,  commended  to  the  notice  of  a 
certain  church,  which  responded  by  sending  us  a  box  by  express,  which 
cost  us  nine  dollars  and  thirteen  cents,  two-thirds  filled  with  the  old- 
time  "  Psalms  and  Hymns,"  which  are  of  no  use  to  us ;  about  seventy 
small  library  books,  tolerably  perfect,  and  about  as  many  more  in  various 
stages  of  decay,  from  those  with  all  the  leaves  loosely  present,  to  frag- 
mentary specimens,  with  covers  containing  about  one-fifth  of  their 
original  letter-press,  one  dilapidated  Bible  with  some  leaves  gone,  and 
about  ten  New  Testaments  in  an  advanced  stage  of  decomposition.  I 
have  not  yet  acknowledged  the  gift,  simply  because  I  don't  know  how ! 
We  are  not  ungrateful — are  ready  to  be  thankful  for  small  favors — 
but  this — well,  we  are  simply  wishing  we  had  been  at  liberty  to  spend 
that  nine  dollars  and  thirteen  cents  to  better  advantage." 

These  are,  no  doubt,  extreme  and  exceptional  cases.  But  we  submit 
that  such  acts  are  not  "fair."  Let  us  do  things  worthy  and  of  good 
report. 
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FROM  THE  FIELD. 


THE    BEARING    OF    HOME    MISSIONS    ON    FOREIGN    MISSIONS. 

The  following  letter  is  from  the  Rev.  James  McCauley,  the  fourth 
missionary  to  the  foreign  field  from  a  single  Presbytery  in  Minnesota. 
The  home  field  furnishes  both  men  and  money  for  the  foreign  work,  and 
to  withhold  aid  from  the  home  field  is  to  dry  up  or  cut  off  all  the  springs 
that  furnish  supplies  for  Foreign  Missions.  Well,  then,  may  the  brother 
invoke  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  "  home-land  ;"  for  should  it  not  be  so,  he 
has  well  said,  "  to  what  shall  we  look  in  Siam  ?" 

Owatonna,  Minn. 

The  quarter  ending  May  15th  was  occupied  by  steady  and  I  think  en- 
couraging work.  Our  congregations  at  Owatonna  and  Havanna  have 
been  on  the  increase  a  little,  and  the  interest  is  good.  Some  additions 
to  the  church  have  been  had,  which  afford  us  much  comfort  and  make  us 
grateful  to  God. 

I  do  not  leave  the  field  because  I  am  tired  of  it,  nor  because  the  people 
say  go.  At  our  last  meeting  of  Presbytery  a  unanimous  call  for  my 
labors  as  pastor  was  given  me  from  my  people,  which  call  I  sincerely 
appreciate,  and  it  is  deeply  painful  to  me  to  leave  those  whom  I  so  dearly 
love ;  but  I  think  the  Lord  calls  me  to  Siam,  and  I  cannot  do  else  than 
comply  with  certain  duty.     So,  then,  "  good-bye." 

But  in  parting,  permit  me  a  very  few  words.  I  came  to  this  field  two  years 
and  seven  months  ago,  without  any  commission,  determined  to  serve  the 
Lord  if  I  could.  The  Lord  has  been  with  us.  When  I  came  the  people 
were  not  in  as  good  condition  as  now,  and  I  hope  they  will  still  grow. 
My  earnest  wish  is  that  the  Church  in  our  own  home-land  may  be  blessed 
more  and  more  of  God ;  for  should  it  not  be  so,  to  what  shall  we  look  in 
Siam  ?  And  now,  thanking  you  from  my  heart  for  your  kindness  to  me 
while  under  your  charge,  I  say  farewell,  to  go  farther  on  in  the  same 
great  work,  but  under  another  and  noble  Board.  God  bless  you,  dear 
fathers  and  brethren  in  Christ. 


ANOTHER   WAY    TO    HELP    FOREIGN    MISSIONS. 

FROM  EEV.  WILLLAM  B.  BROWN. 

Mabyville,  East  Tennessee,  July  10th,  1877. 

Herewith  you  have  my  report  for  the  quarter  ending  the  last  of  June. 
Nothing  of  special  interest  has  occurred  in  my  field  since  my  last  report. 
Rev.  T.  T.  Alexander,  lately  from  your  Seminary,  under  appointment  of 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  for  Japan,  who  married  my  daughter  a 
few  weeks  ago,  is  here,  and  on  Sabbath  last  gave  us  a  lecture  on  Foreign 
Missions,  together  with  the  condition  of  Japan,  at  Cloyd's  Creek.  I 
think  these  two  going  from  our  Synod  and  East  Tennessee,  will  interest 
our  churches  more  in  this  great  work.  It  is  costing  us  quite  a  struggle 
to  give  up  our  daughter ;  but  we  ought,  perhaps,  to  rejoice  that  we  have 
so  precious  a  gift  to  bestow.  It  would  be  a  great  pleasure  to  have  her 
in  reach  of  our  sight  occasionally ;  but  we  gave  her  to  the  Lord  once, 
and  do  not  now  propose  to  hold  her  back.  If  the  Master  calls,  let  her 
go.  We  have  never  asked  for  our  children  wealth  or  station ;  but  only 
that  God  would  make  them  blessings  on  the  earth,  and  this  we  believe 
he  will  do. 
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AMONG    THE    FREEDMEN. 

The  following  is  from  Rev.  Moses  A.  Hopkins,  a  member  of  the  last 
senior  class  in  Auburn  Theological  Seminary : 

Fra>kli>"ville    ST.  C.  August  1st,  1877. 

r  Sir— I  have  preached  at  every  church  since  I  wrote  you  last, 
and  I  feel  that  I  have  a  great  field  before  me.  The  church  here  is  now 
promising.  The  Sabbath-school  is  growing.  I  have  a  teachers'  meeting 
every  Tuesday  night,  at  my  house.  I  study  the  International  lessons 
hard,  and  teach  my  six  teachers,  who  teach  their  classes  the  same  lesson 
every  Sunday.  Thus  pastor  and  people  are  growing  in  knowledge. 
Mrs.  Hopkins  has  charge  of  the  infant  department,  and  of  the  whole 
school  during  my  absence.  She  has  a  good  class  in  their  spellers  and 
primers.  She  also  visits  and  gives  instruction  from  house  to  house.  I 
hope  by  the  end  of  the  next  quarter  to  be  able  to  report  many  souls  saved 
and  gathered  into  the  church  of  Christ. 

There  is  no  church  building  at  White  Hall — nothing  but  an  old  log 
school-house,  full  of  fleas  and  scorpions.  I  told  the  people  they  must 
have  a  church.  They  agreed ;  and  the  women  I  told  to  get  the  shingles ; 
the  officers  the  ground,  stone,  and  lumber :  another  man  the  glass,  and  I 
am  to  try  to  get  the  sash,  nails,  locks,  and  about  two  or  three  hundred 
dollars,  to  put  up  the  building  by  the  last  of  September  next.  The 
building  will  be  a  frame  house,  30 by  40.  The  lumber,  and  ground,  and 
shingles  have  been  gotten  and  paid  for,  and  if  I  can  rai»e  the  above 
amount  a  good  church  is  sure.  Church  buildings  are  greatly  needed  for 
all  four  congregations.  The  future  progress  and  prosperity  of  Presby- 
terianism  among- the  colored  people  here  will  depend  upon  the  kind  of 
churches  and  preachers  we  have.  When  our  church  was  first  planted 
here  there  was  no  other  church  ;  but  now  there  are  churches  of  both 
Baptists  and  Methodists  far  superior  to  ours.  In  this  village  there  are 
five  churches — two  white  churches  and  three  colored.  Our  church  here 
has  thirty-three  members ;  the  colored  Baptists  have  a  church  of  three 
hundred  members:  and  the  Christian  church  (?)  here  has  a  membership 
of  one  hundred  and  seven.  Our  church  here  will  not  seat  more  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  persons,  while  about  seventy-five  must  stand  during 
the  service  for  want  of  room  and  seats.  If  I  could  get  a  little  help  from 
the  Xorth.  I  would  do  a  great  work  here  for  our  Church  among  my  peo- 
ple. If  they  are  to  be  redeemed  it  must  be  done  soon.  Poor  as  they 
are,  the  people  of  the  North  must  help  them  for  years  to  come.  They 
cannot  be  raised  to  a  Christian  manhood  with  nothing.  It  will  take 
many  good  men  and  much  money. 

It  is  almost  useless  to  continue  preaching  at  Raleigh  only  once  a  month. 
We  need  some  good  man  there  all  the  time.  There  are  churches  all 
around  our  church  there,  which  have  services  three  times  a  day,  while 
our  church  only  has  preaching  once  a  month.  The  church  at  L<:uisburg 
is  very  promising  indeed. 

I  have  been  trying  to  see  what  it  would  cost  me  to  live  here.  Travel- 
ling expenses — to  White  Hall  $2.25;  toLouisburg$1.50;  to  Raleigh  S2.80 
=$6  -r>:  per  month  ;  for  rent  $6.00  ;  for  provisions  $30— by  great  care  and 
saving.  $42.55.  I  think  about  $60  or  $65  per  month  a  small  salary:  but 
if  I  can  get  that  I  can  give  myself  wholly  to  the  work  to  which  I  have 
been  appointed.  I  told  Mr.  Rev.  Billingsley,  and  he  told  me  to  get  all  I 
could  from  the  people,  and  that  your  Board  would  make  up  the  balance. 
I  suppose  I  can  rely  on  about  $120  from  my  churches  here  per  year. 
Moreover,  the  people  here  have  no  money  till  after  they  sell  their  cotton 
and  corn.

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Since  the  August  number  of  the  Record  was  sent  out  we  have  received 
several  inquiries  as  to  "  Mission  Pastorates,"  and  if  the  conditions  for 
aid  were  mentioned  in  that  article,  under  the  head  of  Sustentation.  For 
the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned,  we  quote  the  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  on  the  subject.     (See  Minutes  for  1876,  page  60). 

"Class  first,  to  be  designated  Mission  Pastorates,  consisting  of  one 
or  more  churches,  shall  constitute  a  pastoral  relation,  and  contribute 
towards  the  support  of  their  pastor  a  sum  equal,  at  least,  to  an  average 
of  seven  dollars  and  thirty  cents  per  member,  and  more  if  determined 
by  the  judgment  of  the  Presbytery  ;  the  minimum  salary,  in  cases  coming 
under  this  class,  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Board  and  the  Presby- 
tery." 

The  fourth  page  of  the  cover  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1877  contains 
all  the  conditions  of  aid  both  for  "  Sustentation  Pastorates"  and  "  Mission 
Pastorates." 


SELF-SUSTAINING. 

L.E  Sueur,  Minn.,  July  2d,  1877. 

When  sending  my  last  report,  up  to  June  1st,  I  intimated  to  you  that 
I  hoped  my  people  would  assume  this  year  an  attitude  of  self-support, 
and  that  I  would  inform  you  as  to  how  the  matter  was  decided.  1  now 
do  so. 

According  to  a  wish  I  have  warmly  cherished — viz.,  to  get  my  church 
off  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible,  I  presented  the  state  of  our  case  to  the 
church  in  my  fifth  anniversary  sermon,  on  June  1.     It  is  briefly  this: 

We  are  unable  to  make  any  advance  whatever  on  the  amount  we 
raised  last  year,  viz.,  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  We  had  no  rea- 
son to  believe  the  Board  would  aid  us  if  we  did  not.  What  was  to  be 
done  ?  I  saw  no  way  out  of  the  woods,  except  either  to  resign  or  to 
accept  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  salary.  I  told  my  people  I  was 
willing  to  do  this,  provided  they  would  do  according  to  their  ability  ; 
hoping  to  reach  the  last  year's  figure.  By  mutual  self-denial  we  could 
thus  (notwithstanding  the  gloomy  prospect  from  grasshoppers)  become 
self-supporting,  and  relieve  the  treasury  of  the  Board. 

True,  the  mutual  self-denial  will  have  to  be  practiced  chiefly  by  the 
pastor  and  his  wife ;  but  for  the  Lord's  sake  they  will  endeavor  to  cur- 
tail here  and  there  that  they  may  make  it. 

We  feel  that  this  is  the  best  way  out  of  the  difficulty  perhaps.  I  did 
not  want  to  sever  my  connection  with  the  church,  since  our  relations  are 
very  pleasant,  and  the  church  prospering.  In  the  last  year  we  have 
added  four  of  our  best  families,  three  of  them  among  the  best  supporters. 

Do  you  ask  why  we  cannot  advance  on  last  year's  subscription  ? 

1st.  Because  those  added  have  chiefly  been  supporters  before. 

2d.  Because,  for  three  years  back,  there  have  been  arrearages  which 
a  few  have  taxed  themselves  to  pay. 

3d.  Because  grasshoppers  threaten,  or  are  destroying,  in  this  whole 
region,  though  crop  prospects  are  excellent. 

We  go  forward  with  confidence,  trusting  in  the  promise  of  Psalms 
xxxvii.  3.  It  will  come  out  right,  and  we  have  committed  our  way  to 
Him  who  will  bring  it  to  pass.     Psalms  xxxvii.  5. 
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In  the  name  of  the  church  let  me,  through  you,  extend  our  most  cor- 
dial thanks  to  the  Board  of  Sustentation  for  its  timely  and  efficient  aid. 

If  I  can  make  our  people  feel,  this  year,  that  they  must  wake  sacrifices 
to  maintain  themselves,  I  do  not  fear  their  falling"  back,  hereafter,  on 
our  Missionary  Boards.  Meantime,  with  the  Lord's  direction  and  help, 
WE  will  do  the  best  we  can  to  conform  our  wants  for  the  year  to  the 
decrease  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  salary.

THE  FAILURE  OP  THE  MAY  APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  evil  effects  of  the  failure  to  pay  the  last  appropriations  have  come 
before  us  in  various  forms,  which  deserve  to  be  known  and  carefully 
considered  by  the  churches.  With  a  few  of  the  candidates  under  our 
care  it  has  occasioned  no  more  than  a  passing  inconvenience.  But  on 
the  far  larger  portion  it  has  brought  serious  distress.  To  understand 
this,  it  mast  be  remembered  that  the  students  at  the  college  or  seminary 
are  often  far  away  from  home,  and  have  no  friends  near  by  to  whom 
they  could  apply  for  assistance.  Numbers  of  them,  such  as  colored 
students,  and  those  from  abroad,  and  those  in  specially  indigent  circum- 
stances, have  no  such  resources  at  all  on  which  they  could  rely  in  an 
emergency.  Accordingly,  when  suddenly  informed  of  the  failure  of  the 
sum  on  which  they  were  counting  to  pay  their  debts,  and  to  reach  their 
homes  or  places  where  they  were  expecting  employment  for  the  vacation, 
they  found  themselves  at  once  involved  in  serious  embarrassments  and 
subjected  to  severe  mortifications.  They  were  bankrupt,  and  incapable 
of  moving.  From  this  condition  a  temporary  relief  has  been  obtained 
in  various  ways,  but  it  has  been  at  the  cost  of  creditors  who  could  ill 
endure  the  delay  of  their  payments,  or  at  the  expense  of  persons,  often 
Professors  themselves,  who,  seeing  the  exigency,  have  come  to  their  assist- 
ance. And  now,  as  the  result,  several,  already  burdened  with  obliga- 
tions to  supplement  the  amount  appropriated  to  them,  are  constrained  to 
suspend  their  studies  for  a  year  in  consequence  of  this  increase  of  their 
load.  And  what  is  more,  this  failure  has  brought  distrust  upon  our 
whole  system  of  aid.  Students  can  no  longer  count  with  any  certainty 
upon  the  means  of  support ;  their  credit  is  endangered  ;  and  they  feel 
themselves  exposed  to  painful  mortification.  Moreover,  all  this  reacts 
upon  tne  fair  fame  of  our  Church,  and  injures  it  in  public  estimation. 
Such  results  it  becomes  every  church  to  labor  to  avoid  ;  and  by  sys- 
tematic and  universal  cooperation  they  may  be  avoided.  All  that  is 
needed  is  a  clear  and  candid  presentation  of  the  cause  by  the  ministers 
to  their  congregations.  When  its  merits  are  understood  the  people  will 
be  sure  to  respond.  The  Church  calls  for  an  educated  minist"y.  Its 
existence  depends  on  such  a  ministry ;  and  we  believe  it  is  ready  to  do 
all  that  is  needed  to  secure  it.  Let  there  be  no  backwardness  then  on  the 
part  of  ministers  to  provide  for  themselves  suitable  successors.  Let  them 
look  up  the  young  men  of  suitable  gifts  in  their  congregations — turn  their 
attention  to  this,  the  highest  of  human  callings — and  then  see  to  it  that 
what  is  needed  shall  not  be  lacking  for  their  thorough  education.  The 
Church  cannot  afford  to  be  laggard  in  this  cause.  It  is  vital  to  its  own 
prosperity,  and   demands  earnest  and  constant  attention.     The  danger 
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dow  is  that  the  call  for  ministers  will  soon  fail  of  adequate  response,  and 
not  only  our  vacant  churches,  but  also  our  Home  and  Foreign  Board  of 
Missions  will  be  crippled  for  want  of  laborers.  Let  the  statements 
made  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  to  the  General  Assembly,  this  year  as 
well  as  last,  receive  from  ministers  and  churches  a  careful  consideration. 


HINTS   FOR   PRESBYTERIAL   COMMITTEES   ON   EDU- 
CATION. 

September  and  October  are  the  months  for  sending  in  to  the  Board  ap- 
plications for  aid;  and  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  business 
be  attended  to  punctually  and  accurately.  Even  a  little  delay,  or  neg- 
lect of  particulars,  often  occasions  much  embarrassment  and  expense  to 
all  parties  concerned — to  those  at  the  office,  and  especially  to  the  students. 
Let  it  be  borne  in  mind,  then,  that  the  Board  of  Education  meets  only 
once  in  two  weeks,  and  that  only  on  their  examination  and  by  their  vote 
are  applicants  for  aid  received  The  Secretary  has  no  power  of  himself 
in  the  premises.  Consequently  one  day's  delay  in  forwarding  the  recom- 
mendations may  result  in  a  fortnight's  delay  in  the  candidate's  accept- 
ance, and  this  may  bring  him  past  the  time  for  sending  him  his  appropri- 
ations;  and  the  Board  is  very  reluctant  in  covering  time  past  with  its 
aid.  Last  year  much  perplexity  was  occasioned  by  inattention  on  the 
part  of  executive  committees  to  have  the  recommendations  on  hand  in 
time. 

Again,  the  recommendations  must  be  in  order,  or  they  fail.  The  point 
often  missed,  and  on  which  the  Board  insists,  is  the  endorsement  of  the 
candidate  by  the  session  of  his  church.  This  he  should  obtain,  or  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  should  write  for.  The  new  condition  lately  ap- 
pended, namely,  the  learning  of  the  Catechism,  can  of  course  only  be 
gradually  secured.  It  should  be  exacted  of  new  candidates  when  first 
presenting  themselves  before  Presbytery,  and  before  they  get  out  of  its 
reach. 

Once  more,  let  it  be  remembered  that  the  demand  for  fitness  and  worth 
in  the  candidates  is  growing  more  imperative  in  the  Church.  The  Board 
of  Education  is  no  charity  institution,  and  can  not  be  governed  merely 
by  sympathy  for  the  wants  or  disabilities  of  persons  desirous  of  entering 
the  ministry.  Its  eye  is  after  earnest,  able,  and  devoted  young  men  who 
can  serve  the  Church  acceptably ;  and  in  response  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Church,  the  Board  urges  on  Presbyteries  that  applicants  for  aid  be 
strictly  examined  as  to  their  qualifications.  Neglect  in  this  particular 
results  in  waste  and  dishonor. 

Finally,  let  it  be  remembered  that  applications  and  recommendations 
are  useless,  unless  followed  up  by  contributions.  The  Treasurer  has  no 
art  for  coining  money ;  nor  can  the  Secretary  apply  for  special  donations 
to  the  rich.  Our  only  reliance  must  be  on  steady  donations  from  all  the 
churches,  and  for  securing  these,  we  must  depend  on  the  vigilance  of  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Presbyterial  Committees  on  Education.     They  are  the 
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auxiliaries  of  the  Secretary  in  this  matter — the  only  agents  for  collec- 
tions whom  the  Church  consents  to  employ.  To  them,  therefore,  the 
Secretary  looks  imploringly  for  aid  in  filling-  the  treasury.  If  they  fail 
"  to  stir  up  the  pure  minds  of  the  brethren  by  way  of  remembrance  "  of 
the  wants  the  ministry,  the  danger  is  that  many  of  our  candidates  will 
suffer,  as  they  did  last  year.  Let  it  be  seen  to,  then,  that  all  the  churches 
contribute  at  least  something.  Five  dollars,  on  an  average,  from  each  of 
the  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  delinquent  churches  last 
year,  would  have  carried  us  well  through.  Then  can  we  not  by  effort 
secure  this  small  sum  this  year,  and  be  able  to  report  square  at  the  next 
Assembly  ?  For  facts  on  which  to  base  an  appeal  to  the  churches,  we 
refer  to  the  last  annual  report. 

The  month  appointed  by  the  Assembly  for  contributions  to  the  Board 
of  Education  is  October.  The  observance  of  this  appointment  will 
©reatly  aid  the  Board  in  its  work. 


EXTRACT  FROM  AN  ARTICLE  BY  REV.  DR.  ALEXANDER. 

PUBLISHED    ORIGINALLY    IN    THE    NEW    YORK    OBSERVER. 

"Every  Church,  rich  in  members  as  well  as  worldly  substance,  which 
has  no  young  men  in  a  course  of  training,  ought  to  cppoint  a  day  of 
fasting  and  humiliation  to  inquire  into  this  matter,  and  to  beg  of  God 
not  to  leave  them  like  a  barren  tree  in  his  vineyard.  You  say  that  you 
contribute  every  year  to  the  Education  Board.  This  is  well;  but  it  is 
not  all,  nor  the  half  of  your  duty  on  this  subject.  You  must  furnish 
men  as  well  as  money ;  and  the  men  are  by  far  the  most  important  part 
of  the  means.  Without  suitable  men,  money  in  this  concern  is  worthless. 
You  must  bring  forward  pious  and  promising  men.  '  Do  you  ask  how 
you  can  accomplish  this  ?  I  answer,  "  Pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest." 
Do  not  forget  to  pray  this  prayer  as  you  have  too  often  done.  Think 
much  of  it,  and  lay  it  before  God  in  secret,  in  your  families,  and  in  the 
church.  And  be  not  contented  until  you  receive  this  blessing  of  the 
ascended  Lord,  to  be  the  honored  instrument  of  furnishing  the  harvest 
field  with  at  least  one  laborer.  The  writer  knows  a  church  of  moderate 
size  and  little  wealth,  in  a  remote  station,  which  within  his  recollection 
has  furnished  five  or  six  faithful  men  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  the 
bones  of  one  of  whom  lie  among  the  heathen.  He  could  designate 
another  place,  where  at  least  a  dozen  ministers  have  proceeded  from  one 
church,  and  some  of  them  men  of  eminence.  But  alas !  the  glory  is 
departed ;  for  years  past  this  fruitful  spot  has  been  barren  in  this  respect. 
An  able  and  excellent  minister  in  Yirginia  was  snatched  away  from  his 
family  without  a  moment's  warning.  His  children,  mostly  sons,  were 
then  small — now,  five  of  them  are  laboring  in  the  field;  and  possibly  the 
sixth  may  enter.  Do  you  not  suppose  that  this  was  in  answer  to  the 
prayers  of  the  father  ? 

Some  people  say,  that  there  is  no  real  deficiency,  or  we  should  not 
have  so  many  unemployed  ministers.  It  may  be  admitted,  that  if  the 
sacred  office  be  viewed  as  a  secular  trade,  by  which  men  may  make  a 
comfortable  living,  the  profession  is  already  overstocked.  At  any  rate, 
it  is  overstocked  with  men  who  will  not  work — or  will  only  work  where 
they  can  find  everything  ready  prepared  to  their  hand.  The  Church 
wants  no  cumberers  of  the  ground,  but  laborers — not  men  wTho  wish  to 
enter  on  and  enjoy  the  fruits  of  other  men's  labors,  but  ivor king  men, 
willing  to  break  up  the  fallow  ground,  and  ambitious  to  preach  the  gos-

pel  even  where  Christ  has  not  been  named.  No  class  of  educated  men 
ar<>  more  to  be  pitied  than  those  clergymen  who  are  not  occupied  with 
the  proper  business  of  their  profession.  Although  they  may  grow  rich, 
(though  Providence  commonly  thwarts  their  schemes  and  disappoints 
their  hopes)  they  are  not  to  be  envied.  In  fact,  they  lose  all  respecta- 
bility in  the  eyes  of  the  world.  What  would  be  unnoticed  in  another, 
public  opinion  will  not  tolerate  in  them.  But  to  bring  up  such  as  a  proof 
that  there  are  supernumerary  ministers,  is  as  absurd  as  to  plead  that 
reapers  are  not  wanted  for  a  great  and  ripe  harvest,  because  many  idle 
loungers  or  busy  triflers  may  be  found  in  the  country.  The  Lord  hath 
spoken  it,  "  The  harvest  is  great  and  the  laborers  are  few,  Pray  ye  there- 
fore the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  would  send  forth  laborers  into  his 
harvest.11

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

NoTTCES  0F  Missionaries. — The  Board  has  requested  tfie  Rev.  I. 
M.  r^ondit  and  his  wife  to  remove  from  Los  Angeles  to  Oakland,  Cali- 
fornia, with  a  view  to  their  more  extended  efforts  for  the  Chinese ;  and 
the  Rev.  H.  V.  Noyes  and  his  wife  to  occupy  Los  Angeles  for  a  time. 
Eventually  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Noyes  expect  to  proceed  to  Canton.  Their 
health  is  much  improved.  These  arrangements  meet  the  cordial  appro- 
val of  both  families,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Noyes  have  set  out  on  their 
journey  to  the  Pacific  coast.  They  were  accompanied  by  a  sister  of 
Mrs.  Noyes,  Miss  Sarah  J.  Anderson,  M.  D.,  under  appointment  of  the 
Board  as  a  medical  missionary  to  Peking,  China.  She  will  continue 
her  journey  from  San  Francisco  with  missionaries  of  another  Board, 
who  are  going  out  to  China.  Miss  Anderson  is  a  member  of  the  church 
of  Waterford,  N.  Y. 

New  Communicants. — Dr.  Hepburn  mentions  the  admission  of  seven 
hopeful  converts  by  the  church  of  Yokohama,  Japan.  From  China  we 
receive  advices  of  new  converts  admitted  to  several  churches — at  Peking 
one ;  at  Chefoo,  ten,  and  three  restored  to  the  communion ;  at  Tsinanfu, 
three;  at  Soochow,  two;  at  Canton,  seven;  and  at  San  Hi,  visited 
frequently  by  Mr.  Henry  from  Canton,  two.  At  Rawal  Pindi,  India, 
three  were  received ;  at  Abeih,  Syria,  two  were  received,  both  young 
men  of  much  promise ;  and  in  Brazil,  on  a  preaching  tour  from  Rio  Claro, 
Mr.  Da  Gama  reports  seventeen  new  communicants,  received  at  eight 
different  towns  or  villages  where  he  preached  and  administered  the  sac- 
rament of  the  Lord's  Supper.  Children  were  baptized  in  some  of  these 
places,  as  also  in  some  of  the  churches  in  China  and  other  countries. 

Training-School  for  Women,  at  Canton. — Miss  Crouch  writes 
with  much  gratitude  of  the  encouragement  of  her  work  in  this  school. 
She  says :  "  I  have  twelve  good,  earnest  women.  Ten  of  them  are 
members  of  the  church,  and  the  other  two,  I  trust,  will  come  to  our  next 
communion.  Nine  women  have  been  Drought  into  the  church  since  it 
was  opened  a  year  ago.  .  .  .  Some  of  these  women  will  go  out  as 
teachers,  and  others  as  Bible  women,  next  year.  I  find  great  pleasure 
in  trying  to  fit  them  for  the  Master's  work." 

Mohammedan  Girls  in  Christian  Schools. — Dr.  Jessup  writes: 
"  Week  before  last  I  attended,  in  Beirut,  the  examinations  of  Miss  Taylor's 
school  for  Moslem  girls.  She  had  fifteen  boarders,  and  two  hundred 
and  twenty  day-scholars — all  Moslem  girls.  And  in  Mrs.  Mott's  Mos- 
lem girls'  school  there  are  about  as  many  more.  This  is  certainly  an 
interesting  fact."  These  schools,  we  understand,  are  conducted  by 
English  missionaries,  and  supported  by  funds  received  from  England. 

Quiet  in  Syria. — Dr.  Jessup  says ;  "  The  profound  quiet  of  Syria

in  general,  is  a  marvel.  It  seems  to  one  nothing  less  than  a  direct  provi- 
dential interposition  in  answer  to  prayer.  Lebanon  is  even  more  quiet 
than  usual." 

Thanksgiving. — We  quote  a  paragraph  from  Dr.  Eddy's  letter  writ- 
ten at  Sidon,  Syria.  It  is  but  one  out  of  many  similar  expressions  of 
thankfulness  that  have  come  from  missiouary  stations  in  different  couD- 
tries  :  "What  great  reason  we  have  for  thanksgiving  and  rejoicing  at 
the  state  of  the  treasury  of  the  Board  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year ; 
so  different  from  what  we  feared  !  I  rejoice  for  the  cause  in  general,  for 
the  benefit  to  Syria  in  particular,  and  for  the  lifting  up  of  the  burden  of 
anxiety  off  your  hearts,  dear  brethren,  at  the  Mission  House.  That  was 
a  noble  gift  of  Mrs.  Green,  at  the  right  time.  May  the  churches  not  be 
led  by  it  to  remissness  in  their  own  duty,  under  the  impression  that,  in 
time  to  come,  their  deficiencies  will  be  met  in  the  same  way.  Such  a 
gift  is  unique  in  the  history  of  missions." — One  rule  is  of  universal 
application,  and  its  general  adoption  would  work  wonders,  the  Bible 
rule  that  each  disciple  of  Christ  should  give  to  the  support  of  his  cause 
"as  God  has  prospered  him."

THE  XAYAJOES. 

These  Indians  live  on  a  large  reservation,  partly  in  the  Territories  of 
Xew  Mexico  and  of  Arizona,  their  reserve  extending  to  the  northern 
boundary  of  these  Territories.  The  land  is  fertile,  wherever  it  can  be 
irrigated.  The  climate  is  remarkably  good.  The  government  census 
reports  5,852  males  and  6,0i6  females,  or  11,868  souls.  This  is  a  large 
increase  within  a  few  years.  Like  other  tribes,  when  settled,  they  do  not 
"die  out,"  but  they  increase  in  number.     The  cultivation  of  the  ground, 
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raising  stock,  and  weaving  are  the  chief  occupations.  The  government 
returns  enumerate  6,000  acres  cultivated  last  year,  while  they  owned 
14  15,000  horses,  200  mules,  and  1,000  cattle."  Their  agent  speaks  of 
their  having  also  large  herds  of  sheep,  "  the  total  being  estimated  at 
400,000  ;  and  this  year  they  sold,  as  surplus  of  wool,  at  least  200,000 
pounds,  for  which  they  received  in  exchange  principally  leather,  manta, 
calico,  and  trinkets."  They  may  be  described  as  a  settled,  peaceable, 
slightly-civilized  tribe  of  Indians,  rapidly  improving  in  material  wealth. 
As  yet  there  is  only  a  small  school  for  them,  which  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Agent,  and  there  is  no  missionary  at  work  among  them — 
no  one  whose  business  and  aim  is  to  make  them  acquainted  with  the 
Saviour.  Here  is  pressing  work  to  be  done.  Here  is  a  large  and  desti- 
tute parish.  Here  an  earnest,  devoted  minister  of  the  gospel,  of  suitable 
qualifications,  might  at  once  enter  on  a  life  work  of  very  great  impor- 
tance. "Who  will  go  for  us?"  This  question  may  be  understood  as 
presented  by  our  Lord  and  by  his  Church.  The  Board  is  anxious  to 
find  the  right  man  for  this  service,  without  avoidable  delay. 


THOUGHTS    ON    MISSIONS    TO    THE    CHINESE    IN    THIS 

COUNTRY. 

The  plans  of  missionary  work  for  any  unevangelized  people  should 
have  reference  to  their  number,  their  character  and  circumstances,  the 
supply  of  laborers,  etc.  As  to  the  first  of  these — in  twenty-five  years 
two  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand  Cantonese — no  other  Chinese — 
have  come  here.  Of  these,  about  one-tenth  have  died,  and  ninety-seven 
thousand  have  returned  to  their  own  country.  There  may  be  in  this 
country  now,  about  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  Chinese.  It  is 
not  likely  that  this  number  will  be  largely  increased — an  opinion  which, 
we  think,  can  be  clearly  sustained,  but  we  do  not  dwell  upon  it.*  The 
net  result  of  twenty-five  years  of  this  Chinese  immigration  is  much 
smaller  than  the  influx  of  Irish  or  of  Germans  in  a  single  year,  repeatedly, 
before  the  Irish  and  German  immigration  had  mostly  ceased,  as  is  now 
the  case.  In  the  next  place,  as  to  their  character  and  circumstances — they 
are  mostly  young  men,  or  men  without  their  wives,  seeking  to  make 
money,  contented  with  small  gains,  and  settled  in  their  purpose  of  going 
home  to  China.  There  are  hardly  any  families,  few  women,  fewer  children. 
Many  are  found  in  San  Francisco  and  neighboring  places,  but  they  are 
widely  scattered,  and  move  often  from  place  to  place  ;  but  still  they  all 
mean  to  go  back  to  their  native  villages.  And  in  the  third  place,  if  we 
are  correctly  informed,  six  of  our  leading  denominations  are  already 
engaged  in  missionary  work  for  these  Chinese  visitors,  or  will  be  so 
engaged  in  a  short  time.  Five  or  more  ministers  are  now,  or  soon  will 
^e,  giving  most  of  their  time  to  it;  several  devoted  Christian  women  are 
employed  as  missionaries,  and  a  number  of  native  Christian  assistants — 
a  goodly  company.  Besides  these,  many  of  our  pastors  and  church 
members  are  giving  their  invaluable  influence  and  effort  to  bring  the 
Chinese  in  the  vicinity  of  their  churches,  respectively,  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Christ.     Let  us  not  underrate  nor  understate  the  efforts

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actually  in  progress.  Rather  let  us  be  thankful  for  so  much  that  is 
well  begun,  and  working  well  for  the  best  results.  Not  a  few  of  the 
Chinese  have  been  converted.  Several  have  been  prepared  for  useful- 
ness, and  employed  among  their  own  people,  both  in  this  country  and 
in  China.  The  work  of  our  own  mission  for  many  years  has  been 
singularly  prospered,  and  has  exerted  a  widely-spread  influence  ;  no  other 
agency  has  so  much  leavened  the  minds  of  these  people  with  gospel 
truth,  and  done  so  much  to  awaken  among  them  kindly  feelings  towards 
the  Christian  religion.  Those  who  speak  disparagingly  of  this  work 
show  how  little  they  understand  it,  and  incur  a  grave  responsibility. 
We  now  add  "  a  few  remarks :" 

1.  Missionary  work  for  these  Chinese  must  be  recognized  as  the 
common  work  of  our  American  churches.  It  is  no  longer  the  work  of 
one  denomination.  And  yet  as  it  was  the  privilege  of  our  Church  to 
begin  this  work,  as  we  are  still  doing  most  in  it,  and  as  God  has  greatly 
favored  our  labors,  we  should  be  encouraged  to  go  onward. 

2.  The  chief  general  interest  of  this  work  grows  out  of  its  connection 
with  the  evangelization  of  the  province  of  Canton.  There  are  over 
twenty  millions  of  souls  in  that  one  province,  and  there  are  but  few 
missionaries  among  them.  The  main  supply  of  native  laborers  must  be 
trained  up  there;  but  some  of  those  who  are  converted  and  trained  in 
our  country,  will,  as  we  hope,  carry  the  gospel  to  their  native  land. 
This  training  must  be  done  here  just  as  it  is  done  in  Canton — mainly  by 
the  personal  instruction  and  example  of  missionaries  who  can  use  their 
language.  We  are  in  danger  of  making  too  much  of  their  learning 
English  ;  this  to  native  laborers  in  China  is  considered  a  very  doubtful 
qualification,  as  all  experience  shows.  Here  in  our  country  we  may 
teach  them  English  as  a  means  of  keeping  them  in  connection  with  our 
Christian  people,  and  in  the  hope  of  their  conversion ;  but  for  best  influence, 
contented  evangelizing  labor,  expense  of  living  not  beyond  ihe  ability  of 
the  native  churches  in  self-support,  their  training  must  be,  first,  in  the 
vernacular,  and,  second,  in  most  cases  in  their  own  country.  Let  these 
converted  Cantonese,  at  any  rate,  whether  here  or  at  home,  be  trained 
for  evangelizing  work,  just  as  are  converts  amongst  other  peoples,  just 
as  were  the  first  Christians.  Happily  these  sensible,  practical  Chinese 
care  very  little  for  costly  buildings,  and  they  little  need  expensive 
endowments  for  their  best  instruction.  Our  American  system  of  theo- 
logical instruction  may  suit  an  advanced  condition  of  the  Christian 
church,  but  not  the  first  stages  of  evangelizing  work  amongst  a  heathen 
people.  This  remark  is  one  of  wide  bearing,  but  we  think  its  correctness 
will  not  be  called  in  question.  What  our  Chinese  need  is  preaching  to 
many  or  few,  chiefly  by  native  evangelists,  patient  as  well  as  godly 
teachers — American  or  native,  and  Christian  sympathy.  This  sympathy 
will  go  far  to  counteract  the  miserable  Hoodlum  spirit  of  the  times. 
Already  examples  may  be  found  wrhere  to  be  known  as  "  a  Loomis  man" 
far  away  in  Montana,  or  "  a  Condit  man"  in  Southern  California,  will 
secure  for  one  of  our  countrymen  a  cordial  welcome  from  these  Chinese 
heathens,  where,  otherwise,  he  would  be  kept  at  a  distance  through 
distrust  and  suspicion. 

3.  Our  missionaries,  Dr.  Loomis  and  Mr.  Condit,  should  be  enabled  to 
visit  Chinese  settlements,  and  to  supervise  the  native  brethren  employed 
as  Bible-readers  or  colporteurs.  It  is  not  so  much  a  large  number  of 
American  missionaries  that  we  need,  as  it  is  that  they  should  be  able  to 
engage  in  this  superintending  work.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Loomis,  it  is  hoped, 
can  be  employed  in  a  greater  degree  in  visits  to  interior  places,  agreeably 
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to  his  long  cherished  wishes  ;  and  the  transfer  of  the  Rev.  I.  M.  Condit 
from  Los  Angeles  to  Oakland  has  been  made,  partly  in  reference  to  this 
kind  of  service.  The  Rev.  H.  V.  Noyes,  whose  return  to  Canton  is 
delayed  for  a  few  months,  will  occupy  Los  Angeles  for  the  present. 

4.  As  to  schools — these  are  important,  but  confining;  the  ordained 
missionaries  should  not  be  tied  down  to  them.  To  employ  teachers  on 
salaries  involves  considerable  expense.  It  is  but  a  small  part  of  our 
Chinese  visitors  who  will  ever  be  found  in  these  schools — only  those 
who  wish  to  lean  English — perhaps  not  one  in  a  hundred  ;  but  then  all 
who  do  enter  as  scholars  are  brought  more  or  less  under  Christian 
influence  and  sympathy,  and  form  a  connecting  link  between  our 
churches  and  the  Chinese  around  them.  We  venture  to  offer  the 
suggestion  that  these  schools  should  be  conducted  somewhat  on  the 
Sabbath-school  system.  They  are  held,  we  understand,  only  in  the 
evening,  five  evenings  in  the  week.  By  a  little  organization,  the 
churches  of  several  denominations  taking  a  part  in  it,  a  suitable  room 
might  be  provided;  a  lecture  or  Sabbath-school  room  would  answer. 
Teachers — men  and  women,  young  men  and  maidens — might  be  enlisted, 
a  certain  number  to  spend  an  evening  in  their  turn,  under  such  general 
superintendence  as  the  pastors  or  leading  church  members  could  readily 
secure.  This  would  bring  the  Chinese  desirous  of  instruction  into  close 
relations  and  sympathy  with  the  church  or  churches  of  the  place,  and  it 
would  involve  but  little  if  any  expense. 

5.  We  cannot  suppose  that  the  late  General  Assembly,  when  it  recon- 
sidered its  action  adopting  Dr.  Humphrey's  Report,  and  then  referred  it 
to  the  two  Boards — Home  and  Foreign — could  have  intended  to  favor 
the  plan  of  having  two  heads  to  one  Chinese  work.  It  is  more  likely 
that  the  plan  of  transferring  the  work  to  the  Home  Board  led  to  this 
reference.  As  to  the  merits  of  this  plan,  we  need  make  no  remark  here. 
The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  practical,  viewing  the  case  as  it  has  stood 
heretofore.  These  Chinese  visitors  are  here  to  be  where  they  may 
learn  to  worship  the  true  God.  They  are  here  also  that  the  people  of 
God  may  have  the  opportunity  of  leading  them  to  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ. 


CERTIFICATES  L.  M. 

The  old  Certificate  of  Honorary  Membership  for  Life  has  been  "retired." 
Its  plate  was  in  use  for  about  forty  years,  until  good  impressions  could 
be  no  longer  takjn.  It  was  devised  chiefly  and  engraved  by  Christian 
ladies  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  presented  by  them  as  a  gift  to  the 
cause  of  missions,  called  forth  partly  by  their  sympathy  with  the  late 
senior  Secretary  of  the  Board  on  his  resigning  public  office  to  enter  upon 
missionary  service.  It  was  a  noble  gift — one  which  even  in  those  days 
would  have  cost  $800  or  $1000.  In  artistic  device  and  execution  it  was 
up  to  the  prevailing  standard,  a  work  of  real  merit,  one  to  be  held  in 
honor,  and  one  to  which  we  pay  our  warm  tribute  of  respect. 

The  new  Certificate  is  now  ready  for  use.  It  represents  the  old  but 
ever  new  Christian  duty,  expressed  in  the  Saviour's  Commission  to  the 
Apostles,  Matthew  xxviii.  19.  It  is  in  the  fine  style  of  Mr.  Ritchie,  the 
engraver,  and  the  best  part  of  the  picture  is  of  his  devising  as  an  artist. 
Our  Lord  is  looking  towards  his  disciples,  and  not  towards  the  spectator, 
and  thus  the  artist  is  freed  from  the  effort — always  vain  even  if  it  be 
lawful — of  trying  to  represent  his  likeness  ;  but  the  air  of  benign  authority 
is  manifest.    The  grouping,  faces,  and  expression  of  the  apostles,  we  think, 
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have  seldom  been  equalled  in  varied  interest.  The  part  of  the  picture, 
not  of  Mr.  Ritchie's  device,  that  brings  into  view  representatives  of 
heathen  nations  seldom  met  with  in  such  close  connection,  is  not  of  equal 
merit  in  design;  but  the  general  idea  is  well  conveyed,  and  the  execution 
is  of  a  high  order.  As  a  whole,  this  certificate  will  no  doubt  be  regarded 
as  a  beautiful  and  impressive  picture,  and  will,  we  think,  give 
satisfaction  to  all  who  may  see  it. 


QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS. 

[Continued  from  page  239.] 

No  53.  As  to  the  Chinese  in  this  country  and  the  Indians. — 
The  number  of  Chinese  is  about  115,000,  as  stated  in  another  article. 
The  number  of  Indians,  as  stated  in  the  last  report  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Indian  Affairs,  is  estimated  at  266,000,  exclusive  of  the  Alaska  In- 
dians, some  27,000  more.  The  Indians  are  not  "dying  out,"  where  they 
are  living  in  settled  homes,  as  many  of  them  are,  but  are  increasing  in 
number  from  year  to  year. 

Xo.  54.  As  to  the  expenditure  of  the  Board  for  these  missions. 
Last  year  $10,724  were  expended  for  Indian  missions,  and  $13,928  for 
missions  to  the  Chinese  in  this  country. 

No.  55.  As  to  the  date  of  the  Indian  Missions. — These  missions 
have  been  particularly  described  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Board 
from  1833  to  the  present  time.  We  do  not  know  when  Indian  mission- 
ary work  was  placed  in  the  charge  of  the  Home  Board  by  the  General 
Assembly ;  neither  do  we  know  the  amount  of  its  funds  expended  last 
year  in  the  Indian  work. 

No.  56.  As  to  Government  Funds  and  Indian  Agencies. — No 
part  of  the  $10,724  expended  by  the  Board  last  year  was  received  from 
the  Government,  but  all  was  supplied  from  the  mission  treasury.  The 
same  remark  is  true  of  all  the  Indian  missionary  expenses  of  the  Board 
since  1872.  The  nomination  of  Indian  Agents  was  a  service  unsought. 
It  has  added  to  the  labors  of  the  Board,  but  of  course  it  has  not  added 
to  the  income  of  the  mission  treasury.  It  has,  however,  been  of  real 
service  to  the  Indians,  and  that  in  no  small  degree. 

No.  57.  As  to  the  "Complaint"  on  page  507  of  the  Minutes  of 
General  Assembly. — The  record  is  brief.  It  is,  we  suppose,  referred  to 
again  on  page  522  as  "a  certain  paper,"  &c.  We  understand  that  the 
complainant  wished  the  General  Assembly  to  direct  the  Board  to  send 
him  back  to  his  missionary  field  He  had  been  brought  home  under 
painful  circumstances,  resulting  from  his  mental  condition.  The  Board 
did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  sanction  his  return.  With  kiudness  and  sym- 
pathy it  was  needful  to  unite  firmness  in  declining  to  reappoint  him. 


DEATH  FEARFUL  AND  GLOOMY  TO  A  PAGAN. 

The  Rev.  H.  Corbett,  under  date  of  June  8th,  at  Chefoo,  China,  refers 
to  the  great  suffering  among  the  people  from  the  terrible  famine,  and 
then  mentions  the  following  painful  case.  Alas !  that  it  should  be  only 
one  out  of  a  vast  number,  of  death  without  the  blessed  hope  of  the  Chris- 
tian, and  without  knowing  the  name  of  him  who  has  brought  life  and 
immortality  to  light. 

Yesterday  a  poor  man  died  in  the  hospital  when  we  were  having  him 
removed.    A  very  sick  man  lying  by  his  side  became  terrified,  and  asked 
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me,  in  the  deepest  agony,  if  I  thought  he  must  die,  too.  I  tried  to  com- 
fort him,  by  telling  him  to  pray  and  trust  in  Jesus ;  but  he  said  he  had 
never  heard  of  Jesus,  and  could  uot  believe.  These  poor  sick  and  dying 
men  have  no  hope  nor  comfort.  All  is  fearful  and  gloomy  to  them. 
Many  willingly  repeat  words  put  into  their  mouths,  and  call  upon  God 
for  mercy  upon  their  souls.     1  cannot  but  hope  their  cries  may  be  heard. 


ADDED    TO    THE    CHURCH,    AND    SOME    SUSPENDED,   AT 

CANTON. 

The  Rev.  A.  P.  Happer,  D.D.,  writes  as  follows  from  Canton,  China, 
June  11th  : 

Our  communion  was  on  the  3d  of  June.  It  was  a  very  pleasant  day, 
and  we  had  a  large  attendance  and  a  delightful  service.  It  was  our 
privilege  to  receive  seven  into  the  communion  of  the  church  on  exami- 
nation— five  women  and  two  men.  There  were  seven  other  applicants, 
who  were  advised  to  continue  under  instruction  until  a  subsequent  period. 
They  all  gave  evidence  of  a  sincere  desire  to  seek  the  Saviour.  It  was 
also  our  sad  duty  to  suspend  from  the  participation  of  the  ordinance  of 
the  Supper  several  persons  for  open  sin.  Some  of  these,  it  is  to  be  feared, 
will  have  to  be  excommunicated  for  continued  transgression ;  others  we 
hope,  through  repentance  and  return  to  duty,  will  be  restored  to  church 
fellowship. 

The  number  of  applicants  would  probably  have  been  greater,  had  not 
our  labor  in  a  great  measure  been  interrupted  by  the  floods,  as  the  num- 
ber who  inquired  in  the  chapel  after  service  were  quite  large.  The  audi- 
ences in  the  chapels  are  very  good,  and  they  always  give  good  attention, 
and  many  ask  particular  questions  as  to  how  they  can  become  interested 
in  the  salvation  of  the  gospel ;  but  we  still  long  and  pray  for  such  a  man- 
ifestation of  the  Holy  Spirit's  power  as  will  cause  men  to  "  flee  from  the 
wrath  to  come,"  and  lay  hold  of  the  hope  set  before  them  in  the  gospel. 
The  floods  have  also  in  a  measure  interrupted  the  attendance  of  the  pupils 
in  the  schools.  The  advance  in  the  price  of  rice,  and  the  other  distresses 
ensuing  from  the  flood,  have  rather  distracted  the  minds  of  men  than  led 
them  to  seek  the  blessings  of  salvation.  Nothing  but  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  will  lead  men  to  receive  the  Saviour.

A    SUGGESTION. 

Not  all  of  our  pastors  and  superintendents  need  the  suggestion  of  the 
General  Assembly,  which  we  give  below  ;  but  some  do.  To  the  thought- 
ful consideration  of  such  leaders  of  our  Sabbath-schools,  in  their  instruc- 
tion and  training,  we  commend  it.  We  ask,  Is  it  not  a  fit  and  wise  sug- 
gestion that  is  made  by  our  General  Assembly  ? 

The  Assembly  would  call  the  special  attention  of  the  psstirs  and  the 
superintendents  of  oar  Sabbath-schools  to  the  importance  of  eliciting,  by 
some  systematic  method,  the  contributions  of  Sabbath-school  children 
themselves,  in  favor  of  the  Sabbath-school  department  of  this  work  [of 
the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication],  In  order  to  accomplish  this 
good  result,  and  give  greater  efficacy  to  this  department  of  the 
work,  it  is  deemed  of  great  importance  that  the  Board  should,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  carry  out  their  purpose  of  appointing  a  competent 
General  Superintendent,  who  may  be  able  to  organize  and  develop 
it  fully.  ^Nothing  would  seem  to  be  more  delightful  in  itself,  more 
useful  in  the  training  of  the  children,  and  more  effectual  in  increasing 
the  funds  of  the  Board,  than  to  have  our  whole  band  of  Presbyterian 
children  take  part,  by  their  own  contributions,  in  this  good  work.  They 
would  thus  help  to  sustain  other  schools,  or  form  new  ones  in  destitute 
regions  through  our  missionaries,  and  would  thus  be  the  instruments  in 
supplying  many  a  destitute  school  with  the  much  needed  Sabbath-school 
library  of  the  Board. 


FROM  THE  WEST. 
The  Rev.  Robert  Irwin  is  the  Board's  District  Superintendent  in  the 
West,  with  headquarters  in  St.  Louis.  His  district  embraces  the  Synods 
of  Illinois  South,  Missouri,  Kansas,  (which  includes  the  Indian  Territory 
and  Texas,  as  well  as  the  State  of  Kansas,)  and  Colorado,  (which  includes 
with  the  State  of  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Montana,  and  Utah,)  the  four 
Synods  comprehending  nearly  one  million  of  square  miles.  Mr.  Irwin 
truly  says: 

The  future  importance  of  this  immense  district  to  the  life  of  the  nation 
none  can  over-estimate.  What  we  do  for  the  spiritual  improvement  of 
the  people  must  be  done  quickly  and  well,  for  infidelity  and  worldliness 
are  making  rapid  conquests,  and  once  deeply  entrenched,  will  contest 
every  inch  of  ground. 

The  necessity  and  success  of  this  branch  of  mission  work  are  no  longer 
open  questions.  Multitudes  of  facts  spring  up  from  every  additional 
year's  labor,  fully  attesting  the  wisdom  of  this  plan  of  house-to-house 
work.  Many  families  live  at  remote  distances  from  any  church,  and 
rarely  enjoy  church  privileges.  The  gospel  must  be  carried  to  their 
homes  and  made  known  in  the  words,  prayers,  and  tracts  of  the  living 
missionary.  The  visit  of  such  a  missionary  to  one  of  these  lonely  fami- 
lies is  an  event  of  no  small  importance.  The  appearance  of  a  stranger, 
with  his  cheerful  and  sympathetic  words,  and  printed  messages  of  sal- 
vation, is  welcomed  by  every  inmate.  The  children  gather  with  delight 
about  the  basket  of  books  and  papers,  eager  to  see  the  bright  new  pic- 
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tures.  Access  to  the  hearts  of  the  parents  is  soon  secured  through  the 
children  Though  scanty  the  fare  and  course  the  lodging,  they  are  hos- 
pitably shared  with  the  missionary.  .  Good  seed  is  sown  that,  at  no  dis- 
tant day,  will  yield  a  rich  harvest.  Thus,  from  house  to  house,  he  goes 
preaching  Christ  aud  sowing  seed. 

These  isolated  people  are  not  all  ignorant.  I  have  often  found  in  the 
remotest  cabins  and  in  "  dug-outs"  a  degree  of  intelligence  and  culture 
that  would  grace  Eastern  mansions.  They  are  poor,  for  every  available 
dollar  has  been  spent  in  securing  and  fitting  up  their  farms.  Crops  have 
failed,  perhaps,  and  then  how  to  tide  over  to  another  year  becomes  an 
anxious  question.  To  solve  it,  the  farm  is  mortgaged.  No  wonder  that 
such  people  cannot  buy  books  or  sustain  the  ministry.  Shall  they  be 
left  alone,  unreached  by  the  agencies  of  the  Church?  I  know  of  no 
cheaper  and  more  efficient  means  of  reaching  these  out-lying  districts 
than  through  the  missionaries  of  the  Board  of  Publication.  They  go 
direct  to  the  homes,  not  only  cheering  and  benefiting  the  family  by  a 
transient  Christian  visit,  but  by  leaving  behind  them  books  that  continue 
to  speak  of  Christ  and  duty. 

Nor  is  our  work  confined  to  these  scattered  families.  In  more  thickly 
settled  communities  our  missionaries  have  found  ready  access  to  families, 
selling  books,  organizing  Sabbath-schools,  and  gathering  nuclei  of  con- 
gregations. Until  religious  bookstores  become  more  numerous — and  they 
are  seldom  found  in  the  West — our  missionaries  perform  an  invaluable 
service  by  offering  for  sale  the  excellent  Christian  literature  of  the  Board. 
This  service  is  especially  valuable  in  furnishing  members  of  our  own 
Church  with  a  distinctive  Presbyterian  and  Calvinistic  literature,  clearly 
setting  forth  our  doctrines  and  useful  in  defending  ourselves  from  the 
persistent  misrepresentations  of  those  who  would  hinder  our  growth  as 
a  denomination.  Unless  this  literature  is  carried  to  the  very  homes  of 
our  people,  and  their  attention  called  to  its  value  and  power,  they  will 
not  avail  themselves  of  it.  The  Church's  power  will  be  in  proportion  to 
the  intelligent  faith  of  its  members.  Many  of  our  ministers  are  thor- 
oughly alive  on  this  point,  and  by  every  available  means  circulate  our 
denominational  papers  and  books  among  their  people.  These  are  the 
successful  ministers,  and  theirs  the  growing  churches. 

I  cannot  speak  now  of  the  wide,,  almost  boundless  fields  spreading  out 
so  invitingly  in  Texas,  Colorado,  Utah,  New  Mexico,  &c.  What  shall 
we  do  for  the  thousands  that  are  annually  pouring  into  these  great  fields? 
It  is  a  difficult  task  to  reach  this  scattered  population  with  a  living  min- 
istry, and  still  greater  to  establish  permanent  churches  with  a  population 
so  migratory.  ±Jy  the  present  system  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  our 
missionaries  can  go  before,  and  leave  the  printed  truth,  and  tell  the  peo- 
ple of  greater  blessings  to  come.  But  how  can  we  send  them  unless  the 
Church  furnishes  the  means?

In  this  volume  Dr.  Murphy  presents  to  his  brethren  in  the  ministry 
the  results  of  a  long  experience  and  continued  observation.  Few  pastors 
are  there  who  may  not  gather  some  valuable  suggestions  from  it,  whilst 
to  the  young  pastor  it  will  furnish  many  valuable  hints.     In  addition  to

his  personal  experience  and  observation,  Dr.  Murphy,  when  preparing 
for  the  ministry,  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  listening  to  lectures  and  fami- 
liar conversations  on  the  character,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  pas- 
toral office  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Archibald  Alexander,  who  from  his  pre- 
eminent Christian  wisdom,  learning,  and  experience,  was  able  to  give 
such  counsel  on  the  subject  as  was  of  the  highest  value.  These 
lectures  were  not  written  out  so  fully  by  the  venerable  author  that  they 
could  afterward  be  published.  Dr.  Murphy  took  very  copious  notes  of 
these  lectures,  and  has  been  enabled  by  them  to  enrich  his  pages.  He 
also  quotes  judiciously  from  writers  of  excellence  on  topics  bearing  upon 
his  theme,  seeking  to  give  what  will  be  of  positive  value.  In  his  Pre- 
face he  says : 

"^ly  object  from  first  to  last  has  been  a  very  simple  one.  I  have  not 
attempted  to  discuss  questions  of  doctrine  or  order,  or  merely  to  theorize 
about  subjects  of  any  kind,  but  to  present  the  duties  of  the  pastor  with 
as  much  fulness  as  possible,  and  to  furnish  such  suggestions  as  might 
help  toward  their  most  successful  performance.  I  have  dwelt  only  on 
those  things  which  are  peculiar  to  the  pastoral  office,  and  which  the 
young  minister  especially,  though  not  exclusively,  might  need  as  aids  in 
undertaking  his  great  spiritual  work.  I  have  endeavored  to  present 
whatever  experience  teaches  to  be  valuable  as  guides  to  success  or 
incentives  to  earnestness  in  a  work  which  pertains  to  the  most  momentous 
of  mortal  interests."

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A  NOBLE   EXAMPLE. 

A  weak  church  in  Central  Ohio,  finding  it  necessary  to  renovate  their 
house  of  worship,  thereby  contracted  a  considerable  debt,  which  they 
thought  they  were  neither  able  to  carry  nor  to  liquidate.  They  were 
very  cordially  recommended  to  this  Board  for  aid  by  their  Presbytery. 
The  Board  granted  in  full  the  amount  asked  for.  But  while  preparing 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Board,  in  order  that  they  might  get  the 
money,  the  question  was  asked,  "  Can  we  not,  by  another  effort,  raise 
this  money  among  ourselves  ?"  The  effort  was  made  and  the  money  was 
raised,  notwithstanding  the  Presbytery  had  declared  they  had  done  all 
they  could,  which  only  proves  the  fallibility  of  Presbytery  and  the  moral 
ability  of  churches  to  do  more  than  they  are  sometimes  willing  to  believe. 
Great  is  the  power  of  the  ivill.     Lord,  make  ours  "a  willing  people." 

By  way  of  contrast  let  us  refer  to  another  case.  A  church  in  Indiana 
resolved  to  build  a  house  of  worship,  to  cost  not  over  $15,000.  They 
employed  an  architect,  who  drew  the  plan  and  assured  them  the  expense 
should  not  exceed  $15,000.  With  this  assurance  they  commenced  to  build  ; 
but  soon  they  found  the  expense  would  very  much  exceed  their  estimate. 
Two  of  the  men  £>n  the  building  committee  were  wealthy,  and  they  urged 
the  others  on,  saying,  "  We  will  see  you  through."  When  the  walls  were 
about  halfway  up  one  of  these  men  died,  and  before  the  roof  was  on  the 
other  failed  in  business.  A  debt  of  nearly  $12,000  was  the  consequence. 
Under  this  crushing  weight  the  church  has  staggered  along  for  three 
years,  and  reduced  the  debt  to  $4,000.  But  how  is  this  to  be  paid  ? 
The  people  are  exhausted  and  have  become  dispirited.  "  Can  you  do  any- 
thing to  save  us  from  destruction?  If  we  had  the  road  to  travel  again, 
we  should  avoid  the  blunders  wo  have  made.  The  very  life  has  been 
almost  crushed  out  of  me  at  times,  and  I  sometimes  feel  that  I  would  be 
read}7  for  anything,  if  I  could  just  see  this  church,  to  which  I  have  given 
so  many  of  the  best  years  of  my  life,  free  from  debt."  Perhaps  this 
article  may  meet  the  eye  of  some  one  or  more  longing  to  have  a  fine 
church  building,  and  meditating  the  plan  for  its  achievement.  Would 
that  you  could  hold  a  consultation  with  the  brother  whose  language  I 
have  quoted  above.  It  might  sa\e  you  from  many  a  bitter  reflection, 
and  many  an  hour  of  sorrow  and  unavailing  regret. 

Money  comes  in  very  slowly.  Reader,  when  was  your  last  remittance 
sent  ?  or  was  your  church  among  the  delinquents  last  year  ?  "  There  is 
that  withholdeth  more  than  is  meet,  and  it  tendeth  to  poverty."

Withhold  xot  good  from  him  to  whom  it  is  due,  when  it  is  in  the  power  of  thins 
hands  to  do  it." 


A  correspondent  of  the  Chicago  Tribune,  in  a  resume  of  the  acts  of 
the  late  General  Assembly,  says:  "Some  things  that  are  vital  to  its 
interests  it  did  not  do,  and  they  are  of  such  a  nature  that  those  whom 
they  affect  the  nearest  will  be  the  last  to  speak  of  them.  It  is  a  blemish 
to  this  Church  that  it  has  made  no  provision,  that  deserves  the  name,  for 
its  laborious  and  faithful  ministers  when  they  are  laid  aside  from  work. 
Presbyterians  are  far  behind  their  Methodist  brethren,  or  their  Roman 
Catholic  brethren,  in  this  regard.  Here  is  work  for  the  elders  of  the 
Church.  To  care  for  their  veterans  would  do  the  Church  more  honor 
than  to  found  theological  seminaries  and  give  a  gratuitous  support  to  its 
young  theologians.  This  home-work  would  not  check  the  foreign.  It 
would  aid  much  in  making  the  Church  what  it  ought  to  be — a  'beauty 
and  a  joy.'7' 

If  our  great  Church  were  to  provide  for  its  retired  ministers,  and  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  the  dead,  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  Free  Church 
of  Scotland,  we  should  have  an  endowment  of  five  millions  of  dollars. 
If  this  sum  cannot  be  fully  reached  now,  let  an  earnest  effort  be  put 
forth  to  do  something  generous  and  worthy  of  a  body  consisting  of  more 
than  five  hundred  thousand  communicants.  It  would  require  an  average 
of  less  than  ten  dollars  per  member  to  make  that  work  complete.  The 
Memorial  Fund,  as  reported  in  May  1872,  amounted  to  nearly  eight  mil- 
lions of  dollars.  This  shows  what  is  possible.  The  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  sixty-five  thousand  dollars  has  already  been  gathered.  Will  not 
those  who  have  wealth  bring  their  princely  offerings?  Shall  not  many 
testators  write  the  Board  of  Relief  in  their  wills  ?  In  this  blessed  cause 
we  have  come  in  at  the  eleventh  hour.  Let  us,  then,  the  more  heartily 
"devise  liberal  things,"  and  press  steadily  onward  the  benevolent  work 
of  "ministering  to  the  necessity  of  saints." 

September  is  the  month  assigned  to  this  Board  for  church-collections, 
and  greatly  are  they  needed  now ;  for  new  cases  are  coming  in  constantly, 
appealing  strongly  for  immediate  help.  Shall  not  this  cause  be  lifted  up 
on  a  higher  plane  ?  Shall  not  the  increased  gifts  be  made  equal  to  the 
exigency?  Come,  cheer  the  worn-out  minister  in  his  penury,  gladden 
the  heart  of  the  orphan,  and  wipe  the  tears  from  the  eyes  of  the  desolate 
widow.

This  letter  expressed  much  gratitude  for  the  gift,  especially  for  the 
money.  He  says  his  wife  and  five  of  the  children  had  been  sick,  and 
they  were  brought  into  great  straits.  They  are  indeed  very  needy.  I 
would  like  very  much  to  take  this  family,  and  one  or  two  others,  either 
disabled  ministers  or  the  families  of  deceased  missionaries,  correspond- 
ing with  them,  and  keep  ourselves  informed  of  their  wants,  and  send 
help  to  one  or  other  of  them  every  year.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  should 
work  more  understanding^,  and  that  this  plan  might  in  a  measure 
relieve  the  Board  of  care."

Financial. — Receipts  for  July,  $1,331.79.  Receipts  for  the  first  four 
months  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  $10,592.73,  against  $12,923.60  in  the 
same  period  of  last  year;  a  loss  of  $2,330.87. 


September. — Before  this  month  closes,  most  absent  pastors  will  have 
returned  to  their  respective  charges,  and  not  a  few  churches,  probably,, 
will  be  arranging  for  the  doing  and  giving  of  the  coming  fall  and  winter 
months.  And  in  preparing  their  schedules  for  collections  for  benevolent 
work,  we  earnestly  ask  that  the  work  of  our  Church  among  the  Freedmen 
shall  be  neither  forgotten  nor  slighted. 

The  apology  just  received  from  one  of  our  missionaries  for  not  having 
collected  tuition  fees  from  the  patrons  of  an  excellent  school  under  his 
care,  is,  that  he  "found  it  very  hard  to  tax  people  who  could  afford  but 
one  meal  a  day — sometimes  a  very  scanty  one  then."  And  these  are  of 
the  people  of  whom  this  same  missionary  wrote  us  years  ago,  saying, 
11 1  cannot  sleep  under  the  p*ower  of  the  appeals  that  come  up  from  my 
people  for  the  privilege  of  the  church  and  school  I"  Who  would  forego 
the  blessedness  of  considering  and  helping  such  a  people  ? 


THE  SOWER  REAPING IN  GEORGIA. 

One  of  our  oldest  missionaries,  both  as  to  years  and  service — famili- 
arly known  as  "  Uncle  Joe" — not  long  since  reported  as  follows  : 

"  I  am  happy  to  send  you  this  morning  a  report  somewhat  more  en- 
couraging than  the  former  have  been.  The  revival  I  mentioned  to  you 
in  my  last  epistle  is  still  going  on.  Surely  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is 
among  us.  There  are  some  twenty  odd  anxious,  inquiring  souls ;  how 
many  are  to  be  added  to  the  church  we  cannot  rightly  tell  just  yet.  *  * 

I   preached  yesterday,  at  M ,  three  sermons,  baptized  ten  children, 

and  examined  nineteen  candidates  for  the  church  :  and  this  morning  I 
am  entirely  unfit  for  anything  but  rest.  I  have  to  drive  five  miles  to- 
night from  my  home  to  conduct  a  prayer-meeting  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  settlement,  and  back  again.  I  purpose  to  continue  this  good  work, 
by  the  help  of  the  Lord,  until  our  communion  season,  which  will  come 
off  the  second  Sabbath  in  July;  and  if  necessary  after  this  communion 
to  carry  it  on,  I  will  do  so,  but  how  I  shall  do  it  I  am  unable  to  say,  for 
I  am  *  *   *  well  near  used  up  now.  *  *  *     For  Zion's  sake  I  could  not 

hold  my  peace  and  stay  away  from  old  M any  longer,  for  I  know 

that  the  battle  is  not  unto  the  strong,  nor  the  race  unto  the  swift,  but  of 
God  who  answereth  prayer."  Later  he  reports  :  "  Thirty  odd  added  to 
the  church"  at  this  last  communion.

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BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 


The  present  month  of  October  is  the  usual  time  for  the  stated  meetings 
of  nearly  all  our  Presbyteries  and  Synods.  At  these  meetings  the  work 
and  condition  of  the  Board  are  considered,  and  hence  these  gatherings 
are  regarded  with  great  interest  and  hopefulness.  Constant  prayer 
should  be  made  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  these  assemblies 
of  ministers  and  elders.  Often  in  past  times  at  these  have  begun  wide- 
spread and  blessed  revivals  of  religion,  resulting  in  the  comfort  of  God's 
people  and  conversion  of  many  souls.  May  such  prove  to  be  the  history 
of  the  present  month. 

No  more  important  subject  can  come  before  these  meetings  of  ministers 
and  elders  than  the  evangelization  of  this  country.  If  we  mistake  not, 
no  minister  or  elder  will  return  from  the  great  Presbyterian  Council 
lately  held  in  Scotland,  or  from  travels  in  European  countries,  without  a 
deeper  conviction  of  mind  and  heart,  that,  under  God,  this  country  is 
the  hope  of  the  world,  and  that  vital  religion  is  the  only  hope  of  this 
country.  Whatever  may  happen  to  other  and  older  nations,  this  must 
be  kept  loyal  to  Christ.  To  this,  from  all  other  people  comes  the  cry, 
"  Give  us  of  your  oil,  for  our  lamps  are  going  out!"  The  condition  of 
Christendom  abroad,  filled  with  fears  of  war  and  commotions,  shows  the 
unspeakable  importance  of  securing  civil  and  religious  liberty  here.  The 
late  sudden  and  singular  strikes,  and  the  lawless  army  of  tramps,  ready 
to  attack  persons  or  cities  for  riot  and  robbery,  show  the  need  of  the  gos- 
pel and  how  much  yet  remains  to  be  done  for  its  extension.  Let  God's 
people,  like  David,  ask  themselves,  "  If  the  foundation  be  destroyed,  what 
can  the  righteous  do?"  What  was  done  in  Pittsburgh  on  Sabbath  the 
22dof  July,  1871? 

PRESBYTERIES. 

It  is  hoped  that  each  Presbytery  will  thoroughly  canvass  its  mission- 
ary field,  consider  each  application  carefully,  and  recommend  aid  with  care 
and  prudence.  The  times  financially  demand  it,  as  they  are  growing 
more  difficult.     Tast  harvests  will  be  gathered  in  the   western  fields, 
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enabling  the  people  to  do  more  for  the  support  of  the  gospel  among  them- 
selves. The  income  of  the  Board  is  much  behind  the  requests  for  aid — 
indeed  a  debt  of  more  than  $50,000  has  already  accumulated.  Many 
hitherto  self-supporting  churches  are  applying  for  help  from  the  Board, 
" until  these  calamities  be  overpast."  Many  new  and  frontier  fields  of 
great  promise  are  pressing  for  immediate  occupation.  The  Board,  as 
hitherto  published,  has  largely  extended  its  work.  The  recent  death  of 
Brigham  Young  has  opened  facilities  for  hopeful  work  among  the  Mor- 
mons hitherto  unequalled.  Then  the  ability  to  contribute  has  been 
weakened  by  the  late  financial  confusion.  Indeed  the  strikes  in  a  single 
day  have  cost  the  country  more  than  Home  Missionary  labor  has  in  a 
half  century  !  All  these  things  show  the  need  of  energy  and  self-deny- 
ing liberality  on  the  part  of  the  Church  in  times  like  these. 


GROUPINGS. 

In  these  hard  times  we  venture  again  to  call  the  attention  of  churches 
and  Presbyteries  to  the  duty  and  absolute  necessity  of  grouping  for 
mutual  help  in  the  support  of  the  gospel  and  relief  of  the  missionary 
treasury,  and  better  support  of  the  ministry.  Every  Assembly  since 
the  Reunion  has  urged  it  upon  the  churches  and  Presbyteries.  The 
authority  of  these  bodies  should  be  employed,  if  need  be,  to  secure  such 
unions.  This  will  extend  the  usefulness  and  increase  the  support  of  the 
ministry.  It  will  enable  the  Board  to  employ  the  means  thus  secured  in 
sending  the  gospel  into  destitute  and  promising  fields.  Besides  it  will 
remove  one  great  cause  of  complaint  against  the  work  by  liberal  donors 
to  its  treasury.  It  excites  objection,  and  is  a  great  grief  to  see  two  or 
three  feeble  churches  refuse  to  unite  for  mutual  help,  and  applying  to 
the  public  funds  of  the  Church  for  separate  support.  Men  in  such 
cases  continuing  to  draw  missionary  money  for  years,  without  any  signs 
of  growth,  and  refusing  to  unite  with  neighboring  churches.  Presby- 
teries would  do  well  to  examine  all  applications  such  as  these  with  care 
and  thoroughness,  and  refuse  to  sanction  them  if  the  churches  refuse  to 
be  grouped  with  other  fields. 

The  difficulty,  no  doubt,  is  increased  by  the  growing  habit  of  ministers 
and  churches  submitting  for  approval  their  applications  for  aid  to  Pres- 
byterial  committees  on  missions  alone,  and  not  to  the  whole  Presbytery 
also.  In  this  way  the  Presbytery  is  in  danger  of  forgetting  the  wants 
and  applications  of  its  field.  Out  of  one  hundred  and  twelve  applications 
litely  made,  seventy-one  are  approved  by  the  Presbyterial  committees 
only.  These  committees  were  originally  intended  to  explore  the  field 
and  report  its  wants  to  the  Presbytery,  and  to  commend  only  in 
extraordinary  cases,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Presbytery.  There 
is  no  complaint  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  missionary  committees, 
but  there  is  danger  of  the  Presbytery  losing  sight  of  its  great  work  and 
responsibility,  and  churches  too  failing  to  be  impressed  with  the  wants 
at  their  doors.  We  beg  the  earnest  attention  of  all  to  this  important 
matter. 
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THE  FIELD. 

We  publish  below  a  variety  of  letters  from  different  parts  of  the  great 
field,  showing  the  vicissitudes  of  the  work.  The  donations  from  the 
dear  dead  boy  and  the  other  two  children  will  be  noticed  by  our  Sabbath- 
schools  and  others,  we  trust.  The  openings  in  Utah  are  set  forth  as 
urgent  and  hopeful.  Other  letters  are  here  from  the  same  field,  for 
which  there  is  no  space  in  this  copy  of  the  Record.  The  death  of 
Brigham  Young  will  no  doubt  increase  the  disintegrating  tendencies  of 
Mormonism,  and  thus  extend  the  openings  and  need  for  work. 

The  letters  published  from  the  Indian  field  are  but  a  few  of  those  in  the 
office  from  the  work  among  the  Cherokees,  Creeks,  Ojibways,  Spokans, 
Nez  Perces,  and  tribes  of  mixed  Indians  and  Mexicans  in  New  Mexico. 
The  great  mistake  hitherto  made  by  the  Government  and  the  Church 
was  in  dealing  with  the  Indians  as  foreigners,  whose  language  is  to  be 
perpetuated,  if  not  their  customs.  The  true  method  is  to  teach,  at  least 
the  children,  our  language,  that  they  may  make  more  intelligent  Chris- 
tians and  citizens.  It  is  alike  true  of  all  peoples  of  other  tongues.  As 
this  nation  is  English-speaking,  and  the  most  precious  treasures  of 
religion  are  found  in  it,  it  is  the  interest  manifestly,  alike  civilly  and 
religiously,  to  teach  the  language  of  the  country  and  the  Church.  This 
is  the  aim  of  Home  Missions  with  all  people,  whether  foreign  or  native, 
Indian  or  white  men,  Asiatics,  Europeans,  or  Africans.  The  children 
of  all  these  different  nationalities  strive  to  acquire  our  language.  To 
the  old  and  middle-aged  means  of  grace  will  have  to  be  supplied  in  their 
native  tongues  for  a  time.  This  work  of  evangelizing  and  domesticating 
the  various  peoples  is  the  great  duty  of  our  Church.

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INDIANS  STILL. 

To-day  ends  the  third  quarter  ot  my  commission,  and  I  hasten  to  send 
you  my  report  thereof.  I  attended  to  all  the  parts  of  my  field,  and 
preached  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour  at  all  the  places  where 
I  had  appointments  regularly.  I  have  not  the  pleasure  to  report  addi- 
tions to  any  of  the  churches  under  my  care,  but  our  stakes  have  been 
strengthened,  if  our  cords  have  not  been  lengthened.  I  am  much  grati- 
fied to  see  a  steady  growth  of  grace  among  my  people  of  Puyallup — the 
Indians,  I  mean — and  it  cannot  be  otherwise ;  blessings  do  follow  the 
constant  hearing  of  the  word  and  the  faithful  attendance  on  God's  ordi- 
nances, or  of  his  house.  No  matter  what  state  of  the  weather  it  may 
be,  I  am  sure  of  seeing  a  good  audience  of  them  assembled.  The  dusky 
faces,  who,  during  the  week,  have  been  working  in  the  mills  or  at  the 
wharves,  paddling  their  canoes  for  fish,  or  have  been  hired  out  to  white 
men  by  whom  they  are  looked  down  upon ;  these  same  people  shame 
their  employers,  the  white  people,  with  all  their  superior  advantages 
of  education  and  civilization,  by  dressing  decently  and  attending  God's 
house.  It  was  a  noticeable  sight,  and  a  great  contrast  between  the 
superior  whites  and  the  despised  Indians,  during  the  construction  of  the 
Railroad  through  the  Reservation,  that  while  the  men  were  laying  the 
track  on  Sunday,  and  others  were  teaming  material  and  goods  for  the 
road,  the  Indian  members  of  my  church  filed  passed  them  from  church, 
one  behind  the  other,  and  then  decently  and  orderly  crossed  the  river  to 
go  to  their  different  homes,  in  some  cases  five  and  six  miles  away. 

Some  of  these  men,  now  breaking  the  Sabbath,  had  perhaps  forgotten 
the  good  old  customs  and  tradition,  of  their  pious  ancestors,  were  now  to 
be  reminded  of  their  duties  to  God,  so  long  neglected,  by  the  good  ex- 
ample of  these  simple-hearted  but  devout  Christian  Indians. 


NEZ  PERCES. 

I  have  just  returned  from  a  meeting  of  the  Oregon  Presbytery,  where 
a  great  work  was  done.  We  examined  and  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel 
for  a  year  three  young  men  from  the  Xez  Perces  tribe  of  Indians. 
These  young  men  have  been  under  careful  training  for  some  time  past, 
and  we  were  well  satisfied  with  regard  to  their  attainments,  and  accord- 
ingly sent  them  back  to  preach  to  their  people  the  unsearchable  riches 
of  Christ.  Nothing  of  greater  importance  has  happened  in  the  history 
of  our  mission  to  the  Indians.  I  wish  the  whole  Church  had  listened 
to  the  long,  careful,  and  searching  examination  to  which  these  brethren 
were  subjected,  and  that  they  had  beheld  the  closing  scene,  as  tears 
rolled  down  their  dusky  cheeks  as  the  moderator  licensed  them.  Of 
course  the  examination,  it  will  be  understood,  was  a  little  different  from 
that  to  which  any  ordinary  student  would  be  subjected  ;  but  it  was  such 
as  to  satisfy  and  even  delight  us,  all  things  considered.  Now,  with 
God's  blessing,  we  may  look  for  great  things.  The  Popish  party  are 
doing  what  they  can  to  destroy  our  mission.  I  know  something  of  their 
zeal  personally.  I  mentioned  this  in  a  former  report,  and  am  very  glad 
to  be  able  to  say  that  meantime  they  have  been  foiled. 

Altogether  I  am  very  hopeful.  If  we  could  only  manage  to  build  a 
church  this  summer,  we  would  succeed  better,  but  money  is  very  scarce. 
The  failure  of  crops  in  California  has  told  indirectly  on  Oregon.  We 
have  been  waiting  and  watching  our  opportunity,  as  we  do  not  wish  to 
be  hampered  and  hindered  by  debt.         Yours,  etc.,  G.  R. 
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It  is  with  feelings  of  deep  gratitude  that  I  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  your  kind  favor  of  the  1st  inst.,  containing  a  check  for  $88.66,  as  it 
has  reached  me  in  a  time  of  great  pecuniary  need.  The  sudden  death  of 
my  dear  husband  was  such  a  shock  to  myself  and  family  that  we  have 
been  entirely  unfitted  for  deciding  upon  any  plans  for  the  future  ;  but 
owing  to  the  delicate  state  of  my  younger  daughter's  health,  it  was  not 

thought  advisable  or  safe  for  us  to  remain  alone  after  Mr.  S 's  death. 

We  are  therefore  remaining  for  the  present  with  my  eldest  daughter, 
who  is  residing  in  this  place,  until  something  definite  can  be  ascertained 
in  regard  to  aid  for  our  support,  as  I  am  left  entirely  without  means.. 

But  I  feel  that  everything  is  in  the  hands  of  an  all-wise  God,  and  al- 
though his  ways  are  sometimes  mysterious  and  hard  for  us  to  compre- 
hend, yet  we  know  they  are  best,  and  we  must  meekly  bow  in  submis- 
sion to  his  divine  will,  for  we  realize  that  our  great  loss  and  bereave- 
ment is  eternal  gain  to  our  beloved  one,  who  now  sweetly  rests  from  all 
trouble  and  sorrow,  for  his  work  on  earth  is  done,  and  he  has  gone  to 
dwell  with  his  Heavenly  Father,  in  whose  cause  he  was  such  a  cheerful 
and  earnest  worker. 

I  presume  you  received  the  particulars  of  Mr.  S 's  death  through 

the  elders  of  F church  ;  therefore  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  write 

them. 

My  family  unite  with  me  in  again  thanking  you  for  remembering  us 
so  liberally,  and  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  may  continue  to  bless 
you  and  the  cause  you  represent  is  my  earnest  and  humble  prayer.

TEXAS. 

The  end  of  another  quarter  having  arrived,  I  beg  to  inform  you  that 
I  have  labored  at  my  post  of  duty  here  during  the  last  three  months 
with  some  degree  of  success,  I  think. 

True,  I  have  no  large  additions  to  our  membership  to  report,  but  I 
believe  that  in  due  time  I  will  have  the  pleasure  of  doing  so.  As  a  rule, 
I  have  preached  four  sermons  here  in  town  each  month,  and  generally 
six  in  the  surrounding  country. 

I  have  now  altogether  three  preaching  stations  in  the  county,  in  a 
radius  of  ten  miles  from  here.  My  congregations  everywhere  are 
good,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  growing  interest  in  the  word  of  life.  Old 
and  young,  rich  and  poor,  come  together  on  the  Sabbath  here  fully  better 
than  1  have  seen  in  any  other  community  with  which  I  have  been  yet 
connected ;  and  impressions  are  being  produced  that  will  be  lasting,  I 
think,  and  that  will  result  in  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  this 
part  of  the  land. 

At  two  of  my  stations  I  have  school-houses  in  which  to  hold  worship. 
At  the  third  I  have  an  arbor  in  the  woods.  The  origin  of  this  arbor  is 
interesting.  A  iViethodist,  who,  according  to  his  own  words,  had  re- 
cently fallen  from  grace,  got  snake-bitten,  and  was  saved  from  his  terri- 
ble pain  and  from  sure  death  by  whiskey,  resolved,  as  soon  as  he  re- 
covered, to  do  some  good,  and  so  went  to  work  to  build  this  arbor  for 
preaching  purposes.  His  wife,  a  good  Presbyterian  lady,  who  believes 
with  all  her  heart  in  the  perseverance  of  the  saints,  sent  for  me  to 
come  and  preach  the  first  sermon.  J  complied,  and  finding  the  people 
anxious  that  I  should  continue  to  come,  1  resolved  to  do  so  regularly. 
The  builder  of  the  arbor  has  not  yet  been  reconverted — but  another 
snake,  for  snakes  are  very  plentiful  on  his  farm — may  drive  him  beyond 
good  works  to  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  I.  B. 
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B ,  Texas. 

The  situation  here  is  not  much  changed  since  my  last  report,  except 
that  our  Sabbath-school  has  largely  increased  in  numbers  and  interest. 
We  now  have  more  than  one  hundred  members.  Our  teachers  are  much 
more  capable  and  devoted  than  one  acquainted  with  the  town  would 
suppose  possible.  God  has  guided  us  in  the  choice  of  superintendent 
and  teachers,  I  trust.  Our  teacher's  meeting  is  held  at  the  close  of  the 
Wednesday  evening  prayer-meeting.  The  latter  is  not  so  well  attended 
as  it  would  be,  I  think,  if  we  had  a  better  place  in  which  to  meet.  We 
are  obliged  to  meet  at  a  private  house,  and  when  we  have  our  largest  at- 
tendance (twenty-five)  we  are  crowded.  People  do  not  like  a  crowd  this 
hot  weather. 

The  attendance  at  public  worship  on  Sundays  has  been  lately  on  the 
increase.  Unpleasant  weather,  the  wearing  off  of  novelty,  and  similar 
causes  occasioned  a  falling  off  about  April.  We  have  now  more  than 
regained  our  numbers,  and  the  present  attendants  are  very  regular,  and 
seem  to  take  a  proper  interest  (that  is,  interest  of  the  proper  kind).  I 
feel  myself  a  stronger  desire  to  preach  for  the  immediate  conversion  of 
sinners,  and  I  think  there  is  in  the  congregation  a  livelier  appreciation 
of  the  value  of  salvation. 

At  our  next  communion,  on  'the  first  Sunday  of  August,  we  shall  re- 
ceive some  members,  but  how  many  I  cannot  now  state.  Our  present 
membership  is  seventeen.     We  have  two  elders. 


UTAH. 

C ,  Utah. 


I  made  a  journey  out  the  Central  Pacific  and  one  up  through  C- 


V ,  during  the  quarter.    Among  the  Mormons,  President  Snow  very 

politely  requested  me  to  discontinue  my  labors.  The  present  disturbed 
state  of  affairs  from  the  trials  concerning  the  Mountain  Meadows  murder, 
has  made  the  leaders  very  bitter  and  revengeful.  Following  the  advice 
of  those  favorably  disposed  among  them,  I  have  avoided  any  opposition, 
simply  entering  the  open  doors,  which  are  opening  very  fast  and  still 
wider.  Last  Sabbath  I  spent  at  F ,  the  terminus  of  the  Utah  North- 
ern Railroad,  where  the  stage  line  connects  with  Montana.  After  trav- 
elling through  the  entire  length  of  C V ,  and  being  elbowed  out 

by  the  bishops,  I  found  at  F a  very  encouraging  field,  and  preached 

three  times  to  them  on  the  Sabbath. 

We  ought  to  have  a  man  at  L ,  the  capital  city.     There  are  thirty 

thousand  people  in  fifteen  towns,  and  a  most  fertile  farming  country  could 
be  reached.     There  is  only  one  evangelical  minister  as  yet  in  the  valley, 

and  he  an  Episcopalian.     I  am  negotiating  for  school  property  at  B 

City,  our  country  seat.  Three  hundred  dollars  only  are  now  wanting 
to  secure  a  valuable  site  worth  $1,000,  and  I  am  hoping  that  the  entire 
amount  will  be  given  by  the  people.  It  is  a  very  hopeful  element  of 
Scotch  Presbyterians,  who  are  very  anxious  to  leave  the  Mormon  church. 

Pr.  J has  promised  to  secure  teachers.     They  should  be  on  the 

ground  as  soon  as  possible  to  secure  the  point,  and  to  create  confidence 
in  our  work.  A  small  house  sufficient  for  present  use  is  on  the  property. 
A  man  and  his  wife,  or  two  ladies  of  the  Woman's  Board,  will  find  here 
a  very  desirable  field — a  town  of  three  thousand  inhabitants,  on  the 
Utah  Northern,  and  having  a  station  also  on  the  Central  Pacific  Rail- 
road ;  the  county-seat  of  this  county,  and  having  the  entire  Bear  River 
Valley  dependent  on  it,  at  least  officially,  and  largely  commercially ; 
having  woollen,  lumber,  and  grist  mills,  manufactories  of  cloth,  shoes, 
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furniture,  etc.  Their  Sabbath-school  numbers  over  five  hundred,  and  I 
have  had  a  thousand  hearers  in  the  court-house.  Please  refer  this  point 
to  your  workers,  or  commission  another  missionary  for  that  place  and 

L .     Our  work  here  perhaps  has  not  been  noisy  enough  to  attract 

your  attention.  We  have  been  educating  thirty  or  forty  Mormon  chil- 
dren at  the  expense  of  the  town,  without  asking  aid   or  praise.     C- 


has  for  eight  years  kept  a  free  school  to  all  who  will  attend,  and  children 
are  sent  here  from  all  parts  of  this  valley,  and  for  more  than  thirty  miles 
out  the  railroad  to  school,  free  of  charge.  The  school  is  closely  con- 
nected with  our  church,  two  of  the  teachers  being  members  and  most  of 
the  children  attending  our  Sabbath-school. 

Hoping  B and  L will  receive  your  attention  for  a  supply  of 

a  missionary  or  two  teachers,  I  am  very  gratefully  yours,        S.  L.  G.

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The  churches  seeking  aid  under  the  "  Sustentation  Pastorate"  are  not 
very  numerous.

The  Presbyteries  meeting  this  fall  may  approve  and  forward  many  more 
applicants  to  this  fund.  Its  treasury  is  prepared  to  meet  any  promises 
the  Board  may  make.  The  following  letters  will  show  the  progress  of 
the  work.

N L ,  Iowa. 

During  the  last  three  months  there  has  been  a  constant  and  increasing 
interest  in  the  public  services  of  the  sanctuary.  Although  in  the  first 
part  of  the  quarter  there  was  much  wet  weather  and  bad  roads,  our 
average  attendance  has  not  decreased.

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few  ;  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest. — luke  x.

THE  SITUATION. 

A  review  of  the  statistics  of  our  ministers  and  churches,  as  presented 
in  the  Minufes  of  1877,  presents  some  important  facts,  which  it  is  well 
for  all  young  men  to  know  who  are  looking  forward  to  the  ministry. 
These  we  now  present  for  careful  perusal. 

Of  our  5,153  churches,  948  are  reported  vacant — a  trifle  over  18  per 
cent.  Of  these,  32  are  among  our  strongest,  counting  from  200  to  over 
500  members  each  ;  83  count  from  100  to  200  each  ;  166  from  50  to  100 
members  each;  234  from  25  to  50  members  each;  342,  from  10  to  25 
members  each  ;  91  number  below  10  each,  of  which  6  have  2  a  piece. 
Of  course  the  relative  strength  and  importance  of  the  churches  are  not 
to  be  always  estimated  by  the  numbers.  Still  numbers  are  an  important 
item  in  the  estimate,  and  may  serve  to  guide  us  to  a  fair  general  view 
of  the  actual  position  of  things.  From  this  criterion,  then,  it  will  be 
seen  that  at  least  515  churches,  numbering  over  25  members  each — 
large  enough,  one  would  suppose,  to  command  the  attention  of  a  minister 
at  least  half  of  the  time — are  without  any  stated  means  of  grace.  Of 
the  remaining  433,  numbering  below  25  members  each,  no  doubt,  a 
goodly  proportion  might  by  the  labors  of  an  earnest  minister  be  built  up 
into  strength  and  self-support.  Indeed  we  know  several  such.  They 
are  in  a  struggle  for  existence,  and  are  crying  for  the  spiritual  nourish- 
ishment  and  care  which  shall  enable  them  to  live.  It  is  an  old  adage, 
"  When  God  sends  a  child  into  the  world,  he  sends  bread  with  it,"  and 
can  it  be  that  these  ecclesiastical  infants  were  sent  into  the  world  only 
to  die  of  hunger  from  lack  of  being  supplied  with  the  bread  of  life  ?  It  is 
not  astonishing  that,  on  an  average,  there  is  a  mortality  among  them  of 
about  57  per  year.  With  948  churches  vacant,  surely  no  one  can  say 
that  of  ministers  there  are  more  than  enough.  Either  there  must  be  a 
dissolution  of  the  churches  or  an  increase  of  ministers  that  can  and  will 
take  care  of  them.  The  continuance  of  so  many  churches  in  a  state  of 
destitution  is  not  to  the  credit  of  the  Presbyterian  body.  Does  it  not 
need  pruning  sadly  in  many  places  ?  and  ought  not  the  General  Assem- 
bly to  take  action  and  enjoin  that  the  work  be  done  ? 

Among  the  Presbyteries  eminent  for  vacancies  are  the  following.  We 
give  the  list,  that  our  licentiates  may  have  an  eye  to  them  in  their  search 
for  fields  of  labor.

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Taking  next  the  aggregate  of  the  ministers,  we  find  the  net  increase 
within  the  six  years  past  to  be  360,  giving  an  average  of  60  per  year. 
Comparing  this  with  the  net  increase  of  the  churches,  423,  the  result  is 
minus  63,  a  little  over  10  less  per  year  on  an  average.  In  other  words, 
the  churches  increase  faster  than  the  ministers  at  the  rate  of  ten  a  year. 
A  similar  falling  off  appears  when  we  look  at  the  licensures  reported  in 
the  several  columns.  The  number  of  these  in  1877  is  less  by  18  than  in 
1872.  So  in  the  matter  of  ordinations.  Comparing  the  six  columns, 
the  highest  number  of  these  was  in  1874,  when  there  were  159  ;  the 
lowest  number  occurs  in  1877,  when  we  have  only  133,  that  is  26  less. 
Thus  there  has  been  a  steady  decline  along  the  years  in  our  supply  of 
the  ministry,  and  that,  too,  while  so  large  a  number  of  our  churches  are 
vacant.  As  an  offset,  however,  to  this  decrease  of  internal  production, 
there  has  been  increase  of  immigration.  The  number  of  ministers 
received  from  other  churches,  in  all  349,  exceeds  those  dismissed  by 
166,  showing  a  strong  drift  towards  us  under  the  powerful  suction  of 
our  vacancies. 

Still  further:  Of  the  4,744  ministers  on  the  roll,  378  are  marked  W. 
C,  212  are  marked  Ev.,  and  96  in  transitu,  Avithout  any  specification  as 
to  whither  they  are  going.  In  all  there  are  686  who,  though  presumed 
capable  of  service,  have  no  regular  charge.  Of  these,  those  marked 
as  Evangelists  may  be  considered  as  more  or  less  constantly  employed 
in  supplying  pulpits  temporarily  vacated,  and  assisting  their  brethren  in 
times  of  need.  They  meet  an  important  demand,  especially  in  our  larger 
cities,  and  for  various  reasons  many  of  them  prefer  to  be  thus  occupied. 
In  the  same  category  may  be  put  several  of  those  marked  "  without 
charge."  We  know  some  of  these  who,  though  gray  with  age  and 
deemed  too  old  for  resettlement,  are  still  using  their  rich  resources  and 
ripe  experience  in  varied  work  of  the  most  profitable  kind,  and  are  by  no 
means  to  be  regarded  as  idle.  Others  of  the  W.  C's.  are  invalids,  or 
weary  with  overwork  and  in  need  of  rest.  Others,  though  of  excellent 
ability,  belong  to  that  unfortunate  order  who  cannot  go  where  they 
would,  and  will  not  go  where  they  may.  Others  are  so  fettered  by  local 
relations,  family  necessities,  mental  tastes  and  habitudes,  that  their 
range  is  small  and  mostly  within  limits  that  are  pretty  much  preoccu- 
pied. Others  have  been  so  often  tried  and  proved  unavailable  on  account 
of  peculiar  mental  perversities  or  unpleasant  mannerisms,  that  there  is 
danger  of  their  candidacy  becoming  perpetual.  And  there  are  those  also 
who,  while  retaining  the  name  of  minister,  have  wholly  turned  aside  to 
secular  engagements,  and  fulfil  no  function  of  the  sacred  office  except  it 
be  to  talk  and  vote  in  Presbytery  and  be  counted  in  the  clerical  constitu- 
ency. Now  when  the  large  number  of  ministers  belonging  to  our  body 
is  taken  in  consideration,  and  also  the  extent  of  territory  the  Church 
covers,  it  must  be  conceded  that  the  number  of  those  out  of  regular 
employment  forms  a  comparatively  small  fraction  of  the  whole — no 
larger  than  may  be  expected. 
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Yet  unquestionably  the  number  might  be  lessened  if  some  means  could 
be  devised  for  bringing  our  unemployed  ministers  into  connection  with 
our  vacant  churches.  The  lack  of  such  means  is  one  great  defect  in  the 
polity  of  our  Church,  resulting  in  a  waste  of  ability  and  a  weakening  of 
our  strength.  Perhaps  it  is  a  result  which  must  be  accepted  as  inciden- 
tal to  that  freedom  of  choice  and  movement  which  is  claimed  alike  by 
our  ministers  and  people.  If  so,  the  question  whether  more  ministers 
be  needed  must  be  largely  determined  without  regard  to  the  number  of 
W.  C's.  A  surplus  must  always  be  counted  upon  ;  and  our  business  it 
must  be  to  go  on  and  provide  enough  ministers  for  the  churches  to  select 
from  and  be  satisfied  with — taking  care,  however,  so  far  as  the  Board  is 
concerned,  to  provide  only  such  as  will  be  likely  to  prove  acceptable. 

How  far  the  Board  is  discharging  its  duty  in  this  respect  may  be 
inferred  from  the  following  statistics. 

As  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  of  the  5,153  ministers  on  the  roll  of 
1877  it  has  helped  to  furnish  1,420.  Deducting  from  these  one-tenth, 
as  out  of  regular  service  according  to  the  rate  ascertained  last  year, 
there  remain  1,378  on  active  duty.  Of  these,  full  51  are  Foreign  mis- 
sionaries, 319  are  commissioned  by  the  Home  Board,  21  are  Professors 
or  Presidents  in  our  Theological  Seminaries  and  Colleges.  The  rest  are 
pastors  or  stated  supplies  mostly  scattered  over  our  Middle  and  Western 
States — some,  however,  are  occupying  prominent  pulpits  in  our  larger 
cities  at  the  East. 

Of  the  graduates  of  1876  whom  the  Board  aided,  48  in  number,  20  are 
Pastors,  12  are  Home  Missionaries,  3  are  Stated  Supplies,  2  are  Foreign 
Missionaries,  4  are  still  Licentiates,  1  has  gone  into  the  Southern  Presby- 
terian Church  as  a  missionary  to  Texas,  and  6  are  yet  to  be  heard  from. 

Of  the  62  the  Board  helped  into  the  field  this  year,  14  are  already  com- 
missioned by  the  Home  Board,  and  how  many  are  settled  in  the  minis- 
try cannot  be  ascertained  until  the  Minutes  for  1878  are  issued.  From 
what  we  already  know  a  good  record  may  be  expected. 

The  above  survey  shows  that  the  demand  for  ministers  is  as  urgent 
now  as  ever,  and  that  the  policy  of  the  Board  is  as  wise  and  as  carefully 
administered  as  that  of  any  church  agency  can  be.  Failures  there  are, 
yet  no  more  than  in  any  other  department  of  church-work.  Success  is 
largely  preponderant,  and  encourages  us  to  go  on.  Our  opening  fields 
at  home  and  abroad  invite  to  greater  activity  and  expenditure.  Ten 
first-class  men  are  called  for  by  our  Foreign  Board,  and  letters  from  dis- 
tant home  fields  express  great  fear  that  the  young  men  they  have  ready 
for  the  Lord's  work  in  those  regions  will  not  be  sufficiently  aided  and 
pushed  forward  in  their  preparations  for  the  ministry.  The  ministers  at 
work  all  over  our  country  read  with  anxiety  the  disparaging  comments 
made  on  our  educational  policy  by  those  who,  in  the  thrifty  and  populous 
East,  feel  not  its  necessity,  and  send  us  earnest  inquiries  as  to  what  they 
are  to  expect  in  view  of  them.  We  can  answer  only  by  turning  these 
inquiries  over  to  the  churches.  Let  their  larger  contributions  of  men 
and  means  give  the  suitable  reply. 
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AN   IMPORTANT  INQUIRY. 

Supposing  that  the  Board  aided  only  men  of  the  first  class  in  intellec- 
tual ability,  and  that  as  the  natural  result  these  should  always  be  called 
to  fill  the  more  important  positions  in  the  Church,  would  not  the  Board 
then  fail  in  performing  its  part  towards  supplying  the  smaller  churches 
scattered  all  over  our  country,  especially  at  the  West — in  our  infant 
settlements,  where  men  of  moderate  abilities  may  do  and  are  doing  excel- 
lent service  for  the  Master?  These  surely  ought  to  be  provided  for. 
And  in  view  of  this  fact  does  it  not  become  the  Board  to  aid  in  furnish- 
ing men  of  all  grades  for  the  various  positions  which  need  to  be  occu- 
pied ?  Must  it  determine  the  acceptableness  of  a  student  by  his  fitness  to 
fill  a  metropolitan  pulpit?  Granting  that  we  should  "covet  earnestly" 
for  our  candidates  "  the  best"  intellectual  "  gifts,"  is  not  the  chief  question 
this  :  Has  the  man  a  heart  for  the  Lord's  work,  and  has  he  ability  enough 
for  leading  souls  to  Christ?  The  college  of  the  apostles  was  not  made 
up  of  Pauls  and  Johns.  There  were  men  in  it  of  lesser  note,  who  no 
doubt  fully  justified  their  calling.  At  a  recent  class  meeting  of  college 
graduates  of  forty  years  standing,  it  was  ascertained  that  three  or  four 
of  their  members  who  were  marked  low  in  scholarship  and  were  not 
heard  on  Commencement-day,  had  had  long  and  successful  pastorates  in 
our  New  England  towns.  The  fact  is  a  gratifying  one,  and  warns  us 
not  to  be  in  haste  to  pronounce  as  disqualified  any  who  feel  they  have 
been  called  to  the  service  of  Christ.

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Death  of  Missionaries — It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  have  to 
record  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Charles  F.  Preston,  of  Canton,  China,  on 
the  17th  of  July,  and  of  the  Rev.  John  M.  Deputie,  at  his  station  near 
Marshall,  Liberia,  July  2^th.  Both  of  these  bereavements  were  most 
unexpected.  The  latter  was  ill  but  a  short  time,  and  was  taken  from 
his  work  as  a  faithful  servant  of  Christ  in  the  midst  of  his  days,  being 
about  thirty-five  years  of  age.  His  early  death  is  a  great  loss  to  the 
church  in  Liberia. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Preston  removes  from  his  work  here  one  of  the  older 
and  best  known  missionaries.  He  arrived  in  China  in  .1854,  and  with 
the  exception  of  a  visit  to  this  country,  he  continued  at  his  post  during 
all  these  years.  He  was  a  superior  preacher  in  the  Cantonese,  and  few 
men  ever  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  preaching  to  so  many  of  the  heathen, 
as  from  far  and  near  they  attended  his  daily  services  in  the  Treasury 
street  chapel.  He  was  also  one  of  the  best  scholars  in  the  written  lan- 
guage of  China,  and  was  ever  highly  esteemed  as  an  able  and  faithful 
missionary.  Further  particulars  of  his  work  and  of  his  last  illness  may 
be  soon  expected.  He  leaves  a  wife  and  six  children,  who  will  receive 
great  sympathy. 

New  Missionaries  sent  out. — On  the  1st  of  September  the  Rev. 
Samuel  H.  Murphy  embarked  for  the  Gaboon  and  Corisco  Mission.  On 
the  same  day,  the  Rev.  David  Scott  and  his  wife  embarked  for  the  Persia 
mission,  and  on  the  8th  of  September  Miss  Anna  Schenck  embarked  for 
the  same  mission,  expecting  to  join  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scott  in  Liverpool. 
Mr.  Murphy's  going  out  is  referred  to  in  another  column.  Mr.  Scott  is 
a  graduate  of  Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  and  a  member  of  the 
Presbytery  of  New  York.  Mrs.  Scott  is  a  member  of  the  Seventh 
Avenue  LTnited  Presbyterian  church,  New  York.  Miss  Schenck  is  a 
member  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  church,  Philadelphia,  and  a  daugh- 
ter of  one  of  our  ministers,  the  Rev.  Elias  S.  Schenck.  On  the  loth  of 
September,  Mrs.  Hutchinson,  Miss  Mary  G.  Forbes,  and  Miss  Leonie  A. 
H.  Hennequin  embarked  for  Mexico.  Mrs  Hutchinson,  wife  of  the  Rev. 
M.  N.  Hutchinson,  returns  to  her  work  with  invigorated  healthy  Miss 
Forbes  is  a  member  of  the  church  of  Mt.  Auburn,  Cincinnati;  and  Miss 
Hennequin  of  the  Tenth  church,  Philadelphia. 

"Added  to  the  Church." — One  new  communicant  was  received  by 
the  Seminole  church.  Eight  Chinese  converts  were  baptized  by  Mr. 
Condit  on  the  Sabbath  before  he  left  Los  Angeles  for  Oakland,  California, 
making  seventeen  during  his  successful  ministry  at  the  former  place. 
Four  new  members  were  received  by  the  church  of  Chefoo,  China; 
twelve,  in  June,  by  the  church  of  Petchaburi,  Siam  ;  seven,  at  Panalla, 
and  four  at  Kolapore,  India,  and  eleven  children  baptized;  ten,  this  year, 
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at  Tripoli,  Syria,  besides  eleven  applications  for  admission,  deferred  for 
the  present ;  one,  at  Cacboeira,  and  eleven  at  Sao  Carlos,  Brazil ;  and 
two,  at  San  Louis  Potosi,  Mexico.  At  Sao  Carlos,  eleven  children  were 
baptized.  The  converts  there,  including  two  aged  persons,  husband  and 
wife,  both  over  eighty  years  old,  were  full  of  joy  in  their  Christian  hope. 
They  publicly  destroyed  all  their  images,  "idols"  Mr.  Da  Gama  calls 
them,  which,  as  Romanists,  they  had  so  long  revered. 

New  church  organized  at  Omori,  Japan,  twenty-five  miles  north- 
east of  Yedo.  Mr.  Green  reports  the  election  of  an  elder  and  two 
deacons,  and  the  baptism  of  twelve  adults  and  two  children,  at  this  place. 
Two  new  converts  were  also  received  at  Hoden.

THE  GABOOX  AXD  CORISCO  MISSION,  AFRICA. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  mentioned  that  this  mission  stands  much  in  need 
of  reinforcement.  Only  three  foreign  ministers  and  five  of  our  American 
ladies  are  there,  to  occupy  four  stations,  besides  taking  oversight  of 
other  stations,  and  trying  to  spread  the  gospel  generally  in  that  part  of 
Africa!  Several  of  these  laborers  greatly  need  a  temporary  change  of 
climate.  The  air  of  the  West  African  coast  is  largely  filled  with  malaria, 
making  a  furlough  more  necessary  to  foreign  residents  than  it  is  in  most 
missionary  fields ;  but  the  long  residence  of  the  three  ministers,  of 
thirty-three,  twenty-three,  and  seventeen  years  respectively,  shows  that 
those  whose  constitution  is  adapted  to  the  climate  may  hope  to  live  and 
to  do  a  good  work  there.  In  the  absence  of  new  recruits,  we  are  glad 
to  report  the  return  to  this  mission,  for  a  limited  time,  of  the  Rev.  S.  H. 
Murphy.  He  was  compelled  to  withdraw  from  the  mission,  a  few  years 
a<ro,  by  his  wife's  health,  but  neither  she  nor  himself  felt  less  interest  in 
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the  work.  As  Mrs.  Murphy  cannot  return,  she  gives  her  cordial  consent 
to  her  husband's  leaving  her  and  their  three  children.  Great  as  this 
sacrifice  is  to  them,  it  is  what  naval  officers,  and  merchants,  and  their 
families  sometimes  make;  and  our  missionary  friends  are  sustained  in 
making  it  by  its  being  made  for  the  sake  of  our  Redeemer  and  his  grace. 
Mr.  Murphy  leaves  also  the  attached  congregation  of  Chatfield,  Minn., 
where  his  ministry  was  full  of  success,  the  church  having  become  self- 
supporting,  and  liberal  in  its  support  of  all  good  objects.  We  trust  a 
great  blessing  will  rest  on  this  effort  to  serve  the  Lord  Jesus,  both  in 
the  churches  here  and  in  the  missionary  field. 


COMPARATIVE  RETURNS  OF  THE  LABORERS— 1875-'77. 
The  work  of  missions  depends  very  much  on  the  laborers  in  the  field. 
Hence  the  staff  of  workmen  is  a  matter  of  much  moment.  Is  it  increas- 
ing or  diminishing  in  number?  Are  its  varied  classes  gaining  or  losing 
power  and  influence  ?  What  factors  in  the  case  most  need  to  be  in- 
creased ?  Such  questions  as  these  impart  interest  to  the  following  state- 
ment, which  is  taken  from  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Board  for  the  last 
three  years :

All  of  these  columns  of  figures  excepting  the  first  are  encouraging. 
We  are  glad  to  see  the  larger  number  of  our  American  women.  We 
are  particularly  glad  to  see  the  increased  number  of  native  ministers  and 
licentiate  preachers.  The  training,  and  the  active  labors,  of  these  native 
brethren  are  of  the  greatest  moment  in  the  progress  of  missions.  Even- 
tually the  work  of  evangelization  in  each  country  must  pass  into  their 
hands.  But  at  first,  and  often  for  a  long  time,  the  foreign  missionary 
is  an  indispensable  laborer.  This  is  true  in  all  kinds  of  work,  and  in 
none  more  than  in  securing,  so  far  as  human  agency  is  concerned,  the 
right  kind  of  men  as  the  religious  teachers  and  pastors  of  their  own 
people.  We  think  these  returns  of  the  number  already  obtained  call  for 
thanksgiving,  and  are  earnests  of  the  coming  harvest. 

But  when  we  look  at  the  first  column  we  are  somewhat  discouraged. 
The  apparent  loss  is  sixteen.  The  real  decline  is  not  so  great,  owing  to 
the  non-enumeration  in  the  last  year  of  those  who  are  to  be  classed 
as  employes  of  the  government,  and  of  these  some  are  still  in  the  field  ; 
while  in  another  country  two  ministers  are  still  engaged  in  evangelizing 
work,  who  were  formerly  but  are  not  now  connected  wath  the  Board. 
These  deducted,  the  returns  of  1875  and  1877  would  stand  as  129  to 
120 — nine  less,  instead  of  many  more.  In  most  cases  failure  of  health, 
the  claims  of  their  families  for  education,  etc.,  caused  the  return  of  minis-

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ters,  but  the  death  of  four  brethren  in  these  three  years  is  recorded. 
Since  the  1st  of  May  the  loss  by  death  has  been  unusually  large — Messrs. 
Caldwell,  Preston,  and  John  Deputie  having  been  called  away — one  each 
from  India,  China,  and  Africa. 

We  have  all,  no  doubt,  often  wondered  at  our  Saviour's  specifying 
only  the  laborers  when  he  taught  his  disciples  to  pray  for  the  wants  of 
the  harvest ;  not  mentioning  any  part  of  their  work — neither  their 
schools,  their  translating  the  Scriptures,  nor  anything  else,  but  only  the 
laborers.  All  other  things  were  comprehended  in  this  one  injunction, 
all  besides  followed  in  its  train.  Even  for  the  laborers,  however,  his 
precept  implies  their  previous  training;  and  earlier  still,  their  consecra- 
tion by  parents  and  by  themselves.  It  also  involves  such  a  spirit  of 
devotedness  in  the  Church  as  will  provide  the  means  of  their  being  sent 
forth  and  supported  in  the  field.  When,  therefore,  the  number  of  these 
laborers  is  reduced,  and  that  in  the  face  of  great  harvests  opening  and 
ripening,  we  cannot  but  fear  that  many  matters  of  deep  interest  are  also 
suffering  loss.  But  we  have  only  one  great  remedy,  that  of  prayer. 
"  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth 
laborers  into  his  harvest." 


REPORT  OF  THE  ALEXANDER  SCHOOL,  LIBERIA. 

Mr.  Albert  King,  teacher,  sends  the  following  report  of  this  school  for 
the  quarter  ending  June  30,  1871.  The  school  has  been  under  the  care 
of  Dr.  Blyclen  and  Mr.  King ;  but  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  former, 
Mr.  King  has  been  its  chief  teacher  for  several  months,  and  has  fulfilled 
his  duties  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  This  school  is  taught  near  Harris- 
burgh,  on  the  St.  Paul's  river,  eighteen  miles  from  Monrovia,  and  is 
designed  to  be  chiefly  a  boarding-school,  its  scholars  to  be  supported  in 
some  good  degree  by  their  own  work  on  a  small  farm.  They  have  made 
a  good  beginning,  in  raising  coffee  plants.  The  cultivation  of  these 
seems  likely  to  become  one  of  the  chief  industries  of  Liberia,  and  may 
do  much  to  lift  the  people  generally  out  of  the  depths  of  poverty.  A 
few  day-scholars  are  admitted;  but  the  whole  number  was  only  twelve 
at  the  date  of  the  previous  report.  More  could  be  received,  if  funds 
were  available  to  aid  them  in  their  support ;  but,  as  Mr.  King  properly 
remarks,  much  more  depends  on  the  sifted  qualifications  than  on  the 
number  of  the  scholars.  In  the  present  condition  of  the  so-called  college 
at  Monrovia,  and  the  want  of  good  academies  and  schools  of  high  grade, 
many  persons  look  with  much  interest  on  this  Harrisburgh  school.  We 
trust  it  will  not  disappoint  their  hopes. 

We  have  passed  over  the  last  three  months  quietly,  with  many  signal 
causes  of  thankfulness  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  and,  as  we  trust,  to  the 
mutual  improvement  and  advancement,  both  in  head  and  heart,  of  teacher 
and  taught.  I  am  still  forced  to  be  a  drill-master  in  the  rudiments.  I 
recognize,  now  and  then,  several  promising  and  wide-awake  faces  among 
the  young  ones.     A  few  of  the  boys,  while  daily  learning  something,  I 
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think  might  be  advantageously  exchanged  for  others.  In  a  school  like 
ours,  I  hold,  the  best  minds  procurable  should  be  obtained,  when  practi- 
cable. This  was  the  plan  of  Rev.  D.  A.  Wilson,  in  the  good  old  days 
of  Presbyterianism  in  Liberia.  You  know  the  fruits,  probabty,  better 
than  I  do.  The  school  should  be  periodically  sifted,  until  the  right  num- 
ber of  the  desired  stamp  be  obtained,  so  far  as  imperfect  human  foresight 
goes.  This  is  my  opinion  in  regard  to  a  school  like  ours.  In  regard  to 
a  public  school,  or  a  governmental,  I  hold  entirely  different  views.  And 
in  regard  to  native  children  in  this  school,  I  think  that  they  should  be 
retained  to  the  last.  .  .  . 

I  have  one  sad  feature  to  record  in  this  paper — the  death  of  Nathaniel 
Simons,  who  departed  this  life  last  Friday,  in  the  settlement  of  Mills- 
burg,  across  the  river,  about  three  miles  from  us.  He  died  very  sud- 
denly, being  ill  only  about  ten  hours.  I  wTrote  you  about  him  in  my 
report  for  September  last.  He  was  a  day-scholar  of  mine,  and  was  very 
anxious  to  be  connected  with  us  permanently  as  a  boarding-scholar;  but 
I  had  to  refuse  him  on  account  of  his  age  and  his  non-proticiency.  He 
was  endeavoring  to  qualify  himself  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and 
was  very  studious,  and  apparently  pious.  I  believe  he  was  soliciting  aid 
from  the  New  York  State  Colonization  Society,  in  the  prosecution  of 
his  studies.  He  managed  to  support  himself  by  his  trade  (shoemaker), 
and  attended  my  school  as  a  day-scholar.  Poor  fellow  !  he  has  gone 
where  knowledge  is  free  and  untrammelled. 

I  received  into  school,  at  the  commencement  of  the  quarter,  a  young- 
ster who  was  with  us  last  year,  but  for  the  last  six  months  has  been  on 
the  "  Cape,"  working  to  clothe  himself,  and  attending  the  College  Pre- 
paratory School.  He  wrote  me  early  in  April  that  he  had  earned  suffi- 
cient clothing  to  last  him  some  time,  and  that  he  was  very  anxious  to 
return.  1  did  not  report  him  among  the  number  last  quarter — James  A. 
Peters,  age  nineteen  years,  a  member  of  our  church,  and  he  thinks  that 
he  is  called  to  preach.  He  applied  to  the  New  York  State  Colonization 
Society  for  assistance  before  he  came  up,  he  tells  me,  through  the  advice 
of  Dr.  Pinney. 

There  are  several  such  extreme  cases  as  Peters1.  I  can  give  them 
very  little  assistance  outside  of  their  board.  I  shall  endeavor  to  clothe 
the  most  needy  out  of  our  slender  means — such  as  are  bona  fide  orphans. 
A  box,  now  and  then,  of  cheap  wearing  apparel,  and  a  few  bed  pieces, 
would  stretch  our  resources  considerably. 

I  truly  wish  our  Church  in  this  country  was  a  working  power  in 
itself;  then  I  might  lay  these  little  stories  before  it;  but  as  it  is,  I  have 
to  bring  all  to  your  ears.   .   .   . 

I  have  had  several  applications  for  admission  lately ;  but  I  have  been 
forced  to  refuse  them.  I  send  you  three  applications  for  native  children, 
out  of  the  number  I  have  received,  merely  as  a  sample. 


BUSY  DAYS  AT  GABOON,  AFRICA. 

The  Rev.  A.  Bushnell  writes,  under  date  of  May  25th,  as  follows: 
You  may  well  conclude  we  are  busy  from  early  morning  till  late  at 
night.  We  rise  at  day-break,  which  is  about  half-past  five,  ring  the  bells 
for  prayers,  dress  and  open  the  house.  While  I  attend  prayers,  from  six 
to  half-past  six,  Mrs.  Bushnell  dispenses  food  for  about  eighty  children, 
and  prepares  breakfast  for  the  family.  Breakfast  at  seven  o'clock  and 
the  children  at  eight,  and  they  go  to  their  school-rooms  at  nine.  All  the 
morning  all  the  pupils  are  engaged  in  cleaning  their  houses,  and  the 
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yards,  and  in  a  variety  of  domestic  duties,  under  our  direction.  From 
nine  till  half-past  twelve  they  are  in  school,  under  the  instruction  of 
assistant  native  teachers,  with  more  or  less  oversight  from  us.  We  dine 
at  half-past  twelve,  and  at  one  P.  M.  I  hear  the  recitation  of  the  training- 
class,  which  includes  the  teachers.  At  two  o'clock,  P.  M.,  the  girls  go  to 
their  sewing  classes,  and  the  boys  to  industrial  work  of  various  kinds. 
At  five  they  have  their  supper,  and  at  six  attend  prayers.  The  evenings 
are  spent  by  the  elder  pupils  in  study  and  in  reciting,  &c. 

This  brief  outline  is  filled  in  with  cutting  and  preparing  sewing  work, 
and  a  general  oversight  and  discipline  of  the  girls,  giving  out  medicines, 
&c  ,  on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Bushnell ;  and  on  my  part,  by  visiting  in  the 
towns,  prescribing  for  the  sick,  receiving  calls,  settling  palavers,  answer- 
ing notes,  running  to  the  store-house,  putting  up  and  sending  away  sup- 
plies, &c,  besides  translating,  printing,  preparing  for  the  pulpit,  &c.  Few 
stations  can  be  found  with  a  greater  amount  and  variety  of  work  than 
Baraka.  I  am  making  some  necessary  repairs  on  our  houses  at  Baraka, 
and  hope  to  have  them  all  done  before  the  return  of  the  rainy  season. 

A    Week  of  Excitement. 

This  week  has  been  one  of  exciting  tragedies.  The  first  of  the  week  a 
German  trader  whipped  three  Kroo-men  to  death,  or  so  that  they  died 
soon  after.  Yesterday  morning  one  of  our  young  men  was  brought 
down  the  river  from  the  interior,  where  he  had  been  accidentally  shot.  I 
never  saw  a  greater  excitement  in  this  community.  His  funeral  was 
held  this  evening.  He  had  long  been  a  member  of  my  Bible-class,  and 
also  of  my  Catechumen-class,  but  1  am  not  certain  as  to  his  Christian 
character.  I  trust  that  his  death  may  alarm  others  who  are  halting 
between  two  opinions.  Every  day  brings  its  cares  and  excitements, 
which  are  wearing  to  both  body  and  soul. 

Last  Saturday  the  long-looked-for  steamer  arrived,  bringing  your 
letters  of  March  3  and  March  30.  We  were  again  disappointed,  but  we 
are  not  discouraged.  The  Lord  of  the  harvest  will  in  due  time  send 
forth  laborers  into  the  harvest  field.

The  Rev.  B.  Labaree,  Jr.,  writes  from  Oroomiah,  July  12th,  giving 
accounts  of  much  interest  concerning  the  providential  and  spiritual 
aspects  of  our  missionary  work  in  Persia.  The  preceding  part  of  his 
letter  refers  to  the  health  of  the  missionaries,  and  mentions  with  great 
regret,  the  necessity  of  the  return  to  this  country  of  Dr.  Holmes  and  his 
wife,  for  serious  and  long-continued  illness.  Some  of  the  other  mission- 
aries are  by  no  means  strong,  and  it  is  feared  that  they  will  soon  have 
to  seek  a  similar  change.  Passing  from  this  subject,  Mr.  Labaree  then 
writes  as  follows : 

The  outbreak  of  war  between  Russia  and  Turkey  is  an  occasion  of 
some  solicitude  to  us.  It  does  not  seem  probable  that  Persia  will  become 
directly  involved  in  the  strife.  At  present  its  only  effect  upon  us  is  to 
render  our  mails  through  the  Caucasus  somewhat  irregular.  The  route 
by  way  of  Constantinople  is  entirely  closed.  There  is,  however,  a  gen- 
eral commotion  among  the  Koords  on  the  frontier,  involving  the  Chris- 
tian villages,  Armenian  and  Nestorian,  in  great  distress.  Those  in  Tur- 
key, in  the  vicinity  of  Tan — towards  which  the  Koordish  irregular 
forces  have  been  on  the  march — have  suffered  terribly.    Tillages,  monas- 
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teries  and  churches  have  been  sacked,  fields  laid  waste,  numbers  of 
women  and  children  carried  captive,  with  a  wholesale  dishonoring  of 
women,  and  men  wantonly  shot  down  in  the  fields  or  in  their  own  houses, 
leaving  whole  districts  nearly  devastated  to  the  verge  of  famine.  Hun- 
dreds of  refugees  have  crossed  the  boundary  into  Persia,  in  a  most  for- 
lorn condition — women  and  children  in  a  most  shocking  want  of  clothes, 
hungry  and  homeless  ;  parents  who  had  lost  their  children,  and  children 
without  parents;  families  once  well  to  do  in  worldly  goods,  scattered 
and  periled,  the  objects  of  charity,  receiving  gladly  the  old  clothes  that 
friendly  Persians  were  moved  to  give  them.  We  sent  to  our  helper  in 
Salmas  a  small  sum  from  the  remnant  of  our  famine  fund,  with  which 
to  furnish  cheap  clothing  to  these  unfortunates.  Words  cannot  tell  the 
gratitude  with  which  the  charity  has  been  received,  while  all  classes  of 
the  population  have  been  moved  by  our  prompt  relief.  The  Persian 
authorities  have  reported  the  matter  to  the  central  government.  The 
sum  we  sent  was  exactly  the  amount  fowarded  by  the  Valy  Ahed 
(Crown  Prince),  from  Tabriz,  for  the  same  object  [$70.00].  We  should 
do  more,  but  know  not  what  calls  may  be  made  upon  us  ere  the  summer 
is  over.  There  have  been  rumors  of  plots  for  a  general  massacre  of  the 
Mountain  Nestorians.  Letters  from  helpers  notifying  us  of  the  impend- 
ing ruin,  we  communicated  to  the  British  Consul  at  Tabriz,  and  we 
hope  the  telegrams  promptly  sent  to  London  and  Constantinople  will 
lead  to  more  efficient  protection  of  the  imperilled  districts. 

We  are  not  without  concern  lest  the  Koords,  if  defeated  and  circum- 
scribed in  their  operations  against  the  Russians  and  defenceless  Chris- 
tians on  the  Turkish  border  districts,  turn  over  into  Persia.  In  that  case  we 
might  receive  visits  from  them  more  near  than  welcome.  We  put  our 
whole  trust  in  the  Lord  our  God.  He  that  keepeth  Israel  shall  neither 
slumber  nor  sleep. 

In  our  missionary  work  there  is  little  new  just  at  present.  Though 
we  are  all  at  our  mountain  retreat,  some  of  us  are  almost  daily  at  the 
city,  besides  the  visits  made  to  the  villages  on  the  Sabbath,  and  to  the 
fortnightly  helpers'  meetings.  These  latter  furnish  our  pastors  an  excel- 
lent opportunity  for  mutual  improvement  in  sermon  writing  and  pastoral 
culture.  The  advantages  of  such  regular  gatherings  for  personal  im- 
provement in  the  native  estimation,  is  illustrated  in  the  fact  that  owing 
to  the  exhibition  of  a  little  jealousy  on  the  part  of  the  pastors  of  the 
city  districts,  certain  laymen,  with  some  of  our  ablest  helpers  outside  of 
the  pastoral  rank,  have  established  a  new  club  for  similar  ends  among 
themselves.  Such  evidences  of  intellectual  vigor  among  our  educated 
natives  are  gratifying.  They  make  us  sensible,  moreover,  of  the  re- 
sponsibilities resting  on  us  in  our  relations  to  these  men. 

We  are  able  to  see  the  rectifying  influence  of  last  winter's  revival,  in 
the  more  cordial  bearing  of  some  of  our  helpers  towards  the  mission. 
We  hope  it  is  but  the  stepping-stone  to  a  still  better  state  of  things 
throughout  our  field — the  preparation  for  a  large  and  earnest  spiritual 
work  next  winter. 

The  spring  Cnooshya  (Presbytery  or  Synod  meeting),  held  in  April, 
proved  a  very  interesting  occasion.  Held  as  a  praise  and  thanksgiving 
service  for  the  revivals  of  the  preceding  months,  it  brought  out  many 
striking  features  of  the  work  in  the  various  villages.  Essays  were  read 
on  the  following  subjects :  "  Evidences  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  presence  and 
power  in  the  revival  ;"  "  The  share  of  the  Church  membership  in  carry- 
ing on  the  work  ;"  "  The  truths  and  the  methods  of  presenting  the  gos- 
pel which  had  been  most  effective  in  bringing  in  souls ;"  "  The  duties  of 
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pastors  and  church  members  to  the  new  converts."  All  were  prepared  by 
native  brethren,  those  who  had  been  prominent  in  the  laboring  "  bands,'1 
and  contained  much  instructive  matter.  The  statements  that  followed, 
with  the  more  formal  reports  from  the  villages  in  which  the  most  exten- 
sive work  of  grace  had  taken  place,  filled  all  hearts  anew  with  praise  for 
what  the  Lord  had  done.  And  when,  in  summing  up,  it  appeared  that 
over  one  hundred  had  already,  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  been  re- 
ceived into  the  churches  (nearly  as  many  as  in  all  last  year),  and  that 
over  two  hundred  and  fifty  more  stood  proppunded  for  admission,  the 
surprise  and  gratitude  reached  its  climax.  The  harvest  of  souls  prom- 
ised to  be  larger  than  they  dared  to  estimate.  The  blessing  with  which 
the  Master  has  honored  his  servants  was  richer  than  they  knew.  A 
deep  sense  of  responsibility  in  the  .care  of  the  new  converts  prevailed, 
and  augured  well  for  Christian  fidelity  in  watching  over  them.  In  some 
villages  one  or  more  of  these  new-born  souls  had  been  committed  to  the 
care  of  a  church  member,  who  pledged  himself  or  herself  to  meet  with 
his  charge  every  week  through  the  summer  for  prayer.  Said  one  pastor, 
who  has  been  largely  blessed,  "It  becomes  us  to  take  special  heed  to 
our  own  walk,  lest  we  carelessly  uproot  some  of  these  new  plants,  just 
as,  in  passing  through  a  newly  set  vineyard,  we  gather  up  our  garments 
(long  and  flowing),  lest  by  chance  they  catch  upon  and  pull  up  a  tender 
vine."  And  after  some  suggestions  as  to  methods  of  caring  for  the  con- 
verts, he  added,  and  repeated,  with  peculiar  emphasis  on  the  last  word, 
"  Remember,  our  work  is  for  souls."  The  result  of  the  meeting  has  been 
to  stimulate  expectation  of  a  similar  outpouring  of  God's  Spirit  next 
winter.  All  agreed  that  this  revival  was  quite  unprecedented  in  the 
history  of  the  missionary  work  among  the  people,  except  in  the  revivals 
which  the  missionaries  have  formerly  enjoyed. 

The  three  high  schools  we  conducted  last  winter  proved  so  popular 
that  they  are  in  session  during  this  summer,  and  are  full.  They  evidence 
the  growing  desire  for  a  higher  degree  of  education  among  the  people. 
The  one  at  the  city  has  pupils  from  ten  different  villages. 

Our  press  has  just  commenced  work  upon  a  new  geography  for  our 
schools,  after  which  we  expect  to  issue  a  revised  edition  of  our  arithme- 
tic ;  and  then  be  ready  to  put  to  press  the  translations  of  the  London 
Tract  Society's  Annotated  Bible.  The  translator,  Shamasha  Yonan,  has 
succeeded  well  thus  far,  and  the  work  will  prove  very  popular,  we  be- 
lieve. His  translation,  with  considerable  expansion,  and  some  original 
matter,  is  carefully  revised,  first  by  myself,  and  then  by  Mr.  Whipple 
and  myself,  with  a  committee  of  natives.  There  is  great  eagerness  to 
have  it  published  speedily.  We  expect  some  new  furnishings  for  our 
printing  office  from  London,  before  we  begin  the  work. 

The  season  thus  far  has  been  remarkably  cool,  and  the  harvest  now 
gathering  is  excellent. 

We  learn  with  deep  interest  that  the  Board  closed  its  last  year  free 
from  debt.  We  wish  we  could  express  to  the  noble  donor  of  $50,000  our 
profound  gratitude  for  her  timely  succor  to  our  great  and  necessitous 
work.

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STATE  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  FUND. 

The  contributions  to  the  Missionary  Fund,  from  churches,  Sabbath-schools, 
legacies,  and  individual  contributors,  for  the  first  five  months  of  the  fiscal 
year,  April  1  to  September  1,  have  amounted  to  $1-1,153.74.  For  the  same 
portion  of  last  year  they  were  $14,412.66,  showing  a  decrease  thus  far,  in  this 
year's  contributions,  of  8258.92.  The  balance  against  the  Fund  on  September 
1  was  88,370.59.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  churches,  Sabbath-schools,  and 
other  contributors,  will  come  to  the  help  of  this  important  Fund  without 
delay,  and  thus  enable  the  Board  to  enlarge  its  work  and  its  gratuitous  dis- 
tributions of  books  and  tracts,  as  speedily  as  possible. 


WHICH  SHALL  WE  DO? 

Shall  the  Board  of  Publication  continue  its  work  through  the  coming 
winter  within  its  present  painfully  restricted  limits,  both  as  to  the  number  of 
its  missionaries  and  the  extent  of  the  donations  of  its  publications? 

Or  shall  it  appoint  new  men  as  book,  tract,  and  Sabbath-school  missionaries  ? 
supply  ministers  liberally  with  tracts  for  gratuitous  distribution,  needy  and 
mission  Sabbath-school  with  books,  catechisms,  and  papers,  and  scatter  its 
pure,  scriptural,  and  life-saving  publications  with  a  free  and  generous  hand 
among  the  needy  and  the  destitute  in  all  parts  of  our  land,  and  even  into 
foreign  countries? 

WIirCH    SHALL    WE    DO? 

The  answer  to  this  question  must  come  to  us  in  part  from  our  Presbyteries 
and  Synods,  which  are  about  to  meet.  Let  them  speak  to  their  churches  and 
Sabbath-schools,  and  tell  them  that  this  work  cannot  be  done  without  money, 
and  let  them  urge  every  church  and  Sabbath-school  to  contribute,  according 
to  its  ability,  to  help  the  Board  carry  forward  and  enlarge  its  good  work  among 
the  needy. 

Let  every  church,  and  Sabbath-school,  and  liberal  Christian  soul,  help  to 
furnish  the  answer  by  sending,  as  soon  as  practicable,  a  contribution  to  the 
Missionary  Fund.  If  these  come  numerous  enough,  and  quiak  enough,  the 
work  will  speedily  be  enlarged,  causing  many  hearts  to  sing  for  joy,  and  carry- 
ing words  of  life  and  hope  to  multitudes  of  souls. 

Everything  waits  and  listens  for  such  an  answer.  Many  well-qualified  men, 
already  approved  by  their  Presbyteries,  anxiously  desire  to  be  commissioned 
as  Book,  Tract,  and  Sabbath- school  Missionaries.  There  is  no  lack  of  men; 
they  are  ready  and  waiting.  Applicants  for  grants  of  books  and  tracts  are 
also  anxiously  waiting.  Scores  of  such  applications,  from  pastors,  foreign  and 
home  missionaries,  mission  Sabbath-schools,  volunteer  tract  distributors, 
charitable  institutions,  and  other  quarters,  have  come  to  us,  and  their  applica- 
tions have  been  postponed  from  lack  of  means  to  make  the  desired  grants. 
From  all  the  wide  States  and  Territories  of  the  West,  the  South-west,  and  the 
North-west,  to  the  far-off  Pacific,  the  cry  comes,  c:Send  us  the  good  religious 
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issues  of  the  Board  of  Publication.  We,  and  our  children,  and  our  neighbors, 
are  in  fearful  destitution  of  such  reading'.  It  will  be  an  unspeakable  blessing 
to  souls,  and  guide  them  in  the  way  of  life."  All  things  are  ready,  except  the 
necessary  means  for  this  work.     Shall  we  speedily  receive  them  ? 

Again  we  ask  every  reader  of  these  lines,  Which  shall  we  do?  Shall  we 
still  further  restrict  and  cut  down  our  work  ?  or  shall  we  enlarge  it  to  wider 
and  more  generous  dimensions?  Let  each  reader  give  his  answer  in  so  plain 
and  practical  a  way  that  the  Board  may  distinctly  understand  his  wishes. 


NOBLE  WORK  FOR  SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 

No  better  or  more  appropiiate  work  can  the  children  of  our  more  favored 
Sabbath-schools  possibly  undertake,  than  to  extend  to  needy  and  destitute 
children  in  the  West  the  blessings  they  themselves  enjoy.  So  the  last  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  evidently  felt  when  it  adopted  the 
following  language: — "The  Assembly  would  call  the  special  attention  of  the 
pastors  and  the  superintendents  of  our  Sabbath-schools  to  the  importance  of 
eliciting,  by  some  systematic  method,  the  contributions  of  Sabbath-pchool 
children  themselves  in  favor  of  the  Sabbath-school  department  of  this  work." 
And  again  the  Assembly  says,  "  Nothing  would  seem  to  be  more  delightful 
in  itself,  more  useful  in  the  training  of  the  children,  nnd  more  effectual  in 
increasing  the  funds  of  the  Board,  than  to  have  our  whole  band  of  Presby- 
terian children  take  part,  by  their  own  contributions,  in  this  good  work.  They 
would  thus  help  to  sustain  other  schools,  or  form  new  ones  in  destitute  re- 
gions, through  our  missionaries,  and  would  thus  be  the  instruments  in  sup- 
plying many  a  destitute  school  with  the  much-needed  Sabbath-school  library 
of  the  Board." 

During  the  past  year  Ihe  Board's  missionaries  have  visited  2,032  schools, 
and  have  organized  101  new  ones.  By  a  fair  computation  we  are  led  to  believe 
that  in  this  way  over  3,000  children,  before  untaught  in  the  Bible  and  the 
way  of  salvation,  have  been  brought  under  regular  Sabbath  instruction.  How 
important  and  how  blessed  is  this  work! 

Will  not  our  Sabbath-school  superintendents  and  teachers  accept  the  judg- 
ment of  the  General  Assembly,  and  without  delay  begin  to  take  an  active  part, 
by  their  contributions,  in  helping  the  Board  to  do  even  a  greater  and  better 
work  this  year  than  the  last  for  the  less  favored  children  of  our  land?

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  ERECTION. 


For  the  last  two  years  the  wants  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection 
have  been  largely  supplied  from  the  sale  of  Western  lands  and  some 
unusual  legacies.  On  this  account,  and  also  because  that  some  of  our 
other  Boards  were  largely  in  debt  and  needed  relief,  we  refrained  from 
making  any  appeal  to  the  churches  for  increased  contributions.  But  now, 
inasmuch  as  those  Boards  have  been  relieved  from  the  pressure  of 
debt,  and  in  this  respect,  on  a  happy  equality  with  the  rest,  we  must 
remind  the  churches  of  the  order  of  the  General  Assembly  to  contribute 
to  all  the  Boards,  and  of  the  claims  of  this  Board  of  Church  Erection 
(which  helps  all  the  other  Boards)  for  its  pro  rata  of  their  contributions. 
One-half  of  .the  current  year  has  passed,  during  which  time  our  receipts 
have  fallen  off  more  than  one-half  from  those  of  the  same  months  in  the 
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preceding  year.  At  this  rate,  it  will  not  be  long  until  we  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  refuse  the  many  pressing  applications  now  flowing  in  upon  us. 
More  than  half  of  all  our  churches  failed  to  make  any  contribution  to 
this  Board  last  year,  and  are  so  published  in  our  Annual  Report.  Many 
of  these  delinquents  are  wealthy  churches,  and  not  a  few  of  them  were 
aided  by  this  Board  in  securing  the  comfortable  sanctuaries  in  which 
they  now  worship.  In  view  of  these  facts,  we  call  upon  them  to  make 
up  for  past  neglect  by  more  liberal  contributions  this  year.  Having 
learned  by  experience  the  benefit  of  receiving,  may  ihey  know  the  greater 
blessedness  of  giving.  We  have  at  present  a  number  of  very  pressing 
cases  before  us,  that  must  either  have  relief  at  once,  or  what  has  been 
expended  must  be  sacrificed,  and  the  enterprises  be  given  up.  It  there- 
fore becomes  a  very  serious  question  for  our  churches  to  decide — while 
we  are,  at  very  considerable  expense,  planting  feeble  churches  of  five, 
ten,  or  fifteen  members,  shall  we,  for  the  want  of  a  few  hundred  dollars, 
permit  churches  numbering  thirty,  forty,  or  fifty  members,  upon  which 
two  or  three  thousand  dollars  and  years  of  ministerial  labor  have 
been  expended,  to  be  utterly  lost,  and  the  cause  of  Presbyterianism  in 
those  sections  to  become  a  failure  ?  It  is  no  easy  matter  to  resurrect  a 
church  that  has  proved  a  financial  failure,  and  left  debts  behind  as  its 
only  memorial,  such  as  the  following,  now  on  hand:  "Our  church 
building  has  far  exceeded  our  estimate.  Not  willing  to  fail,  we  pressed 
through  to  the  completion,  but  with  a  debt  of  $4,000.  This  we  have, 
with  great  difficulty,  carried  for  four  years,  and  when  we  thought  we 
had,  by  subscription,  raised  enough  to  wipe  out  the  debt,  one  of  our 
principal  subscribers  died ;  another  has  failed  in  business,  and  this  has 
embarrassed  others  who  were  in  his  employ,  and  expecting  from  him  to 
receive  the  means  with  which  to  pay  their  subscriptions.  And  now  we 
are  at  the  end  of  our  string — completely  exhausted,  and  all  the  fruits  of 
our  toil  and  self-denial  for  four  painful  years  must  be  lost." 

Reader,  here  is  a  case — only  one  of  several  that  we  might  present. 
How  much  will  you  give  to  prevent  this  sacrifice  and  preserve  the  honor 
of  the  Master's  name?  Just  whisper  it  in  the  ear  of  Jonathan  Ogden, 
our  Treasurer,  and  he  will  secure  the  benefit  by  one  of  our  convenient 
mortgages,  which  security  you  and  many  others  lose,  by  sending  your 
contributions  directly  to  the  suffering  church.  By  the  way — this  reminds 
me  of  the  case  of  a  German  church  in  one  of  our  southern  cities,  to 
which,  some  years  ago,  this  Board  gave  liberal  aid,  which  was  secured 
by  a  first  and  only  mortgage.  Within  a  i'ew  months  a  minister  of  another 
denomination  came  in,  and  after  stealing  the  hearts  of  the  people,  per- 
suaded them  to  become  independent  and  abjure  the  jurisdiction  of  Pres- 
bytery. Then,  by  the  payment  of  our  mortgage,  they  expected  to  secure 
the  entire  property,  worth  at  least  $9,000.  But  we  declined  the  offer, 
and  in  the  meantime  measures  are  being  taken  to  decide  who  are  the 
legal  owners  of  this  valuable  property.  Hence  the  value  of  this  mort- 
gage system.

A  CHRISTIAN  HEROINE 

Thus  writes  : — "  Your  check  for  $50  was  a  perfect  surprise  to  me. 
I  know  how  it  came.      In  my  correspondence  with  one  or  two  of  my 
long-tried  friends,  I  mentioned  some  of  the  severe  straits  through  which 
I  have  passed,  but  never  thought  of  their  applying  to  your  Board  for 
relief  for   me.     My  husband   was   Secretary  in  the   Publication  House 
about  twenty  years  ago.     He  died  in   1861.      With  my  children  and 
debts  to  provide  for,  I  have  seen  dark  days.     I  have  lived  weeks,  and  I 
think  I  may  say  months,  on  thirty  cents  a  week.      No  one  could  do  this 
anywhere  but  in  Florida,  where  you  can  get  wood  by  picking  it  up,  and 
sweet  potatoes  at  seventy-five  cents  a  bushel,  and  grind  your  corn  in  a 
hand-mill.     You  can  keep  body  and  soul  together  on  very  little.     But 
you  must  have  this  little,  or  starve.     I  want  to  say  I   am  very  unwilling 
to  take  from  your  Fund,  if  there  are  others  more  needy  than  I  am,  and 
I  am  aware  that  such  an  institution  is  apt  to  have  more  demands  upon 
it  than  it  can  meet.     For  this  reason   I  will   tell  you  just   how  I   am 
situated.     I  have  a  boarder  spending  the  summer  with  me.     How  long 
she  may  remain  with  me  is  uncertain,  or  how  soon  my  health  (which  is 
poor)  may  make  it  impossible  for  me  to  work,  may  last.      These  two 
failing,  I  am  without  even  thirty  cents  a  week.      In   such  a  case  I  will 
speak  to  you,  and  if  I  do,  you  may  know  you  have  no  greater  case  of 
destitution  than  mine.      And ,  there  is  wonderful   comfort  in  the  feeling 
that  I  may  do  this.     It  will   help  me  bear  up  long.      My  only  son  died 
last  May,  disappointed  in  all  earthly  prospects,  but  I   have  reason  to 
believe  that   Jesus  loved  him.       I   have  some  debts,   incurred  in  his 
behalf,  which  I  assumed,  but  which  the  small   margin  of  my  board  bill 
made  it  scarcely  possible  to  reach.       I  had  been   asking  my  Heavenly 
Father  to  help  me  out  here  in  his  own  way,  and  I  look   upon  the  $50 
you  sent  me  as  a  direct  gift  from  him.     I  take  it  as  such.     Most  oppor- 
tune and  inexpressible  relief!     I  take  it  with   deepest  gratitude.     Will 
you  please  tell  the  Board  what  I  say,  and  that  while  I  can  take  care  of 
myself  I  will,  and  leave  more  for  those  who  cannot.      I  wish  to  say  I 
have  &  home.      Some  would  think  it  very  rough  ;  to  me  it  is  comfortable 
(a   homestead).     Please   excuse   me   for  this   taking  of  your  time.     I 
thought  I  ought  to  give  you  an  exact  statement  of  my  case,  so  that  the 
Board  might  know  how  to  act.     I  have  always  supposed  such  a  Fund 
was  meant  to  meet  extreme  cases.      In  this  instance  it  met    one  most 
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signally,  for  which  I  could  not  express  my  thanks  in  words  if  I  should 
try.  I  have  learned  to  do  with  very  little  and  to  be  content.  The 
letter  and  the  money  you  sent  have  brought  tears  of  gratitude  to  my 
eyes  many  times.  God  never  forgets.  I  have  never  lacked  a  meal  of 
some  kind,  though  I  have  sometimes  finished  all  I  had  in  the  house,  and 
knew  not  where  the  next  was  coming  from." 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  18th  of  September  it  was  found 
that  the  amount  payable  to  duly  recommended  applicants  was  $12,000, 
with  only  $2,000  in  the  treasury,  showing  a  deficiency  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  !  Who  bears  the  burden  of  that  sad  deficiency  ?  Worthy 
ministers,  sick  and  infirm  ;  lone  widows  and  helpless  orphans.  Can  the 
Church  permit  this  want  to  continue?  Generous  hearts,  delay  not.  "He 
gives  twice  who  gives  quickly."

PREACHING,    TEACHING   AND    THEIR    FRUITS. 

A  number  of  our  colored,  and  nearly  all  our  white  ministers,  teach  as 
well  as  preach  ;  and  the  following  is  from  one  of  the  latter  who,  in  addi- 
tion to  having  the  oversight,  with  colored  assistants,  of  eight  churches, 
has  charge  of  Brainerd  Institute,  Chester,  S.  C. 

"  Good  meetings  have  been  held  on  this  field  during  August,  and  are 

still  in  continuance.     I  was  two  days  at  B B with  R.  J.  N.  and 

F.     The  number  seeking  salvation  was  very  large.     Eight  of  these  have 

been  received  to  the  church.     At  H L ,  twenty-five  miles  from 

C ,  I  was  with  R.,  and  two  have  been  added  to  the  church   there. 

Five,  I  think,  at  P G .     Four  or  five  at  O .     Sabbath  before 

last  I  was  at  B ,  twelve  miles  south.     Meetings  of  much   interest. 

About  twenty  came  forward  to  unite  with  Presbyterian  Church.  Many 
others  seeking  salvation.     B.  F.  R.  proves  a  most  useful  laborer.     At 

H we  hold  special  meetings  the  third  Sabbath  of  September.     After 

that  the  sacraments  will  begin  over  the  field.  .  .  . 

"Twelve  members  of  C church  have  been  teaching — and  a  num- 
ber of  other  scholars — most  of  them  connecting  Sabbath-schools  with 
the  week-day  schools.  They  prove  very  acceptable  and  useful  laborers. 
This  is  the  department  of  our  work — training  colored  teachers  for  public 
schools  so  that  they  will  be  also  religious  teachers — that  promises  to 
accomplish  most  for  the  colored  people,  as  it  seems  to  me.  Our  training 
schools  in  this  way  reach  the  thousands  of  the  young,  and  all  exerting 
the  most  powerful  influence  over  them.  They  ought  to  be  very  fully 
sustained  and  increased  in  number." 

SELF-SUPPORT. 

"  A  colored  missionary  in  North  Carolina  writes  as  follows: 
"  Last  Sabbath  was  the  day  set  apart  for  the  church  to  say  how  much 
it  would  pay  toward  my  salary  ;  and  this  is  the  way  one  of  the  elders 
managed  the  business  at  his  own  house  before  we  started  to  the  church. 
Having  stayed  with  a  family  on  Saturday  night  just  below  this  elder's 
house,  on  my  way  to  church  I  called  to  see  him  and  his  family.  I  found 
him  reading  the  Presbyterian  Journal,  for  which  he  is  a  subscriber — his 
wife  reading  the  Testament — children  all  dressed  and  ready  for  church. 
Before  starting  to  church,  however,  as  all  the  family  could  not  go,  he 
concluded  he  would  give  in  his  subscription  then,  so  that  all  his  family 
could  be  witness  of  each  others'  pledges.  Beginning  with  his  wife  he 
said  :  "  Well  '  Kemie,'  how  much  will  you  pay  this  year  ?"  "  One  dollar," 
was  her  reply.  Next  in  order  were  the  children  ;  here  he  started  with 
the  youngest  and  ended  with  the  oldest.  "  Well,  Beckie,  what  will  you 
pay  Mr.  C.  this  year  ?"  "  25  cts."  "  Well,  Zella?"  "30  cts."  "  Georgi- 
ana?"  "30  cents."  "Augusta?"  "  50  cents."  "Franklin?"  "50cts." 
Then  the  father  spoke  for  himself;   "  I  will  give  $2.25."     So  this  father 
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will  pay  over  $5.00  this  year,  yet  in  doing  so  he  has  his  whole  family 
represented.  I  learned  before  leaving  that  the  whole  plan  had  been 
agreed  upon  during  the  past  week.     This  is  but  a  specimen  of  the  way 

our  people  are  learning  to  support  the  gospel,  not  only  at  G H , 

but  at  my  other  two  churches  also." 

INGATHERING. 

By  a  colored  missionary  in  North  Carolina. 

"  We  have  just  closed  a  very  happy  two  weeks  meeting  at  Mt.  Y , 

beginning  with  our  communion  on  the  third  Sabbath  in  August.  Closed 
last  night,  the  first  Sabbath  of  September,  with  twenty-six  hopeful  con- 
versions, eighteen  of  whom  have  been  received  to  the  communion  of  the 
church — all  young  people  except  one.  Ten  of  the  number  are  young 
married  people.  The  eighteen  were  equally  divided — nine  male  and 
nine  female.  The  Lord  be  praised.  .  .  We  have  held  two  other  com- 
munions— one   at   L and  one  at  M ,  both   of  which  were  very 

refreshing. 

COLORED    CONVENTION. 

One  of  our  missionaries  (white)  in  South  Carolina  reports  a  conven- 
tion of  "  the  leading  members"  and  "  Sabbath-school  teachers"  in  his 
field,  held  at  his  largest  church — the  call  and  programme  for  wThich  was 
as  follows  : 

"  This  convention  is  called  to  discuss  ways  and  means  of  carrying  on 
the  work  of  the  Lord  among  our  six  churches. 

"The  subjects  for  discussion  are,  Ministerial  Support;  Support  of 
Schools;  The  Sabbath-school  Work;  The  Church-work  and  Temperance." 

The  immediate  results  were  encouraging.

Indeed,  missions — the  progress  of  religion  in  the  land  and  the  world — is 
the  chief  end  of  the  Church.  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  is  the  ascending 
command  of  her  King  and  Lord. 

It  has  been  especially  gratifying  to  see  the  deep  and  intelligent  inter- 
est manifested  by  women  in  their  large  attendance  on  these  ecclesiastical 
meetings.  It  will  always  be  an  indication  of  good  to  see  the  hearts  and 
heads  of  women  earnestly  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Master.  It  is  an 
special  encouragement  to  find  their  affection  for  the  work  in  their  own 
country  deepening  and  enlarging. 

In  the  letters  published  below  are  seen  the  joy  of  self-support  attained, 
and  the  efforts  put  forth  to  accomplish  that  very  desirable  end,  in  the 
correspondence  under  Home  Missions  and  Sustentation  alike.

SELF-SUPPORTING. 

B ,  Pa. 

On  the  8th  day  of  September,  the  Saturday  before  the  meeting  of 
Presbytery,  our  congregation  decided  unanimously  to  become  self-sus- 
taining. My  salary  was  made  SI, 000  and  the  free  use  of  the  manse. 
Eight  years  ago  we  began  with  fifteen  members  and  no  property.  Now 
we   have  one  hundred   and   sixty-nine  members,  a  comfortable  church 
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building  with  three  lots,  and  a  fine  manse  with  two  lots.  We  owe  about 
$2,000  on  the  parsonage.  The  hard  times  are  the  cause  of  this.  Our 
people  are  a  little  discouraged,  but  I  try  to  cheer  them  on,  and  when 
times  get  better  our  debt  will  be  paid.  The  parsonage  property  is 
worth  not  less  than  $4,000;  church  building  and  lots,  $5,000.  Now 
please  do  not  say,  "  Glad  you  are  gone."  We  passed  a  resolution, 
thanking  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  for  the  help  so  cheerfully  given, 
and  so  indispensable  to  our  existence  and  prosperity.  We  really  love 
both  you  and  the  Board,  and  will  not  forget  either,  especially  after  we 
get  out  of  debt.  My  relations  with  the  Board  and  its  Secretaries  have 
been  very  pleasant.  I  will  give  my  voice  and  vote  cautiously  in  regard 
to  applications  for  appropriations.  God  bless  you  and  all  your  helpers 
in  this  great  work  of  giving  the  gospel  to  this  great  country.  God  bless 
America.

A ,  Iowa. 

Yesterday,  Sabbath  the  16th,  was  our  quarterly  communion  service. 
Five  were  added  to  our  number.  Four  of  them  were  on  profession  of 
faith,  and  one  was  by  letter  from  another  evangelical  church.  Two  of 
those  on  profession  were  husband  and  wife,  an  excellent  family  from  the 
country,  among  the  oldest  settlers.  The  other  two  were  girls  from 
fourteen  to  sixteen,  whose  families  were  already  in  the  church.  One  of 
them  told  me  she  had  been  converted  within  the  last  few  days.  These 
make  seventy-two  who  have  been  added  to  us  at  the  last  three  commu- 
nion services.  Seven  or  eight  of  them  were  by  letter,  but  they  may  be 
justly  considered  as  the  result  of  our  revival.  All  of  our  converts  are 
doing  very  well,  as  far  as  we  can  ascertain.  The  majority  of  them 
attend  oar  weekly  prayer-meeting.  Several  of  them  have  turned  out  to 
be  enthusiastic  and  energetic  workers.  Several  of  them  were  prominent 
men  in  town,  and  I  was  afraid  that  it  would  be  hard  for  them  to  main- 
tain themselves,  but  these  very  men  have  become  very  active  and  de- 
voted. One  finely  educated  man,  from  Dartmouth  College,  but  who 
was  a  hard  drinking  man,  is  now  at  the  head  of  our  Sabbath-school.  I 
can  point  to  a  number  around  me,  ready  for  any  good  work,  who  are 
living  exponents  of  the  power  of  grace.  These  alone  are  a  sufficient 
reward  for  years  of  toil  and  effort  amid  many  discouragements.  I  shall 
have  more  faith  than  ever  before  in  plain  and  patient  gospel  work, 
knowing  that  in  the  multitudes  about  me  God  has  "  much  people."  Five 
children  were  presented  for  baptism  yesterday.  We  calculate  that  we 
can  get  along  nicely  without  the  aid  of  the  Board,  after  the  expiration 
of  the  year  in  December.  Hoping  to  be  abundantly  grateful  for  all 
favors  and  for  God's  signal  blessing  upon  us,  we  go  forward  with 
courage.  We  will  make  a  contribution  next  report,  when  the  money 
for  our  bountiful  harvest  will  be  more  at  command.

It  is  the  only  source  from  which  I  ever  drew  any  benefactions, 
although  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  compelled  to  ivork  for  my  sup- 
port and  tuition,  all  the  way  from  mathematics  to  ordination.  May  God 
bless  you  in  your  work.

INFIDELITY. 

In  sending  to  you  the  brief  report  which  the  rules  of  the  Board 
require,  I  am  forced  to  acknowledge  the  love  of  God  which  has  pre- 
served me  in  health  and  given  to  me  strength  for  my  work  during  the 

three  months  that  have  just  come  to  an  end.     On  arriving  in  N 

three  months  ago,  it  was  my  desire  to  go  to  as  rough  and  hirsute  a  com- 
munity as  the  West  could  afford.     Without  expressing  a  predilection  for 

any  particular  locality,  I  put  myself  into  the  hands  of  Mr. ,  the 

devout  and  courteous  Synod  missionary.      He  chose  H for  me,  a 

town  in  the  central  part  of  the  State.  What  a  contrast  to  all  my  antici- 
pations! I  found  a  community  combining  as  much  intelligence  and 
refinement  of  manner  as  any  to  which  my  experience  extends,  either  in 
New  York  or  Connecticut.  I  discovered  a  church  already  organized.  A 
gentleman  of  much  experience,  decided  pulpit  ability,  and  pleasant  social 

address,  Mr.  R ,  had   been  my  immediate  predecessor,  but  he  had 

left  two  months  before,  after  a  brief  stay  of  three  months.  The  congre- 
gation comprises  some  excellent  people,  and  some  who  belong  more  or 
less  to  the  sect  of  the  Laodiceans.  This  nucleus  of  devout  men  was  a 
source  of  encouragement.  But  what  has  been  one  source  of  depression, 
I  found  here  an  organized  liberal  movement.  In  the  State  of  Nebraska 
several  men  have  been  the  leaders  in  a  movement  which  has  been 
crowned  with  success  in  some  places.  The  organization  is  denominated 
the  "Broad  Gauge."  Free  Thinkers,  Universalists,  and  others  have  cast 
in  their  feeble  doctrines  until  a  heterogeneous  calabash  has  been  formed. 
Still  it  is  the  "liberal"  movement,  and  the  word  is  the  strongest  argu- 
ment for  the  body.     Mr. ,  the  principal  leader,  a  man  gifted  with 

fluency  of  speech,  has  succeeded  in  drawing  some  respect  and  a  con- 
siderable following  in  our  town,  and  the  local  organization  numbers 
some  of  the  influential  men  of  the  community.  The  young  men  are 
pervaded  with  these  notions,  while  some  of  the  Christian  people  have 
grown  careless,  others  indifferent.  The  arguments  are  insidious,  though 
some  of  them  are  superficial,  e.  g.,  a  company  of  young  men,  amongst 
other  arguments  brought  this  one  forward :  "How  can  you  love  Christ? 
You  cannot  see  him." 

The  first  duty  is  to  counteract  this  influence.  Ignoring  the  "liberal" 
party  entirely,  I  preach,  as  fully  as  I  can,  the  doctrines  of  free  grace  and 
salvation  by  Christ.  I  shall  studiously  endeavor  to  avoid  any  appear- 
ance of  debate.  I  am  justified  in  saying  that  the  effect  so  far  has  been 
to  solidify  the  ranks  of  the  Presbyterian  body  and  to  awaken  new  zeal. 
To  this  result  my  preaching,  with  the  exception  of  last  Sabbath's  dis- 
course, has  been  mainly  directed. 

The  work  is  discouraging,  when  I  take  into  account  the  prevalence  of 
unevangelical  notions.  It  is,  on  the  other  hand,  interesting  on  account 
of  the  ingenuous  class  of  young  men  around  us  ;  encouraging  on  account 
of  the  greater  intensity  of  Christian  thought  on  the  part  of  professors, 
and  the  discontinuance  of  the  more  flagrant  avowal  of  anti-Christian 
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sentiments  on  the  street  and  in  society ;  and  further,  it  is  delightful 
because  we  believe  the  Lord  will  bless  and  has  already  blessed  our 
efforts.     May  he  pour  out  his  Spirit  upon  us. 

We  have  begun  a  church  edifice,  which  is  very  much  needed.  We 
have  heretofore  been  worshipping  in  a  close  and  uncomfortable  hall. 
The  people  have  been  very  generous,  and  manifested  a  good  spirit  about 
it.  My  report  is  already  too  long.  I  close  with  these  two  remarks : 
humanity  has  the  same  needs  in  the  West  as  in  the  East,  and  the  Lord 
has  his  disciples  here  as  well  as  there,  his  grace  being  all-sufficient.  I 
am  yours  in  one  Christ,  D.  S.  S. 


GROUPING. 

I  have  just  returned  from  a  short  vacation  spent  in  missionary  work 

in  the  north  part  of  S and  the  south  part  of  H counties.      In 

three  weeks,  with  the   blessing  of   God,  I  was  enabled  to  organize  a 

church  of  eleven  members  in  A ,  and   another  of  eighteen  members 

in  P .     I  also  had  a  talk  with  some  of  the  leading  members  of  the 

church  of  C C ,  and  those  of  the  church  of  F ,  and  succeeded 

in  making  an  arrangement  with  these  four  churches  to  unite  in  the 
support  of  one  minister,  having  each  a  sermon  every  alternate  Sabbath. 
These  churches  lie  in  the  form  of  a  square,  and  are  from  ten  to  thirteen 
miles  apart,  and  will  therefore  be  a  somewhat  laborious  field  of  labor, 

requiring  a  man  of  physical  strength  and  energy.      Brother  N ,  of 

F ,  writes  me  that  he  thinks  he  has  found   a  man  suitable  for  the 

field.  I  also  talked  with  the  people  with  respect  to  the  amount  of  money 
they  could  raise  on  the  field,  and  I  think  they  will  be  able  to  raise  $600. 

The  church  in  P have  agreed  to  get  ready  this  winter  and  build  in 

the  spring.     One  man  said  he  would  give  an  acre  of  land  and  2,000  feet 

of  lumber,  and  may  be  more,  toward   a  church.      At  F ,  also,  they 

said  they  would  try  and  build  in  the  spring ;  and  at  C C they 

have  started  a  subscription,  and  already  secured  $900,  subscribed.  If 
with  strength  and  energy  the  brother  who  settles  with  that  people  com- 
bines zeal  and  wisdom,  that  field  will  be  self-supporting  in  two  or  three 
years.  I  think  a  great  mistake  is  made  in  not  organizing  churches  in 
groups,  and  then  talking  with  the  people  and  getting  them  to  unite  on 
one  man.  A  good  many  groups  of  churches  might  be  organized  in  the 
newer  portions  of  this  State,  if  we  only  had  a  Synodical  missionary  of 
good  organizing  ability.  Such  a  man  is  very  much  needed  in  this  Synod. 
We  received  nine  more  additions  at  our  last  communion,  eight  on  pro- 
fession of  faith.       This  church,  the  First  church  of  P R ,  has 

contributed  $33.21    to  the  cause  of  Home    Missions,  and   the    Second 

church  of  P R ,  $5.  making  in  all  from  this  field  $38.21.     Please 

give  these  churches  credit  for  these  contributions,  and  deduct  the  same 
from  my  quarter's  allowance.     The  churches  feel  very  thankful  to  the 
Board  for  their  timely  aid,  which  they  so  much  needed,  and  are  deter- 
mined to  make  sacrifices,  and  reach  self  support  as  speedily  as  possible.

FOREIGNERS. 

S F ,  Cal. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  second  half  of  the  allowance 
of  the  Board  to  the  French  church  of  this  city,  and  at  the  same  time 
advise  you  that  we  have  taken  up  a  collection  for  the  Board,  which 
amounted  to  six  dollars.      A  society  has  been  formed  to  evangelize  the 
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portion  of  our  community  which  speak  the  foreign  tongues  of  Eui^pe, 
and  are  nevertheless  American  citizens,  as  the  greatest  part  are  natural- 
ized. Still  they  use  in  a  great  measure  their  own  language,  and  are 
living  generally  without  God  and  religion.  They  exercise  a  very  bad 
influence  over  the  community.  It  is  calculated  that  there  are  at  least 
seventy  or  eighty  thousand  French,  Swiss,  Canadians,  Italians,  Spanish, 
Portuguese,  and  Germans,  who  have  not  only  stood  aloof  of  our  Church, 
but  are  in  the  habit  of  Sabbath  breaking,  and  exercise  in  this  way  a  very 
bad  influence,  and  are  a  great  hindrance  to  the  progress  of  our  Lord's 
kingdom.  Hitherto  all  the  churches  have  expected  these  strangers  to 
come  in,  and  hoped  to  attract  them  to  hear  the  gospel;  but  instead  of 
this,  feabbath  desecrating  has  grown  worse  and  worse.  All  Christian 
denominations  feel  that  the  time  has  come  to  assume  the  offensive,  and 
now  we  have  resolved  to  go  after  them.  It  has  been  decided  to  employ 
colporteurs,  evangelists,  Bible  women,  and  Scripture  readers,  to  circulate 
the  Word  of  God,  tracts,  and  good  books ;  also  to  preach  on  the  streets 
in  the  different  languages  of  all  these  foreigners.  This  work  is  done 
irrespective  of  church  denomination.  A  French  colporteur  whom  the 
Lord  has  sent  us  from  Canada  is  already  employed  and  is  at  work.  I  have 
begun  street  preaching  every  Sunday  at  half-past  three  P.  M.,  and  we 
see  already  our  attendance  growing  in  interest  and  in  number.  It  is  the 
beginning  of  a  great  work,  as  it  is  in  this  way  that  we  can  effectually 
reach  the  French  Roman  Catholics,  of  which  there  are  at  least  live 
thousand,  disgusted  with  the  priestly  tyranny  of  their  Church,  and 
utterly  ignorant  of  the  gospel.  The  commercial  depression  of  this  coast 
is  still  on  the  increase ;  many  of  our  people  are  out  of  work,  and  our 
subscriptions  are  on  the  decrease.  But  the  hopes  are  brightening,  and 
if  the  weather  is  favorable  in  the  fall  for  the  sowing  time,  it  is  expected 
that  business  will  resume  very  actively.  I  am  convinced  that  the 
growth  of  our  church  depends  very  much  on  our  missionary  success 
among  the  Roman  Catholics.  Great  numbers  of  Italians  understand 
French,  and  some  will  eventually  join  our  church.  The  work  of  the 
California  Evangelical  Society  for  Foreigners  (intended  for  Americans 
speaking  foreign  languages,)  and  especially  the  Catholics,  as  well  as  the 
German  infidels,  will  be  an  effective  help.  But  to  gather  in  our  share 
we  must  live,  and  the  maintenance  of  our  cause  depends,  under  God, 
very  much  on  your  help.  Pray  the  Lord  to  bless  us.  We  need  the 
outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit.     May  he  bless  your  work.

HORSE    STOLEN. 

O ,  Texas. 

Since  my  last  quarterly  report  my  hands  and  head  have  been  so  full 
of  work  that  it  scarcely  seems  possible  that  three  months  have  passed. 

I  have  undertaken  to  do  a  greater  variety  of  work,  such  as  distribut- 
ing Bibles,  tracts,  and  Moody's  sermons.  I  find  nearly  everybody  very 
eager  to  read  Moody's  sermons.  Even  away  out  on  the  frontier,  where 
one  would  suppose  the  people  would  never  hear  of  Moody  and  his  great 
work,  yet  they  do  hear  and  are  anxious  to  get  his  sermons.  I  propose 
to  give  a  copy  of  Moody's  sermons  to  every  family  that  does  not  take  a 
religious  paper  in  which  they  are  reported.  I  have  made  three  new 
stations  of  preaching,  two  in  the  southern  part  of  this  county,  and  one 
in  the  extreme  northern  portion.  These  are  all  in  settlements  that  have 
been  made  largely  during  the  last  spring  and  summer.  The  people 
seem  to  be  anxious  to  hear  the  word  preached,  and  give  me  a  warm 
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welcome.     They  are  about  organizing  a  Sabbath-school  at  two  of  the 

above-mentioned  points.     As  to  the  work  in  the  churches  at  C and 

A ,  I  can  only  say  that  it  is  progressing  slowly. 

We  received  two  members  into  our  church  here  at  our  last  commju- 
nion  in  November.  Our  Sabbath-school  here  is  in  a  very  nourishing 
condition. 

At  A we  are  building  a  little  church  by  the  help  of  the  H 

L I Sabbath-school.     They  have  donated  $100  towards  building 

a  house  for  our  Sabbath-school  there,  and  we  expect  to  preach  in  it  of 
course.  Part  of  the  lumber  is  on  the  ground  now,  and  we  hope  to  have 
a  house  up  very  soon.  One  hundred  dollars  is  a  big  thing  for  us,  but  we 
expect  to  work  hard  and  make  it  reach  as  far  as  possible.  We  will  build 
a  house  18  by  30  feet. 

My  work  is  still  growing  and  becoming  more  and  more  interesting, 
and  yet  I  get  discouraged  sometimes  when  I  see  so  much  worldliness 
on  the  part  of  our  members.  They  do  not  pray  and  work  as  I  think 
they  ought  to,  and  I  sometimes  feel  like  giving  up.  The  people  have 
done  but  very  little  as  yet  for  my  support,  and  do  not  seem  to  be  making 
any  provision  for  the  future.  I  stated  clearly  in  their  hearing,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  what  the  Board  expected  of  them,  and  thought 
that  would  be  sufficient ;  but  I  find  that  I  will  have  to  urge  the  matter 
again,  or  it  will  not  receive  attention.  This  is  a  very  unpleasant  task,  yet 
I  suppose  it  is  my  duty.  I  have  met  with  another  loss  similar  to  the 
one  last  winter,  i.  e.,  my  horse.  This  time  he  was  stolen,  but  I  wish 
almost  that  he  had  died.  Last  Friday  night,  while  I  was  preaching  at  a 
house  about  twenty-five  miles  southwest  of  this,  he  was  taken  by  a 
miserable  thief,  and  I  have  not  been  able  to  recover  him  as  yet.  This 
is  a  severe  loss  to  me  financially,  as  he  cost  me  seventy-five  dollars,  and 
this  is  the  worst  country  in  the  world  for  a  person  on  foot.  In  fact,  I 
cannot  do  my  work  at  all  without  a  horse.  J.  D.   C. 

OHIO. 

Our  church  in  N ,  since  my  last  report,  has  been  greatly  revived, 

beginning  with  the  month  of  December.     At  that  time  we  secured  the 

services  of  Rev.  H.  H.  W ,  the  evangelist,  to  assist  us  in  our  work. 

He  was  with  us  four  weeks,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  we  took  in  fifty- 
four — fifty  on  profession  and  four  on  certificate  ;  but  the  work  has  been 
going  on  ever  since.  Last  Sabbath  morning,  at  our  regular  communion, 
we  received  into  full  membership  twenty  more,  and  there  are  eight  or 
ten  more  who  have  been  examined  and  will  be  received  some  time  in  the 
future.  Four  of  these  came  forward  on  Sabbath  evening,  and  the 
others  had  been  examined  before  but  could  not  meet  with  us  on  Sabbath. 

Seventy- four  have  been  received  into  full  communion,  eight  or  ten  are 
ready  to  be  received,  and  still  many  more  are  almost  persuaded.  In 
some  respects  the  work  is  becoming  deeper.  During  the  last  two 
weeks  we  have  had  some  of  the  most  solemn  meetings  I  ever  witnessed, 
especially  our  last  Wednesday  evening  prayer-nieeting,  and  our  meeting 
on  Friday  evening  as  a  preparatory  service  to  communion  ;  our  commu- 
nion on  Sabbath  morning,  and  our  young  converts'  meeting  on  Sabbath 
evening  before  service. 

The  young  men  have  organized  a  prayer-meeting,  also  the  young 
ladies,  and  also  the  older  women.  Each  class  named  have  separate 
meetings  once  a  week.  Also  the  young  people  and  young  converts  have 
a  general  meeting  twice  a  week  for  the  present,  and  then  a  general 
prayer-meeting  for  all  on  Wednesday  evening. 
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I  do  not  know  whether  we  will  need  any  aid  from  the  Board  this 
year  or  not,  for  though  we  have  received  a  great  blessing  in  the  revival 
of  the  church,  and  in  the  addition  of  members,  yet  the  majority  of  them 
are  miners,  and  mining  here  is  in  a  deplorable  state  at  present,  and  as 
the  winter  is  so  nearly  on  now,  it  is  not  likely  that  it  will  be  any  better 
until  next  fall,  and  besides  that,  five  families  have  removed  which  were 
good  supporters  of  the  church,  representing  in  the  -salary  §155.  I  hope 
we  will  not  have  to  call  on  you  this  year  again.  S.   C. 


EXPLORATION  IN  EAST  TENNESSEE. 

I  have  just  finished  my  first  trip  through  Cumberland,  Fentress  and 
Morgan  counties. 

Gr C was  the  first  point  I  reached.  Found  some  Presbyte- 
rian and  Congregational  families  in  this  place.  Some  of  the  Congrega- 
tional hare  united  with  the  M.  E.  Church,  but  will  join  with  the  Presby- 
terians if  they  can  have  preaching  occasionally.  There  are  several 
families  here  from  the  Northern  and  Northwestern  States.  I  believe 
this  is  the  most  promising  point  I  have  reached  on  the  "circuit."  With- 
in a  few  hours  ride  from  the  C are  several  important  points  where 

preaching   is  greatly  needed.     There  are  two  or  three  small  towns  on 

the  new  railroad  in  R county,  which  promise  to  be  important  points. 

I  will  visit  those  places  next  week  on  my  return  to  the   C .     The 

second  point  visited  was  C ,  the  county  seat  of  Cumberland  county. 

In  this  town  there  is  not  a  religious  organization.  We  had  our  services 
in  the  Court  House,  and  rather  a  large  congregation  was  present.  After 
leaving  this  place,  I  visited  some  school-houses  and  spoke  once  to  a  large 
congregation,  many  of  whom  had  walked  seven  and  eight  miles  to  be  at 

the  meeting.     J was  the  next  point  reached.     There  is  no  church 

building  in  this  place,  but  we  get  the  use  of  the  Academy.  The  Metho- 
dists have  a  small  organization  in  town.     After  leaving  J I  visited 

several  places  where  I  had  sent  appointments  ahead,  and  found  good 
congregations  at  each  place.  Men  and  women  were  present  who  had 
walked  ten  and  twelve  miles.  I  find  Presbyterian  families  scattered  all 
over  this  mountain  country.  Small  organizations  might  be  had  at  seve- 
ral of  the  places  visited.  The  gospel  is  greatly  needed  in  these  moun- 
tains. The  people  come  out  well  to  all  the  meetings.  The  prospect  for 
doing  good  is  very  encouraging.  Two  or  three  men  are  greatly  needed. 
One  man  cannot  get  around  within  less  than  eight  weeks.  W.  F.  R.

The  requirements  of  the  Missionary  Pastorate 
are  understood  to  be — The  pastoral  relation,  Y.30  pro  rata  contribution, 
a  minimum  of  $500  towards  the  salary,  a  supplement  agreed  upon  by 
the  Presbytery  and  the  Board,  and  of  course  the  recommendation  of  the 
Presbytery  and  its  Committee,  the  state  of  the  Treasury,  and  the  prompt 
payment  of  the  grant  when  the  rules  are  complied  with.

ENCOURAGING.

In  compliance  with  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  I  present 
to  you  my  report  of  my  work  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  under 
Mission  Pastorate  care.  Our  quarter  began  July  5,  1871,  and  the  work 
has  been  through  the  warm  season  of  the  year.  We  have  a  home  sta- 
tion and  four  outposts  in  our  field.    Every  Sabbath  morning  and  evening 

we  have  services  in  the  Assembly  Presbyterian  church,  B D , 

and  I  then  go  out  from  five  to  eight  miles  to  a  school-house  appointment 
on  Sabbath  afternoon.  We  have  three  Sabbath-schools  under  our  care, 
and  maintain  now  three  prayer-meetings  each  week. 

I  give  myself  wholly  to  the  work,  and  have  no  other  occupation  and 
receive  aid  from  no  other  source.     The  people,  owing  to  the  hard  times, 
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are  somewhat  in  arrears  with  the  salary,  but  I  hope  to  report  all  the 
debt  paid  up  at  the  next  quarterly  report.  The  Shorter  Catechism  is 
taught  every  Sabbath  in  our  Sabbath-school.  We  added  one  member 
at  our  last  communion.  Our  average  attendance  is  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  at  the  morning  services,  and  sixty  at  the  afternoon  services. 
We  have  taken  up  a  collection  of  six  dollars  for  the  Board  of  Relief  for 
Disabled  Ministers,  about  half  our  people  contributing. 

We  are  looking  for  better  things  this  winter,  and  have  been  laboring 
and  praying  for  a  greater  consecration  on  the  part  of  pastor  and  people. 
There  is  a  precious  harvest  of  souls  that  are  perishing  around  us.  God 
help  us  to  be  faithful  and  successful  in  leading  them  to  the  Saviour  of 
the  lost! 

We  are  thankful  to  you  for  the  appropriation  of  $150  per  annum  for 
our  field.  We  were  in  great  hopes  you  could  have  given  us  $115,  in 
view  of  our  necessities.  But  we  will  try  to  share  with  others  the  bur- 
den of  these  trying  times.  May  we  not  soon  look  for  brighter  days, 
financially  and  spiritually.  T.  S.  J.

A  QUESTION  ANSWERED. 

It  has  been  often  asked,  Why  any  more  need  of  a  Board  to  assist 
young  men  into  the  ministry  than  of  one  to  assist  them  into  the  profes- 
sion of  law  or  of  medicine  ?  And  the  fact  that  so  many  of  scanty  means 
contrive  to  work  their  way  into  the  latter  is  urged  as  a  proof  that 
persons  similarly  straitened  and  covetous  of  the  ministry  might,  with 
equal  zeal  and  energy,  work  their  way  into  this  profession  if  they  only 
tried.  The  fallacy  of  the  argument  thus  made  against  a  Board  of 
Ministerial  Education  will  be  readily  seen  by  comparing  the  requisitions 
demanded  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  with  those  deemed  sufficient 
for  admission  into  the  other  two  professions. 

In  the  Presbyterian  Church,  as  a  rule,  it  is  required  of  all  candidates 
for  ordination  that  they  have  gone  through  a  regular  collegiate  and 
theological  course,  and  are  able  to  stand  an  examination  in  Latin,  Greek, 
Hebrew,  the  Natural  Sciences,  Moral  Philosophy,  Theology,  Church 
History,  and  Church  Polity.  A  proper  knowledge  on  these  topics 
ordinarily  requires  a  full  nine  years  course  of  diligent  study,  for  the 
most  part  under  tutorial  instruction,  during  which  the  student  is  set  to 
get  regular  lessons  and  recite  with  his  class,  or  forfeit  his  standing. 
How  far  this  requirement  is  carried  out  may  be  seen  from  an  exam- 
ination of  the  catalogues  of  our  Theological  Seminaries.  That  of 
"Princeton,"  last  year,  shows  that  out  of  114  students  only  3  were  not 
graduates;  that  of  "  Union,"  N.  Y.,  shows  that  out  of  142  students,  24 
were  not  graduates  ;  that  of  "Auburn,"  that  out  of  44  students,  T  were 
not  graduates;  that  of  "Lane,"  Cincinnati,  that  out  of  29  students,  3 
were  not  graduates  ;  that  of  "  Western,"  Allegheny,  that  out  of  96 
students,  19  were  not  graduates.  We  need  not  look  further  for  evidence 
on  the  real  state  of  the  case.  Yet  it  must  be  added  that  of  those 
Seminary  students,  not  graduates  of  a  college,  nearly,  if  not  quite,  all 
have  passed  through  a  portion  at  least  of  the  collegiate  course,  or  its 
equivalent.  This  is  essential  to  any  successful  prosecution  of  the 
Seminary  curriculum,  and  for  obtaining  ordination,  except  in  a  few  very 
rare  cases. 

Now,  in  order  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  all  short-cuts  into  the 
sacred  office,  which  are  always  attended,  more  or  less,  with  serious  loss, 
the  Board  of  Education  makes  it  a  condition  of  granting  aid  that  all 
candidates  under  its  care  shall  pass  through  the  full  prescribed  course  of 
preparation.  One  object,  indeed,  of  its  organization  is  to  obviate  the 
necessity  for  these  "jumps,"  to  which  so  many  in  their  haste  are  prone, 
and  to  elevate  the  standard  of  ministerial  qualifications  by  furnishing  to 
such  as  are  in  need  greater  facilities  for  thoroughness.      Here,  then,  we 
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see  the  demand  and  the  degree  to  which  preparation  is  insisted  on  and 
carried  out — nine  years  of  systematic  study,  which  allows  but  little 
opportunity  for  side  efforts  towards  self-support,  and  each  year  of  which 
costs  the  student  from  $250  to  $300  at  the  lowest  computation,  as  it 
compels  his  absence  from  home,  tor  most  of  the  time  in  attendance  upon 
some  remote  institution. 

How  different  the  case  is  with  the  medical  students  may  be  seen  from 
the  statements  of  Professor  William  Pepper,  in  a  lecture  just  delivered 
before  the  Medical  School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  as  reported 
in  the  Ledger  and  Transcript  of  October  2d,  1ST".  Referring  to  what 
he  regards  as  insufficient  preparation  for  graduates  in  medicine,  Dr. 
Pepper  said  : 

"I  learn  on  inquiry  that  the  average  time  of  apprenticeship  for  the 
following  trades  or  callings  is  as  given  : — Barbers,  three  years ;  carpen- 
ters, printers,  turners,  plumbers,  pattern  makers,  at  least  four  years  ; 
machinists,  five  years;  pilots,  seven  years.  Can  it  be  that  seven  long 
years  of  pupilage  must  pass  ere  the  young  pilot  may  be  trusted  in  charge 
of  a  vessel  to  guide  it  through  the  crooked,  narrow  channel,  where  only 
the  hidden  danger  of  sunken  rocks  or  treacherous  shoals  beset  him, 
while  in  less  than  one-fourth  of  that  time  we  profess  that  one  may  qualify 
himself  to  pilot  that  most  precious  craft — a  human  life — through  the 
long,  dark,  intricate  windings  of  disease,  where  at  every  turn  death  lies 
concealed,  so  close  at  hand,  and  so  difficult  to  avoid,  that  nothing  but 
the  most  consummate  skill  can  insure  safety  ?  A  strange  seeming  con- 
trast, and  yet  the  careful  examination  of  the  existing  state  of  medical 
education  in  America,  to  which  I  invite  your  attention,  fully  supports 
the  paradox.  The  time  required  for  study  in  America  is  absolutely  only 
ten  months,  professedly  only  two  years.  A  careful  inquiry  shows  that 
the  number  of  applicants  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  which  are  rejected  at 
the  final  examinations,  in  this  country,  is  only  from  one  in  fifteen  to  one 
in  twenty-five." 

This  testimony  is  from  the  highest  authority  and  must  be  accepted. 
And  if  such  be  the  case  with  the  medical  profession — if  it  takes  so  short 
a  term  of  study  to  win  the  title  of  M.  D. — it  is  easy  to  see  why  the 
poorest  aspirant  with  the  slightest  amount  of  pluck  may  be  able  to 
obtain  it  unaided.  To  gain  its  highest  honors  and  emoluments  may 
indeed  be  another  thing.  But  we  are  considering  simply  the  chances 
for  entering  the  profession  itself,  and  in  these  it  has  every  advantage 
over  that  of  the  ministry. 

Not  very  different  is  it  with  the  profession  of  law.  It  was  not  until 
last  year,  we  are  told,  that  the  knowledge  of  even  a  little  Latin  was  re- 
quired of  students  applying  for  admission  to  the  Columbia  Law  School, 
one  of  the  best  in  the  L'nion  ;  and  attendance  here  upon  the  lectures 
for  two  years,  with  what  experience  may  be  gained  in  a  law  office  ad 
interim,  is  deemed  sufficient  to  qualify  a  person  for  the  bar  of  New  York. 
In  New  Jersey  the  time  of  preparatory  study  is  extended  to  three  years. 
In  Pennsylvania  it  is  from  two  to  three  years.  The  custom  in  the 
other  States  is  pretty  much  the  same.  Taking  the  lists  of  lawyers  in 
any  one  of  our  towns  or  larger  cities,  it  will  be  found  on  examination  that 
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not  more  than  one-half  are  college  graduates.  Though  eminent  success 
may  render  a  collegiate  course  desirable  for  a  lawyer,  yet  the  studies  of 
such  a  course  are  not  the  points  on  which  he  is  examined  before  getting 
his  diploma.  All  he  needs  to  know  may  be  learned  through  the  English 
tongue  in  three  years'  time,  provided  he  begins  with  a  good  high-school 
education,  such  as  is  freely  afforded  in  all  our  towns  to  those  who  are 
capable  of  it  and  desire  it.  With  such  facilities,  then,  for  entering  upon 
the  profession  of  law,  what  young  man  of  ordinary  energy  and  ambition 
need  fail  in  working  his  own  way  into  it?  The  passage-way  is  short, 
and  the  gate  is  broad,  and  it  is  easy  to  go  in  thereat.  As  the  natural 
result,  the  legal,  no  less  than  the  medical  profession,  though  indeed 
rendered  illustrious  by  great  men,  is  crowded  also  with  multitudes  of 
the  lowest  grade,  who  barely  live  by  their  practice,  not  to  say  practices. 
Xow  it  is  in  part  to  obviate  such  results  in  the  ministry  that  the 
Board  of  Education  was  established.  Its  design  is  to  aid  all  who  show 
themselves  called  to  the  sacred  office  and  are  yet  unable  to  qualify 
themselves  for  it,  for  want  of  means  to  pursue  a  full  and  thorough  course 
of  preparation,  and  thus  to  obviate  the  temptation  which  poverty  pre- 
sents of  jumping  by  a  short-cut  into  the  sacred  office,  poorly  furnished 
for  its  duties.  ISo  far  from  serving  to  crowd  the  pulpit  with  unworthy 
occupants,  as  is  often  asserted,  the  effect  of  its  policy  is  just  the  reverse. 
By  compelling  and  helping  to  a  complete  preparatory  course  it  takes 
away  all  excuse  from  candidates  for  applying  prematurely  for  ordinction, 
and  also  from  Presbyteries  for  ordaining  them  when  they  do  so  apply. 
Judging  from  the  tendency  shown  even  now  in  too  many  instances  for 
hasty  application  for  licensure,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  such  cases 
would  be  far  more  numerous,  were  no  systematic  provision  made  to  aid 
the  many  who,  among  "  the  common  people,"  evince,  'by  their  gifts  and 
desires,  a  divine  vocation  to  the  sacred  office.  Indeed,  this  is  fully  cor- 
roborated by  the  history  of  the  past.  The  Board  of  Education  arose  out 
of  the  conviction,  deep  and  earnest,  that  the  minis  ry  of  our  Church 
must  be  thoroughly  educated,  and  that  if  it  is  to  be  so,  the  Church,  for 
its  own  sake,  must  see  to  it  that  all  whom  the  Lord  appears  to  call  to 
preach  his  gospel  shall  be  trained  for  this  service  at  all  needful  cost. 
This  conviction,  and  all  the  provisions  it  has  led  to,  constitute  a  part 
of  the  glory  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Far  distant  be  the  day  when 
it  shall  cease  to  be  effective,  and  it  become  an  apology  for  a  large  num- 
ber of  our  unskilled  ministers  that  they  had  not  the  means  to  qualify 
themselves  for  the  work  to  which  their  love  for  Christ  and  for  souls  had 
prompted  them,  and  so  were  obliged  to  preach  as  otherwise  best  they 
could. 


RET.  NORMAN  MACLEOD'S  ESTIMATE  OF  THE  MINISTRY. 

"I  need  not  tell  you  which  profession  I  love  most.  I  would  not  ex- 
change my  profession  for  any  on  earth.  All  I  have  seen  of  the  world 
in  courts  and  camps,  at  home  and  abroad,  in  Europe  and  America,  all, 
all  makes  me  cling  to  it  and  love  it  the  more.  My  love  to  it  is  daily 
increasing.  I  bless  and  praise  God  that  he  has  called  me  to  it.  Would 
only  1  were  worthier  of  the  glory  and  dignity  which  belong  to  it !  I 
find  in  it  work  most  congenial  to  my  whole  being.  It  at  once  nourishes 
and  gives  full  scope  to  my  spirit.  It  affords  hourly  opportunities^for 
the  gratification  of  my  keenest  sympathies  and  warmest  affections.  It 
engages  my  intellect  with  the  loftiest  investigations  which  can  demand 
its  exercise.     It  presents  a  field  for  constant  activity  in  circumstances 
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which  are  ever  varying,  yet  always  interesting,  and  never  too  burden- 
some to  be  borne.  It  enables  me  to  bring  to  bear  all  I  know,  all  I 
acquire,  all  I  love,  upon  the  temporal  and  eternal  well-being  of  my 
fellow-men,  and  to  influence  their  peace  and  good  forever.  It  brings 
me  into  contact  with  high  and  low,  rich  and  poor,  in  the  most  endearing 
and  interesting  relationships  in  which  man  can  stand  to  man — a  sharer 
of  their  joys  and  sorrows,  a  teacher,  a  comforter,  a  guide.  Do  you 
wonder  that  with  all  my  care  and  anxiety  (which  are  burdens  worthy 
of  man.)  1  should  be  happy  all  the  day  loug  ?  I  envy  no  man  on  earth, 
except  a  better  Christian.  A  minister  of  the  gospel !  Kings  and  princes 
may  veil  their  faces  before  such  a  profession.  It  is  to  have  the  profes- 
sion of  angels,  and  to  be  a  fellow-worker  with  Christ.  Excuse  me  if, 
forgetting  you  for  a  moment,  I  have  expressed  the  deep  convictions  of 
my  soul  as  to  what  I  feel  this  profession  to  be.  I  do  not  mean  to  say 
that  I  have  no  wish  to  influence  you ;  I  have.  For  I  would  sooner  see 
you  an  officer  in  Christ's  army,  a  plain  Scotch  minister  though  he  be, 
than  any  other  thing  on  earth  which  I  can  suppose  it  possible  for  you  to 
have."

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries — The  Rev.  William  Bird  and  Miss  Mary 
M.  Lyons  embarked  for  Syria  on  the  22d  of  September.  Miss  Mary  E. 
E.  Barr  embarked  at  San  Francisco  for  Peking,  China,  on  the  12th  of 
September;  and  the  Rev.  George  W.  Knox  and  his  wife  sailed  from 
San  Francisco  for  Japan  on  the  29th  of  September.  The  Rev.  Robert 
McLean  and  his  wife  sailed  for  Chili,  S.  A.,  on  the  29th  of  September. 
Miss  Lizzie  Walsh  embarked  for  India  on  the  6th  of  October.  Mr.  Bird 
returns  to  his  work  with  improved  health,  but  at  the  great  sacrifice  of 
leaving  his  wife  and  several  children  in  this  country — the  former  in  very 
delicate  health,  the  latter  pursuing  their  education.  Miss  Lyons  is  a 
member  of  the  church  of  Montrose,  Pa.,  and  a  daughter  of  one  of  our 
ministers,  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Lyons,  formerly  a  missionary  in  Syria.  Miss 
Barr  is  a  member  of  the  church  of  Jackson,  Ohio,  and  a  daughter  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  H.  Barr,  D.D.,  pastor  of  that  church.  Mr.  Knox  is  a 
graduate  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  a  member  of 
the  Presbytery  of  Chemung,  and  a  son  of  the  Rev.  William  E.  Knox, 
D.D.,  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.  Mrs.  Knox  is  a  member  of  the  First  church  of 
Auburn,  N.  Y.  Mr.  McLean  is  also  a  graduate  of  Auburn  Seminary,  a 
brother  of  the  Rev.  John  McLean,  of  Beloit,  Wisconsin,  and  a  member 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Milwaukee  ;  his  wife  is  a  member  of  the  First  church 
of  Galena,  111.  Miss  Walsh,  a  daughter  of  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Walsh,  formerly 
a  missionary  in  India,  returns  to  the  Furrukhabad  Mission  under  re-ap- 
pointment. The  Rev.  J.  B.  Howell  and  the  ladies  of  his  company 
arrived  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  after  a  good  voyage,  on  the  25th  of  August. 
G.  W.  Holmes,  M.D.,  and  his  wife,  of  the  mission  in  Persia,  arrived  at 
New  York  on  the  10th  of  October.  Severe  and  continued  ill  health 
caused  their  return,  greatly  to  their  own  regret  and  that  of  all  the  mis- 
sionaries in  that  country.  They  have  received  some  benefit  from  the 
journey. 

Added  to  the  Church. — Among  the  Seminoles,  three ;  in  Chihmi, 
China,  forty,  and  many  inquirers;  in  Canton,  fourteen  ;  in  Petchaburi, 
as  previously  reported,  thirteen — making  thirty-seven  since  Mr.  McFar- 
land's  return;  in  Benita,  one;  in  Corisco,  six — of  whom  three  at  out- 
stations;  in  Bogota,  three;  in  Mexico — San  Lorenzo,  twelve. 

Licensed  to  Preach. — Besides  three  among  the  Nez  Perces,  reported 
in  the  Home  columns  last  month,  but  aided  in  their  education  by  the 
Board,  we  can  now  report  the  licensure  of  two  members  of  the  Seminole 
church  by  the  Presbytery  of  Neosho.  See  Mr.  Ramsay's  letter  on 
another  page. 

A  Church  Dedicated. — The  Rev.  G.  F.  Dale  reports  the  completion 
of  a  church  at  Maalaka,  Syria,  and  speaks  of  still  another  to  be  soon 
built  at  Jadetha,  "one  of  the  brightest  spots  in  our  field."     These  are 
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not  very  large,  but  are   attractive  and  much-needed  buildings,  erected 
with  funds  given  specially  to  this  purpose. 

Yarious  Matters. — It  is  of  course  impossible  to  summarize  in  a 
brief  space  all  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  letters  acknowledged  below, 
but  we  may  note  as  reasons  of  prayer  the  solicitude  felt  by  the  mission- 
aries in  the  north-west  of  Persia,  Oroomiah  and  vicinity,  who  are  too 
easily  within  reach  of  the  savage  Koords.  The  evil  passions  of  these 
mountain  tribes  are  inflamed  by  the  war  between  Turkey  and  Russia,  in 
which  they  see  Mohammedanism  endangered.  In  Syria,  no  special 
change  is  reported  since  our  former  reference  to  the  effects  of  the  war. 
In  the  province  of  Shantung,  China,  the  letters  of  the  missionaries  refer 
to  the  terrible  famine,  which  was  at  length  abating.  The  relief  adminis- 
tered through  the  missionaries,  and  their  active  sympathy,  were  exerting 
a  happy  influence  on  the  minds  of  the  people.  In  Mexico  city  and 
vicinity  very  encouraging  interest  in  the  gospel  is  reported  by  our 
brethren.  The  tragedy  at  Acapulco  two  years  ago  is  still  bearing  fruit. 
It  was  meant  only  for  evil,  but  it  has  been  overruled  for  good.

This  statement  shows  the 
receipts  from  the  living  members  of  our  body  to  be  $19,370  less  than 
they  were  in  the  same  months  a  year  ago. 


"JUDGMENTS   IN  THE   EARTH." 

What  suffering  and  loss  of  life  have  been  witnessed  in  the  last  year, 
and  are  still  in  sad  progress !  The  internal  war  in  Japan,  the  great 
famine  in  the  north  of  China,  and  the  desolation  by  floods  in  the  south 
of  that  country ;  the  widespread  famine  in  India,  the  existing  war  be- 
tween Russia  and  Turkey,  not  to  speak  of  other  calamities,  may  well 
arrest  the  attention  of  all  men.      Nor  has  our  own  country  been  ex- 
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empted  from  anxiety  and  suffering  by  the  business  depression  of  several 
years,  and  the  alarming  outbreaks  of  discontent  and  wicked  passion  a 
few  months  ago.  How  many  fortunes  have  crumbled!  How  many 
families  have  been  brought  into  distress! 

All  these  things  are  under  the  direction  of  God.  All  will  tend  to 
advance  the  coming  of  Christ's  kingdom.  All  should  teach  men  to 
learn  righteousness.  All  should  be  well  considered  by  our  Christian 
people.  Sympathy  with  men  in  distress,  prayer  for  their  relief,  watch- 
fulness to  embrace  new  opportunities  of  spreading  in  the  world  the  only 
remedy  of  sin  and  suffering — these  will  be  some  of  the  ends  to  be  served 
by  these  sore  judgments.  They  are  signs  of  wrath,  but  they  may  yield 
fruits  of  mercy  through  divine  grace. 

THE  STATE  OF  THE  CASE. 

Most  of  our  churches  make  their  collections  in  aid  of  Foreign  Missions 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  mission  year.  This  fact  is  somewhat  incon- 
venient, but  it  has  its  compensations.  Accepting  it  as  it  stands,  we  ask 
the  churches  whose  collections  are  yet  to  be  taken  to  consider  the  state 
of  the  case.  (It  will  be  remembered  that  the  mission  year  begins  on 
the  1st  of  May.) 

1st.  Financially  the  year  began  well.  The  debt  remaining  from  the  two 
years  preceding  was  paid  off  by  the  noble  gift  received  early  in  May,  and 
a  small  balance  remained  on  general  account.  The  sum  called  for  in 
the  estimates  for  the  current  year  was  $506,064* — not  a  large  sum  for  so 
large  an  object  from  the  557,000  communicants  of  our  highly  favored 
Church.  As  the  months  proceeded,  some  changes  occurred ;  in  some 
cases  the  actual  expenses  were  more,  in  others  less,  than  were  estimated. 
We  are  glad  to  note  that  in  one  item,  that  of  extra  premium  on  gold, 
owing  to  the  lower  rate  now  ruling,  there  will  be  quite  a  saving  before 
the  year  ends,  if  the  present  rate  continues.  On  the  other  hand,  we 
have  to  report  a  falling  off  in  the  receipts  from  the  living  members  of 
our  body,  legacies  not  included,  from  May  1st  to  October  1st,  compared 
with  the  receipts  of  the  same  period  last  year,  of  $19,370.  If  this 
falling  off  in  these  collections  should  continue  to  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
treasury  of  the  Board  will  then  be  heavily  in  debt,  to  the  sore  grief  of 
us  all,  and  the  serious  discouragement  of  all  these  great  interests.  But 
we  must  and  do  hope  for  a  happier  result. 

2d.  As  to  the  laborers.  We  mourn  over  the  death  of  three  ministers 
since  the  1st  of  May,  as  heretofore  reported.  We  suppose,  moreover, 
that  two,  if  not  three,  of  the  ministers  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual 
Report  as  in  this  country,  will  not  return  to  the  missionary  work.  On 
the  other  hand,  six  new  men  and  four  returning  have  either  embarked 
or  are  on  the  eve  of  starting  for  different  missions.  Among  the  new 
laborers  are  the  wives  of  six  ministers  and  ten  single  ladies,  besides

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the  wife  of  a  minister,  a  widowed  lady,  and  four  single  ladies  returning. 
In  all  thirty-two  esteemed  missionaries  have  gone  to  the  field  since  the 
1st  of  May,  or  are  about  to  go  forth.  We  thank  God  for  this  goodly 
company,  and  for  the  grace  given  to  them.  We  consider  their  going  to 
this  work  as  an  answer  to  many  prayers,  and  a  sign  of  great  promise. 
If  a  large  proportion  of  them  are  women,  it  is  to  the  credit  of  the  women 
of  the  Church  ;  would  that  the  men  of  the  Church  were  equally  well 
represented ! 

3d.  We  mourn  over  the  small  number  of  new  ministers.  Many  more 
are  called  for.  In  the  Gaboon  and  Corisco  mission  several  new  men  are 
needed,  not  only  to  relieve  those  who  have  been  long  in  the  field,  but  to 
press  on  towards  interior  tribes.  No  part  of  the  world  seems  to  be 
awakening  more  rapidly  from  the  sleep  of  long  ages  than  Central  Africa, 
and  certainly  none  stands  more  in  need  of  gospel  light  and  civilization. 
We  have  but  one  minister  in  the  United  States  of  Colombia.  In  India 
the  number  of  our  ministers  is  becoming  less  through  returns  and  deaths, 
while  several  of  the  aged  men  cannot  be  expected  to  continue  much  longer 
in  their  faithful  labors.  In  Siam  and  the  Laos  country  we  see  a  people 
left  for  the  most  part  to  our  branch  of  the  Church  for  their  evangelization, 
and  now  increasingly  accessible,  while  the  number  of  our  ministers  is 
entirely  inadequate — but  five  are  now  all  that  are  on  the  ground,  the 
only  ministers  amongst  six  millions  of  Siamese  and  Laos  speaking 
people.  And  what  shall  we  say  of  China  and  its  myriads  of  inhabitants? 
They  live  face  to  face  to  us  across  a  peaceful  sea,  and  some  thousands 
of  them  are  in  our  own  country.  We  have  a  number  of  stations  amongst 
them  in  China,  and  we  are  supporting  missionaries  for  them  here.  This 
evangelizing  work  is  well  begun,  but  in  several  cases  it  needs  reinforce- 
ment, while  new  ground  in  many  quarters  is  waiting  for  the  laborers. 

These  are  instances  of  almost  special  need.       Others  might  be  men- 
tioned of  similar  urgency ;  no  response  has  yet  been  made  to  the  call* 
for  a  new  man  for  the  Navajo  Indians,  for  an  example.     But  in  nearly 
all  the  mission  fields — in  Persia,  in  Brazil,  in  Mexico,  not  to  speak  of 
others  still — more  laborers  are  needed.     The  plea  is  for  more  laborers. 

4th.  God  is  greatly  blessing  this  work.  Here  we  cannot  enter  into 
particular  statements,  but  must  refer  to  the  additions  to  the  churches 
reported  from  month  to  month  in  the  Record.  See  the  remarkable  work 
of  grace  at  Canton,  at  Chihme,  in  Japan,  in  Persia,  in  Mexico,  and  in 
other  countries.  See  also  the  growing  companies  of  native  converts 
under  instruction  for  the  ministry,  and  the  licensing  by  Presbyteries 
of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  who  are  Nez  Perces,  and  Seminoles, 
and  others  still.  We  refer  to  cases  of  recent  date,  since  the  1st  of 
May.  The  whole  number  of  native  ministers  and  licentiates  in  connec- 
tion with  our  missions,  and  as  their  happy  fruit,  must  now  reach  nearly 
one  hundred  and  sixty,  and  others,  more  in  number,  are  coming  forward. 
What  hath  God  wrought  already,  in  answer  to  the  prayers,  gifts,  and 
personal  services  of  his  people  ! 
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Those  statements  we  commend  to  the  consideration  of  our  churches, 
and  especially  of  our  ministers  and  elders.  We  know  well  that  all  this 
seems  small,  indeed,  compared  with  the  work  yet  to  be  done;  but  we 
are  taught  not  to  despise  the  day  of  small  things.  Let  us  rather  thank 
God  and  take  courage,  and  then  go  forward  with  larger  faith  to  expect 
still  more  blessed  success. 


THE  CHINESE  IN  SIAM— PROGRESS  OF  WORK  FOR  THE 

SIAMESE. 

We  quote  here  a  part  of  Miss  Mary  L.  Cort's  letter  of  May  1st,  1817. 
Her  ready  pen  gives  us  interesting  notes  of  various  matters,  to  one  of 
which  we  advert  here  as  a  subject  of  much  moment — the  Chinese  in 
Siam.  It  is  one  which  has  arrested  the  attention  of  our  missionaries 
from  their  first  acquaintance  with  that  country,  and  it  has  often  been 
spoken  of  in  their  letters  ;  but  as  there  was  a  mission  to  the  Chinese  of 
another  Board  at  Bangkok,  it  did  not  seem  expedient  for  our  Board  to 
enter  on  Chinese  work  in  that  country.  We  have  observed  with  regret 
that  the  mission  alluded  to  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  growing  Chinese 
and  Siamo-Chinese  population ;  indeed,  we  fear  it  has  become  much 
reduced  in  the  number  of  its  laborers.  The  suggestion  here  made 
deserves,  therefore,  the  more  practical  consideration.  One  point  of  ma- 
terial difference  may  be  noted  in  the  condition  of  the  Chinese  in  Siam 
and  in  our  country.  They  intermarry  freely  with  Siamese  women,  and 
so  remain  with  their  families,  many  of  them  not  returning  to  China.  Miss 
Cort  says : 

We  are  awakening  to  the  growing  importance  of  our  Church's  having 
a  mission  to  the  Chinese  of  Siam.  I  think  that  fully  one-half  of  the 
present  population  have  Chinese  blood  in  their  veins,  and  the  proportion 
is  constantly  increasing.  The  Catholics  confine  their  labors  almost 
entirely  to  the  Chinese,  and  that  is  but  another  instance  of  their  far- 
seeing  shrewdness,  for  they  know  that  the  Siamese,  as  a  distinct  people, 
are  disappearing,  to  be  replaced  by  a  sturdier  race  from  China,  and 
they  rightly  argue,  if  the  parents  become  Catholics,  so  also  will  the 
children.  To  every  one  baptized  in  our  churches  they  number  scores  of 
what  we  call  adherents.  But  they  are  christened  by  the  priest,  and 
made  to  believe  that  their  salvation  is  sure  if  they  are  obedient  and 
faithful  to  the  demands  of  their  superiors.  The  Catholics  teach  them 
of  God  under  the  name  of  "  Sacred  Father  Buddha,"  and  replace 
Buddha's  images  by  those  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  in  many  ways  adapt 
their  rites  and  ceremonies  to  those  already  held  among  the  heathen.  I 
have  heard  of  an  old  Catholic  missionary  to  China  who,  after  learning 
the  ways  of  the  heathen  worship,  and  finding  them  similar  to  those  of 
his  own  Church,  and  yet  not  willing  to  acknowledge  that  they  were 
animated  by  the  same  spirit,  in  self-defense  said,  "The  devil  taught  the 
Chinese  the  Catholic  religion  I" 

We  held  an  election  here  in  the  third  week  of  April,  and  as  the  result 
two  new  elders  were  ordained.  We  now  have  three  ruling  elders,  Nai 
Klai,  Nai  Kahn,  and  Nai  Laht,  and  with  over  sixty  baptized  members 
it  makes  it  seem  quite  like  a  home  church.  Our  prayer  is  that  all  may- 
grow  in  grace,  and  that  the  elders  will  rule  well. 
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I  am  sorry  to  say  there  are  some  shadows  in  the  bright  picture  of  our 
mission  work.  If  it  were  not  so  I  could  not  have  witnessed  what  I 
never  saw  before,  and  that  was  a  company  of  Christians  confessing  their 
faults  one  to  another.  During  the  past  holidays  quite  a  number  of  our 
church  members  yielded  to  temptation  and  gambled.  We  were  all  very 
much  troubled  about  it,  and  hardly  knew  what  to  do.  The  heathen  can- 
not have  such  distinct  views  of  sin  as  those  who  have  been  educated  in 
a  Christian  land,  and  therefore  they  do  not  think  it  so  very  wrong  to 
play  during  the  public  holidays,  when  nearly  everybody  gambles.  The 
plan  adopted  for  settling  the  trouble  was  a  very  good  one,  and  seemed 
to  work  well.  One  evening  at  prayer-meeting  the  pastor  told  them  of 
the  sinfulness  of  their  conduct,  but  also  said  that  if  they  were  sorry  for 
their  sins  and  would  confess  them,  they  would  be  forgiven.  And  then, 
to  see  who  had  been  guilty,  he  called  upon  them  by  name,  the  men  first 
and  then  the  women,  and  asked  each  one,  in  the  presence  of  all,  if  they 
had  gambled  or  not.  The  guilty  ones  all  confessed,  and  made  fair 
promises  for  the  future.  If  these  promises,  however,  are  all  faithfully 
kept,  they  will  do  better  than  Christians  at  home,  and  this  we  dare  not 
expect. 

I  do  not  think  I  have  told  you  of  the  old  man  who  joined  at  our  last 
communion.  He  is  about  seventy-five  years  old,  and  is  the  happiest 
native  Christian  I  have  ever  met.  His  home  is  in  a  fishing  village  on  the 
shore  of  the  Gulf.  He  has  six  children  and  quite  a  number  of  relatives, 
many  of  whom,  we  hope,  will  learn  to  walk  in  the  good  way  this  old 
man  has  chosen.  He  has  really  believed  for  a  long  time,  but  hardly 
knew  it,  till  about  a  month  ago  he  heard  the  good  news  of  salvation 
declared  through  faith  in  Christ,  and  then  he  felt  that  he  had  this  faith 
in  his  heart,  and  had  had  it  for  years.  His  history  is  a  very  interesting 
one,  and  I  hope  it  will  be  written  some  day,  as  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  missionary  records. 


PROGRESS  AMONG  THE  SEMINOLES. 

The  Rev.  J.  R.  Ramsay,  writing  from  his  station  at  Wewoka,  Septem- 
ber 12,  1877,  gives  the  interesting  accounts  here  inserted.  Our  readers 
will  sympathize  with  the  brethren  in  their  thankfulness  at  seeing  two  of 
the  native  members  of  the  church  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel,  and 
also  at  seeing  the  church  taking  liberal  measures  for  their  support — 
liberal  in  view  of  the  very  small  means  of  nearly  all  the  members.  Meet- 
ing at  so  remote  a  place  in  its  wide  bounds,  the  attendance  of  members 
of  the  Presbytery  was  large,  and  the  action  taken  shows  at  once  the 
province,  the  practicability,  and  the  usefulness  of  Presbyterial  action  on 
missionary  ground. 

After  referring  to  a  small  boarding  school  for  Seminole  boys  which 
was  to  be  opened  on  the  1st  of  October,  to  be  supported  partly  by  the 
Seminole  Council  and  partly  by  the  Board,  Mr.  Ramsay  then  writes  as 
follows  : 

Our  camp  meeting  closed  last  Monday  morning,  and  was  a  very  good 
one.  We  were  favored  by  the  presence  and  aid  of  six  brother  ministers, 
viz:  McCreery  and  Milner  from  Kansas,  Elliott  from  Muskogee,  Stod- 
dard from  Fort  Gibson,  Robertson  from  Tallahassee  mission,  and  Perry- 
man  from  Wealaka,  and  David  Hodge  (elder)  from  the  latter   place. 
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Our  meeting  was  well  attended,  and  God  was  with  us.     There  were 
three  additions  to  our  church  and  one  backslider  restored. 

On  the  10th  (Monday)  the  Presbytery  met  under  our  Camp-Meeting 
arbor,  and  when  the  roll  was  called  seven  ministers  and  two  ruling 
elders  answered  to  their  names,  and  proceeded  to  examine  the  two  Semi- 
nole candidates  for  the  ministry.  Their  names  are  Ko-we-ha-cho  and 
Wak-su-che.  Each  delivered  a  discourse,  read  a  passage  of  Scripture 
selected  for  them  at  the  moment,  were  examined  as  to  the  doctrine 
taught  by  those  respective  passages,  were  examined  on  theology  and 
experimental  religion,  and  their  motives  for  seeking  the  ministry, — in 
all  of  which  they  acquitted  themselves  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Presbytery,  and  were  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel,  and  placed  under 
my  direction  for  further  instruction  until  such  time  as  further  authority 
may  be  conferred  by  the  Presbytery.  Brother  McCreery  (Clerk  of  Pres- 
bytery) will  write  you,  officially,  but  I  also  write,  informing  you  what 
action  the  Presbytery  took,  and  what  our  people  are  doing  towards  the 
support  of  these  two  licentiates.  The  Presbytery  decided  to  ask  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  to  give  $100,  on  condition  that  the  Wewoka 
church  would  raise  $100  more  for  their  support,  and  I  am  happy  to 
inform  you  that  already  $80  are  subscribed,  the  subscription  being 
headed  by  John  Chupko,  the  chief,  with  $20,  and  followed  by  the  same 
sum  from  Robert  Johnson,  so  that  a  great  burden  is  removed  from  my 
mind  in  knowing  that  this  most  perplexing  feature  of  my  work  is  being 
favorably  disposed  of,  and  also  through  the  instrumentality  of  Presby- 
tery, who  faithfully  urged  it  on  the  native  brethren  even  when  they 
gave  but  very  little  encouragement  that  the  sum  could  be  raised.  But 
I  left  it  with  God,  and  He  has  made  me  rejoice  in  seeing  that  our  pros- 
pect of  future  growth  and  prosperity  as  a  church  is  quite  encouraging.

Some  years  ago  the  Board  of  Publication  instituted  an  examination 
into  the  prices  of  its  books,  to  learn  how  they  compared  with  those  pub- 
lished by  other  houses  in  the  same  general  line.  The  result  was  most 
satisfactory.  But  it  was  thought  well  to  look  into  the  question  afresh, 
the  rather  as,  here  and  there,  it  was  alleged  that  the  books  of  the  Board 
were  dear.  The  Board's  Business  Committee  therefore  delegated  to 
three  of  their  number  the  duty  of  making  a  close  and  extensive  examina- 
tion into  the  matter.  Such  an  examination  was  made  laborious  and 
minute,  covering  hundreds  of  volumes  from  various  houses — comparison 
with  books  of  the  Board  of  different  grades  corresponding  with  those 
furnished  by  other  publishers.  Again  was  the  result  most  gratifying, 
confirming  the  results  of  the  previous  investigation.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  gave  the  details  of  size  and  price  of  books  of  all  grades,  and 
was  submitted  to  the  Board.  The  concluding  sentence  thus  states  the 
conclusion  reached  : 

The  Committee  would  sum  up  the  results  of  their  work  by  saying 
"That  they  have  examined  some  four  or  five  hundred  publications  of  the 
last  five  years,  embracing  those  of  all  the  religious  Publishing  Societies, 
together  with  those  of  the  principal  bookselling  firms  in  our  line  of  books  ; 
and  an  examination  and  comparison  show  conclusively  that  our  present 
catalogue  prices  are  fully  as  low  as,  if  not  lower  than,  those  of  other 
houses  issuing  similar  publications.  There  may  be  an  occasional  book, 
in  any  large  catalogue,  which  for  special  reasons  is  sold  below  the  cost  of 
production,  but  as  a  whole  our  prices  will  compare  most  favorably  with 
those  of  any  other  house."

NEBRASKA   NOTES. 

One  of  the  Board's  missionaries  in  Nebraska  copies  the  following 
incidents  from  his  note-book,  which  contains  many  more  of  the  same 
kind : 

"  As  usual,  I  meet  with  all  kinds  of  people.  The  other  day  I  knocked 
at  the  door  of  a  neat  little  house.  Its  mistress  came  and  entirely  filled 
the  space  made  by  the  half-opened  door.  She  snappishly  asked,  'Are 
you  a  peddler  V  In  reply  I  told  her  icho  and  what  I  was.  '  Well,  sir,  I 
don't  want  any  of  your  trash,  so  you  may  leave,'  was  her  reply.  'All 
right,'  said  I,  'but  before  I  go,  just  let  me  show  that  little  girl  of 
yours  a  nice  pictorial  book.  I  think  she  will  be  pleased  with  it.'  The 
little  girl  came,  at  my  promise  to  show  her  some  nice  pictures,  and 
brought  with  her  two  others  whom  I  had  not  seen  before.  I  soon  had 
them  interested,  and  in  a  little  while  each  made  a  selection,  and  the 
mother,  who  still  stood  in  the  door  looking  on  with  astonishment,  paid 
for  them  without  a  murmur.  I  then  gave  a  couple  of  tracts  to  her  and 
a  catechism  to  each  of  the  children,  for  which  she  thanked  me  kindly. 
'Now,'  said  I,  'shall  we  unite  in  prayer  before  we  part?'     With  her 
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cordial  assent  I  prayed  with  them,  and  left  with  an  invitation  to  call 
again.     I  hope  my  visit  to  that  house  was  not  altogether  in  vain. 

"At  another  house  I  found  an  old  lady — a  devoted  Christian,  who 
was  living  far  from  church  and  church  privileges.  To  her,  and  another 
lady  with  her,  I  gave  a  supply  of  tracts.  I  also  read  the  Scriptures  and 
prayed  with  them.  The  old  lady  then  said  she  wished  to  do  something 
to  evince  her  gratitude  for  my  kindness,  but  did  not  know  what  she 
could  give  me.  I  told  her  all  I  asked  was  her  prayers.  Not  satisfied 
with  this,  she  said  she  had  some  nice,  fat  pork — would  I  accept  a  piece 
of  it?  1  thanked  her,  saying  I  had  no  use  for  it.  But  the  fat  pork  did 
me  good,  though  I  did  not  taste  it.  "  J.  tS.

THE  HIGHER  LIFE  DOCTRINE. 

Dr.  Boardman's  volume,  The  "Higher  Life'1''  Doctrine  of  Sanctifica- 
tion  Tried  by  the  Word  of  God,  (price  $1.25,)  has  been  received  by  the 
public  with  marked  interest — already  a  second  edition  has  been  called 
for.  Nor  is  the  interest  in  it  confined  by  any  means  to  Presbyterians. 
The  Baltimore  Episcopal  Methodist  says  of  it : 

''The  religious  world  owes  Dr.  Boardman  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  this 
able  and  opportune  work.  In  a  spirit  of  Christian  candor,  and  in  a 
masterly  and  exhaustive  manner,  he  discusses  the  modern  doctrine  of 
sanctification,  or  'the  second  blessing,'  as  it  is  termed,  bringing  it  to  the 
test  of  sound  reason  and  of  the  word  of  God,  showing  conclusively  that 
it  is  both  illogical  andunscriptural,  and  in  its  dangerous  tendency  leads  to 
self-conceit,  vain-boasting,  and  self-confidence.  The  subject  is  treated  with 
the  utmost  fairness.  The  advocates  of  this  fanatical  theory,  as  we  are  com- 
pelled to  regard  it,  are  allowed  to  state  their  views  in  their  own  terms,  and 
these  are  considered  in  the  light  of  Divine  truth — are  weighed  iu  the  balance 
of  the  sanctuary  and  "  found  wanting."  The  author  maintains  that  sanc- 
tification, properly  defined,  is  a  doctrine  held  by  all  Evangelical  Churches; 
but  that  it  is  not  an  instantaneous  change,  like  conversion,  but  a  gradual 
and  progressive  work,  commencing  in  the  process  of  regeneration  and 
continuing  in  its  successive  stages  throughout  the  entire  period  of  the 
believer's  life  on  earth.  We  commend  the  book  to  all  Christian  people, 
and  especially  to  any  devout  persons  who  may  have  been  troubled  in 
mind  and  conscience  upon  this  subject;  and  most  of  all,  to  those  who 
have  honestly,  no  doubt,  been  led  into  error,  but  who,  if  they  candidly 
read  this  work,  and  weigh  its  arguments  and  proofs,  must  come  to  a 
better  knowledge  of  the  truth." 

The  Episcopal  Recorder  speaks  of  it  in  the  highest  terms,  and  reprints 
large  parts  of  it  in  successive  numbers  of  the  paper.  The  Lutheran 
Evangelical  Quarterly  Review  commends  it  as  a  timely  and  useful  cor- 
rective of  erroneous  opinions.  The  Christian  World  (Reformed  German) 
commends  it  with  earnestness,  as  a  thorough  yet  kindly  exposure  of  an 
evil  of  which  the  editors  have  had  personal  knowledge,  to  all  troubled 
by  the  so-called  "  Higher  Life."

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Among  the  numerous  and  pressing  applications  received  last  month 
is  one  on  behalf  of  one  of  our  Freedmen  churches  in  Georgia — that  to 
which  "  Uncle  Joe"  (as  he  is  called)  ministers,  a  church  consisting  of 
775  members — with  a  bench  of  22  elders  and  12  deacons.  This  large 
and  efficient  church,  since  the  war,  has  been  allowed  to  worship  in  a 
building  owned  by  the  white  people  connected  with  the  Southern  As- 
sembly. They  are  now  obliged  either  to  pay  for  it  or  abandon  the 
building.  They  are  not  able  to  do  the  former,  and  it  would  be  a  shame 
to  permit  the  latter.  We  are  therefore  resolved  to  keep  them  in  posses- 
sion of  their  substantial  and  commodious  building,  which  holds  nearly 
1,000  worshippers.  This  church  is  a  power  in  the  community  in  which 
it  is  located.  It  has  a  Woman's  Aid  Society,  a  Young  Men's  Society, 
a  parochial  school  of  150  scholars,  a  Sabbath-school  of  300,  an  Academy, 
and  one  of  its  members  is  in  the  Legislature.  Surely  it  should  be  sustained. 
And  will  not  our  churches  that  have  the  means  assist  the  Board  of  Church 
Erection  in  its  efforts  to  help  the  needy  ?  From  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Colo- 
rado, Texas,  Arizona,  Utah,  California,  Oregon,  and  Washington  Terri- 
tory they  are'calling  loudly  upon  us ;  and  now  Tennessee,  the  Carolinas, 
and  Georgia  are  stretching  out  their  hands  for  help.  But  the  call  is  not 
to  the  Board,  but  through  the  Board  to  you,  Christian  friends,  you  for 
whom  God  has  provided  both  shelter  and  food,  you  whom  be  hath  made 
his  almoners  to  the  poor  of  his  flock,  to  you  is  this  Macedonian  call  sent. 
What  answer  do  you  bid  us  give  them  ?  Shall  we  say  on  your  behalf, 
"Hold  the  fort,  for  we  are  coming."  No  beleaguered  garrison  would 
be  more  heartily  rejoiced  by  such  glad  tidings  than  would  some  of  our 
weak  and  exhausted  churches,  whose  supplies  have  utterly  failed  them. 
The  winter  is  at  hand,  when  they  can  no  longer  worship  in  the  open  air, 
and  when,  if  their  partially  erected  walls  be  not  completed  and  covered 
in,  they  must  be  greatly  damaged,  if  not  destroyed.  What  is  not  done 
soon  must  be  postponed  until  the  winter  is  passed,  if  indeed  the  unpaid 
claims  of  «the  mechanics  do  not  sweep  the  property,  or  at  least  the  accu- 
mulation of  interest  increase  the  crushing  debt. 

A  little  church  in  the  West  has  just  written  to  know  if  the  Board  can 
give  them  $200  to  enable  them  to  erect  a  building  to  cost  only  $600. 
Surely  these  people  are  not  extravagant,  and  should  not  be  called  beg- 
gars. Had  they  aspired  to  have  "a  finer  building  than  their  neighbors," 
they  might  have  built  a  house  at  a  cost  of  $3,000  that  would  have 
increased  the  value  of  town  lots,  and  then,  by  canvassing  the  country  or 
sending  out  circulars,  have  raised  the  money,  as  others  have  done.  But 
this  they  refuse  to  do,  and,  much  to  their  credit,  prefer  a  very  humble 
structure,  which  they  can  offer  to  the  Lord  free  of  debt,  and  without  the 
humiliation  of  coming  back  to  the  Board  for  a  second  appropriation.

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Financial.— Receipts  for  September,  $1,002.38,  against  $1,016.62  in 
the  same  month  of  last  year. 

We  had  no  balance  in  hand  at  the  opening  of  the  year  with  which  to 
supplement  the  short  receipts  of  summer  months,  which  have  been  very 
considerably  below  those  of  the  same  months  in  last  year.  The  funds 
in  our  treasury,  October  1st,  are  not  sufficient,  by  several  thousand 
dollars,  to  meet  the  dues  on  current  work  at  the  same  date ;  and  the 
much-needed  salaries  of  our  missionaries  can  be  paid  only  by  borrowing. 

Reports  from  the  field  are  very  encouraging — as  can  be  seen  by 
extracts  given  below — but  we  may  not  hope  that  this  good  work  of  our 
Church  can  close  the  year  without  debt,  unless  more  will  give,  or  givers 
will  give  more  for  its  support.  With  many  the  latter  may  be  imprac- 
ticable, but  to  obtain  the  former  it  is  only  necessary  that  ministers  and 
church  sessions  will  give  to  their  people  an  intelligent  presentation  of 
this  work  and  its  wants,  with  an  opportunity  to  contribute. 


SOUTH    CAROLINA. 

From  one  engaged  in  teaching  and  preaching — having  the  oversight 
of  several  churches: 

Dear  Brother — The  past  summer  has  been  one  of  special  harvest- 
time  in  this  field.  There  have  been  ingatherings  in  nearly  all  the 
churches.  The  laborers  have  wrought  with  much  diligence,  and  more 
than  ordinarily  has  their  work  been  blessed.

This  is  a  sample  of 
numerous  appeals  to  which,  with  sad  hearts,  we  are  obliged  to  say  No, 
simply  because  the  funds  are  wanting.  Who  will  give  seventy-five 
dollars,  over  and  above  their  regular  contributions  to  our  treasury,  that 
Mt.  A may  have  at  least  a  three  months'  school  ?

The  Synods  have  held  their  annual  meetings,  and  many  of  the  Pres- 
byteries their  semi-annual  meetings.  We  probably  cannot  do  better 
than  to  give  extracts  from  the  published  proceedings  of  some  of  these 
bodies,  which  will  show  how  deep  is  the  interest  of  the  whole  Church 
in  Home  Missions  ;  and  how  steady  is  the  growth  of  the  churches  in 
the  new  States  and  Territories.  The  various  resolutions  touching 
Woman's  Work  for  Home  Jlissions,  and  the  work  among  the  Indians 
are  noticeable  features  of  the  case. 

SYNOD  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

Rev.  Thomas  Fraser  writes  from  Oakland,  Cal.,  and  says:  "We  had 
a  very  pleasant  and  profitable  meeting  of  Synod.  Home  Missions 
received  the  most  ample  and  favorable  consideration.  It  is  the  popular 
subject  and  grows  in  favor  every  year.  The  people  like  to  hear  and  our 
leading  men  like  to  talk  about  it.  The  organization  of  Female  Home 
Missionary  societies  was  recommended  to  our  churches.  Much  feeling 
is  felt  on  this  subject,  *  *  *  a  reaction  is  coming  in  favor  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. *   *   * 

"  Daring  the  past  nine  years  I  have  travelled  not  less  than  100,000 
miles,  over  all  these  States  and  Territories.  I  have  done  most  of  the 
hard  work  resulting  in  the  establishment  of  about  100  churches,  though 
1  have  had  much  assistance  from  many  excellent  brethren.  Xearly  all 
our  growing  towns  are  now  occupied." 

KANSAS    SYNOD. 

The  Rev.  Timothy  Hill,  D.D.,  writes  of  the  Synod  of  Kansas  as  fol- 
lows:  "The  best  thing  in  the  Synod  was  the  Home  Missionary  meeting 
Friday  night.  The  report  of  new  churches  during  the  year  was,  in  Kan- 
sas 27,  Indian  Territory  3,  and  in  Texas  10=40  new  churches  in  the 
Synod  in  one  year!  Emporia  Presbytery  was  divided  and  the  new 
Presbytery  formed  from  the  Western  portion  was  called  the  Presbytery 
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of  Larned,  with  thirteen  churches  and  nine  ministers,  and  with  as  fair 
prospects  for  growth  as  Emporia  itself  had  when  it  was  formed. 

"  The  Presbytery  of  Austin,  which  covers  the  whole  State  of  Texas, 
wras  divided  into  three  Presbyteries  to  be  called  '  Austin,'  '  North  Texas.' 
and  '  the  Trinity  ;'  which  it  is  expected  the  next  General  Assembly  will 
organize  into  the  Synod  of  Texas." 

The  growth  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Kansas  has  been  very 
rapid.  In  1856  the  first  white  man's  church  was  found  in  Leavenworth. 
Now  the  whole  Synod  contains  207  churches,  and  of  the  whole  number 
there  is  but  one  that  has  not  received  Home  Missionary  aid.  Eight  new 
church  buildings  have  been  occupied  this  year,  making  a  list  of  83  in  the 
State,  besides  several  as  yet  unfinished. 

"  Within  the  time  under  review,  the  year  past,  twenty-eight  new  men 
have  been  added  to  the  preaching  force  of  the  State.  Of  these,  two 
have  been  licensed,  six  have  come  to  us  from  other  denominations  in  the 
State,  and  twelve  have  been  young  men  direct  from  the  seminaries  of 
Auburn,  Lane,  and  New  York.  Several  of  these  young  men  are  not  yet 
ordained,  but  all  of  them  are  commending  themselves  to  the  people 
among  whom  they  have  labored  by  their  acceptable  preaching  of  the 
gospel.  I  believe  every  church  on  the  roll  (with  two  or  three  excep- 
tions) has  been  cared  for  by  at  least  occasional  preaching,  and  nearly 
all  have  been  supplied  at  regular,  though  sometimes  infrequent,  intervals." 

SYNOD    OF    MISSOURI. 

"  Since  the  war,  Presbyterianism  in  Missouri  has  been  widely  ex- 
tended ;  the  foundation  stones  have  been  laid  securely.  The  Church  in 
this  State  was  established  largely  through  the  aid  of  the  Boards  of 
Home  Missions  and  Church  Erection;  thus  the  foundations  were  made 
secure.  Then  the  people  aided  by  the  Home  Mission  Board  were  to 
complete  the  work ;  but  just  when  the  prospects  were  brightest,  came 
hard  times,  drought  and  grasshoppers.  In  the  face  of  such  facts  no  one 
could  expect  untrammeled  prosperity.  And  now  the  tide  changes — a 
change  for  the  better — as  may  be  seen  in  the  return  of  confidence  among 
men  of  means  ;  in  the  greater  circulation  of  money,  and  in  the  general 
improvement  everywhere." 

"  Feeble  churches  are  being  strengthened  by  the  personal  visitation 
and  oversight  of  the  missionary,  by  being  supplied  with  the  stated 
preaching  of  the  word,  and  by  securing  comfortable  houses  of  worship. 
It  is  also  a  most  cheering  fact  that  in. nearly  every  instance  in  which  a 
church  is  dedicated,  it  is  reported  free  of  debt.  God  grant  that  the 
period  of  church  debts  may  soon  pass  away  forever. 

"  Yet  the  number  of  our  churches  has  increased  in  twelve  years  150, 
and  the  membership  over  7,000.  In  connection  with  the  Assembly 
there  are  132  ministers  and  201  churches.  Applications  for  new  organi- 
zations are  more  numerous  and  urgent  than  at  any  former  period.  The 
new  ministers  who  have  recently  entered  the  State,  are  young  men, 
willing  "to  take  a  circuit,"  and  thus  do  the  greatest  good,  while  at  the 
same  time  encouraging  missionary  funds. 

"Nor  can  we  regard  it  in  any  other  than  a  most  favorable  light  that 
so  many  new  fields  are  whitening  for  the  harvest.  Fifty  men,  it  is  said, 
could  find  employment,  with  the  promise  of  great  success,  if  so  many 
could  be  secured,  and  the  means  to  support  them  were  at  hand.     How

it  becomes  us  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  to  send  laborers  into  his 
harvest,  and  to  move  his  people  to  such  enlarged  liberality  as  will  pro- 
vide the  adequate  hire  of  which  they  are  worthy.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  will  have  the  funds  placed  at  its  disposal 
to  enable  it  in  some  great  degree  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  that 
must  be  made  upon  it." 

WOMAN'S  WORK. 

The  Synod  would  also  cordially  commend  to  the  Presbyteries  and 
Churches,  the  Woman's  Board  of  Missions  for  the  South-west,  organized 
during  the  last  year,  with  headquarters  at  St.  Louis.  They  express  the 
earnest  hope  that  all  the  churches  within  our  bounds  may  in  some  way 
co-operate  with  this  organization  in  its  efforts  to  utilize  the  mighty 
power  for  good  of  our  intelligent,  devoted  and  self-denying,  Christian 
women.  This  ''Woman's  Board"  embraces  both  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions. 

SYNOD    OF    COLORADO. 

The  Synod  of  Colorado,  which  was  formed  in  1871,  consists  at  the 
present  time  of  the  Presbyteries  of  Montana,  Utah,  Santa  Fe  and  Col- 
orado. All  of  these  except  the  latter  are  small  Presbyteries,  but  they 
are  doing  an  important  work  for  the  Church  which  will  one  day  be  more 
fully  recognized  and  appreciated  than  it  is  now. 

WORK    DONE. 

Since  1869  a  consecrated  band  of  men  have  labored  earnestly,  in  con- 
nection with  the  untiring  Superintendent  of  Missions,  to  occupy  and 
evangelize  this  vast  and  rapidly  growing  region,  and  the  visible  result 
has  been  the  organization  of  sixty-seven  Presbyterian  churches  and  the 
erection  of  thirty-six  church  buildings.  More  than  double  this  number 
of  churches  might  have  been  organized  during  these  eight  years,  if  there 
had  been  any  reasonable  prospect  of  supplying  them  with  the  regular 
ministrations  of  the  gospel.  It  has  been  the  settled  policy  both  of  the 
Board  and  its  coadjutors  to  occupy  the  central  points  in  each  of  these 
vast  regions.  Whilst  it  is  a  wise  policy,  the  sad  truth  should  not  be 
overlooked  also,  that  those  living  in  more  remote  regions  and  mining 
camps,  and  almost  the  entire  country  population  of  these  Territories  are 
still  without  the  privileges  of  the  gospel.  This  destitution  is  not  owing 
to  lack  of  energy  in  missionaries  or  superintendents  of  missions,  but  to 
lack  of  means,  without  which  it  is  impossible  to  extend  our  bounds  in 
any  direction." 

"  It  is  something,  however,  that  the  banner  of  our  Presbyterian  host 
has  been  successfully  planted  in  Mormon  Utah  and  Papal  New  Mexico 
and  Arizona,  as  well  as  on  the  rugged  heights  of  Montana,  Wyoming, 
and  Colorado ;  and  that,  by  the  co-operative  work  of  the  Church  and 
school,  a  leavening  influence  is  being  exerted  which  is  even  now  mould- 
ing public  sentiment  and  changing  open  opposers  into  ardent  workers 
for  Christ." 

Rev.  Sheldon  Jackson,  D.D.,  writes  as  follows: 

Denver,  Colorado,  Oct.  18, 1877. 

To^the  Board  of  Home  Missions : 

Dear  Brethren — During  the  quarter  ending  October  1st  I  made  two 
long  and  hard  trips  of  missionary  exploration.  In  obedience  to  direc- 
tions from  the  Board,  I  visited  the  settled  portions  of  Idaho   Territory 
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and  secured  a  mission  at  Boise  City,  the  capital  of  the  territory.  I  also 
visited  the  Walla  Walla  Valley  and  other  portions  of  Eastern  Oregon, 
concerning  which  I  have  already  reported.  From  Oregon  I  passed  on 
to  Alaska,  and  located  the  mission  at  Fort  Wrangle.  Concerning  the 
Indian  tribes  in  that  territory  I  enclose  you  a  special  report. 

[The  special  report  above  referred  to  will  probably  be  put  before  the 
public  in  another  form.] 

The  following  items  pertaining  to  the  same  field  are  from  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Presbyterian : 

"  The  Home  Mission  Presbytery  of  Neosho  has  just  licensed  Cowe, 
Harjo,  and  Waxochee,  Indians  of  the  Creek  and  Seminole  Indians,  after 
a  careful  examination. 

'•The  Home  Mission  Presbytery  of  Oregon  has  recently  licensed  three 
Nez  Perces.  And  the  Home  Mission  Presbytery  of  Santa  Fe,  at  its 
meeting  on  the  9th,  expects  to  license  three  or  four  of  its  Mexican  con- 
verts.    Thus  the  work  is  extending  among  the  Indians  and  Mexicans. 

During  the  Nez  Perce  invasion  of  Montana  Rev.  M.  L.  Cook,  of  Mis- 
soula, was  found  among  the  volunteers. 

"  In  the  growth  of  the  mission  work  in  New  Mexico,  especially  among 
the  Aztec  Pueblos,  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  missionaries  should  have 
some  knowledge  of  medicine." 

On  the  subject  of  Woman's  work  for  Home  Missions  it  is  in  point  to 
notice  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Baptist  Home  Missionary 
Society.  It  is  said  that  "  for  some  years  the  feeling  has  been  growing 
among  Christian  ladies  that  the  subject  of  Home  Missions  was  neglected 
by  them.  Not  that  they  were  doing  too  much  for  the  heathen  of  other 
lands— too  much  cannot  be  done — but  Christian  women  in  America  were 
doing  almost  nothing  for  the  heathen  and  the  needy  at  home.  They 
were  therefore  ready  to  respond  when  Major  G.  W.  Ingalls,  General 
Missionary  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  on  behalf  of  the  Indians, 
made  his  appeal  to  the  Board  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the 
West  for  its  co-operation  in  the  work  of  Christianizing  the  Indians.  The 
ladies  of  the  Foreign  Board,  however,  after  careful  consideration,  decided 
that  they  could  not  unite  this  interest  with  that  in  which  they  were 
already  engaged." 

An  important  service  rendered  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Work  by  the 
Woman's  Society  formed  in  that  interest  is  equally  important  in  the 
Home  Mission  Work.  A  great  advantage  realized  to  the  Missionary 
Union  and  the  missionary  service  committed  to  its  care,  in  the  active 
co-operation  of  the  Woman's  Society,  has  been  in  the  way  of  stimulus. 
New  methods,  new  organizations,  new  forms  of  appeal,  new  voices 
heard  in  making  such  appeals,  fresh  elements  of  power  and  of  stimulus — 
who  needs  to  be  told  how  necessary  these  are  ?  Who  needs  to  be  re- 
minded that  the  Home  Missionary  service  calls  for  them  even  more  than 
the  Foreign,  inasmuch  as  all  that  concerns  work  at  home  more  quickly 
becomes  familiar,  possibly  even  stale  and  tiresome  ? 

There  was  a  large  amount  of  genuine  home  service  which  the  Home 
Mission  Society  could  not,  under  the  pressure  of  other  calls,  hope  to 
reach.  The  original  aim  of  that  Society  was  the  occupancy  of  new 
fields,  or  the  building  up  of  feeble  interests  in  the  newer  sections  of  the 
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country.  The  progress  of  events  has  thrown  open  to  it  other  spheres, 
and  into  these — as  in  its  Freedmen  work — it  has  entered.  But  even  so, 
it  could  not  reach  all.  It  was  in  relation  to  the  zenanas  and  homes  in 
India  and  Burmah.  A  particular  kind  of  service  was  called  for  to  which 
women  have  peculiar  adaptations,  and  to  which  men  are  not  adapted. 
'The  home  of  the  Freedman,  the  Indian,  or  the  Chinese,  needs  regenera- 
tion quite  as  much  as  that  of  the  Teloogoo,  the  Assamese,  the  Burman, 
or  the  Karen.  The  real  heart  and  centre  of  the  evils  which  Missionary 
work  everywhere  aims  to  abolish  has  not  been  reached  until  the  home  is 
Christianized. 

The  organization  of  the  Society  has  been  hailed  with  much  enthusiasm 
throughout  all  the  Baptist  churches  in  the  country,  and  it  promises  to 
be  a  great  helper  of  the  great  and  efficient  organization,  the  "American 
Baptist  Mission  Society."  The  subject  affords  many  suggestions  to 
workers  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  shows  what  they  can  do.  If 
the  ladies  of  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Buffalo,  Cincinnati,  or  Chicago, 
would  make  a  commencement  in  a  Presbyterian  Women's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  for  the  whole  Church,  they  would  be  surprised  to  see 
how  rapidly  auxiliary  societies  would  gather  around  them. 
We  also  have  something  on  the  same  subject  from 

THE    SYNOD    OF    NEW    JERSEY. 

The  following  is  clipped  from  a  report  of  proceedings: 

"In  connection  with  the  assembling  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  in  this 
city  to-day,  a  Convention  of  Christian  women  in  the  interest  of  Home 
Missions  was  convened  at  the  Third  Presbyterian  church  at  eleven 
o'clock  this  forenoon.  Delegates  were  present  from  all  parts  of  the  State, 
and  among  them  were  the  wives  of  Governor  Bedle  and  ex-Governor 
Parker.  The  Convention  organized  by  electing  Mrs.  J.  P.  Wilson,  of 
this  city,  President,  and  Mrs.  Governor  Parker,  of  Monmouth,  Mrs. 
Shelton,  of  Jersey  City,  and  Mrs.  Ashbel  Green,  of  Tenafly,  Secretaries. 

"Rev.  Dr.  William  C.  Roberts,  of  Elizabeth,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  delivered  an  address  upon 
the  needs  of  the  Indians  in  the  Territories  and  the  Chinese  in  California, 
and  recommended  that  the  suggestion  of  the  General  Assembly  be  car- 
ried out,  to  form  a  woman's  society  in  each  subordinate  Synod,  composed 
of  two  members  from  each  Presbytery  therein.  This  suggestion  was 
promptly  acted  upon,  and  the  Convention  unanimously  elected  represen- 
tatives of  the  various  Presbyteries  of  the  New  Jersey  Synod  as  members 
of  the  new  organization." 

These  Presbyterial  Committees  together  constitute  a  Synodical  Com- 
mittee for  Home  Missions,  such  as  recommended  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  18YG  ;  and  having  been  approved  and  endorsed  by  the  late  meet- 
ing of  the  Synod  and  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  the  work  now  lies 
before  them. 

This  Committee  has  issued  a  circular  to  be  sent  to  the  ladies  in  every 
church  in  the  Synod.     In  it  they  say: 

"It  is  desired  that  there  should  be  an  organization  in  the  interests  of 
Home  Missions  in  every  Church.     We,  the  Committee  appointed  in  this 
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Presbytery,  open  correspondence  with  you,  with  a  view  of  aiding  you 
to  make  such  arrangements  as  may  best  promote  this  end  in  the  Church 
with  which  you  are  connected. 

We  hold  ourselves  in  readiness  to  meet  the  ladies  of  your  church  at 
such  time  as  it  is  most  convenient,  to  confer  together  on  this  subject,  or 
to  answer  any  inquiries  relating  to  Women's  Work  for  Missions  in  our 
own  country. 

As  we  act  by  authority  of  Synod,  it  is  also  desired  that  the  societies 
to  be  formed  have  the  endorsement  of  the  Sessions  of  the  churches,  to 
whom  this  matter  is  respectfully  submitted.  An  early  reply  is  requested 
and  deemed  necessary,  that  the  work  may  be  carried  on  without  delay." 

We  commmend  the  action  of  the  Cincinnati  Synod  to  all  our  churches. 
The  action  adopted  was  as  follows  : 

"  Our  country  should  not  be  forgotten  in  the  prayers  and  contributions 
of  the  Monthly  Concert,  and  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Home  Board  in  their  report  to  the  General  Assembly. 

"Also,  that  all  our  churches  follow  the  example  of  not  a  few  who,  at 
the  Monthly  Concert  for  Prayer,  divide  their  contributions  between 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions. 

"Every  aspect  of  this,  our  country,  gives  fresh  impulse  to  Christian 
zeal,  and  summons  every  Christian,  and  every  Christian  institution  to 
renewed  effort  and  prayer.  Our  hope  for  our  country  is  in  God,  and  in 
the  gospel  of  his  Son."

CORRECTION. 


Last  month  in  giving  the  number  of  students  in  our  Theological  Semi- 
naries who  were  not  graduates,  those  in  Union  Seminary  were  put  at 
twenty-four.  This  was  a  mistake.  It  should  have  been  fourteen.  How 
the  error  arose  we  cannot  positively  assert.  The  Secretary  was  away 
on  his  Synodical  tour  when  the  article  was  printed,  and  the  copy  is  now 
destroyed.  Certainly  he  was  surprised  at  the  number  given  on  reading 
the  statement  after  his  return. 


ENCOURAGING  SIGNS. 

A  large  number  of  the  churches  which  have  sent  in  contributions  to 
the  Board  of  Education  during  the  months  of  October  and  November 
thus  far  (November  14th)  appear  on  our  lists  as  donors  for  the  first  time. 
Whether  this  be  owing  to  an  increase  of  interest  in  the  cause  itself,  or  to 
a  growing  determination  to  "  fill  all  the  blanks"  punctually,  the  fact  is 
an  encouraging  one.  If  the  churches  go  on  as  they  have  begun,  the 
Board  will  be  able  to  meet  all  the  demands  made  upon  it,  and  confront 
the  Assembly  next  year  with  cheerful  face.  There  has  been  also  an 
increase  of  application  for  aid — fifty  more  than  there  were  last  year  up 
to  date.  A  number  of  these  the  Board  has  been  obliged  to  decline  be- 
cause of  irregularities  and  failures  to  meet  the  requirements.  Every 
year's  experience  admonishes  it  of  the  importance  of  adhering  strictly  to 
its  rules,  and  keeping  the  standard  of  the  candidates  under  its  care  as 
high  as  possible.  And  in  this  particular  it  asks  the  careful  concurrence 
of  Presbyteries  and  of  Professors. 

The  Secretary  also  feels  constrained  to  express  his  great  gratification 
at  the  manner  in  which  his  presentation  of  the  cause  was  received  at  the 
several  Synods  visited,  and  the  kind  assurances  of  co-operation  which 
were  given  him  from  numerous  quarters.  Certainly  he  has  returned 
from  his  tour  much  heartened  in  his  work,  and  cheered  by  various  indi- 
cations that  the  objections  which  have  been  urged  against  it  from  a 
variety  of  misapprehensions  are  gradually  vanishing  away.  May  they 
soon  be  utterly  dissipated.  The  work  of  perpetuating  a  ministry  ade- 
quate to  the  demands  made  by  our  country  and  by  the  world,  both  in 
number  and  in  qualifications,  takes  the  precedence  in  all  movements  for 
extending  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  and  ought  therefore  to  have  our 
foremost  thought  and  care.  Such  a  ministry  is  not  a  spontaneous 
growth,  even  out  of  the  heart  of  the  Church.      Pains  must  be  taken  to 
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develop  and  improve  it ;  and  when  such  pains-taking  ceases,  deterioration 
in  quantity  and  quality  must  be  the  inevitable  result. 


DECLINE  IN  THE    NUMBER   OF    CANDIDATES    FOR    THE 
MINISTRY  IN  OUR  COLLEGES. 

On  this  point  we  clip  the  following  statement  from  one  of  our  weekly 
journals.     It  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

"  Dr.  Osgood,  once  a  L'nitarian,  now  an  Episcopal  minister,  discourses 
as  follows  on  the  question  of  the  ministry: — Whatever  maybe  the  cause, 
there  has  been  a  great  change  in  the  tone  and  position  of  the  New  Eng- 
land clergy  of  the  Puritan  line.  Instead  of  accepting  the  ministry  as  a 
profession  for  life,  comparatively  few  young  men  of  the  higher  class  of 
culture  and  society  accept  it  at  all,  and  a  large  portion  of  those  who 
enter  it  do  not  remain  long.  It  is  not  wise,  of  course,  to  accuse  men  of 
want  of  spirituality  because  they  do  not  like  the  clerical  profession  as  it 
is,  and  we  know  that  a  devout  layman  is  an  inestimable  blessing  to  the 
church  and  to  the  whole  community.  Yet  it  is  impossible  to  shun  the 
conclusion  that  religion  is  declining,  where  its  institutions  languish,  and 
its  pulpits  are  left  to  second  and  third-rate  men.  I  am  most  familiar 
with  Harvard  University,  and  I  can  speak  with  most  decision  upon 
theological  tendencies  among  its  graduates,  whilst  it  is  obvious  that 
other  Universities  and  Colleges  show  similar  tendencies.  Whilst  the 
Harvard  classes  increase,  and  the  average  number  in  a  class,  forty  or 
fifty  years  ago,  was  between  fifty  and  sixty,  now  the  figures  rise  above 
one  hundred,  and  sometimes,  as  this  year,  approach  two  hundred,  the 
names  in  italics,  which  are  designated  as  clerical,  are  less  and  less,  and 
in  some  classes  none  at  all.  In  our  class  (1832,)  14  out  of  71  studied 
theology,  and  16  entered  theological  schools — a  proportion  now  unknown 
on  the  Harvard  catalogue.  This  fact  cannot  be  ascribed  solely  to  the 
lax  ecclesiastical  opinions  that  one  generally  associated  with  Harvard 
University,  since  of  late  years  the  majority  of  under-graduates  there 
have  gone  from  families  nominally  orthodox,  and  Episcopalian  and  Con- 
gregational students  have  out-numbered  the  Unitarian.  The  cause  of 
the  decline  in  the  attraction  of  the  ministry  for  educated  young  men  is 
more  general  than  theological  opinion,  whilst  it  is  evident  that  the 
decline  is  more  marked  where  the  ministry  is  less  guarded  by  positive 
faith,  and  left  more  to  personal  opinion  and  taste  than  to  loyal  conscience 
and  habitual  discipline." 

What  is  asserted  above  in  regard  to  Harvard,  we  are  sorry  to  say  is 
largely  true  of  several  of  the  eastern  colleges  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Presbyterian  church.  This  we  have  ascertained  from  careful  inquiry, 
and  the  fact  calls  for  earnest  consideration.  Can  the  cause  be  given  ? 
The  many  revivals  of  religion  which  the  church  has  enjoyed  of  late 
would  warrant  just  the  opposite  state  of  things.  Why  is  this  just  ex- 
pectation disappointed  ?     Can  our  friends  answer  ? 
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INFORMATION. 

At  its  last  meeting  the  Board  resolved  to  make  the  appropriations  at 
the  same  rate  and  on  the  same  conditions  as  last  year,  viz: — $150  to 
theological  students,  $120  to  collegiate  students,  and  $100  to  those  who, 
as  "exceptional  cases,"  are  in  the  academic  course,  provided  that  the 
churches  furnished  the  funds.  Tjiis  condition,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  be 
noticed  by  all  parties — by  the  students,  so  as  not  to  count  with  undue 
confidence  on  the  whole  sum  appropriated ;  by  the  Educational  Com- 
mittees of  the  several  Presbyteries,  so  as  to  feel  more  sensibly  the  duty 
resting  on  them  to  stir  up  the  churches  of  their  Presbyteries  to  the  duty 
of  punctual  contribution ;  and  by  the  churches  themselves  that  they 
may  see  what  disappointment  and  distress  will  follow  from  their  delin- 
quency. The  sums  appropriated  afford  but  a  partial  support  to  the 
student,  and  when  they  fail  it  often  lets  down  the  burden  of  self-support 
on  the  shoulders  of  the  student  more  heavily  than  can  be  borne.  In 
consequence  of  the  failure  last  year,  several  were  obliged  to  quit  their 
classes  and  go  to  teaching  or  other  employments.  Such  breaks  in  the 
course  of  study  are  often  injurious,  and  are  to  be  deprecated. 


A  GREAT  WANT. 


Some  means  of  bringing  our  686  unemployed  ministers  into  connection 
with  our  948  vacant  churches.  The  Methodist  boasts  of  no  idle  force, 
no  waste  territory  in  his  bounds.  But  alas  for  Presbyterians !  they 
have  plenty  of  both  and  no  wisdom  to  remedy  the  evil.  Wanted  in  the 
Presb}^teries  episcopal  authority  and  supervision  to  utilize  waiting  [labor 
on  waiting  fields,  and  gather  in  the  harvests.

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  J.  L.  Scott  has  embarked  for 
India  under  re-appointment,  in  connection  partly  with  Mrs.  Scott's 
charge  of  the  Woodstock  school,  but  also  with  the  hope  of  completing 
his  commentary  on  the  Psalms,  in  Hindustani,  for  the  use  of  native 
Christians,  and  of  resuming  other  missionary  work.  He  sailed  on  the 
25th  of  October.  The  Rev.  A  Brodhead,  D.D.,  embarked  on  his  return 
to  India  on  the  13th  of  November.  During  his  visit  he  has  rendered 
much  acceptable  and  useful  service  for  the  missionary  cause  among  the 
churches.  He  goes  back  to  his  station  at  Allahabad  under  the  severe 
trial  of  separating  from  his  wife  and  two  sons.  The  latter  are  at  school 
in  this  country,  under  their  mother's  charge.  Miss  Lydia  Jones  and 
Miss  Lydia  Walker  embarked  for  the  Gaboon  and  Corisco  Mission 
November  1st.  Miss  Jones  returned  to  her  work  in  Africa  with  improved 
health.  Miss  Walker  was  formerly  a  teacher  in  the  Chippewa  Mission  ; 
she  has  been  re-appointed,  at  her  own  request,  with  a  view  to  work  in 
Africa.  The  Rev.  Thomas  T.  Alexander  and  his  wife,  and  Miss  Corolyn 
E.  Eldred,  for  Japan  ;  Miss  Hattie  Noyes  and  Miss  Lillie  Happer,  both 
returning  with  health  much  improved  to  Canton,  China  ;  Rev.  James 
M.  McCauley,  and  Miss  Jennie  Kooser,  for  Siam,  all  embarked  at  San 
Francisco,  California,  November  1st.  Mrs.  Alexander  is  a  daughter  of 
one  of  our  ministers,  Rev.  W.  B.  Brown,  of  Marysville,  Tenn.  Miss 
Eldred  is  a  member  of  the  church  of  Olmsted,  Ohio.  Miss  Kooser  is  a 
member  of  the  church  of  Neshannock,  Pa.  Mr.  Alexander  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York,  and  a  member  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Union.  Mr.  McCauley  is  a  graduate  of  the  Western 
Theological  Seminary,  Allegheny,  Pa.,  and  a  member  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Winona.  After  having  been  settled  as  a  pastor  at  Owatonna,  Minn., 
he  is  now  enabled  to  fulfil  his  long  cherished  desire  of  entering  the  for- 
eign field;  and  he  goes  out  with  the  respect  and  warm  regard  of  his  co- 
presbyters  and  the  members  of  his  late  pastoral  charge.  The  arrival 
in  Mexico  of  Mrs.  Hutchinson,  Miss  Forbes,  and  Miss  Hennequin,  is 
reported,  after  a  comfortable  voyage.  The  Rev.  W.  M.  Thomson,  D.D., 
and  the  Rev.  F.  W.  March,  of  the  Syria  Mission,  have  arrived  in  this 
country. 

Ordination  of  a  native  minister.  Mr.  Toda,  a  licentiate  of  the  Pres 
bytery  of  Japan,  was  lately  ordained  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  Two 
other  native  assistants,  connected  with  the  Scotch  and  Dutch  Reformed 
Missions,  have  also  been  ordained. 

Licensed  to  preach  the  gospel.  Mr.  Pansakee  Fife,  an  elder  of  the 
Creek  Indian  church  of  North  Fork,  was  licensed  as  a  preacher  of  the  gos- 
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pel  by  the  Presbytery  of  Neosho.  He  will  supply  the  church  for  the  present, 
its  former  minister  having"  unhappily  gone  into  another  denomination.  A 
part  of  his  salary  is  to  be  provided  by  the  church,  perhaps  all  that  it  is  at 
present  able  to  give,  and  a  grant  will  be  made  by  the  Board,  at  the 
request  of  the  Presbytery,  in  further  aid  of  his  support.  The  congrega- 
tion was  formerly  connected  with  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church, 
but  we  understand  that,  with  the  approval  of  all  parties,  it  is  now  in  the 
Presbytery  of  Neosho. 

New  Converts. — Six  new  communicants  were  received  by  the  church 
of  Yedo,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Green.  Five  new  converts  were 
baptized  by  Dr.  Nevius,  who  live  in  the  district  of  Shantung,  China, 
where  he  had  so  extensively  administered  relief  in  the  time  of  famine. 
Thirteen  new  converts  were  baptized  in  Chefoo  ;  and  Mr.  Corbett  also 
speaks  of  fifty-two  adults  and  twenty-eight  children  who  were  baptized 
in  Chihmeh  since  his  visit  there  last  spring.  About  fifty  persons  are 
inquirers  in  the  same  district.  In  Canton  Mr.  Henry  mentions  the 
admission  of  four  new  converts,  and  of  two  more  soon  to  be  baptized. 
The  whole  number  of  communicants  in  the  Second  church,  Canton,  is 
now  fifty.  It  is  encouraging  to  find  that  interest  in  religious  services 
has  not  been  lessened  by  the  lamented  death  of  Mr.  Preston.  In  Sugh- 
bin,  Syria,  Mr.  Dale  speaks  of  the  admission  of  three  converts,  making 
nineteen  since  January  1st.  In  Brazil  Mr.  Da  Gama  reports  the  admis- 
sion of  eleven  new  converts  at  several  places  connected  with  the  church 
of  Brotas,  and  eight  children  baptized.  In  Mexico  a  letter  quoted  on 
another  page  refers  to  thirty-six  new  converts  admitted  to  the  church 
under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Hutchinson. 

Continued  Distress  is  reported  from  many  parts  of  India  and  of 
China,  owing  to  the  famine  in  both  countries,  and  disease  following  in 
its  train.  In  Siam  the  rice  crop,  the  main  dependence  of  the  people,  has, 
to  a  large  extent,  failed,  and  wide-spread  sickness  followed  the  want  of 
food.  In  consequence  of  the  largely  diminished  supply  of  grain,  prices 
have  greatly  increased,  to  the  dismay  of  the  poor  people ;  and  the  Rus- 
sian Turkish  war  has  produced  the  same  result  in  Western  Asia.  Mr. 
Corbett,  of  Chefoo,  China,  after  giving  some  woful  details  of  the  suffer- 
ing and  death  of  large  numbers  of  the  Chinese,  then  adds,  "  It  makes 
our  hearts  ache  to  see  the  people,  now  in  their  extremity,  going  to  their 
temples  and  pleading  with  their  idols  to  have  pity  on  them.  The  natives 
here  have  just  appointed  an  extra  new  year,  and  celebrated  it  by  wor- 
shipping idols  and  ancestors,  by  theatrical  performances,  feasting,  &c, 
hoping  in  some  such  way  to  avert  the  plague,  and  to  be  more  fortunate 
another  year." 

Peace  in  Japan. — It  is  a  cause  of  thankfulness  to  learn  that  the 
civil  war  in  Japan  is  ended.  It  is  hoped  that  the  government  of  the 
Mikado  may  now  adopt  a  more  liberal  policy  towards  the  Chiistian 
religion.

ABROAD  AND  AT  HOME— WHEREFORE  ? 

Referring  to  the  notices  given  in  another  place  of  the  want  of  food  in 
so  many  populous  countries,  we  cannot  but  remember  with  gratitude  the 
goodness  of  God  in  giving  to  our  countrymen  unusually  bountiful  har- 
vests.

We  apprehend  that 
nothing  short  of  this  great  remedy  will  ever  keep  these  densely  inhabited 
countries  from  frequent  times  of  great  suffering  and  almost  hopeless 
distress.  We  should  certainly  use  ail  charitable  means  within  our  power 
for  their  relief;  but  there  is  only  one  remedy  of  human  sin,  suffering,  and 
woe,  and  that  remedy  we  must  do  all  that  we  can  to  make  known  to 
every  creature. 

QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS. 

[Continued  from  page  278.] 

No.  58.  Special  charge  of  the  children  op  Missionaries.  In 
reply  to  an  inquiry,  "  Who  is  the  lady  that  has  the  special  care  of  mis- 
sionary children?"  an  answer  was  given  as  printed  below.  The  letter 
of  inquiry  contained  other  points,  which  are  kept  in  view  in  the  reply. 
The  general  subject  is  one  of  great  moment,  of  several  sides  or  relations, 
of  no  little  difficulty  often,  and  yet  one  that  from  the  nature  of  the  case 
must  receive  practical  attention,  We  do  not  intend  to  discuss  it  here, 
though  it  may  be  well  to  state  briefly  the  policy  of  the  Board  concerning 
it.  This  is  1.  to  leave  the  chief  responsibility  of  making  suitable  arrange- 
ments for  the  children  to  their  parents  and  relatives — this  being  the 
order  of  nature,  providence,  and  grace,  and  one  not  to  be  set  aside  or 
weakened  for  any  but  the  gravest  reasons.  2.  To  make  a  moderate  pecu- 
niary provision  for  the  expense  involved  in  the  support  and  education  of 
these  children.  There  is  room  for  differing  views  as  to  the  manner  of 
making  such  provision,  whether  by  salaries,  by  schools,  or  by  grants, 
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and  also  as  to  its  amount.  The  plan  adopted  by  the  Board,  and  by  most 
of  the  American  Missionary  Societies,  gives  an  annual  allowance  from 
the  birth  of  a  child  to  the  age  of  eighteen.  By  prudent  management 
of  this  allowance  in  the  early  years,  something  may  be  secured  for  the 
larger  expenses  of  years  spent  at  school,  or  for  aiding  the  settlement  of 
children  in  the  families  of  their  relatives  or  of  friends — such  Christian 
homes  being  in  most  cases  preferable  to  homes  in  schools.  In  this  way 
the  Board  endeavors  to  help  missionary  parents  to  self-help  in  the  training 
and  education  of  their  children,  without  taking  this  sacred  duty  out  of  the 
hands  to  which  it  appertains,  while  yet  the  case  is  so  ordered  as  to 
secure  for  them  the  kind  cooperation  of  our  Christian  people.  That 
some  provision  of  this  kind  should  be  made,  results  from  the  circum- 
stances in  which  our  brethren  are  called  to  serve  the  cause  of  Christ. 
And  that  this  policy  has  worked  well,  we  think,  is  beyond  question. 
The  children  have  been  well  cared  for,  and  have  done  well,  often  re- 
markably well.  If  exceptions  to  this  remark  have  occurred,  we  think 
they  have  been  less  numerous  than  might  be  found  in  the  average  among 
the  children  of  the  same  number  of  ministers  in  this  country.  The  case 
of  missionary  children,  however,  is  in  some  important  respects  peculiar, 
and  it  is  one  that  calls  for  treatment  not  only  wise  but  sympathetic  ; 
indeed  it  makes  its  appeal  to  the  best  sentiment  of  all  Christian  parents. 
It  is  with  this  feeling  that  both  the  question  and  the  answer  here  given 
were  written. 

"  Our  Board  does  not  appoint  any  person  to  have  the  charge  of  the 
children  of  Missionaries.  I  will  send  you  a  copy  of  the  little  Manual. 
It  will  be  of  some  interest  to  you  as  a  former  missionary.  See  the  last 
paragraph  in  it — page  18.  The  true  principle  that  underlies  and  should 
control  the  subject  is  there  stated.  For  weighty  reasons,  which  will 
readily  occur  to  you,  indeed,  which  your  own  example  attests,  it  is  best 
to  leave  the  care  of  children  to  their  parents,  or  natural  protectors,  if 
their  parents  cannot  act,  that  is,  not  to  separate  them  from  those  to 
whom  they  are  related.  Yet,  as  mentioned  in  the  rule,  the  Board  will 
gladly,  and  with  true  sympathy,  give  all  the  aid  in  its  power  to  have 
suitable  educational  arrangements  made  in  any  case. 

"  Probably  one  of  the  best  ways  of  rendering  such  aid,  in  cases  where 
reduced  expense  is  needed,  is  the  one  which  your  letter  suggests,  that  of 
information  concerning  suitable  schools  in  which  a  good  education  giving 
and  parental  care  may  be  obtained  at  moderate  charges.  There  are  schools 
of  excellent  reputation,  conducted  by  proprietors  who  are  in  full  sym- 
pathy with  our  missionary  work,  and  who  well  understand  the  sore 
trial  of  the  separation  of  parents  and  children,  where  the  children  would 
receive  the  advantages  enjoyed  by  other  scholars  at  considerably  less 
expense  than  is  paid  by  others.  Few  schools  are  completely  full,  and 
as  their  accommodations,  staff  of  teachers,  etc.,  have  to  be  kept  up  at 
any  rate,  the  admission  of  one  or  two  missionary  scholars  can  be  accorded 
without  inconvenience  on  reduced  terms.  Quite  a  number  of  the  chil- 
dren of  missionaries  have  been  educated  in  such  schools,  to  their  own 
great  advantage,  and  with  the  warm  regards  of  their  instructors,  and 
yet  without  withdrawing  them  from  the  charge  of  their  parents  or  rela- 
tives." 

We  quote  here  the  rule  referred  to  above. 

"III.  The  Board  respectfully  counsels  missionaries  that,  when  practi- . 
cable,  and  special  reasons  do  not  render  it  inexpedient,  the  children 
should  be  placed  in  the  immediate  charge  of  the  relatives  and  family 
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friends  of  their  parents.  In  all  cases,  parents  will  retain  the  control  of 
arrangements  for  their  children  sent  to  this  country,  and  condu-ct  the 
correspondence  required  therefor.  But  the  Board  and  its  executive 
officers  will  do  all  in  their  power,  and  with  sympathy,  to  aid  in  effecting 
good  arrangements  in  any  ease." 


PRAYER  AND  CORRESPONDING  MEANS. 

The  "  life  of  trust'' — or  of  faith — does  not  depend  on  prayer  alone,  but 
must  use  all  appropriate  means  also,  to  gain  its  good  objects.  Let  no 
one  think  when  he  has  offered  the  prayer,  "  Thy  Kingdom  come,"  that 
he  has  only  to  wait  until' it  does  come.  As  well  might  he  wait  for  his 
daily  bread,  without  ploughing  or  sowing,  without  actual  work  in  the 
counting  room,  the  shop,  or  the  office,  after  offering  the  prayer,  "  Give 
us  this  day  our  daily  bread."  The  bread  will  not  come  without  the  use 
of  means  corresponding  to  the  prayer.  All  this  we  recognize  and  act 
upon  in  our  e very-day  life,  and  so  we  must  in  our  life  of  trust,  especially 
in  its  active  development  in  the  work  of  missions.  We  do  not  under- 
rate the  power  of  prayer  ;  it  cannot  be  over-rated.  It  is,  however,  not 
on  our  poor  prayers  that  we  are  to  rely,  but  on  the  divine  blessing  given 
graciously  in  answer  to  them  when  they  are  agreeable  to  God's  will. 

"We  all  admire  the  noble  devotedness  of  one  who  founded  great  orphan 
asylums,  without  sending  out  collecting  agents,  or  making  personal 
appeals  for  the  moneys  required  for  his  purpose ;  but  we  must  not  think 
that  prayer  was  the  only  means  employed.  There  stand  the  buildings 
and  the  orphans — the  former  small  at  first,  the  latter  few  comparatively 
at  first;  but  they  were  under  the  eyes  of  many  wealthy  and  humane 
persons,  from  year  to  year.  As  they  visited  the  place  of  leisurely  rest 
did  they  not  also  visit  these  orphanages?  No  doubt  they  saw  the 
orphan  children,  and  well  they  learned  the  good  efforts  made  for  their 
welfare  and  the  need  of  pecuniary  gifts  for  their  support.  What  more 
effective  means  could  be  used  to  second  the  earnest  prayers  offered  for 
these  orphanages  ?  We  are  far  from  disparaging  anything  connected 
with  them ;  indeed  we  are  grateful  for  such  remarkable  works  of  benevo- 
lence ;  but  we  see  that  prayer  and  other  means  were  used  with  marked 
ability  to  secure  the  good  result.  And  so  in  our  missionary  work — prayer 
is  indispensable.  Would  there  were  amongst  us  far  more  who  abound  in 
prayer,  whose  effectual,  fervent  prayers  avail  much!  They  would  be 
among  the  foremost  in  going  out  as  missionaries;  or  if  this  could  not 
be,  in  using  all  proper  means  corresponding  to  their  prayers  for  the  sup- 
port of  those  who  could  go,  for  the  enlargement  of  their  work,  and  for 
the  blessing  of  God  on  the  labor  of  their  hands. 


CHURCH—WORSHIP— CONVERTS,  IN    MEXICO. 

We  take  the  following  paragraphs  from  a  letter  written  by  one  of  the 
ladies  who  recently  went  to  this  city  as  a  missionary.  The  letter  is 
dated  October  18,  1877. 

I  have  seen  the  beautiful  church,  for  one  thing — "the  Church  of  our 
Divine  Redeemer."  The  name  seems  to  me  peculiarly  appropriate  to 
this  church.  [The  writer  of  the  letter  then  gives  her  "  first  impressions" 
of  this  sanctuary.  It  is  a  building  of  beautifully  simple  architecture, 
and  well  adapted  to  our  Protestant  views  of  public  services  in  the  wor- 
ship of  God.]     .  .  .  But  the  church  building  alone,  lovely  as  it  is,  is  not 
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all  that  is  calculated  to  impress  the  senses  and  touch  the  heart.  You 
know  well  probably  what  a  glorious  voice  Mr.  H.  has,  and  I  am  sure  I 
cannot  be  too  extravagant  in  my  praise  of  his  congregational  singing. 
Every  man,  woman,  and  child  joins  in  it ;  and  you  may  think  how  it 
sounds  to  one  far  from  home,  to  hear  the  dear  old  familiar  tunes  ringing 
through  the  church  from  the  lips  of  the  people  for  one  whom  one  has 
left  home. 

Our  second  Sabbath  here  witnessed  an  impressive  scene — the  coming 
to  the  Lord's  Table  of  thirty-six  new  converts  of  his  grace.  There  were 
heads  of  families,  young  people,  and  children.  It  may  be  they  will  not 
hold  out  to  the  end,  but  how  thankful  we  should  be  at  home  for  such  a 
promise  of  Christian  life  in  the  church.  Last  Saturday,  Mr.  H.  was 
visited  by  an  Indian  from  some  of  the  unpronounceable  places  among 
the  mountains.  He  had  come  into  the  city  for  a  bible  and  to  find  a  Pro- 
testant church.  He  had  attended  some  of  the  Presbyterian  services, 
and  had  determined  to  cast  in  his  lot  with  our  church.  He  said  there 
were  five  or  six  Protestants  besides  himself  whom  he  would  bring  down 
to  be  baptized,  and  himself  received  the  rite  on  Sabbath  morning.  I 
watched  him  all  through  the  bible  class,  and  if  ever  a  human  face 
expressed  sincerity,  his  did.  He  never  once  took  his  eyes  from  Mr. 
Hutchinson's  face,  watching  him  with  tears  in  his  eyes  and  audibly 
repeating  his  words.  We  do  not  know  all  his  history,  but  his  conver- 
sion has  been  the  work  of  God's  Spirit  and  God's  Word. 


SYRIA— A  LETTER  OF  THE  REY.  H.  H.  JESSUP,  D.D. 

A  hot  October — A  Druze  Sheik's  Troubles — A  Druze  Sheik's  Death  and 
his  easily  Liberal  Bequests. 

Shemlan,  [near  Beirut,]  October  10,  1877. 

We  are  suffering  from  another  burning,  withering  North-East  wind, 
which  has  been  blowing  for  a  week,  until  we  seem  to  have  no  energy 
left.  The  month  of  October  is  generally  a  most  invigorating  one,  but 
thus  far  this  year  it  has  been  most  debilitating.  The  mercury  here  in 
Lebanon,  2,200  feet  above  the  sea,  stands  at  89°  and  90°,  and  the  air 
seems  perfectly  desiccated. 

Last  Friday,  a  venerable  Druze  Sheikh,  from  a  neighboring  village, 
called  upon  me.  He  had  several  matters  to  talk  about.  He  was  greatly 
distressed  about  the  recent  robbery  of  our  mail  going  to  Abeih,  and  said 
that  to  his  knowledge  it  was  the  first  time  such  a  thing  had  ever  hap- 
pened. The  Lebanon  government  has  threatened  him  and  his  village 
if  they  do  not  find  the  robber,  as  the  robbery  took  place  nearer  to  them 
than  to  any  other  village.  He  said  all  the  men,  women,  and  children  of 
the  village  have  been  out  in  this  hot  sirocco  hunting  over  the  rocks  and 
mountain  sides  to  find  the  lost  mail  matter,  and  there  is  as  yet  not  a 
clue  to  it. 

After  considerable  conversation,  he  came  and  sat  by  my  side  and  said, 
"  I  have  another  trouble  greater  than  this.  I  am  the  Sheikh  of  the  vil- 
lage, and  have  the  care  of  property  worth  300,000  piastres,  (or  3l2,000.) 
My  eldest  son,  Hassein,  who  is  teaching  for  your  Missionaries  in  Kefr 
Shima  school,  has  become  a  Christian.  As  my  property  is  ecclesiastical 
property,  my  son  now  forfeits  all  right  and  title  to  it.  His  share  would 
be  |>4;000;  and  it  grieves  me  now  in  my  old  age  to  think  that  my  eldest 
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son,  who  has  toiled  for  years  in  improving  this  property,  should  now 
deliberately  turn  his  back  upon  it.  Sir,  I  cannot  understand  his  course. 
Cannot  you,  as  my  friend,  help  me  in  the  matter?"  I  said,  "How 
would  you  wish  me  to  help  you?"  He  said,  "  Only  to  persuade  him 
to  keep  his  Christian  faith  in  his  own  bosom,  say  nothing  about  it,  and 
live  outwardly  a  Druze,  and  then  he  can  have  the  property !"  I  asked, 
"  Have  you  not  already  suggested  this  course  to  Hassein?"  "Yes," 
said  he,  "  and  he  replies  that  he  cares  nothing  for  property,  and  will 
trust  in  God  for  his  living."  I  said  to  the  Sheikh,  "  I  do  not  know  your 
son  personally,  but  your  testimony  as  to  his  character  is  as  good  as 
could  be  wished.  He  has  a  conscience,  and  peace  of  conscience  is  worth 
more  to  him  than  thousands  of  gold  and  silver.  I  cannot  advise  him  to 
violate  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience.  I  can  understand  your  regard 
for  him,  and  your  wish  that  he  remain  in  your  religious  sect  in  order 
to  keep  the  property,  but  if  I  were  in  his  place,  I  would  beg  before  I 
would  conceal  my  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  I  honor  your  son,  and  would 
that  you,  too,  might  believe  as  he  does."  The  old  man  said,  "  I  do  not 
object  to  his  believing  in  Christ.  Let  him  believe  in  Him.  But  I  am 
grieved  that  he  cannot  keep  his  faith  a  secret,  and  enjoy  this  great  pro- 
perty." .  .  .  This  testimony  of  the  old  Sheikh  to  his  son's  self-denial 
and  steadfastness  is  a  ray  of  light  in  the  darkness  of  Druzism. 

There  are  now  three  young  men  named  Hassein,  converts  from  among 
the  Druzes,  one  a  preacher  and  two  teachers.  Let  us  hope  on  and  pray 
on  in  strong  faith. 

A  Druze  Sheikh  died  in  this  village,  Shemlan,  two  days  since,  a  poor 
man  with  no  property.  Yet,  in  order  to  appear  religious,  and  to  leave 
a  good  name  behind,  he  made  a  will,  bequeathing  considerable  sums  of 
money  to  various  Druze  Khulwehs  and  holy  places  throughout  the 
country.  As  he  had  nothing  to  pay  these  bequests,  his  only  son,  who  is 
one  of  the  three  Christian  Hasseins  mentioned  above,  will  be  expected 
to  pay  the  money.  As  this  young  Hassein  is  an  Abeih  graduate  of  last 
year,  and  was  baptized  only  two  weeks  since  in  the  Shemlan  Church, 
he  will  not  be  very  likely,  with  a  young  wife  to  support,  to  give  any 
large  sums  towards  Druze  Khulwehs. 

But  what  a  convenience  to  a  poor  man  to  be  able  to  bequeath  large 
sums  of  money  to  benevolent  objects  after  this  fashion  !  I  fear,  however, 
that  some  benevolent  objects  would  suffer  if  left  to  the  tender  mercies  of 
Druze  testators! 


DEMONS  IN  WESTERN  INDIA. 

Among  the  people  of  this  part  of  India  two  classes  of  demons  are  gen- 
erally recognized.  Those  of  the  first  class  correspond  closely  with  the 
evil  spirits  of  the  New  Testament,  but  those  of  the  second  have  perhaps 
a  larger  place  in  popular  traditions  and  fears,  and  it  is  of  these  I  write. 

According  to  a  belief  which  passes  almost  without  challenge,  the  man, 
good  or  bad,  who  dies  with  any  strong  earthly  desire  or  ambition  unful- 
filled becomes  of  necessity,  though  perhaps  of  choice  also,  a  bhoot  or 
demon.  The  Brahmin  learned  in  the  Vedas,  the  Mussulman,  the  woman 
who  dies  at  child-birth;  the  widow,  the  man  without  issue,  all  go  to 
swell  the  ranks,  and  each  receives  as  a  demon  a  name  marking  his  for- 
mer condition.  Seeing  that  few  die  with  a  life  perfectly  rounded,  it 
need  not  be  added  that  this  host  of  evil  ghosts  is  innumerable.  Every 
family  has  at  least  one.  They  haunt  the  banyan,  and  pimpul,  and  tama- 
rind trees.     They  are  at  home  in  rivers,  and  tanks,  and  wells.     They 
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delight  in  deserted  houses  and  waste  places.  They  gather  at  night  on 
the  seashore  or  river-bank,  and  assume  what  shapes  they  will.  They 
go  out  in  boats  to  fish,  or  play,  and  leap,  and  dance,  and  yell  hideously 
on  the  shore.  They  annoy  whomsoever  else  they  will,  but  are  especially 
severe  on  their  own  families.  In  some  mysterious  way  they  lessen  the 
heap  of  rice.  They  prevent  the  crops  from  ripening.  The  cow  ceases 
to  give  milk.  No  plan  nor  labor  prospers,  and  should  the  evil  spirit 
become  greatly  enraged  the  house  is  fired.  No  longer  standing  aluof, 
they  enter  in,  possess  the  man  and  use  him  as  their  mouth-piece.  They 
bring  on  imbecility  and  insanity,  induce  various  diseases,  and  scourge 
towns  and  villages  with  epidemics. 

In  the  presence  of  beings  so  numerous,  capable  of  wielding  such  vast 
powers  for  evil,  and  of  becoming  as  they  will  small  as  an  ant  or  great 
as  a  mountain,  life  in  India,  one  would  suppose,  must  prove  a  burden 
indeed.  But  the  Brahmins,  with  their  usual  acuteness  and  with  the 
usual  profit  to  themselves,  have  come  to  the  rescue.  As  these  shades 
are  destined  to  wander  among  men,  they  must  be  propitiated  and  their 
sojourn  made  pleasant  as  possible.  Sandals,  turbans,  all  kinds  of  wear- 
ing apparel,  umbrellas,  vessels  of  brass,  etc.,  are  all  found  useful,  (the 
costlier  the  better)  and  the  Brahmin  stands  ready  to  receive  (and  trans- 
fer?) them  from  the  relative  in  the  name  of  the  departed. 

There  is  a  yearly  feast  in  honor  of  the  manes  of  ancestors  ;  their  images 
are  sometimes  made  and  worshipped  with  propiatory  offering,  but  bold 
devil  worship  does  not  here  assume  the  proportions  that  it  does  among 
the  Shanars  of  Southern  India.  Still  the  numerous  mantris  with  their 
charms  and  Sanscrit  incantations,  drive  a  flourishing  trade.  Many 
diseases  are  attributed  directly  to  demoniacal  possession.  The  measures 
taken  to  exorcise  the  evil  spirit  from  the  unfortunate  patient  (apart  from 
charms,  etc.)  are  radical.  Hands  and  feet  are  bound  together  and  secured 
in  position  by  a  stick.  The  patient  is  then  well  scourged  with  rods,  and 
made  to  inhale  the  fumes  of  burning  pepper,  and  pepper-tea  is  poured 
into  his  ears  and  nostrils.  These  and  the  like  remedies  failing,  he  is 
dragged  on  a  pilgrimage  to  a  certain  noted  shrine,  after  which  he  is 
usually  prepared  either  to  recover  or  to  die. — Bev.  J.  J.  Hull,  Kolapore.

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BOARD  OF  CHURCH  ERECTION. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS  FOR  CHURCH  BUILDING  NOT  THE  SAME 

AS  CASH. 

One  of  the  conditions  upon  which  this  Board  grants  aid  is  that  the 
amount  necessary  to  complete  the  building,  less  the  sum  promised  by 
the  Board,  has  been  collected  and  actually  paid  upon  the  said  building, 
and  that  no  lien  rests  upon  the  property,  nor  debt  upon  the  congragation, 
that  can  take  precedence  of  our  mortgage. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  to  induce  people  to  subscribe  more  liberally 
time  is  allowed,  the  subscriptions  running  for  months.  When  the  build- 
ing is  completed,  and  the  Board's  money  called  for,  these  unpaid  sub- 
scriptions or  notes  are  counted  as  cash.  But  when  the  time  of  payment 
arrives,  many  of  them  are  found  to  be  uncollectable,  and  debt,  difficulty, 
and  distress  are  the  consequence.  The  Board  have  such  eases  on  hand 
now,  and  they  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  say  to  those  whom 
it  may  concern,  that  by  the  term  "actually  collected  and  paid"  upon  the 
building  they  do  not  mean  promisory  notes  or  outstanding  subscriptions. 

The  following  is  the  action  of  the  Synod  of  Michigan  touching  the 
work  of  Church  Erection  at  their  late  meeting  at  Howell : 

"Resolved,  1st,  That  we  regard  the  work  entrusted  to  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection  as  an  essential  auxiliary  to  the  work  of  Home  Missions, 
tending  as  it  does  to  render  more  certain  of  success  every  effort  made  to 
plant  the  Church  of  Christ  where  it  is  not,  and  in  each  case  hastening 
the  period  when  the  new  church  shall  be  self-sustaining. 

"2d.  That  the  times  in  which  we  live,  the  peculiar  state  and  wants  of 
our  country,  the  vigorous  efforts  put  forth  by  the  enemies  of  the  Church 
to  preoccupy  the  ground  and  lead  into  soul-destroying  error  those  whom 
it  is  our  duty  to  strive  to  save,  all  demand  of  this  Synod  that  it  should 
arise  to  the  occasion  and  pour  into  the  treasury  of  the  Board  its  means, 
until  within  all  our  bounds  there  shall  be  no  feeble  church  left  houseless, 
and  no  town  or  hamlet  where  there  may  not  be  found  a  Presbyterian 
church. 

"3d.  That  the  Synod  commends  the  noble  work  of  our  Church  Erec- 
tion Board  to  all  those  who  covet  the  honor  of  building  up  the  Redeem- 
er's kingdom,  aDd  enjoins  it  upon  all  ministers  and  church  sessions  to 
see  that  this  cause  is  presented  to  their  people  regularly  for  their  con- 
tributions." 

"  4th.  That  we  cheerfully  accept  the  offer  made  to  the  Synod  of 
Michigan  by  the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  and  that  a  committee  of  five 
be  appointed  at  this  meeting  to  carry  out  this  arrangement,  and  secure 
as  large  collections  as  possible  in  all  our  churches." 

This  seems  like  taking  hold  of  the  work  in  good  earnest.  We  look 
with  anxiety  for  the  carrying  out  of  these  resolutions,  and  confidently 
predict,  if  the  money  be  sent  through  the  Board,  a  happy  and  speedy 
relief  to  those  churches  now  ready  to  sink  under  iheir  heavy  burdens. 

The  feelings  expressed  by  some  of  the  other  Synods  in  relation  to  the 
work  of  Church  Erection  were  of  a  kindred  spirit  with  those  above.    Ihe 
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conviction  is  that  this  cause  has  been  too  much  neglected  by  a  large 
portion  of  our  churches,  and  the  effect  of  this  neglect  is  now  telling  sadly 
upon  some  of  their  own  churches,  for  "there  is  that  withholdeth  more 
than  is  meet,  and  it  tendeth  to  poverty."  "They  th&t  sow  bountifully 
shall  also  reap  bountifully."  But  to  the  churches  we  would  say, 
Do  not  exhaust  your  liberality  upon  the  Board  of  Church  Erection. 
Give  to  all  the  Boards  in  proportion  to  their  relative  importance,  for  "if 
one  member  suffers,  all  the  others  suffer  with  it."

I  know  not  whether  my  husband  will  survive  this  attack,  but  the 
Lord  who  rules  and  reigns  will  do  all  things  right,  and  to  Him  be  all 
the  glory.  But  my  kind  Sir,  please  send  us  relief  speedily,  and  oblige 
your  friend  in  Christ."

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Financial. — Receipts  for  October,  $1,637.16,  against  $1,413.39,  in 
the  same  month  of  last  year.  Gross  receipts  from  churches  and  indi- 
viduals in  the  first  seven  months  of  the  present  year,  $14,045.97,  against 
$18,692. 74  in  the  same  period  last  year,  a  loss,  on  receipts  for  all  pur- 
poses, of  $4,646.77.  Asa  larger  proportion,  however,  was  given  last  year 
for  specials  than  has  been  given  for  the  same  this  year,  the  falling  off 
in  receipts  for  the  general  work,  though  serious,  is  not  so  great.

From  the  recommendation  of  our  General  Assembly  and  from  long 
custom,  not  a  few  of  the  number  of  our  churches  which  take  but  one 
collection  in  the  year  for  each  benevolent  work  of  our  Church,  will  take 
that  for  "  Freedmen"  on  "  The  First  Sabbath  in  December,"  or  soon 
thereafter.  Hence  the  present  seems  an  appropriate  time  for  calling 
attention  to  some  statements  pertaining  to  this  work  and  its  wants. 


NUMBER,  CONDITION,  AND    NEED. 

These  Freedmen  number  4,000,000,  and  the  colored  members  on  the 
roll  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  slave  states,  at  the  opening  of  the 
late  war,  numbered  17,000.  They  are  now  American  citizens,  and  there- 
fore a  power  in  the  land — and  yet,  by  reason  of  their  former  condition, 
are  but  poorly  prepared  to  use  their  power  wisely. 


our  church's  work. 

To  assist  in  planting  and  maintaining  the  church  and  the  school 
among  these  people,  by  employing  preachers,  catechists  and  missionary 
teachers,  is  the  work  which  the  Presbyterian  Church  has  intrusted  to 
her  Committee  on  Freedmen. 

God  has  granted  good  success  to  our  Church's  work  among  this  peo- 
ple, so  far  as  prosecuted.  Our  last  Annual  Report  gives,  Ministers,  48 ; 
Catechists,  23;  Churches,  128;  Communicants,  9,889;  added  on  examina- 
tion, 886 — making  to  each  minister  an  average  of  18,  while  in  all  the 
other   work   of  our   Church    combined,    this  average  is  only  8 ;  S.   S. 

Scholars,  7,092;  Missionary  Teachers — including  a  few  assistant's 47; 

or,  counting  Ministers  who  teach  as  well  as  preach,  70;  Mission  Schools' 
41;  Pupils  in  these,  3,748;  whole  number  cf  Missionaries,  assistant 
teachers  included,  118: — Higher  Schools,  5;  Pupils  in  these,  987;  for 
the  Ministry,  (in  4,)  39;  Teachers  furnished  by  these  schools  last  year, 
124 ;  Pupils  in  their  schools,  6,542 ;  superintending  Sabbath-schools 
while  teaching,  50  ;  Pupils  in  their  Sabbath-schools,  3,145.  [See  Report, 
pages  7-10,]  Cash  raised  by  Churches  and  Schools,  under  care  of  the 
Committee,  for  self-support,  $11,627.16. 


CONTRIBUTIONS. 

1.  Of  our  5,000  churches,  over  3,000  are  reported  as  having  given 
nothing  for  "  Freedmen"  during  last  year — 375  of  these,  having  from 
100  to  200  members  each,  and  195  of  them  having  200  and  upwards; 
while  of  churches  that  gave,  231,  having  200  or  more  members  each,  are 
reported  as  having  given  comparatively  small  amounts,  in  most  cases 
not  exceeding  $20,  and  204  churches,  having  from  100  to  200  members, 
are  reported  as  having  given  in  no  case  over  $5. 

2.  The  amount  of  work  undertaken  for  the  present  ecclesiastical  year 
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was  based  upon  the  receipts  of  last  year ;  but  thus  far  there  has  been  a 
serious  falling  off  in  the  receipts  of  the  present  year,  as  compared  with 
the  same  period  in  last  year,  and  we  now  see  no  reasonable  hope  of  being 
able  to  close  the  year  clear  of  debt,  unless  the  work  can  obtain  more 
givers,  or  those  who  give  to  it  will  give  more.  We  therefore  respect- 
fully, but  most  earnestly  ask,  (1)  that  churches  which  gave  nothing  to 
"  Freedmen"  last  year  may  have  this  work  and  its  wants  presented  this 
year,  with  an  opportunity  to  contribute  ;  (2)  that  churches  which,  gave 
comparatively  small  sums  last  year  will  give  liberally  this  year;  (3) 
that  churches  accustomed  to  give  larger  sums  will  not  fall  below  their 
usual  amount,  but  will  even  add  to  this  where  it  may  be  practicable, 
and  (4)  that  individual  givers  will  not  fail  to  remember  this  cause  during 
the  present  year,  according  to  the  measure  of  their  ability.
